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Foreword 


A'la Hadrat Imaam Ahmad Raza Khan «dé ain 423 - upon whom be mercy - had a great 
amount of knowledge and insight into the sciences of the Holy Qur'aan. His translation of the 
Holy Qur'aan titled Kanz-ul-Iman fi Tarjama-til-Qur'aan stands out as the most brilliant 
translation of the Holy Qur'aan in the Urdu language. A'la Hadrat did not write a Tafseer 
(Qur'anic commentary) of the entire Holy Qur'aan but his mastery in this field can be 
understood by his explanation of Surah al-Duha at the blessed ‘Urs of Muhibb al-Rasool 
Hadrat Maulana Shah ‘Abd al-Qaadir which took him 6 hours (from 9 AM till 3 PM). 


Kanz-ul-Iman fi Tarjama-til-Qur'aan is a beautiful combination of a word-by-word, 
conceptual and idiomatic translation. A'la Hadrat kept the translation in accordance with the 
high standards of the classical Arabic language. 


The method adopted in the translation of Kanz-ul-Iman 


I tried my level best to use simple words of the English language in the translation of 
Kanz-ul-Iman, without compromising the language itself, so that most people are 
able to understand it. However, in order to preserve the exact meanings of Kanz-ul- 
Iman - after extensive consultation with people of knowledge - I did compromise on 
some of my linguistic preferences. 


I tried to use those English words and phrases which are commonly used in the 
English-speaking world, so that the translation of Kanz-ul-Iman can be understood 
easily all over the world, by as many people as possible. 


A'la Hadrat's translation is not entirely a word-by-word translation of the Arabic text 
of the Holy Qur'aan, rather it is a conceptual and idiomatic translation, supported by 
authentic Tafseers (Qur'anic commentaries), coupled with word-by-word 
translations. Therefore, the focus throughout my working on this project was to 
capture the conceptual understanding of the Holy Qur'aan as presented by Sayyidi 
A'la Hadrat. In the process of this translation, I remained committed to translate 
what Ala Hadrat had written in the Urdu language and not translate from the Arabic 
text of the Holy Qur'aan directly. This befits the claim that I have attempted to 
translate Kanz-ul-Iman and not the Arabic text of the Qur'aan itself. 
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properly understood by the reader or if there is a possibility of misunderstanding a 
particular meaning. 


This translation of Kanz-ul-Iman was proofread once in South Africa by an English- 
speaking, South African born, highly educated brother. The second proofreading 
was done in the U.K. by an English-speaking, U.K. born, highly educated brother. 
Thereafter, a copy was placed on the Dawat-e-Islami website for public comment. 
The dear and respected Mufti Muhammad Qaasim (author of Tafseer Sirat-ul-Jinan) 
also read this translation in detail and gave his valuable input. After reviewing the 
input of Mufti Muhammad Qaasim, various other respected scholars and the 
comments posted on the Dawat-e-Islami website, the final editing was concluded on 
the 25th of Safar-ul-Muzaffar 1442 AH. 


When translating Kanz-ul-Iman, I viewed many Urdu and English translations of 
the Arabic text of the Holy Qur'aan as well as other translations of Kanz-ul-Iman; 
therefore, much care and a great amount of analysis has gone into this translation. 


May Allah Almighty accept this humble effort and reward all those who assisted in this 
translation.

1. SURAH AI-FATIHAH (THE 
OPENING) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
1 section and 7 verses) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


1:1. All praise is due to Allah, the 
Owner of all the worlds. 


1:2. The Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


1:3. The Owner of the Day of 
Recompense. 


1:4. You alone may we worship, 
and from You alone may we seek 
help. 


1:5. Enable us to walk the Straight 
Path. 


1:6-1:7. The path of those upon 
whom You have bestowed favour. 
Not of those who were subjected to 
(Your) wrath nor of the astray 
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cow) 


(This Surah is Madani, containing 
40 sections and 286 verses) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


2:1. Alif-Laam-Meem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 


2:2. That high-ranking Book (i.e. 
the Qur'aan); there is no room for 
doubt in it, guidance for those 
who fear (Allah). 


2:3. Those who believe without 
seeing, and keep Salah (ie. the five 
daily prayers) established and 
spend in Our path from the 
sustenance We have bestowed 
(upon them). 


2:4. And those who believe in 
what came down towards you, O 
Beloved, and what came down 
before you, and have certainty of 
the Hereafter. 


2:5. Only those people are upon 
guidance from their Lord and only 
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2:6. Undoubtedly, those in whose 
destiny is disbelief, it is the same 
for them whether you warn them. 
or warn them not; they are not to 
believe. 


2:7. Allah has set a seal upon their 
hearts and ears, and over their 
eyes is a blindfold (of persistent 
disbelief), and for them is a great 
punishment. 


2:8. And some people say that 
‘We believed in Allah and the Last 
Day,’ and they are not believers. 


2:9. They wish to deceive Allah 
and the believers, and in reality, 
they deceive not but their own 
selves, and they have no 
perception. 


2:10. In their (i.e. the hypocrites’) 
hearts is a disease (of hypocrisy), 
so, Allah increased their disease 
further, and for them is a painful 
punishment; the recompense of 
their lie (i.e. hypocrisy). 
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2:11. And when it is said to them, 
‘Make not mischief on the earth,' 
so, they say, 'We are but mere 
reformers.' 


2:12. Beware! It is they who are 
the mischief-mongers, but they 
perceive not. 


2:13. And when it is said to them, 
‘Believe just as the other people 
have believed,’ so, they say, 
‘Should we believe like the fools?’ 
Beware! It is they who are the 
fools, but they know not. 


2:14. And when they meet the 
believers; so, they say, 'We have 
believed,' and when they are alone 
with their devils; so, they say, 'We 
are with you; we are only mocking 
(the Muslims).' 


2:15. In return, Allah will punish 
them for their mockery, and (He) 
gives them respite to wander 
about in their rebellion. 


2:16. They are those people who 
purchased error in exchange for 
guidance; thus, their trade did not 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 1 


bring about any profit, and they 
did not even know the way of 
trading (ie. the way to attain 
guidance). 


2:17. Their example is like that of 
the one who kindled a fire; so, 
when. it lit up all around (him), 
Allah took away their light and 
left them in darknesses, (so) that 
they do not see. 


2:18. (They are) deaf, dumb, 
blind; so, they are not to return 
(towards guidance). 


2:19, Or like (those caught up in) 
tain pouring down from the sky, 
in which there are darknesses, 
thunder and lightning; thrusting 
their fingers into their ears due to 
the thunder for the fear of death. 
And Allah has the disbelievers 
surrounded. 


2:20. It appears as if the lightning 
will snatch away their sight; 
whenever it flashed, they began 
walking; and when it became 
dark, they remained standing. 
And if Allah willed, so, He would 
have taken away their hearing and 
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sight; undoubtedly, Allah can do 
everything. 


2:21. O people! Worship your 
Lord Who has created you and 
those before you, with the hope 
that you may attain piety. 


2:22. And the One Who made the 
earth a resting place for you, and 
the sky a structure (i.e. a shelter) 
and caused water to come down 
from the sky; bringing forth some 
fruits thereby for you to eat. So, do 
not knowingly equate anyone to 
Allah. 


2:23. And if you have any doubt in 
that which We have revealed 
upon this distinctive bondsman of 
Ours, so, bring (at least) one 
chapter like it, and call upon all 
your helpers other than Allah, if 
you are truthful. 


2:24. If you then fail to bring (a 
chapter), and We declare to you 
that you will never be able to 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 1 


bring (even one); so, fear that Fire 
whose fuel is humans and stones; 
kept ready for the disbelievers. 


2:25. And give glad tidings to those 
who believed and performed good 
deeds; that for them are Gardens, 
beneath which rivers flow. When 
they will be given any fruit to eat 
from those Gardens, having seen the 
outer appearance (of the fruit), they 
will say, This is actually that same 
sustenance which was given to us 
before.’ Whereas, its resemblance 
was given to them (having the same 
outer appearance but different in 
taste) and for them in those 
Gardens are pure wives; and they 
will reside therein forever. 


2:26. Indeed (in order to give 
guidance), Allah is not reluctant in 
mentioning anything for the 
purpose of giving an example; be 
it a mosquito or (something) more 
(insignificant) than it. So, those 
who believed, they know that this 
(example) is the truth from their 
Lord. As for the disbelievers, they 
say, 'What does Allah mean by 
such an (insignificant) example?’ 
Allah causes to mislead many 
with it, and guides many with it; 
and He causes to mislead with it 
only those who are disobedient. 
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2:27. Those who break the 
covenant of Allah after binding it, 
and cut off that thing which Allah 
has ordered to join, and spread 
turmoil on the earth; it is they who 
are in loss. 


2:28. How can you disbelieve in 
Allah? Whereas, you were lifeless, 
He brought you to life; He will 
then cause you to die, then will 
give life to you again, to only Him 
will you then return. 


2:29, It is He Who created for you 
whatever is in the earth, then He 
intended towards (the creation of) 
heaven, so, made seven heavens; 
perfectly balanced, and He knows 


everything. 


2:30. And (O Beloved), recall when 
your Lord said to the angels, 'I am. 
about to appoint My vicegerent on 
the earth,' they (ie. the angels) 
said, ‘Will You appoint such a 
vicegerent (i.e. mankind) who will 
cause mischief and bloodshed 
therein? And (whilst) praising 
You, we glorify and sanctify You.’ 
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He said, 'I know what you know 
not.' 


2:31. And Allah Almighty taught 
the names of all things to Adam, 
having then presented all these 
things before the angels, He said, 
'So, at least reveal the names of 
these if you are truthful (in your 
perception that you are more 
befitting to be the vicegerent).' 


2:32. They said, 'Glory be to You, 
we have no knowledge except that 
much which You have taught us. 
No doubt, only You are the All- 
Knowing, the All-Wise.' 


2:33. He said, 'O0 Adam, inform 
them of the names of all things.’ 
When Adam had informed them 
of all the names, He (Allah) said, 
‘(O angels!) Did I not tell you that 
I know all the hidden things of the 
heavens and the earth? And I 
know whatever you disclose and 
whatever you conceal.' 


2:34, And recall when We ordered 
the angels to prostrate to Adam, 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 1 


so, they all prostrated except 
Tblees (i.e. Satan); he refused and 
displayed arrogance, and became 
a disbeliever. 


2:35. And We said, '0 Adam! You 
and your wife dwell in this 
Paradise and eat therefrom freely 
wherever you desire; but do not 
approach this (particular) tree, 
that you will become amongst 
those who cross the limit.' 


2:36. So, Shaitaan (ie. Satan) 
caused them to slip up from 
Paradise and separated them from 
the place where they dwelled, and 
We said, 'Go down (as) enemies to 
one another! And you will have 
on the earth a place to dwell and 
provision up to a (certain) time.' 


2:37. Then, Adam learnt certain 
words from his Lord, so, Allah 
accepted his repentance; undoubtedly, 
only He js the Greatest Acceptor of 
tepentance, the Most Merciful. 


2:38. We said, 'All of you go down 
from Paradise! Then, if any 
guidance comes to you from Me, 
so, whosoever followed My 
guidance; for him is neither any 
fear nor any grief.' 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 1 


2:39. And those who disbelieve 
and will belie My verses; they are 
the inmates of Hell, wherein they 
will live forever. 


2:40. O children of Ya'qoob (i.e. 
Children of Israel)! Remember 
that favour of Mine which I 
bestowed upon you, and fulfil the 
covenant (you made) with Me; I 
shall fulfil the covenant (I made) 
with you, and remain fearful of 
only Me in particular. 


2:41. And believe in what I have 
sent down (ie. the Qur'aan); 
confirming that which is with you 
(i.e. the Tawrah, the Injeel), and be 
not the first to reject it, and accept 
not a petty price for My verses, 
and fear only Me. 


2:42. And do not mix truth with 
falsehood, and do not conceal the 
truth knowingly. 


2:43. And keep Salah (ie. 
obligatory prayer) established, 
and pay Zakah (ie. obligatory 
charity) and bow with those who 
bow (in Salah). 
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2:44, Do you order righteousness to 
(other) people and forget yourselves, 
whereas, you read the Book? So, do 
you not have intellect? 


2:45. And seek help from patience 
and Salah; and without doubt, 
Salah is definitely hard except for 
those who submit towards Me 
wholeheartedly. 


2:46. (They are) those who are 
certain that they are to meet their 
Lord and to return to only Him. 


2:47. O children of Ya'qoob! Recall 
that favour of Mine which I 
bestowed upon you, and this; that I 
exalted you over (the people of) 
that entire period. 


2:48. And fear that Day, when no 
soul will be able to be a substitute 
for another, nor any intercession 
be accepted for a disbeliever, nor 
his soul be freed by any 
compensation, nor there be any 
help for them. 
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Ss) 


2:49, And recall (O Children of 
Israel) when We rescued you from 
the people of Fir'awn (i.e. Pharaoh) 
who used to afflict you with 
grievous torment, slaughtering 
your sons and keeping your 
daughters alive. And in this, there 
was a great trial or a great reward 
from your Lord. 


2:50. And (recall) when We parted 
the river for you; so, (We) saved 
you and caused the people of 
Fir'awn to drown in front of your 
eyes. 


2:51. And (recall) when We made 
a promise of forty nights with 
Moosa (for him to receive the 
Tawrah); then, in his absence, you 
began worshipping the calf and 
you were unjust. 


2:52. We then pardoned you 
thereafter, so that somehow you 
may appreciate (Our favours). 


2:53. And (recall) when We 
bestowed the Book to Moosa and 
the criterion to judge between 
right and wrong, so that you may 
follow the (true) path. 
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2:54. And when Moosa said to his 
nation, 'O my people, you have 
committed injustice to your souls 
by making the calf (an object of 
worship), therefore, repent to your 
Creator, so kill each other; this is 
better for you, according to your 
Creator.' So, He accepted your 
repentance; indeed, only He is the 
Greatest Acceptor of repentance, 
the Most Merciful. 


2:55. And (recall) when you said, 
'O Moosa, we shall never believe 
you, until we see Allah openly,’ a 
thunderbolt therefore overpowered 
you whilst you were watching. 


2:56. We then brought you back to 
life after your death, that you 
might show gratitude. 


2:57. And We made the clouds 
your canopy and sent down upon 
you Manna and Salwa (i.e. a sweet 
and a salty dish); eat pure things 
provided by Us, and (by not 
obeying Our orders) they did not 
harm Us at all; yes, they were 
harming their own selves.

2:58. And when We said, 'Go to 
this town (i.e. Jerusalem), then, eat 
from it freely wherever you desire, 
and enter the gate while 
prostrating and declare, “May our 
sins be forgiven.” We shall forgive 
your sins, and soon We will give 
more (reward) to the righteous.' 


2:59. So, the transgressors changed 
the words to other than that which 
had been commanded to them, 
We henceforth sent upon them a 
punishment (of plague) from the 
sky; the recompense of their 
disobedience. 


2:60. And when Moosa asked for 
water for his people, so We said, 
‘Strike this rock with your staff.' 
Twelve springs immediately 
gushed out therefrom; each group 
recognised their drinking place. 
Eat and drink what Allah has 
provided, and do not roam 
around on the earth causing 
mischief. 


2:61. And when you said, 'O Moosa, 
we will never remain patient with 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 1 


one (type of) food, so pray to your 
Lord that (instead of Manna and 
Salwa) He brings forth for us what 
the earth grows; some spinach, and 
cucumber, and wheat, and lentil, 
and onion.' He (Moosa) said, ‘Do 
you demand that which is inferior 
in exchange for that which is 
superior? Well, go down to Egypt 
or to any city; there you will get 
that which you have asked for:' 
And humiliation and poverty were 
levied upon them and they returned 
towards the wrath of Allah; this 
was the recompense of this; that 
they would refuse the verses of 
Allah and martyr the Prophets 
unjustly; this was (also) the 
recompense of their disobedience 
and transgression. 


2:62. Undoubtedly, amongst the 
believers, in addition the Jews, 
the Christians and the star 
worshippers (after abandoning 
their previous religions); those 
who have true faith in Allah and 
in the Last Day (i.e. believing in 
Islam completely) and do good 
deeds; their reward is with their 
Lord, and for them is neither any 
fear nor any grief. 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 1 


2:63. And (remember) when We 
took a covenant from you and 
raised the (Mount) Toor above you 
(because of you breaking the 
covenant, and We said), 'Take and 
hold firmly whatever (ie. the 
Book) We give you, and memorise 
what is therein, in the hope that 
you may attain piety.' 


2:64. Then, after that (ie. the 
covenant), you turned away; so, 
had it not been for the Grace of 
Allah and His Mercy upon you, 
you would have therefore been 
amongst the losers. 


2:65. And undoubtedly, you 
definitely know those amongst 
you who had transgressed in the 
matter of Saturday (ie. the 
Sabbath). So, We said to them that 
‘Become apes; despised.' 


2:66. Henceforth, We made this 
incident of that town a lesson to 
those who were present, and to 
those who succeeded them and 
advice for the pious. 


2:67. And when Moosa said to his 
nation, 'Allah commands you to 
slaughter a cow,' they said that 
‘Are you mocking us?! He said, 'I 
seek refuge in Allah that I be 
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amongst the ignorant.' 


2:68. They said, 'Pray to your Lord 
that He may inform us (as to) 
what kind of cow it is,! he (Moosa) 
said, ‘He (Allah) says that “It is a 
cow, neither old nor too young; 
rather, it is in between both,” so 
do what you are ordered.' 


2:69. They said, 'Pray to your Lord 
He may inform us of its colour,' he 
said, ‘Says He (Allah), “It is a 
yellow cow, bright in colour, 
pleasant to the beholders.”' 


2:70. They said, 'Pray to your Lord 
that He may explain clearly to us 
(as to) what kind of cow it is. We 
have indeed become doubtful 
about cows, and (if) Allah wills, 
so, we shall attain guidance.' 


2:71. (Moosa) said, 'He (Allah) 
says that “That is a cow, from 
which no service is taken, that it 
(neither) ploughs the earth, nor 
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irrigates the fields; it is flawless 
which has no spot.”' (After 
hearing this) they said, 'Now you 
have brought the true fact,' so they 
slaughtered it, whereas, they 
seemed reluctant to slaughter (it). 


2:72. And when you committed a 
murder, hence, began accusing each 
other; and Allah was to disclose 
that which you were hiding. 


2:73. So, We said, ‘Strike the 
murdered one with a part of that 
cow.' This is how Allah will give 
life to the dead and shows you His 
signs; that you may have intellect. 


2:74. Then, thereafter your hearts 
became hard, so, they are like 
stones; rather, even harder than 
them. And of stones, there are 
actually some from which rivers 
gush forth and there are some 
which split apart; so, water gushes 
out therefrom, and there are some 
which fall down due to the fear of 
Allah. And Allah is not unaware 
of your (evil) actions. 
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2:75. So, O Muslims! Do you 
eagerly desire that these Jews will 
believe you? And amongst them 
was such a group who used to 
hear the Word of Allah; after 
having understood it, they used to 
distort it knowingly. 


2:76. And when they meet the 
Muslims, so they say, 'We have 
accepted faith,’ and when they are 
alone amongst themselves, so they 
(ie. some of them) say, ‘Do you 
disclose to the Muslims that 
knowledge which Allah has 
disclosed to you, that they (i.e. the 
Muslims) may argue with you 
therewith (to prove you wrong) in 
the Majestic Court of your Lord? 
Have you no intellect?! 


2:77. Are they not aware that 
Allah knows whatever they 
conceal and whatever they 
disclose? 


2:78. And some of them are 
illiterate who do not know the 
Book (of Allah) but verbal 
recitation, or invent some of their 
own fabrications; and they are in 
mere speculation. 


2:79. So, woe to those who 
(attempt to) write a book with 
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their own hands and then say, 
‘This is from Allah,' that they may 
gain a small price therewith. So, 
woe to them for what their hands 
have written, and woe to them for 
such earning. 


2:80. And they said, 'The Fire shall 
not touch us except for (a few) 
counted days.' Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Have you taken a 
promise from Allah? Then Allah 
will never go against His promise. 
Or do you say that about Allah 
which you know not?! 


2:81. Yes, why not; whoever earns 
sin and his sin (of disbelief) 
encompasses him, he is amongst 
the people of Hell; they are to 
remain therein forever. 


2:82. And those who believed and 
did good deeds, they are the 
people of Paradise; they are to 
remain therein forever. 


2:83. And when We took a 
covenant from the Children of 
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Israel; that do not worship anyone 
other than Allah, and be good to 
parents, and relatives, and 
orphans and the needy, and speak 
good to people, and keep Salah 
established and pay Zakah. You 
then turned away (from that 
covenant) except a few amongst 
you, and you are (merely) the 
ones who turn their faces away 
(from the commands of Allah). 


2:84. And when We took a 
covenant from you; that you 
should not shed blood of your 
own people and should not banish 
your own people from your 
towns. You then affirmed that (i.e. 
the covenant) and you are 
witnesses (to that covenant). 


2:85. It is you who then began 
slaying your own people and 
(also) banishing a group of your 
own people from their homeland. 
You provide help (to their 
opponents) against them in sin 
and transgression, and if they 
come to you as prisoners (of other 
people), you therefore free them 
by paying ransom (because you 
say it is mentioned in the Book), 
and their eviction 

mentioned in the 

unlawful for you. So, do you then 
have faith in some 
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commandments of Allah, and 
deny some? Therefore, whoever 
from you does so, what is his 
recompense but this; that, to be 
disgraced in this world, and on 
the Day of Resurrection, they shall 
be turned towards the severest 
torment. And Allah is not 
unaware of your (evil) deeds. 


2:86. These are the people who 
purchased the life of this world in 
exchange for the life of the 
Hereafter, the torment will 
therefore neither be decreased for 
them, nor will they be helped. 


2:87. And. verily, We gave Moosa 
the Book and after him sent 
Messengers one after the other, 
and We gave clear signs to 'Eisa; 
the son of Mary, and helped him 
with the Holy Spirit (i.e. Jibra'eel). 
So, do you become arrogant when 
any Messenger comes to you with 
that (i.e. a set of rules) which your 
evil selves do not desire? So, you 
belie a group of those (Prophets) 
and martyr another group. 


2:88. The Jews said, ‘Covers are 
placed upon our hearts,’ rather, 
Allah cursed them because of their 
disbelief; so, (only) a few of them 
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2:89. And when that Book of Allah 
(ie. the Qur'aan) came to them; 
verifying the Book that is with them 
(ie. the Tawrah), and previously 
they used to ask for victory over the 
disbelievers through the medium of 
the very same Prophet (ie. the 
Beloved Muhammad). Hence, 
when that known and recognised 
one (ie. the Prophet Muhammad) 
came to them, they rejected him; 
Allah's curse henceforth be upon 
those who reject. 


2:90. For what a miserable price 
they traded their souls; that they 
should disbelieve in that which 
Allah has revealed (ie. the 
Qur'aan) with this jealousy; that, 
Allah, out of His Grace, sends 
revelation upon whomsoever of 
His bondsmen He wills. Thus, they 
became worthy of wrath upon 
wrath, and there is a humiliating 
torment for the disbelievers. 


2:91. And when it is said to them 
that ‘Believe in what Allah has 
revealed,’ so, they say, ‘We believe 
in that which has been revealed 
upon us and reject the rest.’ 
Whereas, that (i.e. the Qur'aan) is 
the truth; confirming what is with 
them (i.e. the previous Heavenly 
Books). Say you (O Beloved); that 
‘Why did you then martyr the 
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previous Prophets, if you had 
believed in your Book (i.e. the 
Tawrah)?' 


2:92. And Moosa undoubtedly 
came to you with clear signs, then 
thereafter you made the calf a 
deity and you were unjust. 


2:93. And recall when We took a 
covenant from you and raised 
Mount Toor above your heads; 
(and said) 'Hold what We give 
you with determination, and 
listen,' they said, 'We heard and 
did not accept,’ and the calf was 
deep-rooted in their hearts due to 
their disbelief. Say you (O 
Beloved), 'What a vile command 
your faith gives you, if you have 
faith (in the Tawrah at all).' 


2:94. Say you (O Beloved), 'If (as 
per your claim) the final home (i.e. 
Paradise), according to Allah, is 
exclusively for you; not for others, 
you should therefore desire death 
(to reach Paradise promptly), if 
you are truthful.' 
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2:95. And they will never wish for it 
because of their evil deeds which 
they have done previously, and 
Allah knows well the transgressors. 


2:96. And undoubtedly, amongst 
all people, you will definitely find 
them the most desirous of life (to 
live in this world). And amongst 
the polytheists, one (group) 
desires to live a thousand years; 
and the granting of such (a long) 
life will not keep that group away 
from punishment. And Allah is 
observing their (evil) deeds. 


2:97. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Whoever 
is the enemy of Jibra'eel (let him be), 
so, it is he (ie. Jibra'eel) who has 
brought down this Qur'aan upon 
your heart by the command of 
Books, and (it is) guidance and glad 
tidings for the Muslims.' 


2:98. Whoever is the enemy of 
Allah, and His angels, and His 
Messengers, and Jibra'eel and 
Meeka'eel; so, Allah is the enemy 
of the disbelievers. 


2:99. And undoubtedly, We 
revealed clear verses towards you 
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(O Beloved), and no one would 
deny them but the disobedient. 


2:100. And that whenever they enter 
into a covenant, does a group from 
them (not) cast it (aside)? Rather, 
most of them do not believe. 


2:101. And when a Messenger 
came to them from Allah; 
confirming their Books, so, a 
group from amongst the People of 
the Book threw away the Book of 
Allah (ie. the Tawrah) behind 
their backs (i.e. rejecting it), as if 
they had no knowledge. 


2:102. And they followed such 
(blasphemous words of magic), 
which the devils used to recite in the 
time of the governance of Sulaimaan 
(Solomon), and Sulaimaan did not 
disbelieve; yes, the devils 
disbelieved. They teach magic to the 
people and that (particular magic) 
which was revealed onto the two 
angels; Haaroot and Maaroot in 
Baabil (Babylon). And both of them 
(angels) would not teach anything to 
anyone unless they would utter this; 
‘We are only a test, so do not 
indulge in disbelief.' Hence, they (Le. 
the disbelievers) would learn from 
them that with which they could 
cause separation between a husband 
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anyone (by magic) but by the 
command of Allah. And they learn 
that which will harm them and not 
benefit them. And undoubtedly, 
they definitely know that the one 
who purchased this (ie, magic) has 
no share in the Hereafter. And 
undoubtedly, what an evil thing is 
that for which they have sold their 
souls; had they somehow known. 


2:103. And if they (had) believed 
and adopted piety, so the reward 
from Allah is far better; had they 
only known. 


2:104. O believers! Do not say (to 
the Prophet Muhammad), 'Raa'ina,’ 
and submit as so; ‘Unzurna 
(meaning that please grant us your 
attention so that we understand 
well), and (O Muslims) listen 
attentively (to his discourse) from 
the beginning.’ And for the 
disbelievers is a painful torment. 


2:105. (Listen, O Muslims!) Those 
who are disbelievers; be they 
People of the Book or the 
polytheists, they do not desire that 
any good should reach you from 
your Lord. And Allah selects 
whomsoever He wills for His 
Mercy, and Allah is the Possessor 
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of great bounty. 


2:106. When We abrogate a verse 
or cause it to be forgotten; so, We 
shall bring one better or one 
similar to it. (O listener!) Do you 

not know that Allah can do 
verything? 


2:107. (O listener!) Do you not 
know that the kingdom of the 
heavens and the earth is only for 
Allah? And (O Muslims), other 
than Allah, you have no guardian 
nor any helper. 


2:108. Do you (also) wish to question 
your Messenger (regarding vain 
matters) like Moosa was questioned 
previously? And whoever exchanges 
faith for disbelief; he has gone astray 
from the right path. 


2:109. Many People of the Book 
desired if only they could turn 
you to disbelief after faith out of 
(sheer) jealousy of their hearts; 
(even) after this; that the truth has 
completely manifested upon 
them, so leave and overlook 
(them) until Allah issues His 
command; undoubtedly, Allah is 
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Powerful over everything. 


2:110. And keep Salah established 
and pay Zakah, and whatever 
good you shall send ahead for 
yourselves, you shall find it (all) 
with Allah; undoubtedly, Allah is 
observing your deeds. 


2:111. And the People of the Book 
said, 'No one shall enter Paradise 
but he who is a Jew or a Christian;' 
this is their wishful thinking. Say 
you (O Beloved), 'Bring your proof 
(of your claim), if you are truthful.' 


2:112, Yes, why not; he who lowered 
his face (Le. submitted) to Allah and 
is the doer of good deeds (will enter 
Paradise); so, his reward is with his 
Lord, and they have neither any fear 
nor any grief (in the Hereafter). 


2:113. And the Jews said, 'The 
Christians are nothing (in terms of 
their religion),' and the Christians 
said, 'The Jews are nothing (in 
terms of their religion),' whereas, 
they read the Book. Similarly, the 
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ignorant (i.e. the polytheists) said 
the same words as them (by 
denying all religions). So, Allah 
will judge between them on the 
Day of Judgement regarding that 
over which they are disputing. 


2:114. Who is more unjust than he 
who prevents the Name of Allah 
from being mentioned in the 
Masjids (Mosques) of Allah, and 
strives to ruin them? It was not 
befitting for them to enter the 
Mosques, but in fear (of Allah). 
For them is disgrace in this world, 
and for them is great torment in 
the Hereafter. 


2:115, And the East and the West 
all belong only to Allah; so 
whichever side you turn to, there 
is Wajhullah (ie. the Mercy of 
Allah is inclined towards you). 
Undoubtedly, Allah is All- 
Encompassing, All-Knowing. 


2:116. And they (i.e. the People of 
the Book and the polytheists) said, 
‘Allah has chosen offspring for 
Himself.' Glory be to Him. Rather, 
whatever is in the heavens and the 
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earth is under His ownership 
only; all are subservient to Him. 


2:117. (Allah is) the Originator of 
the heavens and the earth, and 
when He decrees anything (to 
come into existence), so all He says 
is, 'Be!' and it becomes, instantly. 


2:118. And the ignorant (i.e. the 
People of the Book and the 
polytheists) said, 'Why does Allah 
not speak to us or (why don't) we 
get a sign?' Those before them 
said the same thing. The hearts of 
these (ignorant people) and of 
those (before them) are alike. 
Undoubtedly, We have made the 
signs clear for the people of 
certainty. 


2:119. Undoubtedly, We have sent 
you (O Beloved) with the truth 
(as) a Conveyer of glad tidings 
and a Warner, and you shall not 
be questioned concerning the 
inmates of Hell. 


2:120. And (O Beloved), never will 
the Jews and the Christians be 
pleased with you unless you 
follow their religion. Say you (O 
Beloved); that 'Only the guidance 
of Allah (in reality) is guidance.' 
(O listener, whoever you may be!) 
If you (still) become a follower of 
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their desires, after this; that the 
knowledge has come to you, so 
you will have no one to protect 
you from Allah nor any helper. 


2:121. Those to whom We have 
given the Book, they recite it as it 
should be recited; only they have 
faith in it. And those who deny it; 
so only they are the losers. 


2:122. O children of Ya'qoob! 
Remember My favour which I 
bestowed upon you and that I 
exalted you above all the people 
of that time (of yours). 


2:123. And fear that Day when no 
soul shall be a compensation for 
another, nor shall it be freed with 
any reimbursement, nor shall any 
intercession benefit a disbeliever, 
nor are they to be helped. 


2:124. And (remember) when the 
Lord of Ibrahim tested him by 
(His) certain words (ie. 
commands), so he fulfilled (all of) 
them. He (Allah) said, 'I am about 
to make you a leader of the 
people, he (Ibrahim) pleaded, 
‘And (also) from my offspring.' He 
(Allah) said, 'My promise does not 
teach the unjust.' 
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2:125, And recall when We made 
this House (i.e. the Ka'bah) a focal 
point for the people and a place of 
safety. And make the standing 
place of Ibrahim (ie. Maqaam 
Tbrahim) a station for Salah, and 
We emphasised to Ibrahim and 
Isma'eel that (they must) purify My 
House well for those who perform 
Tawaaf (circumambulation), and 
those who perform I'tikaaf (Le. the 
devotional seclusion in a Mosque), 
and those who bow down and 
prostrate. 


2:126, And (recall) when Ibrahim 
requested that 'O my Lord, make 
this city (ie Makkah) peaceful, and 
provide its residents various kinds 
of fruits as sustenance for those 
who believe in Allah and the Last 
Day from amongst them.' He 
(Allah) said, 'And whoever became 
a disbeliever, I will allow him to 
benefit as well for a short while, 
and then, I will force him towards 
the torment of Hell; and that is a 
very dreadful place of return.' 


2:127. And (recall) when Ibrahim 
was raising the foundations of this 
House along with Isma’eel, whilst 
saying this; that 'O our Lord, 
accept (this service) from us; 
undoubtedly, only You are the 
All-Hearing, the All-Knowing.' 
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2:128. 'O our Lord, make us 
subservient to You and raise from 
our offspring a nation obedient to 
You, teach us the rules of our 
worship, and direct Your Mercy 
towards us; verily, only You are 
the Greatest Acceptor of 
repentance, the Most Merciful.’ 


2:129. 'O our Lord, and send 
amongst them a Messenger from 
themselves, that he may recite to 
them Your verses, and teach them 
Your Book and sound knowledge 
(i.e. wisdom), and purify them 
well. Indeed, only You are the 
Most Dominant, the Most Wise. 


2:130. And who would turn his 
face away from the religion of 
Ibrahim except the one who is 
inwardly a fool. And undoubtedly, 
We definitely chose him (ie. 
Ibrahim) in the world and he is, 
without doubt, amongst those who 
have the ability to gain Our special 
closeness in the Hereafter. 


2:131. (And recall) when his Lord 
said to him, ‘Submit,’ he humbly 
teplied, 'I have submitted to the 
One Who is the Lord of all the 
worlds.' 
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2:132. And Ibrahim instructed the 
same religion to his sons, and 
Ya'qoob (did the same); that 'O my 
sons, Allah has verily chosen this 
religion for you; therefore, die not 
but as Muslims.' 


2:133. Rather, were some of you 
(O Jews) present physically, when 
death came to Ya'qoob? When he 
said to his sons, 'Whom will you 
worship after me?' they said, 'We 
shall worship He Who is your 
God, and the God of your fathers; 
Ibrahim, Isma'eel and Is-haaq, the 
only One God and we are in 
submission to Him.' 


2:134. This is a nation that has 
passed; for them is what they have 
earned and for you is what you 
earn, and you shall not be 
questioned regarding their deeds. 


2:135. And the People of the Book 
said, 'Become Jews or Christians; 
you will find the way (towards 
guidance).' Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Rather, we actually take the 
religion of Ibrahim who was 
detached from every falsehood 
and was not of the polytheists.' 
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2:136. (O Muslims!) Say in this 
manner; that 'We believe in Allah, 
and what was revealed to us and 
what was revealed to Ibrahim, 
Isma'eel, Is-haaq, and Ya'qoob, 
and upon their children, and what 
was bestowed to Moosa and 'Eisa, 
and what was bestowed to the rest 
of the Prophets from their Lord. 
We do not distinguish between 
any of them in the matter of 
believing (in their Prophethood) 
and we are in submission in the 
Majestic Court of Allah. 


2:137. If they (i.e. the Jews) then 
also believe in the same way as 
you (O Companions of the Prophet 
Muhammad) have believed, so 
they are rightly guided; and if they 
turn their faces away, so they are in 
mere stubbornness. So, O Beloved, 
soon Allah will suffice for you 
against them, and only He is the 
All-Hearing, the All-Knowing. 


2:138. (Say to them) 'We took upon 
ourselves the colour of Allah (i.e. 
Islam); and whose colour is better 
than the colour of Allah? And we 
worship only Him.’ 


2:139. Say you (O Beloved), '(O 
Jews!) Do you dispute regarding 
Allah? Whereas, He is also our 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 1 


Lord and your Lord as well, and 
our deeds are with us and your 
deeds are with you, and we 
devotedly belong to only Him.' 


2:140. Rather (O People of the 
Book), you claim that Ibrahim, 
and Isma'eel, and Is-haaq, and 
Ya'qoob and their sons were Jews 
or Christians. Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Do you know more or 
does Allah?' And who is more 
unjust than the one who has the 
testimony of Allah (concerning the 
truthfulness of the Prophet 
Muhammad) and conceals it? And 
God is not unaware of your (evil) 
deeds. 


2:141. That is a nation which has 
passed; for them is their earning 
and for you is your earning, and 
you shall not be questioned 
regarding their deeds. 
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2:142. Now, the foolish people will 
say, 'Who has turned the Muslims 
away from that Qiblah (i.e. the 
direction to face when performing 
Salah) upon which they were 
previously (ie. Masjid Al-Aqsa)?! 
Say you (O Beloved); that 'Only to 
Allah belongs the East and the 
West. He enables whomsoever He 
wills to walk the Straight Path.' 


2:143. And this is how it is; that 
We have made you the best of all 
nations, that you be witnesses 
upon the people, and __ this 
Messenger is your protector and 
witness. And O Beloved, We had 
fixed that Qiblah upon which you 
were previously, for this reason 
only; to see who follows the 
Messenger and who turns back on 
his heels. And indeed, this (i.e. the 
acceptance of the change of 
Qiblah) was heavy but upon those 
whom Allah has guided. And it 
does not befit Allah that He would 
cause you to lose your faith. 
Verily, Allah is Most Kind, Most 
Merciful towards mankind. 


2:144. We are observing the turning 
of your face repeatedly towards the 
sky, so We will definitely turn you 
towards that Qiblah in which you 
are (more) pleased. Now, turn your 
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face towards the Sacred Masjid (ie. 
the Ka'bah). And O Muslims! 
Wherever you are, turn your face 
towards the same (direction). And 
those who have been given the 
Book definitely know that this (ie. 
the commandment for the change 
of Qiblah) is the truth from their 
Lord, and Allah is not unaware of 
their (evil) deeds. 


2:145. And if you bring all the 
signs to the People of the Book, 
they will not follow your Qiblah, 
nor should you follow their 
Qiblah, nor do they follow the 
Qiblah of each other. And (O 
listener, whoever you may be) if 
you follow their desires, after 
having received knowledge, so at 
such a time you would definitely 
be a transgressor. 


2:146. Those to whom We gave the 
Book (ie. the Jewish and the 
Christian scholars); they recognise 
that Prophet (ie. the Beloved 
Muhammad) just like a person 
recognises his own sons. And 


undoubtedly, a group amongst 
them knowingly conceals the truth. 


2147. (O listener!) This (ie. the 
change of Qiblah) is the truth from 
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your Lord (or the truth is only that 
which comes from your Lord), 
therefore beware; do not be doubtful. 


2:148. And for everyone, there is a 
direction towards which he faces 
(in prayer), therefore strive to 
surpass others in good deeds. 
Allah will gather you all; 
wherever you may be, Allah 
indeed does whatever He wills. 


2:149. And wherever you come 
from, turn your face towards the 
Sacred Masjid, and that (i.e. the 
change of Qiblah) is definitely the 
truth from your Lord. And (O 
Muslims!) Allah is not unaware of 
what you do. 


2:150. And O Beloved, wherever 
you come from, turn your face 
towards the Sacred Masjid. And O 
Muslims! Wherever you may be, 
turn your face towards it only, so 
that people may not have a proof 
against you except those amongst 
them who commit injustice. 
Therefore, do not fear them, and 
fear Me, and (face the Ka'bah) for 
this reason; that I may complete 
My favour upon you and that you 
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may somehow attain guidance. 


2:151. As We have sent to you a 
(great) Messenger from amongst 
you, that (he) recites to you Our 
verses and purifies you, and 
teaches you the Book and sound 
knowledge (ie. wisdom), and 
teaches you that which you knew 
not. 


2:152. So, remember Me, I shall 
publicise you (by giving you true 
fame and help), and acknowledge 
My right, and do not be ungrateful. 


2:153. O believers! Seek help from 
patience and Salah; indeed, Allah 
is with those who are patient. 


2:154. And those who are slain in 
the path of Allah, do not say they 
are dead; rather, they are alive. 
Yes; you are not aware (that 


martyrs are alive). 


2:155. And We will definitely test 
you with some fear and hunger, 
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and with some deficiency of 
wealth, lives and fruits. And give 
glad tidings to those who are 
patient. 


2:156. (The patient ones are those) 
that when they are afflicted with 
any calamity, they say, 'We belong 
to Allah and only to Him we are 
to return. 


2:157. These are the people upon 
whom are the blessings of their 
Lord, and mercy; and it is they 
who are on the (straight) path. 


2:158. Undoubtedly, Safa and 
Marwah (ie. two hills near the Holy 
Ka'bah) are amongst the signs of 
Allah; so whosoever performs Hajj or 
‘Umrah of this Sacred House, there is 
no sin upon him (for) walking 
between both of them (ie. Safa and 
Marwah); and whosoever does some 
good (ie. optional worship) on his 
own. accord, so Allah is indeed Most 
Appreciative, All-Knowing. 


2:159. Undeniably, those who hide 
the clear proofs and guidance, 
which We have sent down, after 
We had made it clear to the people 
in the Book; upon them is the 
curse of Allah and the curse of 
those who curse. 
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160. Except those who repent, 
reform (themselves) and disclose 
(what they had concealed); so I 
will accept their repentance. And 
only I am the Greatest Acceptor of 
repentance, the Most Merciful. 


2:161. Indeed, those who 
disbelieved and died as 
disbelievers; upon them is the 
curse of Allah, and of the angels 
and of human beings; all of them. 


2:162, They will remain in this 
(curse) forever; neither is the 
punishment upon them to be 
reduced, nor are they to be given 
respite. 


2:163. And your God is One God 
(i.e. Allah); there is no god except 
Him, but only He is the Most 
Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


2:164. Indeed, in the creation of 
the heavens and the earth, and in 
the alternation of the night and 
the day, and the ship sailing the 
sea for the benefit of people, and 
that water which Allah sends 
down from the sky, thereby 
revived the dead earth and spread 
all kinds of creatures in it, and the 
movement of the winds, and those 
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submissive clouds between 
heaven and earth; in all these are 
definitely signs (to recognise 
Allah) for the intelligent. 


2:165. And some people take (for 
themselves) other gods besides 
Allah; that they love them like 
Allah is loved. And for the 
believers, no one's love is equal to 
the love of Allah; and how will it 
be, if the transgressors were to see 
(in this world) such a time when 
the punishment (of the Hereafter) 
will be in front of their eyes? 
(Then they would have admitted 
that Allah can definitely punish 
severely) for this reason; that all 
power belongs to Allah, and due 
to the fact that the punishment of 
Allah is very severe. 


2:166. When the leaders will be 
disgusted with their followers (in 
the Hereafter), and they shall see 
punishment, and all their ties 
(with each other) will be cut off. 


2:167. And the followers will say, 
‘Alas! If we were to return (to the 
worldly life), we would therefore 
disassociate ourselves from them 
like they have dissociated 
themselves from us,’ this is how 
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Allah will show them their deeds 
as regrets, and they are never to 


come out of Hell. 


2:168. O people! Eat what is lawful 
and pure on the earth, and do not 
follow the footsteps of the Devil; 
undoubtedly, he is your open 
enemy. 


2:169. He (ie. the Devil) will 
instruct you only towards evil and 
indecency, and (he will instruct) 
this; that you should fabricate that 
matter concerning Allah which 
you know not. 


2:170. And when it is said to them, 
‘Follow what Allah has sent 
down,' so they say, ‘Rather, we 
shall follow that upon which we 
found our forefathers.' (Would 
they follow their forefathers) even 
though their forefathers had 
neither any intellect nor guidance? 


2:171. And the example of the 
disbelievers is similar to the one 
who calls upon such who hear 
nothing but screaming and 
yelling; (because the disbelievers 
are like animals, and are) deaf, 
dumb, blind; so they do not have 
understanding. 
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2:172. O believers! Eat the good 
things that We have provided, 
and acknowledge the favour of 
Allah if you (really) worship only 
Him. 


2:173. He (Allah) has forbidden 
(the eating of) only these for you; 
a dead animal (i.e. carrion), and 
blood, and the flesh of swine, and 
the animal upon which the name 
of other than Allah is proclaimed 
at the time of slaughtering. So (for 
consuming the above), there is no 
sin upon the one who is 
compelled and does not eat out of 
desire, nor transgressing the limit 
(of eating). Indeed, Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


2:174. Those who hide the Book 
sent down by Allah and exchange 
it for a despicable price (i.e. short- 
lived benefits); they fill their bellies 
with the Fire only, and Allah will 
not speak to them on the Day of 
Resurrection, nor will He purify 
them (from their sins); and for 
them is a painful punishment. 


2:175. They are the people who 
have purchased error in exchange 
for guidance, and torment in 
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exchange for forgiveness; so to 
what extent can they bear the 
Fire? 


2:176. This (i.e. the punishment) is 
because Allah has sent down the 
Book with the truth. And indeed, 
those who started causing 
disagreement in the Book; they are 
definitely hostile. 


2:177. True righteousness is not 
just to turn (your) face to the East 
or the West (in prayer). Yes, true 
righteousness is to believe in 
Allah and the Last Day, and the 
angels, and the Book, and the 
Prophets; and, out of love for 
Allah, give out his precious 
wealth to relatives, and orphans, 
and the needy, and travellers, and 
beggars, and for freeing slaves; 
and keep Salah established and 
pay Zakah; and those who fulfil 
their promise when they make a 
promise; and those who are 
patient during the times of 
calamity, and hardships and 
during battle. It is they who have 
been proven truthful to their 
words, and it is they who are 
pious.

2:178. O believers! Legal 
retribution (i.e. the death penalty) 
is obligatory for you in the matter 
of those killed unfairly; a freeman 
for a freeman, and a slave for a 
slave, and a female for a female. 
And for him who is granted some 
pardon by his brother; so the 
demand (of compensation) should 
be made with courtesy, and the 
payment should be made in a 
proper manner (to the heirs of the 
deceased); this (commandment) is 
telief and mercy upon you from 
your Lord. So, the one who 
transgresses after this; for him is a 
painful punishment. 


2:179. And there is (the saving of) 
life for you in (the law of) 
retribution, O people of 
understanding, so that you may 
abstain (from killing unjustly). 


2:180. It is made obligatory for 
you that when death approaches 
any one of you, (and) if one leaves 
wealth, so he should make a will 
for parents and close relatives in 
accordance with that which is 
acceptable in the custom (of 
Islamic law); this is necessary 
upon the righteous. 


2:181. So, whoever alters a will 
after he has heard it, its sin is only 
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upon those who alter it; indeed, 
Allah is  All-Hearing, All- 
Knowing. 


2:182. Then, if one fears that the 
testator (at the time of death) has 
committed injustice or sin (due to 
making a non-Islamic will), and he 
brings about reconciliation 
between them (ie. the dying 
person and the inheritors); there 
shall be no sin upon him (rather, 
he will be rewarded). Indeed, 
Allah is Most Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


2:183. O believers! Fasting has 
been made obligatory upon you 
like it was made obligatory upon 
those before you, that you may 
attain piety. 


2:184. (These days of fasting) are 
counted days; therefore whoever is 
sick amongst you or on a journey 
(and he does not fast), so an equal 
number of fasts on other days (must 
be kept). And those who do not 
have the strength for it (e.g. a very 
old person), they must give Fidyah 
(expiation) by feeding a needy 
person (for each fast). So, whosoever 
increases the virtue (ie. the amount 
of Fidyah) on his own accord, that is 
therefore better for him. And fasting 
is better for you, if you know. 
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2:185. The month of Ramadaan, in 
which the Qur'aan descended; (it 
is) guidance, and direction for the 
people and (it contains) clear 
criterion (to judge between right 
and wrong). So, whosoever 
amongst you finds this month 
must fast for the (whole) month. 
And whoever is sick or on a 
journey (and does not fast) should 
keep the same number of fasts in 
other days. Allah wills ease upon 
you and does not will hardship for 
you; and (ease is given) so that 
you may complete the count (of 
fasts). And glorify Allah for 
having guided you, and somehow 
you are grateful. 


2:186. And O Beloved, when My 
bondsmen ask you concerning Me, 
so (tell them) I am near; I answer 
the supplication of the supplicating 
one when he calls upon Me, so 
they should (also) obey Me and 
believe in Me, in order that 
somehow they attain guidance. 


2:187. Approaching  (lustfully) 
your wives during the nights of 
fasting has been made lawful for 
you; they are your garment and 
you are their garment; Allah knew 
that you were dishonest to 
yourselves (by approaching your 
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wives lustfully during those 
nights), so He accepted your 
repentance and forgave you. So, 
now copulate with them (if you 
want), and seek what Allah has 
destined for you, and eat and 
drink until the white thread (ie. 
the light of dawn) becomes 
distinct to you from the black 
thread (i.e. the darkness of night) 
at dawn, then complete the fast till 
nightfall (i.e. sunset), and do not 
touch any women while staying in 
I'tikaaf (ie. the devotional 
seclusion) in the Mosques; these 
are the limits of Allah, do not 
approach them; this is how Allah 
explains His verses to people, in 


order that they may attain piety. 


2:188. And do not unfairly 
consume the wealth of each other, 
nor take their cases to rulers, in 
order that you may wrongfully 
consume a part of other people's 
wealth knowingly. 


2:189. They ask you (O Beloved) 
regarding the new moon; say you, 
‘They are indicators of time for 
people (to perform their worldly 
and religious tasks) and for Hajj.' 
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And it is not a virtue at all that 
you enter (your) houses by 
breaking the back wall; yes, virtue 
is in piety. And enter houses using 
their proper doors, and continue 
fearing Allah, with this hope; that, 
you may achieve success. 


2:190. And fight in the path of 
Allah against those who fight with 
you, and do not exceed the limit 
(by attacking the defenceless); 
Allah does not like the 
transgressors. 


2:191. And (in the state of war), 
slay the disbelievers (who are 
intending to destroy you) 
wherever you find them; and 
banish them from where they have 
banished you; and their mischief is 
even worse than slaying. And do 
not fight them near the Sacred 
Mosque (i.e. the Holy Ka'bah) until 
they fight therein with you; and if 
they fight against you (therein 
first), so slay them; this is the 
punishment of the disbelievers. 
2:192, Then, if they remain 
abstained (from their mischief); so 
Allah is indeed Most Forgiving, 
Most Merciful. 


2:193. And fight them (who fight 
against you) until no mischief 
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remains, and only one Allah is 
worshipped. If they then abstain, 
do not therefore harm them except 
for the unjust. 


2:194. The sacred month is in 
exchange for the sacred month 
(ie. in the sacred months, 
retaliation is allowed with 
disbelievers), and for (all 
violations of) sacred things is a 
legal retribution. So, harm the one 
who harms you to the extent of his 
harm, and keep fearing Allah, and 
know that Allah is with those who 
fear. 


2:195. And spend in the path of 
Allah, and do not fall into 
destruction by your own hands, 
and become virtuous; 
undoubtedly, the virtuous are the 
beloveds of Allah. 


2:196. And complete Hajj (i.e. the 
major pilgrimage) and 'Umrah (i.e. 
the minor pilgrimage) for the sake 
of Allah; then if you are prevented 
(from entering Makkah, due to the 
fear of an enemy or sickness, etc.), 
so send the sacrificial animal (to 
the Haram of Makkah), whichever 
is available. And do not shave 
your heads until the sacrificial 
animal reaches its destination (i.e. 
slaughtered in Haram); then 
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whoever amongst you is sick or 
has an ailment of the head must 
therefore pay a compensation by 
fasting, or (by giving) charity or 
sacrifice; then when you are at 
ease, so whoever takes the 
advantage of combining Hajj and 
‘Umrah, it is (binding) upon him 
to sacrifice whatever (animal) is 
available. Whoever then cannot 
afford (to sacrifice an animal), he 
should therefore fast for three 
days during the days of Hajj and 
seven (fasts) when you have 
returned to your homes; these are 
ten complete (days of fasting); this 
tuling is for the one who is not a 
tesident of Makkah. And keep 
fearing Allah, and know that the 
punishment of Allah is severe. 


2:197. There are several well- 
known months of Haj (ie. 
Shawwaal, Zul-Qa'dah and the 
first ten days of Zul-Hijjah); and 
for the one who intends to perform 
Hajj in these (months), so neither 
should there be any mention of 
sexually intimate talks in the 
ptesence of women, nor any sin, 
nor fighting with anyone, until the 
time of Hajj (completes). And 
whatever good you do, Allah is 
aware of it, and take provision 
along with you; that the best 
provision is piety, and keep fearing 
Me, O people of understanding. 
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198. (During Hajj) there is no sin 
upon you that you seek the 
bounty (i.e. sustenance) of your 
Lord. Therefore, when you return 
from 'Arafah, so remember Allah 
near Mash'ar Al-Haraam (a place 
in Muzdalifah), and remember 
Him just like He has guided you. 
And indeed, before this you were 
astray. 


2:199. The point is then this; that O 
people of Quraish! You also must 
return from the place where the 
(other) people return from, and 
ask forgiveness from Allah; 
indeed, Allah is Most Forgiving, 
Most Merciful. 


2:200. When you have then 
completed your rites of Haj, 
therefore remember Allah just like 
you used to remember your 
forefathers; rather more than that, 
and amongst the people is the one 
who says that 'O our Lord! Give us 
(something) in this world,’ and he 
does not have a share in the 
Hereafter. 


2:201. And some say this; that '0 
our Lord, give us good in the 
world and (also) good in the 
Hereafter, and save us from the 
punishment of Hell.' 
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2:202. For such people, there is a 
share from what they have 
earned, and Allah is Swift in 
taking account. 


2:203. And remember Allah (by 
reciting Takbeers) in the 
numbered days (of Tashreeq); so 
whoever hastens by departing 
(from Mina) in two days, there is 
no sin upon him; and whoever 
remains behind, so there is no sin 
upon him (too); (this concession 
is) for the pious, and keep fearing 
Allah, and know that it is to only 
Him you are to be raised. 


2:204, And amongst men is the 
one whose conversation may 
please you in the life of this world, 
and he brings Allah as witness to 
what is in his heart; whereas he is 
the biggest disputer. 


2:205. And when he turns his 
back, he therefore creates turmoil 
on the earth, and destroys crops 
and lives; and Allah is not pleased 
with mischief. 


2:206. And when it is said to him, 
‘Fear Allah, so he becomes more 
persistent in committing sin; Hell is 
sufficient for such, and that is 
definitely a very wretched resting 
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2:207. And amongst people is the 
one who sells (ie. totally devotes) 
himself to seek the pleasure of Allah; 
and Allah is Most Compassionate 
towards (His) bondsmen. 


2:208. O believers! Enter Islam 
completely, and do not follow the 
footsteps of the Devil; indeed, he 
is your open enemy. 


2:209. And if you slip back, even 
after the clear commands have 
come to you, so know that Allah is 
Almighty, All-Wise. 


2:210. What are they waiting for, 
except that the punishment from 
Allah should come in covers of 
clouds, and the angels (of 
punishment) descend and the 
matter (of their destruction) is 
concluded? And all matters return 
only to Allah. 


2:211. Ask the Children of Israel 
how many clear signs We gave 
them. And whoever changes the 
favour of Allah (ie. alters the 
message in the Holy Books) which 
came to him, so the punishment of 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 2 


Allah is indeed severe. 


2:212. The life of this world is 
made to appear beautiful in the 
sight of the disbelievers, and they 
make fun of the believers. And 
those who fear (Allah) will be 
above them on the Day of 
Resurrection. And Allah may grant 
(sustenance) to whomsoever He 
wills in an immeasurable quantity. 


2:213. (All) people were on one 
religion, Allah then sent Prophets 
giving glad tidings and warnings, 
and with them sent down the true 
Book; (so) that it judges between 
the people in their differences. 
And only those to whom it was 
given created disputes regarding 
the Book after clear commands 
had come to them, due to 
rebellion with one another. So, 
Allah, by His command, made the 
truth clear to the believers, in 
which they (i.e. the People of the 
Book) were disputing. And Allah 
may show the Straight Path to 
whomsoever He wills. 


2:214. Are you under this 
impression that you will enter 
Paradise, whereas, the situation 
(of suffering), which came upon 
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those before you, has not yet 
reached you? They were afflicted 
with distress and hardship, and 
they were severely shaken until 
the Messenger and the believers 
with him said, ‘When will the help 
of Allah come?! Listen! The help of 
Allah is definitely near. 


2:215. They ask you (O Beloved), 
What should they spend?! Say 
you, ‘Whatever wealth you spend 
in a virtuous cause, that is for 
parents, and near relatives, and 
orphans, and the needy and the 
traveller.’ And whatever good you 
do, Allah is indeed Aware of that. 


2:216. Fighting in the cause of 
Allah is obligatory upon you, and 
you dislike that. And it is likely 
that you dislike a thing which is 
(actually) better for you; and it is 
likely that you like a thing which 
is (actually) bad for you; and 
Allah knows, and you know not. 


2:217. They ask you (O Beloved) 
the ruling regarding fighting in the 
sacted month; say you, ‘Fighting 
therein is a great sin. And to 
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prevent from the way of Allah, 
and not to believe in Him, and to 
prevent (people) from the Sacred 
Mosque and to banish its residents; 
these are greater sins than that 
according to Allah.' And the 
mischief they cause is worse than 
killing, and they will keep fighting 
you until they turn you away from 
your religion, if possible. And 
whoever amongst you turns away 
from his faith then dies having 
become a disbeliever, their (good) 
deeds are therefore wasted in this 
world and in the Hereafter, and 
they are the dwellers of Hell; they 
are to remain in it forever. 


218. Those who believed, and 
those who left their homes for the 
sake of Allah and fought in the 
way of Allah; they are hopeful of 
the mercy of Allah. And Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


219. They ask you (O Beloved) the 
ruling regarding wine and 
gambling. Say you; that 'There is 
great sin in both, and also some 
worldly benefit for people, but their 
sin is greater than their benefit.’ 
And they ask you what they 
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should spend (in the path of Allah); 
say you, "That which remains extra 
(from your needs).' This is how 
Allah explains His verses to you, 
that you may ponder. 


2:220. In doing the works of this 
world and of the Hereafter. And 
they ask you (O Beloved) the 
ruling regarding orphans. Say 
you, 'To do good to them is better, 
and if you combine your expenses 
with theirs (to save their wealth), 
so they are your brothers.' And 
Allah knows well the one who is 
corrupt from the one who is a 
reformer. And if Allah had willed, 
so He could have put you in 
hardship; and Allah is Almighty, 
All-Wise. 


2:221, And do not marry polytheist 
women until they become 
Muslims. And undoubtedly, a 
believing slave woman is better 
than a polytheist woman, although 
you may find her attractive. And 
do not give (Muslim women) in 
marriage to polytheist men until 
they believe, and undoubtedly, a 
Muslim slave is better than a 
polytheist man, although you may 
find him attractive. They invite 
towards Hell, and Allah invites 
towards Paradise and forgiveness 
by His command, and He explains 
His verses to people, that perhaps 
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= SURAH AL-BAQARAH 2 PART 2 


they accept advice. 


2:222. And they ask you (O 
Beloved) the ruling regarding 
menstruation. Say you, ‘Tt is 
impurity, so stay away from 
women in the days of 
menstruation, and do _ not 
approach them until they are pure. 
Then, when they become pure, so 
approach them from where Allah 
has commanded you.' Indeed, 
Allah loves those who repent 
abundantly and loves those who 
purify themselves. 


2:223. Your women are tilth (i.e. 
the place of sowing the seed) for 
you; so come into your tilth as you 
wish (i.e. from the front only), And 
before (approaching your wives), 
perform some good deed (i.e. do 
some form of worship) which 
benefits you. And keep fearing 
Allah, and know that you have to 
meet Him. And O Beloved, give 
glad tidings to the believers. 


2:224. And do not make Allah a 
target of your oaths by taking a 
vow (against) doing good deeds, 
and (against) fearing Allah, and 
(against) making peace amongst 
people. And Allah is All-Hearing, 
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2:225. Allah does not call you to 
account for oaths which are 
uttered from the tongue 
unintentionally; yes, He does call 
to account for deeds which your 
hearts have done. And Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Most Forbearing. 


2:226. Those who swear an oath 
not to go to their wives; they have 
respite for (no more than) four 
months. So, if they turn back (to 
their wives) during this period; 
consequently, Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


2:227. And if they decide firmly to 
divorce, Allah is henceforth All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


2:228. And divorced women 
should restrain themselves for 
three menstrual periods; and it is 
not lawful for them to conceal 
what Allah has created in their 
wombs, if they believe in Allah and 
the Last Day. And their husbands 
have the right to take them back 
during this time, if they (ie. the 
husbands) desire reconciliation. 
And the women also have similar 
tights (to those of men) over them, 
in accordance with Islamic Law, 
and men have a degree over them 
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(in responsibility and authority), 
and Allah is Almighty, All-Wise. 


2:229. This (revocable) divorce is 
up to two times; (women) must 
then be taken back on good terms 
or released with kindness. And it 
is not lawful for you to take back 
from the women a portion of what 
you have given them (i.e. dowry) 
except when both fear that they 
will not establish the limits of 
Allah. If you then fear that they 
(i.e. husband and wife) will not 
remain on those exact limits of 
Allah, so there is no sin upon 
them if the woman pays to get her 
release. These are the limits of 
Allah, do not exceed them; and 
those who transgress the limits of 
Allah, so only those people are 
unjust. 


2:230. If he then divorced her a 
third time, so she will not be lawful 
for him now until she lives (as a 
wife) with another husband. If the 
second husband then divorces her, 
so it is no sin for these two (i.e. the 
woman and the first husband) to 
reunite (by marriage) if they think 
that (now) they will adhere to the 
limits of Allah. And these are the 
limits of Allah which He explains 
to the intelligent. 
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2:231, And when you divorce 
women and their prescribed period 
(ie. 'Iddah) is close to completion, 
so either keep them on good terms 
within this period or release them 
with kindness. And keeping them 
should not be for the purpose of 
hurting them, that you may 
transgress the limits; and he who 
does so harms himself only. And 
do not make the verses of Allah an 
object of mockery, and remember 
the favour of Allah bestowed upon 
you and that (favour) sent down to 
you; the Book (i.e. the Qur'aan) 
and wisdom (ie. the Sunnah) for 
your guidance. And keep fearing 
Allah, and know that Allah knows 
everything. 


2:232. And when you have 
divorced women, and _ they 
complete their waiting period (i.e. 
‘Iddah), so O guardians of (such) 
women! Do not prevent them 
from marrying their husbands if 
they agree amongst themselves in 
accordance with Islamic Law. This 
advice is given to the one amongst 
you who believes in Allah and the 
Last Day; this is purer and cleaner 
for you; and Allah knows and you 
know not. 


2:233. And mothers should suckle 
their babies for two complete 
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years; for those who wish to 
complete the period of suckling. 
And to whom the child belongs 
(ie. the father) must provide food 
and clothing for the (breastfeeding) 
women in accordance with the 
custom. No soul shall be burdened 
except with what it can bear. The 
mother should not be harmed 
because of her child, nor the father 
be harmed because of his children, 
or (it means) nor the mother harm 
her child, nor the father harm his 
children, and the same is 
incumbent upon the guardian in 
place of the father. If both the 
mother and the father then desire 
to wean the child by mutual 
consent and consultation, so there 
is no sin upon them. And if you 
wish to have your children suckled 
by foster mothers, there is no sin 
upon you too; provided you pay 
them what is agreed, with 
kindness. And keep fearing Allah, 
and know that Allah is observing 
your deeds. 


2:234. And those amongst you 
who die leaving wives behind, 
they (ie. the widows) should 
restrain themselves for four 
months and ten days {in 
accordance to the lunar calendar). 
Therefore, when their term (ie. 
‘Iddah) has completed, so O 
guardians (of such women)! There 
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is no sin upon you in what the 
women may do for themselves in 
accordance with Islamic Law. And 
Allah is Aware of your actions. 


2:235. And there is no sin upon 
you if you propose marriage to 
women in an indirectly concealed 
manner, or keep it hidden in your 
hearts (until 'Iddah is over). Allah 
knows that now you _ will 
remember them (for marriage). 
Yes; do not make a secret promise 
with them except by respectful 
words recognised by Islamic Law. 
And do not tie the knot of 
matriage until the prescribed 
command (i.e. the 'Iddah period) 
teaches its completion. Know that 
Allah knows what is in your 
hearts; therefore fear Him, and 
know that Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Forbearing. 


2:236. There is no demand (of 
dowry) upon you if you divorce 
women until you have not 
touched them or have not 
appointed their dowry. And give 
them something of use (i.e. a 
complete set of clothing); the rich 
according to his means, and the 
poor according to his means; a fair 
provision according to (Islamic) 
custom; this is necessary upon the 
doers of good. 
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2:237. And if you divorce women 
before consummation and have 
already fixed some dowry for 
them, so payment of half of what 
is agreed is necessary unless the 
women leave part of it, or the one 
in whose hand the knot of 
marriage is (ie. the husband) 
should give more. And O men! 
Your giving more is closest to 
piety, and do not forget to do 
favours upon each other. Indeed, 
Allah is observing your actions. 


2:238. Guard all your Salahs and 
(particularly) the middle Salah, 
and stand with courtesy in the 
Majestic Court of Allah. 


2:239. If you are then in fear (of 
enemies or wild animals), so 
(perform Salah) whilst on foot or 
whilst riding; in any way possible. 
When you then have no fear, 
therefore remember Allah in the 
way He has taught you; that 
which you knew not. 


2:240. And those amongst you 
who die leaving wives behind 
should make a will for their wives 
with complete provision for one 
full year without evicting them 
(this aforementioned law has been 
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abrogated). Then, if they leave on 
their own accord, so there is no 
accountability on you regarding 
what they did in their matter 
according to their desire in a 
suitable manner. And Allah is 
Overpowering, All-Wise. 


2:241, And for divorced women 
also is provision in a proper 
manner; this is compulsory upon 
the pious. 


2:242, This is how Allah explains 
His verses to you; so that you may 
understand. 


2:243. O Beloved, did you not see 
those (i.e. the Children of Israel) 
who left their homes in their 
thousands; fearing death (due to 
plague)? So, Allah said to them, 
‘Die,’ He then brought them back 
to life. Indeed, Allah is Most 
Bountiful upon people, but most 
people are ungrateful. 


2:244, And fight in the way of 
Allah, and know that Allah is All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


2:245. Is there anyone who will 
give a good loan to Allah, so that 
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Allah may increase it for him 
manifold? And Allah decreases 
and. increases (sustenance), and it 
is only to Him you will return. 


2:246. O Beloved, did you not see a 
group of the Children of Israel 
after (the era of) Moosa? When 
they said to one of their Prophets 
(ie. the Prophet Shamweel), 
‘Appoint a king for us, so that we 
may fight in the way of Allah.' The 
Prophet (Shamweel) said, ‘Your 
manners are such that had fighting 
been made obligatory upon you, 
so then you would not fight.' They 
said, 'What has happened to us 
that we should not fight in Allah's 
cause, whereas we have been 
driven away from our homeland 
and our children?! So, then when 
fighting was made obligatory 
upon them, they turned away 
except a few of them. And Allah is 
Well Aware of the unjust. 


2:247. And. their Prophet said to 
them, ‘Indeed, Allah has sent 
Taaloot (Saul) as your king,' they 
said, 'Why should he have 
kingship over us? And we deserve 
the kingship more than him, and 
he has not been given ample 
wealth either.' He (i.e. the Prophet 
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Shamweel) said, 'Allah has chosen 
him over you, and has bestowed 
upon him enormous knowledge 
and physique.' And Allah may 
bestow His kingdom upon 
whomsoever He wills, and Allah is 
All-Encompassing, All-Knowing. 


2:248. And their Prophet said to 
them, 'The sign of his kingdom 
will be the coming of a (wooden) 
box to you, containing that which 
is the contentment of hearts from 
your Lord; some relics left behind 
by the honourable Moosa (Moses) 
and the honourable Haaroon 
(Aaron), carried by the angels. 
Indeed, therein is a great sign for 
you, if you believe.’ 


2:249. When Taaloot then 
departed from the city along with 
the armies, he said, 'Indeed, Allah 
will test you with a stream, so 
whoever drinks its water is not 
mine, and whoever does not drink 
is mine except the one who takes 
it in his cupped palm.' So, they all 
drank of it except a few. Then, 
when Taaloot and the believers 
alongside him had crossed the 
stream, they said, 'We do not have 
the power this day to face Jaaloot 
(Goliath) and his armies.' Those 
who were certain of meeting Allah 
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said that 'Many a time, a smaller 
group has overcome a bigger 
group by the command of Allah. 
And Allah is with those who are 
patient.' 


2:250. Then, when they confronted 
Jaaloot and his armies, they 
submitted, 'O our Lord, shower 
patience upon us, and keep our 
feet firm, and help us against the 
disbelievers.' 


2:251. So, they made them run (i.e. 
they defeated them) by the 
command of Allah, and Dawood 
(David) killed Jaaloot, and Allah 
bestowed upon him kingdom and 
wisdom, and taught him whatever 
He willed. And if Allah does not 
keep away some people by some 
others, then certainly the earth 
will be destroyed, but Allah is 
Most Bountiful upon all the 
worlds. 


2:252. These are the verses of Allah 
which We, O Beloved, recite 
accurately upon you with the truth. 
And undoubtedly, you are 
amongst the Messengers (of Allah). 
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2:253. These are Messengers; that 
We have exalted one above the 
other; amongst them is one with 
whom. Allah spoke, and one is he 
whom (Allah) elevated in rank 
above all. And We gave 'Eisa; the 
son of Maryam clear signs and We 
helped him with the Pure Spirit 
(ie. the angel Jibra'eel). And had 
Allah willed, those who came 
after them would not have 
therefore fought with each other 
after clear signs had come to them, 
but they differed; some amongst 
them remained believers and 
some became disbelievers. And 
had Allah willed, they would not 
have therefore fought, but Allah 
does as He wills. 


2:254. O believers! Spend in the 
path of Allah from what We have 
provided you, before the arrival of 
that Day in which there is no 
trading, and for the disbelievers 
no friendship nor intercession. 
And the disbelievers themselves 
are the unjust. 


2:255. Allah is (worthy of 
worship); there is no one worthy 
of worship except Him. He is 
Alive on His own accord and the 
Preserver of (all) others. Neither 
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drowsiness nor sleep overcomes 
Him, whatever is in the heavens 
and whatever is in the earth 
belongs to Him alone; who is the 
one who can intercede in His 
Domain without His permission? 
He knows whatever is in front of 
them and whatever is behind 
them; and they (i.e. people) do not 
attain from His knowledge except 
as much as He wills. The heavens 
and the earth are encompassed in 
His Throne and their protection is 
not a burden for Him. And only 
He is the Supreme, the Great. 


2:256. There is no compulsion at 
all in the religion (of Islam). 


Undoubtedly, the right path has 


become very distinct from 
misguidance; and whoever rejects 
the Devil and believes in Allah, he 
has grasped a very firm knot (of 
correct beliefs) which is never to 
be opened. And Allah is All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


2:257. Allah is the Protector of the 
Muslims; He brings them out from 
darknesses towards light. And the 
supporters of the disbelievers are 
the devils; they take them out 
from the light towards the 
darknesses; it is they who are the 
dwellers of Hell, they are to 
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2:258. O Beloved, did you not see 
him (i.e. Namrood) who clashed 
with Ibrahim concerning his Lord, 
(merely) because Allah had given 
him kingship? When Ibrahim said, 
‘My Lord is He Who gives life and 
causes death,' he said, 'I give life 
and cause death.' Ibrahim said, 
‘So, Allah brings the sun from the 
East, you should (try to) bring it 
from the West!' So, the disbeliever 
was utterly confounded, and 
Allah does not guide the unjust. 


2:259. Or like the one (ie. the 
Prophet ‘Uzair) who passed 
through a village, and that 
(village) was lying collapsed on its 
roofs. He said, 'How will Allah 
revive it, after it had perished?' So, 
Allah left him dead for a hundred 
years, then brought him back to 
life. He (Allah) said, 'How long 
have you remained here?' He 
submitted, 'I stayed maybe for a 
day or a part of it.' He (Allah) said, 
‘Rather, a hundred years have 
passed you by, and observe your 
food and drink which has not yet 
produced a stale odour, and 
observe your donkey (the bones of 
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which were not even intact); and 
this was done so that We may 
make you a sign for the people, 
and observe the bones as to how 
We raise them and then cover 
them with flesh.' When the matter 
became clear to him, he said, 'I 
know very well that Allah is Able 


to do everything.' 


2:260. And when Ibrahim 
submitted, 'O my Lord, show me 
how You will revive the dead?' He 
(Allah) said, 'Do you not believe?’ 
Ibrahim submitted, 'Why not? But 
I wish to put my heart at ease.' So, 
(Allah) said, 'Well, take four birds 
and familiarise them to yourself, 
then (after slaughtering them), 
place a part of each of them on 
separate mountains, then call 
them; they will come running to 
you on their feet. And know that 
Allah is Almighty, All-Wise.' 


2:261. The example of those who 
spend their wealth in the path of 
Allah is similar to a grain which 
has sprouted seven ears (of 
wheat), and each ear contains a 
hundred grains; and Allah may 
increase even more than this for 
whomsoever He wills, and Allah 
is All-Encompassing, All- 
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2:262. Those who spend their 
wealth in the path of Allah, and 
after spending they do not boast 
of their favour nor taunt; their 
reward is with their Lord; they 
shall have no fear nor shall they 
grieve. 


2:263. To speak kind words (to a 
beggar) and to forgive (his 
pestering) is better than that 
charity which is followed by 
causing anguish. And Allah is 
Independent, Most Forbearing. 


2:264. O believers! Do not 
invalidate your charity by 
boasting of favours and by 
causing anguish, like the one who 
spends his wealth to show off to 
people, and (he) believes not in 
Allah and the Last Day. His 
example is therefore similar to 
that of a (smooth) rock covered 
with dust and thereupon heavy 
rain fell on it, leaving it a bare 
tock. They will not have control 
over anything they have earned, 
and Allah does not guide the 
disbelievers (due to _ their 
stubbornness upon disbelief). 


2:265. And the example of those 
who spend their wealth seeking 
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the pleasure of Allah and making 
their hearts firm (in piety) is 
similar to that of a garden which is 
on fertile land; after heavy rain fell 
on it, thus bringing forth fruit 
twofold; (even) if heavy rain does 
not then reach it, mist is therefore 
sufficient; and Allah is observing 
your actions. 


2:266. Would any of you desire this; 
that one owns a garden of dates 
and grapes; having rivers flowing 
beneath it, containing for him all 
kinds of fruits, and he reaches old 
age and has weak (i.e. dependant) 
children; so a windstorm containing 
fire approached his garden, thus it 
burned? This is how Allah explains 
His verses to you; in order that you 
may ponder. 


2:267. O believers! Spend some 
from your lawful earnings and 
from that which We have 
produced from the earth for you. 
And do not intend in particular to 
give (in charity) from that which is 
defective; and if you are given {it), 
you would therefore not take (it) 
unless you close your eyes. And 
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know that Allah is Independent, 
Most Praised. 


2:268. The Devil frightens you 
with poverty and commands you 
of indecency, and Allah promises 
you forgiveness and benevolence; 
and Allah is All-Encompassing, 
All-Knowing. 


2:269. Allah grants wisdom to 
whomsoever He wills; and 
whosoever receives wisdom has 
received goodness in abundance; 
and no one accepts advice except 
those who understand. 


2:270. And whatever you spend or 
vow (to act upon), Allah is aware 
of that. And the unjust do not 
have any helper. 


2:271. If you give charity openly, 
so what an excellent thing that is; 


and if you give it secretly to the 
poor, this is better for you; and in 
this (way), some of your sins will 
reduce. And Allah is Aware of 
your actions. 
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2:272. It is not your obligation (O 
Beloved) to guide them; yes, Allah 
guides whomsoever He wills. And 
whatever good thing you give (as 
charity), so it is good for you, and 
it is not proper for you to spend 
except to seek the pleasure of 
Allah; and whatever you give will 
be repaid to you in full, and you 
will not be at loss. 


2:273. (Spend) on the poor who 
are restrained in the way of Allah, 
who cannot travel in the land (for 
the purpose of earning). The 
ignorant thought that they are 
wealthy because of them 
abstaining (from begging); you 
will recognise them by their faces. 
They do not beg of people in a 
persistently self-humiliating 
manner. And Allah is Aware of 
whatever you give in charity. 


2:274. Those who spend their 
wealth (in the way of Allah) in the 
night and in the day; secretly and 
openly; their reward is with their 
Lord; they have no fear nor any 
grief. 


2:275. Those who consume usury 
(i.e. interest) will not stand up on 
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the Day of Judgement but stand 
like the one who is possessed by 
an evil spirit making him insane; 
this is because they said, ‘Trade is 
in fact also like usury.' And Allah 
has made trading lawful and has 
made usury unlawful. Therefore, aed 
the one whom advice has come to conc 
from his Lord, and he refrained 
from it, so what he has taken in 
the past is lawful for him. And his 
matter is with Allah, and whoever 
does the same (ie. continues 


earning usury) henceforth is the 2 Zt ae ul 2{ tx Gas 
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2:279. If you then do not act upon 
this, so be certain of a war with 
Allah and His Messenger. And if 
you repent, so take back your 
initial amount; neither causing 
loss to anyone else, nor facing loss 
yourself. 


2:280. And if the debtor is in 
difficulty, so give him respite until 
it becomes easy (to pay back). And 
giving up his entire debt is better 
for you, if you know. 


2:281. And fear that Day in which 
you shall return to Allah and 
every soul will be compensated in 
full according to what it had 
earned, and they will not be 
wronged. 


2:282. O believers! If you make an 
agreement of debt for a specified 
period, so write it down. And a 
scribe should accurately write (the 
agreement) between you 
accurately, and the scribe should 
not refuse to write in the manner 
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that Allah has taught him, he 
should therefore write (it). And 
the liable person (i.e. the debtor) 
should dictate to him and should 
fear Allah Who is his Lord, and 
not omit anything concerning the 
tights (of those involved); if the 
debtor is then of low 
understanding, or incapable, or 
unable to dictate by himself, his 
guardian should therefore dictate 
with justice. And appoint two 
witnesses from amongst your 
men; then if two men are not 
available, so one man and two 
women; from such witnesses 
whom. you like, so that if one of 
the women forgets, the other can 
therefore remind her. And the 
witnesses must therefore not 
refuse when called upon to testify. 
Do not feel it a burden (to write 
it), whether the debt is small or 
big; write it down along with its 
fixed period; this is closer to 
justice according to Allah, and will 
be of strong evidence and more 
likely to prevent doubts amongst 
yourselves except when it is an 
instant trade in which the 
exchange is immediate; so there is 
no sin upon you for not writing it 
down. And appoint witnesses 
when you therefore conclude a 
contract of buying and selling, and 
neither the scribe nor the 
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witnesses be subjected to any 
harm (or the scribe and witness 
must not cause any harm to 
anyone else); and if you do so, this 
would henceforth be a sin on your 
part. And fear Allah, and Allah 
teaches you (His rules), and Allah 
knows everything. 


2:283. And if you are on a journey 
and cannot find a scribe, a 
guarantee must therefore be 
pledged (to the creditor). And if one 
of you trusts the other, the one who 
is entrusted must therefore 
discharge his trust to him (i.e. to the 
creditor) and fear Allah Who is his 
Lord, and do not hide testimony. 
And whoever hides testimony, his 
heart is therefore sinful from within; 
and Allah knows your actions. 


2:284. Only to Allah belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
whatever is in the earth. And if 
you disclose whatever is in your 
hearts or conceal it, Allah will take 
account of it from you; so He will 
forgive whomsoever He wills and 
will punish whomever He wills. 
And Allah is Powerful over all 
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Prophet Muhammad) believed in 
whatever has been sent down to 
him from his Lord, and so do the 
believers. All have believed in Allah, 
and His angels, and His Books and 
His Messengers; declaring this; that 
'We do not differentiate in believing 
in any of His Messengers,' and they 
submitted that 'We listened and 
obeyed. Your forgiveness be 
granted (to us), O our Lord, and 
towards only You is (our) return.’ 


2:286. Allah does not place a 
burden upon any soul except to 
the extent of its strength; beneficial 
for it is the goodness it earned, 
and harmful for it is the evil it 
earned. 'O our Lord, do not seize 
us if we forget or have made a 
mistake. O our Lord, and do not 
place a heavy burden upon us as 
You have placed upon those 
before us. O our Lord, and do not 
place upon us a burden, for which 
we do not have the strength (to 
bear). And pardon us, and forgive 
us, and have mercy upon us. You 
are our Master, so help us against 
the disbelievers.' 
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—(SURAH AALE 'IMRAAN 3 PART 3 


SURAH AALE 'IMRAAN (THE 
FAMILY OF 'IMRAAN) 


(This Surah is Madani, containing 
200 verses and 20 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


3:1. Alif-Laam-Meem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His Messenger 
know their exact meanings.) 


3:2. Allah is (worthy of worship); 
except Him no one is worthy of 
worship. He is Alive on His own 
accord and the Preserver of (all) 
others. 


3:3. He has sent down upon you 
this true Book (i.e. the Qur'aan); 
confirming the previous books, 
and He sent down the Tawrah 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Bible) 
before it. 


3:4. Giving guidance to people; 
and (Allah) sent down the 
Criterion (ie. the Qur'aan). 
Indeed, for those who disbelieved 
in the verses of Allah; for them is 
a severe punishment. And Allah 
is Overpowering, All-Capable of 
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3:5. Nothing is hidden from Allah, 
neither in the earth nor in the 


heavens. 


3:6. It is only He Who forms you 
in the wombs of mothers as He 
wills. Except Him no one is 
worthy of worship; the Most 
Honoured, the Wise. 


3:7. It is He Who has sent down to 
you (O Beloved) this Book (i.e. the 
Qur'aan); parts of its verses are 
with clear meanings; they are the 
foundation of the Book, and there 
are other verses with unclear 
meanings. Those in whose hearts 
is deviation (from the truth) 
pursue the verses having unclear 
meanings; desiring misguidance 
and seeking its (wrongful) 
interpretation; and only Allah 
knows its true meaning. And 
those having sound knowledge 
say, 'We believe in it; all this is 
from our Lord.' And no one 
accepts advice but the people of 
intelligence. 


3:8. (Those with sound knowledge 
say) 'O our Lord, do not cause our 
hearts to deviate after You have 
guided us, and bestow mercy 
upon us from Yourself. Indeed, 
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3:9. 'O our Lord, You are indeed 
the Assembler of all people on 
that Day regarding which there is 
no doubt.' Indeed, the promise of 
Allah never changes. 


3:10. Verily, for those who became 
disbelievers, neither their wealth 
nor their children will be able to 
save them from Allah in the least; 
and it is they who are the fuel of 
Hell. 


3:11. Similar to the ways of the 
people of Fir'awn, and of those 
before them; they belied Our 
verses; so Allah seized them due 
to their sins; and the punishment 
of Allah is severe. 


3:12. (O Beloved) say to the 
disbelievers, "Very soon, you will 
be overpowered and driven 
towards Hell; and that is a very 
despicable resting place.’ 


3:13. Indeed, there was a sign for 
you in the two groups that clashed 
with each other (in the battle of 
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Badr); one army fighting in the 
path of Allah, and another of 
disbelievers whom they saw as 
twice their number with their very 
eyes; and Allah empowers with 
His help whomsoever He wills. 
Indeed, in this observation is 
definitely a lesson for the 
intelligent. 


3:14. Beautified for people is the 
love for what they desire; (of) 
women, and sons, and 
accumulation of heaps of gold and 
silver, and branded horses, and 
cattle and crops; all this is the 
possession of this worldly life. 
And it is Allah with Whom is the 
good abode. 


3:15. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Shall I 
inform you of something even 
better? For the pious, there are 
Gardens with their Lord beneath 
which rivers flow; wherein they 
will remain forever, and (for them. 
are) pure wives, and the pleasure 
of Allah.! And Allah observes 
(His) bondsmen. 


3:16. Those who say, 'O our Lord, 
we have accepted faith, (we plead) 
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so forgive our sins and save us 
from the punishment of Hell.' 


3:17. (They are) the patient, and the 
truthful, and the courteous, and the 
ones who spend in the cause of 
Allah, and the seekers of forgiveness 
in the last part of the night. 


3:18. Allah has testified that there 
is no one worthy of worship but 
Him, and so did the angels and 
those of knowledge, whilst 
maintaining justice. There is no 
one worthy of worship except 
Him; the Most Esteemed, the All- 
Wise. 


3:19. Indeed, the only (true) 
religion according to Allah is 
Islam; the People of the Book 
disputed only after the knowledge 
had come to them, due to the 
burning of their hearts (i.e. intense 
jealousy). And whoever disbelieves 
in the verses of Allah, so Allah is 
definitely Swift in taking account. 


3:20. If they then dispute with you, 
O Beloved, so say, ‘I have 
submitted my face (i.e. myself) to 
Allah and so did my followers,' and 
say to the People of the Book (ie. 
the Jews and the Christians) and 
the illiterate (Le. the pagan Arabs), 
‘Have you submitted (to Allah)?! If 
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—(SURAH AALE 'IMRAAN 3 PART 3 


they therefore submit (by accepting 
Islam), they have then attained the 
tight path; and if they turn away, 
your duty is thus to only convey 
the command. And Allah is 
observing (His) bondsmen. 


3:21. Those who disbelieve in the 
verses of Allah, and unjustly 
assassinate the Prophets, and slay 
people who order justice; give 
them glad tidings of a painful 
punishment. 


3:22. They are those whose (good) 
deeds are wasted in this world 
and in the Hereafter, and they 
have no helper. 


3:23. Did you not see those who 
have received a part of the Book; 
(when) they are called towards the 
Book of Allah for judging between 
them, a group of them then 
declines it and turns away? 


3:24. They had the guts to do this 
because they claim, 'The Fire will 
definitely not touch us except for a 
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certain number of days.’ And this 
lie which they used to invent 
deceived them in their religion. 


3:25. So, what will be the 
condition when We will gather 
them on that Day regarding which 
there is no doubt. And every soul 
will be paid back in full what it 
has earned, and they will not be 
wronged. 


3:26. (O Beloved) declare in this 
manner, 'O Allah, the Owner of the 
Kingdom; You grant kingship to 
whomsoever You will, and You 
take back kingship from whomever 
You will, and You give honour to 
whomsoever You will, and You 
cause disgrace for whomever You 
will; all goodness is only in Your 
Hand (of power); indeed, You are 
Able to do everything.’ 


3:27. 'You cause part of the night 
to enter into the day, and You 
cause part of the day to enter into 
the night; and You bring forth the 
living from the dead, and You 
bring forth the dead from the 
living; and You give to 
whomsoever You will without 
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3:28. Let not the Muslims take 
disbelievers as their friends except 
Muslims; and whoever will do so 
has no connection whatsoever 
with Allah, unless this; that you 
fear them somewhat. And Allah 
warns you of His Wrath, and the 
return is towards only Allah. 


3:29. Say you (O Beloved); that 
‘Whether you hide or reveal what 
is in your hearts; Allah knows it 
all, and He knows whatever is in 
the heavens and whatever is in the 
earth. And Allah has control over 


everything.’ 


3:30. (Remember) the Day «) 
which every soul will 
confronted with whatever cael it 
has done, and whatever evil it has 
done; (it) will hope, 'If only there 
had been a long distance between 
myself and my deeds (i.e. I wish I 
had not done any evil act).' And 
Allah warns you of His 
punishment, and Allah is Most 
Compassionate towards (His) 
bondsmen. 


3:31. Say you, O Beloved; that '(O) 
people! If you love Allah, you 
should therefore obey me, (only 
then) Allah will love you and 
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forgive your sins. And Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


3:32. Say you (O Beloved); that 
‘Obey Allah and the Messenger; if 
they then turn away, so Allah is 
not pleased with the disbelievers. 


3:33. Indeed, Allah has chosen 
Adam, and Nooh, and the family 
of Ibrahim, and the family of 
‘Imraan above all the worlds (in 
their period of existence). 


3:34. This is a lineage from one 
another, and Allah is All-Hearing, 
All-Knowing. 


3:35. (Remember) when the wife 
of ‘Imraan submitted, 'O my Lord, 
I pledge to You to dedicate purely 
for Your service that which is in 
my womb; so accept (this) from 
me. Indeed, only You are the All- 
Hearing, the All-Knowing,' 


3:36. Then, when she gave birth, 
she said, '0 my Lord, I have given 
birth to a girl.' And Allah knows 
well what she gave birth to, and 
the boy she had prayed for is not 
like this girl. 'And I have named 
her Maryam, and I give her and 
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her children in Your protection 
from Shaitaan (Satan), the rejected 
one.' 


3:37. So, her Lord accepted her (i.e. 
Maryam) well, and He raised her 
in an excellent manner, and gave 
her under the guardianship of 
Zakariyya. Whenever Zakariyya 
visited her at her prayer chamber, 
he would find new sustenance (i.e. 
non-seasonal fruits) with her. He 
asked, '0 Maryam, from where 
did this come to you?’ She 
answered, 'That is from Allah; 
indeed, Allah gives to whom He 
wills without measure. 


3:38. At that place, Zakariyya 
supplicated to his Lord. He 
requested, 'O my Lord, give me 
from Your Court righteous 
offspring; indeed, only You are 
the Acceptor of supplication.’ 


3:39. And whilst he was praying 
in a standing position at his place 
of worship, so the angels called 
out to him; ‘Indeed, Allah gives 
you glad tidings of Yahya (John) 
who will verify a Word from 
Allah (ie. the Prophet 'Eisa); a 
leader, and always refraining from. 
women, a Prophet from one of 
Our selected individuals.' 
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3:40. He submitted, 'O my Lord, 
how can I have a son when old 
age has reached me and my wife 
is infertile?' He (Allah) said, ‘Allah 
does as He wills.' 


3:41. He (Zakariyya) requested, '0 
my Lord, make for me a sign. He 
(Allah) said, 'Your sign is that you 
shall not (be able to) speak to 
people for three days except by 
sign (language). And remember 
your Lord abundantly, and glorify 
Him in the evening and the 
morning.’ 


3:42, And (remember) when the 
angels said, '0 Maryam, Allah has 
indeed chosen you and purified 
you well, and today (i.e. in your 
era) exalted you above all the 
women of the world.' 


3:43. 'O Maryam, stand 
respectfully in the Majestic Court 
of your Lord, and prostrate for 
His sake and bow with those who 
bow (in prayer).' 


3:44. These are (the pieces of) the 
unseen news that We secretly 
reveal to you (O Beloved); and 
you were not (physically) present 
with them when they were casting 
lots with their pens as to who 
should have the guardianship of 
Maryam, nor were you

(physically) present with them 
when they were disputing. 


3:45. And recall when the angels 
said to Maryam, 'O Maryam, 
Allah gives you glad tidings of a 
Word from Himself whose name 
is the Messiah 'Eisa; the son of 
Maryam, he will be respected in 
this world and in the Hereafter, 
and the close one (to Allah).' 


3:46. 'And he will speak to people 
in the cradle and in his maturity, 
and will be of the special ones.' 


3:47. She said, 'O my Lord, how 
can I bear a child when no person 
has ever touched me?' He (Allah) 
said, 'This is how Allah creates 
whatever He wills; when He 
issues a command, so He say to it, 
‘Be'; it happens instantly. 


3:48. ‘And Allah will teach him the 
Book, and wisdom, and the 
Tawrah and the Injeel.' 


3:49, 'And he will be a Messenger 
towards the Children of Israel, 
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while uttering, “I have come to 
you with a sign from your Lord; 
that I mould for you from clay a 
birdlike figure, I then blow onto it, 
it therefore immediately becomes 
a (living) bird by the permission of 
Allah. And I heal him who was 
born blind, and the leper; and I 
give life to the dead with the 
permission of Allah. And I inform. 
you (of the unseen news of) what 
you eat and what you store in 
your homes; undoubtedly, in 
these (miracles) is a great sign for 
you, if you are believers.” 


3:50. “And I have come 
confirming the Tawrah; the Book 
before me. And for this reason; to 
make lawful for you some of the 
things that were forbidden to you, 
and I have come to you with a 
sign from your Lord. So, fear 
Allah and obey me.” 


3:51. “Undoubtedly, the Lord of 
mine, yours and all is Allah. So, 
worship Only Him; this is the 
straight path.”' 


3:52. Then, when 'Eisa sensed 
disbelief from them, he said, 'Who 
will be my helper towards Allah?’ 
The disciples said, 'We are the 
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helpers of the religion of Allah; we 
believed in Allah, and you be 
witness that we are Muslims.' 


3:53. 'O our Lord, we have 
believed in what You have sent 
down, and we obeyed the 
Messenger; so write us amongst 
the witnesses of the truth. 


3:54. And the  disbelievers 
deceivingly planned (to assassinate 
‘Eisa), and Allah secretly planned 
their destruction; and Allah is the 
Best to plan secretly. 


3:55. Remember when. Allah said, 'O 
‘Fisal I will let you reach your 
complete age, and will raise you 
towards Me, and purify you from 
the disbelievers and give your 
followers (ie. the believers who 
accept your Prophethood) dominance 
over the disbelievers (through sound 
proofs) until the Day of Resurrection; 
you will all then return to Me, so I 
shall judge between you concerning 
the matter in which you dispute.' 


3:56. 'So, as for those who 
disbelieve; I shall punish them 
severely in this world and in the 
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Hereafter, and there will be no 
helper for them.' 


3:57. ‘And those who believed and 
did good deeds; Allah will give 
them their full reward. And Allah 
does not like the unjust.' 


3:58. These are some verses that 
We recite to you, and wise advice. 


3:59. The example of 'Eisa before 
Allah is like that of Adam; He 
created him (i.e. Adam) from clay, 
then said, 'Be'; he immediately 
becomes. 


3:60. O listener! This is the truth 
from your Lord, do not therefore 
be of those who doubt. 


3:61. Then, O Beloved, those who 
dispute with you concerning 'Eisa, 
after knowledge has come to you; 
say to them, ‘Come! Let us 
summon our sons and your sons, 
and our women and your women, 
and ourselves and yourselves, then 
do Mubaahalah (i.e. the 
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supplication involving the invoking 
of curse upon the opponent of 
one's religion), hence invoking the 
curse of Allah upon the liars.' 


3:62. Undoubtedly, only this is the 
true narrative; there is no one 
worthy of worship except Allah; 
and no doubt, only Allah is the 
Overpowering, the Wise. 


3:63. If they then turn their faces, 
so Allah knows the mischief- 
mongers. 


3:64. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
People of the Book! Come towards 
such a word which is equal 
amongst us and you, that is; we 
shall not worship (anyone) except 
Allah, and we are not to ascribe 
anyone as a partner to Him, and 
that none of us are to take one 
another as Lords except Allah.' 
Then, if they do not accept, so say 
(O Muslims), ‘Remain witness that 
we are (true) Muslims.' 


3:65. O People of the Book! Why 
do you argue concerning Ibrahim? 
(Whereas) the Tawrah and the 
Injeel were not even sent down 
but after him. So, do you not have 
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intellect? 


3:66. Are you listening! You are of 
those who were previously 
involved in the dispute of which 
you had knowledge, (now) why 
do you argue about that of which 
you have no knowledge? And 
Allah knows and you know not. 


3:67. Ibrahim was neither a Jew 
nor a Christian; rather, he was a 
Muslim; separate from every 
falsehood, and was not of the 


polytheists. 


3:68. Undoubtedly, the most 
deserving of Ibrahim amongst the 
people were those who followed 
him, and (now the most deserving 
is) this Prophet (i.e. the Beloved 
Muhammad) and the believers; 
and Allah is the Helper of the 
believers. 


3:69. (O Muslims!) A group 
amongst the People of the Book 
desire from the (depth of their) 
heart that somehow, they lead you 
astray; and they make only 
themselves go astray, and they do 
not have sense.

3:70. O People of the Book! Why 
do you disbelieve in the verses of 
Allah, whereas you yourselves are 
witnesses? 


3:71. O People of the Book! Why 
do you blend the truth with 
falsehood and why do you conceal 
the truth, whereas you are aware? 


3:72. And a group amongst the 
People of the Book said, ‘In the 
morning, believe in what has been 
sent down to the believers, and 
deny it by the evening; perhaps 
they (ie. the Muslims) may turn 
back (to disbelief).' 


3:73. (They further said to each 
other) 'And do not trust except the 
one who follows your religion.' Say 
you (O Beloved); that 'Only Allah's 
guidance is (true) guidance,' (what 
you should not believe is) this, that 
someone may be given similar to 
what was given to you, or someone 
may be able to put up an argument 
against you before your Lord. Say 
you (O Beloved); that 'All bounties 
are only in Allah's Hand (of 
power); He may give to 
whomsoever He wills. And Allah 
is All-Encompassing, All-Knowing.' 
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3:74. 'He chooses distinctively for 
His Mercy whomsoever He wills, 
and Allah is the Possessor of great 
benevolence.' 


3:75. And amongst the People of the 
Book is the one who, if you entrust 
him with a pile (of wealth), he will 
therefore return it to you; and 
amongst them is the one who, if you 
entrust him with (ust) one Dinaar 
(ie. a gold coin), so he will not 
return it to you unless you stand 
over him (ie. keep demanding) 
constantly. This (dishonesty) is 
because they say that There is no 
accountability over us in the matter 
of illiterates.' And they purposely 
fabricate lie against Allah. 


3:76. Yes; why not? Whosoever 
fulfilled his promise and 
embraced piety, and Allah indeed 
likes the pious. 


3:77. Those who accept a miserable 
price in exchange for (their) 
promise with Allah (i.e. to believe 
in the Prophet Muhammad) and 
their oaths, (they) do not have a 
share in the Hereafter; and Allah 
will neither speak to them nor 
look towards them (mercifully) on 
the Day of Resurrection, nor will 
He purify them; and for them is a 
painful punishment. 
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3:78. And amongst them (i.e. the 
People of the Book) are some of 
those who distort the Book by the 
twisting of their tongues, so that 
you may think that this is also in 
the Book, and it is not in the Book, 
and. they say, 'This is from Allah,’ 
and that is not from Allah, and 
they knowingly fabricate lie 
against Allah. 


3:79. It is not the right of any 
person that Allah gives him a 
Book, and the authority and 
Prophethood, he then says to the 
people that ‘Leave Allah and 
become my bondsmen'; yes, he 
will rather say this; that 'Become 
the devoted bondsmen of Allah, 
for this reason that you teach the 
Book and you also study it.' 


3:80. And nor will he command 
you to appoint angels and 
prophets as gods; would he 
command you to disbelieve after 
you have become Muslims? 


3:81. And remember when Allah 
took a promise from the Prophets, 
‘Whatever I give you of the Book 
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and wisdom, then the magnificent 
Messenger (ie. the Prophet 
Muhammad) comes to you; 
confirming the Books you have, so 
you should certainly, definitely 
believe in him and you should 
certainly, definitely help him.’ 
(Allah) said, '(O Prophets!) Have 
you agreed and accepted My 
binding responsibility in this 
(agreement)?! They all responded, 
‘We have agreed. He (Allah) said, 
'(Now) you become witnesses upon 
each other, and I Myself am a 
Witness with you.' 


3:82. So, whoever turns away after 
this (agreement); it is they who are 
the sinners. 


3:83. So, do they desire a religion 
other than the religion of Allah, 
whilst whatever is in the heavens 
and the earth willingly and 
unwillingly submits to Him? And 
to Him they shall return. 


3:84. Say in this manner; that 'We 
believed in Allah, and what was 
revealed to us and what was 
revealed to Ibrahim, and Isma'eel, 
and Is-haaq, and Ya'qoob and 
their sons, and (we believe in) that 
which was bestowed to Moosa, 
and 'Eisa and the (other) Prophets 
from their Lord. We make no 
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distinction between any of them in 
belief, and only to Him we 
submit.’ 


3:85. And whoever will desire a 
religion other than Islam, that will 
never be accepted from him; and 
he is amongst the losers in the 
Hereafter. 


3:86. Why should Allah desire 
guidance for such people who 
disbelieved after believing and 
bore witness that the Messenger is 
true, and clear signs had come to 
them (as well)? And Allah does 
not guide the unjust. 


3:87. Their retribution is this; that 
upon them is the curse of Allah, 
and of the angels and of the 
people; all of them. 


3:88. They will remain in it 
forever; their punishment is not to 
be reduced, nor are they to be 
given any respite. 


3:89. Except those who repented 
thereafter (from disbelief) and 
reformed themselves; so Allah is 
definitely Most Forgiving, Most 
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3:90. Indeed, those who 
disbelieved after having accepted 
faith, then increased further in 
their disbelief; their repentance 
will never be accepted, and it is 
they who are the astray. 


3:91. Those who became 
disbelievers and also died as 
disbelievers; an (entire) earth full 
of gold will never be accepted 
from any one of them, even if he 
gives it as his ransom; for them is 
painful punishment and they have 
no helper. 
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3:92. You shall never reach 
righteousness until you spend the 
thing you love in the way of 
Allah, and Allah is Aware of 
whatever you spend. 


3:93. All foods were lawful for the 
Children of Israel except what 
Ya'qoob made unlawful upon 
himself before the Tawrah was 
tevealed. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Bring the Tawrah and read it, if 
you are truthful.’ 


3:94, Therefore, whoever 
fabricates lie after this against 
Allah; so it is they who are the 
transgressors. 


3:95. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Allah 
is Truthful; so follow the religion 
of Ibrahim who was detached 
from every falsehood, and was not 
of the polytheists.' 


3:96. Indeed, the first house which 
was established as a place of 
worship for the people is the one 
which is in Makkah (i.e. the Holy 
Ka'bah); blessed and a guide to 
the entire world. 
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3:97. Therein are clear signs; (such 
as) the standing place of Ibrahim 
(to pray). And whosoever enters it, 
may he be under protection; and 
performing Hajj of this House, for 
the sake of Allah, is (an obligation) 
upon the people, who have the 
means to reach it. And whoever 
disbelieves (i.e. denies Hajj being a 
pillar of Islam), so Allah is 
Independent of the entire world. 


3:98. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
People of the Book! Why do you 
not believe in the verses of Allah? 
And your actions are in front of 
Allah.’ 


3:99. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
People of the Book! Why do you 
prevent those who have (newly) 
accepted faith from the path of 
Allah, desiring to corrupt them, 
whereas you yourselves are 
witnesses thereof (that the 
Prophet Muhammad is glorified 
in the Tawrah)? And Allah is not 
unaware of your (evil) deeds.’ 


3:100. O believers! If you obey 
some People of the Book, they will 
therefore make you disbelievers, 
after you have faith. 
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3:101. And how could you 
disbelieve, whereas the verses of 
Allah are recited to you and His 
Messenger is present amongst 
you? And whosoever took the 
support of Allah, he has definitely 
been shown the straight path. 


3:102, O believers! Fear Allah as 
He should be rightfully feared, 
and never die but as Muslims. 


3:103. And hold tightly on to the 
rope of Allah; all together, and do 
not be divided (into various sects) 
amongst yourselves. And 
remember Allah's favour upon 
you; when there was enmity 
between you, He brought your 
hearts together (in love), so due to 
His Grace, you became brothers 
with one another. And you were 
on the edge of a ditch of Hell, so 
He rescued you from it; this is 
how Allah explains His signs to 
you, that perhaps you attain 
guidance. 


3:104, And there should be such a 
group amongst you who invite 
(people) towards righteousness, 
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and command that which is good, 
and forbid that which is evil; and 
it is these people who are the 
successful. 


3:105. And do not be like those 
who became divided and 
disagreement arose between them 
after this; that clear signs had 
come to them; and for them is a 
great punishment. 


3:106. On the Day (of Resurrection) 
when. some faces will be shining 
and some faces (will be) dark; so 
those whose faces became 
darkened (will be asked), 'Did you 
become disbelievers after you had 
accepted faith? Therefore, now 
taste the punishment, as a 
recompense of your disbelief.’ 


3:107. And those people whose 
faces became shining; they are in 
the Mercy of Allah; they will live 
therein forever. 


3:108. These are the verses of 
Allah, which We recite upon you 
accurately. And Allah does not 
desire injustice on the people of 
the world. 
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3:109. And only to Allah belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
whatever is in the earth, and only 
towards Allah is the return of all 
matters. 


3:110. (O nation of the Prophet 
Muhammad!) You are the best 
among all those nations which 
appeared amongst the people; you 
command good and forbid evil, 
and you believe in Allah. And if 
the People of the Book had (also) 
believed, it would therefore have 
been better for them; some of 
them are believers (having 
reverted to Islam), and most of 
them are disbelievers. 


3:111. They will not harm you 
except causing simple annoyance; 
and if they fight against you, they 
will henceforth turn their backs 
from you (in defeat); then they 
will not be helped. 


3:112, Wherever they are, 
humiliation has been imposed 
upon. them (i.e. the Jews). They 
shall not find peace except from 
the rope (i.e. support) of Allah (by 
accepting Islam) and the rope of 
people (by begging for help from 
them), and they have deserved the 
wrath of Allah, and destitution is 
imposed upon them; this is due to 
the fact that they used to 
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disbelieve in the verses of Allah, 
and used to martyr the Prophets 
unjustly; this is because they were 
disobedient and transgressors. 


3:113. All of them are not similar; 
amongst the People of the Book 
are some who are firm on the 
truth, they recite the verses of 
Allah during parts of the night 
and. they prostrate. 


3:114. They believe in Allah and 
the Last Day, and command good 
and forbid evil, and are swift to 
perform good deeds; and they are 
the righteous. 


3:115. And those who do good 
deeds; their rights will not be 
violated. And Allah is Aware of 
those who fear (Him). 


3:116. Those who disbelieved, 
neither their wealth nor their 
children will save them from 
Allah in the slightest; and they are 
the people of Hell and will remain 
therein forever.

3:117. The example of what they 
spend in this worldly life is similar 
to the wind in which there is 
(intense) cold, which struck the 
harvest of a nation who used to 
wrong themselves (by adopting 
disbelief), so (the wind) completely 
destroyed it. And Allah did not 
oppress them, yes; they 
themselves wrong their own souls. 


3:118. O believers! Do not share 
your secrets with strangers (ie. 
disbelievers), they do not leave 
any stone unturned to harm you; 
they desire that you may be 
harmed much. Enmity has been 
exposed from their utterances, 
and what they hide within their 
chests is even greater. We have 
clearly articulated the signs to 
you, if you have intelligence. 


3:119. Are you listening (O 
Muslims)! It is you who like them 
and they do not like you, whilst 
you believe in all the Books. And 
when they meet you, they say, 
'We have believed,’ and when 
they are alone, so they bite their 
fingers at you in anger. Say you 
(O Beloved); that 'Die in your 
rage.' Allah knows well what is in 
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the hearts. 


3:120. (If) some good reaches you 
(O Muslims), so they become 
displeased. And (if) misfortune 
teaches you, so they rejoice over 
it. And if you keep practising 
patience and piety, their evil 
scheme will not harm you at all; 
undoubtedly, Allah encompasses 
all what they do. 


3:121. And recall, O Beloved, 
when in the morning, you 
emerged from your blessed home; 
assigning to the believers (their) 
positions for the battle (of Uhud). 
And Allah is All-Hearing, All- 
Knowing. 


3:122. (Recall) when two groups 
amongst you intended cowardice, 
and Allah is their Guardian; and 
only upon Allah should the 
believers rely. 


3:123. And indeed, Allah helped 
you at (the battle of) Badr, when 
you were completely without 
resources; so fear Allah, that you 
may become thankful. 


3:124, (Recall) when you, O 
Beloved, were saying to the 
believers, 'Is it not sufficient for 
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you that your Lord may support 
you by sending down three 
thousand angels?’ 


3:125. Yes; why not, if you display 
patience and piety and the 
disbelievers attack you suddenly, 
your Lord will henceforth send 
down five thousand distinctively 
marked angels to help you. 


3:126. And Allah did not grant this 
victory except for your contentment, 
and only in order that your hearts 
may attain satisfaction with it, and 
there is no help except from Allah, 
the Overpowering, the Wise. 


3:127. In order that He may cut off 
a section of the disbelievers (due 
to them being killed in the 
battlefield), or disgrace them so 
that they may return unsuccessful. 


3:128. This matter is not in your 
hand (ie. your task is to warn 
them, O Beloved), whether He 
allows them. to repent or punishes 
them; that they are unjust. 
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3:129. And only to Allah belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
whatever is in the earth. He may 
forgive whomsoever He wills, and 
punish whomever He wills. And 
Allah is Most Forgiving, Ever 
Merciful. 


3:130. O believers! Do not 
consume usury (ie. interest) 
doubled and redoubled; and fear 
Allah, hoping that you may attain 
success. 


3:131, And protect yourselves 
from that Fire which is kept ready 
for the disbelievers. 


3:132, And remain in obedience to 
Allah and the Messenger with this 
hope; that you may attain mercy. 


3:133. And run towards the 
forgiveness of your Lord, and 
towards such a Paradise in whose 
width all the heavens and the 
earth can be contained; (especially) 
kept ready for the pious. 


3:134. (They are) those who spend 
in the Path of Allah in prosperity 
and adversity, and who restrain 
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anger and forgive people. And the 
righteous people are the beloveds 
of Allah. 


3135. And those who, when they 
commit an (act of) indecency or wrong 
seek forgiveness of their sins; and who 
can forgive sins except Allah? And 
with what they have done (ie 


3:136. The reward of such is 
forgiveness from their Lord, and 
are Gardens beneath which rivers 
flow, abiding in them forever; 
what an excellent reward for the 
doers of good deeds. 


3:137. Some civilisations have 
passed before you; therefore travel 
on the earth and observe the 
outcome of those who belied. 


3:138. This (i.e. the Qur'aan) is a 
declaration for the people, and 
guidance and advice for the pious. 
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3:139. And do not be laidback nor 
grieve; it is you who will be 
victorious if you are believers. 


3:140. If you have been struck by 
some calamity (in Uhud), so they 
(ie. the disbelievers) have also 
been struck with a similar calamity 
(in Badr); and these are the days in 
which We have kept turns (of 
defeat and victory) for people. 
And in order that Allah may make 
known (the patience and 
determination of) the believers and 
may bestow the station of 
martyrdom to some of you. And 
Allah does not befriend the unjust. 


3:141. And because Allah may 
purify the believers (through trials 
and tribulations), and wipe out 
the disbelievers. 


3:142. Do you assume that you 
will enter Paradise whilst Allah 
has not yet tested your warriors, 
nor yet tested the patient ones? 


3:143. And you even used to 
desire death before you could 
meet it; so now you have seen it in 
front of your eyes. 
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3:144. And _ (the 
Muhammad is purely a 
Messenger; there have been 
Messengers before him, so if he 
departs (from this world) or he is 
(hypothetically) martyred, will 
you therefore turn back on your 
heels? And whoever turns back on 
his heels will not cause any harm 
to Allah. And soon Allah will 
reward the grateful. 


Prophet) 


3:145. And no life can perish 
except by the command of Allah; 
for everyone there is an appointed 
time. And whoever desires the 
rewards of this world; We will 
grant it to him from it. And 
whosoever desires the reward of 
the Hereafter; We will grant it to 
him from it. And We shall soon 
recompense the thankful. 


3:146. And how many of the 
Prophets fought (in the Path of 
Allah), and many men of Allah (i.e. 
the companions of the Prophets) 
were with them. So, neither were 
they laidback due to the calamities 
that befell them in the Path of 
Allah, nor did they become weak, 
nor did they surrender. And the 
patient ones are beloved to Allah. 
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3:147. They never said anything 
except (making) this supplication; 
that 'O our Lord, forgive our sins 
and the excesses we committed 
during our matters, and keep our 
feet firm, and help us against 
these disbelieving people.' 


3:148. So, Allah gave them the 
reward of this world and (also) 
the excellent reward of the 
Hereafter; and the righteous are 
beloved to Allah. 


3:149. O believers! If you obey the 
disbelievers, they will therefore 
make you turn back on your heels; 
you will then turn back as losers. 


3:150. Rather, Allah is your 
Helper; and He is the best Helper. 


3:151. Soon, We shall cast terror 
into the hearts of the disbelievers; 
that they have appointed partners 
with Allah, for which He has not 
sent down any proof (ie. 
approval); and their abode is Hell; 
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and what a despicable dwelling for 
the unjust. 


3:152. And indeed, Allah has 
fulfilled His promise to you (in the 
battle of Uhud), when you were 
slaying the non-believers by His 
command, until the time you lost 
courage and disputed about the 
command (given by the Beloved 
Prophet) and disobeyed after Allah 
had shown you what pleases you 
(ie. victory and spoils of war); 
some of you desired the world, and 
some of you desired the Hereafter. 
Thereafter, He turned your faces 
away from them in order to test 
you, and undoubtedly, He has 
forgiven you. And Allah is 
Bounteous towards the Muslims. 


3:153 (Remember) when you used 
to flee up, without turning to look 
back at anyone, and from another 
group, Our Messenger was calling 
you (not to flee). So, Allah gave you 
grief in lieu of grief (which was 
caused to the Beloved Prophet), and 
forgave you so that you do not 
grieve over that what has been lost 
and over the calamity which had 
befallen you; and Allah is Aware of 
your actions. 


3:154. Then, after grief, He sent 
down upon you peaceful sleep 
that had overcome a group 
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amongst you, and another group 
(ie. the hypocrites) kept fearing 
for their lives, having an incorrect 
perception of Allah, like the 
thoughts during the period of 
ignorance; saying, 'Do we have 
any authority in this matter?! Say 
you (O Beloved); that 'All 
authority belongs to Allah.’ They 
hide in their hearts what they do 
not reveal to you; they say, 'Had 
we any control, we would 
therefore not have been killed 
here.’ Say you (O Beloved); that 
"Even if you had remained in your 
homes, those destined to be killed 
would have still come forth to 
their places where they were to be 
killed; and it was so that Allah 
may test what is in your chests 
and expose whatever is in your 
hearts,' and Allah is Aware what 
is within the hearts. 


3:155. Indeed, those of you who 
turned back on the day when the 
two armies met, it was the Devil 
that caused them to slip up 
because of some of their actions; 
and undoubtedly, Allah has 
forgiven them; indeed, Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Ever Forbearing. 
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3:156. O believers! Do not be like 
those disbelievers who said 
regarding their brothers when 
they embarked on a journey or on 
a battle; that 'Had they been with 
us, they would therefore not have 
died nor been killed,‘ (O believers, 
do not utter similar to what the 
disbelievers have uttered) so that 
Allah may place regret in their 
hearts over this matter. And Allah 
gives life and causes death, and 
Allah is observing your actions. 


3:157. And indeed, if in the path of 
Allah you are killed or die 
(naturally), so forgiveness from 
Allah and mercy is better than 
their entire accumulated wealth. 


3:158. And if you die or are killed, 
so only towards Allah you are to 
rise. 


3:159. So, what a great mercy it is 
from Allah that, O Beloved, you 
became  soft-hearted towards 
them. And if you had been harsh 
and hard-hearted, they would 
have therefore certainly been 
anxious in your surrounding; so 
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forgive them, and intercede for 
them and consult with them in 
matters. And when you come to a 
firm decision regarding any 
matter, so have trust in Allah; 
indeed, Allah loves those who 
have trust (in Him). 


3:160. If Allah helps you, so no 
one can overpower you; and if He 
abandons you, so who is there 
who can then help you? And only 
in Allah the Muslims should trust. 


3:161. And it cannot be imagined of 
any Prophet that he would conceal 
anything (e.g. spoils of war, etc.). 
And whoever conceals it, he will 
come on the Day of Resurrection 
with what he concealed, then every 
soul will be recompensed in full 
with whatever it earned; and they 
will not be wronged. 


3:162. So, will the one who 
followed the pleasure of Allah be 
like the one who brought upon 
himself the wrath of Allah and 
whose place is Hell? And what a 
despicable place of return. 


3:163. They (i.e. the people) have 
different ranks by Allah, and 
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3:164. Allah has indeed bestowed 
a great favour upon the Muslims; 
that He sent amongst them a 
(great) Messenger (i.e. the Prophet 
Muhammad) from themselves, 
who recites upon them His verses, 
and purifies them, and teaches 
them the Book and wisdom. And 
they were definitely in open 
misguidance previously. 


3:165. What! When any calamity 
strikes you (at Uhud), whereas 
you had caused twice as much in 
comparison to that (at Badr); you 
therefore start saying that ‘Where 
has this (calamity) come from?’ 
Say you (O Beloved); that 'It has 
come from yourselves.' Indeed, 
Allah is Able to do everything. 


3:166. And that calamity which 
struck you on the day when the 
two armies met (at Uhud); that 
was by the command of Allah, 
and in order that (He) may 
distinguish the believers. 


3:167. And (the calamity struck) in 
order to expose those who became 
hypocrites. And (when) it was said 
to them that ‘Come, fight in the 
way of Allah, or drive away the 
enemy,’ they answered, 'If we 
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knew how to fight (or they said if 
this battle was justified in our 
view), so we would have definitely 
sided with you.' And on that day, 
they were closer to open disbelief 
than to (their falsely) expressed 
faith. They utter with their mouths 
what is not in their hearts; and 
Allah is Aware of what they are 
hiding. 


3:168. Those who said about their 
brothers whilst they themselves 
remained behind (from battle); 
that 'Had they listened to us, they 
would therefore not have been 
killed.' Say you (O Beloved), 'So, 
prevent your own death, if you 
are truthful.' 


3:169. And those who are slain in 
the path of Allah, do not ever 
think of them as dead; rather, they 
are alive with their Lord, receiving 
sustenance. 


3:170. (The martyrs are) happy 
over that what Allah has 
bestowed upon them through His 
Grace, and are rejoicing for their 
successors who have not yet 
joined them (through martyrdom); 
that, on them is no fear at all nor 
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3:171. They rejoice over the 
Bounty and the Benevolence of 
Allah, and this; that, Allah does 
not waste the reward of the 
Muslims. 


3:172, Those who (immediately) 
presented themselves to the call of 
Allah and His Messenger after 
this; that they had become 
wounded, for the upright and the 
pious amongst them is great 
reward. 


3:173. Those to whom the people 
said, ‘The people (i.e. army troops) 
have joined forces against you, 


therefore fear them.' (Upon hearing 
this threat) so, as a result, their faith 


was further increased (in strength), 
and they said, ‘Allah is Sufficient 
for us, and what an excellent 
Custodian of matters (He is).' 


3:174, They therefore returned 
with the Favour and the Bounty of 
Allah; that no harm reached them 
at all, and they followed the 
pleasure of Allah. And Allah is 
exceptionally Bountiful. 


3:175. It is only the Devil who 
frightens you with his friends (Le. 
the disbelievers); so do not fear 
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them, and fear Me, if you are 
believers. 


3:176. And O Beloved, do not 
grieve for those who run after 
disbelief; they will not cause any 
harm to Allah. Allah wills that no 
share be reserved for them in the 
Hereafter; and for them is a great 
punishment. 


3:177. Those who purchased 
disbelief in exchange for faith will 
not cause any harm to Allah; and 
for them is a painful punishment. 


3178. And never must the 
disbelievers be under this impression; 
that the respite (Le. postponement of 
punishment) We give them has any 
goodness for them; We in fact give 
them respite only for them to further 
increase in their sins (due to them 
denying the truth), and for them is a 
disgraceful punishment. 


3:179, Allah will not leave the 
Muslims in that state in which you 
are (now), until He separates the 
impure from the pure. And it does 
not befit the Dignity of Allah to 
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give you, O common people, 
knowledge of the unseen. Yes; 
Allah chooses from His 
Messengers whom He wills (to 
grant the knowledge of the 
unseen). Therefore, believe in 
Allah and His Messengers; and if 
you believe and do good deeds, so 
for you is great reward. 


3:180. And those who act miserly, 
in respect to that which Allah has 
bestowed upon them by His 
Grace, must never think that it is 
good for them; rather, it is bad for 
them. Soon, that in which they 
were miserly shall be a collar (in 
the form of a snake) around their 
necks on the Day of Resurrection. 
And only Allah is the Owner of 
the heavens and the earth, and 
Allah is Aware of your actions. 


3:181. Undoubtedly, Allah heard 
them (i.e. the Jews) who said that 
‘Allah is needy, and we are 
wealthy.' Now, We shall keep on 
record their saying and their 
wrongfully martyring of the 
Prophets, and We shall say that 
‘Taste the punishment of the Fire.' 
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3:182. 'This is the recompense of 
what your hands have sent forth, 
and Allah does not oppress the 
bondsmen.' 


3:183. Those who say, ‘Allah has 
made us promise that we should 
not believe in any Messenger until 
he brings an order of such a 
sacrifice which a fire (from 
heaven) shall consume.’ Say you 
(O Beloved), 'Many Messengers 
came to you before me with clear 
signs, and with this order that you 
are mentioning, why did you then 
martyr them, if you are truthful?' 


3:184. So, O Beloved, if they belie 
you, the Messengers who came 
before you had hence also been 
belied who had come with clear 
signs, and Scriptures and the 
Lustrous Book. 


3:185. Every life is to taste death, 
and only on the Day of 
Resurrection will you be fully 
compensated. So, the one who is 
saved from the Fire and is 
admitted into Paradise, he is 
successful. And the life of the 
world is indeed but the goods of 
deception. 
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3:186. You will indeed definitely 
be tested in your possessions and 
lives, and you will indeed 
definitely hear many hurtful 
words from those who were given 
the Book previously and from the 
polytheists. And if you remain 
patient and always refrain (from 
sins), so this is an act of great 
courage. 


3:187. And remember when Allah 
took a promise from the people 
given the Book that 'You must 
definitely preach it to the people 
and not conceal it.' So, they threw 
this promise behind their backs, 
and in its exchange, they accepted 
a miserable price; so how 
despicable is their purchase. 


3:188. Never think of those who 
rejoice over their doings and wish 
that they be praised without doing 
(any good deed), never think that 
they are far from punishment; and 
for them is painful punishment. 


3:189. And only for Allah is the 
kingship of the heavens and the 
earth, and Allah is Powerful over 
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3:190. Indeed, in the creation of 
the heavens and the earth, and the 
mutual alternation of night and 
day are signs for the people of 
intelligence. 


3:191. Those who remember Allah 
(whilst) standing, and sitting, and 
lying on their sides, and 
contemplate on the creation of the 
heavens and the earth (saying); '0 
our Lord, You have not created 
this in vain. Glory be to You; so 
save us from the punishment of 
the Fire.' 


3:192, 'O our Lord, You have 
indeed given disgrace to 
whomever You put in Hell, and 
the unjust have no helpers.' 


3:193. 'O our Lord, we have heard 
a proclaimer (i.e. the Prophet 
Muhammad) calling towards faith 
(saying); 'Believe in your Lord’, so 
we believed. O our Lord, forgive 
our sins, and wipe away our evil 
deeds, and cause us to die with 
the righteous.' 


3:194. 'O our Lord, and grant us 
what You have promised us 
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through your Messengers, and do 
not humiliate us on the Day of 
Resurrection; indeed, You do not 
break (Your) promise.' 


3:195. So, their Lord accepted their 
supplication; that 'I do not waste 
the labour of any (righteous) 
worker from amongst you, male 
or female; you are all one amongst 
each other (as children of Adam). 
So, those who migrated, and were 
evicted from their homes, and 
were tortured in My Way, and 
fought, and were killed; I will 
definitely wipe away all their sins 
and will definitely admit them 
into the Gardens beneath which 
tivers flow;' (this is) a reward from 
Allah, and only with Allah is the 
best reward. 


3:196. O listener! Do not let the 
(free) movements of the 
disbelievers in the cities deceive 
you. 


3:197. It is a brief enjoyment (for 
the disbelievers); their abode is 
Hell, and what an evil abode. 
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3:198. But those who fear their 
Lord, for them are Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow; 
abiding eternally therein; (this is) 
the hospitality from Allah, and 
that which is with Allah is the best 
for the righteous. 


3:199. And verily, there are some 
amongst the People of the Book 
(that became Muslims) who 
believe in Allah, and in that what 
was sent down to you and what 
was sent down to them; their 
hearts are bowed (in submission) 
in the Majestic Court of Allah, 
they do not exchange the verses of 
Allah for a miserable price; they 
are those whose reward is with 
their Lord. And Allah is Swift in 
taking account. 


3:200. O believers! Be patient, and 
exceed the enemies in patience, 
and guard the border of the Islamic 
country and keep fearing Allah, on 
this hope; that you may succeed. 
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4. SURAH AL-NISA (THE 
WOMEN) 


(This Surah is Madani, containing 
176 verses and 24 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


4:1. O people! Fear your Lord Who 
created you from a single soul, 
and created its spouse from it, and 
has spread from both of them 
many men and women, and fear 
Allah in Whose Name you 
demand (mutual rights) and be 
mindful of your (blood) relations. 
Indeed, Allah is observing you at 
all times. 


4:2, And give orphans their 
wealth, and do not exchange the 
pure for the impure, and do not 
consume their wealth by mixing 
your wealth with their wealth; this 
is indeed a big sin. 


4:3. And if you fear that you will 
not be able to deal justly with 
orphan girls (by marrying them), 
marry therefore the women who 
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please you; two, or three or four (at 
one given time). If you then fear 
that you cannot be just between 
two women, so (marry) only one or 
(fulfil your desire with) the slave- 
girls you own; this is closer to 
prevent you from doing injustice. 


4:4, And willingly give the women 
(upon marriage) their dowry; if 
they then give you (back) a part of 
it, consume it therefore 
wholesomely with pleasure. 


4:5. And do not give the weak- 
minded (amongst the orphan 
children) their wealth which you 
have in your custody, which Allah 
has made a means of your living. 
And feed and clothe them from it, 
and speak kindly to them. 


4:6. And keep assessing the 
orphans till they are fit to get 
married (i.e. reach adulthood). 
Hence, if you find them of sound 
judgement, so hand over their 
wealth to them, and do not 
consume it by spending 
excessively and hastily with the 
discomfort that they may grow 
up. And whoever is not in need 
(ie. the guardian), he should 
abstain (from taking any fees for 
his services); and whosoever is 
needy, he may utilise a reasonable 
amount. Then, when you hand 
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over their wealth to them, so 
appoint witnesses over them. And 
Allah is Sufficient to take account. 


4:7, For men is a share from that 
what the parents and close 
relatives have left behind; and for 
women is a share from that what 
the parents and close relatives 
have left behind, whether the 
(wealth of) inheritance is small or 
large; the share is a fixed one. 


4:8. Then, if (non-heir) relatives, 
and orphans and the needy come 
at the time of distribution (of 
inheritance), so give them 
something also from it and speak 
to them kindly. 


4:9. And those people (ie. the 
guardians of orphans) must fear 
(injustice) who, if they 
(themselves) actually die leaving 
behind young children (of their 
own), so how distressful would it 
be for them (leaving their own 
children as orphans). Hence, they 
should fear Allah and speak 
upright words. 


4:10. Those who consume the 
wealth of orphans unjustly; they 
are actually only filling their 
bellies with fire, and soon they 
will go into a blazing section of 
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4:11. Allah commands you 
concerning your children. 
(regarding their share of 
inheritance); the share of the son is 
equal to the share of two 
daughters; then if there are only 
daughters, even if more than two, 
for them is two-thirds of the 
inheritance. And if there is only 
one daughter, for her is one half. 
For each of the parents of the 
deceased is one sixth of the 
inheritance, if he has children. 
Then, if the deceased has no 
children but leaves behind 
parents, so one third is for the 
mother (and the remaining is for 
the father). Then, if he has several 
brothers and sisters, so one sixth is 
for the mother after any will he 
had made and (after) payment of 
debt (if owed by the deceased). 
Your fathers and your sons; you 
do not know which of them will 
be more useful to you. This share 
is fixed by Allah; indeed, Allah is 
All-Knowing, Most Wise. 


4:12, And for you is one half from 
that what your wives leave behind, 
if they do not have children. Then, 
if they have children, for you 
therefore is one fourth of what 
they leave after payment of any 
will that (they) had made or (their) 
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debt yet to be paid. And for the 
women is one fourth of what you 
leave behind, if you do not have 
children. Then, if you have 
children; so one eighth of what 
you leave behind after any will 
you had made, or debt yet to be 
paid. And if the inheritance of 
such a (deceased) man or woman 
is in the process of being 
distributed who did not leave 
behind a mother, father or 
children, but has a brother or a 
sister through a common mother, 
to each of them is therefore one 
sixth. Then, if the brothers and 
sisters are more than one, so they 
shall all have a share in one third 
after payment of any will or any 
outstanding debt, in which the 
deceased has not caused harm (to 
the heirs by making an unfair will). 
This is the decree of Allah, and 
Allah is  All-Knowing, Most 
Forbearing. 


4:13. These are the limits of Allah, 
and whosoever obeys Allah and 
His Messenger; Allah will take 
him into the Gardens beneath 
which rivers flow; (they) will 
abide therein forever; only this is 
the great success. 
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4:14. And whoever disobeys Allah 
and His Messenger and 
transgresses all His limits (by 
becoming a disbeliever); Allah 
will put him in the Fire, in which 
he will remain forever, and for 
him is a disgraceful punishment. 


4:15. And take testimony from four 
selected (upright) men amongst you 
against your women who commit 
indecency (Le. adultery/fornication). 
Then, if they testify, so confine those 
women in the houses until death 
overtakes them or Allah opens 
some way for them. (This ruling has 
been abrogated by the law of 
lashing and stoning.) 


4:16. And punish whichever man or 
woman amongst you who is guilty of 
such an act (adultery/fornication). 
Then, if they repent and become 
pious, so leave them alone; indeed, 
Allah is Most Accepting of 
tepentance, Most Merciful. 


4:17. That repentance which Allah, 
by His Grace, has made 
compulsory to accept is only of 
those who commit sin unmindfully 
and then repent instantly; Allah 
looks towards them with mercy, 
and Allah is All-Knowing, All- 
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4:18. And that repentance is not of 
those who constantly commit sins, 
until death approaches one of 
them, he therefore says, 'I repent 
now,' nor of those who die as 
disbelievers; for them We have 


kept prepared painful punishment. 


4:19. O believers! It is not lawful 
for you to become the heirs of 
women by force, and do not 
detain women with the intention 
of taking away a part of the dowry 
you gave them, unless they 
commit blatant shamelessness. 
And deal with them kindly, if you 
do not then like them, it is 
therefore likely that you dislike a 
thing in which Allah has placed 
much good. 


4:20. And if you wish to replace 
one wife for another and you have 


already given her abundant 
wealth, do not therefore take back 
anything from it; will you take it 
back by slandering (her) and 
committing open sin? 
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4:21. And how would you take it 
back, whereas you unveiled 
(yourselves fully) before each 
other (to become intimate) and 
they have taken a binding 
covenant (i.e. Nikah) from you? 


4:22, And do not marry the 
women who were wedded to your 
forefathers except what has 
already occurred; that is indeed an 
act of shame, and a detestable 
deed, and an evil way. 


4:23. Unlawful for you are your 
mothers, and your daughters, and 
your sisters, and your father's 
sisters, and your mother's sisters, 
and your brother's daughters and 
your sister's daughters, and your 
mothers who suckled you (i.e. 
foster-mothers), and foster-sisters 
(ie. their daughters), and your 
wife's mothers, and your wife's 
daughters (i.e. your stepdaughters) 
who are under your care born 
from those women whom you 
have had intercourse with; so if 
you then had no intercourse with 
them, it is therefore no sin for you 
to marry their daughters. And 
(forbidden are) the wives of your 
own sons, and to have two sisters 
together (in marriage at the same 
time), except what has already 
occurred. Indeed, Allah is Most 
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4:24. And forbidden are the women 
who have husbands except the 
women. of disbelievers who come 
into your possession (as slaves, due 
to war); this is Allah's Decree for 
you. And other than these, those 
remaining (women) are lawful for 
you, that you seek them in 
exchange of your wealth (ie. 
dowry) in proper marriage; not 
(through) adultery / fornication, 
therefore give the women you wish 
to marry their fixed dowries. And 
after fixing (the dowry), so there is 
no sin upon you if you come to a 
mutual agreement (to increase or 
decrease the amount). Indeed, 
Allah is All-Knowing, All-Wise. 


4:25. And whoever amongst you (O 
Muslims) does not have the means 
to marry free believing women 
should therefore marry from the 
believing slave-women that you 
own. And Allah knows well your 
faith; you are from one another; 
therefore marry them with the 
permission of their masters, and 
give them their dowries according 
to (acceptable) custom whilst they 
become wives; not committing 
adultery/fornication or (secretly) 
taking lovers. When they are 
married then commit an act of 
indecency, upon them is therefore 
half of that punishment which is 
upon the free women; this 
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(permission of marring slave 
women) is for the one amongst you 
who fears adultery/fornication. 
And to have patience is better for 
you. And Allah is Most Forgiving, 
Most Merciful. 


4:26. Allah wills to make clear to 
you His commandments and 
informs you of the conducts of 
those before you, and to direct His 
Mercy towards you, and Allah is 
All-Knowing, All-Wise. 


4:27. And Allah wants to direct 
His Mercy towards you. And 
those who chase after their own 
pleasures; they desire that you be 
remotely separated from the 
straight path. 


4:28. Allah wills to make things 
easy for you. And mankind has 
been created weak. 


4:29. O believers! Do not unfairly 
consume the wealth of each other, 
except that it is a trade by your 
mutual agreement, and do not kill 
yourselves (by committing 
murder, or suicide, etc.). Indeed, 
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4:30. And whoever will do such 
through injustice and aggression, 
so We shall soon put him in the 
Fire; and this is easy for Allah. 


4:31. If you keep avoiding the 
major sins that are forbidden to 
you, so We will forgive your other 
(ie. minor) sins and admit you 
into a place of honour. 


4:32. And do not long for things 
by which Allah has_ given 
superiority to some of you over 
others; for men there is a share 
from their earning, and for 
women there is a share from their 
earning, and ask Allah for His 
Bounty. Indeed, Allah knows 


everything. 


4:33. And for everyone, We have 
appointed heirs of whatever their 
parents and near relatives leave 
behind, and to those with whom 
you have made an agreement (to 
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give a share from the inheritance); 
give them their share. Indeed, 
everything is present before Allah. 


4:34. Men are guardians over 
women because Allah has made 
one excel over the other, and 
because men spent their wealth on 
them. So, virtuous women are 
obedient (to their husbands); 
guarding (the wealth and honour 
of their husbands) in the absence 
of (their) husbands, the way Allah 
has commanded to guard; and the 
women from whom you fear ill- 
conduct (i.e. rebellion towards 
their husbands which may cause a 
breakdown of the marriage); so, 
(first) admonish them, and (then) 
sleep apart from them, and (lastly) 
hit them (lightly, eg. with a 
handkerchief, or with a soft twig, 
etc. on non-delicate areas no more 
than thrice, only if it is beneficial 
to save the marriage). Then, if they 
obey you, so do not seek to do 
injustice to them. Indeed, Allah is 
Ever Exalted, Most Great. 


4:35. And if you fear a dispute 
between husband and _ wife, 
therefore send a mediator from 
the man's family and a mediator 
from the woman's family; if these 
two desire to bring about 
reconciliation, so Allah will cause 
unity between them; indeed, Allah 
is All-Knowing, Well Aware. 
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4:36. And worship Allah and 
associate no one with Him; and be 
good to parents, and relatives, and 
orphans, and the needy, and the 
near neighbour and the distant 
neighbour, and the _ close 
companion and the traveller, and 
your male and female slaves. 
Indeed, Allah does not like the 
arrogant, the boastful. 


4:37, (There is severe warning for) 
those who themselves are miserly, 
and say others to be misers and 
hide what Allah has given them 
by His Benevolence; and We have 
kept ready a _ disgraceful 
punishment for the disbelievers. 


4:38. And those who spend their 
wealth to show off to the people 
and do not believe in Allah nor 
the Last Day. And whoever has 
the Devil as his companion (i.e. 
advisor), so what an _ evil 
companion he is. 


4:39. And what would they have 
lost, if they had believed in Allah 
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and the Last Day and spent in His 
Path from what Allah has 
provided them? And Allah knows 
them. 


4:40. Allah does not do injustice 
even equal to the weight of an 
atom; and if there is a good deed, 
He doubles it and gives a great 
reward from Himself. 


4:41. So, how will it be when We 
bring a witness from each Ummah 
(nation), and We shall bring you, 
O Beloved, as a witness and 
observer over all of them? 


4:42. On that Day, those who 
disbelieved and disobeyed the 
Messenger will wish that they be 
buried in the earth, and the 
ground be levelled over them, and 
they will not be able to conceal 
anything from Allah, 


4A3. O believers! Do not approach 
Salah in the state of intoxication, 
until you have the sense to 
understand what you say; nor in the 
state of impurity without having a 
bath (ie. Ghusl - major ritual 
ablution) except whilst travelling (Le. 
perform Tayammum. if you cannot 
find water). And if you are ill, or on 
a journey, or one of you returns 
from. responding to the call of 
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nature, or you have touched women 
(ie. had intercourse), and you do not 
find water; therefore perform 
Tayammum with pure sand, so rub 
your faces and your hands (ie. as 
well as the forearms including the 
elbows) with it. Indeed, Allah is 
Most Pardoning, Most Forgiving. 


4:44, Did you not see those who 
received a part of the Book? They 
purchase error and wish that you 
too go astray from the (right) path. 


4:45. Allah knows well your 
enemies, Allah is Sufficient as a 
Guardian, and Allah is Sufficient 
as a Helper. 


4:46, Some of the Jews are those 
who distort words from their 
(proper) places (ie. they twist the 
words of Allah) and say, 'We heard 
and disobeyed,' (they also say) 'and 
listen, may you not be heard,’ and 
they say 'Raa'ina,’ distorting it with 
their tongues and in order to taunt 
the religion. And if they had said 
that 'We heard and obeyed, and 
‘may your respected self listen to us 
(O Beloved Prophet),’ and ‘may 
your respected self look upon us' it 
would have therefore been much 
better for them, in righteousness 
and uprightness. But Allah has 
cursed them due to their disbelief;

therefore they, except a few, do not 
believe. 


4:47. O People of the Book! Believe 
in what We have sent down (ie. 
the Qur'aan); confirming the Book 
with you, before We disfigure 
some faces thus turning them 
towards their backs, or curse them 
like We had cursed the People of 
Saturday (i.e. the Sabbath). And 
(know that) the command of Allah 
is to be carried out. 


4:48. Undoubtedly, Allah does not 
forgive Shirk (i.e. polytheism), and 
forgives anything less than Shirk 
for whomsoever He wills. And 
whoever ascribes partners with 
Allah, he has indeed fabricated a 


mighty sin. 


4:49. Did you not see those (i.e. the 
Christians and the Jews) who 
proclaim their purity? In fact, 
Allah purifies whomsoever He 
wills, and no injustice will be done 
to them; (even) equal to the thread 
of a date seed. 


4:50. See how they are fabricating 
lie against Allah; and this in itself 
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is sufficiently a clear sin. 


4:51. Did you not see those who 
received a part of the Book (i.e. the 
Tawrah) believing in idols and the 
Devil, and they say regarding the 
(idol-worshipping) _ disbelievers 
that they are more rightly guided 
than the Muslims? 


4:52. It is they whom Allah has 
cursed; and for the one whom 
Allah curses, you will hence never 
find for him any helper. 


4:53. Do they have some share in 
the kingdom? If it was so, they 
would therefore not give 
(anything) to people, even equal 
to a sesame seed. 


4:54. Or do they envy people (ie. 
Muslims) over that what Allah has 
bestowed upon them from His 
Grace? So, We have bestowed the 
Book and wisdom to the children 
of Ibrahim, and We granted them 
a great kingdom. 


4:55. So, some of them believed in 
him (i.e. the Prophet Muhammad) 
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and some of them turned away 
from him; and sufficient (for 
them) is Hell; the blazing Fire. 


4:56. We shall soon put those who 
disbelieved in Our verses into the 
Fire; whenever their skins are 
cooked (i. fully burnt), other 
than these (skins) We shall change 
them for new skins; that they may 
(endlessly) taste the punishment. 
Indeed, Allah is Almighty, All- 
Wise. 


4:57. And those who believed and 
did good deeds, We shall soon 
take them into Gardens beneath 
which rivers flow; they will abide 
therein forever; for them are pure 
wives therein, and We shall admit 
them there, where there will be 
shade in abundance. 


4:58. Indeed, Allah commands you 
to hand over whatever you hold 
in trust to their owners, and this; 
that whenever you judge between 
people, so judge with justice. 
Undoubtedly, what excellent 
advice Allah gives you. Indeed, 
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Allah is All-Hearing, All-Seeing. 


4:59. O believers! Obey the 
command of Allah, and obey the 
command of the Messenger and of 
those amongst you who have the 
power of command. If then there is 
a dispute amongst you concerning 
any matter, refer it therefore to 
Allah and the Messenger (for 
judgement) if you believe in Allah 
and the Last Day; this is better and 
its outcome is the best. 


4:60. Did you not see those whose 
claim is that they believed in that 
what is revealed to you and in that 
what is revealed before you? They 
then wish to make the Devil their 
mediator, whereas they were 
ordered to completely reject him; 
and the Devil desires to lead them 
far astray. 


4:61. And when they are told that 
‘Come towards the Book sent 
down by Allah and towards the 
Messenger,' you will therefore see 
that the hypocrites turn away 
from you; turning their faces. 
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4:62. How will their state be, when 
some calamity befalls them as a 
result of what their own hands have 
sent forth, and they are then present 
in your august court, O Beloved, 
swearing an oath by Allah that ‘Our 
goal was only to bring about 
goodwill and. reconciliation 
(between the believers and the 
disbelievers).'? 


4:63. Allah in fact knows the 
secrets of their hearts; so overlook 
them, and admonish them, and 
speak to them in convincing 
words concerning their matters. 


4:64. And We did not send any 
Messenger except that he should 
be obeyed by the command of 
Allah. And if when they (ie. 
people) do injustice to their own 
souls (by committing sins), they 
should then present themselves in 
your august court, O Beloved, and 
then seek forgiveness from Allah, 
and the Messenger intercedes for 
them; they would therefore 
definitely find Allah the Greatest 
Acceptor of repentance, the Most 
Merciful. 


4:65. So, O Beloved, by the oath of 
your Lord, they will not be Muslims 
until they take you as a judge for 
the disputes between them, and 
whatever you have then decided, 
they should not have resistance to it 
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within their hearts, and they must 
accept it wholeheartedly. 


4:66. And if We made it obligatory 
for them (ie. those who did 
injustice to their souls) to slay 
themselves or go out leaving their 
homes and families, only a few of 
them would therefore do it. And if 
they did what they are advised to 
do, it would have therefore been 
good for them and would have 
been a means of steadfastness upon 
faith. 


4:67. And if it had been so, We 
would have henceforth necessarily 
given them great reward from Us. 


4:68. And (We) would have 
certainly guided them to the 
straight path. 


4:69. And the one who obeys 
Allah and His Messenger, so he 
will be with those upon whom 
Allah has bestowed favour i.e. the 
Prophets, and the (exceptionally) 
truthful ones, and the martyrs and 
the virtuous; and what excellent 
companions they really are. 


4:70. This is the Benevolence of 
Allah, and Allah is Sufficient, All- 
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4:71. O believers! Be vigilant (of 
the enemy), then advance towards 
the enemy in small groups or go 
forth all together. 


4:72. Indeed, amongst you is the 
one (i.e. the hypocrite) who will 
certainly loiter behind. If some 
disaster were then to befall you, 
he would therefore say, ‘It was the 
Grace of Allah upon me that I was 
not present with them (i.e. with 
the believers).' 


4:73. And were you to receive the 
Benevolence of Allah (i.e. spoils of 
war), he would _ therefore 
definitely say as if there had been 
no friendship between you and 
him; ‘Alas, if only I had (also) been 
with them, I would have therefore 
achieved great success.' 


4:74, So, those who sell the life of 
this world for the Hereafter, they 
should fight in the path of Allah; 
and We shall bestow a great 
reward upon the one who fights in 
the path of Allah; whether he is 
martyred or he conquers; so We 
will grant him a great reward very 
soon. 


4:75. And what is the matter with 
you, that you would not fight in 
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the way of Allah, and for the sake 
of the weak men, and women and. 
children; who are making this 
supplication; that 'O0 our Lord, 
liberate us from this town; the 
people of which are unjust, and 
give us a protector from Yourself, 
and give us a helper from 
Yourself.' 


4:76. The believers fight in the 
path of Allah, and the disbelievers 
fight in the path of the Devil; fight 
therefore against the friends of the 
Devil; undoubtedly, the 
conspiracy of the Devil is weak. 


4:77. Did you not see those to 
whom it was said, 'Restrain your 
hands (from retaliating), keep 
Salah established and pay Zakah,' 
then when fighting was made 
obligatory for them, some of them 
therefore started fearing people, 
the way they should (in reality) 
fear Allah, or even greater. And 
they said, 'O our Lord! Why have 
You made fighting obligatory 
upon us? You should have let us 
live a little longer.’ Say you (O 
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Beloved); that 'The enjoyment of 
this world is a little, and the 
Hereafter is better for those who 
fear (Allah), and you will not be 
wronged even as much as a single 
thread.' 


4:78. Death will come to you 
wherever you may be, even if you 
are in strong forts; if some good 
teaches them (i.e. the hypocrites), 
they therefore say, 'This is from 
Allah,’ and if any misfortune 
reaches them, they therefore say, 
‘This is from you (O Muhammad).' 
Say you (O Beloved), 'Everything 
is from Allah.' What is hence the 
matter with those people; that 
they do not seem to understand 
anything? 


4:79. O listener! Whatever good 
teaches you, that is from Allah; 
and whatever evil reaches you, 
that is from yourselves; and We 
have sent you, O Beloved, as a 
Messenger towards all the people; 
and Allah is Sufficient as a 
Witness (to that). 


4:80. Whosoever has obeyed the 
Messenger, he has indeed obeyed 
Allah; and anyone who turns his 
face away, so We have not sent 
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4:81. And they say, 'We have 
obeyed,' then when they go away 
from you, a group of them 
therefore makes plans in the night 
against what they had said. And 
Allah keeps recorded what they 
plan by night; therefore, O 
Beloved, ignore them and rely 
upon Allah; and Allah is Sufficient 
as a Disposer of matters. 


4:82. So, do they not ponder over 
the Qur'aan? And if it had been 
from anyone other than Allah, 
they would have therefore 
definitely found much 
contradiction in it. 


4:83. And when any news of 
satisfaction or fear comes to them, 
they publicise it. And had they 
teferred it to the Messenger and to 
their men of authority, they would 
have hence definitely known the 
truth about it from those who 
investigate (in the light of Qur'aan 
and Sunnah) and draw conclusion 
from it. And if the Benevolence of 
Allah and His Mercy had not been 
upon you, so you, except a few, 
would have definitely followed 
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4:84. So, O Beloved, fight in the 
path of Allah (even if you get no 
support from people); you will not 
be burdened but for yourself. And 
urge the believers (to fight); it is 
close that Allah will diminish the 
strength of the disbelievers, and 
the grip of Allah is the strongest 
and His punishment is the most 
severe. 


4:85. Whosoever makes a good 
recommendation, for him there is 
a share from it; and whoever 
makes an evil recommendation, 
for him there is a share from it. 
And Allah is Powerful over 


everything. 


4:86. And when someone greets 
you with some words (of 
greeting), respond therefore with 
words better than that or return 
the same; indeed, Allah is going to 
take account of everything. 


4:87. Allah is (worthy of worship); 
there is no one worthy of worship 
except Him. He will definitely 
gather you on the Day of 
Resurrection, in which there is no 
doubt. And whose Words are more 
truthful than (those) of Allah? 
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4:88. So, what is the matter with you, 
that you became divided into two 
groups concerning the hypocrites, 
whereas Allah has cast them back (to 
disbelief) because of their misdeeds? 
Do you wish to guide the one 
whom Allah has caused to go 
astray? And the one whom Allah 
causes to go astray, you will 
therefore never find for him a way. 


4:89. They (ie. the hypocrites) 
actually desire that you too should 
become disbelievers the way they 
became disbelievers, so (that) you 
all become one; do not therefore 
befriend any of them until they 
leave their homes and families, (by 
migrating) in the path of Allah. If 
they then turn back (and intend to 
harm you), so get hold of them and 
kill them wherever you find them, 
and do not take any of them as a 
friend nor as a helper. 


4:90. Except those who are 
associated to such people, that 
between them and yourself there is 
a (peace) treaty; or (those) who 
come to you with their hearts no 
longer having the strength to fight 
you; or to fight their own people (by 
uniting with you). Had Allah willed, 
He would have henceforth certainly 
given them power over you, so they 
would have undoubtedly fought 
with you. If they then withdraw 
from you, and do not wage war 
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against you and send you a 
message of peacemaking, so Allah 
has not opened for you a way (to 
fight) against them. 

4:91. You. will now find some who 
desire that they should be safe from 
you, and also be safe from their 
own people. Whenever their nation 
turns them towards mischief 
(against Muslims), they therefore 
fall back into it. If they then do not 
avoid (confronting) you, nor submit 
an offer of peace nor restrain their 
hands, so seize them, and (if they 
do not restrain from fighting you), 
kill them wherever you find them; 
and they are the ones against 
whom We have given you clear 
authority. 


4:92. It is not befitting (ie. lawful) 
that a Muslim kills a Muslim, 
unless it occurs by mistake. And the 
one who kills a Muslim by mistake, 
upon him is therefore (necessary) to 
free a Muslim slave and that the 
family of the slain be paid Diyyah 
(ie. blood money) except this; that 
they give up (their right). Then, if 
the victim is from the people who 
are your enemies, and he (ie. the 
deceased) himself is a Muslim, so 
only the freeing of a Muslim slave 
(is obligatory). And if the victim is 
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from the people with whom you 
have a treaty, blood money must 
therefore be paid to his family and 
the freeing of a Muslim slave. The 
one who has no means (to free a 
Muslim slave), he must therefore 
fast for two consecutive months; 
this is his repentance before Allah; 
and Allah is All-Knowing, All- 
Wise. 


4:93. And whoever kills a Muslim. 
purposely, his restitution is 
therefore Hell; that he will abide in 
it for a very long time, and Allah 
has inflicted wrath upon him, and 
has cursed him and kept prepared 
for him a great punishment. 


4:94. O believers! When you go 
forth to fight in the path of Allah, 
so investigate properly, and the one 
who says Salaam to you; do not say 
to him that 'You are not a Muslim.' 
You seek the means of this worldly 
life, so with Allah are plenty of 
spoils of war. You too were like this 
before (when you were new 
Muslims), Allah then bestowed His 
favour upon you, you are therefore 
duty-bound to investigate; indeed, 
Allah knows your actions. 
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4:95. Those Muslims who stay back 
from fighting without proper 
excuse are not equal to those 
(Muslims) who fight in the path of 
Allah with their wealth and lives; 
Allah has bestowed a higher rank 
to the warriors who strive with 
their wealth and lives than those 
who stay back. And Allah has 
promised goodness (i.e. Paradise) to 
all (the companions of the Prophet), 
and Allah has granted greater 
status with greater reward to the 
warriors than those who stay back. 


4:96. From Him (are) ranks, and 
forgiveness, and mercy (for the 
warriors); and Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


4:97. Those people whose souls 
are taken by the angels whilst they 
were doing injustice to themselves 
(by not migrating), the angels say 
to them, 'What situation were you 
in?' They reply, 'We were weak in 
the land,' they (i.e. the angels) say, 
‘Was Allah's earth not spacious 
enough for you that you could 
have migrated therein?! Therefore, 
the abode for such is Hell; and a 
very despicable place of return. 


4:98. Except those who were 
deteriorated; men, and women

and children; unable to devise a 
plan, not knowing the way (to 
migrate). 


4:99. So, it is close that Allah may 
forgive such (people); and Allah is 
Most Pardoning, Most Forgiving. 


4:100. And whosoever migrates in 
the path of Allah, leaving his 
home and family; he will find 
abundant place and capacity in the 
earth. And whosoever leaves his 
home, migrating towards Allah 
and the Messenger, then death 
overtook him; his reward has 
henceforth become upon the 
responsibility (of the Generosity) 
of Allah. And Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


4:101. And when you travel on the 
earth, so it is no sin for you to 
shorten some of your (obligatory) 
Salahs, if you fear that disbelievers 
will cause you harm. Undoubtedly, 
the disbelievers are your open 
enemies. 
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4:102. And when you, O Beloved, 
are amongst them, then lead them 
in Salah, it should be that a group 
of them is therefore with you (in 
Salah), and they must keep their 
weapons with them (for defence). 
When they have then performed 
their prostration, they should 
hence move away from behind 
you and go to the back (for 
protection of the other performers 
of Salah); and the other group that 
had not participated in Salah at 
that time must come, they should 
now be your followers in Salah. 
And it should be that they take 
precaution and keep their weapons 
with them; it is the desire of the 
disbelievers that you become 
neglectful of your arms and your 
goods so they may overpower you 
with a single attack. And it is no 
sin for you to keep aside your arms 
due to the difficulty of rain or if 
you are sick; and take precaution 
for yourselves. Undoubtedly, Allah 
has kept prepared a disgraceful 
punishment for the disbelievers. 


4:103. When you have therefore 
completed your Salah, so 
remember Allah (whilst) standing, 
sitting and lying on your sides. 
When you then feel secure, so 
offer Salah in the usual manner; 
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indeed, Salah has been made 
obligatory upon the Muslims at 
fixed times. 


4:104. And do not be laidback in 
the hunt for disbelievers. If you 
are suffering (hardship), so they 
also suffer as you do, and you 
have that hope in Allah which 
they do not have; and Allah is All- 
Knowing, All-Wise. 


4:105. O Beloved, We have indeed 
sent down the true Book towards 
you, so that you may judge 
between the people in the way 
Allah shows you, and do not fight 
on behalf of the deceivers. 


4:106. And seek forgiveness from 
Allah; indeed, Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


4:107. And do not fight on behalf 
of those who are dishonest to 
themselves; indeed, Allah does 
not like any extremely treacherous 
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4:108. They hide from people and 
do not hide from Allah; whereas, 
Allah is with them when they 
secretly plan that matter which 
Allah does not like. And Allah has 
their actions encompassed. 


4:109. (O people) pay heed! It is 
you who actually fight on their 
behalf (i.e. of the deceivers) in the 
life of this world; who will 
therefore fight on their behalf with 
Allah on the Day of Resurrection, 
or who will be their defender (on 
that Day)? 


4:110. And whoever does evil or 
wrongs his own soul, then seeks 
forgiveness from Allah, (he) shall 
henceforth find Allah Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


4:111. And whoever earns sin, his 
earning (sins) will therefore fall 
upon himself; and Allah is Ever 
Knowing, All-Wise. 


4:112, And whoever commits a 
mistake or a sin, then blames it on 
an innocent (person), he has 
definitely burdened himself with 
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slandering and a manifest sin. 


4:113. And O Beloved, had the 
Benevolence of Allah and His 
Mercy not been upon you, a group 
amongst them would have 
therefore desired to deceive you; 
and they are only misleading their 
own selves and will not harm you 
at all, And Allah has sent down 
upon you the Book and wisdom, 
and taught you whatever you did 
not know, and upon you is the 
great Benevolence of Allah. 


4:114. Most of their (secret) 
consultations do not contain any 
benefit except of the one who 
commands charity, or goodness, 
or peacemaking amongst people; 
and whoever does this to seek the 
pleasure of Allah, We shall soon 
give him a great reward. 


4:115. And whoever opposes the 
Messenger after this; that the right 
path has been made clear to him, 
and follows a way other than the 
way of the Muslims, We shall 
leave him in his own condition 
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and shall put him in Hell; and 
what a despicable place of return. 


4:116. Allah does not forgive (the 
sin of) associating a partner with 
Him, and He forgives whatever is 
less than that for whomsoever He 
wills; and whoever ascribes 
partners to Allah, he has indeed 
gone far astray. 


4:117. These polytheists do not 
worship other than Allah but 
(they worship) some females; and 
they do not worship (anyone) but 
the rebellious Devil. 


4:118. The one whom Allah has 
cursed (i.e. the Devil); and he said, 
‘I swear I will definitely take a 
fixed portion of Your bondsmen 
(as my followers).' 


4:119. 'I swear I will definitely lead 
them astray, and I will certainly 
arouse (sinful) desires in them, 
and I will definitely order them 
that they will pierce the ears of 
animals (this is a ritual of idol 
worshippers), and I will definitely 
order them. that they will change 
the creation of Allah! And 
whoever chooses the Devil for a 
friend instead of Allah, he has 
indeed suffered a manifest loss. 
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4:120. The Devil promises them 
and arouses (sinful) desires in 
them; and the Devil does not 
promise them except deception. 


4:121. The destination for such is 
Hell; and they will not find any 
protection from it. 


4:122. And those who believed 
and did good deeds, We shall 
soon take them into Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow; 
abiding in them forever and ever; 
(this is) a true promise from Allah; 
and whose words are more true 
than the Words of Allah? 


4:123. Things do not happen 
according to your wishful 
thinking (O polytheists), nor on 
the desires of the people given the 
Book. Whoever does wrong will 
get the recompense of it and will 
not find any friend or any helper 
except Allah. 


4:124. And whosoever does some 
good deeds; be it a man or 
woman, and is a Muslim, they will 
therefore be admitted to Paradise, 
and they will not be wronged 
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(even) to the extent of a sesame 
seed. 


4:125. And whose religion is better 
than the one who submitted his 
face to Allah and is a doer of 
good, and followed the religion of 
Ibrahim who was separate from 
all falsehood? And Allah made 
Tbrahim His close friend. 


4:126. And only to Allah belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
whatever is in the earth; and Allah 
has control over all things. 


4:127. And they ask you the ruling 
concerning women. Say you (O 
Beloved); that 'Allah gives you the 
verdict concerning them. (to fulfil 
their rights), and what is recited to 
you from the Qur'aan concerning 
those orphan girls; that you do not 
give them what is fixed for them 
(from inheritance), and you also 
turn your faces from marrying 
them (i.e. you do not show interest 
in this regard), and (He gives the 
verdict) i weak (i.e. 
orphaned) children (to fulfil their 
tights), and this; that you (must) 
remain established upon justice in 
dealing with the rights of orphans; 
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and whatever good deeds you do, 
so Allah is Aware of it.' 


4:128. And if a woman fears ill 
treatment from her husband or 
lack of interest, it is therefore no 
sin for them that they reach an 
agreement of peace between 
themselves (to compromise with 
each other). And peace is better, 
and the heart is trapped in greed; 
and if you do good and practice 
piety, so Allah is Aware of your 
actions. 


4:129. And you will never be able 
to deal equally between women 
no matter how much you may 
desire (to treat them equally), so 
do not actually be totally inclined 
towards one (wife), that the other 
is left hanging (in the midst). And 
if you do good and practice piety, 
so Allah is undoubtedly Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


4:130. And if those two separate 
(by divorce), so Allah will make 
each of you independent from the 
other with His Bounty; and Allah 
is All-Encompassing, All-Wise. 


4:131. And only to Allah belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
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whatever is in the earth. And We 
have indeed emphasised to those 
who received the Books before 
you, and to you; that remain 
fearful of Allah. And if you 
disbelieve, so undoubtedly only to 
Allah belongs whatever is in the 
heavens and whatever is in the 
earth. And Allah is Independent, 
Worthy of all praise. 


4:132, And only to Allah belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
whatever is in the earth, and Allah 
is Sufficient as a Disposer of 
matters. 


4:133. O people! If He wills, so He 
can remove you and bring others 
(to replace you); and Allah has the 
power to do that. 


4:134. Whoever desires the reward 
of (this) world, so know that only 
with Allah is the reward of both; 
(this) world and the Hereafter. 
And Allah is All-Hearing, All- 
Seeing. 


4:135. O believers! Become firm in 
standing for justice (whilst) giving 
testimony for the sake of Allah, 
even if there is loss in it for 
yourselves, or for (your) parents, 
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ASEM 


or for (your) relatives; whether the 
one you testify against is rich or 
poor; nevertheless, Allah has 
greater right over it. Do not 
therefore follow your wishes lest 
you separate from the truth (ie. 
justice), and if you distort 
(testimony) or turn away (from 
giving it), so Allah is Aware of 
your actions. 


4:136. O believers! Keep faith in 
Allah, and the Messenger of Allah, 
and this Book (i.e. the Qur'aan) He 
has sent down upon that Messenger 
of His, and that Book He sent down 
before. And whoever does not 
believe in Allah, and His angels, 


and His Books, and His Messengers 
and the Last Day, he has hence 
undoubtedly gone far astray. 


4:137. Indeed, those people who 
believe, then become disbelievers, 
then believe, then become 
disbelievers, then grow in further 
disbelief; Allah will never forgive 
them, nor will He show them the 
(true) path. 


4:138. Give glad tidings to the 
hypocrites; that for them is a 
painful punishment. 
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4:139. Those who befriend 
disbelievers instead of Muslims, 
do they seek honour from them? 
So, (know that) all honour in fact 
belongs to Allah. 


4:140. And Allah has indeed sent 
down to you in the Book; that 
when you hear the verses of Allah 
being rejected or being mocked, 
do not therefore sit with those 
people, until they engage in some 
other conversation; otherwise, you 
too are like them. Undoubtedly, 
Allah will gather the hypocrites 
and the disbelievers all together 
into Hell. 


4:141. Those (i.e. the hypocrites) 
who constantly watch your 
situation; if victory therefore 
comes to you from Allah, they say 
(to the Muslims), 'Were we not 
with you?' and if there is victory 
for the disbelievers, they therefore 
say (to the disbelievers), 'Did we 
not have control over you (but did 
not kill you) and we protected you 
from the Muslims?' So, Allah will 
judge between all of you on the 
Day of Resurrection, and Allah 
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will not provide the disbelievers 
any way over the Muslims. 


4:142. Undoubtedly, the hypocrites, 
in their assumption, desire to 
deceive Allah, and only He will 
destroy them by making them 
neglectful; and when they stand up 
for Salah, they therefore unwillingly 
do it for show, and they do not 
remember Allah but slightly. 


4:143. (The hypocrites) are 
wavering in the middle; neither of 
here (i.e. with the believers) nor of 
there (i.e. with the disbelievers); 
and the one whom Allah causes to 
go astray, you will hence not find 
for him a way. 


4:144, O believers! Do not befriend 
disbelievers instead of Muslims. 
Do you wish this; that you offer 
Allah a clear (point of) argument 
against yourselves? 


4:145, Undoubtedly, the 
hypocrites are in the lowest 
section of Hell, and you will never 
find any helper for them. 
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4:146. Except those who repented, 
and reformed themselves, and 
held tightly on to the rope of Allah 
and made their religion purely for 
Allah; they are therefore with the 
Muslims, and Allah will soon 
bestow upon the Muslims a great 
reward. 


4:147. And what will Allah do (i.e. 
gain) by punishing you, if you 
become grateful and accept faith? 
And Allah is All-Rewarding, All- 
Knowing. 
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4:148, Allah does not like the 
public utterance of evil talk except 
by the oppressed, and Allah is All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


4:149. If you do any good openly 
or secretly, or forgive someone's 
evil; so, Allah is indeed Most 
Forgiving, All-Powerful. 


4:150. Those who do not believe in 
Allah and His Messengers, and 
desire to separate His Messengers 
from Allah, and they say, 'We 
believe in some (Messengers) and 
disbelieve in others,’ and desire to 
find a path between faith and 
disbelief. 


4:151. These are truly the 
disbelievers; and for the 
disbelievers We have kept prepared 
a humiliating punishment. 


4:152. And those who believe in 
Allah, and all His Messengers and 
do not make any distinction in 
believing any one of them, Allah 
will soon reward them; and Allah 
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is Most Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


4:153. O Beloved, the People of the 
Book request you to bring down a 
book upon them from heaven; so, 
they had actually asked Moosa 
already for something even 
bigger; that they said (requesting), 
‘Show us Allah clearly,' thunder 
therefore seized them on account 
of their sins. They then also took 
the calf (for worship) after this; 
that clear verses had come to 
them. So, We forgave this, and We 
gave Moosa clear dominance. 


4:54. We then raised the Mount 
(Ginai) over them in order to take a 
covenant from them and said to 
them that ‘Enfer the gate while 
prostrating; and stated to them 
(warning) not to exceed the limit in 
the matter regarding Saturday (the 
Sabbath), and We took from them a 
firm covenant. 

4:155, So, We cursed them because 
of them breaking their covenant, 
and also because of this; that they 
denied the verses of Allah, and 
would unjustly martyr the 
Prophets, and for this declaration 
of theirs; that ‘Our hearts are 
covered,’ rather, it is Allah Who 
sealed their hearts due to their 
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disbelief. So, they, except a few, 
do not believe. 


4:156. And (Allah cursed them) 
due to the fact that they 
disbelieved and gravely slandered 


Maryam (Mary). 


4:157. And because of their stating 
this; that 'We have martyred the 
Messiah 'Eisa; the son of Maryam; 
the Messenger of Allah,' and it is 
(the truth) that neither did they 
kill him nor crucify him but for 
them a look-alike was created (his 
face resembling the face of ‘Eisa). 
And those who disagree 
tegarding him (i.e. the look-alike) 
are definitely in doubt over him; 
they know nothing of him, but are 
merely following this very 
assumption, and without doubt, 
they did not kill him. 


4:158. Rather, Allah raised him 
towards Himself, and Allah is 
Overpowering, All-Wise. 


4:159. There is no person of the 
Book who will not believe in him 
(Eisa) before his death, and on the 
Day of Resurrection he ('Eisa) will 
be a witness against them. 
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4:160. So, on account of the great 
injustice committed by the Jews, 
We made unlawful for them some 
of those pure things which were 
lawful for them, and due to the 
fact that they prevented many 
people from the path of Allah. 


4:161. And because of the fact that 
they would take usury (interest); 
whereas, they were prohibited 
from it, and they would 
wrongfully consume the wealth of 
people. And for those amongst 
them who became disbelievers, 
We have kept prepared for them a 
painful punishment. 


4:162. Yes; those amongst them 
who are firm in knowledge and 
are believers; believing in that 
what was sent down upon you, O 
Beloved, and what was sent down 
before you, and those who keep 
Salah established, and give Zakah, 
and believe in Allah and the Last 
Day; to such (people), We shall 
soon give a great reward. 


4:163. Indeed, We sent revelation to 
you, O Beloved, just like We sent 
tevelation to Nooh (Noah) and the 
Prophets after him, and We sent 
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revelation to Ibrahim (Abraham), 
and Isma'eel (Ishmael), and Is-haaq 
(Isaac), and Ya'qoob (Jacob) and his 
sons, and 'Eisa (Jesus), and Ayyoob 
(ob), and Yunus (Jonah), and 
Haaroon (Aaron), and Sulaimaan 
(Solomon), and We bestowed the 
Zaboor (Psalms) upon Daawood 


(David). 


4:164. And (We sent other) 
Messengers whom We have 
mentioned to you previously, and 
those (Messengers) We have not 
mentioned to you. And, in reality, 
Allah spoke to Moosa. 


4:165. (We sent) Messengers giving 
glad tidings and giving warnings; 
(in order) that no excuse remains 
for people before Allah, after the 
(arrival of) Messengers; and Allah 
is the Overpowering, the Wise. 


4:166. But, O Beloved, Allah is 
Witness to what He has sent down 
upon you; He has sent it down 
with His knowledge, and the 
angels are witnesses. And sufficient 
is the testimony of Allah. 


4:167. Those who disbelieved and 
prevented (others) from the Path 
of Allah, they have undoubtedly 
gone far astray. 
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4:168. Indeed, those who disbelieved 
and crossed the limit, Allah will 
never forgive them, nor will anyone 
show them the (right) path. 


4:169. Except the path (leading) to 
Hell; that they will remain therein 
forever and ever; and this is easy 
for Allah. 


4:170. O people! This Messenger 
has come to you with the truth 
from your Lord; so, accept faith 
for your own good. And if you 
disbelieve; so, only to Allah verily 
belongs whatever is in the 
heavens and in the earth; and 
Allah is All-Knowing, All-Wise. 


4:171. O People of the Book! Do 
not cause excess in your religion, 
nor say anything concerning Allah 
but the truth. The Messiah 'Eisa; 
the son of Maryam, is purely a 
Messenger of Allah and is His 
Word; that (He) sent towards 
Maryam, and is a (special) Spirit 
from Him. So, believe in Allah and 
His Messengers, and do not say 
‘(deities are) three,’ abstain (from. 
it) for your own good. Allah is in 
fact the only One God; far Exalted 
is He from having a child; only to 
Him belongs whatever is in the 
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heavens and whatever is in the 
earth, and Allah is the Sufficient 
Disposer of matters. 


4:172. The Messiah does not at all 
despise whatsoever being a 
bondsman of Allah, nor do the 
close angels. And whoever 
despises worshipping Him and is 
arrogant; so, He will drive all of 
them very soon towards Himself 
(for punishment). 


4:173. So, to those who believed 
and did good deeds, He will 
reward them in full for their 
labour and, by His Bounty, grant 
them even more. And to those 
who despised (His worship) and 
were arrogant; He will give them 
a painful punishment. And, other 
than Allah, they will not find any 
supporter nor (any) helper for 
themselves. 


4:174. O people! Indeed, there has 
come to you clear proof (ie. the 
Prophet Muhammad) from Allah, 
and We have sent down to you a 


shining light (Le. the Holy Qur'aan). 


4175. Those who _ therefore 
believed in Allah and held firm to 
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His rope; so, Allah will soon 
admit them to His Mercy and 
Bounty, and show them the 
Straight Path towards Himself. 


4:176. O Beloved! They ask you for 
a verdict. Say you; that 'Allah 
gives you a verdict concerning 
‘Kalaalah’ (i.e. someone who has 
passed away without leaving 
behind a father or children); if a 
man dies childless and has a sister, 
from the inheritance half is 
therefore for his sister. And the 
man is the heir of his sister if the 
sister does not have children; if 
there are then two sisters, for them 
is two-thirds of the inheritance. 
And if there are brothers and 
sisters; men as well and women 
too, the share of a male is therefore 
equal to that of two females. Allah 
explains to you clearly so that you 
may not go astray; and Allah is the 
Knower of everything:' 
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—/ SURAH AL-MAAIDAH 5 PART 6 


5. SURAH AL-MAA'IDAH 
(THE DINING TABLE) 


(This Surah is Madani, containing 
120 verses and 16 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


5:1. O believers! Fulfil your 
promises. Mute animals are made 
lawful for you (to eat) except that 
which will be stated to you further 
on, but do not regard hunting as 
lawful when you are in the state of 
Thraam (the ritual attire for the 
performance of pilgrimage). Indeed, 
Allah commands as He wills. 

5:2. O believers! Do not make 
lawful (i.e. dishonour) the symbols 
of Allah, nor the sacred months, 
nor the sacrificial animals sent to 
the Sacred Territory (around 
Makkah), nor those (animals) 
bearing signs around their necks, 
nor the wealth and honour of 
those travelling towards the 
Sacred House (Ka'bah) seeking the 
bounty and contentment of their 
Lord. And when (you) come out of 
Thraam, you may therefore hunt, 
and let not the enmity of the 
people, who prevented you from 
the Sacred Masjid, tempt you to do 
injustice. And help one another in 
righteousness and piety, and do

not help one another in sin and 
injustice, and keep fearing Allah; 
indeed, Allah's punishment is 
severe, 


53. Forbidden for you (to eat) is 
carrion (dead meat), and blood, and 
the flesh of swine, and that which 
has been slaughtered = while 
proclaiming any name other than 
Allah, and the one killed by 
strangling, and the one killed by 
having been beaten by an 
object, and the one that 

died by falling, and that which was 
stabbed by the horn of some animal, 
and the one eaten by a wild animal, 
those whom. you slaughter 
(before its death). And (also 
forbidden is) that which is 
slaughtered near any temple having 
idols (as a mark of respect to the 


(to predict future events); this is an 
act of sin. Today, the disbelievers are 
in disappointment concerning your 
teligion; so, do not fear them, and 
fear Me. Today, I have perfected for 
you your religion and completed My 
Favour upon you, and have chosen 
for you Islam as your religion. 
Whosoever is therefore forced by 
intense hunger and thirst, such that 
he does not incline towards sin (by 
consuming more than. necessary); so, 
Allah is indeed Most Forgiving, Most

5:4. O Beloved, they ask you as to 
what has been made lawful for 
them. Say you; that ‘Pure things 
have been made lawful for you, 
and (lawful are those animals 
brought by) the animals of prey 
which you have trained and use 
for hunting, (since) you teach them 
from that knowledge which Allah 
has granted you; so, eat from that 
what they hunt and leave for you, 
and (at the time of releasing the 
animal of prey to hunt), mention 
the Name of Allah upon it, and 
keep fearing Allah. Indeed, Allah 
is Swift in taking account.' 


5:5. Today, the pure things are 
made lawful for you, and the food 
of the People of the Book is lawful 
for you, and your food is lawful 
for them, and are (lawful for you) 
the virtuous Muslim women and 
the virtuous women from the 
people who received the Book 
before you when you give them 
their dowries and marry them, not 
committing unlawful intercourse, 
nor keeping them as mistresses. 
And whoever becomes a 
disbeliever after being a Muslim, 
all his (good) deeds are destroyed 
and he is amongst the losers in the 
Hereafter. 
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5:6. O believers! When you intend 
to stand up for Salah; so, wash 
your faces, and your hands up to 
(i.e. including) the elbows, and 
pass wet hands (ie. perform 
Massah - wipe) over your heads 
and wash your feet up to (ie. 
including) the ankles. And if you 
need to have an obligatory bath; 
so, clean yourselves thoroughly, 
and if you are sick or on a journey, 
or if any of you comes having 
responded to the call of nature, or 
you have had intercourse with 
your wives; and in_ these 
conditions you do not find water, 
so, perform Tayammum with pure 
sand; hence, rub your faces 
therewith and your hands (ie. 
including the forearms as well as 
the elbows). Allah does not will to 
place any hardship upon you. Yes; 
He wills to purify you totally and 
complete His Favour upon you 
(so) that you may be grateful. 


5:7. And remember Allah's Favour 
upon you, and the covenant which 
He took from you when you said 
that 'We heard and we obeyed,’ 
and fear Allah. Indeed, Allah 
knows what is within the hearts.

5:8. O believers! Be intensely 
steadfast in the command of 
Allah, while giving testimony 
with justice, and do not let the 
enmity of any nation provoke you 
not to do justice, be just; that is 
closer to piety. And fear Allah; 
indeed, Allah is Aware of your 
actions. 


5:9, Allah's promise is with the 
pious believers; that for them is 
forgiveness and great reward. 


5:10. And those who disbelieved 
and belied Our verses, it is they 
who are the people of Hell. 


5:11. O believers! Remember 
Allah's Favour upon you; when a 
nation desired to stretch out their 
hands against you, He henceforth 
restrained their hands from you. 
And fear Allah, and Muslims 
must rely upon Allah only. 


5:12. And Allah verily took a 
covenant from the Children of 
Israel, and We appointed twelve 
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chiefs amongst them, and Allah 
said, ‘Indeed, I am with you. 
Undoubtedly, if you keep Salah 
established, and pay Zakah, and 
believe in My Messengers and 
respect them, and lend Allah a 
good loan; so, I will definitely 
remove your sins, and I will 
definitely admit you to Gardens; 
beneath which rivers flow. Then, 
after this (covenant), if any of you 
disbelieves, he has certainly gone 
astray from the straight path.' 


5:13. So, We cursed them because 
of their breaking the covenant, 
and hardened their hearts; they 
alter the Words of Allah from 
their (original) places, and have 
forgotten a large part of the 
advice that was given to them. 
And you will constantly be 
somewhat informed of their 
deceit, except of a few, forgive 
them therefore and pardon them; 
indeed, Allah loves the doers of 
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5:14. And We took a covenant 
from those who claimed that 'We 
are Christians,’ so, they forgot a 
large part of the (several pieces of) 
advice given to them. We have 
henceforth instilled enmity and 
hatred between them till the Day 
of Resurrection, and Allah will 
soon inform them of what they 
used to do. 


5:15. O People of the Book! 
Indeed, there has come to you this 
Messenger of Ours (ie. the 
Prophet Muhammad); that he 
teveals to you many things which 
you had concealed in the Book, 
and forgives several of them (by 
not mentioning the things you had 
concealed). Indeed, towards you 
has come a Light from Allah (ie. 
the Prophet Muhammad), and a 
Clear Book (i.e. the Holy Qur'aan). 


5:16. Allah guides with it (ie. with 
the Light and the Book) the one 
who obeys the will of Allah to the 
pathway of peace, and takes them 
out of darknesses towards light by 
His command, and shows them 
the Straight Path. 


5:17. Have indeed become 
disbelievers those who said that 
‘Only the Messiah; the son of 
Maryam is Allah,’ say you (O 
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Beloved), 'Who can then do 
anything against Allah, if He wills 
to destroy the Messiah; the son of 
Maryam, and his mother and 
everyone on earth?! And only to 
Allah belongs the kingdom of the 
heavens and the earth and what is 
between them; He _ creates 
whatever He wills, and Allah can 


do everything. 


5:18. The Jews and the Christians 
said that 'We are the sons of Allah 
and His beloveds,' say you (O 
Beloved), '(If it is so) why does He 
then punish you for your sins? 
Rather, you are (ordinary) human 
beings, from amongst His 
creations; He forgives whomsoever 
He wills, and punishes whomever 
He wills. And only for Allah is the 
kingdom of the heavens and the 
earth and what is between them, 
and only towards Him is the (final) 
teturn.' 


5:19. O People of the Book! Indeed, 
this Messenger of Ours {ie. the 
Prophet Muhammad) has come to 
you; that he makes clear to you Our 
commands after the arrival of 
Messengers had stopped for a long 
time, lest you say, 'Never did any 
giver of glad tidings or (any) warner 
come to us,’ so, this Giver of glad 
tidings and Warner has come to you. 
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5:20. And when Moosa said to his 
people, 'O my people! Remember 
Allah's Favour upon you; that 
(when) He made amongst you 
Prophets, and made you kings, and 
has given you today (in your time 
of living) that what He has not 
given to anyone else in the world. 


5:21. (Moosa said) 'O people! Enter 
this holy land which Allah has 
decreed for you and do not turn 
back (from fighting in the path of 
Allah); that you will turn back (as) 
losers.' 


5:22, (They) said, 'O Moosa! Therein 
are very tyrannically powerful 
people, and we shall never enter it, 
until they move out from there. 
Yes; when they move out from 
there, we will hence enter it.' 


5:23. Two men that were amongst 
those who fear Allah and whom 
Allah had favoured said that 
‘Enter upon them by force through 
the gate (of the city); if you enter 
the gate, victory will therefore 
only be yours. And place trust in 
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5:24. They said, ‘O Moosa! We will 
in fact never go there whilst they 
are there; so, you and your Lord 
go and both of you fight (with 
them), we are seated here.’ 


5:25. Moosa submitted that 'O my 
Lord, I have no control except 
upon myself and my brother 
(Haaroon); so, keep us separate 
from these disobedient ones.' 


5:26. Said (Allah), 'That (holy) 
land is henceforth forbidden for 
them for forty years, let them 
wander on the earth; so, you (O 
Moosa), do not grieve for these 
disobedient people.' 


5:27. And recite to them the true 
story of the two sons of Adam; 
when both of them offered 
separate sacrifices, the sacrifice of 
one was henceforth accepted and 
the other one's was not accepted. 
He (the former) said, 'I swear I 
will kill you.' He (the latter) 
answered, ‘Allah only accepts 
from the one who fears (Him).' 
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5:28. ‘Indeed, if you shall raise 
your hand against me to kill me; 
so, I shall not raise my hand 
against you to kill you. I fear Allah 
Who is the Owner of the worlds.' 


5:29. 'I in fact desire this; that, you 
alone be burdened with both mine 
and your sin, so you become 
amongst the people of Hell; and 
this is the punishment for the 
unjust.' 


5:30. So, his Nafs (evil baser self) 
incited him to kill his brother; he 
therefore killed him and remained 
in loss. 


5:31. So, Allah sent a crow 
scratching the ground to show 
him (Qaabeel - the killer) how to 
bury his brother's corpse. He (the 
killer) said, 'Woe to me! I was not 
even able to be like this crow that I 
could bury my brother's corpse.’ 
He therefore remained regretful. 


5:32. For this reason We decreed 
for the Children of Israel that 
whoever kills a human without 
the (legal) retribution of killing or 
(killed a human) without the 
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retribution for causing turmoil in 
the earth, it will henceforth be as 
though he had killed all of 
mankind. And whosoever gave 
life to a human (by saving a life), it 
is as if he had given life to (ie. 
saved) all of mankind. And Our 
Messengers undoubtedly came to 
them with clear proofs; then, after 
that, many of them indeed (still) 
commit excess on the earth. 


5:33. That the only (legal) 
retribution of those who fight 
against Allah, and His Messenger, 
and (strive to) cause turmoil in the 


land is only this; to be killed one 
by one, or be crucified, or their 
hands and feet be cut off from 
alternate sides, or they be exiled 
far away from the land (of their 
country); this is their disgrace in 


the world, and a_ greater 
punishment for them is in the 
Hereafter. 


5:34. Except those who repented 
before this; that you overpower 
them. So, know that Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful.

5:35. O believers! Fear Allah, and 
seek Waseelah (the medium of 
good deeds or of pious people) 
towards Him, and strive in His 
way upon this hope; that (you) 
may attain success. 


5:36. Indeed, those who became 
disbelievers, if they owned all that 
is in the earth and further equal to 
it (ie. twice as much), that having 
offered it as ransom to save 
themselves from the punishment of 
the Day of Resurrection; so, it will 
not be accepted from them, and for 
them is a sorrowful punishment. 


5:37. They will yearn to come out 
of Hell, and will not (be able to) 
come out of it, and for them is 
eternal punishment. 


5:38. And whichever man or 
woman is a thief; so, cut off their 
hand; a recompense for what they 
have done; a punishment from. 
Allah, and Allah is Overpowering, 
All-Wise. 


5:39. Thus, the one who repents 
after his transgression and 
reforms himself; so, Allah shall 
pardon him with His Mercy; 
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indeed, Allah is Most Forgiving, 
Most Merciful. 


5:40. Do you not know that to 
Allah belongs the kingdom of the 
heavens and the earth? He 
punishes whomever He wills, and 
forgives whomsoever He wills; 
and Allah can do everything. 


5:41. O Messenger, 'Do not allow 
those who run towards disbelief 
to cause you grief.' Some are those 
who say with their mouths, 'We 
have believed,’ and their hearts 
are not Muslims. And some Jews 
listen to a great deal of falsehood, 
and (they also) listen immensely 
to other people who had not 
presented themselves in your 
august court, distorting Allah's 
Words from their origin. They say 
(to each other), '(If) this (distorted) 
command is given to you; so, obey 
it, and (if) this is not given to you; 
so, refrain (from it).' And the one 
whom Allah wills to lead astray, 
(O listener) you will therefore 


never be able to help him in the 
slightest (against Allah); they are 
those whose hearts Allah did not 
will to purify; for them is disgrace 
in this world, and for them is a 
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5:42. The excessively keen listeners 
of falsehood, extreme devourers of 
the unlawful; hence, if they present 
themselves in your august court (O 
Beloved), so, judge between them 
or turn your face away from them 
(ie. you have the choice). And if 
you turn your face away from 
them, they cannot therefore harm 
you at all; and if you judge 
between them, judge therefore with 
fairness (as you always do); indeed, 
Allah loves those who are just. 


5:43. And why will they wish to be 
judged by you; whereas, they 
have the Tawrah with them, in 
which exists the command of 
Allah, and despite this, they turn 
away from it? And they are not to 
believe. 


5:44, Undoubtedly, We sent down. 
the Tawrah, in which is guidance 
and light. According to it, Our 
obedient Prophets, and the men of 
knowledge and the (Muslim) 
jurists were commanding the Jews 
that they were required to protect 
the Book of Allah, and they were 
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witnesses to it. So, do not fear 
people, and fear Me, and do not 
exchange My verses for a 
despicable price. And whoever 
does not judge according to what 
is sent down by Allah, it is they 
who are disbelievers. 


5:45. And We have made it binding 
upon them in the Tawrah; that 'A 
life (is the legal retribution) for a 
life, and an eye for an eye, and a 
nose for a nose, and an ear for an 
ear, and a tooth for a tooth, and in 
wounds is retribution.’ Whosoever 
then wholeheartedly _ presents 
himself for retribution, it shall 
therefore be expiation of his sin, and 
whoever does not judge according 
to what is sent down by Allah; so, it 
is they who are the unjust. 


5:46. And We brought 'Eisa; the 
son of Maryam, after the Prophets, 
following their footsteps, (whilst) 
confirming the Tawrah which was 
present before him, and We 
bestowed upon him the Injeel (the 
Bible) in which is guidance and 
light, and (the Injeel) verifies the 
Tawrah that was before it, and (is) 
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guidance and advice for the pious. 


5:47. And the people of the Injeel 
must judge by that what Allah has 
sent down therein, and those who 
do not judge according to what 
Allah has sent down; so, it is they 
who are the disobedient. 


5:48. And, O Beloved, We have 
sent down the true Book towards 
you; verifying the Books 
preceding it, and a protector and 
witness over them; therefore, 
judge between them (ie. the 
People of the Book) according to 
what was sent down by Allah. 
And O listener! Do not follow 
their desires, abandoning the truth 
which has come to you. We have 
reserved for all of you a Shari'ah 
(Divine Law) and a way; and had 
Allah willed, so, He would have 
made all of you one nation, but He 
willed that He may test you by 
(different Shari'ahs) which He has 
given you, therefore, seek to 
surpass (one another) in good 
deeds. The return of all of you is 
towards Allah only; so, He will 
inform you concerning the matter 
in which you were disputing. 


5:49. And this; that, O Muslim! 
Judge according to what has been. 
sent down by Allah, and do not 
follow their desires, and refrain 
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from them so that they do not 
somehow cause you to slip up 
from any of the commands which 
have been sent down to you. If 
they then turn away, so, know 
that Allah's will is to punish them 
for some of their sins; and many 
people are indeed disobedient. 


5:50. So, do they desire a 


judgement of the period of 
ignorance? And whose judgement 
is better than Allah's judgement 
for the people of certainty? 


5:51. O believers! Do not befriend 
the Jews and the Christians; they 
are friends of one another. And 
whoever amongst you befriends 
them; so, he is from them. Indeed, 
Allah does not guide the unjust. 


5:52. You will now see those in 
whose hearts is a disease, that 
they run towards the Jews and the 
Christians; saying, 'We fear that 
some misfortune may befall us.' 
So, it is close that Allah may bring 
victory, or a (specific) command 
from Himself; they should 
therefore remain regretting over 
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what they had concealed in their 
hearts. 


5:53. And the believers say, ‘Are 
these the same ones who solemnly 
swore by Allah in their oaths that 
they are with you?’ All their deeds 
have become destroyed; so, they 
remained in loss. 


5:54. O believers! Whoever 
amongst you will deviate from his 
religion, so, Allah will soon bring 
such people who are the beloveds 
of Allah and Allah is their 
Beloved; soft towards Muslims 
and stern towards disbelievers, 
they will fight in the way of Allah 
and will not fear the criticism of 
any faultfinder; this is Allah's 
Bounty; He may give to 
whomsoever He wills, and Allah 
is All-Embracing, All-Knowing. 


5:55. You have no friends except 
Allah and His Messenger, and the 
believers; that they establish 
Salah, and give Zakah and 
remained bowed down in the 
Majestic Court of Allah. 
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5:56. And whosoever befriends 
Allah and His Messenger, and the 
Muslims; so, undoubtedly only 
the party of Allah is dominant. 


5:57. O believers! Those who have 
made your religion a mockery and 
an amusement, and those who 
were given the Book before you, 
and the disbelievers; do not 
befriend any of them. And keep 
fearing Allah if you believe. 


5:58. And when you give Azaan 
(ie. the call) for Salah, they 
therefore mock and make fun of it; 
this is because they are totally 
unintelligent people. 


5:59. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
People of the Book! What do you 
dislike about us? Only this; that 
we believe in Allah, and upon that 
which was revealed upon us, and 
upon that which was revealed 
before, and this; that most of you 
are disobedient.' 


5:60. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Shall I 
tell you of those who are in a 
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worse position than this according 
to Allah? It is those upon whom 
Allah has cursed and subjected 
them to (His) wrath, and He had 
transformed some of them into 
monkeys and pigs; and (they are) 
worshippers of the Devil; their 
abode is the worst and they 
strayed much more from the 
straight path.’ 


5:61. And when they come to you, 
they therefore say, 'We are Muslims,’ 
and they were disbelievers when 
they entered (in your august court), 
and also disbelievers when they had 
departed. And Allah fully knows 
what they are hiding. 


5:62. And you will see many of 
them running towards sin and 
transgression, and consuming 
unlawful things; they are 
undoubtedly doing extremely evil 
actions. 


5:63. Why do their priests and 
monks not forbid them from 
speaking sinful words and 
consuming that which is 
unlawful? Undoubtedly, they are 
doing extremely evil actions. 


5:64. And the Jews said, 'Allah's 
hand is tied up.' May their hands 
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be tied up, and they are accursed 
for making such _ utterances. 
Rather, His Hands (of power) are 
free, He bestows however He 
wills, and, O Beloved, this which 
has come down upon you from 
your Lord will cause many of 
them to increase in their rebellion 
and disbelief (due to their 
jealousy). And We have instilled 
enmity and hatred between them 
till the Day of Resurrection. 
Whenever they kindle the flame of 
war, Allah extinguishes it, and 
they are running around creating 
chaos in the land; and Allah does 
not love the mischievous. 


5:65. And if the People of the Book 
accepted faith and adopted piety; 
so, We would have definitely 
removed their sins and would 
have certainly taken them into the 
Gardens of Bliss. 


5:66. And if they kept established 
the Tawrah and the Injeel, and 
whatever was sent down towards 
them from their Lord; so, they 
would have received sustenance 
from above and from beneath 
their feet. Amongst them is a 
group who is moderate, and most 
of them are committing extremely 
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evil actions. 


5:67. O Messenger, convey 
whatever has been sent down 
upon you from your Lord. And if 
it is not so, you have therefore not 
conveyed any of His messages. 
And Allah will protect you from 
(being martyred by) the people. 
Indeed, Allah does not guide the 
disbelievers (due to their 
stubbornness upon disbelief). 


5:68. Say you (O Beloved), 'O People 
of the Book! You are nothing (ie. 
not part of any religion) at all until 
you establish the Tawrah and the 
Injeel, and whatever was sent down 
towards you from your Lord.' And, 
O Beloved, that (ie. the Qur'aan) 
which was revealed to you from 
your Lord, because of _ that, 
wickedness and disbelief will 
undoubtedly further increase in 
many of them (due to their 
arrogance and enmity). Do not 
therefore feel sorrow at all for the 


5:69. Indeed, those (ie. the 
hypocrites) who call themselves 
Muslims, and similarly the Jews, 
and the star worshippers, and the 
Christians; from them, whoever 
sincerely accepts faith in Allah and 
the Last Day (by reverting to Islam), 
and does good deeds; so, upon 
them is no fear nor any grief. 
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5:70. Verily, We took a covenant 
from the Children of Israel and sent 
Messengers towards them; 
whenever any Messenger came to 
them with that matter which was 
not according to their desire, they 
belied one group (of Prophets) and 
they martyr one (other) group. 


5:71. And they remained under this 
perception; that there will not be 
any punishment (for them); they 
therefore became blind and deaf, 
Allah then accepted their 
repentance, many of them then 
became blind and deaf (again). And 
Allah is observing their actions. 


5:72. Verily are disbelievers those 
who say that 'Allah is actually the 
Messiah; the son of Maryam.' And 
the Messiah had actually said this, 
‘O Children of Israel! Worship 
Allah Who is my Lord and (also) 
your Lord.' Undoubtedly, whoever 
ascribes partners with Allah, Allah 
has consequently made Paradise 
unlawful for him; and his abode is 
Hell, and there is no helper of the 
unjust. 


5:73. Indeed are disbelievers those 
who say, ‘Indeed, Allah is the third 
from amongst three gods.' And 
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there is no god except the One God 
(Allah), and if they do not abstain 
from what they are saying; so, those 
amongst them who will die as 
disbelievers, a painful punishment 
will definitely reach them. 


5:74. So, why do they not turn 
towards Allah and seek His 
forgiveness? And Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


5:75. The Messiah; the son of 
Maryam, is not but a Messenger. 
Many Messengers have passed 
before him, and his mother is 
Siddeeqah (an extremely truthful 
woman), they both used to eat 
food; look as to what kinds of clear 
signs We explain for them, then see 
how they turn away (i.e. those who 
believe that Jesus is God). 


5:76. Say you (O Beloved), 'Do you 
worship, other than Allah, such 
who is neither the controller (on his 
own accord) of your loss nor of 
(any) benefit? And only Allah is 
All-Hearing, All-Knowing:' 


5:77. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
People of the Book! Do not unjustly 
commit excess in your religion, and 
do not follow the desire of such 
people who have already become 
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misguided, and caused many 
(others) to become misguided, and 
have drifted from the straight path.' 


5:78. Cursed are those who 
committed disbelief from amongst 
the Children of Israel, through the 
tongue of Dawood, and 'Eisa; the 
son of Maryam; this (i.e. the curse) 
was the recompense of their 
disobedience and transgression of 
what they spoke ill of. 


5:79. They would not prevent each 
other from any evil which they 
themselves would commit; they 
definitely used to commit 
extremely evil actions. 


5:80. You will see many amongst 
them, that they befriend the 
disbelievers. What an evil thing 
they sent forth for themselves; 
this; that they became subjected to 
Allah's Wrath and they will 
remain in punishment forever. 


5:81. And if they believed in Allah 
and this Prophet (ie. the Beloved 
Muhammad), and upon that which 
came down to him, they would not 
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have therefore befriended the 
disbelievers, but most of them are 
evildoers. 


5:82. You will definitely find the 
Jews and the polytheists as the 
harshest enemies of the Muslims, 
and you will definitely find the 
closest in friendship to the 
Muslims those who used to say, 
'We are Christians.' This is 
because amongst them are 
scholars and monks, and they are 
not arrogant (such as Najjaashi 
and his companions).

they have recognised the truth. They 
say, 'O our Lord, we have accepted 
faith; record us therefore amongst 
the witnesses of truth.' 


5:84. 'And what has happened to 
us, that we should not believe in 
Allah and upon this truth which 
has come to us? And we are eager 
that our Lord may admit us (into 
Paradise) along with the righteous. 


5:85. So, Allah rewarded them for 
this saying, gave them Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow; they 
will abide therein forever; this is 
the reward of the doers of good. 


5:86. And those who disbelieved 
and belied Our verses, they are 
the people of Hell. 


5:87. O believers! Do not make 
unlawful such pure things which 
Allah has made lawful for you, 
and do not exceed the limit; 
indeed, Allah dislikes those who 
exceed the limit. 
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5:88. And eat whatever sustenance 
which Allah has given you; 
lawful, (and) pure. And fear Allah 
in Whom you believe. 


5:89. Allah does not hold you 
responsible for your oaths taken 
by misunderstanding; yes, He 
does hold you responsible for 
oaths which you have made 
binding (upon yourselves). So, the 
expiation of such oaths is the 
feeding of ten needy people with 
the average (food) you feed your 
family with, or to clothe them, or 
to free one slave. Hence, the one 
who does not have the means for 
any of these should therefore fast 
for three days; this is the expiation 
of your oaths when you take an 
oath. And guard (i.e. fulfil) your 
oaths; this is how Allah explains 
His verses to you, that you may be 
grateful. 


5:90. O believers! Wine, and 
gambling, and idols, and fortune- 
telling arrows (to ascertain luck or 
predict future events) are but 
impure; the works of the Devil. 
Therefore, keep avoiding them in 
order that you may attain success. 
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5:91. The Devil desires only that 
he infuses hatred and enmity 
between you through wine and 
gambling, and to prevent you 
from the remembrance of Allah 
and Salah; so, have you abstained? 


5:92. And obey Allah and obey the 
Messenger, and be vigilant. If you 
then turn away; so, know that the 
obligation of Our Messenger is 
only to clearly convey the 
message. 


5:93. Those who have accepted faith 
and performed good deeds, there is 
no sin upon them for whatever they 
have consumed (before the 
prohibition of wine), provided that 
they fear and continue to believe 
and do good deeds, then again fear 
and continue to believe, and then 
again fear and remain virtuous; and 
Allah loves the virtuous. 


5:94. O believers! Allah will 
definitely test you with some 
hunting that is within the reach of 
your hands and your spears; that 
Allah may make known those 
who fear Him without seeing. 
After this (prohibition of hunting 
in TIhraam), whoever then 
transgresses the limit, for him is a 
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painful punishment. 


5:95. O believers! Do not kill prey 
whilst you are in Ihraam. And 
whoever amongst you kills it 
intentionally, its recompense is 
that he therefore gives a similar 
animal (for sacrifice), as judged by 
two just men amongst you; this 
sacrifice is to be brought to (the 
Sacred Vicinity of) the Ka'bah. Or 
he gives expiation; the food for 
some needy people, or fasts equal 
to that (same number of needy 
people), that he may taste the 
penalty of his deed; Allah has 
forgiven what has passed. And 
now whoever shall do it (again), 
Allah will take revenge from him; 
and Allah is Overpowering, 
Capable of retribution. 


5:96. Lawful for you is to hunt 
from the sea and to eat it, for your 
benefit and for the benefit of 
travellers; and hunting on land is 
forbidden for you until you are in 
Thraam. And fear Allah, towards 
Whom you are to arise. 


5:97. Allah has made the Ka'bah; 
the sacred house, a cause for 
people's establishment, and the 
Sacred Month, and the sacrifice of 
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Haram, and the animals with 
marks around their necks (by 
which they are identified); this is so 
that you may be certain that Allah 
knows whatever is in the heavens 
and whatever is in the earth, and 
this; that Allah knows everything. 


5:98. Know that the torment of 
Allah is severe, and that Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


5:99. It is not (obligatory) upon the 
Messenger except to convey the 
command (of Allah), and Allah 
knows what you disclose and 
what you conceal. 


5:100. Say you (O Beloved); that 
‘The impure and the pure are not 
equal, even though the abundance 
(ie. resources) of the impure may 
attract you. Therefore, keep fearing 
Allah, O people of intelligence! That 
you may attain success.' 


5:101. O believers! Do not ask 
regarding (vain) matters (if the 
rulings of) which are disclosed to 
you, they therefore displease you 
(ie. you should practise what is not 
prohibited without asking its ruling). 
And if you ask about them while 
the Qur'aan is being revealed; so, 
they will be disclosed to you (ie. 
they may be made unlawful because 
of your questioning). Allah has 
forgiven them (ie. the matters not 
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Allah is Most Forgiving, Ever 
Forbearing. 


5102. A nation before you 
questioned about such matters, and 
then they denied (practising) it. 


5:103. Allah has not appointed 
(cattle dedicated to idols by 
pagans, such as) the sliced-ear 
(she-camel), nor the (she-camel) 
let loose, nor Waseelah, nor 
Haami; and the disbelieving 
people fabricate false accusation 
against Allah, and most of them 
are totally unintelligent. 


5:104. And when it is said to them, 
‘Come towards what Allah has 
sent down and towards the 
Messenger,' they say, ‘Sufficient 
for us is upon which we found our 
forefathers. Even if their 
forefathers had no knowledge, nor 
were they guided? 


5:105. O believers! Take care of 
yourselves. The one who became 
misguided will not cause you any 
harm at all as long as you are on 
the (right) path, the return of you all 
is towards Allah only, He will then 
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inform you of what you used to do. 


5:106. O believers! The testimony 
amongst yourselves is that there 
should be two reliable men from 
amongst you at the time of making 
a will when death approaches any 
one of you, or any other two 
(outsiders), whilst you are travelling 
the earth and the calamity of death 
befalls you. Detain them both (i.e. 
the witnesses) after Salah; if you 
have any doubt, they should swear 
by Allah (saying), ‘We shall not 
exchange our oaths for any price (as 
a bribe), even if he is a near relative, 
nor will we hide the testimony of 
Allah; if we do so, we are therefore 
definitely amongst the sinners.' 


5:107. Then, if it is known that both 
of them committed any sin (due to 
lying in the testimony), two others 
from amongst those who were 
caused harm by the false testimony 
having had their rights violated, 
who are more close to the 
deceased, should hence take their 
place (to give an oath), they should 
therefore swear by Allah that ‘Our 
testimony is more accurate than 
the testimony of these two, and we 
have not exceeded the limit; if we 
do so, we shall consequently be 
amongst the transgressors.’ 
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5:108. This is closest to this; that 
they give the testimony as it should 
be, or fear that some oaths may be 
annulled (by the heirs) after their 
(taking of) oaths; and fear Allah 
and listen to (His) command; and 
Allah does not show the path (of 
guidance) to the disobedient (due to 
their disobedience). 


5:109. On the Day when Allah will 
gather (all) the Messengers, then 
will say, 'What answer was given 
to you (by your followers)?' They 
will submit (while saying out of 
humbleness), 'We do not have any 
knowledge; indeed, it is only You 
(Who is) the Great Knower of all 
the unseen. 


5:110. When Allah will say, 'O 
‘Eisa; the son of Maryam, 
remember My Favour upon you 
and upon your mother; when I 
helped you through the Holy Spirit 
(ibra'eel), you would henceforth 
speak to people from the cradle 
and (also when) having reached a 
mature age. And when I taught 
you the Book, and wisdom, and 
the Tawrah and the Injeel, and 
when you would mould a birdlike 
figure from clay by My command 
and would breathe into it. It would 
therefore fly by My command, and 
you would cure the one who was 
born blind and cure the leper by 
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My command, and when you 
would raise the dead (back to life) 
by My command, and when I 
restrained the Children of Israel 
from (assassinating) you; when 
you came to them with clear 
proofs. So, the disbelievers among 
them said that 'This is nothing but 
clear magic.’ 


5:111. 'And when I inspired into 
the hearts of the disciples that 
‘Believe in Me and in My 
Messenger,’ they said, 'We have 
accepted faith, and (O 'Eisa) be 
witness that we are Muslims.' 


5:112. When the disciples said, 'O 
'Eisa; the son of Maryam, will 
your Lord send down a table 
spread (with food) for us from 
heaven?' He said, 'Fear Allah, if 
you are believers.' 


5:113. They (the disciples) said, 
‘We wish to eat from it and so that 
our hearts may be satisfied, and to 
see with the eyes that you have 
spoken the truth to us and that we 
may be witnesses upon it.' 
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5:114. 'Eisa; the son of Maryam, 
submitted, 'O Allah, O our Lord, 
send down for us a table spread 
(with food) from heaven, that it 
may become an 'Eid (i.e. a joyous 
festival) for us, for our former and 
latter people, and (let it be) a sign 
from You. And give us 
sustenance, and You are the Best 
Provider of sustenance.' 


5:115, Allah said that 'I am sending 
it down to you; whoever will then 
disbelieve now amongst you, 
undoubtedly, I will henceforth 
inflict him with such a punishment 
which I will not inflict to anyone 
else in the whole world. 


5:116. And when Allah will say, '0 
'Eisa; the son of Maryam, did you 
say to the people that “Make me 
and my mother as two gods other 
than Allah.”?' He will submit, 
‘Glory be to You, it is not proper 
for me to say something for which 
I have no right. Had I said it; 
verily, You would have known it; 
You know what is in my heart, 
and I do not know what is in Your 
Knowledge; indeed, only You are 
the Greatest Knower of the 
unseen. 


5:117. 'I have not told them except 
only what You commanded me; 
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that “Worship Allah Who is my 
Lord and also your Lord.” I was 
awate of them for as long as I was 
amongst them, when You then 
raised me, only You watched over 
them, and everything is present 
before You.' 


5:118. 'If you punish them; so, they 
are Your bondsmen, and if you 
forgive them; so, only You are 
indeed the Overpowering, the 
Wise.' 


5:119. Allah said, ‘This (ie. 
Qiyaamah) is a Day on which the 
truthful will benefit from their 
truthfulness; for them are Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow, in 
which they will abide forever and 
ever. Allah is pleased with them 
and they are pleased with Allah; 
this is the great success.' 


5:120. Only to Allah belongs the 
kingdom of the heavens and the 
earth, and whatever is in them, 
and He has the power to do 
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6. SURAH AL-AN"AAM 
(THE CATTLE) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
20 sections and 165 verses) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


6:1. All praise is due to Allah Who 
has created the heavens and the 
earth, and has created darknesses 
and light; despite this, the 
disbelievers (still) ascribe equals 
to their Lord. 


6:2. It is He Who has created you 
from clay, and then decreed a 
term for you (to live). And a fixed 
promise is with Him (ie. when 
you will be raised again), yet you 
people doubt. 


6:3. And He is the very Allah of 
the heavens and the earth, He 
knows all; what you hide and 
what you disclose is known to 
Him, and He knows your doings. 


6:4. And does not come to them at 
all any sign from amongst the 
signs of their Lord, but they turn 
their faces away from it. 
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6:5. So, they indeed belied the 
truth (i.e. verses of the Qur'aan, or 
the Prophet Muhammad and his 
miracles) when it came to them; 
so, they are now to be informed of 
that which they used to mock. 


6:6. Did they not see how many 
nations We have destroyed before 
them, whom We had established 
more firmly in the earth, which 
We did not give to you, and We 
sent upon them abundant rain, 
and made the rivers flow beneath 
them? So, We destroyed them 
because of their sins, and created 
another nation after them. 


6:7. And had We revealed to you 
(O Beloved) something written on 
paper, that they could feel it with 
their hands, even then the 
disbelievers would have said that 
‘This is nothing but clear magic.' 


6:8. And they (the disbelievers) 
said, 'Why has not an angel been 
sent down to him (whom we 
could see)?! And had We sent 
down an angel, the matter would 
have therefore been concluded 
(i.e. the disbelievers would have 
been destroyed), they would not 
have then been given respite. 
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6:9. And had We appointed an angel 
as a Prophet, We would still have 


made him a man and would have 
kept them in the same suspicion as 
they find themselves now. 


6:10. And certainly, O Beloved, the 
Messengers before you have also 
been mocked; so, those who 
laughed at them were themselves 
ruined by their own mockery. 


6:11. You declare (O Beloved), 
‘Travel the land, see then what was 
the outcome of those who belie.' 


6:12, Say you (O Beloved), ‘To 
Whom belongs whatever is in the 
heavens and the earth?' Say you, 
‘To Allah.' He has decreed mercy on 
the responsibility of His Generosity; 
undoubtedly, He will definitely 
gather you together on the Day of 
Resurrection, in which there is no 
doubt. Those who put their own 
souls in loss do not believe. 


6:13. And only to Him belongs 
whatever dwells in the night and 
in the day, and only He is the All- 
Hearing, the All-Knowing. 
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6:14. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Shall I 
take someone as a supporter other 
than Allah; Who is the Creator of 
the heavens and the earth, and He 
feeds and is Free from eating?’ Say 
you, 'I have been ordered to be the 
first one to submit myself (for 
obedience), and (O mankind) do 
not ever be of the polytheists.' 


6:15 Say you, O Beloved, ‘If 
(hypothetically) I disobey my 
Lord; so, I fear the punishment of 
the Great Day (of Judgement).' 


6:16. That Day the one from whom 
the punishment has been diverted, 
Allah's Mercy had definitely been 
upon him; and only this is the 
clear success, 


6:17. And if Allah afflicts you with 
some misfortune; so, there is no 
one who can remove it except 
Him, and if He brings you good; 
so, He is Able to do everything. 


6:18. And only He is the 
Overpowering over His 
bondsmen, and only He is the 
Wise, the Aware. 


6:19. Declare you (O Beloved), 
‘Whose testimony is the greatest?! 
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Say you; that 'Allah is the Witness 
between me and you, and this 
Qur'aan has been revealed upon 
me; that I may warn you with it 
and whomsoever it may reach. So, 
do you bear witness that there are 
other gods other than Allah?' Say 
you; that 'l do not give testimony 
to it.' Say you; that 'Only He is the 
One God and I am disgusted with 
whatever you associate with Him.' 


6:20. The people to whom We 
gave the Book recognise this 
Prophet (ie. the Beloved 
Muhammad) just like they 
recognise their own sons. Those 
who put their own souls in loss, 
they do not accept faith. 


6:21. And who is more unjust than 
the one who fabricates lie against 
Allah or belies His verses? 
Undoubtedly, the unjust will not 
attain success. 


6:22. And on the Day when We 
will resurrect everyone then will 
say to the polytheists, 'Where are 
your associates whom you used to 
claim (to be your deities)?! 
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6:23. They then had no fabrication 
remaining except this; that they 
said, 'By the oath of Allah; our 
Lord, we were not polytheists,’ 
(they will lie by saying this). 


6:24. See how they fabricated lie 
upon themselves, and what they 
used to fabricate was lost from 
them. 


6:25. And amongst them is 
someone who hears you (Abu 
Jahl, etc.), and We veiled their 
hearts that they may not 
understand it, and heaviness in 
their ears. And (even) if they see 
all the signs; so, they will not 
believe in them, to the extent that 
when they present themselves in 
your august court while disputing 
with you, the  disbelievers 
therefore say, 'These (verses) are 
nothing but stories of the people 
of the past.' 


6:26. And they stop (others) from 
it and run far away from it (i.e. the 
Qur'aan), and they ruin no one but 
their own souls, and they perceive 
not. 


6:27. And if you see them when 
they will be made to stand before 
the Fire; so, they will say, 'If only 
somehow we could be sent back, 
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and not belie the verses of our 
Lord and become Muslims. 


6:28. Rather, it has become clear to 
them what they were concealing 
before, and if they are sent back, 
they would therefore do the same 
from which they were forbidden; 
and they are indeed definitely liars. 


6:29. And they said, 'That worldly 
life of ours is the only life, and we 
are not to arise (after death).' 


6:30. And if you could see when 
they are made to stand in the 
Majestic Court of their Lord, He 
will say, 'Is this (arising after death) 
not the truth?! They will say, ‘Yes, 
why not? By the oath of our Lord.’ 
He will say, 'So, now taste the 
punishment; the recompense of 
your disbelief." 


6:31. Indeed, those who denied 
meeting their Lord remained in 
loss, to the extent that when the 
Last Day came upon them 
suddenly, they said, 'Woe to us on 
this; that We have committed a 
mistake in believing in it (the Day 
of Judgement)!', and they carry 
their burdens on their backs. Ah, 
what an evil burden they carry. 
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6:32. The life of (this) world is 
nothing but play and amusement, 
and the abode of the Hereafter is 
indeed better for those who fear 
(Allah); so, do you not have any 
sense? 


6:33. We know that what they say 
grieves you (O Beloved), so, they 
do not belie you; rather, the unjust 
deny the verses of Allah. 


6:34. And Messengers have been 
belied before you; so, they 
endured patience in this rejection 
and torture, until Our help 
reached them. And there is no one 
to change the Word of Allah. And 
the (many pieces of) news of the 
Messengers have already reached 
you. 


6:35. And if their turning away of 
faces has grieved you, so, if you 
can, seek a tunnel into the earth or 
a ladder into the sky to bring a 
sign for them. And had Allah 


willed; so, He would have 
brought them together upon 
guidance. So, O listener! You 
should never become unaware. 
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6:36. Only those accept (your 
message) who listen (to you 
wholeheartedly). And Allah will 
resurrect those whose hearts are 
dead, they will then be chased 
towards Him (only then will they 
listen). 


6:37. And they said, 'Why has no 
sign been sent down upon him 
from his Lord?! Say you (O 
Beloved); that 'Allah is Able to 
send down any sign.' But most of 
them (people) are totally ignorant. 


6:38. And there is no moving (ie. 
living) creature on the earth, nor 
any bird which flies on its wings, 
but nations like you. We have left 
out nothing in this Book, towards 
their Lord they will then be raised. 


6:39. And those who belied Our 
verses are deaf and dumb in the 
darknesses (of disbelief). Allah 
may cause whomever He wills to 
become misguided and may place 
on the Straight Path whomsoever 
He wills. 


6:40. Say you (O Beloved), 'What 
would you say if the punishment 
of Allah comes upon you or the 
Day of Judgement is established; 
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will you call upon any (deity) 
other than Allah, if you are 
truthful?! 


6:41. 'Rather, you will call upon 
only Him. And if He wills, He 
may remove that (distress) 
towards which you call Him, and 
you will forget (at that time) the 
partners (you ascribed to Him).' 


6:42. And We have indeed sent 
Messengers towards the nations 
before you. So, We seized them 
with hardship and distress; that in 
some way, they may humbly 
beseech. 


6:43. So, why did it not occur that 
when Our punishment came upon 
them, they would have therefore 
humbly beseeched? But their 
hearts had become hardened and 
the Devil made their deeds appear 
good in their sight. 


6:44. Then, when they forgot the 
advice given to them, We opened 
the doors of everything for them; 
so much so, that when they 
became delighted with what they 
had received, so, We seized them 
suddenly; they now remained 
hopeless. 
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6:45. So, the root of the unjust was 
cut off (ie. they were destroyed), 
and all praise is due to Allah, Lord 
of all the worlds. 


6:46. Say you (O Beloved), 'What 
do you say, if Allah takes away 
your hearing and your sight and 
seals your hearts; so, who is God 
other than Allah who could 
restore it for you?’ Observe, how 
in various ways (time and time 
again) We explain the signs, they 
then turn away their faces. 


6:47. Say you (O Beloved), ‘What 
do you say, if the punishment of 
Allah comes upon you suddenly 
or openly; so, who will be 
destroyed except the unjust?! 


6:48. And We do not send 
Messengers except as givers of 
glad tidings and warning; 
therefore, those who believed and 
reformed, upon them is no fear 
nor any grief. 


6:49. And those who belied Our 
verses, the punishment will reach 
them because of their 
disobedience. 


6:50. (O Beloved) Say you (to the 
disbelievers), 'I do not say to you

that I possess the treasures of Allah, 
nor do | say this; that I know the 
unseen on my own accord, nor do I 
say to you that I am an angel; I 
follow only what is revealed to me.' 
Say you, ‘Will the blind and the 
seeing become equal? So, do you 
not ponder?! 


6:51. And with this Qur'aan, warn 
those who fear in the hope that 
they may become pious; that they 
will be raised towards their Lord 
in such a state when, other than 
Allah, there will be no supporter 
for them nor any intercessor 
(without His permission). 


6:52. And do not keep away (from 


your gatherings) those who call 
upon their Lord in the morning 
and the evening; seeking His 
pleasure. You are not responsible 
for their record nor are they 
responsible for your record, (still 
if) you then keep them away, this 
would therefore be far from 
justice. 


6:53. And in this way, We have 
made some as a test for others; 
that the wealthy disbelievers upon 
seeing the poor Muslims say, 'Are 
these the ones whom Allah has 
favoured amongst us?' Does Allah 
not know very well those who are 
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6:54. And when those who believe 
in Our verses present themselves 
humbly in your august court; so, 
say to them, ‘Peace be upon you; 
your Lord has decreed mercy 
upon the responsibility of His 
Generosity, that whoever amongst 
you commits a sin due to 
unawareness and thereafter 
repents and reforms (himself); so, 
Allah is indeed Most Forgiving, 
Ever Merciful.' 


6:55. And this is how We explain 
Our verses in detail and in order 
that the (misleading) way of the 
culprits becomes exposed. 


6:56. Say you (O Beloved), 'I have 
been forbidden that I worship 
those whom you worship other 
than Allah.' Say you, 'I do not 
follow your desires; if 
(hypothetically) it is so, I would 
therefore go astray and not remain 
on the (right) path.' 


6:57. Say you (O Beloved), 'I am 
upon clear proof from my Lord, 
and you belie Him. I do not have 
that (punishment) for which you 
are hastening. There is no 
command except that of Allah; 
He states the truth and He is the 
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Best of judges.' 


6:58. Say you (O Beloved), ‘If I had 
that for which you are hastening, the 
matter between me and you would 
have therefore already been 
concluded (by punishing you).' And 
Allah is Well Aware of the unjust. 


6:59. And only He possesses the 
keys of the unseen, only He knows 
them. (on. His own accord), and He 
knows whatever is in the dryness 
(ie. land) and the wetness (Le. sea), 
and He knows (regarding) any leaf 
that falls, and there is not a grain in 
the darknesses of the earth, nor 
anything wet (i.e. fresh produce) or 
dry which is not recorded in the 
Luminous Book. 


6:60. And it is He Who removes 
your souls at night (whilst you are 
asleep) and knows whatever you 
earn by day. He then raises you 
(again) during the day to complete 
the fixed term (i.e. your lifespan). 
Then, only to Him is your return; 
He will then inform you of what 
you used to do. 


6:61. And only He is Dominant 
over His bondsmen and sends 
guardians over you, to the extent 
that when death comes to one of 
you, Our angels remove his soul, 
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and they do not make mistakes. 


6:62. They are then returned back 
towards their true Lord; Allah. Do 
you listen! Command is only His, 
and He is the Swiftest at taking 
account from everyone. 


6:63. Say you (O Beloved), 'Who 
tescues you from the calamities of 
the forest and the sea, Whom you 
call upon beseeching humbly and 
secretly; that “If He saves us from 
this (tragedy), we will definitely 
be grateful.”?' 


6:64. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Allah 
rescues you from these (calamities) 
and from all anxieties, (even) then, 
you ascribe partners with Him.' 


6:65. Say you (O Beloved) that 'He 
has power to send punishment 
upon you from above or from 
beneath your feet, or to cause you 
to fight each other by dividing 
you into various groups, and 
make you taste the harshness of 
each other.' Observe how We 
explain the verses in various 
ways, that they may understand. 
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6:66. And your nation (O Beloved) 
belied it (the Qur'aan), and only 
this is the truth. Say you, 'I am not 
a guardian over you at all.' 


6:67. For every prophecy 
(mentioned in the Qur'aan) there 
is a fixed time, and soon you will 
come to know. 


6:68. And O listener! When you see 
those who rudely argue concerning 
Our verses; so, turn away from 
them until they engage in another 
discussion. And whenever the 
Devil causes you to forget (and 
with them 
forgetfully), do not therefore sit 
with the unjust upon remembering. 


thereby you sit 


6:69. And the pious are not 
accountable for them (ie. the 
misled), but to give them advice 
so that they may refrain. 


6:70. And leave those alone who 
have made their religion a mockery 
and an amusement, and the worldly 
life has deceived them, and 
admonish them with the Qur'aan; 
that a soul may be seized on 
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account of its (sinful) doings; it will 
not have a supporter nor an 
intercessor other than Allah. And if 
it offers everything in recompense 
(for wrong deeds); so, it will not be 
accepted from it; these are the ones 
who have been seized for their 
(wrong) deeds, and for them is 
boiling water (to drink) and a 
painful punishment; the recompense 
of their disbelief. 


6:71. Say you (O Beloved), 'Should 
we worship other than Allah who 
neither benefits us nor harms us, 
and we are returned back on our 
heels after Allah has guided us, 
(or shall we turn back) like the one 
whom the devils have led astray 
in the earth, baffled? His 
companions are calling him 
towards guidance; (saying) that 
“Come here.”' Say you that ‘Only 
the guidance of Allah (i.e. Islam) is 
(true) guidance, and we are 
commanded to submit to the Lord 
of all the worlds.’ 


6:72. 'And this; that you keep 
Salah established and fear Him, 
and it is to Him you are to arise.' 


6:73. And it is He Who created the 
heavens and the earth perfectly. 
And on the Day (of Resurrection) 
when He will say to everything 
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which has already been destroyed, 
‘Be!’ it will come into being 
immediately; His Word is only the 
truth, and only His is the kingship 
on that Day when the Trumpet 
will be blown, Knower of all the 
invisible and the visible; and only 
He is the Wise, the Aware. 


6:74. And remember when Ibrahim 
said to his father (ie. paternal 
uncle) Aazar, 'Do you take idols as 
gods? Indeed, I find you and your 
people in open error.' 


6:75. And We show Ibrahim the 
entire kingdom of the heavens 
and the earth in a like manner, 
and so that he becomes of those 
who believe with certainty of 


sight. 


6:76. When the darkness of night 
then came upon him, he saw a 
star. He said (to the people), 'Do 
you regard this as my Lord?! 
Then, when it set, he said, 'I do not 
like those who set.' 


6:77. When he then saw the moon 
shining, he said, '(Do you state) this 
is my Lord?' Then, when it set, he 
said, If my Lord had not guided 
me, I too would have been amongst 
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6:78. When he then saw the sun 
shining brightly, he said, '(Do you 
say) this is my Lord? This is the 
biggest of them all.' Then, when it 
set, he said, 'O people! I am 
disgusted with all of those things 
which you ascribe as partners (to 
Allah).' 


6:79. 'I directed my face towards 
the One Who has created the 
heavens and the earth, devoted 
solely to Him, and I am not of the 
polytheists.' 


6:80. And his people started to 
dispute with him. He said, 'Do 
you dispute with me concerning 
Allah? He has already shown me 
the right path, and I do not fear 
them who you ascribe as partners. 
Yes; whatever only my Lord wills 
(happens), my Lord's knowledge 
encompasses everything; so, do 
you not accept advice?’ 


6:81. 'And why should I fear 
whatever you ascribe as partners, 
and you do not fear to ascribe 
partners with Allah, for which He 
has not sent down upon you any 
authority? So, which of the two 
groups (Muslims or polytheists) 
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has more right to safety, if you 
know?! 


6:82. And those who believed and 
did not mix injustice (polytheism) 
with their faith; safety is only for 
them, and only they are upon 
guidance. 


6:83. And this is Our (strong) 
argument, which We gave to 
Ibrahim against his people. We 
taise in ranks whomsoever We 
will. Indeed, your Lord is All- 
Wise, All-Knowing. 


6:84, And We bestowed to him (i.e. 
to Ibrahim) Is-haaq and Ya'qoob; 
We guided all of them. And We 
guided Nooh before them, and 
from his (Ibrahim's) descendants; 
Dawood, and Sulaimaan, and 
Ayyoob, and Yusuf, and Moosa 
and Haaroon; and this is the way 
We reward the virtuous. 


6:85. And (We guided) Zakariyya, 
and Yahya, and 'Eisa and Ilyaas; 
they are all worthy of Our 
proximity. 
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6:86. And (We guided) Isma'eel, 
and Yasa', and Yunus and Loot; 
and to each one during his time, 
We gave excellence over all others. 


6:87. And (We guided) some of 
their ancestors, and their children 
and their brothers; and We chose 
them and enabled them to walk 
the Straight Path. 


6:88. This is the guidance of Allah; 
that He may give to whomsoever 
He wills amongst His bondsmen. 
And (hypothetically) had they 
ascribed partners (to Allah); so, 
their deeds would have definitely 
been destroyed. 


6:89. These are the ones whom We 
gave the Book, and wisdom and 
Prophethood; so, if these people 
do not believe in it, We have 
henceforth appointed for it such a 
nation who do not deny. 


6:90. These (aforementioned 
Prophets) are the ones whom 
Allah enabled for guidance; 
therefore, follow their path. Say 
you (O Beloved), ‘I do not ask 
from you any payment for 
(teaching) the Qur'aan; it is not 
but guidance to all the worlds.' 
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6:91, And the Jews did not realise 
the worth of Allah as it was 
required when they said, 'Allah has 
not sent down anything upon any 
human being.’ Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Who sent down that 
Book which Moosa brought; a light 
and guidance for the people, of 
which you have separated into 
different papers; (some) you show 
and much you hide? And you are 
taught (through the teachings of 
the Prophet Muhammad) that what 
you did not know, nor did your 
forefathers.’ Say, 'Allah (has sent it 
down).' Leave them then to amuse 
themselves in their ridiculousness. 


6:92. And this (i.e. the Qur'aan) is 
a Blessed Book that We have sent 
down; validating the Books 
preceding it, and in order that you 
may warn the mother of all cities 
(Makkah) and all those around it 
in the entire world. And those 
who believe in the Hereafter, they 
believe in this Book and they 
protect their Salah. 


6:93. And who is more unjust than 
the one who fabricates lie against 
Allah? Or says, 'I have received 
revelation,’ and (yet) nothing was 
revealed to him, and the one who 
says, 'I will now reveal something 
similar to what Allah has sent 
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down.' And if you see when the 
unjust are in the agonies of death, 
and the angels (of punishment) 
are with their hands stretched out; 
(saying) that ‘Surrender your 
souls; this Day you shall be given 
a disgraceful punishment; the 
recompense of you fabricating lie 
against Allah, and you acting 
arrogantly against His verses.' 


6:94. 'And you (the disbelievers) 
have (now) indeed come to Us 
alone just as We had created you 
at first, and you have left behind 
(your) backs whatever wealth and 


tiches which We had bestowed 
upon you. And (today), We do not 
see your intercessors with you 
whom you used to assume to be 
(Our) partners amongst you; 
indeed, the tie between you (and 
your deities) is cut off, and lost 
from you is what you used to 
claim.’ 


6:95. Indeed, it is Allah Who splits 
the grain and the seed; He brings 
forth the living from the dead, and 
brings forth the dead from the 
living; this is Allah; (so then) where 
are you going back to? 


6:96. (He) brings forth the dawn 
after splitting the darkness, and He 
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made the night (a means of) resting, 
and the sun and the moon as a 
count (ie. a means of calculating 
time); this is the measurement set 
by the Almighty, the All-Knowing. 


6:97. And it is He Who has created 
the stars for you, so that you may 
find direction through them in the 
darknesses of land and sea; We 
have explained Our signs in detail 
to the people of knowledge. 


6:98. And it is He Who has created 
you from a single soul, you then 
have to stay in one place (ie. this 
world) and stay entrusted in 
another place (ie. the grave); 
indeed, We have explained Our 
verses in detail to the people of 
understanding. 


6:99. And it is He Who has sent 
down water from the sky; so, with 
it We produced every growable 
thing. So, We produce from it 
vegetation from which We bring 
forth grains in layers, and from the 
blossoms of date trees; bunches (of 
fruit) close to one another, and 
gardens of grapes, and olives and 
pomegranates; similar in some 
way and different in another. Look 
at its fruit when it bears, and its 
ripening; therein are indeed signs 
for the people who believe. 
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6:100. And they have made Jinn as 
associates of Allah; whereas, it is 
only He Who created them, and 
they (the disbelievers) have 
fabricated for Him sons and 
daughters due to ignorance; Pure 
and Exalted is He from their 
utterances. 


6:101. The Originator of the 
heavens and the earth; how can 
He have a child, whereas, He does 
not (even) have a wife? And He 
has created everything, and He 
knows everything. 


6:102. This is Allah; your Lord, no 
one is worthy of worship except 
Him, the Creator of everything. 
So, worship Him, and He is the 
Guardian over all things. 


6:103, Eyes do not encompass 
Him, and He encompasses all 
eyes; He is the Most Subtle, the 
Fully Aware. 


6:104. ‘Eye-opening arguments 
came to you from your Lord; so, 
whoever observed (them), it is

therefore for his own good; and 
whoever became blind (from seeing 
them), it is hence for his own harm. 
And I am not a guardian over you.' 


6:105. And this is how We explain 
Our verses in various ways and 
because that the disbelievers may say 
to you that ‘You have studied 
(scriptures of the People of the Book) 
from. someone,' and. in. order to make 
it clear to the people of knowledge. 


6:106. Follow that which is revealed 
to you from your Lord; there is no 
one worthy of worship except Him. 
And turn away your face from the 
polytheists. 


6:107. And had Allah willed; so, they 
would not have committed 
polytheism. And We have not made 
you a guardian over them, and you 
ate not a disposer of their affairs. 


6:108. Do not use offensive words 
against those (false deities) whom 
they worship other than Allah; 
that they (in retaliation) will insult 
Allah's Glory through injustice 
and ignorance. Likewise, in the 
eyes of every nation, We have 
made their deeds appear good, 
they are then to return towards 
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= SURAH AL-AN’AAM 6 PART 7 


their Lord, and He will inform 
them of what they used to do. 


6:109. And they swore an oath by 
Allah with much emphasis in their 
oaths that if any sign came to 
them, they will therefore certainly 
believe in it. Say you (O Beloved); 
that 'The signs are actually with 
Allah, and what do you (people) 
know that when those (signs) 
come to them, they will therefore 
(still) not believe.' 


6:110. And We turn their hearts 
and their eyes away (from the 
truth), just like they had not 
believed in it the first time, and 
We leave them to keep wandering 
in their rebellion (due to their 
persistence upon disbelief). 
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6:111. And if We had sent down 
angels towards them, and had the 
dead spoken to them, and had We 
brought all things in front of them, 
even then they were not to believe 
unless Allah willed; but most of 
them are totally ignorant. 


6:112. And We have appointed 
enemies in a like manner for every 
Prophet; devils from men and 
Jinn, that one whispers secretly to 
the other with fabrications in 
order to deceive. And had your 


Lord willed, they would not have 
hence done so; leave them 
therefore on their fabrications. 


6:113. And for this reason; that the 
hearts of those who do not believe 
in the Hereafter may be inclined 
towards it (ie. the fabrications), 
and that they may like it, and earn 
the sins which they (the devils) are 
to earn. 


6:114. 'So, should I seek the 
judgement of someone other than 
Allah, and it is only He Who has 
sent down the Book towards you 
in detail?' And to those whom We 
gave the Book know that this is 
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sent down from your Lord with 
the truth. So, O listener! You must 
never be of those who doubt. 


6:115. And the Word of your Lord 
is complete in truth and justice; 
there is no one to change His 
Words. And only He is the All- 
Hearing, the All-Knowing. 


6:116. And O listener! Most of the 
people on earth are such that (if) 
you were to obey their sayings, 
they would therefore mislead you 
from the way of Allah; they follow 
assumptions only and they make 
mere speculations. 


6:117. Your Lord knows well who 
has gone astray from His way, 
and He (also) knows well the 
guided ones. 


6:118. So, eat from that upon 
which the Name of Allah has been 
mentioned (at the time of 
slaughtering), if you believe in His 
verses. 


6:119. And what has happened to 
you; that you should not eat from 
that upon which the Name of 
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Allah has been mentioned (at the 
time of slaughtering)? He has 
already explained in detail to you 
whatever has been made unlawful 
to you except when you are 
compelled towards it. And verily, 
many mislead (other people) by 
their own desires; out of 
ignorance. Indeed, your Lord 
knows well the transgressors. 


6:120. And give up open and 
hidden sins; those who earn sins 
will soon receive the punishment 
of their earnings. 


6:121. And do not eat that upon 
which Allah's Name has not been 
mentioned (at the time of 
slaughtering) and (eating) that is 
indeed disobedience. And the 
devils undoubtedly whisper in the 
hearts of their friends that they 
fight with you; and if you obey 
them, so, at that time, you are 
(also) polytheists. 


6:122. And will the one who was 
dead; so, We raised him to life and 
set for him a light with which he 
walks amongst the people, ever be 
like that one who is in darknesses 
which he is never to come out 
from? Likewise, the deeds of the 
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disbelievers are made to appear 
good in their eyes. 


6:123. And similarly, in every 
town, We have made the leaders 
of its criminals that they may 
devise a plot in it; and they do not 
plot except against themselves 
and (yet) they perceive not. 


6:124. And when any sign comes 
to them, they say, 'We will never 
believe until we are given similar 
to what the Messengers of Allah 
were given.’ Allah knows best 
where to place His Messengership 
(ie. to whom it should be given). 
Soon, the criminals will be 
afflicted with disgrace before 
Allah and a severe punishment; 
the recompense of their 
deceitfulness. 


6:125. And whomsoever Allah 
wills to guide, He opens his chest 
for Islam; and whomever He wills 
to become astray, He makes his 
chest narrow and_ extremely 
constrained as if he was being 
forced by someone to climb the 
sky; this is how Allah inflicts 
punishment on those who do not 
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6:126. And this (i.e. the Shari'ah of 
Islam) is the straight path of your 
Lord, We have explained in detail 
Our verses for the people who 
accept advice. 


6:127. For them is the home of 
peace with their Lord and He is 
their Master; this is the result of 
their (good) deeds. 


6:128. And (remember) the Day 
when He will raise all of them 
(from their graves) and will 
proclaim, 'O you group of (evil) 
Jinn! You have encircled a lot of 
humans (in your evils),' and their 
human friends will submit, 'O our 
Lord! We have benefited from one 
another and have reached the 
appointed term which You had set 
for us.' He (Allah) will say, ‘Your 
abode is the Fire; (you will) 
temain therein forever except 
whomsoever Allah _ wills. O 
Beloved, your Lord is indeed All- 
Wise, All-Knowing. 


6:129. And likewise, We enable 
some of the oppressors to 
overpower other (oppressors); the 
recompense of their actions. 


6:130. 'O groups of Jinn and 
humans! Did the Messengers from

amongst you not come to you, 
reciting upon you My verses and 
warning you of seeing this Day?! 
They will say, 'We testified against 
ourselves.' And the worldly life 
deceived them and __ they 
themselves will testify against 
their souls that they were 
disbelievers. 


6:131. This (sending of Prophets) is 
because your Lord does not unjustly 
destroy towns whilst the people of 
those towns remain unaware. 


6:132. And for everyone there are 
different degrees of their (good or 
bad) deeds; and your Lord is not 
unaware of their deeds. 


6:133, And O Beloved, your Lord 
is the Independent, the Merciful. 
O people! If He wills, He may take 
you away and bring in your place 
whomsoever He wills, just like He 
created you from the descendants 
of others. 


6:134, Indeed, that which you are 
promised is definitely to come, 
and you cannot make (Allah) 
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6:135. Say you (O Beloved), 'O my 
people! You continue working 
according to your position (of 
evilness), I am working according 
to mine (of goodness); so, you are 
now going to know for whom is 
(and is not) the (better) abode of 
the Hereafter. Undoubtedly, the 
unjust do not attain success.' 


6:136. And amongst the crops and 
animals which Allah has created, 
they (ie. polytheists) fixed one 
share for Allah; they therefore said 
according to their perception, 'This 
is for Allah, and this is for our 
partners (i.e. false deities).' Thus, 
that (share) which is for their 
partners does not reach Allah, and 
that (share) which is for Allah; that 
teaches their partners; what an 
evil decision they make. 


6:137._ And_ similarly, their 
partners (ie. the devils) have 
made the killing of children seem 
noble in the sight of many of the 
polytheists, in order to ruin them 
and cause confusion in their 
teligion. And had Allah willed, 
they would not have hence done 
so; therefore, leave them and their 
fabrications alone. 


6:138. And according to their false 
presumption, they said, 'These 
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cattle and crops are forbidden (to 
take benefit from); only those may 
eat whom we desire.’ And some 
cattle are those upon which is made 
unlawful (by them) to ride upon. 
And there are some cattle upon 
which they do not mention the 
Name of Allah whilst slaughtering. 
All this is fabricating lie against 
Allah, He will soon recompense 
them of their fabrications. 


6:139. And they said, ‘Those 
(animals) in the bellies of such 
cattle are purely for our men and 
unlawful upon our women; and if 
(the animal) is stillborn, they all 
therefore have a share of it.' It is 
near that Allah will recompense 


them for their (baseless) matters; 
indeed, He is All-Wise, All- 
Knowing. 


6:140. Indeed, ruined are those who 
Kill their children out of senseless 
ignorance and regard unlawful that 
which Allah has provided for them 
(by making some animals sacred) 
for the purpose of fabricating lie 
against Allah; they have 
undoubtedly gone astray and did 
not attain the (right) path. 


6:141, And it is He Who caused 
gardens to be produced; some 
spread out on the ground and 
some not spread out, and the date 
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palm and crops in which are 
various kinds of foods, and the 
olive and the pomegranate; similar 
in some respects and unlike in 
others; eat its fruit when it bears 
fruits, and pay the due (‘Ushr) 
from it on the day it is harvested, 
and do not spend wastefully; 
indeed, He does not like the 
wasteful. 


6:142, And from the cattle, (there 
are) some for carrying burden (e.g. 
camels, etc.) and some spread on 
the earth (not carrying weight); eat 
from that which Allah has 
sustained you with, and do not 
follow the footsteps of the Devil; 
undoubtedly, he is your open 
enemy. 


6:143. ‘(Allah created) eight males 
and females; one pair of sheep and 
one pair of goats.' Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Has He forbidden both 
males or both females, or what the 
two females are carrying in their 
wombs? Respond with any 
(certain) knowledge, if you are 
truthful.’ 


6:144, 'And (Allah created) a pair 
of camels and a pair of cows.' Say 
you (O Beloved), ‘Has He 
forbidden the two males or the 
two females, or what the two 
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females are carrying in their 
wombs? Were you present when. 
Allah commanded this to you?’ 
So, who is more unjust than the 
one who fabricates lie against 
Allah in order to lead people 
astray due to his ignorance? 
Indeed, Allah does not guide the 
unjust (due to their persistence 
upon disbelief). 


6:145. Say you (O Beloved), 'I do 
not find within that which has 
been revealed to me any food 
unlawful for the one who eats 
except if it is carrion (ie. dead 
meat), or blood flowing out of the 
veins, or the flesh of swine; that it 
is impurity, or an animal 
(becoming a cause) of disobedience 
over which the name of other than 
Allah is mentioned at the time of 
slaughtering; (except) for the one 
therefore compelled (by necessity 
due to a life-threatening state of 
hunger), neither desiring it 
himself, nor exceeding the need. 
So, your Lord indeed is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful.' 


6:146. And for the Jews, We 
forbade every animal with claws 
and forbade them the fat of cow 
and sheep except (the fat) which is 
on their (animal's) backs, or 
attached to their intestines or to 
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the bone; We penalised them for 
their rebellion, and We are indeed 
definitely Truthful. 


6:147. If they then belie you (O 
Beloved); so, you say, ‘Your Lord 
is the Possessor of Vast Mercy, 
and His punishment is not averted 
from the culprits.’ 


6:148. The polytheists will now 
say that 'Had Allah desired, we 
would not have associated 
partners (to Him) nor would have 
our forefathers, nor would we 
have regarded anything as 
unlawful.' Similarly, those before 
them had belied, until they tasted 
Our punishment. Say you (O 
Beloved), "Do you have any 
knowledge that you produce for 
Us? You follow only assumptions 
and only speculate.' 


6:149. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Only 
Allah's argument is the complete 
one. Had He so willed, He would 
have therefore guided you all.' 
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6:150 Say you (O Beloved), ‘Bring 
those witnesses of yours who 
testify that Allah has forbidden 
this (ie. the things which you 
regard as unlawful),' if they do 
then testify, so, O listener! Do not 
bear witness with them, and do 
not follow the desires of those 
who belie Our verses, and those 
who do not believe in the 
Hereafter and who ascribe an 
equal to their Lord. 


6:151. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Come, so that I may recite to you 
what your Lord has made 
unlawful for you; this; that 'Do not 
ascribe any partner to Him, and be 
good to parents, and do not kill 
your children because of poverty; 
We shall provide sustenance for 
all; you and them, and do not 
approach indecent acts; (those) 
which are open amongst them and 
(those) which are concealed, and 
do not unjustly kill any life which 
Allah has made sacred; He has 
ordered you this, so that you may 
understand. 


6:152. 'And do not approach the 
wealth of orphans except in the 
best manner, until he reaches 
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maturity; and measure and weigh 
in full, with justice. We do not 
burden any soul except according 
to its capacity, and when you 
speak; so, speak justly, although it 
may be a matter concerning your 
own relative. And fulfil your 
covenant with Allah; (He has) 
emphasised this to you, that 
somehow you accept advice.' 


6:153. 'And (know) that “This (i.e. 
the Islamic Shari'ah) is My straight 
path; therefore, follow it, and do 
not follow other ways; that they 
will separate you from His Way; 
He commanded this to you, that 
you may attain piety.”' 


6:154. We then gave the Book to 
Moosa to complete the favour on 
the one who is virtuous, and (it) is 
an explanation of everything, 
guidance and mercy; that they 
may believe in meeting their Lord. 


6:155. And this (i.e. the Qur'aan) is 
a Blessed Book which We have 
revealed; therefore, follow it and 
practise piety, that you may attain 
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6:156. (The Qur'aan is revealed for 
the reason that) lest you should 
say that 'The Book was sent down 
only to two groups (i.e. the Jews 
and the Christians) before us, and 
we were totally unaware of their 
readings and teachings.' 


6:157. Or you may say that 'If the 
Book had been sent down to us, we 
would have therefore been upon 
guidance more than them.' So, the 
clear proof, and guidance and 
mercy has come to you from your 
Lord; therefore, who is more unjust 
than the one who belies the verses 
of Allah and turns his face away 
from them? We shall soon punish 
those who turn away their faces 
from Our verses with a brutal 
punishment; the recompense for the 
turning away of their faces. 


6:158. What are they waiting for 
except that angels come to them, 
or the punishment of your Lord 
comes or a sign of your Lord 
comes? On the Day (of 
Judgement), when a sign of your 
Lord will come, no soul will 
benefit from accepting faith (at 
that time) which had not earlier 
accepted faith nor earned any 
good from its faith. Say you (O 
Beloved), ‘Wait; we are also 
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6:159. Those who made separate 
paths in their religion and became 
several groups, O Beloved, you 
have no connection with them; 
their matter is only with Allah, He 
will then inform them of what 
they used to do. 


6:160. Whosoever brings one good 
deed, for him there are therefore 
ten like it; and the one who brings 
an evil deed, he will therefore not 
be recompensed but to its equal; 
and they will not be wronged. 


6:161 Say you (O Beloved), ‘Indeed, 
my Lord has shown me the 
Straight Path; the right religion; the 
religion of Ibrahim who was 
detached from every falsehood and 
was not a polytheist.' 


6:162 Say you (O Beloved), 'My 
Salah, and my sacrifices, and my 
living and my passing away are 
all undoubtedly for Allah Who is 
the Lord of all the worlds.' 


6:163. ‘He has no partner; this is 
what I have been commanded, 
and I (the Prophet Muhammad) 
am the first Muslim (in terms of 
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6:164. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Should I seek a lord other than 
Allah, whereas, He is the Lord of 
everything?’ And whatever a 
person earns, it is _ his 
tesponsibility; and no _ load- 
bearing soul will bear the load of 
another; towards your Lord is 
then your return and He will 
inform you of that in which you 
used to differ. 


6:165. And it is He Who made you 
vicegerents on earth and (O 
people! He) has raised one over 
the other in ranks amongst you, in 
order that He may test you with 
what He has bestowed upon you. 
Verily, it does not take time for 
your Lord to punish, and He is 
indeed definitely Most Forgiving, 
Ever Merciful. 


7. SURAH AL-A’RAAF (THE 
HEIGHT) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
206 verses and 24 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


7:1. Alif-Laam-Meem-Saad. (These 
are individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His Messenger 
know their exact meanings.) 
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7:2. O Beloved! A Book has been 
sent to you; so, let not your heart 
become discouraged towards it 
(thinking that people will not accept), 
so that you may give warning 
therewith and advice to the Muslims. 


7:3. O people! Follow what has 
come down to you from your 
Lord, and do not follow rulers 
abandoning it (ie. the 
commandments of the Qur'aan); 
there is very little you understand. 


7:4. And many a town We have 
destroyed; so, Our punishment 
came to them at night or while 
they were sleeping at noon. 


7:5. Therefore, nothing came out 
from their mouths when Our 
punishment came upon them 
except they said only this; that 'We 
were unjust.’ 


7:6. So, We shall indeed definitely 
question those to whom 
Messengers went, and We are to 
indeed certainly ask the 
Messengers (as well). 


7:7. So, We shall definitely inform 
them with Our knowledge and 
We were not at all absent. 
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7:8. And on that Day, weighing is 
to certainly take place; those 
whose scales became heavy are 
therefore the successful. 


7:9. And those whose scales became 
light are only those who put their 
souls at loss; the recompense of 
those injustices which they used to 
do with Our verses. 


7:10. And We indeed established 
you on earth and therein created 
for you the means of livelihood; 
very little thanks do you offer. 


7:11. And We indeed created you, 
then made your forms, then 
ordered the angels that 'Prostrate 
to Adam,’ they all therefore 
prostrated except Iblees (Satan); 
he did not become of those who 
prostrate. 


7:12. (Allah) said, ‘What prevented 
you that you did not prostrate 
when I commanded you?! 
Answered he (Iblees), 'I am better 
than him; You created me from 
fire and created him from clay.' 
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7:13. Said (Allah), 'So, get down 
from here (Paradise)! It does not 
befit you to stay here, being 
arrogant; get out! You are of the 
degraded ones!’ 


7:14. He (Satan) said, 'Give me 
respite till the Day that people are 
resurrected.' 


7:15. Said (Allah), 'You are given 
respite.' 


7:16. He (Satan) said, 'Hence, I 
swear by the fact that You led me 
astray (although, in reality him 
going astray was down to his own 
doing), I will certainly lurk in 
ambush for them (i.e. the children 
of Adam) on Your straight path.' 


7:17. 'I will then certainly come to 
them; from in front of them, and 
from the back, and from the right, 
and from the left; and you will 
find most of them ungrateful.' 


7:18. He (Allah) said, 'Get out 
from here; rejected, banished 
(with disgrace)! Whoever amongst 
them follows your call, I will 
definitely fill Hell with all of you.'

7:19. 'And O Adam, you and your 
wife dwell in Paradise; so, eat 
from it from wherever you desire. 
And do not approach this tree; 
that you would be amongst those 
who exceed the limit.' 


7:20. The Devil then whispered 
into their hearts in order to 
disclose their (body) parts of 
shame to them, which were 
(previously) hidden from them, 
and said, ‘Your Lord has 
forbidden you from this tree; that 
you may not become angels or live 
forever.’ 


7:21. And he swore an oath to 
them that 'I am indeed a well- 
wisher for both of you.' 


7:22. So, he brought them down by 
deception (by swearing an oath 
using the Name of Allah). Then 
when they tasted (the fruit of) that 
tree, the areas of their shame 
became manifest to them and they 
began affixing the leaves of Paradise 
upon their bodies. And their Lord 
said to them, 'Did I not forbid you 
from that tree and not tell you that 
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7:23. They both submitted, 'O our 
Lord, we have wronged ourselves; 
so, if You do not forgive us and do 
not have mercy upon us, we hence 
certainly became amongst those in 
loss.' 


7:24, He (Allah) said, 'Go down 
you (i.e. Adam, Hawwa, as well as 
the progeny of Adam in his loin) 
as enemies of one another, and 
you are to stay on earth for a fixed 
time and benefit therefrom.' 


7:25. He (Allah) said, 'There you 
shall live and there you shall die, 
and from there you will be raised.' 


7:26. O descendants of Adam! 
Undoubtedly, We have sent down 
to you a garment that may conceal 
your parts of shame, and another 
for your adornment; the garment 
of piety (faith and good character); 
that is the best; this is among the 
signs of Allah that they may 
accept advice. 


7:27. © descendants of Adam, 
beware! Let not the Devil put you 
in trial the way he removed your 
parents from Paradise and had 
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their garments removed so that 
the things of their shame became 
visible to them; indeed, he and his 
tribe see you from where you see 
them not. Indeed, We have made 
devils the friends of those who do 
not believe. 


7:28. And when they (the 
polytheists) commit a shameful 
act, they hence say, ‘We found our 
forefathers upon it and Allah has 
commanded it to us.' Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Indeed, Allah does not 
command shamelessness; do you 
attribute things to Allah, which 
you know not?! 


7:29. Say you (O Beloved), 'My 
Lord has commanded justice. And 
set your face straight every time 
you offer Salah and worship 
solely Him, being His devoted 
bondsmen; the way He originated 
you; you will return in the same 
manner.’ 


7:30. He guided one group, and 
the misguidance of one group was 
proven; instead of Allah, they 
made devils their friends and they 
assume this; that they are on 
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7:31. O children of Adam! Adorn 
yourself when you go to the 
Masjid, and eat and drink, and do 
not cross the limit; indeed, He 
does not like those who cross the 
limit (i.e. the extravagant). 


7:32. Say you (O Beloved), 'Who 
has made unlawful the adornment 
of Allah which He has brought 
forth for His bondsmen, and pure 
sustenance?' Say you; that 'It is for 
the believers in this world and on 
the Day of Resurrection; so, it will 
solely be for them,' this is how We 
explain the verses in detail for the 
people of knowledge. 


7:33. Say you (O Beloved), ‘My Lord 
has made indecencies unlawful; 
those which are open and those 
which are hidden, and sin and 
wrongful oppression, and this; that 
you associate as partners with Allah 
for which He has not sent down 
any authority, and this; that you say 
those things concerning Allah of 
which you have no knowledge.' 


7:34. And for every group there is 
a promise (of fixed time); so, when 
their promise (of death) will come, 
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it will not delay (even) a moment 
nor advance. 


7:35. O children of Adam! If 
Messengers from amongst you 
come to you reciting My verses, 
whosoever therefore adopts piety 
and reforms (himself); so, upon 
him is no fear nor any grief. 


7:36. And those who belied Our 
verses and became arrogant 
against them, they are the people 
of Hell, wherein they will remain 
forever. 


7:37. So, who is more unjust than 
the one who fabricated lie against 
Allah or belied His verses? Their 
written fate will reach them, until 
Our sent ones (ie. the angels) 
come to remove their souls; so, 
they (the angels) say to them, 
‘Where are those whom you used 
to worship other than Allah?! (In 
teply) they say, 'We have lost 
them.' And they bear witness 
against their own souls that they 
were disbelievers. 
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7:38. Allah says to them that Join 
the groups of Jinn and humans 
who have entered the Fire before 
you.' When a group enters, it 
curses the other until when they 
all have entered it; so, the latter 
will say regarding the former, 'O 
our Lord, they are those who led 
us astray; give them therefore 
double the punishment of the 
Fire’! He will say, 'For all is 
double, but you know not.' 


7:39. And the former will say to 
the latter, 'So, you too were no 


better than us; therefore, taste the 
punishment for what you have 
done.' 


7:40. Those who belied Our verses 
and were arrogant against them, 
the gates of the heavens will not 
be opened for them nor will they 
enter Paradise until a camel goes 
through the eye of a needle (which 
will not happen); and this is how 
We recompense the culprits. 


7:41. Only Fire is the bed for them, 
and only Fire is the covering for 
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= SURAH AL-ARAAF 7 PART 8 


them; and this is how We 
recompense the unjust. 


7:42. And those who believed and 
performed good deeds according 
to their power, We do not burden 
any one beyond their strength; 
they are the people of Paradise, 
wherein they will abide forever. 


7:43. And We have removed 
malice from their chests, rivers 
will flow beneath them, and they 
will say, 'All praise is due to Allah 
Who guided us to this, and we 
would not have attained the right 
path if Allah had not guided us. 
Indeed, the Messengers of our 
Lord brought the truth.' And it 
was proclaimed (to them) that 
‘You have received this Paradise 
as inheritance; the reward for your 
(good) deeds. 


7:44. And the people of Paradise 
called out to the people of Hell; 
that 'We have definitely received 
what our Lord had truly promised 
us, so, have you also received 
what your Lord had truly 
promised you?! They said, 'Yes.' 
And an announcer between them 
proclaimed that 'The curse of 
Allah is upon the unjust.' 
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7:45. ‘(They are) those who 
prevent (people) from the path of 
Allah, and wish to distort it and 
disbelieve in the Hereafter.' 


7:46. And between Paradise and 
Hell is a veil, and on the A'raaf 
(height) will be some men who will 
recognise both groups by their 
foreheads, and they will call to the 
people of Paradise; that 'Peace be 
upon you.' They (the people on 
A'raaf) have not entered Paradise 
(yet) and they yearn for it. 


7:47. And when their eyes will turn 
towards the people of Hell, they 
will say, 'O our Lord, do not 
include us with the unjust.' 


7:48. And the men on the A'raaf 
(height) will call to some men (from 
Hell) whom they recognise by their 
foreheads, they will say, 'How did 
your mob and that arrogance which 
you used to display benefit you?’ 


7:49. (The people of A'raaf will say 
indicating towards poor Muslims) 
‘Are these the people regarding 
whom you (O disbelievers) used to 
swear oaths that Allah would not 
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= SURAH AL-ARAAF 7 PART 8 


have mercy upon them at all? 
(Whereas) it has been said to them, 
“Enter Paradise; there is no fear for 


sof 7 


you nor any grief. 


7:50. And the people of Hell will 
call upon the people of Paradise; 
that 'Provide us some benefit from 
your water or from that food 
which Allah has provided you.' 
They will say, Indeed, Allah has 
made both unlawful for the 
disbelievers.' 


7:51. Those who made their religion 
play and amusement, and whom 
the worldly life has deceived; so, 
this Day We will leave them (in 
punishment) just like they had 
abandoned the concept of meeting 
this Day, and just like they used to 
deny Our verses. 


7:52. And We indeed brought to 
them a Book (ie. the Qur'aan), 
which We detailed with great 
knowledge; guidance and mercy 
for the believers. 


7:53. What are they waiting for 
except for the outcome declared 
by that Book to appear? The Day 
when the declared result of that 
(Book) will occur. Those (i.e. the 
disbelievers) who had previously 
forgotten it will call out; that 
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‘Indeed, the Messengers of our 
Lord brought the truth; so, do we 
have any intercessors who may 
intercede on our behalf? Or could 
we be sent back; that we may do 
deeds contrary to what we have 
done previously?’ They have 
indeed put their souls at loss and 
have lost those (friends) who used 
to entice them with fabrication. 


7:54. Indeed, your Lord is Allah 
Who created the heavens and the 
earth in six days, then (after 
creating the Throne), He established 
His Dominance upon the Throne. 
He covers the night and the day 


with each other; that (one) comes 
swiftly following it (ie. the other), 
and made the sun and the moon 
and the stars all subservient to His 
command. Pay heed! Only in His 
Hand (of power) is to create and to 
command; Most Auspicious is 
Allah; the Lord of all the worlds. 


7:55. Supplicate to your Lord in 
humility and softly; indeed, He 
does not love those who exceed the 
limit. 


7:56. And do not spread turmoil on 
the earth after it has been set right, 
and supplicate to Him; fearing and 
longing; indeed, the Mercy of Allah 
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is close to the righteous. 


7:57. And it is He Who sends the 
winds; ahead of His mercy (ie. 
tain) giving glad tidings, until 
when they come bearing heavy 
clouds. We drove it towards any 
dead town, then sent down water 
therewith, then produced fruits of 
various kinds therewith; this is how 
We will bring forth the dead; 
perhaps you accept advice. 


7:58. And from the fertile land 
comes forth its vegetation by the 
command of Allah, and from the 
infertile (land) nothing comes forth 
except a little with difficulty; this is 
how We explain the verses in 
different ways for those who are 
grateful. 


7:59. Indeed, We sent Nooh to his 
nation; so, he said, 'O0 my people! 
Worship Allah, you do not have 
any god except Him. Indeed, I fear 
for you the punishment of the 
Great Day (of Resurrection).' 
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7:60. The leaders of his people 
said, Indeed, we see you in open 
error.' 


7:61. He said, ‘O my people! There 
is no misguidance in me; I am in 
fact a Messenger of the Lord of all 
the worlds.' 


7:62. '(I am) conveying to you the 
messages of my Lord and wishing 
good for you, and I possess that 
knowledge from Allah which you 
possess not.' 


7:63. ‘And were you surprised by 
this; that advice came to you from 
your Lord through a man amongst 
you, so that he may warn you and 
that you may fear, and there may 
be (His) Mercy upon you?! 


7:64. They therefore belied him; 
so, We rescued him and those 
with him in the Ark, and We 
drowned those who belied Our 
verses; indeed, that was a blind 
group (unable to see the truth). 


7:65. And (We) sent Hood to the 
people of 'Aad from their own 
community. He said, '0 my 
people! Worship Allah; you do not 
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have any god except Him. So, do 
you not fear?! 


7:66. The (disbelieving) leaders of 
his nation said, ‘Indeed, we 
consider you foolish, and indeed, 
we think you are amongst the 
liars.’ 


7:67. He said, 'O my people! What 
have I got to do with foolishness? 
I am indeed a Messenger of the 
Lord of all the worlds.' 


7:68. 'I convey to you the messages 
of my Lord and I am your 
trustworthy well-wisher.' 


7:69. ‘And were you surprised by 
this; that advice came to you from 
your Lord through a man amongst 
you, so that he may warn you? 
Remember when He made you 
the successors of the people of 
Nooh and_ increased the 
dimensions of your bodies (in 
height, size and __ strength), 
remember therefore the favours of 
Allah; that you may attain good.’ 


7:70. They said, 'Have you come to 
us in order that we worship only 
one Allah, and abandon those 
whom our ancestors worshipped? 
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So, bring upon us what you 
promise us (i.e. punishment), if 
(you) are truthful.' 


7:71. He _ said, ‘Indeed, the 
punishment and the wrath of your 
Lord have fallen upon you. Are 
you disputing with me regarding 
only the names which you and 
your ancestors have kept? Allah 
has not sent down any authority 
concerning them; therefore, wait; I 
too await with you.' 


7:72. We henceforth rescued him 
and those with him by showing 
great mercy from Us. And those 
who used to belie Our verses; We 
cut off their root, and they were 
not believers. 


7:73. And We sent Saalih to the 
(tribe of) Thamood from their own 
community. He said, '0 my 
people! Worship Allah; you do not 
have any god except Him. Indeed, 
clear proof has come to you from 
your Lord; this is Allah's she- 
camel; a sign for you, leave her 
free therefore to graze on Allah's 
earth, and do not touch her with 
evil (intent); that a painful 
punishment will overtake you.' 
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7:74. ‘And remember when He 
made you successors of 'Aad and 
gave you a region in the earth; 
that you build palaces in the soft 
land and carve houses in the 
mountains. So, remember the 
Favours of Allah and do not roam 
around the earth spreading 
turmoil.' 


7:75. The arrogant ones of his 
people said to the weak Muslims, 
‘Do you know that Saalih is 
(really) a Messenger of his Lord?! 
They said, ‘We believe in 
whatever he has been sent with.' 


7:76. The arrogant ones said, 'We 
deny whom you believe in.' 


7:77. So, they cut the veins of the 
lower portion of the legs of the she- 
camel, and rebelled against the 
command of their Lord, and said, 
‘O Saalih! Bring upon us (the 
punishment) of which you are 
promising, if you are a Messenger.' 
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7:78. So, the earthquake seized 
them; therefore, in the morning 
they remained lying upside-down 
(dead) in their homes. 


7:79. Saalih therefore turned his 
face away from them and said, 'O 
my people! Indeed, I did deliver 
my Lord's message to you and 
wished you well, but you do not 
like the well-wishers.' 


7:80. And (We) sent Loot; when he 
said to his people, 'Do you commit 
such shameful (acts) which no one 
in the world has ever committed 
before?! 


7:81. ‘You lustfully approach men; 
leaving women. Rather, you have 
transgressed the limits.' 


7:82. And his people had no 
answer except saying this; that 
‘Banish them (ie. Loot and his 
followers) from your town; these 
people aspire to be pure.' 


7:83. So, We rescued him and his 
family, except his (disbelieving) 
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wife; she became of those who 
remained behind. 


7:84. And We showered upon 
them a rain (of stones); therefore, 
see what was the outcome of the 
criminals. 


7:85. And to Madyan, We sent 
Shu'ayb from their community. 
He said, 'O my people! Worship 
Allah; you do not have any god 
except Him. Indeed, a clear proof 
has come to you from your Lord; 
measure and weigh therefore in 
full, and do not short-change 
people and do not spread turmoil 
on the earth after it has been put 
in order; this is for your own 
good, if you believe.' 


7:86. 'And do not be seated on 
every path in order to scare the 
travellers, and to prevent from 
Allah's Path those who believe in 
Him, and wishing to distort it (Le. 
the Path of Allah). And remember 
when you were a few; He 
increased you (in number), and 
see what is the outcome of the 
mischief-makers.' 
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7:87. ‘And if a group amongst you 
believed in what I have been sent 
with, and another group did not 
believe; remain therefore waiting 
until Allah judges between us; 
and the judgement of Allah is the 
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7:88. The arrogant leaders of his 
people said, 'O Shu'ayb, we swear 
that we will banish you and the 
Muslims who are with you from 
our town, or you enter into our 
teligion.' He said, 'Even though 
we detest it?’ 


7:89. 'We shall have definitely 
fabricated lie against Allah if we 
enter your religion after Allah has 
saved us from it, and it is not for 
any of us Muslims to enter your 
religion except what Allah wills 
Who is our Lord. The knowledge 
of our Lord encompasses all 
things, only in Allah we have 
trusted. O our Lord, make a true 
decision between us and our 
people; and Your decision is the 
best.' 


7:90. And the disbelieving leaders 
of his people said that ‘If you obey 
Shu'ayb, you will definitely be in 
loss. 


7:91. So, the earthquake seized 
them; thus, in the morning they 
remained lying upturned dead in 
their homes. 
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7:92. Those who belied Shu'ayb, it 
was as if they had never lived in 
those homes; only those who 
belied Shu'ayb were ruined. 


7:98. Shulayb therefore turned his 
face away from them and said, 'O 
my people! I have delivered my 
Lord's message to you and gave you 
advice for your own good; so, why 
should I grieve for the disbelievers?’ 


7:94. And We have not sent any 
Prophet to a town but We seized 
its people with hardship and 
adversity, so that they may 
somehow beseech humbly. 


7:95. Then, We _ exchanged 
hardship into prosperity until 
(such a time when) they grew in 
huge numbers and said, 'Indeed, 
grief and comfort reached our 
ancestors,' so, We seized them 
suddenly in their negligence. 


7:96. And had the people of the 
towns believed and feared (Allah); 
so, We would have definitely 
opened for them the blessings 
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from the heaven and from the 
earth. But they belied; so, We 
seized them on account of their 
actions. 


7:97. Do the people of the towns 
not fear that Our punishment may 
come upon them at night, whilst 
they are asleep? 


7:98. Or do the people of the towns 
not fear that Our punishment may 
come upon them during the day, 
whilst they are playing? 


7:99. Are they fearless of Allah's 
secret plan? So, no one is fearless 
of Allah's secret plan except those 
who perish. 


7:100. And did those who 
inherited the land after its owners 
not receive enough guidance; that, 
if We will, We could inflict them 
for their sins? And We set a seal 
upon their hearts so they do not 


hear anything. 


7:101. These are the towns, the 
news of which We narrate to you 
(O Beloved). And their (respective) 
Messengers indeed came to them 
with clear proofs; so, they were 
not able to believe in what they 
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had already belied; this is how 
Allah sets a seal upon the hearts of 
disbelievers. 


7:102. And We found most of 
them not to be true to their words, 
and We definitely found most of 
them disobedient. 


7:103. Then, after them, We sent 
Moosa with our signs to Firlawn 
and to the members of his 
congress; they therefore committed 
injustice to those signs; so, see how 
was the outcome of the mischief- 


mongers. 


7104, And Moosa said, 'O 
Fir'awn! I am a Messenger of the 
Lord of all the worlds.' 


7:105. ‘It is befitting for me not to 
speak concerning Allah except the 
truth. I have come to all of you with 
a sign from your Lord; therefore, let 
the Children of Israel go with me.’ 


7:106. (Fir'awn) said, 'If you have 
come with a sign, present it 
therefore if you are truthful!’ 


7:107. So, Moosa threw down his 
staff; it immediately became a 
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7:08. And he drew out his hand after 
putting it into his collar, it therefore 
began to shine before the beholders. 


7:109. The chiefs of the people of 
Fir'awn said, ‘This is actually a 
skilled magician.' 


7:110. 'He (Moosa) wishes to 
banish you from your land; so, 
what is your suggestion? 


7:111, They said, 'Keep him and 
his brother (for a few days), and 
send gatherers of the people into 
the cities.' 


7:112. 'To bring all the skilled 
magicians to you'. 


7:113. And the magicians came to 
Fir'awn and said, ‘Will we be 
rewarded somewhat if we are 
victorious?! 


7:114, He said, ‘Yes, and at that 
time you will become of those 
who are near (to me).' 


7:115. They said, 'O Moosa! Either 
you throw (your staff), or shall we 
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be the first to throw (our ropes)?" 


7:116. He (Moosa) said, ‘You 
should throw (it).' When they 
threw (it), they bewitched the eyes 
of the people and terrified them, 
and they brought forth great 
magic (creating an illusion). 


7:117, And We revealed to Moosa 
that ‘Throw your  staff.' It 
suddenly began swallowing up 
their fabrications. 


7:118, So, the truth was proven 
and their work was of no avail. 


7:119. So, here they were defeated 
and they turned back humiliated. 


7:120. And the magicians were 
made to go down into prostration. 


7:21. They said, 'We have 
believed in the Lord of all the 
worlds,' 


7:122, 'Who is the Lord of Moosa 
and Haaroon.' 


7:123. Fir'awn said, ‘You have 
believed in him (i.e. Moosa) before 
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I gave you permission; this is 
indeed a big conspiracy you have 
all spread in the city, in order to 
drive away its people therefrom; 
so, you shall now come to know.' 


7:124. 'I swear I will cut off your 
hands and your feet from 
alternate sides, and then will 
crucify you all. 


7:125. They said, 'We are to return 
to our Lord.’ 


7:126. 'And what did you dislike 
from us except that we believed in 
the signs of our Lord when they 
came to us? O our Lord, pour 
upon us patience, and cause us to 
die as Muslims.’ 


7:127, The chiefs of the people of 
Fir'awn said, 'Are you releasing 
Moosa and his people for this 
reason; that they may cause 
turmoil in the land, and for Moosa 
to reject you and your appointed 
deities?! He (Fir'awn) said, 'We 
shall now kill their sons and keep 
their daughters alive; and we are 
indeed dominant over them.' 


7:128. Moosa said to his people, 
‘Seek the help of Allah and be 
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patient; indeed, the Owner of the 
earth is Allah, He appoints as (its) 
successor whomsoever He wills 
from His bondsmen, and the final 
victory (in the Hereafter) is in the 
hands of the pious.' 


7:129. They (his people) said, 
‘We have been tortured before 
you came to us, and after you 
have come to us.' He (Moosa) 
said, ‘It is near that your Lord 
may destroy your enemy and, 
in his place, make you the 
owner of the land then see (in 
order to test) how you carry out 
(your) work.' 


7:130. And We indeed seized 
the people of Fir'awn with 
years of drought and with a 
shortage of fruits; that they 
may accept admonition. 


7:131. So, when they would 
receive any goodness, they 
would say, 'This is for us (i.e. 
we deserve it),' and when 
misfortune would befall them; 
so, they would consider it as a 
bad omen from Moosa and his 
companions. Pay heed! The 
misfortune of their ill fate is 
actually by Allah, but most of 
them are unaware. 
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7:132. And said (the people of 
Fir'awn), 'You may come to us 
with any kind of sign, in order 
to cast a magic spell on us; we 
are not to believe in you at all.' 


7:133. So, We sent upon them 
floods, and locusts, and 
(bloodsucking) fleas (or lice), 
and frogs, and blood; various 
separate signs. They therefore 
became arrogant and were a 
sinning nation. 


7:134. And whenever the 
punishment would come upon 
them, they would say, 'O 
Moosa! Supplicate to your Lord 
for us by means of His 
covenant which is with you. 
Indeed, if you remove the 
punishment from us, we will 
definitely believe in you and 
will let the Children of Israel go 
with you.' 


7:135. Whenever We would lift 
the punishment from them for 
a (fixed) period to which they 
are to reach, they used to turn 
away immediately. 


7:136. We henceforth took 
revenge from them; so, We 
caused them to drown in the

river because they used to belie 
Our verses and were 
unmindful of them. 


7:137. And We made the people 
who were suppressed already 
the inheritors of the Eastern 
and Western parts of the land 
in which We have placed 
blessings. And the good 
promise of your Lord was 
fulfilled for the Children of 
Israel; the reward of their 
patience. And We destroyed 
whatever Fir'awn and _ his 
people used to make and 
whatever they used to build. 


7:138. And We caused the 
Children of Israel to be 
transported across the river; so, 
they came upon such people 
who were sitting devotedly in 
front of their idols. They (the 
Children of Israel) said, 'O 
Moosa! Make a god for us, just 
like there are so many gods for 
them.' He (Moosa) said, 'You 
are definitely ignorant people.' 


7:139. 'The condition in which 
these people are is of 
destruction, and whatever they 
do is absolutely false.' 
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7:140. He said, 'Should I search 
for you a god other than Allah; 
whereas, He has given you 
superiority (in your era) over 
the entire universe?! 


7:141. And remember when We 
rescued you from the people of 
Fir'lawn who would afflict you 
with a dreadful torment, 


slaughtering your sons and 
keeping your daughters alive, 
and in it (i.e. rescuing you) was 
a great Favour of your Lord. 


7:142. And We made a promise 
of thirty nights to Moosa and 
completed it by adding ten 
more to them; the promise of 
his Lord therefore amounted to 
forty nights, in full. And Moosa 
said to his brother Haaroon, 
‘Remain as my vicegerent upon 
my people, and reform (them) 
and follow not the way of the 
mischief-makers.' 


7:43. And when Moosa presented. 
himself at Our appointed time 
and his Lord spoke to him, he 
submitted, 'O my Lord, show me 
Your Exalted Self, so that I may 
see You.’ He (Allah) said, ‘You 
will never be able to see Me. Yes; 
look towards this mountain, if it 
remains in its place, you shall 

soon see Me.' Then, 
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His light upon the mountain, He 
crushed it into pieces and (due to 
the manifested light) Moosa fell 
unconscious. Then, when he 
regained consciousness, he said, 
‘Glory be to You! I turn towards 
You, and I am the first Muslim (of 
the Children of Israel).' 

7:144. (Allah) said, '0 Moosa! I 
have chosen you from amongst 
the people with My Messages 
and with My Word, take 
therefore what I have bestowed 
upon you and be amongst the 
grateful.' 


7:45. And We wrote for him on 
the Tablets (of the Tawrah) the 


inmly 

that they should adopt its good 
advice; I shall soon show you the 
dwelling of the disobedient ones.' 


7:146. ‘And I shall turn those 
people away from My verses 
who  undeservedly wish 
greatness for themselves on the 
earth; and (even) if they see all 
the signs, they would (still) not 
believe them. And if they see 
the path of guidance, they 
would not like to walk on it; 
and if they see the way of error, 
they would therefore present 
themselves to walk on it; this is

because they belied Our verses 
and became unmindful of 
them. 


7:147, And those who belied 
Our verses and being present in 
the Hereafter, all their (good) 
deeds are wasted; what 
recompense will they get except 
that what they used to do? 


7:148. And in the absence of 
Moosa, his people moulded a 
calf from their ornaments; a 
lifeless body making sounds 
like a cow. Did they not see that 
it neither speaks to them nor 
guides them in any way? They 
chose it (for worship) and they 
were unjust. 


7:149. And when they regretted 
and realised that 'We had gone 
astray,’ they said, 'If our Lord 
does not have mercy on us and 
does not forgive us, we are 
ruined.' 


7:150. And when Moosa returned 
to his people full of anger and 
saddened, he said (to his brother 
Haaroon), 'How badly did you 
act on my behalf after me; did 
you hasten upon the command 
of your Lord?’ And he (Moosa)

placed down the Tablets, and 
having held his brother by the 
hair of his head, he started 
pulling him towards himself. He 
(ie. Haaroon) said, 'O son of my 
mother! The people thought I 
was weak and were about to kill 
me; so, make not the enemies 
laugh at me and include me not 
amongst the oppressors.' 


7:151. He (Moosa) submitted, 'O 
my Lord, forgive me and my 
brother and take us into Your 
Mercy; and You are the Most 
Merciful of all those who show 
mercy.' 


7:152. Indeed, those who took 
the calf (as a deity), the wrath 
of their Lord and humiliation is 
to reach them soon in the life of 
this world; and this is the way 
We recompense those who 
fabricate lies. 


7:153. And those who performed 
evil deeds, and then repented 
and accepted faith; so, after that 
(repentance), your Lord is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


7:154. And when the anger of 
Moosa subsided, he picked up 
the Tablets; and in their texts is 
guidance and mercy for those 
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7:155. And Moosa_ chose 
seventy men from his people 
for Our promise, when the 
earthquake then seized them, 
Moosa submitted, 'O my Lord, 
had You willed, You could 
have destroyed them and me 
already; will You destroy us for 
the deeds which the foolish 
amongst us did? That is not but 
Your testing (us); with it You 
cause to go astray whomever 
You will and guide 
whomsoever You will. You are 
our Master; so, forgive us and 
have mercy upon us, and You 
are the Best of forgivers.' 


7:156. ‘And decree good for us 
in this world and in the 
Hereafter; we have indeed 
turned towards You.' He (Allah) 
said, 'I give My punishment to 
whomever I will, and My 
Mercy encompasses all things; I 
shall henceforth soon decree 
bounties for those who fear, and 
pay Zakah, and believe in Our 
verses.’ 


7:157. 'Those who will be in 
service to this Messenger (the 
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untutored (in any usual system 
of learning; rather, taught by 
Allah only); the Conveyor of the 
unseen news, whom they will 
find mentioned in the Tawrah 
and the Injeel (which is) with 
them. He will command them to 
do good and will forbid them 
from evil, and he will make the 
clean things lawful for them and 
make the filthy things unlawful 
for them, and he will remove the 
burden and shackles around the 
neck which were upon them. So, 
those who believe in him, and 
honour him, and give him 
assistance, and follow the light 
(ie. the Qur'aan) which was sent 
down with him; it is they who 
became successful.' 


7:158. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
people! I am the Messenger of 
that Allah towards you all; that 
for only Whom is the kingdom 
of the heavens and the earth; 
there is no one worthy of 
worship except Him. He gives 
life and causes death; therefore, 
believe in Allah and His 
Messenger who is untutored 
(by any creation; rather, tutored 
by the Creator), the Conveyor 
of the unseen news; that he 
believes in Allah and His 
Words. And (O people) obey 
him (as servants), that you may 
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7:159. And amongst the people 
of Moosa is a group that shows 
the true path and establishes 
justice according to it. 


7:160. And We divided them 
into twelve tribes as separate 
groups. And when his people 
asked him for water, We 
revealed to Moosa, 'Strike this 
rock with your staff,’ twelve 
springs therefore gushed forth 
therefrom; each group 
recognised their drinking-place. 
And We provided them with 
shade from clouds, and sent 
down upon them Manna and 
Salwa; ‘Eat the good things we 
have provided you.' And (by 
disobeying Us) they did not 
harm Us in the least, but they 
used to harm themselves. 


7161, And remember when it was 
said to them, 'Reside in this town 
and eat whatever you wish 
therein, and say, 'O Allah!) May 
our sins be forgiven,’ and enter the 
gate whilst prostrating; We will 
forgive your sins. We shall soon 
bestow more upon the virtuous.’ 
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7162, So, the unjust amongst 


them changed the words, contrary 
to what had been commanded to 


them. Consequently, We sent 
down. upon them a punishment 
from the sky; the recompense of 


their injustice. 


7:163. And ask them (O 
Beloved), of the town that was 
on the seashore; when they 
would exceed the limit in the 
matter of Saturday (ie. the 
prohibition of fishing on the 
Sabbath). When their fish used 
to come swimming on top of the 
water in front of them on 
Saturday and would not come 
on the days it was not Saturday; 
this is how We used to test 
them, due to their disobedience. 


7164. And when a_ group 
amongst them said (to another 
group), 'Why do you advise 
those people whom Allah is to 
destroy or inflict a severe 
punishment?’ They said, 'To have 
an excuse in the Majestic Court 
of your Lord, and they may fear.' 


7:165. And when they forgot 
what they had been advised, We 
rescued those who used to 
forbid evil and seized the unjust 
with a dreadful punishment; the 

of their 
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7:166. Then, when they rebelled 
against the command of 
prohibition (of fishing on 
Saturday), We said to them, 
‘Become monkeys; despised.' 
7:167. And (O Beloved, remind 
them) when your Lord 
proclaimed the command; that 
till the Day of Resurrection, I 
will definitely send such ones 
against them who will make 
them taste a dreadful 
punishment; indeed, your Lord 
is definitely Swift in giving 
punishment, and He is indeed 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


7:168. And We divided them on 
the earth in separate groups; 
some of them are righteous and 
some are of the other type 
(sinners). And We tested them 
with good (favours) and evil 
things (adversities); that they 
may return. 


7:169. Then, after them in their 
place came those unworthy 
successors who inherited the 
Book; they take the goods of this 
world (as bribes) and say, 'Now 
we shall be forgiven.' And if 
more similar goods come to 
them again, they would (still) 
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take it; was the covenant not 
taken from them in the Book; 
that they do not relate anything 
concerning Allah except the 
truth, and they read it? And the 
abode of the Hereafter is indeed 
better for the pious; so, do you 
not have intellect? 


7:170. And those who hold the 
Book firm from amongst them 
and kept Salah established; We 
do not waste the reward of the 
righteous. 


7:171. And when We raised a 
mountain above them, as 
though it is a canopy, and they 
thought that it would fall upon 
them. (We said) ‘Hold firmly on 
to what We have given you (i.e. 
the Tawrah) and memorise 
what is therein; that perhaps 
you become pious. 


7172. And O Beloved, remember 
when your Lord brought forth 
the progeny from the loins (ie. 
backs) of the Children of Adam 
and made them witness on their 
own. selves. (Allah said) 'Am I 
not your Lord?' They all said, 
'Why not? We testified.’ (This 
happened because) lest you 
should say on the Day of 
Resurrection that 'We were not 
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7:173. Or you may say that 'It is 
our ancestors who formerly 
ascribed partners (to Allah) and 
we were (their) children after 
them; so, will You destroy us 
on account of the deeds of the 
people of falsehood?! 


7:74, And this is how We 
explain the verses openly in 
various ways, and in order that 
they may return. 


7:175. And O Beloved, narrate 
to them the case of the one 
(Bal'am Baa'oor) to whom We 
gave Our verses; consequently, 
he stepped away from them 
completely. So, the Devil went 
after him, he therefore became 
amongst the misguided. 


7:176. And had We willed, We 
would have exalted him 
because of the signs, but he 
clung to the (pleasures of this) 
earth and followed his own 
desires; his condition therefore 
is like that of a dog; so, if you 
attack him, he hangs out his 
tongue; and if you leave him, 
he (still) hangs out his tongue; 
this is the state of the people 
who belied Our verses; 
therefore, admonish (them 
through these events); that they 
may ponder. 
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7:177. What an evil example it is 
of those who belied Our verses 
and they used to wrong their 
own souls. 


7:178. Whomsoever Allah 
guides, only he is on the (right) 
path; and whomever He causes 
to go astray, it is only they who 
remained in loss. 


7:179. And We have indeed 
created many Jinn and humans 
for Hell; they have hearts with 
which they do not understand, 
and eyes with which they do 
not see, and ears with which 
they do not hear; they are like 
animals, rather, (even) more 
misguided than them; it is they 
who are in negligence. 


7:180. And only for Allah are 
the Best Names; so, invoke Him 
with them, and abandon those 
who depart from the truth 
regarding His Names; they will 
soon receive (the recompense 
of) what they did. 


7:181. And amongst Our 
creation is a group that tells the 
truth and does justice 
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7:182, And those who belied Our 
verses, We shall gradually drive 
them towards punishment from 
where they will know not. 


7:183. And I will give them 
respite; indeed, My secret plan 
is extremely firm. 


7:184. Do they not ponder that 
their companion (ie. the 
Prophet Muhammad) has 
nothing to do with insanity? He 
is a clear Warner. 


7:185. Have they not pondered 
regarding the kingdom of the 
heavens and the earth, and 
whatever things Allah has 
created? And perhaps that their 
promise (of death) has come 
close? So, after this (ie. the 
Qur'aan), what will they 
believe in? 


7:186. For the one whom Allah 
causes to go astray, there is no 
one to guide him; and He 
leaves them to wander in their 
rebellion. 


7:187. They ask you about the 
Hour (ie. the Day of 
Judgement); that when will it 
be established. Say you (O 
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Beloved), Indeed, its 
knowledge is with my Lord; 
only He will reveal it at its time, 
heavy is its burden in the 
heavens and the earth; it will 
not come to you _ except 
suddenly.' They question you 
as if you have researched it 
deeply; say you, ‘Indeed, its 
knowledge is only with Allah 
(on His own accord), but most 
people know not.' 


7:188. Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
have no power on my own to 
benefit or harm myself except 
that which Allah wills. And if I 
were to know the unseen (on 
my own accord), I would have 
then accumulated a lot of good 
(on my own accord) and no 
(worldly) misfortune would 
have touched me. I am purely a 
Warner and a Giver of glad 
tidings to the people who 
believe.’ 


7:189. It is He Who created you 


(Hawwa) for him to gain comfort 
with her. Then, when a male 
(from the progeny of Adam) 
covered (i.e. had intercourse with) 
her (ie. his own wife), she was 
burdened lightly with pregnancy, 
and she therefore moved (easily) 
carrying it. And when she felt the 
burden to be heavy, they both 
supplicated to their Lord; Allah, 
‘Indeed, if You shall grant us a 
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child as it should be (physically 
and mentally sound); so, we will 
definitely be thankful.' 


7:190. Then, when He granted 
them a proper child, they 
ascribed partners (to Him) with 
regards to His Bestowal. Thus, 
Supreme is Allah, above all that 
what they ascribe. 


7:191. Do they associate with 
Him those (false deities) that do 
not create anything, but they 
themselves are created? 


7:192. And neither can they 
provide any help to them, nor 
can they help themselves. 


7:193. And if you call (the idols) 
towards guidance; so, they do 
not follow you. For you it is the 
same; whether you invite them 
or remain silent. 


7:194. (O disbelievers!) Indeed, 
those whom you worship other 
than Allah are bondsmen like 
you; so, call them; they should 
then respond to you, if you are 
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7:195. Do they (the idols) have 
feet with which to walk? Or do 
they have hands with which to 
hold? Or do they have eyes 
with which to see? Or do they 
have ears with which to hear? 
Say you (O Beloved); that ‘Call 
upon your associates (false 
deities), and try your tricks on 
me and do not give me respite.' 


7:196. ‘Indeed, my Protector is 
Allah Who has revealed the Book, 
and He befriends the righteous.' 


7:197. 'And those whom you 
worship other than Him, they 
cannot help you nor can they 
help themselves.' 


7:198. And if you (O Beloved) 
call them for guidance, they do 
not listen. And you observe 
them (as if the idols are 
seemingly) looking towards you, 
and they do not see anything. 


7:199. And O Beloved; adopt 
forgiveness, and command 
good, and turn away from the 
ignorant. 
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7:200. And O listener! If a 
whispering from Satan provokes 
you; so, (immediately) seek 
refuge in Allah; indeed, He is 
All-Hearing, All-Knowing. 


7:201. Indeed, those who fear 
(Allah), whenever a temptation 
from the Devil touches them, 
they become alert; and at that 
very moment, their eyes open-up. 


7:202 And those who are brothers 
of the devils, the devils drag them 
towards error; then they do not 
fall short (in misleading them). 


7:203. And O Beloved, when you 
do not bring to them a verse, they 
say, 'Why have you not made it 
yourself?’ Say you, 'I follow only 
that which is revealed to me from 
my Lord.' This (ie. the Qur'aan) 


7:204. And when the Qur'aan is 
recited, listen to it attentively and 
temain silent; that you may 
receive mercy. 


7:205. And remember your Lord 
within your hearts; humbly and 
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tongues (such that only you can 
hear yourselves); moming and 
evening, and do not be of the 
neglectful ones. 


7:206. Indeed, those who are with 
your Lord (ie. the angels) are not 
arrogant in worshipping Him, 
and they proclaim His Purity and 
they prostrate only to Him. 


8. SURAH AL-ANFAAL (THE 
SPOILS OF WAR) 


(This Surah is Madani, containing 
75 verses and 10 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


8:1. O Beloved, they ask you 
concerning the spoils of war; say 
you, ‘Allah and the Messenger 
are the owners of the spoils of 
war. So, fear Allah and keep 
matters amended amongst 
yourselves, and obey Allah and 
the Messenger, if you believe.' 


8:2. Only they are believers whose 
hearts fear when Allah is 
remembered; and when His 
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verses are recited upon them, their 
faith increases; and who trust only 
in their Lord. 


8:3. Those who keep Salah 
established, and spend some in 
Our Path from what We have 
provided for them. 


8:4. Only these are true 
Muslims; for them are ranks 
with their Lord, and is 
forgiveness and honourable 
sustenance. 


8:5. O Beloved, the way your 
Lord caused you to come forth 
from your home with the truth 
(for the battle of Badr), and a 
group of Muslims were verily 
unhappy over it (due to a 
shortage of men and weapons). 


8:6. Disputing with you in the true 
matter after it had been made 
clear, as if they were being driven 
towards death, which they could 
see in front of their very eyes. 


8:7. And remember when Allah 
promised you that one of the two 
groups (of enemies) is for you, 
and you wished to confront the 
one which posed no danger (the 
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group with no weapons), and 
Allah willed to prove the truth as 
the truth with His Words, and to 
cut the root of the disbelievers. 


8:8. In order that He may attest 
the truth as the truth and 
falsehood as falsehood, even if 
the culprits dislike it. 


8:9. When you (O Beloved) 
were supplicating for help from 
your Lord, He henceforth 
answered your prayers; that 'I 
am about to give you assistance 
with a thousand angels, one 
following the other.' 


8:10. And Allah did this but for 
your happiness, and for your 
hearts to gain contentment; and 
there is no help except from 
Allah; indeed, Allah is 
Dominant, All-Wise. 


8:11. (Remember) when He 
caused drowsiness to overcome 
you; it was serenity from Him, 
and sent down water from the 
sky that He may purify you 
with it, and to remove the 
impurity of Satan from you, 
and to give courage to your 
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hearts and firmly establishing 
your feet with it. 


8:12. And when, O Beloved, 
your Lord was revealing to the 
angels; that 'I am with you; so, 
keep the believers standing 
firm; I will soon instil terror 
into the hearts of the 
disbelievers; so, strike above 
the necks of the disbelievers 
and hit them on each and every 
joint. 


8:13. This is because they 
opposed Allah and His 
Messenger; and whoever 
opposes Allah and His 
Messenger, Allah's punishment 
is indeed henceforth severe. 


8:14. Taste this (punishment) 
for now (i.e. imprisonment and 
being killed in Badr), and along 
with it for the disbelievers is 
the punishment of Fire (in the 
Hereafter). 


8:15. O believers! When you 
confront an army of disbelievers, 
do not turn your backs to them. 


8:16. And on that day whoever 
turns his back to them except for 
a battle tactic or to join one's 
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own troop, he has turned 
towards Allah's wrath, and his 
abode is Hell; and what an evil 
place to return to. 


8:17. So, you did not kill them, 
but Allah killed them. And O 
Beloved, that sand which you 
threw, you did not throw; 
rather, it was Allah Who threw, 
in order that He may grant the 
believers a better reward from 
Himself; indeed, Allah is All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


8:18. Take this for now (i.e. 
victory and spoils of war), and 
alongside this is that Allah is 
going to weaken the plot of the 
disbelievers. 


8:19. O disbelievers! If you seek 
a judgement, this judgement has 
therefore come to you; and if 
you desist (from fighting), it is 
therefore better for you; and if 
you repeat the mischief (by 
waging war again), We will 
punish you again, and your mob 
will not benefit you; no matter 
how large it may be, and with 
that is this (i.e. something more); 
that, Allah is with the Muslims. 


8:20. O believers! Obey Allah and 
His Messenger, and do not turn 
away from him (the Messenger) 
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8:21. And do not be like those 
who said, 'We have listened,' 
whereas, they do not listen. 


8:22. Indeed, the worst animals 
in the sight of Allah are those 
(ie. the disbelievers) who are 
deaf, dumb, who do not have 
intellect. 


8:23. And if Allah had found any 
good in them, He would have 
made them to listen; and if He 
had made them to listen, even 
then, they would have turned 
away their faces and gone back. 


8:24. O believers! Present 
yourselves upon the call of Allah 
and His Messenger when the 
Messenger calls you for such a 
thing (e.g. faith, or the Qur'aan, 
or Jihaad, or martyrdom, etc.) 
which will give you life. And 
know that the command of 
Allah comes between man and 
his heart's intentions, and that 
you are to return towards Him. 


8:25. And fear the Fitnah (affliction 
and. trial) which will not only 
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amongst you (but it will also 
reach those who willingly did not 
stop oppression), and know that 
the punishment of Allah is severe. 


8:26. And remember when you 
were only a few; suppressed in 
the land, (and) feared that 
people may snatch you away. 
He henceforth gave you refuge 
and strengthened you with His 
help, and gave you pure things 
as sustenance; that you may be 
thankful. 


8:27. O believers! Do not be 
dishonest to Allah and the 
Messenger, nor purposefully be 
dishonest in your trusts. 


8:28. And know that your 
wealth and your children are 
all a test, and with Allah is an 
immense reward. 


8:29. O believers! If you will fear 
Allah, He will henceforth bestow 
upon you that (criterion) with 
which you may separate the 
truth from falsehood, and He 
will remove your misdeeds and 
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will forgive you; and Allah is the 
Utmost Bounteous. 


8:30. And remember, O 
Beloved, when the disbelievers 
were scheming against you to 
either imprison you, or to 
assassinate you, or to banish 
you; and they were scheming 
with their technique, and Allah 
was making His secret plan; 
and the secret plan of Allah is 
the best. 


8:31. And when Our verses are 
recited upon them; so, they say, 
‘Yes, we have heard; if we 
wanted, we could also utter 
something like this; these are 
nothing but stories of people of 
the past.' 


8:32. And when they said; that 
‘O Allah! If this (very Qur'aan) 
really is the truth from You; 
therefore, shower upon us a 
rain of stones from the sky, or 
bring upon us some painful 
punishment. 


8:33. And it is not befitting to 
Allah to punish them whilst 
you, O Beloved, are in their 
midst, and Allah is not going to 
punish them whilst they are 
seeking forgiveness. 
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8:34, And what (excuse) is with 
them, that Allah should not 
punish them; they are 
preventing (others) from the 
Sacred Mosque and they are 
not worthy (of being the 
custodians) of it. Only the pious 
are its (befitting) custodians, 
but most of them do not have 
knowledge. 


8:35. And their prayer near the 
Ka'bah is nothing but whistling 
and clapping; 'Hence, now taste 
the punishment; the result of 
your disbelief.' 


8:36. Indeed, the disbelievers 
spend their wealth in order to 
prevent (people) from the path 
of Allah. So, they will spend it 
now, and then have regret over 
it; they will then be defeated. 
And the disbelievers will be 
gathered towards Hell. 


8:37. In order that Allah may 
separate the impure from the 
pure, and placing the impure 
ones on top of one another; 
making a heap to throw them 
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= SURAH AL-ANFAAL 8 PART 9 


all into Hell; it is they who face 
loss. 


8:38. Say you (O Beloved) to the 
disbelievers that if they desist, 
what has passed will be 
forgiven. And if they then do 
the same (i.e. fight against the 
believers); so, the tradition (of 
punishment) of the former 
people has already passed. 


8:39. And fight them until no 
mischief remains and the entire 
religion becomes of Allah only; 
if they then desist, Allah is 
henceforth seeing their work. 


8:40. And if they turn away, so, 
know that Allah is your Master; 
so, what an Excellent Master 
and what an Excellent Helper. 
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8:41. And know that whatever 
spoils of war you take, a fifth of 
that solely belongs to Allah and 
His Messenger, and to relatives, 
and orphans, and the needy, 
and travellers; if you have 
believed in Allah and in that 
what We have sent down upon 
Our (chosen) bondsman on the 
decisive day; the day when the 
two armies met. And Allah is 
Able to do all things. 


may complete the work which 
must be done (to help the Muslims 
and destroy the disbelievers); that 
he who perishes may perish with 
proof, mid Te viho ties mer’ lie 
with proof; and Allah is indeed 
definitely All-Hearing, All- 
Knowing. 

8:43. O Beloved, (remember) 
when Allah was showing the 
disbelievers in your dream to 
be a few. And O Muslims, had 
He shown them to you as an 
enormous (army), you would 
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have definitely lost courage and 
disputed over the matter, but 
Allah rescued (you); indeed, He 
knows what is within the 
hearts. 


8:44. And (remember O Muslims) 
when at the time of fighting, He 
made the disbelievers seem few 
to you, and you to be few in their 
sight; in order that Allah may 
complete the work that must be 
done. And towards Allah is the 
return of all matters. 


8:45. O believers, when you 
encounter an army, stand firm 
and remember Allah abundantly, 
in order that you may achieve 
(your) goals. 


8:46. And obey Allah and His 
Messenger, and do not dispute 
with one another, that you will 
show cowardliness again and 
your air (ie. strength) will depart, 
and. be patient; indeed, Allah is 
with those who are patient. 


8:47. And do not be like those 
who came out from their 
houses arrogantly, and for the 
purpose of showing off to 
people, and would prevent 
(people) from the path of Allah; 
and all their actions are under 
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the control of Allah. 


8:48. And (remember) when 
Satan made their deeds seem 
good in their sight and said, 'This 
day, no one shall overpower you, 
and you are under my 
protection.’ So, when the two 
armies came face to face, he 
turned back on his heels running 
away and said, 'I am separate 
from. you, J see what you do not 
see, I fear Allah.' And the 
punishment from Allah is severe. 


8:49. When the hypocrites and 
those in whose hearts is a 
disease of disbelief and 
jealousy) were saying that 
‘These Muslims are arrogant of 
their religion.' And whosoever 
relies upon Allah; so, Allah is 
indeed Overpowering, All-Wise. 


8:50. And if you see the angels 
when they remove the souls of 
the disbelievers; (they are) hitting 
them on their faces and their 
backs, and (they say), ‘Taste the 
punishment of the Fire.' 


8:51. ‘This is the recompense of 
what your own hands have sent 
ahead, and Allah does not 
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8:52. (Their way is) like the way 
of the people of Fir'awn and 
those before them; they denied 
the verses of Allah, Allah 
henceforth seized them on 
account of their sins; indeed, 
Allah is Most Powerful, Severe 
in giving punishment. 


8:53. This is because Allah does 
not change the favour He has 
bestowed upon any people 
until they change themselves, 
and Allah indeed is All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


8:54. Like the way of the people 
of Fir'awn and those before them; 
they belied the verses of their 
Lord; so, We destroyed them on 
account of their sins and We 
drowned the people of Fir'awn, 
and they were all unjust. 


8:55. Indeed, the worst animals 
according to Allah are those 
(people) who disbelieve and do 
not accept faith. 


8:56. (They are) those with 
whom you made a pact, they 
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then break their covenant each 
time and they do not fear. 


8:57. So, if you find them in battle, 
kill them therefore in such a 
manner that those 

behind them should be chased 
away, in the hope that they may 
learn a lesson. 


8:58. And if you fear deceit from 
any nation, then throw back their 
treaty towards them (as to be) on 
equal terms; Allah indeed does 
not like the deceitful. 


8:59. And the disbelievers 
should never remain in this 
arrogant thinking that they have 
gone out of hand; indeed, they 
can never overpower (Allah). 


8:60. And keep ready for them the 


some others whom you know not, 
Allah knows them. And whatever 
you will spend in the path of 
Allah will be repaid to you in full 
and you will not remain at loss in 
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8:61. And if they incline towards 
reconciliation, you too incline 
towards it, and place trust in 
Allah; indeed, only He is the 
All-Hearing, the All-Knowing. 


8:62. And if they wish to deceive 
you (O Beloved), Allah is indeed 
then. Sufficient for you; it is He 
Who has given you strength of 
His help and (also) of Muslims. 


8:63. And (Allah) has placed 
affection in their hearts (of the 
tribes of Aws and Khazraj); if 
you had spent all that is in the 
earth, you could not have placed 
affection in their hearts; but Allah 
united their hearts; indeed, only 
He is Overpowering, All-Wise. 


8:64. O Conveyer of the unseen 
news (ie. Prophet)! Allah is 
Sufficient for you and for all these 
Muslims who followed you. 


8:65. O Conveyer of the unseen 
news (ie. Prophet)! Motivate the 
believers to wage war (against the 
infidels involved in treachery); if 
there are twenty patient ones 
amongst you, they will overpower 
two hundred; and if there are a 
hundred amongst you, they will 
therefore overpower a thousand 
disbelievers; this is because that 
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they (the disbelievers) have no 
understanding. 

8:66. So, Allah has now 
lightened the burden from you 
and He knows that you are 
weak; if there are hence a 
hundred patient ones amongst 
you, they shall hence overcome 
two hundred (this is the latter 
command); and if there are a 
thousand amongst you, they 
shall overcome two thousand 
by the command of Allah; and 
Allah is with the patient ones. 


8:67. It is not befitting to any 
Prophet to capture alive the 
disbelievers (from war, and free 
them with ransom), until he 
caused their bloodshed profusely 
in the land; you people desire the 
wealth of this world, and Allah 
wills (for you) the Hereafter. And 
Allah is Almighty, All-Wise. 


8:68. Had Allah not decreed a 
matter already, a_ terrible 
punishment would have 
henceforth come upon you, O 
Muslims, due to the ransom 
you took (in the battle of Badr) 
from the disbelievers. 


8:69. Eat therefore what you 
have received as spoils of war; 
lawful, pure. And keep fearing 
Allah; indeed, Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 
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8:70. O Conveyor of the unseen 
news (ie. Prophet)! Say to the 
prisoners in your hand, ‘If Allah 
finds goodness in your hearts, He 
will henceforth grant you better 
than what has been taken from 
you and will forgive you; and 
Allah is Most Forgiving, Ever 
Merciful. 


8:71. And O Beloved, if they 
wish to deceive you, they have 
already been treacherous to 
Allah, because of which He has 
given so many (disbelievers) in 
your control; and Allah is All- 
Knowing, Ever Wise. 


8:72. Indeed, those who 
believed and left their homes 
and households (to migrate) for 
Allah, and fought with their 
wealth and their lives in the 
path of Allah, and those who 
gave shelter and provided 
assistance; they are the heirs of 
one another. And those who 
believed and did not migrate; 
you are not deserving of their 
inheritance until they do not 
migrate. And if they seek help 
from you in the matter of 
teligion, it is therefore 
necessary upon you to provide 
help except (if they ask help) 
against such a nation between 
whom and you there is a 
(peace) treaty; and Allah is 
observing your actions. 
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8:73. And the disbelievers are 
the heirs of one another, if you 
(O believers) will not do so (i.e. 
cooperate with each other), 
there will hence be turmoil in 
the land and huge disorder. 


8:74. And those who believed, 
and migrated and fought in the 
path of Allah, and those who 
gave shelter and provided help; 
it is they who are the true 
believers; for them is pardon 
and honourable sustenance. 


8:75. And those who believed 
later on and migrated and 
fought along with you; they too 
are from amongst you. And 
family | members (blood 
relations) are nearer (in 
inheritance) to one another in 
the Book of Allah. Indeed, 
Allah knows everything. 
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24 SURAH AL-TAWBAH 9 PART 10 


9. SURAH AL-TAWBAH (THE 
REPENTANCE) 


(This Surah is Madani, containing 
129 verses and 16 sections) 


9:1. This is a proclamation of 
disassociation from Allah and 
on behalf of His Messenger 
with the polytheists with whom 
you had a treaty and they did 
not remain firm on it. 


9:2. (O polytheists!) Travel in 
the land for four (Sacred) 
Months, you should bear in 
mind that you cannot make 
Allah exhausted, and that Allah 
is going to humiliate the 
disbelievers. 


9:3. And there is a proclamation 
from a caller from Allah and His 
Messenger to all people on the 
day of Great Hajj (ie. major 
pilgrimage which is on 10 Zul 
Hijah); that Allah _ is 
disassociated from the 
polytheists, and His Messenger 
(is also disassociated from them). 
So, if you repent, it is better for 
you; and if you turn your faces 
away, know that you cannot 
then make Allah tired, and give 
glad tidings of a painful 
punishment to the disbelievers 
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9:4. Except those polytheists 
with whom you had a treaty; 
then, they did not reduce 
anything from your treaty nor 
supported anyone against you; 
so, fulfil their treaty until the 
appointed term. Indeed, Allah 
befriends the pious. 


9:5. Then, when the sacred 
months have passed by; so, kill 
the polytheists (ie. those who 
violated the peace treaty); 
wherever you find them, catch 
them and take them as captives, 
and wait in ambush for them in 
every place. If they then repent, 
and keep Salah established, and 
pay Zakah, leave their way 
therefore free. Indeed, Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


9:6. And O Beloved, if a 
polytheist seeks your protection; 
so, give him protection; that he 
may hear the Word of Allah, 
and then send him to his place 
of safety; this is because they are 
unwise people. 
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9:7. How can there be a treaty 
with Allah and with His 
Messenger for the polytheists? 
Except for those with whom 
you made a treaty near the 
Sacred Mosque; so, as long as 
they remain firm for you on the 
treaty, for them you (also) 
remain firm. Indeed, Allah is 
pleased with the pious. 


9:8. How is it possible (for them 
to fulfil any treaty); their 
condition is such that if they 
overpower you, they do not 
therefore have any regard for 
any relationship nor for any 
treaty? They please you with 
their mouths, and in their hearts 
is rejection; and most of them are 
disobedient. 

9:9. They exchanged the verses 
of Allah for a miserable price; 
they therefore prevented 
(others) from His way. Indeed, 
they do extremely evil deeds. 


910. They have no regard 
conceming any Muslim for 
relationship nor for agreement; and 
it is they who are the transgressors. 


9:11. Then, if they repent, and keep 
Salah established and pay Zakah; 
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verses in detail for the people of 
knowledge. 


9:12, And if they break their 
oaths after making a treaty and 
taunt your religion, fight 
therefore against the chiefs of 
disbelief; indeed, their oaths are 
nothing. (Fight against them) in 
the hope that they may desist. 


9:13. Will you not fight the 
nation who broke their oaths, 
and intended to banish the 
Messenger; whereas, they had 
started it (ie. they attacked) 
first? Do you fear them? So, 
Allah has more right that you 
should fear Him, if you have 
faith. 


9:14. So, fight them; Allah will 
punish them by your hands, 
and He will humiliate them 
and assist you against them, 
and He will soothe the hearts of 
the believers. 


9:15. And He will remove the 
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whomsoever He wills, and Allah 
is All-Knowing, Ever Wise. 


9:16. Are you in _ this 
assumption; that you would be 
left just like that, and Allah has 
not yet made known those who 
amongst you will fight (in His 
way) and they will not make 
(anyone) their confidant except 
Allah, and His Messenger and 
the Muslims? And Allah is 
Aware of your deeds. 


9:17. The polytheists have no 
right to maintain Allah's 
Mosques (after) they bear 
testimony of their disbelief; all 
their deeds are wasted, and 
they will remain in the Fire 
forever. 


9:18. Only those uphold the 
Mosques of Allah who believe 
in Allah, and the Last Day, and 
keep Salah established, and pay 
Zakah, and fear no one except 
Allah; it is therefore imminent 
that they would be amongst the 
people of guidance. 


9:19. So, have you taken the 
offering of water to the pilgrims 
and servicing of the Sacred 
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Mosque (by the polytheists) as 
equal to him who believed in 
Allah and the Last Day, and 
fought in Allah's Way? They 
are not equal according to 
Allah, and Allah does not guide 
the unjust. 


9:20. Those who believed, and 
migrated and fought with their 
wealth and their lives in the 
path of Allah, their rank is 
greater by Allah; and it is they 
who have reached their goals. 


9:21. Their Lord gives them glad 
tidings of His Mercy and His 
pleasure, and of such Gardens in 
which are everlasting bounties 
for them. 


9:22. They will abide therein 
forever and ever; indeed, with 
Allah is great reward. 


9:23. O believers! Do not consider 
your fathers and your brothers as 
your friends if they prefer 
disbelief over faith. And whoever 
amongst you befriends them, it is 
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9:24. Say you (O Beloved), ‘If 
your fathers, and your sons, 
and your brothers, and your 
wives, and your family, and 
your acquired wealth, and the 
trade in which you fear loss, 
and the houses of your liking; 
(all) these things are dearer to 
you than Allah and His 
Messenger and fighting in His 
path, then wait until Allah 
sends His command (ie. 
punishment); and Allah does 
not guide the transgressors.’ 


9:25. Indeed, Allah helped you 
on many occasions, and on the 
day of Hunain; when you had 
boasted about your multitude, 
it did not therefore benefit you 
at all, And the earth, despite 
being so vast, became narrow 
upon you; then, you turned 
your back fleeing. 


9:26. Then, Allah sent down His 
tranquillity upon His Messenger 
and upon the Muslims, and sent 
down armies which you did not 
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see, and punished the 
disbelievers; and this is the 
punishment of those who deny. 


9:27. Then, Allah will accept the 
repentance of whomsoever He 
wills thereafter; and Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


9:28. O believers! The polytheists 
are totally impure; so, after this 
year, they should not come near 
the Sacred Mosque. And if you 
fear poverty; so, Allah will soon 
make you wealthy by His Grace 
if He wills; indeed, Allah is All- 
Knowing, Ever Wise. 


9:29. Fight against those who do 
not accept faith in Allah and the 
Last Day, and who do not 
tegard as forbidden what is 
forbidden by Allah and by His 
Messenger, and who do not 
follow the true religion i.e. those 
people who are given the Book, 
until they pay Jizyah (required 
tax) with their own hand, while 
humbling themselves. 
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9:30. And the Jews said, 'Uzair is 
the son of Allah, and the 
Christians said, 'The Messiah is 
the son of Allah.' They blurter 
these statements from their own 
mouths, they replicate the saying 
of the former disbelievers; may 
Allah destroy them. To where 


are they returning? 


9:31. They have taken their 
priests and. their monks as gods 
apart from Allah, and (they have 
also taken) the Messiah (as God); 
the son of Maryam. And they 
were not commanded except to 
worship One Allah; no one is 
worthy of worship other than 
Him; Purity be to Him from 
their associating partners (with 
Him). 


9:32. They wish to extinguish 
the light of Allah with their 
mouths; and Allah will not 
agree, but to bring His light to 
completion, even though the 
disbelievers may dislike it. 


9:33. It is He Who has sent His 
Messenger with guidance and 
the true religion, in order that 
He may prevail it over all other 
religions, even though the 
polytheists may dislike it. 
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9:34. O believers! Indeed, many 
of the priests and monks 
unjustly consume people's 
wealth and prevent (people) 
from the Way of Allah, and 
those who pile up gold and 
silver and do not spend in the 
Way of Allah; give them glad 
tidings of a painful 
punishment. 


9:35. The Day when it (gold and 
silver) will be heated up in the 
Fire of Hell; then their foreheads, 
and their sides, and their backs 
will be branded with it. 'Here is 
what you accumulated for 
yourselves; therefore, taste now 
the flavour of your 
accumulation. 


9:36. Indeed, the number of 
months according to Allah is 
twelve in the Book of Allah, 
from when He created the 
heavens and the earth, of which 
four are sacred. This is the 
upright religion, do not 
therefore wrong yourselves (by 
committing sins particularly) in 
these months, and fight against 
the polytheists at all times as 
they fight against you at all 
times, and know that Allah is

9:37. Their shifting back the 
months (changing the prohibition 
of a sacred month to another 
month) is nothing but increase in 
disbelief, with which the 
disbelievers are misled. They 
make it lawful in one year and 
regard it unlawful in the other 
year, in order to equal to the 
number of months which Allah 
has made unlawful, and to make 
lawful that which Allah has made 
unlawful. Their evil deeds seem 
good in their sight, and Allah 
does not guide the disbelievers. 


9:38. O believers! What 
happened to you; that when it 
is said to you, 'Depart in the 
path of Allah,' you sit therefore 
on the ground burdened with 
heaviness? Have you chosen 
this worldly life over the 
Hereafter? And the goods of 
the life of this world, in 
comparison with the Hereafter, 
are nothing but little. 


9:39. If you will not depart (for His 
cause), He will henceforth afflict 
you with a severe 
and will bring other 
your place and you will not be 
able to harm Him in the least; and 
Allah is Able to do all things. 
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9:40. If you do not help the 
Beloved (Prophet Muhammad), 
Allah has henceforth indeed 
(already) helped him when he 
had to go out (for migration) due 
to the mischief of the 
disbelievers, (being the second of) 
just two souls when they were in 
the cave, when he was saying to 
his friend (ie. Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr), 'Do not grieve; indeed, 
Allah is with us.' So, Allah sent 
down His tranquillity upon him 
and helped him with armies you 
did not see, and deteriorated the 
word. of the disbelievers; Allah's 
Word is supreme; and Allah is 
Overpowering, Ever Wise. 


9:41. Go forth (to fight), whether 
with ease or with a heavy heart, 
and fight in the path of Allah 
with your wealth and your lives; 
this is better for you, if you know. 


9:42. Had there been a near gain 
of wealth or (it was) a moderate 
journey, they (the hypocrites) 
would have therefore certainly 
accompanied you, but the 
difficult path became too long for 
them, and they will now swear 
an. oath Allah that 'Had we 
been able, we would have 
therefore definitely accompanied 


you.' They destroy their own 
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are indeed definitely liars. 


9:43. May Allah forgive you (this 
is an expression of love for the 
Holy Prophet); why did you 
permit them (to stay back from 
war) until the truthful had not 
become manifest to you and the 
liars had not (yet) been exposed? 


9:44, And those who believe in 
Allah and the Last Day will not 
seek leave from you in fighting 
with their wealth and their 
lives; and Allah knows well the 
pious. 


9:45. Only those will ask for this 
leave from you who do not 
believe in Allah and the Last 
Day, and their hearts are in 
doubt; they therefore waver in 
their doubts. 


9:46. Had they wished to go 
forth, they would therefore have 
made preparations for it, but 
Allah Himself disliked their 
getting up (to fight); He filled 
them henceforth with laziness, 
and it was said that 'Remain 
sitting with those who sit.' 


9:47. If they had gone forth with 
you, you would not therefore have 
gained anything from them except 
loss, and in order to create mischief 
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in your midst, they would have 
caused turmoil. And their spies are 
present amongst you. And Allah 
knows well the unjust ones. 


9:48. Indeed, they had already 
sought to cause turmoil before, 
and O Beloved, they plotted the 
matters deviously against you, 
until the truth came and the 
command (religion) of Allah 
became manifested (i.e. 
dominant), and they disliked it. 


9:49. And someone amongst them 
requests you in this way; that 
‘Grant me exemption (from 
fighting) and do not put me into 
mischief.' Pay heed! They have 
already fallen into mischief (by 
disobeying the Beloved Prophet 
Muhammad), and Hell is verily 


9:50. If good reaches you, they 
hence detest it; and if some 
calamity befalls you, they 
would therefore say, ‘We 
planned. our action soundly in. 
advance (by not partaking in 
war), and they turn back 
rejoicing. 


951. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Nothing shall befall us except 
what Allah has destined for us; He 
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should rely upon Allah only.’ 


9:52. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘What do you wait for us to 
happen except for one of the 
two blessings (i.e. martyrdom or 
victory)? And we wait for you 
that Allah may inflict you with 
a punishment from Himself or 
by our hands; so, now wait; we 
too await with you.’ 


9:53. Say you (O Beloved) that 
'(O hypocrites!) Spend willingly 
or unwillingly; it will never be 
accepted from you; indeed, you 
are disobedient people.' 


9:54. And the acceptance of 
what they spend was not 
stopped except because they 
disbelieved in Allah and His 
Messenger, and (they) would 
not come for Salah but in the 
state of laziness, and they do 
not spend except unwillingly. 


9:55. So, let not their riches or 
their children amaze you, Allah 
intends only this; to punish 
them in the life of this world 
with these (ie. wealth and 
children), and that only on 
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2 
disbelief their souls may depart. 


9:56. And they (the hypocrites) 
swear oaths by Allah that they 
are from amongst you; and 
they are not from you at all. 
Yes; those people are afraid (of 
their hypocrisy being exposed). 


9:57. If they find some refuge, 
or caves, or a place to creep in 
(for the purpose of hiding); 
they would therefore break the 
bonds to return therein (in all 
haste). 


9:58. And amongst them is the 
one who taunts you regarding 
the distribution of charities; so, 
if they receive some of it, they 
would therefore be pleased; and 
if they do not receive, they are 
hence thereupon displeased. 


9:59. How excellent would it 
have been if they were pleased 
with what Allah and His 
Messenger had given them and 
said, 'Allah suffices for us; soon 
Allah, through His Bounty, and 
the Messenger of Allah will 
now give us, and only towards 
Allah we are inclined.' 


people who are poor and the 
strictly needy, and those who 
collect it, and for those in whose 
hearts the love of Islam needs to 
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be instilled, and to free slaves, and 
to debtors, and (to those) in the 
path of Allah, and to the traveller; 
this is decreed by Allah, and 
Allah is All-Knowing, Ever Wise. 


9:61. And amongst them (i.e. the 
hypocrites) are those who annoy 
the Conveyer of the unseen 
news (i.e. Prophet) and they say, 
‘He is (giving his) ears (to 
everything)! Say you (O 
Beloved), 'He is an ear (ie. a 
listener) for your goodness; he 
believes in Allah and trusts in 
what the Muslims say, and he is 
a mercy for those amongst you 
who are Muslim.' And for those 
who hurt the Messenger of 
Allah, for them is a painful 
punishment. 


9:62, They (the hypocrites) swear 
Allah in your presence in 
order to please you (O believers). 
And Allah and His Messenger 
have more right that they should 
please Him, if they had faith. 


9:63. Do they not know that for 
the one who opposes Allah and 
His Messenger is the Fire of Hell; 
that he will remain therein 
forever? Only this is great 
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9:64. The hypocrites fear, lest a 
chapter (of the Qur'aan) be 
revealed regarding them, which 
may disclose what is hidden in 
their hearts. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Keep mocking! Certainly, Allah is 
to expose that which you fear.' 


9:65. And O Beloved, if you ask 
them, they will say, 'We were 
just having fun and playing.' 
Say you (O Beloved), 'Do you 
mock Allah, and His verses and 
His Messenger?’ 


9:66. 'Do not make any excuses; 
you have become disbelievers 
after being Muslims.' If We 
forgive any of you, We shall 
henceforth punish others 
because they were criminals. 


9:67. The hypocrite men and 
women are all the same; 
enjoining evil and forbidding 
good; and restrain their hands 
(from spending in the cause of 
Allah); they left Allah; so, Allah 
left them. Indeed, the 
hypocrites; it is they who are 
firmly disobedient. 
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9:68. Allah has promised the Fire 
of Hell to the hypocrite men, 
and the hypocrite women, and 
the disbelievers, wherein they 
will remain forever; that is 
sufficient for them; and the curse 
of Allah is upon them, and for 
them is everlasting punishment. 


9:69. (O hypocrites!) Like those 
who were before you; they 
were mightier than you in 
strength, and had more wealth 
and children than you, they 
therefore benefitted from their 
share (of the pleasure of this 
world), you therefore benefitted 
from your share just as those 
before you benefitted from their 
share. And you fell into 
ridiculousness like they had 
fallen, their (good) deeds have 
been wasted in this world and 
in the Hereafter; it is they who 
are the losers. 


9:70. Have they not received the 
news of those before them; the 
nation of Nooh, and ‘Aad, and 
Thamood, the nation of Ibrahim, 
those of Madyan and the towns 
that were capsized? Their 
Messengers had brought clear 
proofs to them, it did not 
henceforth befit Allah's Majesty 
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were doing wrong to themselves. 


9:71. And the Muslim men and 
the Muslim women are the 
friends (i.e. helpers) of one 
another; commanding good 
and forbidding evil, and 
keeping Salah established and 
paying Zakah, and obeying the 
commandment of Allah and 
His Messenger; they are those 
upon whom Allah will soon 
show mercy; indeed, Allah is 
Dominant, Ever Wise. 


9:72. Allah has promised and 
the Muslim men and Muslim 
women Gardens beneath which 
rivers flow; wherein they will 
abide forever, and immaculate 
houses in the _ inhabitable 
Gardens. And the greatest 
(Bounty) is the pleasure of 
Allah; only this is achieving the 
great success. 


9:73. O Conveyor of the unseen 
news (i.e. Prophet), fight against 
the (tyrannically rebellious) 
disbelievers and the hypocrites, 
and be stern with them; and 
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their abode is Hell; and what an 
evil place of return. 


9:74. They swear by Allah that 
they did not say it; and they had 
indeed certainly uttered the word 
of disbelief, and after having 
entered Islam, became 
disbelievers and they desired that 
which they did not get. And what 
made them feel bad except only 
this; that, Allah and the Messenger 
enriched them with His Bounty 
(spoils of war)? Hence, if they 
repent, it is therefore better for 
them; and if they turn away their 
faces, Allah will henceforth cause 
them. to be inflicted with a severe 
punishment in this world and the 
Hereafter, and they will neither 
have a supporter nor any helper in 
the earth. 


9:75. And amongst them are 
those who made a covenant 
with Allah; that Tf He will 
provide us from His Bounty; so, 
we will definitely give charity 
and definitely become good 
people.' 


9:76. So, when Allah granted to 
them from His Bounty, they 
started acting miserly with it 
and turned away while turning 
their faces. 


9:77. So, after this, Allah put 
hypocrisy in their hearts until the 
Day when they will meet Him; 
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the outcome of their breaking the 
promise made to Allah, and 
because they used to lie. 


9:78. Do they not know that 
Allah knows the secrets of their 
hearts and their whispers? And 
this; that Allah is Most 
Knowing of all the unseen. 


9:79. Those who slander those 
Muslims who sincerely give 
charity (in abundance) and 
those (poor Muslims) who do 
not get enough (to spend but a 
little) with their hard labour; 
they (the hypocrites) therefore 
mock them; Allah will punish 
them for their mockery, and for 
them is a painful punishment. 


9:80. (O Beloved) whether you 
ask or do not ask for 
forgiveness of them; (even) if 
(hypothetically) you ask 
forgiveness for them seventy 
(i.e. many) times, Allah will 
never forgive them; that is 
because they disbelieved in 
Allah and His Messenger, and 
Allah does not guide the 
disobedient ones (due to their 
firmness upon disobedience). 


9:81. Those who remained 
behind (during the Battle of 
Tabook) were delighted at this; 
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that they stayed behind the 
Messenger of Allah, and they did 
not like to fight in the way of 
Allah with their lives and their 
wealth, and they said (amongst 
themselves or to discourage 

Muslims), 'Do not come out in 
this heat.' Say you (O Beloved), 
‘The Fire of Hell is the hottest.’ 
Had they somehow understood. 


9:82. They should therefore 
laugh little and cry much; the 
recompense of that which they 
used to earn. 


9:83. If Allah then takes you, O 
Beloved, back to a group of them 
(ie. the hypocrites) and should 
they seek permission from you 
to go out to fight; so, you say to 
them, ‘You shall never go with 
me nor ever fight along with me 
against any enemy. The first 
time you preferred to remain 
behind; therefore, stay with 
those who remain behind.' 


9:84. And never perform 
(funeral) Salah for anyone of 
their dead nor stand by their 
grave; indeed, they disbelieved 
in Allah and His Messenger, and 
they died in the state of 
disobedience. 
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9:85. And do not be surprised 
by their wealth or their 
children, Allah wills only this; 
to punish them with it in this 
world, and that they die upon 
only disbelief. 


9:86. And when a chapter (of 
the Qur'aan) is sent down; that 
‘Believe in Allah and fight 
along with His Messenger,’ 
those who have the means 
amongst them therefore seek 
exemption from you and say, 
‘Please leave us to be with those 
who remain (behind).' 


9:87. They liked to be with the 
women who stay behind, and a 
seal has been set upon their 
hearts (due to their stubbornness 
upon disbelief); hence, they do 
not understand anything. 


9:88. But the Messenger and 
those who accepted faith with 
him fought with their wealth 
and lives; and only for them are 
the virtues (of this world and 
the Hereafter), and it is these 
(people) who have achieved the 
goal. 


9:89. Allah has kept ready for 
them Gardens beneath which 
rivers flow; they shall abide 
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therein forever; this is 
achieve the great success. 


9:90. And the villagers who 
came making excuses desiring 
that an exemption be granted to 
them and those who remained 
behind; they lied to Allah and 
His Messenger, a _ painful 
punishment will soon reach the 
disbelievers amongst them. 


9:91. There is no blame upon 
the weak, nor upon the sick, 
nor upon those who do not 
have the means to spend; 
provided they remain loyal to 
Allah and His Messenger; there 
is no way (of blame) against the 
virtuous, and Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


9:92, Nor upon those who humbly 
present themselves in your august 
court, in order that you may 
provide them a conveyance (to 

them to the battlefield), 
(and) receive an answer from you; 
that I do not have anything to 
ay ree " And upon this (reply) 
they tur back; that their eyes 
overflowing with tears due to the 
sorrow that they could not find 
the means to spend. 
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9:93. Accountability is actually 
for those who ask leave from 
you, although they are rich; 
they liked to remain behind 
with the women, and Allah has 
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9:94, They will make excuses to 
you when you will return to 
them; say you (O Beloved), 'Do 
not make excuses; we will 
never believe you; Allah has 
(already) informed us about 
you. And Allah and His 
Messenger will now see your 
deeds, and you will then return 
to Him Who knows all the 
hidden and apparent; He will 
inform you of whatever you 
used to do.’ 


9:95. They will now swear oaths 
by Allah before you when you 
will return to them, in order 
that you may overlook them. 
So, yes; do not bother about 
them; they are utterly filthy, 
and their abode is Hell; the 
recompense of what they used 
to earn. 


9:96. (O Muslims!) They swear 
oaths before you that you may 
be pleased with them; so, if you 
become pleased with them, 
Allah will henceforth indeed 
(still) not be pleased with the 
disobedient people. 


9:97. The (hypocritical) villagers 
are extremely staunch in 
disbelief and hypocrisy, and they 
deserve to remain ignorant of 
the commands which Allah has 
revealed to His Messenger; and 
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Allah is All-Knowing, Ever Wise. 


9:98. And some of the villagers 
are such that what they spend 
in Allah's cause; so, they 
consider it as a penalty, and 
they await the coming of the 
series (of sorrows) upon you; 
only upon them is the evil circle 
(of sorrow), and Allah is All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


9:99. And some villagers are 
those who believe in Allah and 
the Last Day, and consider 
what they spend as the means 
to attain closeness to Allah and 
to attain supplications of the 
(Beloved) Messenger. Yes, 
indeed! It is the source of 
closeness for them, and Allah 
will soon cause them to enter 
into His Mercy; indeed, Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


9:100. And the earliest and the 
foremost Muhaajireen 
(emigrants) and Ansaar (the 
helpers of the emigrants), and 
those who followed them with 
virtue; Allah is pleased with 
them and they are pleased with 
Him, and He has kept ready for 
them Gardens beneath which 


rivers flow, to abide therein 
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forever and ever; only this is 
the great success. 


9:101. And some of the villagers 
around you are hypocrites, and 
(also) some of the people of 
Madinah; hypocrisy has become 
entrenched in them; so, you (O 
Beloved) do not know them (on 
your own accord); We know 
them. We shall soon punish 
them twice (i.e. with humiliation 
and killing); they will then be 
returned towards the greater 
punishment (in the Hereafter). 


9:102. And there are others who 
confessed their sins and mixed 
a good deed which another 
(which is) evil; it is imminent 
that Allah will accept their 
repentance; indeed, Allah is 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


9:103. O Beloved, take Zakah 
from their wealth, by which 
you may cleanse them and 
make them pure, and 
supplicate for their well-being; 
indeed, your supplication is the 
contentment of their hearts. 
And Allah is All-Hearing, All- 
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9:104. Do they not know that 
only Allah accepts the 
repentance of His bondsmen 
and He takes the charity into 
His Hand of power? And this; 
that, only Allah is the Acceptor 
of repentance, the Merciful. 


9:105. And say you (O Beloved), 
‘Keep working; Allah will now 
see your deeds, and so will His 
Messenger and the Muslims; 
and you will soon return to the 
One Who knows all the unseen 
and seen; He will henceforth 
inform you of your actions.' 


9:106. And some are kept 
pending for the command of 
Allah; He may either punish 
them or accept their repentance. 
And Allah is All-Knowing, Ever 
Wise. 


9:107. And those (ie. some 
hypocrites) who built a Mosque 
in order to cause harm, and due 
to disbelief, and (desiring) to 
cause divisions among the 
Muslims, and to await the one 
(Abu ‘Aamir Nasraani) who is, at 
the outset, an opponent of Allah 
and His Messenger; and they 
will definitely swear oaths that 
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= SURAH AL-TAWBAH 9 PART 11 


Allah is Witness that they are 
indeed liars. 


9:108. (O Beloved) never stand 
(to worship) in that Masjid (of 
the hypocrites); indeed, that 
Masjid which has been founded 
on piety from the very first day 
deserves that you should stand 
(to worship) in it; therein are 
the people who wish to cleanse 
themselves thoroughly; and 
Allah loves the pure. 


9:109. So, is the one who laid 
his foundation upon the fear of 
Allah and upon His pleasure 
better, or the one who laid his 
foundation upon the brink of a 
crumbling pit; hence, it 
collapsed with him into the Fire 
of Hell? And Allah does not 
cause the unjust to be guided. 


9:110. That building which they 
set up will not stop causing 
disturbance to their hearts 
unless their hearts become 
pieces. And Allah is All- 
Knowing, Ever Wise. 


97111. Indeed, Allah has 
purchased from the Muslims 
their wealth and lives in this 
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exchange; that, for them is 
Paradise. They fight in the 
cause of Allah; they slay and 
are slain; a true promise upon 
the responsibility of His 
Generosity (mentioned) in the 
Tawrah, and the Injeel and the 
Qur'aan. And who fulfils his 
promise more than Allah? 
Therefore, rejoice over your 
trade that you have made with 
Him; and only this is the great 
success. 


9:112. Those who repent, who 
worship, who praise (Allah), 
who fast, who bow, who 
prostrate, who enjoin what is 
good and forbid what is evil 
and who observe the limits of 
Allah; and give glad tidings to 
the Muslims. 


9:113. It does not befit the 
(Beloved) Prophet and those 
who believe to seek forgiveness 
for the polytheists; even if they 
are (their) relatives, since it has 
become clear to them that they 
are the inmates of Hell. 


9114. And the seeking of 
forgiveness by Ibrahim for his 
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father (i.e. paternal uncle) was 
only because of a promise he had 
made to him. Then, when it 
became clear to Ibrahim that he 
(Aazar) was an enemy of Allah, 
he (Ibrahim) severed his ties 
with him; indeed, Ibrahim is 
definitely most lamenting (soft 
hearted), forbearing. 


9:115. And it does not befit 
Allah's Majesty that He would 
lead a nation astray after He 
has guided them, until He has 
made clear to them what they 
should avoid; indeed, Allah 
knows everything. 


9:116. Indeed, only for Allah is 
the kingdom of the heavens 
and the earth, He gives life and 
He causes death, and you have 
neither any protector nor any 
helper other than Allah. 


9:117. Indeed, Allah's mercies 
are focussed upon the Conveyor 
of the unseen news (ie. 
Prophet), and those emigrants 
and helpers that stood by him 
in the time of hardship, after 
(when) it was close that the 
hearts of some could turn away, 
He then concentrated towards 
them with mercy; indeed, He is 
Most Compassionate, Most 
Merciful upon them. 
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9:118. And also upon the three 
(who did not join the Tabook 
expedition ie. Ka'b Bin Maalik, 
Hilaal Bin Ummayah and Maarah 
Bin Rabee') who were 
pending; when the earth, despite 
being vast, became narrow for 
them, and they became tired of 
their own lives and became 
certain that there is no refu 
from Allah except with Him : 
He then accepted their repentance 


in order that they may remain 
repentant; indeed, only Allah is 
the Acceptor of repentance, the 
Most Merciful. 


9:119. O believers! Fear Allah, 
and be with the truthful ones. 


9:120. It was not proper for the 
people of Madinah and the 
people of the surrounding 
villages to stay behind the 
(Beloved) Messenger of Allah 
(ie. not joining the Jihaad), nor 
to consider their own lives 
dearer than his life; this is 
because the thirst, or the pain, or 
the hunger that afflicts them in 
the Way of Allah, or wherever 
any step they take, due to which 
the disbelievers get angry, or 
whatever harm they cause to an 
enemy; a good deed is recorded 
for them as a recompense of all 
of these; indeed, Allah does not 
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waste the reward of the 
virtuous. 


9:121. And whatever they 
spend; a little or a lot, and any 
valley they cross; it is all 
recorded for them, so that Allah 
may reward them for the best 
of their deeds. 


9:122. And it is not possible for 
the Muslims that all of them go 
out (to seek Islamic knowledge). 
So, why should it not be that a 
group from each community 
goes out, that they may gain the 
understanding of the religion, 
and. upon returning, warn their 
people in the hope that they 
may refrain (from all evils)? 


9:123. O believers! Fight those 
disbelievers who are closer to 
you (and are likely to cause 
harm), and let them find 
sternness in you (within the 
limits of Islamic Law), and 
know that Allah is with the 
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9:124. And when a chapter (of G 283 387 ies Aaa ca

9:125. And for those in whose 
hearts is a disease (of 
hypocrisy), it has increased 
them in more filth upon (their 
existing) filth, and they died 
but on disbelief. 


9:126. Do they not observe that 
they are tested once or twice 
every year? Then they (still) do 
not repent, nor do they accept 
advice. 


9:127. And whenever a chapter 

is sent down, one of them starts 

to look at the other; that ‘Is ine 1772 -b oor pyre Sor 
there anyone (from the U7 ahh FIG) prey 
Muslims) watching you?’ And i Aled ee 

then they turn away; Allah has Abi 32 \33 Pa iayol 
inverted their hearts because 

they are people who do not 

understand. 
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9:128. Indeed, there has come to 
you that Messenger from 
amongst yourselves; heavy 
upon him is your suffering, he 
immensely desires your well- 
being; utmost kind, merciful for 
the Muslims. 


9:129. If they then turn away, 
so, say you (O Beloved); that 
‘Allah is sufficient for me; there 
is no one worthy of worship 
except Him; only in Him have I 
trusted, and He is the Owner of 
the Great Throne,' 


10. SURAH YUNUS (THE 
PROPHET JONAH) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
109 verses and 11 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence with, 
the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


10:1. Alif-Laam-Ra. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) These are the verses 
of the Book of wisdom. 


10:2. Are people amazed that 
We have sent revelation to a 
man amongst them; that '(O 
Beloved), warn the people and 
convey glad tidings to the 
believers; that for them is the 
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status of truth with their Lord.'? 
The disbelievers said, Indeed, 
he is an open magician.' 


10:3. Indeed, your Lord is Allah 
Who created the heavens and 
the earth in six days, then 
established His Authority upon 
the Throne; He plans work, 
there is no intercessor except 
after His permission; this is 
Allah; your Lord, therefore, 
worship Him; so, do you not 
ponder? 


10:4. Only towards Him are you 
all to return; the promise of 
Allah is true; indeed, He 
initially creates and then after 
(its) extinction will recreate in 
order to give reward with 
justice to those who believed 
and performed good deeds. 
And for the disbelievers is 
boiling water to drink and a 
painful punishment; the 
recompense of their disbelief. 


10:5. It is He Who created the sun 
radiant and the moon luminous 
and fixed its stages; that you 
know the counting of the years, 
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and calculation (of months, days 
and hours); Allah has not created 
it except with the truth; He 
explains the signs in detail for the 
people of knowledge. 


10:6. Indeed, in the alternation 
of the day and night, and all 
that Allah has created in the 
heavens and the earth; there are 
signs for those who fear 
(Allah). 


10:7. Indeed, those who do not 
hope to meet Us, and they are 
pleased with the worldly life, 
and became satisfied with it, 
and those who neglect Our 
verses. 


10:8. Their destination is Hell; 
the recompense of their deeds. 


10:9. Indeed, those who 
accepted faith and did good 
deeds, their Lord will guide 
them due to their faith; rivers 
will be flowing beneath them, 
in the Gardens of bounty. 
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10:10. This will be their supplication. 
therein (ie. in Paradise) that ‘Glory 
be to You, O Allah' And their 


‘All praise is due to Allah Who is 
the Lord of all the worlds.’ 


1011. And if Allah had hastened 
to send misfortune to the people 
just as quickly as they hasten to 
seek for good, their appointed term 
would have henceforth concluded. 
So, We leave those who do not 


hope to meet Us; that they keep 
on wandering in their rebellion. 


10:12. And when hardship 
reaches man, he calls upon Us, 
whilst lying down, and sitting, 
and standing; then, when We 
remove his hardship, he walks 
away as if he had never called 
upon Us at all upon any 
hardship reaching (him); this is 
how the deeds of the 
transgressors are made to 
appear good to them. 


10:13. And We __ indeed 
destroyed generations before 
you when they exceeded the 
limits, and their respective 
Messengers came to them with 
clear proofs, and they were not 
at all such that they would 
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believe; this is how We 
recompense the transgressors. 


10:14. We then appointed you 
as successors on the earth after 
them, in order to see how you 
perform deeds. 


10:15. And when Our clear 
verses are recited upon them, the 
people who do not hope to meet 
Us begin to say that ‘Bring a 
Qur'aan other than this one, or 
change it'. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘I do not have the right that I 
change it on my own accord; I 
follow only that what is revealed 
to me. (Hypothetically) if I 
disobey my Lord, I henceforth 
fear the punishment of the Great 
Day (of Resurrection),' 


10:16. Say you (O Beloved), 'Had 
Allah willed, I would not have 
therefore recited it (the Qur'aan) 
to you, nor would He have made 
you aware of it. So, before this, I 
have lived an era amongst you; 
so, do you not have intellect?! 


10:17. So, who is more unjust 
than the one who fabricates lie 
concerning Allah or belies His 
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verses? Indeed, the culprits shall 
never succeed, 


10:18. And they (the polytheists) 
worship other than Allah that 
which can neither harm them 
nor benefit them and _ say, 
‘These are our intercessors 
before Allah.' Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Do you inform Allah 
of something which is not in 
His Knowledge, neither in the 
heavens nor in the earth?' Glory 
and Supremacy is for Him from. 
what they associate (to Him). 


10:19. And people were only one 
nation (ie. were all believers), 
and they then differed, and had 
it not been previously for a 
Word finalised from your Lord 
(that the disbelievers will be 
given respite), the matters in 
which they differed would have 
henceforth been decided here. 


10:20. And they say, 'Why has 
not a sign been sent down upon 
him (the Prophet) from his 
Lord?! Say you, 'The unseen is 
only for Allah (on His own 
accord), therefore, wait; I am 
also waiting with you.' 
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10:21. And when We give people 
the taste of mercy after some 
hardship had afflicted them, they 
immediately start conspiring 
against Our verses; say you (O 
Beloved), 'The secret plan of 
Allah is the most Swift.' Indeed, 
Our angels are recording your 
deceptions. 


10:22. It is He Who enables you 
to travel on the land and the sea, 
to the extent that when you are 
in a boat, and they (i.e. the boats) 
carry them (ie. people) with a 
favourable breeze and _ they 
rejoice at it; (suddenly) a storm 
reached them, and waves 
surrounded them from all sides 
and they realise that we are 
surrounded, thereupon they call 
upon Allah as being His devoted 
bondsmen; that 'If You rescue us 
from this, we will therefore 
definitely be thankful.’ 


10:23. Then, when Allah rescues 
them, they start wrongfully 
committing oppression on the 
earth straightaway. O people! 
Your oppression is only a 
torment against your own 
selves; attain the benefit from 
this world, you then have to 
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return to Us, and at that time, 
We shall inform you of your 
deeds. 


10:24. The example of the life of 
this world is similar to the 
water which We sent down 
from the sky; so, due to it, the 
vegetation from the earth grew 
in abundance; that which men 
and cattle eat, to the extent that 
when the earth has taken on its 
ornaments and is _ well 
beautified (with flowers and 
crops), and its owners assumed 
that it is under their control, 
Our command (then) came in 
the night or in the day, We 
henceforth made it like a clean- 
mown harvest, as if it had not 
existed yesterday; this is how 
We explain the verses in detail 
for the people who reflect. 


10:25. And Allah calls to the 
home of peace, and guides 
whom He wills to the Straight 
Path. 


10:26. For the person who does 
good is goodness, and even 
more than that; and neither will 
darkness nor disgrace come 
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upon their faces; it is they who 
are the people of Paradise, they 
will abide therein forever. 


10:27. And (for) those who 
earned evil (deeds), the 
recompense of evil is its 
equivalent, and humiliation 
will cover them; they will have 
no one to save them from 
Allah, as if their faces are 
covered with segments of the 
dark night; it is they who are 
the people of the Fire, they will 
remain therein forever. 


10:28. And on the Day when 
We will raise all of them 
together, (We) shall then say to 
the polytheists that 'Stay in 
your place; you and your 
partners (i.e. false deities).' So, 
we shall separate them from the 
Muslims, and their partners 
will say to them, 'When did you 
worship us?' 


10:29. (The idols will say) 'Allah 
is henceforth a_ sufficient 
Witness between us and you; 
that we were not even aware 
that you worshipped us.' 
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10:30. Here every soul will test 
what it has sent ahead, and 
they will be returned to Allah 
Who is their true Master, and 
all their fabrications (false 
deities) will be lost from them. 


10:31. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Who provides you sustenance 
from the sky and the earth? Or 
Who is the Owner of ears and. 
eyes? And Who brings forth the 
living from the dead and Who 
brings forth the dead from the 
living? And Who plans all 
matters?! So, they will now say 
that 'It is Allah,’ therefore, say 
you, 'So, why do you not fear?’ 


10:32. So, this is Allah; your 
True Lord, what then remains 
after the truth except error? So, 
to where do you return? 


10:33. This is how the Word of 
your Lord has been proven 
against the disobedient; thus, 
they will not believe. 


10:34. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Is 
there anyone amongst your 
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partners (false deities) that can 
initially create and then 
recreate after its extinction?’ 
You say, ‘Allah is the Initial 
Creator, and then after (its) 
extinction, He will recreate; to 
where do you therefore return?' 


10:35. Say you (O Beloved), 'Is 
there any amongst your partners 
(false deities) that shows the 
path of truth?' Say you; that 
‘Allah shows the path of truth, 
so, who should be obeyed; the 
One Who shows the path of 
truth, or the one (ie. the idol) 
which itself cannot find the path 
unless it is directed to the path 
(ie. being physically carried 
from place to place)? So, what 
has happened to you; how do 
you carry out judgement?! 


10:36. And most of them do not 
follow anything except 
assumption; indeed, assumption 
does not give the benefit of 
certainty at all. Indeed, Allah 
knows their deeds. 


1037. And the status of this 
Qur'aan is not such that it can be 


detailed explanation of all that is 
written in the ) Tablet; 
there is no doubt in it at all; it is 
from the Lord of all the worlds. 
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10:38. Do they say that 'He (the 
Prophet) has fabricated it'? Say 
you (O Beloved), 'So, bring one 
chapter like it, and call anyone 
you can find other than Allah if 
you are truthful.' 


10:39. Rather, they have belied 
the knowledge that they could 
not master, and they have not 
yet seen its outcome. Similarly, 
those before them belied; 
therefore, see the outcome of 
the unjust. 


10:40. And amongst them is the 
one who believes in it and 
amongst them is the one who 
does not believe in it; and your 
Lord knows well the mischief- 
makers. 


10:41. And if they belie you, so, 
say you (O Beloved), 'For me are 
my deeds, and for you are your 
deeds; you have no connection 
with what I do, and I have no 
relation with what you do.' 


10:42, And amongst them are 
some who listen to you; so, will

10:43. And amongst them is the 
one who stares at you; so, will 
you show the path to the blind, 
even if they do not see? 


10:44. Indeed, Allah does not at 
all oppress people; yes, people 
do injustice to their own souls. 


10:45. And upon the Day when 
He will raise them, (it will be) as 
if they had not stayed in this 
world except for a moment of 
the day; they will recognise each 
other. Those who belied meeting 
with Allah remained in complete 
loss and were not on guidance. 


10:46. And (O Beloved), whether 
We show you some (of their 
punishment) from that which We 
are promising them or We call 
you towards Us before (showing 
you their punishment); in any 
case, they have to return to Us. 
Allah is then the Witness of their 
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10:47. And in every nation there 
was a Messenger; when their 
Messenger would come to 
them, they would be judged 
with justice, and no wrong 
would be done to them. 


10:48. And they would say, 
‘When will this promise come, 
if you are truthful?’ 


10:49. Say you (O Beloved), 'T 
have no power to benefit or 
hurt myself on my own accord 
but what Allah wills. For every 
nation is a promise; when their 
promise shall come, so, they 
cannot delay (it) a moment nor 
can they advance a moment:' 


10:50. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘What do you say; if His 
punishment henceforth comes 
upon you at night or during the 
day (it is still a punishment), so, 
what is it that for which the 
criminals are being hasty?" 


10:51. 'So, will you believe it only 
when. it (the tt has 
occurred? (They will be told) 
“Do you believe in it now, 
(whereas) you were hastening 
for it before?” 
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10:52. The unjust will then be 
told, ‘Taste the everlasting 
punishment; you will not get 
any other recompense except 
only that which you used to 
earn.’ 


10:53. And they ask you, 'Is it 
(i.e. the punishment) a reality?' 
Say you, ‘Yes, by the oath of my 
Lord! Indeed, it is definitely a 
reality, and you will not be able 
to make (Allah) tired." 


10:54, And if each transgressing 
soul owned everything on the 
earth, it would have certainly 
given it in ransom for its 
freedom. And they secretly felt 
remorse when they saw the 
punishment. And they have 
been judged with fairness and 
they will not be wronged. 


10:55. Pay heed! Indeed, 
everything that is in the 
heavens and the earth belongs 
only to Allah. Pay heed! 
Indeed, the promise of Allah is 
true, but most of them know 
not. 


10:56. And He gives life and 
causes death, and only towards 
Him will you return. 
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10:57. O people! Advice has 
come to you from your Lord 
and healing for the hearts, and 
guidance and mercy for the 
believers. 


10:58. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Only Allah's Bounty and His 
Mercy; and only upon it they 
should rejoice.' That is better 
than all of their (accumulated) 
wealth. 


10:59. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘What do you say (regarding) the 
sustenance which Allah has sent 
down for you? From it, you have 
considered it unlawful and 
lawful on your own accord.' Say 
you, ‘Has Allah given you 
permission for it, or do you 
fabricate lie against Allah?" 


10:60. And what do those who 
fabricate lie against Allah 
assume what their position will 
be (in terms of punishment) on 
the Day of Resurrection? 
Indeed, Allah bestows favour 
upon people, but most people 
are ungrateful. 


10:61. And if you (O Beloved) 
are engaged in any task and 
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you recite a part of the Qur'aan 
on His behalf, and O people, 
whatever task you are engaged 
with, We are Witness upon you 
when you commence it; there is 
nothing in the earth or in the 
heaven even equal to an atom's 
weight hidden from your Lord, 
nor anything smaller or greater 
than it (ie. the atom) which is 
not recorded in the Luminous 
Book. 


10:62. Listen! No doubt, upon 
the friends of Allah there is 
neither any fear nor any grief. 


10:63. (The Friends of Allah are 
only) those who have believed 
and practice piety (by strictly 
following Shari'ah). 


10:64, For them are glad tidings 
in the life of this world and in 
the Hereafter; the Words of 
Allah cannot be changed; this is 
the great success. 


10:65. And (O Beloved), do not 
grieve over their speech; 
indeed, all honour is for Allah 
and He is the All-Hearing, the 
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many are in the heavens and 
however many are on the earth 
are in Allah's ownership only. 
And what are they following; 
those who are calling upon 
partners {ie. false deities) instead 
of Allah? They do not follow 
anything except (their) assumption, 
and they make only speculations. 


10:67. It is He Who created the 
night for you; that you may 
gain rest in it, and made the 
day; causing your eyes to open. 
Indeed, in these are signs for 
the people who listen. 


10:68. They said, 'Allah has 
chosen offspring for Himself.' 
Glory be to Him; only He is the 
Independent, only to Him 
belongs whatever is in the 
heavens and whatever is on the 
earth. 'You do not have any 
proof of this (claim); do you say 
such a thing against Allah 
which you know not?! 


10:69. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Indeed, those who fabricate lie 
against Allah will never prosper.' 
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10:70. (The disbelievers are) to 
benefit a little on the earth, they 
are then to return to Us; We 
will then make them taste a 
severe punishment; the 
recompense of their disbelief. 


10:71. Recite to them the news 
of Nooh; when he told his 
nation, 'O my people! If my 
standing here and reminding 
you of the signs of Allah has 
been unbearable to you, so, I 
have put my trust in Allah 
only. Hence, work together and 
strengthen your work along 
with your false deities, then let 
not there remain any 
uncertainty in your work; then, 
do what you can to me, and do 
not give me respite.' 


10:72. 'If you then turn away, I 
do not therefore ask any wage 
from you; my reward is only 
upon Allah, and I am 
commanded to be of the 
Muslims. 


10:73. They therefore belied 
him, We then rescued him and 
those with him in the Ark, and 
made them successors (of the 
land of the disbelievers), and 
We drowned those who belied 
Our verses; therefore, see what 
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was the outcome of those who 
were warned. 


10:74. After him, We then sent 
other Messengers to their 
respective nation; they 
henceforth came to them with 
clear proofs, they were not 
therefore such who would 
believe in what they had already 
belied; this is how We set a seal 
upon the hearts of the 
transgressors. 


10:75. After them, We then sent 
Moosa and Haaroon along with 
Our Signs to Fir'awn and his 
council; so, they displayed 
arrogance and were criminals. 


10:76. So, when the truth came to 
them from Us, they said, 'This is 
definitely clear magic.' 


10:77. Said Moosa, 'Do you speak 
in this manner regarding the 
truth when it has come to you? 
Is this magic? And magicians 
never succeed.' 
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10:78. They said, 'Have you 
(both) come to us to turn us 
away from that (religion) upon 
which we found our forefathers, 
and that the leadership in the 
land may be only for you two? 
And we are never to believe in 
you. 


10:79. And Fir'awn. said, 'Bring 
every skilled magician to me.' 


10:80. So, when the magicians 
came, Moosa said to them, 'Cast 
what you are to cast.' 


10:81. Then, when they had 
casted, Moosa said, ‘This which 
you have brought is magic; Allah 
will nullify it. Allah does not 
rectify the work of mischief- 
makers,' 


10:82. 'And Allah proves the truth 
as the truth by His Words, even 
if the culprits become infuriated.' 


10:83. So, no one believed in 
Moosa except a few descendants 
of his nation, fearing Fir'awn and 
his council; that they would force 
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them to revert. And Fir'awn was 
indeed arrogant in the land, and 
he indeed exceeded the limit. 


10:84. And Moosa said, '0 my 
people! If you have believed in 
Allah, you should then place 
your trust in only Him, if you 
are Muslims.' 


10:85. They said, ‘We have 
relied upon only Allah; our 
Lord. Do not make us a test for 
the unjust people (by giving 
them power over us).' 


10:86. 'And with Your Mercy, 
rescue us from the disbelievers.' 


10:87. And We sent revelation 
to Moosa and his brother; that 
‘Build houses for your people in 
Egypt and make your houses as 
places of worship, and keep 
Salah established, and give glad 
tidings to the Muslims.' 
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10:88. And Moosa said humbly, 
‘O our Lord, You have given to 
Firlawn and his heads (of his 
community) adornment and 
wealth in the life of this world. 
O our Lord, in order that they 
may lead (people) astray from 
Your path. O our Lord, destroy 
their riches and harden their 
hearts so that they may not 
accept faith until they witness 
painful punishment.' 


10:89. He (Allah) said, 'The 
supplication of both of you is 
accepted; therefore, remain 


firm, and do not follow the way 


of the unwise.' 


10:90. And We took the 
Children of Israel across 
through the river, Firlawn and 
his army therefore pursued 
them with rebellion and 
injustice, until when he was 
close to becoming overpowered 
by drowning. He (Fir'awn) said, 
‘I have accepted faith; that there 
is no true god except the One in 
Whom the Children of Israel 
believed, and I am a Muslim.' 


10:91. (It was told to Fir'awn) 
‘Now do you _ (believe)?

10:92. 'This day, We shall save 
your (dead) body (as a 
confirmation of your death), so 
that you may be a sign for those 
after you; and most people 
indeed are neglectful of Our 
verses.’ 


10:93. And We indeed provided 
the Children of Israel a place of 
honour and bestowed upon them 
pure sustenance, and they did 
not fall into dispute except after 
the knowledge (of the Tawrah) 
had come to them; indeed, your 
Lord. will judge between them on. 
the Day of Resurrection 

ing the matters in which 


concerning 
they used to dispute. 


10:94, And if you, O listener, 
have any doubt in that what 
We have sent down towards 
you; so, find out from those 
who are the readers of the Book 
before you. Undoubtedly, 
towards you has come the truth 
from your Lord; therefore, do 
not be of those who doubt. 


10:95. And never be of those 
who belied the verses of Allah; 
that, you will be of the losers. 
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10:96. Indeed, those for whom 
the Word of your Lord has 
proven true will not believe. 


10:97. Even if every sign comes 
to them, until they witness the 
painful punishment. 


10:98. So, why has there not been. 
(people of) a village who should 
have believed? So, its belief 
would have benefited it. Yes; the 
nation of Yunus; when they 
accepted faith, We removed the 
disgraceful punishment from 
them in the life of this world and 
let them benefit for a while. 


10:99, And if your Lord willed, 
all those who are on the earth; 
every one of them, would have 
believed. So, will you (O 
Beloved) force the people until 
they become Muslims? 


10:100. And no soul has the 
power to accept faith except by 
the command of Allah. And He 
inflicts punishment upon those 
who do not attain. understanding 
(after having seen His signs). 


10:101. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Observe what (signs) are in the 
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heavens and the earth.’ And the 
verses and the Messengers do 
not benefit those who are not 
destined to believe. 


10:102. So, what are they 
waiting for except the days 
similar to the days of those who 
passed on before them? Say 
you (O Beloved), 'So, wait; I too 
am waiting with you.' 


10:103. We shall then rescue Our 
Messengers and the believers. 
The truth is this; it is incumbent 
upon the responsibility of Our 
Generosity to rescue the Muslims. 


10:104, Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
people! If you are in doubt 
concerning my religion, then 
(know that) I will never worship 
those (things) which you worship 
instead of Allah. Yes; I worship 
Allah Who will cause you to die, 
and I am commanded to be 
amongst the believers.’ 


10:105. 'And (I am ordered) this; 
“Direct your face straight towards 
the religion, keeping apart from 
all (falsehood), and never be 
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amongst those who ascribe 
partners (to Allah).”' 


10:106. ‘And worship not anyone 
other than Allah who cannot 
benefit you nor cause you harm; 
if you then do so, at that moment 
you will be of the unjust.' 


10:107. ‘And if Allah inflicts you 
with some suffering, there is 
hence no one who can remove it 
except Him. And if He wills 
good for you, there is hence no 
one who can repel His Bounty. 
He bestows it upon whomsoever 
He wills from amongst His 
bondsmen, and only He is the 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful.’ 


10:108. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
people! The truth has come to 
you from your Lord; so, 
whosoever achieved guidance, 
he has achieved guidance for 
his own good; and whoever 
strayed, he has strayed for his 
own harm; and I am not a 
guardian over you at all.’ 


10:109. And (O Beloved), follow 
what is revealed to you, and 
have patience until Allah gives 
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(His) command; and He is the 
Best in commanding. 


11. SURAH HOOD (THE PROPHET 
HOOD) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 


123 verses and 10 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


11:1. Alif-Laam-Ra. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) This is a Book, the 
verses of which are full of 
wisdom, then were explained 
clearly from the Wise, the Well 
Aware. 


11:2. 'That; do not worship 
anyone except Allah; indeed, I 
am for you a Warner and Giver 
of glad tidings from Him.' 


11:33. ‘And this; that, ask 
forgiveness from your Lord, 
then repent to Him; He will 
provide you excellent living 
until the appointed time and 
will bestow grace to everyone 
who excels; and if you turn 
away, I then fear for you the 
punishment of the Great Day.' 
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11:4. ‘Only to Allah you are to 
return, and He is Powerful over 
everything.' 


11:5. Listen! They (the 
hypocrites) fold up their chests 
(lowering their heads and 
covering their faces) in order to 
(attempt to) conceal (their true 
state) from Allah. Listen! When 
they fully cover themselves up 
with their clothes, even at that 
time, Allah knows all what they 
hide and disclose; indeed, He 
knows what is in the hearts.

11. And there is no one that 
walks upon the earth whose 
sustenance is not upon the 
responsibility of Allah's Generosity; 
He knows as to where it shall stay 
and as to where its depository (Le. 
the grave) shall be; everything is in 
a manifest explanatory Book. 


11:7. And it is He Who created 
the heavens and the earth in six 
days, and His Throne was upon 
the water; that He may test you, 
as to whose deeds amongst you 
are the best. And if you (O 
Beloved) say that ‘Indeed, you 
will be raised after death,' the 
disbelievers will definitely say, 
‘This is nothing but clear 
magic.’ 


11:8. And if We postpone the 
punishment upon them for a 
specified time, they will therefore 
definitely say, 'What has held it 
back?! Listen! On the Day when. 
it comes upon them, it will not 
be averted from them, and the 
same punishment they used to 
mock will surround them. 


11:9. And if We Jet man taste any 
Mercy of Ours and later withdraw 
it from him, he is definitely most 
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11:10. And if We let him taste the 
favour after a misfortune that 
had befallen him, he will surely 
say that 'The evils have gone 
away from me.' Indeed, (at that 
time) he is delighted, boastful. 


11:11. Except those who 
remained patient and did good 
deeds; for them is forgiveness, 
and a great reward. 


11:12. So, will you leave a part 
of what is revealed to you and 
be dismayed on the basis that 
they say, 'Why has a treasure 
not been sent down along with 
him, or should an angel have 
come with him?' You are purely 
a Warner, and Allah is the 
Guardian over everything. 


11:13. Do they say this; that 'He 
has fabricated it (ie. the 
Qur'aan)'? Say you (O Beloved); 
that '(If this is your claim) bring 
ten fabricated chapters like 
these, and call upon everyone 
you can get hold of other than. 
Allah, if you are truthful.’ 
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11:14. So, O Muslims! If they are 
unable to respond to this 
challenge of yours, understand 
therefore that it has come down 
only with the knowledge of Allah, 
and this; that no one is truly 
worthy of worship except Him. 
So, will you now accept (Islam)? 


11:15. Whoever desires the life 
of this world and __ its 
adornment, We will give them 
the full reward therein and will 
not cause any reduction in it. 


11:16. These are the ones for 
whom there is nothing in the 
Hereafter except Fire; and 
whatever they used to do there 
was wasted and all their deeds 
became nullified. 


11:17. So, is (a disbeliever equal 
to) the one who is upon clear 
proof (i.e. Islam) from his Lord? 
And it (ie. the Qur'aan) comes 
as a witness upon it from Allah, 
and before it (i.e. the Qur'aan), 
the Book of Moosa (is also a 
witness); a guide and mercy. 
(Only) those people (who are 
upon the clear proof) believe in 
it (ie. the Qur'aan); and 
whoever denies it from all the 
groups (of disbelievers), the 
promise therefore for him is the 
Fire, so, O listener! You should 
not have doubt at all concerning 
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it (ie the Qur'aan); indeed, it is 
the truth from your Lord, but 
most people believe not. 


11:18. And who is more unjust 
than the one who fabricates lie 
against Allah? They will be 
presented in the Majestic Court 
of their Lord, and the witnesses 
will say, ‘It is these who lied 
concerning their Lord. Behold! 
The curse of Allah be upon the 
unjust.' 


11:19. (They are) those who 
prevent (people) from the way 
of Allah and desire deviation in 
this; and it is them who 
disbelieve in the Hereafter. 


11:20, They are not causing 
tiredness (to Allah) in the earth, 
nor do they have any helper 
apart from Allah, they will face 
punishment upon punishment; 
they could neither hear nor see 
(the truth). 


11:21. It is they who put their 
souls into loss, and they lost all 
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11:22. They are, inevitably, the 
greatest losers in the Hereafter. 


11:23. Indeed, those who 
believed, and performed good 
deeds, and turned themselves 
towards their Lord; they are the 
people of Paradise; they will 
abide therein forever. 


11:24. The condition of the two 
groups (i.e. the disbelievers and 
the believers) is like one being 
blind and deaf, and the other 
seeing and hearing; are they in 
the same state? So, do you not 
then take heed? 


11:25. And We indeed sent 
Nooh to his nation; (he said to 
them) that 'I am for you a clear 
Warner.’ 


11:26. 'That you must not 
worship anyone except Allah; 
indeed, I fear the punishment 
of the dreadful Day upon you.' 


11:27. So, the disbelieving chiefs 
of his nation said, 'We see you 
just as a man like us, and we do 
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not see anyone following you 
except the lowest amongst us 
by looking briefly (without 
thoroughly understanding you), 
and we do not find in you any 
superiority over us; rather, we 
consider you a liar.’ 


11:28. He said, 'O my people! Tell 
me; if (my claim) is henceforth 
based upon a clear proof from 
my Lord and He has bestowed 
mercy upon me from Himself, 
so, you remained blind towards 
it, shall we impose it (ie. 
accepting Prophethood) upon 
you, although you dislike it?! 


11:29. 'And O people! I do not 
ask any wealth from you for it 
(i.e. propagation); my reward is 
only upon Allah, and I am not 
to drive away the Muslims; 
indeed, they are going to meet 
their Lord, but I find you to be 
totally ignorant people.' 


11:30. 'And O people! Who 
would rescue me from Allah if I 
repel them (i.e. the Muslims)? 
So, do you then not take heed?! 
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11:31. 'And I do not say (ie. 
claim) to you that I have the 
treasures of Allah with me, nor 
this; that I come to know the 
knowledge of the unseen (on my 
own accord), nor do I say that I 
am an angel, nor do I say to those 
whom you despise that Allah will 
never give them any good; Allah 
knows well what is in their 


hearts; if I pet do so, I 
would henceforth definitely be 


amongst the unjust:' 


11:32. They said, '0 Nooh! You 
have disputed with us and 
disputed extremely; therefore, 
bring that (punishment) which 
you keep promising us, if you 
are truthful.' 


11:33. He said, 'Allah will bring 
it upon you if He wills, and you 
cannot make (Allah) tired.’ 


11:34. ‘And (until you do not 
accept faith), my advice will not 
benefit you if I desire good for 
you, whereas, Allah wills you 
to go astray (because of your 
disbelief); He is your Lord and 
only to Him you will return.’ 


11:35. (O Beloved) do they say 
that ‘He has fabricated it (i.e. the 
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Qur'aan)? Say you, = ‘Tf 
(hypothetically) I have fabricated 
it; so, my sin is upon me, and I 
am detached from your sin.' 


11:36. And it was revealed to 
Nooh that ‘None of your people 
will (now) become Muslims 
except those who have already 
accepted faith; therefore, do not 
grieve over what they do.' 


11:37. (Allah said to Nooh) 'And 
build the Ark under Our 
observation, and by Our 
command, and do not request to 
Me regarding the (forgiveness of 
the) unjust; they will definitely 
be drowned.’ 


11:38. And Nooh builds the 
Ark; and whenever the chiefs of 
his people would pass by, they 
would laugh at him. He (Nooh) 
said, ‘If you laugh at us, so, we 
will laugh at you at a time just 
as you laugh (now).' 


11:39. 'So, you will now come to 
know upon whom comes that 
punishment which will disgrace 
him (ie. a disbeliever) and that 
punishment comes down which 
is to last forever.' 
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11:40. To the extent that when 
Our command came and the 
clay oven gushed forth water, 
We said, 'Board the Ark as a 
pair; male and female; from 


every species, and your family 
members, and all other Muslims 
except those upon whom the 
Word (of punishment) has gone 
forth.'! And there were only a 
few Muslims with him. 


11:41. And he (Nooh) said, 
‘Board it. Allah's Name; with it 
is its sailing and its anchoring. 
Indeed, my Lord is surely Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful.' 


11:42. And it (ie. the Ark) is 
carrying them in the middle of 
such waves like mountains, and 
Nooh called out to his son and 
he was standing aside from it 
(outside the Ark); 'O0 my son! 
Embark along with us, and do 
not be with the disbelievers.' 


11:43. He (the son) said, I seek 
refuge now towards a mountain, 
it will save me from the water.' 
Nooh said, 'Today, there is no 
one who can save you from the 
punishment of Allah, except 
upon whom He bestows mercy,' 
and the wave came in between 
them, he therefore remained 
amongst the drowning ones. 
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11:44, And it was commanded, 
‘O earth! Swallow your water, 
and, O sky! Withhold.' And the 
water was made to dry up and 
the matter was concluded, and 
the Ark stopped upon Mount 
Al-Joodi and it was said, 'Away 
with the unjust people.' 


11:45. And Nooh invoked his 
Lord; (he) requested, '0 My 
Lord; indeed, my son is also 
from my family, and Your 
promise is definitely true and 
You are the Greatest of all in 
commanding.' 


11:46. He (Allah) said, '0 Nooh, 
he is not from your family; his 
deeds are most despicable. Do 
not ask Me for that of which 
you have no knowledge (in this 
regard); I advise you not to 
become oblivious.' 


11:47. He submitted, '0 My 
Lord, I seek Your refuge that I 
ask You that thing regarding 
which I have no knowledge, and. 
if You do not forgive me and do 
not have mercy upon me, I 
would therefore be a loser.' 


11:48. It was said, 'O Nooh, 
disembark from the Ark with 
peace and blessings from Us 
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which are upon you and upon = +3} a5 2,85 2Gu <1g < N75 : 
some groups that are with you; 4 aad Avs 

and some groups are those 4-\Gu 09 BGR 998-8 - 8 
whom We shall allow to benefit Sisalige seatbaie , . ‘ead 
in this world, and then a 


painful punishment will reach 
them from Us.' 


11:49. These are the news of the 
unseen which We reveal to you 
(O Beloved), which you did not 
know previously nor did your 
people. So, be patient; indeed, 
for the pious is a good ending. 
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11:50. And towards the people of hws 2 2 

‘Aad their compatriot Hood (was xi) 5 ISsbnd Bi als 
sent); he said, 'O0 my people! ag 4 FF 5224 
Worship Allah; there is no one Fh saciid 
worthy of worship except Him, 

you are merely fabricators.' ©. 535 thay oS 


11:51. 'O my people! I do not ask 
you. for any payment for it (ie. 
propagation); my repayment is 
only upon Him Who has created 
me. So, do you not have 
intellect?" 


11:52. 'And O my people! Seek 
forgiveness from your Lord, 
then turn towards Him (in 
repentance); He will send rain in 
abundance upon you and will 
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add strength to your present 
strength, and do not turn away 
whilst committing crimes.' 


11:53. They said, 'O Hood! You 
have not come to us with any 
proof and we are not to forsake 
our deities just upon your 
saying, nor are we to believe in 
your words.' 


11:54, 'We only say this; that one 
of our deities has thrown an evil 
grip upon you.' He said, T make 
Allah Witness, and you all be 
witness that I am disgusted from 
all those whom you ascribe as 
partners with Allah.' 


11:55. ‘Except Him, (I am not 
afraid even if) you all seek to 
trick me and do not give me 
respite.’ 


11:56. 'I rely upon Allah Who is 
my Lord and your Lord; there is 
no one that walks whose 
forelock is not in His Grip of 
power; indeed, my Lord is found 
on the Straight Path." 


11:57. 'If you then turn away, I 
have therefore conveyed to you 
that which I have been sent with 
towards you. And my Lord will 
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bring others in your place, and 
you will not be able to cause 
Him any harm. Indeed, my Lord 
is the Guardian over all things.' 


11:58. And when Our command Ac 426% S33 a4, 
(of punishment) came, We 536 Ci 
rescued Hood and the Muslims Guy-> * ae ee (o-Ral 
who were with him with Our a 


Mercy, and We saved them 021% 2 2 y 262% 
from a severe punishment. oweyt cat wee

11:60. And a curse followed AEF M SSO 


them in this world, and on the 

Day of Resurrection. Pay heed! $296 -1 asa @al- sift Hed 
Indeed, (the nation of) ‘Aad envy \s 6 lla 
disbelieved in their Lord. Away 

with 'Aad; the nation of Hood. 
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11:61. And (We sent) to the 

(tribe of) Thamood _ their 

compatriot Saalih; he said, 'O 4 

my people! Worship Allah; “A 

there is no one worthy of - ie 
worship except Him; He Ay SALT LS Pe a 
created you from the earth and v suey Ves 
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forgiveness from Him and turn PAYS Fay) Sie Fron ae 
towards Him (in repentance); 
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indeed, my Lord is Close, the 
Acceptor of supplication.' 


11:62. They said, 'O Saalih, you 
seemed very bright amongst us 
before this. Do you forbid us 
from worshipping the deities of 
our forefathers? And we indeed 
have a deceit-invoking doubt 
regarding that which you are 
calling us towards.' 


11:63. He said, 'O0 my people! 
Tell me; if I am upon a clear 
proof from my Lord and He has 
bestowed upon me mercy from 
Him, who will therefore rescue 
me from Him if (hypothetically) 
I disobey Him? So, besides loss, 
you will cause no gain for me.' 


11:64. ‘And O my people! This is 
the she-camel of Allah; a sign for 
you, leave her therefore alone; 
that she may graze in Allah's 
land, and do not touch her with 
evil (intent) lest an imminent 
punishment will reach you.' 


11:65. So, they cut her veins 
above the heels,  Saalih 
therefore said, 'Take benefit for 
a further three days in your 
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homes; this is a promise that 
will not be false.' 


11:66. Then, when Our 
command (of punishment) 
came, We saved Saalih and the 
Muslims by showing Our 
Mercy, and from the disgrace of 
that day. Indeed, your Lord is 
the Mighty, the Honourable. 


11:67. And the (terrible) scream 
seized the transgressors; so, at 
morning they remained lying 
(dead) fallen on their knees in 
their homes. 


11:68. As though they had never 
lived here. Listen! Indeed, the 
tribe of Thamood disbelieved in 
their Lord. Beware! Curse be 
upon the (tribe of) Thamood. 


11:69. And Our angels indeed 
came to Ibrahim with glad 
tidings, they said, ‘Salaam,’ he 
responded, 'Salaam,' and 
without any delay brought a 
roasted calf. 


11:70. When he saw their hands 
not reaching towards the food, 
he perceived them as strangers 
and inwardly began fearing 
them; they said, ‘Do not be 
afraid, we are sent to the People 
of Loot.' 
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11:71, And his wife was 
standing by and she started 
laughing, We henceforth gave 
her glad tidings regarding Is- 
haaq, and after Is-haaq; Ya'qoob. 


11:72. She said, '0 woe! What! 
Will I bear a child, whereas, I 
am an old woman, and this is 
my husband; an old man? 
Indeed, this is something 
astonishing.' 


11:73. The angels said, 'Are you 
astonished at the work of Allah? 
Allah's Mercy and His Blessi 

be upon you, O people of this 
house (of Ibrahim)! Indeed, only 
He is All-Praiseworthy, Most 
Honourable.' 


11:74, And when Ibrahim's fear 
subsided and Our glad tidings 
reached him, he began to 
dispute with regards to the 
People of Loot. 


11:75. Indeed, Ibrahim is most 
forbearing, tender-hearted, and 
repentant. 


11:76. 'O Ibrahim, refrain from 
this thought. Indeed, your 
Lord's command has arrived, 
and a punishment is indeed 
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destined upon them; that which 
will not be averted.' 


11:77. And when Our angels 
came to Loot (in the form of 
handsome young boys), he was 
grieved for them and was 
distressed due to them, and he 
said, 'This is a day of great 
hardship.’ 


11:78. And his people came 
running to him (for the boys), 
and they were in the habit of 
committing evil deeds 
(homosexuality) from before. 
He said, 'O my people! These 
are the daughters of my nation; 
they are purer for you (to 
marry), therefore, fear Allah 
and do not disgrace me in the 
midst of my guests (angels). Is 
there not even a_ single 
righteous man amongst you?! 


11:79, They said, 'You know that 
we have no right (ie. inclination) 
to the daughters of your tribe; 
and you certainly know what 
our desire is.' 

11:80. He (Loot) said, 'If only I 
had the strength against you or 
were able to get the refuge of 
some strong support.' 


11:81. The angels said, 'O Loot, 
we have been sent by your 
Lord, they cannot reach you; 
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therefore, take your entire 
household with you during the 
night, and none of you should 
turn around to see, except your 
wife; the same (punishment) is 
to reach her that will reach 
them (the infidels). Indeed, 
their promise is at the time of 
morning; is the morning not 
near?! 


11:82. So, when Our command 
came, We turned that town 
upside down and showered 
upon it continuously stones of 
baked clay. 


11:83. Which (i.e. the stones) are 
in the custody of your Lord; 
marked, and those stones are 
not at all far from the unjust. 


11:84. And to Madyan their 
compatriot Shu'ayb (was sent). 
He said, 'O my _ people! 
Worship Allah; there is no one 
worthy of worship except Him, 
and do not short-change in 
measure and weight. Indeed, I 
see you prosperous, and I fear 
the punishment of the 
encompassing Day upon you.’ 
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11:85. '0 my people! Measure 
and weigh in full with justice, 
and do not return the goods of 
people by short-changing, and 
do not roam on the earth 
causing turmoil.' 


11:86. 'The remainder from the 
bestowal of Allah is better for 
you, if you have certainty. And 
I am not a guardian over you at 
all. 


11:87. They said, 'O Shu'ayb, 
does your Salah command you 
that we should forsake the 
deities of our forefathers or that 
we should not do as we desire 
with our own wealth? (They 
said sarcastically) 'Oh yes! Only 
you are intelligent, righteous.' 


11:88. He said, 'O my people! 
So, tell me if I am upon a clear 
proof from my Lord and He 
has bestowed me with good 
sustenance from Him. And I do 
not want to act against what I 
forbid you from, I only intend 
to reform (you) as much as 
possible, my support is only 
from Allah; I rely upon Him 
only and towards only Him do 
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11:89 ‘And O my people! Let not 
your resentment towards me 
make you do that (evil act) which 
may (cause punishment to) befall 
you which befell the People of 
Nooh, or the People of Hood or 
the People of Saalih; and the 
People of Loot are not at all far 
from you (in time and place).' 


11:90. ‘Seek forgiveness from your 
Lord and then tum towards Him 
(in repentance); indeed, my Lord is 
Most Merciful, Most Affectionate.' 


11:91. They said, 'O Shu'ayb! 
We do not understand much of 
what you say, and we indeed 
perceive you as weak amongst 
us. And were it not for your 
tribe, we would have therefore 
stoned you; and in our sight, 
you have no respect at all.' 


11:92. He said, 'O my people! Is 
the force of my tribe upon you 
greater than Allah? And you 
have put Him (ie His 
commands) behind your back. 
Indeed, whatever you do is 
within my Lord's control.' 


11:93. 'And O people! Continue 
doing your work at your 
places; I am doing mine; you 
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will become aware very soon as 
to upon whom comes the 
punishment that will disgrace 
him, and who is the liar. And 
wait; I too am waiting with 
you. 


11:94, And when Our command 
came (to destroy them), We 
rescued Shu'ayb and _ the 
Muslims who were with him by 
showing Our Mercy. And the 
(terrible) scream seized the 
unjust, they therefore remained 
lying (dead) at morning in their 
homes on their knees. 


11:95. As if they had never even 
lived there. Behold! Away with 
Madyan, just as the (nation of) 
Thamood had been removed afar. 


11:96. And We indeed sent 
Moosa with Our verses and 
clear dominance. 


11:97. Towards Fir'awn and his 
courtiers; they henceforth 
followed the commands of 
Firlawn. And the work of 
Fir'awn was not appropriate. 


11:98. He (Fir'awn) will lead his 
people on the Day of 
Resurrection, he will therefore 
land them into Hell; and what a 
wretched place to land into. 
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11:99, And a curse followed them 
in the world and on the Day of 
Resurrection; what a wretched 
reward which they received. 


11:100. These are the narratives 
of the towns that We relate to 
you (O Beloved); of them some 
are standing (like the run-down 
buildings of 'Aad and Thamood) 
and some are cut off (ie. 
disappeared). 


11:101. And We did not oppress 
them, but it is they who 
wronged themselves; _ their 
deities, whom they worshipped 
other than Allah, did not 
therefore benefit them in the 
least when your Lord's 
command (i.e. punishment) 
came; and they (the false 
deities) did not increase 
anything for them other than 
destruction. 


11:102. And similar is the 
seizing of your Lord when He 
seizes (the inhabitants of) the 
towns upon their injustice; 
indeed, His seizing is painful, 
severe. 


11:103. Indeed, in this is a sign 
for the one who fears the 
punishment of the Hereafter; 
that is the Day in which all 
people will gather, and that is 
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the Day of presence. 


11:104. And We do not postpone 
it except for a calculated period. 


11:105. When that Day will 
come, no one will speak 
without the permission of 
Allah; so, amongst them some 
will be unfortunate and some 
fortunate. 


11:106. So, those who are 
unfortunate are in Hell, and 
they will bray in it like a 
donkey. 


11:107. Therein they will 
remain as long as the heavens 
and the earth (of the Hereafter) 
remain (and they will remain 
eternally), but as much as your 
Lord willed (that He may move 
them from extreme heat to 
bitterly cold punishment). 
Indeed, your Lord may do 
whatever whenever He wills. 


11:108. So, those who are 
fortunate; they are in Paradise, 
abiding therein forever as long 
as the heavens and the earth (of 
the Hereafter) remain, but as 
much as your Lord willed (that 
He may punish some sinful 
Muslims temporarily); this is a 
favour, never coming to an end. 
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11:109, So, O listener! Do not fall 
into deception as to whom these 
disbelievers worship; they only 
worship just as their forefathers 
worshipped before them; and 
We shall indeed return to them 
their portion in full, in which 
there will be no diminishment. 


11:110. And We indeed gave 
Moosa the Book, there was 
henceforth conflict regarding it. 
Had the Word of your Lord not 
been decreed previously, the 
matter would have henceforth 
been immediately decided 
regarding them; and they are 
indeed in a deceptive doubt 
concerning it. 


11:111. And indeed, as many as 
they are, your Lord will fully 
repay each and every one for 
his actions; He is Aware of their 
actions. 


11:112. Therefore (O Beloved), 
remain firm just as you are 
commanded to, and (as well as) 
whosoever has turned towards 
you (must also remain firm). 
And O people! Do not engage 
in rebellion. Indeed, He is 
observing your deeds. 


11:113. And do not lean towards 
the unjust, lest the Fire will 
touch you, and you do not have 
any supporter other than Allah; 
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11:114. And keep Salah 
established at the two ends of 
the day and in some parts of the 
night; verily, good deeds erase 
evil deeds; this is advice to those 
who accept advice. 


11:115. And have patience; that 
Allah does not waste the reward 
of the righteous. 


11:116. So, why were there not 
some amongst you from the 
generations before you; such 
people who had some share of 
righteousness who could have 
prevented turmoil on the earth? 
Yes; there were only a few 
whom We had rescued, and the 
unjust remained pursuing the 
luxury which was given to 
them, and they were sinners. 


11:117, And your Lord is not 
such that He would destroy (the 
people of) towns without reason. 
whilst its people are righteous. 


11:118. And had your Lord 
willed, He would have 
henceforth made all of mankind 
one nation and (therefore) they 
will always remain in conflict. 
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11:119. Except those upon whom. 
your Lord bestowed mercy; and. 
this is why He created them 
(that disputers will disunite and 
peacemakers will unite), and the 
Word of your Lord has been 
fulfilled; that ‘Indeed, I will 
definitely fill Hell with Jinn and 
humans combined.’ 


11:120. And We relate to you (O 
Beloved) all the news of the 
Messengers, in order to 
strengthen your heart with it. 
And in this chapter the truth 
has come to you, and for the 
Muslims; preaching and advice. 


11:121. And (O Beloved), say to 
the disbelievers, ‘Continue 
doing your (evil) work in your 
place; we do our work.' 


11:122. 'And wait; we too are 
waiting. 


11:123, ‘And only for Allah are 
the unseen of the heavens and 
the earth, and only towards Him 
is the return of all matters; 
therefore, worship Him and have 
trust in Him, and your Lord is 
not unaware of your actions.' 
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12. SURAH YUSUF (THE 
PROPHET JOSEPH) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
111 verses and 12 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


12:1, Alif-Laam-Ra. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) These are the verses 
of the Luminous Book. 


12:2. Indeed, We have sent it 
down as an Arabic Qur'aan; 
that you may understand. 


12:3. We relate to you the best 
narrative because We have sent 
the revelation of this Qur'aan to 
you; although, you were indeed 
unaware before (Our informing 
you about) this. 


12:4, Remember when Yusuf 
said to his father, 'O my father! 
I saw eleven stars, and the sun 
and the moon; I saw them 
prostrating to myself.’ 


12:5. He said, 'O my son! Do 
not reveal your dream to your

brothers; that they will devise a 
plot against you; indeed, Satan 
is an open enemy of mankind.' 


126. ‘And this is how your Lord 
will choose you, and teach you 
how to interpret (dreams), and 
will complete His favours upon 
you and upon the family of 
Ya'qoob the way He completed it 
upon both your forefathers; 
Ibrahim and Is-haaq. Indeed, your 
Lord is All-Knowing, Ever Wise.' 


12:7. Indeed, in (the story of) 
Yusuf and his brothers are 
signs for those who enquire. 


12:8. When they said, ‘Indeed, 
Yusuf and his (real) brother are 
dearer to our father than us, and 
we are one group; undoubtedly, 
our father is clearly deeply 
engrossed in his love.' 


12:9. (The brothers decided 
after consultation) ‘Kill Yusuf 
or throw him somewhere in the 
land; so that your father's face 
(i.e. attention) may be directed 
towards only you, and then 
thereafter it, you become 
righteous (by repenting).' 
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12:10. One from amongst them 
said, 'Do not kill Yusuf; cast him 
into a dark well so that some 
traveller may come and take him 
away, if you are to do (so).' 


12:11. They said, 'O our father! 
What happened to you, that you 
do not trust us with Yusuf? And 
we are his well-wishers.' 


12:12. ‘Send him with us 
tomorrow so that he may eat 
fruits and play, and we are 
indeed his protectors.' 


12:13. He said, 'Undoubtedly, I 
will be grieved that you take 
him (away from me), and I fear 
that a wolf may eat him, and 
you may be unaware of him.' 


12:14. They said, 'If the wolf 
eats him while we are a (strong) 
group, we are therefore of no 
use.' 


12:15. Then, when they took 
him away and all of them 
agreed that they should cast 
him in the dark well, and We 
sent the revelation to him 
(Yusuf); 'You will definitely tell 
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them of their doing at a time 
that they will know not.' 


12:16. And at nightfall they 
came to their father; weeping. 


12:17. They said, 'O our father! 
We went far ahead racing, 
leaving Yusuf near our goods; a 
wolf henceforth ate him. And 
you will not believe us in the 
least, although we are truthful.' 


12:18. And they brought his 
shirt stained with fake blood. 
He said, ‘Rather, your hearts 
have fabricated an excuse for 
you; so, (for me) patience is 
good. And only from Allah I 
seek help against the matters 
that you relate.' 


12:19. And there came a 
caravan, they therefore sent 
their water-drawer, he therefore 
lowered his bucket; he said, 'Ah! 
What a pleasant surprise! This is 
actually a boy.' And they hid 
him. as treasured merchandise; 
and Allah knows what they do. 


12:20. And the brothers sold 
him for a low value of limited 
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Dirhams (silver coins), and they 
had no interest in him. 


12:21. And the Egyptian who 
purchased him said to his wife, 
‘Keep him with honour; he may 
be beneficial to us, we may 
adopt him as our son.' And this 
is how We established Yusuf in 
the land (of Egypt), and in 
order that We may teach him 
how to interpret dreams. And 
Allah is Dominant upon His 
works, but most people know 
not. 


12:22. And when he matured to 
his full strength, We bestowed 
upon him the skill of decision- 
making and (particularly) the 
knowledge (of interpreting 
dreams); and this is how We 
reward the virtuous. 


12:23. And that woman, whose 
house he was in, tried to seduce 
him (against his will); that he 
may not stop himself.

12:24. And the woman indeed GPa Be Boe, 
intended for him, and he too i oe ae ae 
would have intended for the 

woman if he would not have 

seen the proof (of him being 

infallible) from his Lord; We did 

that (ie. showed him the proof) 

to move evil and ind 

away from him; indeed, he is 

one of Our chosen bondsmen. 


12:25. And they both ran towards 

the door, and the woman tore his 

shirt from behind, and they both ah 
found her husband at the door,  CAIS idiots 
She said (by twisting the fact), 


id 


‘What is the punishment of the Specuaysiriges 


one who sought evil with your 
wife? But this; that, he should be 
imprisoned or subjected to 
painful torture.’ 


12:26. Said (Yusuf), ‘It was she 
who (tried to) lure me; that I 
should not protect myself (to 
fulfil her evil desire),' and a 
witness (i.e. the child) from her 
own household testified, ‘If his 
shirt is torn from the front, the 
woman. is therefore truthful 
and he has said wrong. 


12:27. 'And if his shirt is torn 
from behind, the woman is 
therefore a liar and he is

12:28. When the governor saw 
his shirt torn from behind, he 
said, ‘Indeed, this is a deception 
of you women; undoubtedly, 
your deception is great.' 


12:29. 'O Yusuf! Do not think of 
it and © woman! Seek 
forgiveness for your sin; indeed, 
you are of the culprits.’ 


12:30. And some women of the 
city said, 'The governor's wife 
is seducing her young (slave); 
indeed, his love has taken root 
in her heart, and we find her 
clearly lost (in his love).' 


12:31. And when Zulaykha 
heard of their rumours, she sent 
an invitation to those women 
and prepared cushioned 
seating for them and gave each 
of them a knife and said to 
Yusuf, 'Come forth to them!’ 
When the women saw Yusuf, 
they began praising him, and 
cut their hands, and said, 
‘Glory be to Allah! This is not a 
human being; this is not but 
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12:32. Zulaykha said, 'So, this is 
the one regarding whom you 
used to taunt me and I indeed 
tried to entice him, he henceforth 
safeguarded himself. And if he 
will indeed not do what I tell 
him to do, he will definitely be 
imprisoned, and he will 
definitely be humiliated.' 


12:33. Yusuf said humbly, 'O 
my Lord, prison is dearer to me 
than the (evil) deed they invite 
me towards, and if You do not 
cast aside their deception (i.e. 
enticement) from me; (showing 
his humbleness by saying) and 
I could incline towards them 
and become unwise.' 


12:34. So, his Lord answered his 
supplication and cast aside the 
deceit of the women away from 
him. Indeed, only He is the All- 
Hearing, the All-Knowing. 


12:35. Then, even after seeing 
all the signs, they finally 
reached this conclusion; that, 
they should get him 
imprisoned for some time. 


12:36. And two young men 
went to prison along with him; 
one of them said, 'I dreamt that 
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HIB Aa gape 
Bint of 


I am extracting wine,' the other 
said, 'I dreamt that I am 
carrying some breads upon my 
head from which birds are 
eating. Tell us their 
interpretation; indeed, we see 
that you are virtuous.' 


12:37. Said Yusuf, 'The food 
which you receive will not 
reach you, but I will tell you the 
interpretation of this before it 
comes to you; this is one of the 
sciences my Lord has taught 
me. Indeed, I did not accept the 


religion of the people who do 
not believe in Allah and are 
deniers of the Hereafter.' 


12:38. 'And I have chosen the 
religion of my forefathers; 
Ibrahim, and Is-haaq and 
Ya'qoob. It is not befitting for 
us to ascribe anything as a 
partner to Allah; this is a 
Bounty of Allah upon us and 
upon the people, but most 
people are not grateful.' 


12:39. 'O both my fellow 
prisoners! Are (many) separate 
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lords better, or One Allah Who 
is Dominant over all?! 


12:40. 'You do not worship 
other than Him, but merely 
(assumed) names devised by 
you and your forefathers; Allah 
has not sent down any proof 
regarding them. There is no 
command but that of Allah; He 
has commanded that you do 
not worship anyone except 
Him; this is the straight 
religion, but most people know 
not.' 


12:41. ‘0 my two fellow 
prisoners! One of you will give 
his lord (the king) wine to 
drink; as for the other, he will 
be crucified, birds will therefore 
eat from his head; the command 
has been issued concerning the 
matter you had enquired about.' 


12:42. And of the two, Yusuf said 
to the one whom he thought 
would be saved, 'Remember me 
in the company of your lord (the 
king).' The Devil therefore caused 
him to forget to mention Yusuf to 
his lord; so, Yusuf stayed in 
prison for several more years. 
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12:43. And the king said, 'I saw 
in a dream seven healthy cows; 
that seven skinny cows are 
eating them, and seven green 
ears of corn and seven others 
dry. O courtiers! Interpret my 
dream, if you can interpret 
dreams:.' 


12:44. They answered, 'These 
are confusing dreams, and we 
do not know the interpretation 
of dreams. 


12:45. And of the two 
(prisoners), the one who was 
saved said; and after a long 
time, he remembered, 'I will tell 
you its interpretation; therefore, 
send me forth (to Yusuf).' 


12:46. 'O Yusuf, O truthful one! 
Interpret to us (a dream about) 
seven healthy cows whom 
seven skinny cows are eating 
and seven green ears of corn 
and seven other dry ones, so 
that I may return to the people; 
perhaps they may come to 
know (its interpretation).' 
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12:47. He said, 'You will 
cultivate for seven years 
continuously; so, leave all that 
you harvest in the ear except 
however much you may eat.' 


12:48. 'After that will then come 
seven difficult years (of 
drought) that will consume all 
that you had kept stored for 
them already except a little 
which you may save (for 
replanting).' 


12:49. 'After that will then come 
a year in which the people will 
be given rain and in which they 
will extract juice.' 


12:50. And the king said, 'Bring 
him to me.' When the envoy 
therefore came to him, Yusuf 
said, ‘Return to your lord (ie. 
king) and ask him what is the 
state of the women who had cut 
their hands. Indeed, my Lord 
(Allah) knows their deception.' 


12:51. The king said, 'O0 women! 
What was your role when you 
tried to entice Yusuf?' They 
answered, 'Glory be to Allah! 
We did not find any immorality 
in him.' The wife of the 
governor said, 'The truth has 
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12:52. Said Yusuf, 'I did this so 
that the governor may realise that 


I did not betray him behind his 239444795, eh 
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12:53. (Yusuf said to display 
humility) ‘And I do not 
describe my own self free from 
blame; undoubtedly, the baser- 
self commands evil excessively 
except upon whom my Lord 
has mercy; indeed, my Lord is 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful.' 


12:54. And the king said, ‘Bring 
him to me so that I may select 
him especially for myself.' Then, 
when he (the king) spoke to 
him, he (the king) said, 'Indeed, 
today you are with us (as); the 
honourable, the trusted.' 


12:55. Said Yusuf, ‘Appoint me 
(as an authority) over the 
treasures of the land. Indeed, I 
am a protector, knowledgeable.' 


12:56. And this is how We gave 
Yusuf control over that land; to 
live therein wherever he 
desires. We may convey Our 
Mercy to whomever We will, 
and We do not waste the 
reward of the righteous. 


12:57. And the reward of the 
Hereafter is undoubtedly better 
for those who accepted faith 
and remained pious. 
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12:59. And when he provided 
them with their luggage (of 
food), he said, 'Bring your step- 
brother to me. Do you not see 
that I measure in full and that I 
am the best in hospitality?' 


12:60. ‘If you do not then bring 
him to me, there shall therefore 
be no measure (i.e. provisions) 
for you with me and do not 
ever come near me.' 


12:61. They said, ‘We will 
request for him from his father; 
and this we have to do.' 


12:62. And Yusuf said to his 
servants, ‘Place their money 
into their sacks, perhaps they 
may recognise it when they 
return to their home, perhaps 
they may return.' 


12:63. So, when they returned to 
their father, they said, 'O our 
father! The provision has been 
denied to us (for the future); 
hence, send our brother with us 
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so that we may bring the 
provision, and we will definitely 
protect him.' 


12:64. He said, 'Shall I trust you 
regarding him the same way I 
had trusted you before regarding 
his brother? So, Allah is the Best 
Protector and He is More 
Merciful than all those who 
show mercy.’ 


12:65. And when they opened 
their luggage, they found that 
their money had been returned 
to them. They said, 'O our father! 
What more can we ask for? This 
is our money which has been 
returned to us. And we may 
bring the provision for our 
homes, and guard our brother 
and get an extra camel-load; this 


granting (of load) is insignificant 
for the king (Yusuf).' 


12:66. He said, 'I shall never send 
him with you until you give me 
this solemn pledge of Allah that 
you will definitely bring him 
back, unless you are surrounded 
(by enemies whilst being 
compelled).' And when they 
gave Ya'goob a solemn pledge, 
he said, 'Allah's guarantee is 
upon what we say.' 


12:67. And he said, 'O my sons! 
Do not enter through one gate, 
and enter through different 
gates. And I cannot save you 
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against Allah. Command is 
only of Allah; I relied upon only 
Him; and all those who rely 
should rely upon only Him.' 


12:68. And when they entered 
from the place where their 
father had commanded, that 
would not at all have saved 
them against Allah; yes, there 
was a wish in the heart of 
Ya'qoob which he fulfilled; and 
he (Ya'qoob) is indeed a 
possessor of knowledge by Our 
teaching, but most people 
know not. 


12:69. And when they went to 
Yusuf, he gave his brother a 
place next to him. (Yusuf) said, 
"Be assured, I really am your 
brother; so, for whatever they 
do, do not grieve.' 


12:70. Then, when he had 
provided them their goods (of 
food), he put a drinking-cup 
(also used for measuring) in his 
brother's saddlebag, and an 
announcer then called, 'O 
people of the caravan! You are 
indeed thieves.' 


12:71. They said turning towards 
them, 'What is it you cannot find?" 
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12:72. They said, 'We cannot find 
the king's measuring cup, and 
for him who brings it is a camel- 
load (of food as a reward), and I 
am its guarantor.' 


12:73. They said, 'By Allah, you 
know very well that we did not 
come to cause turmoil in the 
land, nor are we thieves.' 


12:74. They said, 'And what shall 
be the punishment for him if you 
are liars?’ 


12:75. They said, The punishment 
for him is that he, in whose bag it 
is found, himself shall become a 
slave in recompense for it; this is 
how we punish the unjust.’ 


12:76. So, he (Yusuf) first 
searched their bags before his 
brother's bag, then took it out 
from his brother's bag; this was 
the plan We had taught Yusuf, 
(yet) he did not have the right 
to take his brother according to 
the law of the king (of Egypt) 
except if Allah wills. We may 
raise in ranks whomsoever We 
will, and above every possessor 
of knowledge is one (more) 
knowledgeable. 


12:77. The brothers said, ‘If he 
steals; so, one brother has indeed 
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stolen before him.' So, Yusuf 
kept this in his heart and did not 
reveal it to them, he said within 
himself, 'You are in a worse 
position and Allah knows well 
the matters which you fabricate.’ 


12:78. They said, 'O governor! 
He has a very old father; 
therefore, take one of us in his 
place. Indeed, we _ are 
witnessing your favours.' 


12:79. He said, ‘(I seek) the 
refuge of Allah that we should 
take anyone other than him 
with whom our goods were 
found; we would therefore be 
unjust.' 


12:80. Then, when they lost hope 
in him, they went aside and 
started discussing with each other 
in secrecy. Their eldest brother 
said, 'Do you not know that your 
father has taken from you a 
solemn pledge of Allah, and 
before this, how you had fallen 
short in your duty regarding 
Yusuf? Therefore, I will not move 
from here until my father permits 
or Allah commands me; and His 
command is the best.’ 
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12:81. 'Return to your father and 
then say humbly, “O our father! 
Indeed, your son has stolen. 
And we were witnesses only to 
what we had in our knowledge, 
and we were not watchful of 
(the matters of) the unseen.”' 


12:82. 'And ask (the people of) 
that town in which we were and 
the (people of the) caravan with 
which we came; and we are 
indeed truthful.’ 


12:83. Said (Ya'qoob), ‘Your baser- 
selves have fabricated for you 
some excuse, patience is 
henceforth good (for me). It is 
near that Allah will bring all of 
them to me; undoubtedly, only 
He is the All-Knowing, the Wise.' 


12:84. And he turned away 
from them and said, 'Alas, my 
sorrow for the separation from 
Yusuf!' And his eyes turned 
white with sorrow (ie. he 
became blind); he therefore 
kept suppressing his anger. 


12:85. They said, ‘By Allah, you 
will keep remembering Yusuf 
until you are close to death or 
you may even pass away.'

12:86. He said, 'I plead only to 
Allah in my worry and grief, 
and I know those Grandeurs of 
Allah which you know not:' 


12:87. 'O sons! Go search for 
Yusuf and his brother, and do 
not lose hope in the Mercy of 
Allah. Indeed, no one loses 
hope in the Mercy of Allah 
except the disbelievers.' 


12:88. Then, when they reached 
Yusuf, they said, 'O governor! 
Calamity has struck us and our 
household, and we have brought 


an insignificant amount of 
capital; therefore, give us the full 
measure and give us (some as) 
charity. Undoubtedly, Allah 
rewards the charitable.' 


12:89. He said, 'Are you aware of 
what you did to Yusuf and his 
brother when you were unwise?! 


12:90. They said, 'Are you really, 
in truth, Yusuf?! He said, 'T am 
Yusuf and this is my brother. 
Indeed, Allah has bestowed 
favour upon us; undoubtedly, 
whoever practices piety and 
patience, Allah does not 
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henceforth waste the reward of 
the righteous.' 


12:91. They said, 'By Allah; 
undoubtedly, Allah has given 
you superiority over us, and we 
were indeed wrongful.' 


12:92. He said, 'There is no 
criticism on you this day! May 
Allah forgive you, and He is the 
Greatest of all those who show 
mercy.' 

12:93. 'Take this shirt of mine and 
place it on my father's face; his 
vision will be restored. And bring 
your entire household to me.' 


12:94. When the caravan left 
Egypt, their father said on this 
occasion, ‘Indeed, I find the 
fragrance of Yusuf, if you do 
not refer to me as senile.' 


12:95. The sons said, 'By Allah, 
you are (still) deeply engrossed 
in that same old love of yours. 


12:96. Then, when the bearer of 
glad tidings came (ie. one 
brother - Yahooda), he placed 
the shirt on the face of Ya'qoob; 
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he immediately regained his 
eyesight. He said, 'Did I not tell 
you? I know those Grandeurs 
of Allah which you know not.' 


12:97. They said, 'O our father! 
Seek forgiveness for our sins; 
indeed, we are wrongful.' 


12:98. He said, I shall soon seek 
forgiveness for you from my 
Lord; indeed, only He is the Most 
Forgiving, the Most Merciful.’ 


12:99. So, when they all reached 
Yusuf, he gave a place to his 
parents next to him and said, 
‘Enter Egypt, Allah willing, 
with safety.' 


12:100. And he made his parents 
sit on the throne, and they all 
fell down in prostration to him. 
And Yusuf said, 'O my father! 
This is the interpretation of my 
earlier dream; undoubtedly, my 
Lord has made it true, and He 
has indeed bestowed favour 
upon me; that He brought me 
out of the prison and brought 
you all out from the village after 
the Devil had created conflict 
between me and my brothers. 
Indeed, my Lord may make 
easy whatsoever He wills; 
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undoubtedly, He is the All- 
Knowing, the Wise.' 


12:101. 'O my Lord, You have 
indeed given me a kingdom 
and have taught me how to 
deduce the solutions of some 
matters ie. interpreting 
dreams). O Creator of the 
heavens and the earth, You are 
my Supporter in this world and 
in the Hereafter; cause me to 
die as a Muslim, and include 
me with those who deserve 
Your closeness.’ 


12:102. These are some news of 
the unseen which We reveal to 
you (O Beloved). And you were 
not with them (physically) when 
they put together their plan 
firmly, and they were scheming. 


12:103. And most people will 
not believe, no matter how 
much you desire it. 


12:104. And you (O Beloved) do 
not ask them any recompense in 
return for it (ie. for the 
propagation of Islam); this is not 
but advice to the entire world. 


12:105. And how many signs 
exist in the heavens and the earth 
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that most people encounter and 
(yet) remain. unaware of them. 


12:106. And most of them are 
those who do not believe in 
Allah except whilst ascribing 
partners. 


12:107. Have they become 
fearless that the punishment of 
Allah will come to surround 
them, or the Day of Judgement 
may arrive suddenly upon 
them and they are unaware? 


12:108. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘This (ie. Islamic Shari'ah) is my 
path; I call towards Allah. I and 
those who follow my footsteps 
have insight, and Glory is to 
Allah, and I am not a polytheist.' 


12:109. And all the Messengers 
We sent before you were only 
men, towards whom We sent 
revelation, and were dwellers 
of towns. So, have these people 
not travelled the land and seen 
the outcome of those before 
them (who belied the 
Prophets)? And the abode of 
the Hereafter is undoubtedly 
better for the pious; so, do you 
not have sense? 
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12:110. To the extent that when 
the Messengers lost hope of 
apparent means, and the people 
thought that the Messengers had 
informed them incorrectly. At 
that time, Our help came (for the 
believers); so, whosoever We 
willed was saved. And Our 
punishment is never averted 
from the criminals. 


12:111. Indeed, the stories (of the 
Prophets) are a lesson for the 
people of understanding. This 
(ie. the Qur'aan) is not some 
made-up story but a 
confirmation of the Books before 
it, and a detailed explanation of 
all things, and guidance and 
mercy for the Muslims.

13:1. Alif-Laam-Meem-Ra. 
are individual letters of the Arabic 


meanings. 

the Book, and that which has 
come down upon you from your 
Lord is the truth, but most people 
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13:2. Allah is (the One) Who 
has raised up the heavens 
without columns; that you may 
see, then established His 
Authority upon the Throne, 
and made the sun and the 
moon subservient; each one 
runs in accordance to a fixed 
term, Allah plans the work and 
explains the signs in detail; 
somehow, you may be certain 
about meeting your Lord. 


13:3. And it is He Who spread 
out the earth and made 
(mountains as) anchors and 
rivers therein. And made in the 
earth all kinds of fruits in pairs. 
He covers the night with the 
day; indeed, in this are signs for 
the people who ponder. 


13:4. And in the earth are various 
regions and are alongside each 
other, and gardens of grapes and 
crops, and date trees; grew from 
a single root and (grew) 
separately. All are being given 
one (kind of) water, and We 
make some fruits better than 
others (in taste, benefits and 
looks); indeed, in this are signs 
for the people of intellect. 


13:5. And if you are amazed, 
then indeed the amazing thing is 
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their saying that 'Will we, after 
having turned to dust, be created 
anew?’ They are those who have 
denied their Lord, and they are 
those who will have shackles 
around their necks, and they are 
the dwellers of Hell; therein they 
are to remain. 


13:6. And they ask you to hasten 
the punishment before mercy; 


whereas, the punishments of 
those before them have already 
occurred. And your Lord indeed 
gives people a type of pardon 
(by delaying their punishment), 
despite their injustice, and the 


punishment from your Lord is 


indeed severe. 


13:7. And the disbelievers say, 
'Why has not a sign been sent 
down upon him from his 
Lord?' (O Beloved) You are 
purely a Warner, and a Guide 
for all nations. 


13:8. Allah knows whatever is 
in the womb of any female, and 
whatever the wombs decrease 
and increase; and all things are 
with Him in a fixed measure. 


13:9. (He is) the Knower of all 
the hidden and the visible; the 
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13:10. Equal are (in the 
knowledge of Allah) the one 
amongst you who speaks softly 
and. the one who speaks aloud, 
and the one who is hidden 
during the night and the one who 
walks the path during the day. 


13:11. For mankind there are 
alternating angels; in front and 
behind him, who guard him by 
Allah's command. Indeed, 
Allah does not change His 
Favour upon any nation until 
they change their own 
condition. And when Allah 


wills adversity for a nation, it 
cannot therefore be turned way. 
And they do not have any 
supporter except Him. 


13:12. It is He Who shows you 
the (flash of) lightning; for fear 
and for hope, and raises the 
heavy clouds. 


13:13. And the thunder proclaims 
His Glory with praise, and (as 
well as) the angels; out of His 
fear. And He sends thunder, He 
henceforth causes it to strike 
upon whomever He wills, whilst 
they (the disbelievers) are 
disputing concerning Allah; and

13:14. Calling only Him (as 
God) is the truth. And those 
whom they call upon (as gods) 
except Him, they do not hear 
them at all, but like the one 
who has his hands stretched 
out in front of the water that it 
may come into his mouth; and 
it will never come. And every 
supplication of the disbelievers 
remains wandering. 


13:15. And to only Allah; 
prostrate all that are in the 
heavens and the earth; happily, 
or be it forcefully, and their 
shadows also (prostrate to Him), 
every morning and evening. 


13:16. Say you (O Beloved), 'Who 
is the Lord of the heavens and 
the earth?! You yourself proclaim, 
'Allah.' Say you, ‘So, have you 
taken those as supporters except 
Him, who can neither benefit nor 
harm themselves?’ Say you, ‘Will 
the blind and the seeing become 
equal? Or will (every) darkness 
and light become equal?' Have 
they associated to Allah such 
partners who created something 
similar to what Allah has 
created? So, to them, their 
creation and His creation seemed 
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alike? You proclaim, ‘Allah is the 
Creator of all things, and He 
Alone is the Dominant upon all.' 


13:17. He sent down water from 
the sky, streams therefore 
gushed according to their 
capacity; the water flow thus 
brought forth increasing foam. 
And (similarly) upon which 
they ignite the fire to make 
ornaments or other items; from 
that too emits similar foam. 
Allah illustrates that this is the 
example of truth and falsehood; 
so, the foam bursts and 
disappears, and that (water) 
which is of use to the people 
remains in the earth; this is how 
Allah illustrates examples. 


13:18. For those people who 
obeyed the command of Allah; 
only for them is goodness. And 
those who disobeyed Him; 
(their condition is such that) if 
they owned all that is in the 
earth, and more like it; being in 
their possession, they would 
have given it to save 
themselves; it is they who will 
have a terrible reckoning, and 
their abode is Hell; and what a 
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13:19. So, will the one who

13:20. (They are) those who fulfil 
the pact of Allah and do not go 
back on their word having 
promised. 


13:21. And those who join what 
Allah has commanded to be 
joined, and who fear their Lord 
and have fear for the harsh 
reckoning. 


13:22. And those who were 
patient in order to gain their 
Lord's contentment, and kept 
Salah established and spent in 
Our Way from what We 
bestowed upon them; secretly 
and openly, and repel evil with 
goodness; only for them is the 
benefit of the final abode. 


13:23. The Gardens of living 27 -2<<|-42f% 2% 
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(by means of them, will enter 
Paradise) the deserving ones 
from amongst their forefathers, 
and their wives and _ their 
offspring; the angels will come 
to them from every gate whilst 
saying this. 


13:24. 'Peace be upon you; the 
recompense of your patience. 
So, what an excellent final 
abode is achieved.' 


13:25. And those who break the 
pact of Allah after its 
confirmation, and they break 
what Allah has commanded to 
be joined and spread turmoil 
on the earth; their share is only 
curse and their destiny is the 
despicable abode.

13:27. And the disbelievers say, 
'Why was not a sign sent down 
upon him from his Lord?' Say 
you (O Beloved), 'Indeed, Allah 
causes to go astray whomever

Him.' 


13:28. ‘Those who accepted 
faith and whose hearts find 
satisfaction in the remembrance 
of Allah. Pay heed! Only in the 
remembrance of Allah is the 
satisfaction of hearts.' 


13:29. ‘Those who believed and 
did good deeds; for them is 
bliss and a good outcome.' 


13:30. Similarly, We sent you (O 
Beloved) towards that 
community, before which other 
communities have passed on; 
that you recite to them the 
revelation We sent down to you, 
and they are denying the Most 
Gracious. Say you, 'He is my 
Lord; there is no one worthy of 
worship except Him, I relied 
upon only Him and towards 
only Him is my return. 


13:31. And if there would have 
come such a Qur'aan by which 
mountains could have moved, 
or the earth could have burst, 
or the dead could have spoken; 
even then these disbelievers 
would not have believed. 
Rather, all matters are in only 
Allah's Authority. So, did the 
Muslims not lose hope with it 
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(ie. for the disbelievers to 
accept faith); that, had Allah 
willed, He would have guided 
all of mankind? Extreme 
disasters will continue to strike 
the disbelievers on account of 
their (evil) deeds, or (a disaster) 
will descend near their homes 
until Allah's promise comes; 
indeed, Allah does not go 
against (His) promise. 


13:32. And the Messengers before 
you were indeed also mocked at, 
I henceforth gave the disbelievers 
respite for some days and then 
seized them; so, how (dreadful) 
was My punishment. 


13:33. So, is He Who keeps 
watch over the deeds of every 
soul (equal to the false deities)? 
And (yet) they ascribe partners 
to Allah. Say you (O Beloved), 
Just name them (who are the 


which, in His knowledge, does 
not exist in the entire earth, or is 
it just superficial talk?’ Rather, 
the deceit of the disbelievers 
seems good in their eyes and 
they are prevented from the 
(right) path; and whomever 
Allah causes to go astray, there is 
no one to guide him. 
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13:34. They will be punished in 
the life of this world, and the 
punishment of the Hereafter is 
indeed the most severe; and 
there is no one to save them 
from Allah. 


13:35. A description of that 
Paradise which is promised to 
the pious; rivers flow beneath 
it, its fruits are endless, and its 
shade (also); this is the reward 
of those who fear, and the end 
result of the disbelievers is the 
Fire, 


13:36. And those to whom We 
gave the Book (i.e. the Jews and 
the Christians who accepted 
Islam), they rejoice over what is 
revealed to you. And amongst 
those groups (of Jews and 
Christians) are some who deny 
part of it. Say you (O Beloved), T 
am commanded only this; that I 
worship Allah and not ascribe 
any partner to Him; towards 
only Him I invite, and towards 
only Him is my return.’ 


13:37. And in this way We have 
revealed (the Qur'aan as) an 
Arabic commandment (of Allah), 
and O listener! If you follow 
their desires after knowledge has 
come to you, you will therefore 
neither have a supporter nor any

13:38. And We indeed sent 
Messengers before you, and made 
wives and children for them 
(excluding the Prophet Yahya and 
the Prophet 'Eisa), and it is not 
the task of any Messenger to 
bring any sign except by Allah's 
command; and for each 

there is a (period in) writing. 


13:39. Allah erases and affirms 
whatever He wills; and the 
actual writing is with Him. 


13:40. And (O Beloved), if We 
show you any promise (i.e. 
punishment) that is given to 
them, or call you to Us fetare it; 
so, in any case, upon you is just 
the conveying (of the message), 
and to take (their) account is 
Our responsibility. 


13:41. Do they not perceive that 
We are reducing their land 
from all directions? And Allah 
gives command; there is no one 
that can postpone’ His 
command. And He does not 
take long in taking account. 


13:42. And those before them 
had plotted; Allah Himself is 
henceforth the Master of all 
secret plans. He knows 
whatever any soul earns, and 
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the disbelievers will soon 
realise for whom is the (good) 
final abode. 


13:43. And the disbelievers say, 
'You are not a Messenger.' Say 
you (O Beloved), ‘Allah is 
sufficient as a Witness between 
me and you, and (so is) the one 
who has knowledge of the Book.' 


14, SURAH IBRAHIM 
(THE PROPHET ABRAHAM) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
52 verses and 7 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


14:1. Alif-Laam-Ra. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) (This Qur'aan) is a 
Book that We have sent down 
upon you (O Beloved) that you 
may bring forth people from 
darknesses into light by the 
command of their Lord, towards 
the path of the Most Honourable, 
the Most Praiseworthy. 


14:2. (e.) Allah; that only to 
Him belongs whatever is in the 
heavens and whatever is in the 
earthh And woe to _ the 
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= SURAH IBRAHIM 14 PART 13 


disbelievers on account of a 
severe punishment. 


14:3. To whom the worldly life 
is dearer than the Hereafter, 
and who prevent (people) from 
the way of Allah and wish 
deviation in it; they are in far 
misguidance. 


14:4. And We sent every 
Messenger with the very 
language of his people, that he 
may explain to them clearly. 
Then, Allah causes to go astray 
whomever He wills, and He 
guides whomsoever He wills; 
and only He is the Most 
Honourable, the Wise. 


14:5. And We indeed sent Moosa 
along with Our signs; that ‘Bring 
your people from  darknesses 
into light, and remind them of 
the days of Allah (when various 
favours were bestowed); indeed, 
in them (remembering these 
days) are signs for every greatly 
patient thankful person.' 


14:6. And when Moosa said to 
his people, 'Remember Allah's 
favour upon you when He 
rescued you from the people of 
Fir'awn who were inflicting 
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you with a dreadful torment, 
and were slaying your sons and 
keeping your daughters alive. 
And in it (Le. rescuing you) was 
a great bounty of your Lord. 


14:7. And remember when your 
Lord proclaimed, 'If you are 
grateful, I will henceforth give 
you more; and if you are 
ungrateful, My punishment is 
henceforth severe.' 


14:8. And Moosa said, ‘If you and 
all who are on the earth become 
disbelievers; so, Allah is indeed 
Independent, Most Praiseworthy.' 


14:9. Did the news not reach 
you of those who existed before 
you, the People of Nooh, and 
‘Aad and Thamood, and those 
after them? Only Allah knows 
them. Their Messengers came 
to them with clear proofs, they 
hence raised their hands 
towards their own mouths 
(biting their fingers in anger) 
and said, 'We disbelieve in 
what you have been sent with, 
and we are in such a gravely 
hindering doubt regarding the 
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14:10. Their Messengers said, 
‘Do you have doubt concerning 
Allah; the Creator of the 
heavens and the earth? He calls 
you (towards His obedience); 
that He may forgive some of 
your sins and allow you to live 
a life free from punishment until 
the fixed time of death.’ They 
said, 'You are just a human like 
us, you wish to prevent us from 
that which our forefathers used 
to worship; now bring for us 
some clear proof.’ 


14:11. Their Messengers said to 
them (to display humbleness), 
'We are indeed humans like 
you, but Allah bestows favour 
upon whomsoever He wills 
amongst His bondsmen. It is 
not our task to bring any proof 
to you except by the command 
of Allah, and upon only Allah 
should the Muslims rely.' 


14:12. ‘And what has happened 
to us that we should not rely 
upon Allah? He has shown us 
our ways, and we will definitely 
be patient upon the troubles you 
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rely should rely upon only Allah.' 


14:13. And the disbelievers said 
to their Messengers, 'We will 
definitely banish you from our 
land, or you accept our 
religion.' So, their Lord sent 
them the revelation; that 'We 
will definitely destroy the 
unjust people.' 


14:14. 'And We will definitely 
establish you in the land after 
them; this is for the one who 
fears to stand in My Majestic 
Court and fears the command 
of punishment declared by Me. 


14:15. And they sought a 
decision, and every stubborn 
tyrant ended up being 
unsuccessful. 


14:16. Hell went after him, and 
he will be made to drink liquid 
pus. 


14:17. (He) will sip it with much 
difficulty and there will be no 
hope of swallowing it, and (it 
will feel as though) death 
approaches him from every 
direction, and he will not die, 
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and thereafter awaits dense 
punishment. 


14:18. The state of those who 
disbelieve in their Lord is such 
that their deeds are like ash, 
upon which a strong blast of 
wind came on a stormy day; 
they got nothing from all that 
they earned; only this is deep 
misguidance. 


14:19. Have you not seen that 
Allah has created the heavens 
and the earth with the truth? If 
He wills, He can remove you 
and bring a new creation. 


14:20. And this is not at all 
difficult for Allah. 


14:21, They will all publicly 
present in the Majestic Court of 
Allah; so, those who were weak 
will say to the arrogant, 'We 
were your followers, is it possible 
that you avert some of Allah's 
punishment away from us?' They 
will reply, ‘If Allah; had guided 
us, we would have guided you. 
It is the same for us; whether we 
panic or remain patient; we have 
no place of refuge.' 
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14:22, And the Devil will say 
when the matter has been 
decided, ‘Indeed, Allah had 
given you a true promise, and 
the promise I gave to you was a 
false one, and I had no control 
over you except that I invited 
you and you obeyed me, do not 
therefore accuse me now; 
blame only yourselves, neither 
can I help you, nor can you 
help me. I am_ extremely 
disgusted with your ascribing 
me as a partner (to Allah) 
previously. Indeed, for the 
unjust is a painful punishment.' 


14:23. And those who believed 
and did good deeds will be 
admitted into Gardens beneath 
which rivers flow; abiding 
therein forever, by the 
command of their Lord. Their 
greeting at the time of their 
meeting therein is 'Salaam.' 


14:24. Did you not see how 
Allah illustrated the example of 
a sacred word? Like a sanctified 
tree, which has firm roots and 
branches (reaching) into the 
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14:25. Bearing fruit at all times 
by the command of its Lord; 
and Allah illustrates examples 
for people so that they perhaps 
understand. 


14:26. And the example of a bad 
saying is like a filthy tree, 
which is cut off above the 
ground; it does not have 
stability now. 


14:27. Allah keeps the believers 
firm upon the truth in the life of 
this world and in the Hereafter, 
and Allah causes the unjust to 
go astray, and Allah does 
whatever He wills. 


14:28. Did you not see those who 
changed the Bounty of Allah for 
ungratefulness (ie. by not 
believing in the Beloved Prophet) 
and led their people down to the 
house of destruction? 


14:29. That which is Hell; they 
will enter it; and what a 
wretched place to stay. 


14:30. And they ascribed equals 
to Allah to mislead from His 
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Path. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Enjoy for a while; your end is 
the Fire.' 


14:31, Say to those bondsmen of 
Mine who believed that they 
should keep Salah established 
and spend some in Our Path 
from what We have given; 
secretly and openly, before the 
arrival of that Day in which 
there will be no trade nor any 
friendship. 


14:32. It is Allah Who created 
the heavens and the earth, and 
sent down water from the sky; 
thereby producing some fruits 
for you to eat, and made the 
boat subservient to you that 
they (the boats) may sail 
through the river by His 
command, and made the rivers 
subservient to you. 


14:33. And He made the sun 
and the moon subservient to 
you, which are constantly 
moving, and made the night 
and the day subservient to you. 


14:34. And He granted you 
much of what you asked for, and 
if you count the favours of Allah, 
you will therefore not be able to 
count (them). Indeed, man is 
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very unjust, most ungrateful. 


14:35. And remember when 
Ibrahim said humbly, '0 my 
Lord, make this town (Makkah) 
secure, and safeguard me and 
my sons from worshipping 
idols.' 


14:36. 'O my Lord, the idols 
have undoubtedly led many 
people astray, whosoever 
therefore sided with me is 
mine. And whoever disobeyed 
me; so, You are indeed Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful.' 


14:37. 'O my Lord, I have made 
some of my offspring settle in a 
valley wherein there is no 
cultivation, near Your Sacred 
House. O our Lord, in order 
that they may establish Salah, 
so that you cause some hearts 
to incline towards them, and 
provide them fruits to eat; 
perhaps they acknowledge.’ 


14:38. 'O our Lord, You know 
what we conceal and what we 
disclose; and nothing is hidden 
from Allah; neither in the earth 
nor in the heavens.' 
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14:39. 'All praise is due to Allah 
Who gave me Isma'eel and Is- 
haaq, in my old age. Indeed, 
my Lord is the Listener (ie. 
Acceptor) of supplication.' 


14:40. 'O my Lord, make me the 
one who keeps Salah established, 
and (also) to some of my 
offspring. O our Lord, and 
answer my supplication.' 


14:41. 'O our Lord, forgive me, 
and my parents, and all the 
Muslims on the Day when 
accountability will take place.' 


14:42. And do not ever consider 
Allah as unaware of the deeds 
of the unjust; He is not giving 
them respite but for that Day in 
which the eyes will remain 
staring fixatedly (in horror). 


14:43. They shall come out 
running in panic, with their 
heads raised up; that their 
eyelashes do not return towards 
them, and their hearts will not at 


all have any strength. 


14:44, And warn the people from 
that Day when the punishment 
will come upon them, the unjust 
will therefore say, 'O our Lord! 
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Give us respite for a little while, 
for us to obey Your call and 
follow the Messengers.' (It will 
be said) 'So, had you not sworn 
an oath before; that 'We are not 


going (anywhere) by moving 
away from this world.”?! 


14:45. 'And you resided in the 
houses of those who had 
wronged themselves, and it 
became very clear to you how 
We had dealt with them, and 
We explained to you by giving 
examples.' 


14:46. And they indeed carried 
out their scheme, and their 
scheming is in the control of 
Allah, and their scheme was 
not such that could move these 
mountains. 


14:47, So, do not ever assume 
that Allah will not fulfil His 
promise to His Messengers. 
Indeed, Allah is the Dominant, 
the Owner of retribution. 


14:48. On the Day when the 
earth will be changed to other 
than this earth, and the heavens 
too, and the people will all come 
forth (standing) before Allah; 
the One, the Dominant over all. 
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14:49, And on that Day, you 
will see the culprits bound with 
one another in chains. 


14:50. Their cloaks will be of 
pitch (ie. sticky, black and 
reeking liquid) and the Fire will 
cover their faces. 


1451. In order that Allah may 
repay each soul according to what 
it had earned. Indeed, Allah does 
not take long to take account. 


14:52. This (i.e. the Qur'aan) is 
the commandment to be 
conveyed to the people, and 
for this reason that they may 
be warned by it, and for this 
reason that they may come to 
know that He is the only One 
God, and for this reason that 
men of understanding may 
accept advice. 


SURAH AL-HIJR 
(THE ROCKY TRACT) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
99 verses and 6 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence with, the 
Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


15:1. Alif-Laam-Ra. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and _ His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) These are the verses 
of the Book and the Luminous 
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15:2. The disbelievers will 
eagerly desire that if only they 
had been Muslims. 


15:3. Leave them to eat and 
enjoy (life), and the hope (to live 
long) leads them to amusement; 
so, they will soon come to know. 


15:4. And every town that We 
destroyed had a known written 
decree for it. 


15:5. No group may advance its 
appointed promise nor can it 
fall behind. 


15:6. And they (the disbelievers) 
said, 'O the one upon whom the 
Qur'aan has been sent, you are 
indeed insane-.' 


15:7. 'Why do you not bring 
angels to us, if you are 
truthful?’ 


15:8. We do not send down 
angels in vain; and if they 
(angels) descend, they (the 
disbelievers) would hence not 
get any respite. 
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15:9. Indeed, We have sent 
down this Qur'aan, and indeed, 
We Ourselves are its Protector. 


15:10. And We indeed sent 
Messengers before you to the 
previous nations. 


15:11. And never does a 
Messenger come to them but 
they mock him. 


15:12. This is how We cause the 
mockery to enter the hearts of 
the culprits. 


15:13. They do not believe in 
him, and. the tradition of earlier 
nations has passed on (that 
they were in the same kind of 
habit of mocking). 


15:14. And if We open for them a 
gate in the heaven; that they may 
ascend into it during the day (so, 
they would still not believe). 


15:15. Even then they would 
say, ‘Our sights have been 
restricted; rather, we have been 
bewitched by magic.’ 
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15:16. And We indeed created 
towers in the skies, and 
beautified it for the beholders. 


15:17. And We have kept it 
guarded from every accursed 
devil. 


15:18. Except the one who goes 
to listen stealthily, a blazing 
flame henceforth pursues him. 


15:19. And We spread out the 
earth, and placed (mountains 
as) anchors in it, and therein 
grew everything by a (proper) 


measure. 


15:20. And created livelihoods 
for you therein, and created 
those for whom you do not 
provide sustenance. 


15:21. And there is not a thing, 
treasures of which We do not 
possess. And We do not send it 
down except by a known 
measure. 


15:22. And We sent the winds 
that fill the clouds with water, 
We henceforth caused the 
water to come down from the 
sky, then gave it to you to

And you are not at all its 
treasurers. 


15:23. And it is indeed We Who 
give life and it is We Who cause 
death, and only We are the 
Inheritor (Le. Owner, after their 
destruction). 


15:24. And We indeed know 
those amongst you who went 
forward, and We indeed know 
those amongst you who 
remained behind. 


15:25. And indeed, only your 
Lord will raise them all on the 
Day of Resurrection. Indeed, 
only He is Ever Wise, All- 
Knowing. 


15:26. Indeed, We created man 
from (dry) sound-emitting clay, 
which was in reality black 
reeking mud. 


15:27. And created Jinn before 
him, from smokeless fire. 


15:28. And recall when your 
Lord said to the angels that 'I 
am about to create man from 
sound-emitting clay, which is 
from black reeking mud.' 
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15:29. ‘Henceforth, when I have 
finished shaping him and 
breathed into him from Myself 
a distinct honourable soul, you 
should therefore fall down to 
him in prostration.' 

15:30. So, all the angels; each 
and every one of them, fell 
down in prostration. 


15:31. Except Iblees (Satan); he 
refused to be amongst those 
who prostrated. 


15:32, Said Allah, 'O Iblees! 
What happened to you that you 
stayed apart from those who 
prostrated?! 


15:33. He said, ‘It does not befit 
me to prostrate to a human 
being whom You have created 
from. sound-emitting clay, which 
was from black reeking mud.' 


15:34. Said Allah, 'So, get out 
from Paradise! That you are the 
rejected one.' 


15:35. 'And you are indeed 
accursed until the Day of 
Judgement!" 
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15:36. He said, '0 My Lord! 
Grant me respite till the Day 
when they are to be raised.' 


15:37. Said Allah, 'You are of 
those who are given respite.' 


15:38. ‘Till the Day of that 
known time.’ 


15:39. He said, 'O my Lord, I 
swear by this (assumption of 
mine) that You led me astray. I 
will distract them in the earth 
and I will lead them all astray.' 


15:40. ‘Except those amongst 
them who are Your chosen 
bondsmen.' 


15:41. Said Allah, 'This path 
leads straight towards Me.' 


15:42. 'Indeed, you do not have 
any control over My bondsmen 
except those misguided ones 
who follow you." 


15:43. And Hell is indeed the 
promise for all of them. 
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15:45. Indeed, those who fear 
(Allah) are in the Gardens and 
fountains. 


15:46. ‘Enter in them with 
peace, in safety.' 


15:47, And We have extracted 
out all malice which was in 
their chests; they are brothers, 
sitting face to face upon thrones. 


15:48. Neither any sorrow is to 
reach them in it, nor are they to 
be banished from it. 


15:49. Inform My bondsmen 
that undoubtedly only I am the 
Most Forgiving, the Most 
Merciful. 


15:50. And only My punishment 
is painful punishment. 


15:51. And inform them of 
Ibrahim's guests. 


15:52. When. they (the angels) 
came to him and said, 'Salaam', 
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15:53. They said, 'Do not fear, 
we give you glad tidings of a 
knowledgeable boy.' 


15:54, He said, 'Do you give me 
glad tidings upon (this fact) 
that old age has reached me? 
So, of what do you give glad 
tidings?! 


15:55. They said, 'We have 


given you true glad tidings; do 
not lose hope. 


15:56. He said, 'Who can be 
disappointed from the Mercy of 
his Lord except those who 
became misguided?! 


15:57. He said, ‘Then (now) 
what is your task, O angels?’ 


15:58. They said, 'We have been 


sent towards a sinning nation.' 
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we shall rescue all of them.’ 


15:60. 'Except his wife; we have 
decided (with the command of 
Allah) that she is of those who 
will stay behind.’ 


15:61. So, when the angels came 
to the family of Loot. 


15:62. He said, 'You are some 
kind of strange people.' 


15:63. They said, ‘Rather, we 
have brought to you that 
(punishment) in which these 
people were doubtful.' 


15:64. ‘And we have brought to 
you a true command, and we 
are indeed truthful.' 


15:65. 'Therefore, go out with 
your family whilst a part of the 
night remains, and you walk 
behind them, and none of you 
should turn around to see. And 
proceed straight to the place 
you are commanded to.' 


15:66. And We informed him 
the decision of this command; 
that in the morning the root of

15:67. And the people of the 
city came rejoicing (to the 
house of the Prophet Loot with 
evil intent). 


15:68. Loot said, 'These are my 
guests, do not disgrace me.' 


15:69. 'And fear Allah, and do 
not humiliate me.' 


15:70. They said, 'Had we not 
forbidden you from interfering 
in the matters of others?! 


15:71. He said, 'These women of 
our nation are my daughters, if 
you must do (marry them and 
fulfil your desire in the proper 
manner).' 


15:72. O Beloved, by the oath of 
your life; they are indeed 
wandering about in _ their 
intoxication (of misguidance). 


15:73. So, the (deafening) scream 
overcame them at sunrise. 


15:74. So, We made the upper 
side of that town its lower side 
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(ie. capsized it) and showered 
upon them stones of baked clay. 


15:75. Indeed, in this are signs 
for people who have insight. 


15:76. And that town is indeed 
upon a path which is still 
functional. 

15:77. Indeed, in this are signs 
for the believers. 


15:78. And the Bush-dwellers 
(ie. the nation of the Prophet 
Shu'ayb) were indeed definitely 
unjust. 


15:79. We henceforth took 
revenge from them; and both of 
these towns are indeed situated 
on an open path. 


15:80. And the people of Hijr 
(ie. the rocky tract) indeed 
belied the Messengers. 


15:81. And We gave them Our 
signs, and they kept their faces 
turned away from them. 


15:82. And they used to carve 
out houses in the mountains, 
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without fear. 


15:83. So, the (deafening) scream 
overcame them in the morning. 


15:84. Therefore, their earnings 
did not benefit them in the least. 


15:85. And We have not created 
the heavens and the earth and 
whatever is between them in 
vain. And indeed, the Last Day 
is coming; therefore (O 
Beloved), pardon graciously. 


15:86. Indeed, only your Lord is 
the Great Creator, the All- 
Knowing. 


15:87. And We have indeed given 
you seven verses (ie. Surah 
Fatihah) which are often repeated, 
and the Glorious Qur'aan. 


15:88. Do not lift your eyes; 
looking towards that thing (i.e. 
worldly comforts) which We 
have given to some pairs (of 
disbelievers) to enjoy, and do 
not at all grieve over them, and 
take the Muslims within the 
wings of your mercy (i.e. bless 
them with your kindness). 


15:89. And say (O Beloved); that 
‘Only I am a clear Warner (of 
that punishment).' 
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15:90. Like the one We sent 
down upon the dividers (the 
Jews and the Christians). 


15:91. (They are) those who 
made the Divine Word into 
Pieces. 


15:92. So, by your Lord, We 
shall definitely question them 
all. 


15:93. (About) whatever they 
used to do. 


15:94. Therefore, _ publicly 
announce what you are 
commanded, and turn away 
(your) face from the polytheists. 


15:95. Indeed, We are sufficient 
for you against these mockers. 


15:96. Those who ascribe 
another deity along with Allah; 
they will henceforth soon come 
to know. 


15:97. And We indeed know 
that you become disheartened 
by what they say. 


15:98. Therefore, glorify your 
Lord whilst praising Him, and 
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be amongst those who 


prostrate. 


15:99. And remain worshipping 
your Lord, until death. 


16. SURAH AL-NAHL 
(THE BEE) 


(This Surah is Makkan, contains 
128 verses and 16 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


16:1, The command of Allah 
(regarding the Day of Judgement) 
is about to come, do not therefore 
seek to hasten it Glory and 
Grandeur are to Him over all the 
partners they ascribe. 


16:2. He sends down the angels 
with the soul of faith ie. the 
revelation towards those of His 
bondsmen He wills. That (O 
Prophets) ‘Give warning that 
there is no one worthy of 
worship except Me; so, fear Me.' 


16:3. He created the heavens 
and the earth accurately. 
Supreme is He above their 
ascribing of partners (to Him). 
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16:4. He created man from a 
refined drop (ie. sperm), so, 
thereby he (i.e. man) became an 
open disputer. 


16:5. And (He) created cattle; in 
them are warm clothing for you 
and various uses, and (also) 
you eat therefrom. 


16:6. And in them is elegance 
for you when you bring them 
back in the evening and when 
you leave them to graze. 


16:7. And they transport your 
loads to such a town where you 
could not have reached except 
half-dead. Indeed, your Lord is 
Most Compassionate, Most 
Merciful. 


16:8. And horses, and mules 
and donkeys upon which you 
may ride and for adornment; 
and He will create further, of 
which you are not aware. 


169. And the middle path is 
precisely to Allah, and some path 
is crooked. And had He willed, 
He would have henceforth 


brought all of you upon guidance. 
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16:10. It is He Who sent down 
water from the sky; your 
drinking is from it, and from it 
are trees by which you graze 
(your animals). 


16:11. With this water He 
produces for you crops, and 
olives, and dates, and grapes 
and all kinds of fruits; indeed, 
in this is a sign for the people 
who ponder. 


16:12. And He made the night, 
and the day, and the sun and 
the moon subservient to you; 
and the stars are (also) 
subservient to His command; 
indeed, in that are signs for the 
people of intellect. 


16:13. And (He appointed to 
serve you) the things He has 
created for you in the earth of 
various colours; indeed, in this 
is a sign for those who 
remember. 


16:14. And it is He Who made 
the sea subservient to you; that 
eat fresh meat (fish) from it and 
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extract ornaments (i.e. pearls) 
from it which you wear. And 
you see ships cleaving through 
the water, and in order that you 
may acknowledge (His) favour 
and that you may give thanks. 


16:15. And He placed 
(mountains as) anchors in the 
earth that it may not tremble 
along with you, and streams 
and paths that you find way. 


16:16. And landmarks; and 
through the stars they find way 
(during the night). 


16:17. So, will He Who creates 
(ever) be like the one who does 
not create? So, do you not 
accept advice? 


16:18. And if you count the 
Favours of Allah, you will 
therefore never be able to count 
them. Indeed, Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


16:19. And Allah knows what you 
(attempt to) conceal and what you 
lose. 


16:20. And those (idols) whom 
they worship other than Allah 
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do not create anything and they 
themselves are created. 


16:21. They are dead; not alive, 
and they have no knowledge of 
when people will be raised. 


16:22. Your God is One God; 
those who do not therefore 
believe in the Hereafter, their 
hearts deny and they are 
arrogant. 


16:23. In fact, Allah knows what 
they (try to) hide and what they 
disclose. Indeed, He does not 
like the arrogant. 


16:24. And when it is said to 
them, 'What has your Lord sent 
down?' They say, '(These) are 
the tales of former people.' 


16:25. In order to bear their full 
burdens on the Day of 
Resurrection, and (also) some 
burdens of those whom they 
mislead with their ignorance. 
Listen! What an evil burden 
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16:26. Indeed, those before 
them had plotted; so, Allah 
uprooted their building from 
the foundations, the roof 
therefore fell down upon them 
from the top, and_ the 
punishment came upon them 
from where they knew not. 


16:27. Then, on the Day of 
Resurrection, He will cause 
them to be disgraced and will 
proclaim, 'Where are My 
partners in which you were 
disputing?’ The people of 
knowledge will say, 'Today, all 
disgrace and evil is upon the 
disbelievers.' 


16:28. Those whose souls the 
angels remove whilst they are in 
the state of wronging themselves 
(i.e. remaining in disbelief); so, 
they will now offer ai 

(while making false excuses), 
'We were not involved in any 
wrong.’ (The angels say) 'Yes, 
why not? Indeed, Allah knows 
well what your deeds were.' 


16:29. 'Now enter the gates of 
Hell; remain therein forever.' 
So, what an evil abode for the 
arrogant. 
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16:30. And it was said to those 
who fear, 'What has your Lord 
sent down?! They _ said, 
'Goodness.' (Thus) for those 
who did good in this world; 
there is goodness for them, and 
the final home is undoubtedly 
the best; and what a definitely 
excellent final home for the 
pious. 


16:31. Gardens for dwelling, 
into which they will enter, 
beneath which rivers flow; 
therein they will get whatever 
they desire; Allah grants such 
reward to the pious. 


16:32. Those whose souls the 
angels remove in a state of 
purity (of faith); saying, 'Peace 
be upon you, enter Paradise; 
the recompense of your deeds.' 


16:33. So, what are they waiting 
for except this; that the angels 
come upon them (to remove 
their souls) or that your Lord's 
punishment may come? Those 
before them did exactly the 
same, and Allah did not oppress 
them at all. Yes; it is they who 
used to wrong themselves. 
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16:34. So, the outcomes of their 
evil deeds fell upon them, and 
what they used to mock (i.e. the 
punishment) surrounded them. 


16:35. And the polytheists said, 
‘Had Allah willed, we would 
not have worshipped. anything 
except Him, neither we nor our 
forefathers; nor would we have 
separated from Him, declaring 
anything unlawful.’ This is 
exactly what those before them 
did; so, what is (incumbent) 
upon the Messengers except to 
convey (the message) clearly? 


16:36. And We indeed sent a 
Messenger to every nation; 
(declaring) that 'Worship Allah 
and keep away from the Devil.' 
So, Allah guided some of them, 
and misguidance proved true 
upon some of them; therefore, 
travel in the land and see what 
the outcome was of those who 
belie. 


16:37. If you (O Beloved) are 
eager for their guidance; so, 
Allah verily does not guide the 
one whom He causes to go 
astray, and they do not have 
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16:38. And they swore by Allah 
using their strongest possible 
oath; that 'Allah will not raise 
up the dead.' Yes, why not? 
(This) true promise is upon (the 
generosity of) His responsibility, 
but most people are unaware. 


16:39. (He will definitely resurrect 
them) in order that He may 
make clear to them the matter in 
which they used to differ, and in 
order for the disbelievers to 
know that they were liars. 


16:40. Whatever We intend, We 
only command to it by saying, 
'Be,' and it becomes; immediately. 


16:41. And to those who left their 
homes and families in Allah's 
cause having been oppressed; 
We shall definitely give them a 
good place in the world. And the 
reward of the Hereafter is indeed 
extremely great; had somehow 
people known. 


16:42. (They are) those who 
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were patient and who rely 
upon their Lord only. 


16:43. And We did not send 
before you except men (as 
Prophets), towards whom We 
would send revelation; so, O 
people! Ask the people of 
knowledge if you do not know. 


16:44. Along with clear proofs 
and the Books. And We have 
sent down this Remembrance 
(ie. the Qur'aan) towards you 
(O Beloved), so that you may 
explain to people what is 
revealed towards them, and 
that they may ponder. 


16:45. So, do those who plot 
evil matters not fear that Allah 
may cause them to be shoved 
into the earth, or that the 
punishment may come to them 
from where they know not? 


16:46. Or that He may seize 
them whilst they are moving 
around here and there; that 
they cannot make (Allah) tired? 


16:47. Or whilst subjecting them 
to harm, He may seize them? 
Indeed, your Lord is Most 
Compassionate, Most Merciful. 
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16:48. And did they not observe 
that the shadows of whatever 
things Allah has created incline 
to the right or to the left; 
prostrating to Allah, and they 
(the shadows) are humbled in 
His Majestic Court? 


16:49. And only to Allah 
prostrates whatever is in the 
heavens and whatever walks 
on the earth, and the angels 
(too), and they do not display 
arrogance. 


16:50. They have the fear of 
their Lord upon them and do 
only what they are 
commanded. 


16:51. And Allah has 
proclaimed, 'Do not take two 
gods. Indeed, He is the only 
One God; so, fear only Me.' 


16:52. And to only Him belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
in the earth, and obeying only 
Him is obligatory. So, will you 
fear anyone other than Allah? 


16:53. And whatever bounty 
you have; all is from Allah, 
then whenever misfortune 
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reaches you, only towards Him 
you hence take refuge. 


16:54, When He then averts 
misfortune from you, a group 
amongst you therefore starts 
ascribing partners to their Lord. 


16:55. In order to be ungrateful 
of the favours We have given to 
them, so enjoy a little; that you 
will soon come to know (its 
outcome). 


16:56. And they (the disbelievers) 
assign a part of the sustenance 
We have given them for 
unknown things (i.e. false deities), 
By the oath of Allah, you will 
certainly be questioned regarding 
that which you used to fabricate. 


16:57, And _ they attribute 
daughters to Allah; Purity is to 
Him (from that), and (they 
attribute) for themselves what 
they desire (i.e. sons). 


16:58. And when one amongst 
them is given the glad tidings of 
a daughter, his face therefore 
remains darkened for the whole 
day, and he is full of anger. 


16:59. (He is) hiding from the 
people because of the shame of 
this news; will he keep her with 
disgrace, or bury her alive in 
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the sand? Behold! Very evil is 
the judgement they apply. 


16:60. Those who do not believe 
in the Hereafter, only their 
condition is bad. And the Glory 
of Allah is the Highest, and only 
He is the Most Honourable, the 
Wise. 


16:61. And if Allah would have 
seized people on account of 
their wrongdoings, He would 
not have henceforth left anyone 
walking on the earth; but He 
gives them respite up to an 
appointed promised time. Then, 
when their promise (i.e. the time 
of death or punishment) will 
come, they will not (be able to) 
turn back (from it) for a moment 
nor go forward. 


16:62. And they associate 
(daughters) to Allah; that 
which is disliked (even) by 
themselves, and their tongues 
speak lies that goodness (i.e. 
Paradise) is for them. So, in 
reality, for them is the Fire, and 
they have been made to cross 
the limits. 


16:63. By the oath of Allah, We 
sent Messengers towards so 
many nations before you, but 
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the Devil made their (evil) 
deeds appear good to them; 
only he therefore is their 
companion this Day, and for 
them is a painful punishment. 


16:64. And We did not send 
down this Book towards you 
except for you to clearly explain 
to them the matters in which 
they may differ, and as guidance 
and mercy for the believers. 


16:65. And Allah sent down 
water from the sky, and with it 
revived the earth after its death; 
indeed, in this is a sign for 
people who listen (to the truth). 


16:66. And there is indeed place 
for you to ponder in (the 
example of) the cattle. We 
provide you to drink from what 
is in their bellies; pure milk 
from between dung and blood, 
which is soothing to swallow 
for the drinkers. 


16:67. And from the fruits of 
date and grapes; that you make 
syrup and (obtain) good 
nourishment from them; 
indeed, in this is a sign for 
people of intellect. 
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16:68. And your Lord inspired 
the bee; that 'Make homes in 
the mountains, and in the trees 
and in the rooftops.' 


16:69. 'Then, eat from all kinds 
of fruits, and walk the ways of 
your Lord which are soft and 
easy for you.' From their bellies 
comes a drink of various 
colours in which is healing for 
the people; indeed, in this is a 
sign to those who ponder. 


16:70. And Allah created you 
and will then remove your souls. 
And amongst you is the one 
who is turned towards the worst 
part of age (i.e. old age); that he 
does not know (remember) after 
having had knowledge. Indeed, 
Allah knows everything; He is 
Able to do all things. 


16:71. And Allah has made some 
amongst you superior to others 
with regards to provision (ie. 
making some rich and keeping 
some poor). So, those who are 
made well-off, they will not give 
(part of) their wealth to their 
male and female slaves; (fearing) 
that they may all become equal 
in this respect. Do they therefore 
deny the Favours of Allah? 
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16:72. And Allah has created 
for you wives from amongst 
yourselves and has created for 
you from your wives; sons and 
grandsons, and has provided 
sustenance for you from good 
things. So, do they believe in 
falsehood and reject the Bounty 
of Allah? 


16:73. And they worship such, 
other than Allah, who do not 
have the power to provide 
them any sustenance from the 
heavens or the earth, nor can 
they do anything. 


16:74. Therefore, do not assign 
equals to Allah; indeed, Allah 
knows and you know not. 


16:75. Allah has explained an 
example; there is a slave, he 
himself is the property of 
another, he does not have 
power over anything, and 
another upon whom We have 
bestowed a good livelihood 
from Us, he therefore spends 
from it; secretly and openly. 
Will they be equal? All praise is 
due to Allah. Rather, most of 
them know not. 
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16:76. And Allah has explained 
an example; two men; one of 
them dumb, unable to do 
anything, and he is a burden on 
his master, wherever his master 
sends him, he brings no good. 
Will he be equal to the one who 
gives the command of justice 
and is on the Straight Path? 


16:77. And only for Allah are 
the hidden things of the 
heavens and the earth, and the 
matter of Resurrection is not 
but like the blink of an eye; 
rather, closer than that. Indeed, 
Allah is Able to do all things. 


16:78. And Allah brought you 
forth from your mother's 
wombs; that you did not know 
anything, and gave you ears 
and eyes and hearts; that you 
may give thanks. 


16:79. Have they not seen the 
birds subservient (to Allah) in 
the open space of the sky? No 
one holds them (up in the air) 
except Allah; indeed, in this are 
signs for the believers. 
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16:80. And Allah has given you 
homes for living, and made 
some houses (i.e. tents) from 
the hides of animals, which are 
light for you on your day of 
travel and on the day you stop 
over. And from their wool, and 
fur and hair; (you may make) 
some household items and 
utilities for a while. 


16:81. And Allah has provided 
you shade with the things He 
has created, and created for you 
a place to hide in the mountains, 
and created some clothing for 
you to protect you from the heat 
(and cold), and some clothing to 
protect you during battle; this is 
how He completes His Favour 
upon you, so you may submit to 
His command. 


16:82. If they then turn away, O 
Beloved, upon you is nothing 
but to clearly convey (the 
message). 


16:83. They recognise the 
Favour of Allah and then deny 
it, and most of them are 
disbelievers. 
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16:84. And the Day when We 
will raise up a witness from 
every nation, there will then be 
no permission for the 
disbelievers (to talk), nor will 
they be asked to make amends. 


16:85. And when the unjust will 
see the punishment; exactly 
from that moment neither is the 
punishment upon them to be 
diminished, nor are they to be 
given respite. 


16:86. And when _ the 
polytheists will see their 
ascribed partners (idols), they 
will say, 'O our Lord! These are 
our partners whom we used to 
worship other than You.' They 
will therefore strike back at 
them that 'You are indeed liars.' 


16:87. And on that Day, they 
will fall humbly towards Allah, 
and they will lose what they 
used to fabricate. 


16:88. Those who disbelieved 
and prevented from the way of 
Allah, We added punishment 
upon punishment (for them); 
the recompense of their 
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16:89. And the Day when We 
will raise from every group a 
witness from amongst them in 
order to testify against them 
and will bring you, O Beloved, 
as a witness upon them all. 
And We have sent down this 
Qur'aan upon you, which is a 
clear explanation of all things, 
and guidance, and mercy and 
glad tidings to the Muslims. 


16:90. Indeed, Allah gives the 
commands of justice and 
kindness, and of giving to 
relatives, and forbids from 
obscenity, and evil and 
rebellion. He advises you that 
you should pay heed. 


16:91. And fulfil the covenant of 
Allah when you have made the 
covenant, and do not break your 
oaths after making them 
binding. And you have made 
Allah a Guarantor over you; 
indeed, Allah knows your deeds. 


16:92, (By breaking your 
covenant and oath) do not be like 
the woman who broke her spun 
thread into pieces after it had 
become strong. You make your 
oaths a baseless excuse between 
yourselves, that one group 
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should not become more (in 
number or wealth) than another 
group; Allah only tests you 
thereby. And He will definitely 
make clear to you on the Day of 
Resurrection the matter in which 
you used to differ. 


16:93. And had Allah willed, 
He would have henceforth 
made you all one nation, but 
He causes to go astray 
whomever He wills and guides 
whomsoever He wills. And you 
will definitely be questioned 
regarding your actions. 


16:94. And do not make your 
oaths a baseless excuse between 
yourselves so that a foot may not 
slip after being firm, and you 
will taste evil because you were 
preventing from the path of 
Allah, and you may be severely 
punished (in the Hereafter). 


16:95. And do not exchange the 
covenant of Allah for a small 
price; indeed, that which is 
with Allah is better for you, if 
you know. 


16:96. What you have will 
perish, and that which is with 
Allah will remain forever. And 
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We shall definitely give to those 
who are patient such reward 
which befits the best of their 
deeds. 


16:97. Whoever does good 
deeds; whether a male or a 
female, and is a Muslim, We 
shall definitely henceforth 
make him live a good life and 
shall definitely give them a 
reward which befits the best of 
their deeds. 


16:98. So, when you recite the 
Qur'aan, seek the refuge of 
Allah from Satan; the rejected 
one. 


16:99. Indeed, he has no control 
over them who believe and rely 
upon their Lord only. 


16:100. He (the Devil) has power 
only over those who make 
friendship with him and ascribe 
him as a partner (in Divinity). 


16:101. And when We replace a 
verse by another verse; and 
Allah knows well what He 
reveals; the disbelievers say, 
'You are just fabricating.' 
Rather, most of them know not. 
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16:102. Say you (O Beloved), 
'The Holy Spirit (jibra'eel) has 
brought it down from your 
Lord accurately to make the 
believers firm with it, and as 
guidance and glad tidings for 
the Muslims.' 


16:103. And We indeed know 
that they say, ‘Some man 
teaches this (ie. the Qur'aan to 
the Beloved Prophet).' The one 
they refer to speaks a non- 
Arabic language, and this is a 
clear Arabic language. 


16:104. Indeed, those who 
disbelieve in the verses of Allah, 
Allah does not guide them; and 
for them is a painful punishment. 


16:105. Only those who do not 
believe in Allah's verses attribute 
false allegation, and only they 
are liars. 


16:106. The one who disbeliever 
in Allah after accepting faith, 
except the one who is compelled 
to (commit disbelief) and his 
heart is (still) firm upon faith. 
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Yes; whoever is wholeheartedly 
a disbeliever, upon them is the 
wrath of Allah; and for them is a 
great punishment. 


16:107. This is because they 
preferred the worldly life over 
the Hereafter, and because 
Allah does not guide (such) 
disbelieving people. 


16:108. These are the ones 
whose hearts, and ears and 
eyes Allah has sealed, and only 
they are the neglectful. 


16:109. Definitely; that they are 
losers in the Hereafter. 


16:10, Then, your Lord indeed (is 
Greatly Forgiving) for those who 
left their homes, after they had 
been tortured, and then fought 
and remained patient. Indeed, 
your Lord thereafter is certainly 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


16:111. The Day when every 
soul will come quarrelling on 
behalf of itself, and every soul 
will be fully repaid for what it 
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did, and they will not be 
wronged. 


16:112. And Allah has explained 
an example (of the people) of a 
town, which was in peace and 
security; its provisions would 
come in abundance from all 
sides. So, in response, the 
(people of that) town started 
becoming ungrateful to Allah's 
Favours, Allah henceforth made 
it (ie. the people) taste the 
punishment by covering it with 
a cloak of starvation and fear on 
account of their deeds. 


16:113. And a Messenger 
indeed came to them from 
amongst them; so, in response, 
they belied him, and the 
punishment therefore seized 
them, and they were unjust. 


16:114. So, eat the lawful and 
good sustenance Allah has 
provided you with, and be 
grateful for the blessings of 
your Lord, if you worship Him. 


16:115. Only these are forbidden 
to you; carrion and blood, and 
the flesh of swine, and that which 
has been slaughtered whilst 
proclaiming the name of anyone 
other than Allah. Then, the one 
who is compelled and does not 
(eat out of) desire, nor more than 
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the limit; so, indeed Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


16:116. And do not utter the lie 
which your tongues speak, 
(saying) 'This is lawful, and this 
is unlawful,’ in order to 
fabricate lie against Allah; 
indeed, those who fabricate lie 
against Allah will never 
prosper. 


16:117. (For them in this world 
is) a little enjoyment, and (in 
the Hereafter) for them is a 
painful punishment. 


16:118. And We _ forbade 
especially for the Jews those 
things which We related to you 
earlier. And We did not 
oppress them; yes, it is they 
who used to wrong their own 
selves 


16:119. Then, indeed your Lord; 
for those who commit evil 
unwittingly, then after this 
repent and reform themselves; 
indeed thereafter, your Lord is 
definitely Most Forgiving, Ever 
Merciful. 
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16:120. Indeed, Ibrahim was a 
leader; obedient to Allah, and 
detached from all (falsehood), 
and he was not a polytheist. 


16:121. (Ibrahim was) grateful 
for His Favours, Allah chose 
him and showed him the 
Straight Path. 


16:122, And We gave him 
goodness in this world, and he is 
indeed worthy of the closeness 
(of Allah) in the Hereafter. 


16:123. We then sent to you (O 
Beloved) the revelation that 
Follow the religion of Ibrahim, 
who was separate from all 
falsehood, and was not a 


polytheist.' 


16:124. (The respect of) Saturday 
(ie. the Sabbath) was made 
obligatory upon only those who 
differed in it. And your Lord 
will indeed judge between them 
on the Day of Resurrection 
concerning the matter in which 
they used to differ. 


16:125. Call towards the path of 
your Lord with sound planning 
and good advice, and argue 
with them in that manner 
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which is deemed the best. 
Indeed, your Lord knows well 
who has strayed from His path, 
and He knows well those who 
are guided. 


16:126. And if you punish, 
punish therefore similar to how 
you were afflicted. And if you 
exercise patience, patience is 
therefore indeed best for those 
who are patient. 


16:127. And O Beloved, you be 
patient, and your patience is 
only with the help of Allah, and 
do not grieve over them, and 
do not be disheartened by their 
deceits. 


16:128. Indeed, Allah is with 
those who fear and who do 
good deeds. 
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17. SURAH BANI ISRA'EEL 
(THE DESCENDANTS OF ISRAEL) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
111 verses and 12 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


17:1. Glory be to Him Who took 
His bondsman by the night 
from the Sacred Mosque (the 
Ka'bah) to Al-Aqsa Mosque 
around which We have placed 
blessing, in order that We may 
show him Our great signs. 
Indeed, He is the All-Hearing, 
the All-Seeing. 


17:2. And We granted Moosa 
the Book and made it guidance 
for the Descendants of Israel; 
that 'Do not appoint anyone as 
a Guardian other than Me.' 


17:3. O descendants of those 
whom We carried (in the Ark) 
along with Nooh; he was 
indeed a grateful bondsman. 


17:4. And We revealed to the 
Descendants of Israel in the 
Book that ‘Indeed, you will 
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create great turmoil in the earth 
twice, and you will definitely 
become extremely arrogant.' 


17:5. Then, when the first of the 
(two) promises came, We sent 
upon you some of Our fiercely 
fighting bondsmen, they 
therefore entered the cities in 
your search; and this was a 
promise that was to be fulfilled. 


17:6. We then reversed your 
attack upon them (i.e. made 
you dominant over them), and 
aided you with wealth and sons 
and increased you in number. 


17:7. If you do good, you will 
do good to yourselves; and if 
you do bad, it is hence for 
yourselves. Then, when the 
second promise came; that 
enemies may sadden your 
faces, and enter the Mosque 
(causing destruction) just as 
they had entered it the first 
time, and whatever they gain 
control of, they may cause utter 
destruction (to it). 
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17:8. Your Lord may have 
mercy upon you soon, and if 
you repeat the mischief, We 
will henceforth punish you 
again. And We have made Hell 
a prison for the disbelievers. 


17:9. Indeed, this Qur'aan 
shows that path which is the 
most straight (ie. Islamic 
Shari'ah), and gives glad 
tidings to the believers who do 
good deeds; that for them is a 
great reward. 


17:10. And this; that those who 
do not believe in the Hereafter, 
We have kept prepared for 
them a painful punishment. 


17:11. And (sometimes) man 
prays for evil just as he seeks 
goodness, and mankind is very 
hasty. 


17:12. And We created the night 
and the day as two signs; We 
henceforth kept the sign of the 
night wiped out, and the sign 
of the day sight-giving; that 
you may seek the Bounty of 
your Lord, and come to know 
the calculation of the years and 
the counting (of time). And We 
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have thoroughly explained all 
things separately in detail. 


17:13. And We have attached 
the destiny of every human 
being to his neck, and We shall 
bring forth a register for him on 
the Day of Resurrection, which 
he will find open. 


17:14. It will be said (to him), 
"Read your own book (of 
deeds); this Day you are 
sufficient enough to take 
account of yourself.' 


17:15. Whosoever came 
towards guidance has come to 
guidance only for his own 
good, and whoever went astray 
has gone astray only for his 
own ruin. And no burdened 
soul will bear the burden of 
another soul, and We do not 
punish until We have sent a 
Messenger. 


17:16. And when We will to 
destroy a town, We (first) send 
the commands to its prosperous 
people, they then become 
disobedient therein, the Word (of 
punishment) is consequently 
proven upon it (ie. upon the 
people of that town); We 
henceforth utterly destroy it. 
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17:17. And many generations 
We destroyed after Nooh. And 
your Lord is Sufficient, Aware 
of the sins of His bondsmen, 
All-Seeing. 


17:18. Whoever desires this 
quick-passing (enjoyment of 
this world), We may give him 
quickly whatever We will, to 
whomever We will, then assign 
Hell for him; that therein he 
enters condemned, pushed 
around. 


17:19, And whosoever desires 
the Hereafter, and strives for it 
as it should be striven for and is 
a believer; so, only their effort 
is appreciated. 


17:20. We provide help to all; to 
these (seekers of this world) and 
to those (seekers of the Hereafter), 
by the Bestowal of your Lord; 
and there is no stoppage on the 
Bestowal of your Lord. 


17:21. Observe how We have 
given superiority to one over 
the other. And the Hereafter is 
indeed the greatest in rank and 
the highest in excellence. 
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17:22. O listener! Do not appoint 
another god with Allah; 
otherwise, you will then remain 
sitting condemned, helpless. 


17:23. And your Lord has 
commanded not to worship 
anyone except Him, and treat 
parents with goodness; if one of 
them or both reach old age in 
front of you, so, do not say 
(even) 'Ugh' to them and do not 
scold them, and speak to them 
words of respect. 


17:24. And spread for them the 
arm of humbleness with a soft 
heart, and request humbly that 
'O my Lord, have mercy on 
them both, just as they brought 
me up in my childhood.’ 


17:25. Your Lord is Well Aware 
of what is in your hearts. If you 
are righteous, He is henceforth 
indeed Forgiving to those who 
repent. 


17:26. And give relatives their 
right, and (give) to the needy 
and to the traveller, and do not 
spend wastefully. 
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17:27. Those who _ spend 
wastefully are indeed the 
brothers of the devils, and the 
Devil is extremely ungrateful to 
his Lord. 


17:28. And if (due to poverty) 
you turn your face away from 
(helping) them, expecting the 
mercy of your Lord (as a means 
to help them) which you are 
hopeful for; so, speak to them 
in gentle words. 


17:29. And do not keep your 
hand tied to your neck (i.e. do 
not be miserly) nor open it 
completely (ie. do not be 


wasteful), lest you sit down 
criticised, tired. 


17:30. Indeed, your Lord 
increases the livelihood for 
whom He wills and restricts it; 
no doubt, He knows, sees His 
bondsmen well. 


17:31. And do not kill your 
children due to the fear of 
poverty; We will provide 
sustenance to them and to you 
as well, indeed, killing them is 
a big mistake. 
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17:32. And do not even go near 
Zina (fornication/adultery i.e. 
unlawful intercourse); it is 
indeed shamelessness, and a 
very evil way. 


17:33. And do not unjustly kill 
any soul, (the killing) of which 
Allah has made unlawful. And 
whoever is slain unjustly; so, 
We have undoubtedly given 
the authority (ie. rights of legal 
retribution) to his heir. So, he 
should not cross the limit in 
slaying; he will definitely be 
helped (by the Divine Law). 


17:34, And do not even 
approach the wealth of the 
orphan except in the best way, 
until he reaches the age of 
maturity. And fulfil (your) 
promise; indeed, (every) 
promise will be asked about (on 
the Day of Judgement). 


17:35. And (when) you 
measure, measure fully, and 
weigh correctly with the scale; 
this is better, and its outcome is 
good. 


17:36. And do not pursue the 
matter of which you do not 
have knowledge; indeed, the 
ear, the eye, and the heart; all of 
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these are 
questioned. 


going to be 


17:37. And do not walk 
arrogantly on the earth; 
undoubtedly, you will indeed 
never tear the earth apart and 
will never reach the mountains 
in height. 


17:38. Whatever of this was 
mentioned (in the previous 
verses), the evil of it is disliked 
by your Lord. 


17:39. This is part of the 
revelations of wisdom that 
your Lord has revealed to you 
(O Beloved). And O listener! Do 
not appoint another god with 
Allah, lest you will be thrown 
into Hell; taunted, pushed 
around. 


17:40. Has your Lord chosen 
sons for you, and created 
daughters for Himself from 
amongst the angels? Indeed, 
you utter immense (ie. greatly 
despicable) words. 


17:41. And We have indeed 
explained (matters) in this 
Qur'aan in various ways; that 
they may understand, and 
because of this (ie. the

Qur'aan), nothing increases in 
them except hatred. 


17:42. Say you (O Beloved), Tf 
there were other gods except 
Him,' as they rant, ‘they would 
have hence found a way towards 
the Owner of the Throne (in 
order to challenge Him).' 


17:43. Purity and Superiority 
are to Him from what they 
utter; a Great Superiority. 


17:44, The seven heavens, and 
the earth, and all those in them 
glorify Him. And there is not a 
thing that does not proclaim 
His Purity whilst praising Him. 
Yes; you do not understand 
their (method of) glorification. 
Indeed, He is Most Forbearing, 
Ever Forgiving. 


17:45. And O Beloved, (when) 
you recited the Qur'aan, We 
created an _ invisible veil 
between you and those who do 
not believe in the Hereafter. 


17:46. And We placed covers 
upon their hearts so that they 
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may not understand it and 
heaviness (i.e. a barrier) in their 
ears (due to their firmness upon 
disbelief), And when you 
remember your only Lord in the 
Qur'aan, they flee in hatred 
turning their backs. 


17:47. We know well the reason 
they listen when they give ears 
to you and when they consult 
each other; whereas, the unjust 
say, ‘You have not followed 
except a man who is affected by 
magic.' 


17:48. See the kinds of similarities 
they put forward for you, they 
have therefore gone astray; that 
(they) cannot find the (right) path. 


17:49. And they said, 'What! 
When we have become bones 
and crushed particles, will we 
really be raised up anew?' 


17:50. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Become stone or iron.' 


17:51. 'Or some other creation 
which you deem great.' So, they 
will now say, 'Who will create 
us again?' Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Only He Who created you for 
the first time.' So, now they will 
say mockingly shaking their 
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heads at you, 'When is it (going 
to occur)?' Say you, 'Perhaps it 
could be soon. 


1752 'The Day when He will call 
you; so, you will come praising 
Him and will think that you have 
stayed (on this earth) only a little.' 


17:53. And tell My bondsmen to 
speak that which is_ best. 
Undoubtedly, the Devil causes 
mischief amongst them; indeed, 
the Devil is an open enemy of 
mankind. 


17:54. Your Lord knows you 
well; if He wills, He may show 
mercy upon you; or if He wills, 
He may punish you. And We 
have not sent you (O Beloved) 
as responsible over them. 


17:55. And your Lord knows 
well whoever is in the heavens 
and the earth, and amongst the 
Prophets We indeed made one 
to excel over the other, and We 
gave the Zaboor (Psalms) to 
Dawood. 
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17:56. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Call upon those whom you 
assume (as deities) other than 
Allah; so, they do not have 
power to remove misfortune 
from you, nor to avert it.' 


17:57. The devoted bondsmen 
whom these disbelievers worship; 
they themselves seek the medium 
(Waseelah) to their Lord from the 
one amongst them as to who is 
nearest (to his Lord), and they 
hope for His Mercy and fear His 
punishment; indeed, the 
punishment of your Lord is 
something to be afraid of. 


17:58. And there is no town but 
We shall destroy it before the 
Day of Resurrection, or punish 
it (Le. its disbelieving people) 
severely; this is written in the 
Book (i.e. the Preserved Tablet). 


17:59. And We refrained from 
sending such signs because the 
former people belied them. And 
We gave (the nation of) 
Thamood the she-camel as an 
eye-opener; so, they did injustice 
to her. And We do not send such 
signs except to cause fear. 
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17:60. And when We stated to 
you (O Beloved) that ‘All 
mankind is in the control of your 
Lord.' And We did not grant the 
vision (Le. the wonders of Allah's 
signs) which We showed you (on 
the night of Mi'raaj) except to test 
people, and the Tree (ie. the 
Zaqgoom tree which grows in 
Hell) which is cursed in the 
Qur'aan. And We warn them, 
nothing henceforth increases for 
them except extreme rebellion. 

17:61. And recall when We 
ordered the angels that 
‘Prostrate to Adam.' So, they all 


prostrated except Iblees (the 
Devil). He said, ‘Should I 


prostrate to the one whom You 
have created from clay?! 


17:62. He (the Devil) said, ‘See 
this one {ie. the Prophet Adam) 
whom You have honoured above 
me; if You give me respite till the 
Day of Resurrection, I will surely 
crush his descendants (by leading 
them astray) except a few.' 


17:63. He (Allah) said, 'Get out! 
So, whoever amongst them 
follows you, Hell is therefore 
the recompense for you all; a 
fully deserving punishment.' 


17:64. ‘And mislead those 
whom you have control over 
with your voice, and assault 
them with your cavalry and on- 
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foot soldiers, and become their 
partner in wealth and children, 
and give them (false) promise,’ 
and the Devil does not promise 
them but deception. 


17:65. 'Indeed, those who are 
My bondsmen; you do not have 
any power over them.’ And (O 
Beloved), your Lord is Sufficient 
as the Disposer of matters. 


17:66. Your Lord is He Who 
causes the ship in the sea to sail 
for you; that you seek His 
Bounty. Indeed, He is Most 
Merciful upon you. 


17:67. And when calamity 
strikes you in the sea, all those 
whom you worship except Him 
are hence lost (from your 
memory). When He _ then 
rescues you (by bringing you) 
to land, you therefore turn your 
faces away. And mankind is 
extremely ungrateful. 


17:68. Have you become fearless 
of (the fact) that He may cause 
an edge of any land to sink along 
with you, or send a storm of 
stones upon you, and you find 
no supporter for yourselves? 
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17:69. Or have you become 
fearless of {the fact) that He may 
take you to sea again, then send a 
hurricane against you with the 
power to break ships, so that (He) 
may cause you to drown because 
of your disbelief, you do not then. 
find for yourselves anyone to 
come after Us concerning this (to 
question Allah)? 


17:70. And We have indeed 
honoured the descendants of 
Adam and transported them on 
land and sea, and gave them 
good things as sustenance, and 
made them superior than many 
(i.e. all) of Our creation. 


17:71. On the Day when We 
shall summon every group along 
with its leader; so, whoever is 
given his book of deeds in his 
right hand, these people will 
read their book of deeds and 
their rights will not be violated, 
even as much as a thread. 


17:72. Whoever is blind (to see 
the path of truth) in this life; he 
is blind in the Hereafter, and 
even more astray. 


17:73. And it was close that 
they could have caused you to 
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slip up somewhat from the 
revelation We sent to you; (they 
desired) that you may attribute 
something else to Us. And if it 
had (hypothetically) occurred, 
they would have henceforth 
taken you as a close friend. 


17:74. And had We not kept 
you firm (by making you 
infallible), so, it was near that 


(hypothetically) you might 
have inclined to them a little. 


17:75. And if (hypothetically) it 
would have been so, We would 
have then made you taste 
double (the punishment in) life 
and double (after) death, you 
would then not have found any 
supporter against Us. 


17:76. And it was indeed close 
that they could remove you 
from the land, that they could 
banish you from it; and if it had 
been so, after you they would 
not have remained, but a little. 


17:77. The tradition of the 
Messengers whom We sent before 
you (was that their enemies were 
destroyed), and you will not find 
Our law changing. 

17:78. Keep Salah established, 
from the declining of the sun 


until the darkness of the night, 
and the Qur'aan of the morning 
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(i.e. Fajr Salah); indeed, the 
angels are present at the 
Qur'aan of the morning. 

17:79. And offer Tahajjud in 
some part of the night; this is a 
special addition for you (O 
Beloved). It is near that your 
Lord may make you stand on a 
station where everyone may 
praise you. 


17:80. And request in this way; 
'O my Lord, make me enter 
(wherever) with the truth and 
take me out (wherever) with the 
truth, and give me from Yourself 
supportive domination.' 


17:81. And say (O Beloved), 
'The truth has arrived and 
falsehood has perished; indeed, 
falsehood had to perish. 


17:82. And We send down in 
the Qur'aan that which is a cure 
and mercy for the believers, 
and only loss increases for the 
unjust because of it. 


17:33. And when We bestow 
favours upon mankind, he turns 
his face away and goes far away 
towards himself (ie. becomes 
arrogant). And when evil reaches 
him, he consequently loses hope. 
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17:84. Say you (O Beloved), 
"Everyone acts according to his 
own method, and your Lord 
knows well who is more 
guided.’ 


17:85. They ask you concerning 
the soul; say you (O Beloved), 
'The soul is an entity from the 
command of my Lord, and (O 
people) you did not receive 
knowledge, but a little.' 


17:86. And if We desired, We 
could have henceforth taken 
away this revelation which We 
have sent to you, you would 
have then not found anyone 
who could have advocated for 
you in Our Majestic Court 
concerning this. 


17:87. Except with the Mercy of 
your Lord (that the Qur'aan is 
protected); indeed, His Great 
Benevolence is upon you (O 
Beloved). 


17:88. Say you (O Beloved), 'If 
all of mankind and Jinn unite to 
bring something similar to this 
Qur'aan, they will therefore not 
be able to bring the likes of it, 
even if they help each other.' 
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17:89. And We have certainly 
mentioned in this Qur'aan all 
kinds of examples in various 
ways for the people; so, most 
people did not accept but to 
display ungratefulness. 


17:90. And they said, 'We will 
never believe in you, until you 
cause a spring to gush forth 
from the earth for us.' 


17:91. ‘Or you have a garden of 
date trees and grapes, and you 
cause flowing rivers therein.' 


17:92. 'Or you cause the sky to 
fall upon us piece by piece like 
you said, or bring Allah and the 
angels as Guarantors.' 


17:93. 'Or you have a house of 
gold, or you ascend up into the 
heaven, and even then, we shall 
not believe after your ascending 
up until you bring down a 
(Divine) book for us, which we 
may read.' Say you (O Beloved), 
'Glory be to my Lord, who am I 
except a man sent by Allah (as 
His Messenger)?’ 
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17:94. And what prevented 
people from believing when 
guidance came to them except 
their saying that ‘Has Allah 
sent a human as a Messenger?! 


17:95. Say you (O Beloved), 'If 
(instead of you) there were 
angels walking peacefully on 
the earth, We would have 
henceforth sent down an. angel 
also, as a Messenger towards 
them. 


17:96. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Allah is sufficient as a Witness 
between me and you; indeed, 
He knows and sees His 
bondsmen.' 


17:97. And only the one whom 
Allah guides is upon guidance, 
and whomever He causes to go 
astray; so, you will not find for 
them any supporters other than 
Him. And We shall raise them 
on the Day of Resurrection 
(causing them to be dragged) 
on their faces; blind, dumb and 
deaf; their abode is Hell. 
Whenever it will be about to 
extinguish, We will intensify 
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17:98. This is their punishment 
because they denied Our verses 
and said, ‘When we shall 
become bones and __ tiny 
particles, will we really be 
raised up again?’ 


17:99. Do they not see that 
Allah Who has created the 
heavens and the earth can 
make the likes of those people, 
and has set a term for them in 
which there is no doubt? So, 
the transgressors do not 
accept, besides being 
ungrateful. 


17:100. Say you (O Beloved), ‘If 
you possessed the treasures of 
the Mercy of my Lord, you 
would have henceforth held it 
back as well out of fear that it 
may get spent. And mankind is 
a great miser.' 


17:101. And We indeed gave 
Moosa nine clear signs; hence, 
ask the Descendants of Israel 
when he came to them, Fir'awn 
therefore said to him, 'O 
Moosa! I think you have been 
affected by magic.' 
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17:102. He (Moosa) said, 'You 
certainly know well that these 
(signs) were not sent down 
except by the Lord of the 
heavens and the earth; (as) eye- 
openers of the heart. And I 
think that you, O Fir'awn, are 
definitely to be destroyed.’ 


17:103. He therefore desired to 
banish them (i.e. the Prophet 
Moosa and his nation) from the 
land, We consequently drowned 
him and his companions 
together. 


17:104. And after (drowning) 
him, We said to the Descendants 
of Israel, 'Reside in this land; 
then, when the promise of the 
Hereafter will come, We will 
bring you all enfolded together.' 


17:105. And We sent down the 
Qur'aan only with the truth, 
and it has come down only 
with the truth. And We did not 
send you except as a Conveyor 
of glad tidings and a Warner. 


17:106. And We sent down the 
Qur'aan in segments; that you 
may recite it to the people at a 
gradual pace, and We sent it 
down bit by bit in stages. 
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17:107. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Whether you people believe in 
it or not; indeed, those who 
received knowledge (of the 
previous Books) before it was 
sent down; when it is recited to 
them, they fall down on their 
faces in prostration.' 


17:108. And they say, 'Glory be 
to our Lord; indeed, the 
promise of our Lord was to be 
fulfilled.' 


17:109. And they fall down on 
their faces weeping, and this 
Qur'aan increases their heart to 
submit humbly. 


17:10. Say you (O Beloved), 'Call 
upon (Him) by saying 'Allah' or 
by saying ‘the Most Gracious.' 
Whichever (of His Names 
sanctioned by Shari'ah) you call; 
all are His Splendid Names. And 
offer your Salah neither very 
loudly nor very softly, and seek a 
way in between. both of these.' 


17:111. And say in this manner; 
'All praise is due to Allah Who 
has not chosen a son for Himself, 
and in kingship no one is His 
partner, and no one is His 
supporter due to weakness 
(because He is never weak), and

e.g. Allahu Akbar).' 


18. SURAH AL-KAHF 
(THE CAVE) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
110 verses and 12 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


18:1. All praise is due to Allah 
Who sent down the Book upon 
His bondsman, and has not kept 
any deviation therein at all. 


18:2. A Book of justice to warn 
of Allah's severe punishment, 
and to give glad tidings to the 
believers who perform good 
deeds; that for them is a great 
reward. 


18:3. In which they will abide 


forever. 


18:4. And to warn those who 
say that 'Allah has chosen for 
Himself a child.' 


18:5. In this regard, they did not 
have any knowledge at all, nor 
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did their forefathers. How 
grave is the word that comes 
out of their mouths; they are 


utterly lying. 


18:6. So, perhaps you will risk 
your life out of grief over them, 
if they did not believe in it. 


18:7. We have indeed adorned 
the earth with whatever is 
therein, in order that We may 
test them (as to) who amongst 
them has the best deeds. 


18:8. And indeed, whatever is 
therein, We will one day turn it 
into plain dry ground. 


18:9. Did you know that the 
People of the Cave and the 
People on the edge of the Forest 
were a wonderful sign of Ours? 


18:10. When those young men 
took refuge in the Cave, they 
then said, 'O our Lord, bestow 
upon us mercy from Yourself, 
and provide for us guidance in 
our matter.' 


18:11. We henceforth put a 
cover (of deep sleep) upon their 
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ears for a number of years in 
that Cave. 


18:12. We then awakened them 
to see which of the two groups 
(who were in dispute about 
them) are more accurate in 
stating the period of their stay. 


18:13. We shall narrate their 
situation to you accurately; 
they were young men who 
believed in their Lord, and We 
increased guidance for them. 


18:14. And We had strengthened 
their hearts when they stood up 
and said, 'Our Lord is He Who 
is the Lord of the heavens and 
the earth, we shall not worship 
any other deity except Him; if 
we did so, we have then 
definitely said something that 
crossed the limit.' 


18:15. 'These who are our 
people have appointed gods 
other than Allah. Why do they 
(these disbelievers) not bring a 
clear proof regarding 
(worshiping) them? And who is 
more unjust than the one who 
fabricates lie against Allah?' 


18:16. 'And when you have 
disassociated yourselves from 
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them and all what they worship 
other than Allah; so, take 
refuge in the Cave. Your Lord 
will spread His Mercy for you 
and will arrange the means to 
give ease in your matter.' 


18:17. And O Beloved, you will 
see the sun; that when it rises, it 
shifts away to the right side of 
their Cave, and when it sets it 
shifts away to their left, 
whereas, they are in the open 
ground of that Cave; this is 
from amongst the signs of 
Allah, Whomever Allah guides, 
only he is guided; and 
whomever He causes to go 
astray, you will never find for 
him a supporter who guides. 


18:18. And you may think they 
are awake, whereas, they are 
asleep; and We alternate their 
position to the right side and 
the left side. And their dog has 
stretched his forelegs forward 
on the threshold of the Cave. O 
listener! Were you to actually 
peep at them closely, you 
would have therefore turned 
back, and would have ran away 
from them, and would have 
been filled with dread because 
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18:19. And likewise, We 


awakened them; that they may 
enquire about each other. A 


speaker amongst them said, 
'How long have you stayed 
here?' Some said that 'We have 
stayed a day or less than a day.’ 
The others said, ‘Your Lord 
knows well how long you have 
stayed. Therefore, send one of 
you to the city with this silver 
(coin), he may then determine 
which food is purer (i.e. strictly 
Halaal); so that he brings some 
for you to eat, and he should be 
gentle and should not inform 
anyone about you.’ 


18:20. ‘Indeed, if they come to 
know about you, they will 
stone you or will turn (you) 
back to their religion; and if this 
happened, you will therefore 
never succeed. 


18:21. And this is how We made 
them known for the people to 


become aware that the promise 
of Allah is true and that there is 


no doubt concerning the Last 
Day. When the people began 
disputing amongst themselves 
regarding them, they said, 
‘Construct a building over their 
Cave.' Their Lord knows them 
well. Those who dominated in 
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this matter said, 'We swear an 
oath that we will build a Mosque 
over them (to seek blessings by 
means of their nearness).' 


18:22. They (i.e. the Christians) 
will now say that ‘They are 
three, the fourth is their dog’, 
and some will say, 'They are 
five, the sixth is their dog’; 
(these are all) guesses without 
seeing. And some will say, 
'They are seven, and the eighth 
is their dog.' Say you (O 
Beloved), 'My Lord knows well 
their number; no one, except a 
few, knows them.' Therefore, 
do not argue about them but to 
the extent of what is apparently 
articulated, and do not ask any 
person of the Book anything 
concerning them. 


18:23. And do not ever say 
about anything; that 'I will do it 
tomorrow. ' 


18:24. Except (mentioning it 
with) this; that 'If Allah wills.’ 
And remember your Lord when 
you forget, and say it in this 
way; ‘It is near that my Lord 
will show me a closer way of 
guidance than this (incident).' 


18:25. And they stayed in their 
Cave for three hundred years, 
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and nine more. 


18:26. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Allah knows best how long 
they stayed; only for Him are all 
the unseen of the heavens and 
the earth. How well He sees and 
how well He hears. They do not 
have any helper other than 
Him, and He does not associate 
anyone in His command.' 


18:27. And recite the Book of 
your Lord which has been 
revealed to you; there is no one 
who can change His Words, 
and you will never find refuge 
in other than Him. 


18:28. And keep your soul 
familiar to those who call upon 
their Lord in the morning and the 
evening, seeking His pleasure. 
And may your sight not fall upon 
any other except them; would 
you desire the adornment of the 
life of this world? And do not 
follow him whose heart We have 
caused to become neglectful of 
Our remembrance, and who 
followed his own desires and his 
action has crossed the limit. 


18:29. And say (O Beloved); 
that "The truth is from your 
Lord.' So, whosoever wishes 
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may accept faith, and whoever 
desires may disbelieve. We 
have indeed prepared for the 
transgressors (i.e. disbelievers) 
a Fire; the walls of which will 
surround them. And if they 
plead for water, their plea will 
be answered with water like 
molten metal which will roast 
their faces; what an evil drink, 
and what an evil abode is Hell. 


18:30. Indeed, those who 
believed and did good deeds; 
We do not waste the reward of 
those whose deeds are good. 


18:31. For them are Gardens for 
living, beneath which rivers 
flow; they will be given 
bracelets of gold to wear 
therein, and shall wear green 
clothing of fine and thick silk, 
therein leaning upon couches; 
what an excellent reward and 
what an excellent place of 
comfort is Paradise. 


18:32. And relate to them the 
account of the two men; to (the 
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disbelieving) one of them We 
gave two gardens of grapes, 
and covered them with date 
trees and kept agricultural 
farming between them. 


18:33. Both the gardens bore 
their fruits and gave no shortage 
therein, and We caused a stream 
to flow between the two. 


18:34. And he had fruits, he 
therefore said to his companion 
(whilst) exchanging views with 
him, 'I am wealthier than you 
and I am more powerful in 
respect of (the number of) men.' 


18:35. He went into his garden 
whilst doing wrong to himself; 
he said, 'I do not perceive that 
this will ever perish.' 


18:36. 'And I do not think that 
the Last Day will ever be 
established, and even if I were 
to return to my Lord, I will 
hence definitely find a better 
place of return than this garden.' 


18:37. His companion said whilst 
debating with him, Do you 
disbelieve in Him Who has 
created you from dust, then from 
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a drop of refined liquid, then 
accurately made you a man?! 


18:38. 'But I only say this; that 
He Allah is my Lord and I do 
not ascribe anyone as a partner 
to my Lord.' 


18:39. 'And why was it not so that 
when you entered your garden, 
you could have said, 'Whatever 
Allah wills, we do not have any 
strength except by the help of 
Allah; if you saw me lower than 
you in wealth and children. 


18:40. 'So, it is near that my 
Lord may give me a garden 
better than yours, and send 
bolts of lightning from the skies 
on your garden, so it changes 
into plain bare ground.' 


18:41. 'Or its water may sink 
into the earth, you may then 
never be able to find it.' 


18:42, And his fruits were 
surrounded (by ruin), he 
therefore remained helplessly 
wringing his hands upon that 
investment which he had made 
on that garden, and it had fallen 
on its trellises (a framework of 
light wooden bars as a support 
for fruit trees), and he is saying, 
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‘Alas! If only I had not ascribed 
any partner to my Lord.' 


18:43. And he had no group to 
help him against Allah, nor was 
he capable of taking revenge. 


18:44. Here it becomes clear 
that authority is only for the 
True Allah; reward from Him is 
the best, and believing in Him 
has the best outcome. 


18:45. And relate to them the 
example of the life of this 
world, like a water We sent 
down. from the sky; so, due to 
it, vegetation of the earth grew 
forth in abundance; that it 
became dry grass which the 
winds scatter. And Allah is the 
One Who Controls everything. 


18:46. Wealth and sons are 
adornments of the life of this 
world. And good things which 
last; their reward is better by 
your Lord, and they are the 
best in (terms of) hope. 


18:47. And the Day when We 
shall cause the mountains to 
move away and you shall see 
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the earth clearly open, and We 
shall raise them (ie. the 
people); so, We will not leave 
out any one of them. 


18:48. And everyone shall be 
presented in the Majestic Court 
of your Lord in rows, 'Indeed, 
you have come to Us the same 
way as We had created you the 
first time; rather, you thought 
that We will never fix the 
promised time for you.' 


18:49. And the book of deeds 
shall be placed, and you will 
observe the culprits fearing 
what is written therein and will 
say, ‘Woe to us! What has 
happened to this book? It has 
not left out any sin; minor or 
major, which it has not 
encompassed.' And they found 
all that they did, present in 
front of them; and your Lord 
does not do injustice to anyone. 


Prostrated except 
Iblees (the Devil), that he was 
from the nation of Jinn; he 
consequently deviated from the 
command of his Lord. '(O people!) 
Do you choose him (the Devil) 
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instead of Me; whereas, they are 
your enemies?’ And what an evil 
alternative did the unjust receive. 


18:51. Neither did I make them 
present at the time of creating 
the heavens and the earth, nor 
at the time of their own creation, 
nor does it befit My Majesty to 
choose those as helpers who 
lead (others) astray. 


18:52. And the Day when He 
will proclaim that ‘Call those 
partners of Mine whom you had 
assumed (as My partners),’ they 
will therefore call out to them; 
they will not answer them, and 
We shall create a field of 
destruction between them. 


18:53. And the culprits will see 
Hell, so they will be certain that 
they are to fall into it, and they 
will find no place of escape 
therefrom. 


18:54. And We have 
undoubtedly explained all 
kinds of examples in various 
ways for mankind in this 
Qur'aan, and mankind is the 
most quarrelsome of all things. 
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18:55. And what prevented 
people from this; that they would 
have believed when guidance 
came to them and would have 
sought forgiveness from their 
Lord, except this; that the 
tradition of the former nations 
should come upon them or that 
various kinds of punishments 
should come upon them? 

18:56. And We do not send the 
Messengers except as 
conveyors of glad tidings and 
warnings, and those who are 
disbelievers argue using 
falsehood in order to drive 
away the truth with it, and they 
made a mockery of My verses 
and the warnings which were 
conveyed to them. 


18:57. And who is more unjust 
than the one who is reminded of 
the verses of his Lord, and he 
turns his face away from them 
and forgets what his hands have 
sent forward? We have put 
covers on their hearts; that they 
do not understand the Qur'aan, 
and heaviness in their ears (ie. 
they are blocked from hearing 
the truth). And even if you call 
them towards guidance, they will 
still consequently never attain. the 
right path. 


18:58. And your Lord is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful; had 
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He seized them on account of 
their doings, He would have 
henceforth sent the punishment 
upon them quickly. But for 
them is a promised time against 
which they will not find any 
refuge. 


18:59. And these towns We 
have destroyed when they (i.e. 
its people) committed injustice, 
and We had set an appointed 
time for their destruction. 


18:60. And recall when Moosa 
said to his assistant (Yusha! Ibn 
Noon), 'I will not desist until I 
reach the place where two seas 
meet, or I may continue 
walking for years.' 


18:61. And when they both 
reached the place where the 
two seas meet, they forgot 
about their fish, and it made its 
way into the sea, making a 
tunnel. 


18:62. So, when they passed 
therefrom, Moosa said to his 
assistant, 'Bring our breakfast, 
we have indeed faced great 
hardship in this journey of 
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18:63. He (the assistant) said, 
‘Let me explain; so, when we 
had taken rest near the rock, I 
indeed hence forgot about the 
fish; and only the Devil caused 
me to forget to mention it. And 
the fish found its way into the 
sea; how astonishing. 


18:64. Said Moosa, ‘This is 
exactly what we wanted.' So, 
they came back following their 
footsteps. 


18:65. So, they found a bondsman 
(ie. Khidr) from amongst Our 
bondsmen to whom We 
bestowed Mercy from Ourselves, 
and bestowed upon him ‘lm 
Ladunni (Divinely _ inspired 
knowledge) from Us. 

18:66. Moosa said to him, 'May 
I stay with you, on this 
condition that you teach me 
that righteous matter which 
you have been taught?’ 


18:67. He (Khidr) said, ‘You will 
never be able to stay with me.’ 


18:68. 'And how will you keep 
patience on something which 
your knowledge does not 
encompass?! 
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18:69. (Moosa) said, ‘Allah 
willing, you will soon find me 
patient and I will not do 
anything against your command.’ 


18:70. He (Khidr) said, 'So, if 
you stay with me, do not ask 
me about anything until I 
mention it to you myself.' 


18:71. Now they both walked 
until when they had boarded 
the boat; that bondsman 
(Khidr) slit the boat. Said 
Moosa, 'Did you slice it in order 
to drown its passengers? You 
have indeed done wrong.' 


18:72. He (Khidr) said, 'Did I 
not say that you will never be 
able to remain with me?' 


18:73. (Moosa) said, 'Do not 
apprehend me for my 
forgetting, and do not impose 
difficulty upon me in my task. 


18:74, They then both resumed 
their journey, until they met a 
boy; that bondsman (Khidr) 
killed him. Moosa said, ‘Did 
you kill a pure soul without 
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18:75. He (Khidr) said, 'Did I 
not say to you that you will 
never be able to remain with 
me?' 


18:76. Said (Moosa), '(If) I ask 
you anything after this; so, do 
not then stay with me. Indeed, 
from my side your excuse is 
fully justified.’ 


18:77. They both then proceeded 
until they came to the people of a 
village, they asked for food from 
those farmers; so, they refused to 
offer them hospitality. Then, in 
that village, they both found a 
wall; that, it is about to collapse; 
that bondsman (Khidr) restored 
it. Moosa said, Tf you had 
wished, you could have therefore 
asked for compensation for it.' 


18:78. He said, 'This is the 
(moment of) parting between 
me and you. I shall now 
disclose to you the mystery of 
the matters over which you 
could not have patience.' 


18:79. 'As for the boat, it 
belonged to some poor people 
who were working at the river; 
so, I wished to make it (appear) 
defective, and behind them was 
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a king who would capture 
every fault-free boat by force.' 


18:80. 'And as for the boy, his 
parents were Muslims and we 
feared that he may influence 
them towards rebellion and 
disbelief.' 


18:81. 'So, we wished that their 
Lord may grant them (a child); 
better, purer and more 
affectionate than him. 


18:82, 'As for that wall, it 
belonged to two orphan boys of 
that city, and beneath it was 
(buried) their treasure, and their 
father was a virtuous man, your 
Lord henceforth willed that they 
should reach their (age of) 
maturity and extract their 
treasure; (all this is) by the Mercy 
of your Lord; and I have not 
done this with my own authority 
at all. This is the interpretation of 
those matters on which you 
could not exercise patience. 


18:83. And they ask you (O 
Beloved) regarding Zul- 
Qarnayn. Say you, '(So) I recite 
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to you an account of him.' 


18:84. Indeed, We gave him 
authority in the land and 
bestowed upon him the goods 


of everything. 


18:85. He therefore pursued a 
way (for a certain purpose). 


18:86. To the extent that when 
he reached the place of the sun 
setting, he found (as if) it was 
setting in a spring of dark mud, 
and there he found a nation. 
We said, 'O Zul-Qarnayn, either 
you punish them or adopt 
kindness to them.' 


18:87. He submitted, 'Regarding 
the one who has done injustice; 
we shall soon punish him, he 
will then be returned back to 
his Lord; He will punish him 
severely.’ 


18:88. ‘And the one who 
believed and did good deeds, 
his reward therefore is goodness 
(ie. Paradise); and we (ie. Zul- 
Qarnayn) shall soon command 
him (to do) an easy task.' 
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18:89. He again pursued a way 
(for a particular purpose). 


18:90. To the extent that when 
he reached the place of the sun 
rising, he found it rising upon a 
nation for which We had not 
kept any blockade from the sun. 


18:91. So, the matter is like this 
(as We have told), and all that 
he possessed is encompassed 
by Our knowledge. 


18:92. He again pursued a way 
(for a particular purpose). 


18:93. Until when he reached 
between two mountains, at the 
other side of them, he found 
such people who did not 
appear to understand any (of 
his) speech. 


18:94. They said, 'O Zul- 
Qarnayn, Ya'jooj and Ma'jooj 
(Gog and Magog) indeed 
spread chaos in the land; so, 
shall we set aside a financial 
plan for you on the condition 
that you may build a wall 
between us and them?’ 
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18:95. He said, 'That upon 
which my Lord has given me 
control is better; therefore, help 
me with (man)power, I shall set 
up a strong barrier between 
you and them.' 


18:96. ‘Bring me sheets of iron.’ 
Until when he had raised the 
wall equal to the upper edge of 
both mountains, he said, 'Blow', 
to the extent that when he 
made it (red like) fire, he said, 
‘Bring it to me; that I may pour 
molten copper thereupon.' 


18:97. Therefore, Ya'jooj and 
Ma'jooj were neither able to 
climb it, nor could they make a 
hole therein. 


18:98. He said, 'This is the 
Mercy of my Lord; then, when 
the promise of my Lord will 
arrive, He will break it (i.e. the 
wall) into pieces; and the 
promise of my Lord is true.' 


18:99. And on that Day, We 
shall release them (i.e. Ya'jooj 
and Ma‘jooj); that one group of 
theirs will surge like waves over 
the other. And the Trumpet will 
be blown, We shall henceforth 
gather them all together. 
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18:100. And We shall bring Hell 
in front of the disbelievers on 
that Day. 


18:101. The ones upon whose 
eyes there was a covering from 
My remembrance and were not 
able to hear the truth (due to 
their firmness upon disbelief). 


18:102. So, do the disbelievers 
assume that they will make My 
bondsmen as their supporters 
other than Me? Indeed, We 
have prepared Hell for the 
hospitality of the disbelievers. 


18:103. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Shall we inform you as to 
whose actions are the worst?! 


18:104. 'Of those whose every 
effort is lost in (the pursuit of) 
the life of this world, and they 
perceive that “We are doing 
good work.”' 


18:105. These are the people who 
disbelieved in the verses of their 
Lord and meeting Him, all their 
deeds are therefore in vain, We 
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shall consequently not establish 
any weight (of good deeds) for 
them on the Day of Resurrection. 


18:106. This is their recompense; 
the Hellfire, because they 
disbelieved and made a mockery 
of My verses and My Messengers. 


18:107. Indeed, those who 
believed and did good deeds; 
Gardens of Firdous (ie. a level in 
Paradise) are (for) their hospitality. 


18:108. They will abide therein 
forever, not wanting to shift 
from there. 


18:109. Say you (O Beloved), 'Tf 
the sea becomes ink for 
(writing) the Words of my 
Lord, the sea will definitely 
therefore finish and the Words 
of my Lord would never come 
to an end; even if we bring 
another (sea) like it to help it. 


18:110. Say you (O Beloved), 'In 
apparent human appearance; I 
am like you, revelation comes 
to me that your God is only 
One God. So, whoever hopes to 
meet his Lord, he should 
perform good deeds and not 
ascribe anyone as a partner in 
the worship of his Lord.'

19. SURAH MARYAM 
(THE CHAPTER OF LADY) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
98 verses and 6 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


19:1. Kaaf-Ha-Ya-'Ayn-Saad. 
(These are individual letters of 
the Arabic alphabet; Allah and 
His Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 

19:2. This is the mentioning of 
that Mercy of your Lord, which 
He bestowed upon His 
bondsman Zakariyya. 


19:3. When he called his Lord 
softly. 


19:4. He submitted, 'O my Lord, 
my bone has become weak and 
the flame of old age (ie. grey hair) 
is shining from the head, and O 
my Lord, I have never been 
unsuccessful after calling You.' 


19:5. ‘And I fear my relatives 
after me (that they may destroy 
the religion), and my wife is 
infertile; therefore, bestow 
upon me from Yourself such 
(an heir) who will take over my 
work.' 


19:6. 'He should be my successor 
and the heir of the children of 
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Ya'qoob. And O my Lord, make 
him a cherished one.' 


19:7. 'O Zakariyya! We give you 
the glad tidings of a son whose 
name is Yahya. Before him, We 
have not made anyone of this 
name.' 


19:8. He submitted, 'O my Lord, 
how can I have a son; whereas, 
my wife is infertile, and I have 
reached the state of thinness 
due to old age?! 


19:9. He said, ‘It is exactly as 
so.' Your Lord said, 'That is 
easy for Me, and I have 
(indeed) created you before 
this, at a time when you did not 
exist.' 


19:10. He submitted, '0 my 
Lord, give me some sign.' He 
(Allah) said, 'Your sign is this; 
that you will not (have the 
ability to) speak to people for 
three nights, (and) days, 
despite having good health.' 


19:11. So, he came out to his 
people from the Mosque, and 
spoke to them through gestures 
that 'Keep glorifying (your 
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Lord, in the) moming and 
evening.' 


19:12. 'O Yahya, hold on to the 
Book (i.e. the Tawrah) firmly.’ 
And We gave him Prophethood 
in his childhood. 


19:13. And compassion from 
Us, and purity; and he was 
extremely fearful (of Allah). 


19:14. And was dutiful towards 
his parents, and was neither 
hostile nor disobedient. 


19:15. And peace is upon him 
the day he was born, and the 
day he will pass away, and the 
day he will be raised alive. 


19:16. And remember Maryam in 
the Book (ie. the Qur'aan); when. 
she went apart from her family 
to a place towards the East. 


19:17. So, there she veiled from 
them, We henceforth sent Our 
Spiritual One (ie. Jibra'eel) 
towards her; he appeared 
before her in the form of a 
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19:18. She said, 'I seek refuge of 
the Most Gracious, from you; if 
you fear Allah.’ 


19:19. He said, 'I have been sent ed ot ner 
by your Lord, so that I may CY eb dxev5i CJ 
give you a pure son.' x

19:20. She said, 'How can I bear 
ason? No man has touched me, 
nor am I unchaste.' 


19:21. He said, ‘Tt is only as so,’ 


your Lord has declared that This sso r SSF WES IG 


is easy for Me.' And in order that 
We make him a sign for the 
people and (appoint him as) a 
mercy from Us; and this matter 
has been decreed (by Allah). 


19:22. Now, Maryam conceived 
him, and she went away with 
him to a faraway place. 


19:23. The pain of labour then 
brought her to the trunk of the 
date tree. She said, 'Oh, I wish I 
had died before this and had 
become (someone) totally 
forgotten.’ 
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19:24. (The angel) therefore 
called her from underneath (the 
date tree); that 'Do not grieve; 
undoubtedly, your Lord has 
made a stream flow below you.' 


19:25. 'And grab the trunk of 
the date tree and shake it 
towards you; fresh ripe dates 
will fall upon you.’ 


19:26. 'So, eat and drink, and 
keep your eyes cool (because of 
your son); if you then see any 
person, so, say (with signs), “I 
have pledged a fast (of silence) 
for the Most Gracious, I will 
therefore not speak to any 
person today.”' 


19:27. So, carrying him in her 
arms, she brought him to her 
people; they said, 'O0 Maryam, 
you have indeed done 
something very strange.' 

19:28. 'O sister of Haaroon! 
Your father was not an evil 
man, nor was your mother an 
unchaste woman.' 


19:29. Thereupon, she pointed 
towards the child; they said, 
"How can we speak to an infant 
who is in the cradle?’ 
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19:30. The child ('Eisa) said, 'T 
am Allah's bondsman, He has 
given me the Book and made 
me a Conveyer of the unseen 
news (i.e. a Prophet).' 


19:31. 'And He has made me 
blessed; wherever I may be, 
and ordained upon me Salah 
and Zakah, for as long as I live.' 


19:32. 'And (He has made me) 
dutiful to my mother and has 
not made me hostile, 
unfortunate. 


19:33. ‘And that very peace (ie. the 
same that was upon Yahya) be 
upon me the day I was bom, and 
on the day I shall pass away, and 
on the day I will be raised alive.' 


19:34. This is 'Eisa; the son of 
Maryam; a statement of truth, 
in which they (the Christians) 
doubt. 


19:35. It does not befit Allah to 
take someone as His son; purity 
is to Him! When He orders 
anything, He just commands to 
it, 'Be,' and it becomes; instantly. 
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19:36. And said 'Eisa, 'Indeed, 
Allah is my Lord and your 
Lord; therefore, worship Him; 
this path is straight.' 


19:37. The groups then differed 
amongst themselves; SO, 
destruction is for the 
disbelievers from the presence 
of a Great Day. 


19:38. How much will they listen 
to and how much will they see 
on the Day when they will be 
present before Us, but today the 
unjust are in open error. 


19:39. And warn them of the 
Day of regret when the matter 
would have been decided; and 
they are in negligence, and they 
do not believe. 


19:40, Indeed, We shall be the 
Heir (Le. the Owner) of the earth 
and whatever is therein, and 
only towards Us will they return. 


19:41. And remember Ibrahim in 
the Book; indeed, he was 
Siddique (ie. exceptionally 
truthful), a Conveyer of the 
unseen news (i.e. a Prophet). 
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Sexe 


19:42. When he said to his 
father (paternal uncle), 'O my 
father, why do you worship the 
one who neither hears nor sees, 
and cannot benefit you in any 
way?' 


19:43. 'O my father, indeed 
there has come to me that 
knowledge which did not come 
to you, therefore, follow me; I 
will show you the straight 
path. 


19:44. 'O my father, do not be a 
bondsman of the Devil; indeed, 
the Devil is disobedient to the 
Most Gracious.' 


19:45. 'O my father, I fear that a 
punishment may reach you 
from the Most Gracious, you 
may consequently become a 
companion of the Devil.' 


19:46. He (Aazar) said, 'What! 
Do you turn your face from my 
gods, O Ibrahim? If you do not 
desist, I will certainly stone you; 
and do not have any connection 
with me for a long time.' 


19:47. He (Ibrahim) said, 
‘Enough! Salaam (i.e. goodbye to 
you). I shall soon seek 
forgiveness for you from my

Lord (that He may grant you 
faith and thereafter forgive you). 
Indeed, He is very kind to me.' 


19:48. 'And I shall leave you 
alone and all those whom you 
worship other than Allah, and I 
shall worship my Lord; it is 
likely that by worshipping my 
Lord, I will not be amongst the 
unfortunate. 


19:49. Then, when he had 
alienated himself from them and 
whom they worshipped other 
than Allah, We bestowed upon 
him Is-haaq and Ya'qoob; and We 
made each of them a Conveyor of 
the unseen news (ie. a Prophet). 


19:50. And We bestowed upon 
them Our Mercy and assigned 
for them a truly prominent 
reputation. 


19:51. And remember Moosa in 
the Book; he was indeed a 
chosen one, and he was a 
Messenger, a Conveyor of the 
unseen news (i.e. a Prophet). 


19:52. We called him from the 
right side of Toor and brought 
him close, in order to reveal 
Our secret. 


19:53. And out of Our Mercy, 
We gave him his brother 
Haaroon; a Conveyor of the 
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unseen news (i.e. a Prophet). 


19:54. And remember Isma'eel 
in the Book; he was indeed true 
in promise and was a 
Messenger, a Conveyor of the 
unseen news (i.e. a Prophet). 


19:55. He used to command his 
family to offer Salah and give 
Zakah, and was pleasing to his 
Lord. 


19:56. And remember Idrees in the 
Book; he was indeed exceptionally 
truthful, a Conveyor of the unseen 
news (Le. a Prophet). 


19:57. And We raised him to a 
high station. 


19:58. It is these (bondsmen) 
upon whom Allah has bestowed 
favour from amongst the 
Conveyors of the unseen news 
(ie. Prophets) from the 
descendants of Adam, and from 
those whom We caused to board 
along with Nooh and from the 
descendants of Ibrahim and 
Ya'qoob, and from those whom 
We guided and chose. When the 
verses of the Most Gracious are

recited to them, they would fall 
down; prostrating and crying. 


19:59. So, after them in their 
place came those unworthy 
successors who missed Salah 
and pursued their lusts; so, they 
will therefore soon encounter the 
jungle of Ghayy in Hell (ie. a 
dreadful valley in the Hellfire). 


19:60. Except those who 
repented and accepted faith 
and did good deeds; these 
people will therefore enter 
Paradise, and they will not be 
wronged at all. 


19:61. Gardens of living, which 
the Most Gracious has 
promised to His bondsmen 
without them seeing (the 
Gardens); indeed, His promise 
is about to come. 


19:62. They will not hear any 
vain talk therein, but only 
greetings of peace, and therein 
for them is sustenance; 
morning and evening. 


19:63. This is that Garden, 
whose heir We shall appoint 
from Our bondsmen who is 
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19:64. (And said the angel 
Jibra'eel to the Beloved Prophet) 
'We, the angels, do not descend 
but by the command of the 
Lord of your respected self; 
only to Him belongs what is in 
front of us and what is behind 
us, and what is in between 
them; and the Lord of your 
respected self is never forgetful.' 


19:65. (Only He is) the Owner of 
the heavens and the earth and 
what is between them; so, 
worship Him and be firm on His 
worship; do you know of any 
other of the same name as His? 


19:66. And mankind says, 
'When I will die, will I 
definitely be brought back alive 
soon?’ 


19:67. And does man not 
remember that We created him 
before this, and he was 
nothing? 


19:68. So, by the oath of your 
Lord, We shall assemble them 
and the devils all together and 
bring them around Hell; fallen 
on (their) knees. 


19:69. We shall then pick out 
from each group the one who 
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will be the most daring towards 
the Most Gracious. 


19:70. We know then very well 
those who are most deserving 
to be roasted in Hell. 


19:71. And there is no one amongst 
you who shall not cross over Hell; 
this is inevitably a decided matter 
upon the responsibility (of the 
Generosity) of your Lord. 


19:72. We shall then rescue the 
fearful ones and leave the 
unjust in it; fallen on their 
knees. 


19:73. And when Our clear 
verses are recited to them, the 
disbelievers say to the Muslims, 
'Which group has a better home 
and better company?' 


19:74. And many generations 
We did destroy before them, 
that they were better in goods 
and splendour than them. 


19:75. Say you (O Beloved), 
'The one who is in error; so, the 
Most Gracious may give him 
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enough respite until that time 
when they see that which they 
were promised; either the 
punishment or the Day of 
Judgement. So, they will now 
come to know for whom is the 
evil rank and whose army is 
weak?! 


19:76. And Allah will further 
increase guidance for those 
who have attained guidance; 
and the ever-lasting good deeds 
have the best reward by your 
Lord, and the best outcome. 


19:77. So, have you seen him 
who denied Our verses and 
says, 'I shall certainly be given 
wealth and children.'? 


19:78. Has he glimpsed into the 
unseen, or has he made a pact 
with the Most Gracious? 


19:79. Never. We shall now 
record what he says and give 
him an extremely prolonged 
punishment. 

190. And it is only We Who 
shall inherit what he is mentioning 
(concerning his possessions), and 
he will come to Us alone. 
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19:81. And they have taken 
gods other than Allah, so that 
they may provide them with 


strength. 


19:82. Never. Soon, they (i.e. the 
false deities) will deny their 
worshipping and will become 
opponents of them. 


19:83. Did you not see that We 
sent devils upon the disbelievers; 
that they incite them excessively 
(to commit sins)? 


19:84. So (O Beloved), do not 
hasten upon them, We are only 
completing their counting. 


19:85. On the Day when We 
shall take the righteous people 
towards the Most Gracious as 


guests. 


19:86. And will drive the 
culprits towards Hell; thirsty. 


19:87. People are not the owners 
of intercession except those who 
have made a covenant with the 
Most Gracious. 
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19:88. And the disbelievers 
said, 'The Most Gracious has 
chosen offspring.’ 


19:89. You have indeed brought 
a speech of extreme limit (of 
evil). 


19:90. It is near that the heavens 
may tear apart, and the earth 
may burst apart and _ the 
mountains may fall down, 
ruined. 


19:91. That is because they 
ascribed. offspring to the Most 
Gracious. 


19:92. And it does not befit the 
Most Gracious to have 
offspring. 


19:93. All those who are in the 
heavens and the earth will be 
present in His Majestic Court as 
bondsmen. 


19:94. Indeed, He knows their 
number and has counted them 
one by one. 


19:95. And each one of them will 


be present alone in His Majestic 
Court on the Day of Resurrection. 
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19:96. Indeed, those who 
believed and did good deeds; 
the Most Gracious will place 
love for them. 


19:97. (O Beloved) We have 
henceforth made this Qur'aan 
easy upon your tongue; that 
you may give glad tidings with 
it to those who fear, and warn 
those who are quarrelsome. 


19:98. And how many 
generations did We destroy 
before them; do you ever see 
any one of them or even hear 
their slightest sound? 


20. SURAH TA-HA 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
135 verses and 8 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 

20:1. Ta-Ha. (These are individual 
letters of the Arabic alphabet; 
Allah and His Messenger know 
their exact meanings.) 

20:2. O Beloved, We have not 
sent down this Qur'aan upon you 
that you may fall into hardship. 


20:3. Yes, as advice for he who 
fears (Allah). 
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20:4. Sent down by the One 
Who created the earth and the 
high heavens. 


20:5. The Most Gracious 
established His Authority upon 
the Throne. 


20:6. To Him belongs whatever 
is in the heavens and whatever 
is in the earth, and whatever is 
between them and whatever is 
beneath this moist soil. 


20:7. And if you speak aloud, 
He knows the secret and that 
which is even more hidden. 


20:8. Allah; that no one is to be 
worshipped except Him. Only 
His are all the Good Names. 


20:9. And did the news of 
Moosa come to you? 


20:10. When he saw a fire and 
said to his wife, ‘Stop! I have 
seen a fire, perhaps I may bring 
you a live coal from it or find a 
way at the fire.' 
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20:11. Then, when he came near 
the fire, a call was given, 'O 
Moosa!' 

20:12. ‘Indeed, I am your Lord; 
therefore, take off your shoes. 
Indeed, you are in the sacred 
jungle (i.e. valley) of Tuwa.' 


20:13. 'And I have chosen you; 
now, listen attentively to what 
is to be revealed to you.’ 


20:14, ‘Indeed, only I am Allah; 
that there is no one worthy of 
worship except Me; hence, 
worship Me and establish Salah 
for My remembrance. 


20:15. ‘Indeed, the Last Day is 
imminent; it was close that I hide 
it from all, in order that every 
soul gets rewarded of its effort.' 


20:16. 'So (O people of Moosa), 
let not the one who does not 
believe in it and follows his 
own desires prevent you from 
accepting it, lest you perish.' 


20:17, 'And what is this which you 
have in your right hand, O Moosa” 
20:18. He submitted, 'This is my 
staff; I lean on it, and I knock 


down leaves for my goats with 
it, and there are other tasks of 
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20:19. He (Allah) said, 'Cast it 
down, O Moosa! 


20:20. Moosa therefore cast it 
down; so, it suddenly became a 
snake, running. 


20:21. He (Allah) said, 'Pick it 
up and do not fear, We shall 
now restore it to its original 
form.' 


20:22, ‘And place your hand 
joining with your arm (below the 
armpit); it will come out (shining) 
bright white, not due to any 
illness; (this is) one more sign.' 
20:23. 'In order that We may 
show you Our great signs.' 


20:24. 'Go to Fir'awn, he has 
become a rebel.' 


20:25. Said Moosa, 'O my Lord, 
open up my chest for me (to 
increase my confidence).' 


20:26. 'And make my task easy 
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20:27. ‘And untie the knot of tl “Y, wh- 8s 2 
my tongue.' OGLAessoss ois 


20:28. 'In order that they may SP 22h 5 962° 
understand my speech. od$ rere 


20:29. 'And appoint for me a 
minister from my family. 


20:30. 'Who is that? Haaroon, 
my brother.’ 


20:31. 'Strengthen my back with 

him.' 

20:32. 'And make him a partner 

in my task,' 

20:33. 'In order that we may B 

glorify You abundantly.’ Olgss a ta ae 

20:34. ‘And remember You 

abundantly.' b  poatcy_¥ 246 
i OVS ES 

20:35. ‘Indeed, You are seeing 
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20:36. He (Allah) said, 'O 
Moosa, you have been granted 
your wish. 


20:37. 'And indeed, once more We 
had bestowed favour upon you.’ 
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20:38. 'When We inspired your 
mother with whatever was to 
be inspired.’ 


20:39. ‘That “Put this child 
(Moosa) into a trunk and cast it 
into the river, the river shall 
thus cast it on the bank; that 
there My enemy and his enemy 
(ie. Fir'awn) shall pick him 
up.” And I placed upon you 
love from Me; and in order that 
you may be brought up in My 
sight (i.e. in My protection).' 


20:40. ‘Your sister walked 
along, then suggested, “Shall I 
point out to you the people 
who may nurse him?” And We 
brought you back to your 
mother in order to cool her eyes 
and that she may not grieve. 
And you killed a man, We 
henceforth freed you from that 
sorrow and tested you well. So, 
you stayed for several years 
amongst the people of Madyan, 
you then came (here) at an 
appointed time, O Moosa.' 


20:41. 'And I created you 
particularly for Myself (to 
propagate the true religion).' 


20:42. ‘So, you and your 
brother; both go with My signs, 
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and do not be inattentive in My 
remembrance.' 


20:43. 'Both of you go to Fir'awn, 
he has indeed become a rebel.' 


20:44. 'So, speak to him gently 
in the hope that he may reflect 
or have some fear.' 


20:45. They both submitted, 'O 
our Lord, we indeed fear that he 
may commit excess against us 
or confront us with mischief,' 


20:46. He (Allah) said, 'Fear not; 


Iam with you, All-Hearing and 
All-Seeing.' 


20:47. 'Therefore, go to him and 
tell him we have been sent by 
your Lord; so, leave the 
Children of Ya'qoob with us, 
and do not torture them. We 
have indeed brought to you a 
sign from your Lord, and peace 
be upon him who follows 
guidance.' 


20:48. ‘Indeed, revelation has 
come to us that the punishment 
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is upon the one who belies and 
turns his face.' 


20:49. He (Fir'awn) said, ‘So, who 
is the Lord of you both, O Moosa?! 


20:50. He (Moosa) said, 'Our 
Lord is He Who gave a befitting 
form to everything, then 
showed the (right) path.' 


20:51. Said (Fir'awn), ‘What is the 
state of the previous generations?’ 


20:52. He (Moosa) said, 'The 
knowledge of them is with my 
Lord in a Book (ie. the 
Preserved Tablet); my Lord 
neither strays nor forgets.' 


20:53. The One Who has made 
the earth a bed for you, and 
kept active paths for you 
therein and sent down water 
from the sky; so, with it We 
brought forth various pairs of 
vegetation. 


20:54. Eat, and (also) graze your 
cattle; indeed, in this are signs 
for the people of intellect. 
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20:55. We have created you 
simply from the earth, and only 
to it We shall take you back, 
and only from it We shall cause 
you to rise again. 


20:56. And indeed, We showed 
him all of Our _ signs; 
consequently, he belied and did 
not accept. 


20:57. He (Fir'awn) said, 'Have 
you come to us in order to 
banish us from our land using 
your magic, O Moosa?! 


20:58. 'So, we will definitely 
bring similar magic in front of 
you, therefore, fix an agreed 
time between us and you (for a 
challenge), from which neither 
we nor you shall turn away, at 
(an open and) a level place.' 


20:59. Said Moosa, 'Your agreed 
time is the day of the festival, 
and that the people be assembled 
during the brightness of the day.' 


20:60. So, Fir'lawn went back 
and gathered up his deceptive 
schemes, then returned. 


20:61. Moosa said to them, 'Woe 
to you! Do not fabricate lie 
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against Allah, that He may 
destroy you by punishment; 
and whoever fabricated lie 
indeed remained unsuccessful.' 


20:62. So, they (the magicians) 
disputed with one another 
regarding their task and 
consulted secretly. 


20:63. They said, 'Undoubtedly, 
these two are definitely 
magicians; they desire to banish 
you from your land by the 
strength of their magic and do 
away with your good religion.' 


20:64. 'Therefore, strengthen your 
scheme, and come forth lined up. 
And whosoever dominates this 
day has succeeded. 


20:65. They said, '0 Moosa, 
either you throw first, or shall 
we throw first?! 


20:66. Moosa said, 'Rather, you 
throw.' Thereupon, their ropes 
and their staffs, by the strength 
of their magic, appeared to him 
(Moosa) as if they were 
(snakes) running. 
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20:67. And Moosa sensed fear 
in his heart (that people may 
believe in this magic). 


20:68. We said, 'Fear not; only 
you are dominant.' 


20:69. 'And cast down what is 
in your right hand, it will 
swallow their fabrications; that 
which they have made and 
brought, that is only a trick of 
the magicians. And a magician 
is never successful, wherever 
he comes to.' 


20:70. Thus, all the magicians 
were thrown down into 
prostration, they said, ‘We 
brought faith in Him Who is the 
Lord of Haaroon and Moosa.' 


20:71. Said Fir'awn, 'Did you 
believe in him before I (even) 
permitted you? He (Moosa) is 
indeed your superior who 
taught you magic. Therefore, I 
swear I will definitely cut off 
your hands and your feet from 
alternate sides, and crucify you 
on the (dry) trunk of a date 
tree. And you will surely come 
to know amongst (both of) us 
as to whose punishment is 
severe and lasting.’ 
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20:72. They said, 'We shall 
never give preference to you 
over the clear proofs that have 
come to us. By the oath of our 
Creator, so; do what you are to 
do (i.e. we do not care); you will 
only do in the life of this world.' 


20:73. 'Indeed, we believed in 
our Lord, so that He may 
forgive our sins and the magic 
which you forced us to 
perform. And Allah is the Best, 
and the Most Lasting.’ 


20:74. Indeed, the one who comes 
as a criminal in the Majestic 
Court of his Lord (having died 
on. disbelief); consequently, for 
him is undoubtedly Hell, in 
which he will neither die nor live 
(peacefully). 

20:75. And the one who 
presents himself as a believer in 
His Majestic Court, that he has 
done good deeds; so, only their 
ranks are high. 


20:76. (For them are) Gardens 
for living, beneath which rivers 
flow, abiding in them forever; 
and this is the reward of him 
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who became pure. 


20:77. And We indeed sent 
revelation to Moosa; that ‘By 
night, take away My bondsmen 
and make a dry path for them 
in the river, you shall have no 
fear of Fir'awn capturing (you) 
nor danger.' 


20:78. So, Fir'awn went after 
them with his army, the river 
hence covered them just the 
way it covered them (ie. 
drowned. them completely). 


20:79. And Fir'awn led his people 
astray and did not guide them. 


20:80. O Children of Israel! 
Indeed, We rescued you from 
your enemy, and We gave you 
the promise of the right side of 
Toor (Sinai), and sent down 
Manna and Salwa upon you. 


20:81. ‘Eat the pure things We 
have provided you and do not 
exceed in this, that My wrath 
may descend upon you; and 
the one upon whom My wrath 
has descended, he has indeed 
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20:82. And I am indeed Most 
Forgiving for him who 
repented, and believed and did 
good deeds; then remained 
upon guidance. 


20:83. 'And why did you come 
in haste ahead of your people 
(at Mount Toor), O Moosa?' 


20:84. He submitted, 'They are 
here; just behind me, and O my 
Lord, I hastened towards You, 
that You may be pleased. 


20:85. He (Allah) said, 'We have 
henceforth tested your people 
after you came, and Saamiri has 
led them astray.' 


20:86. So, Moosa returned to his 
people; full of anger, grieving; 
he said, 'O my people! Did your 
Lord not give you a good 
promise? Did a long time pass 
by you, or did you wish that 
your Lord's wrath may befall 
you? So, you broke your 
promise with me.' 
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20:87. They said, 'We did not 
default on our promise to you 
on our own will, but we were 
made to carry the burdens of 
the ornaments of these people, 
we therefore cast them {into the 
fire), and similarly did Saamiri 
cast.' 


20:88. So, he took out a calf for 
them; a lifeless body, producing 
a cow-like sound. So, they 

iri and his followers 
deceptively) said, 'This is your 
God and the God of Moosa; 
Moosa has forgotten (to inform 
you about this god).' 


20:89. So, do they not see that it 
does not respond to any speech 
of theirs, and has no power to 
cause them any harm or 
benefit? 


20:90. And Haaroon had 
undoubtedly told them 
beforehand, 'O my people! It is 
such that, due to that (calf), you 
have fallen into trial. And your 
Lord is indeed the Most 
Gracious; so, follow me and 
obey my command.' 


20:91. They said, ‘We will 
continue to sit around it firmly 
(to worship it) until Moosa 
returns to us.' 
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20:92. Said Moosa, 'O Haaroon, 
what prevented you (from 
guiding them) when you saw 
them going astray.’ 


20:93. 'That you did not come 
after me (to inform me). So, did 
you disobey my order?’ 


20:94. He (Haaroon) said, 'O son 
of my mother, do not grab my 
beard nor the hair of my head. I 
feared that you would say, "(O 
Haaroon) you have caused a 
division amongst the Children 
of Israel and did not wait for 
my word." 


20:95. Said Moosa, 'And what is 
your position, O Saamiri?' 


20:96. He said, 'I saw what the 
people did not see. I took a 
handful of sand from the 
footprint (of the horse of 
Jibra'eel), then placed it (into 
the mouth of the calf), and this 
is what pleased my soul.' 


20:97. Said (Moosa), 'So, go away 
(whoever will touch you will — 
sick), that your i 

this life is (total isolation); that i me 
you say, "Do not touch (me)." 
And for you is indeed an 
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appointed time, which will not 
be unfulfilled from you. And 
look at your deity, in front of 
which you remained sitting 
firmly; worshipping it for the 
whole day. We swear an oath 
we will definitely burn it, then 
crushing it into bits and pieces, 
we will make it flow in the river.’ 


20:98. "Your God is indeed only 
worthy of worship; His knowledge 
encompasses everything.' 


20:99. This is how We relate the 
former news to you (O 
Beloved), and We have given 
you remembrance (ie. the 
Qur'aan) from Ourselves. 


20:100. Whoever turns away 
from it will indeed carry a 
burden on the Day of 
Resurrection. 


20:101. They will remain 
therein forever, and what an 
evil burden it will be for them 
on the Day of Resurrection. 


20:102. On the Day when the 
Trumpet will be blown and We 
shall raise the culprits on that 
Day; blue-eyed (with terror and 
darkened faces). 
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20:103. Whispering _ secretly 
amongst themselves, 'You have 
not stayed on earth but for ten 


nights.’ 


20:104. We know well what 
they will utter; whereas, the 
wisest among them will state 
that "You have stayed just for a 
day. 


20:105. And they ask you (O 
Beloved) regarding the mountains; 
say you, 'My Lord will blow them 
away after breaking them into bits 
and pieces! 


20:106. 'So, leaving the earth 
just as a flat field.' 


20:107. 'In which you shall see 
neither any high point nor low 
point.' 


20:108. On that Day, they will 
run after a caller (the angel 
Israafeel); there will be no 
crookedness therein (without 
going to the right or left of that 
call). And all voices shall become 
low in the Majestic Court of the 
Most Gracious; thus, you will not 
hear except a faint sound. 


20:109. On that Day, no one's 
intercession shall benefit except 
the one to whom the Most 
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Gracious has given permission 
and whose word He has liked. 


20:110. He knows whatever is 
ahead of them and whatever is 
behind them, and their knowledge 
cannot encompass Him. 


20:111. And all faces shall bow 
in the Majestic Court of the All- 
Living, the All-Sustaining. And 
the one who bore the burden of 
injustice undoubtedly remained 
unsuccessful. 


20:112. And the one who does 
some good deeds and is a 
Muslim, he shall therefore have 
ne fear of injustice nor of any 
oss. 


20:113. And this is how We 
revealed it as an Arabic 
Qur'aan, and therein gave the 
promises of punishment in 
various ways; that they may 
fear, or it may generate some 
contemplation in their hearts. 


20:114. So, Allah is the Most High, 
the True King. And do not hasten 
in the Qur'aan (O Beloved) until 
its revelation has been completed 
to you. And submit (in this 
manner) that 'O my Lord, bestow 
upon me more knowledge.' 


20:115. And before this, We had 


indeed given an emphasised 
commandment to Adam; so, he 
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forgot, and We did not find his 
intention (ie. to eat the forbidden 
fruit). 

20:116. And when We 
commanded the angels, 'Prostrate 
to Adam,’ they all hence fell 
down in prostration, except Iblees 
(Satan); he did not accept. 


20:117. We henceforth said, 'O 
Adam, he is indeed the enemy 
of you and your wife. So, it 
should not happen that he may 
get you both out of Paradise; 
then you may fall into 
hardship.' 


20:118. ‘Indeed, for you in 
Paradise is this; that you may 
never be hungry nor be naked.' 


20:119. 'And this; that you 
never feel thirsty nor feel the 
heat of the sun. 


20:120. So, the Devil whispered 
to him; saying, 'O Adam, shall I 
inform you of the tree of 
immortality and a kingdom 
that does not get worn out?' 


20:121. So, they both ate 
therefrom, now their things of 
shame became manifest to 
them, and they began applying 
the leaves of Paradise on 
themselves (in order to cover 
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themselves); and Adam slipped 
up in the command of his Lord; 
so, what he had desired (i.e. 
achieving immortality), he did 
not find the way to it. 


20:122. Then, his Lord chose 
him, so He focused His Mercy 
towards him and guided him 
towards His special closeness. 


20:123. He (Allah) said that 
‘Both of you go down from 
Paradise; together, (O progeny 
of Adam) you are an enemy to 
one another. Then, if guidance 
comes to all of you from Me; so, 
whosoever follows My 
guidance will not go astray nor 
become ill-fated.' 


20:124. 'And the one who 
turned his face away from My 
remembrance; indeed, for him 
is a life of hardship, and We 
shall raise him blind on the Day 
of Resurrection. 


20:125. He will say, 'O my Lord, 
why have You raised me blind; 
whereas, I possessed sight?! 


20:126. He (Allah) will say, 'Our 
verses came to you in a like 
manner, you forgot them; and 
in the same way, nobody will 
take any notice of you today.' 
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20:127. And this is how We 
recompense him who 
transgresses and does not believe 
in the verses of his Lord. And 
the punishment of the Hereafter 
is indeed the most severe and 
the most lasting. 


20:128. So, did they not gain 
guidance from (knowing) how 
many generations We destroyed 
before them; that these (people) 
walk about in the place of their 
dwelling? Indeed, in that are 
signs for the people of intellect. 


20:129. And had a Word (ie. the 
decision to delay the punishment 
of the disbelievers) of your Lord 
not been decreed, and if a term 
had not been appointed (ie. the 
Day of Judgement), the 
i it would have therefore 
definitely gripped them. 


20:130. Therefore (O Beloved), be 
patient upon their (blasphemous) 
utterances, and whilst praising 
your Lord, proclaim His Purity, 
before the sun rises and before it 
sets. And proclaim His Purity in 
some parts of the night and at 
the ends of the day, in this hope; 
that, you may be pleased. 


20:131. And O listener! Do not 
spread your eyes towards that 
which We have given to 
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disbelieving pairs to enjoy; the 
delight of the worldly life, that 
We may test them because of it. 
And the sustenance of your 
Lord is the best and the most 
lasting. 


20:132. And command your 
family to establish Salah, and 
be steadfast in it yourself. We 
do not ask for any sustenance 
from you at all; (rather) We will 
provide you sustenance. And 
the excellent result is for (the 
people of) piety. 

20:133. And the disbelievers said, 
'Why does he not bring to us a 
sign from his Lord?’ And has 
there not come to them the 
explanation of what is in the 
former scriptures (i.e. mentioning 
of the Qur'aan and the Beloved 
Prophet)? 

20:134, And had We destroyed 
them with any type of 
punishment before the arrival 
of a Messenger, they would 
have therefore certainly said, 'O 
our Lord, why did You not 
send a Messenger to us; that we 
would have followed Your 
verses before being humiliated 
and disgraced?’ 


20:135. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Each one is waiting; so, you 
should also wait. So, you will 
now come to know who are the 
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people of the right path, and 
who attained guidance.'

21. SURAH AL-AMBIYA (THE 
PROPHETS) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
112 verses and 7 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


21:1. The reckoning of the 
people is near, and they have 
turned their faces in negligence. 


21:2, When new advice comes 
to them from their Lord; 
consequently, they do not listen 
to it except in a playful manner. 


21:3. Their hearts are involved 
in play, and the unjust 
consulted with each other 
secretly; that 'Who is this, is he 
merely another a human like 
you? So, do you go to (him 
because of his) magic whilst 
you are seeing (it)?! 


21:4, The Beloved Prophet 
(Muhammad) said, 'My Lord 
knows every word (spoken) in 
the heavens and in the earth, 
and only He is the All-Hearing, 
the All-Knowing.' 
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= SURAH AL-AMBIYA 21 PART 17 


(revelations) are confusing dreams; 
rather, it is his fabrication. Rather, 
he is a poet; (if he is a Prophet) he 
must therefore bring us some sign, 
just like the former had been sent 
(with miracles). 

21:6. No (people of any) town 
which We destroyed before 
them believed; so, will they 
believe? 


21:7. And We did not send 
(Prophets) before you except 
men, to whom We = sent 
revelations. Therefore, O 
people! Ask the people of 
knowledge if you do not know. 


21:8, And We did not create them 
as mere bodies that ate no food, 
and (nor did we make them) to 
live in the world forever. 


21:9. We then fulfilled Our 
promise to them; We 
henceforth rescued them and 
whoever (else) We willed, and 
destroyed the transgressors. 


21:10. We have indeed sent 
down towards you a Book (O 
people of Quraish), in which is 
your (potential) glorification; 
so, do you not have sense? 
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= SURAH AL-AMBIYA 21 PART 17 


21:11. And how many towns 
We have destroyed that were 
unjust, and We created another 
nation after them. 


21:12. And when they received 
Our punishment, they 
immediately started fleeing 
therefrom. 


21:13. 'Do not flee, and return to 
the comforts that were given to 
you and to your homes; 
perhaps you will be asked.’ 


21:14. They said, ‘Woe to us! 
We were indeed unjust.' 


21:15. So, they kept saying this 
until We made them cut-off 
(i.e. like chopped-off crop), 
extinguished. 


21:16. And We have not created 
the heavens and the earth and 
what is between them in vain. 


21:17. (Hypothetically) had We 
willed to choose any amusement, 
We could have chosen it from 
Ourselves, if We wanted to do 
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= SURAH AL-AMBIYA 21 PART 17 


21:18. Rather, We _ strike 
falsehood with the truth, it 
therefore knocks out its brains; 
thereupon it vanishes. And woe 
to you for those utterances which 
you fabricate (concerning Allah). 


21:19. And only to Him belong 
all those who are in the heavens 
and in the earth, and those 
(angels) with Him are not 
arrogant towards worshipping 
Him, nor do they tire. 


21:20. They glorify Him night 
and day; and they are not lazy 
(in this regard). 


21:21. Have they appointed 
from the earth some such gods; 
that they create something? 


21:22. If there were gods other 
than Allah in the heavens and 
the earth, they would have 
therefore definitely been 
destroyed. Thus, Purity be to 
Allah; Master of the Throne, 
from the matters that they 
fabricate. 


21:23. He (Allah) is not to be 
questioned what He does, and 
they (the people) will all be 
questioned. 
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= SURAH AL-AMBIYA 21 PART 17 


21:24. Have they taken other 
gods except Allah? Say you (O 
Beloved), Bring your proof. This 
Qur'aan is the remembrance of 
those who are with me and the 
remembrance of those before 
me.' Rather, most of them do not 
know the truth; hence, they turn 
away (from it). 


21:25. And We did not send any 
Messenger before you but We 
would reveal to him that 'There 
is no god except Me; hence, 
only worship Me.' 


21:26, And they (the disbelievers) 


21:27. They do not precede Him 
in speech, and they act upon 
only His command. 


21:28. He knows what is in 
front of them and what is 
behind them, and they do not 
intercede except for him whom 
He (Allah) likes, and they are in 
fear of His Awe. 


21:29. And the one amongst 
them who says, 'I am a god 
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other than Allah,’ We shall 
consequently recompense him 
with Hell; this is how We 
punish the transgressors. 


21:30. Did the disbelievers not 
perceive that the heavens and 
the earth were closed up (as 
one piece), We henceforth 
opened (i.e. parted) them, and 
We made every living thing 
from water. So, will they not 
believe? 


21:31. And We have placed 
(mountains as) anchors in the 
earth, that it may not tremble 
with them (people). And We 
kept wide paths therein, that 
they may find their way. 


21:32. And We have made the 
sky a protected roof; and they 
turn away from its signs (i.e. 
sun, moon, wind, clouds, etc.). 


21:33. And it is He Who created 
the night and the day, and the 
sun and the moon; each one 
floats in an orbit. 


21:34. And, before you, We did 
not make in the world a never- 
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= SURAH AL-AMBIYA 21 PART 17 


ending life for any human. So, 
will they remain eternally if 
you (O Beloved) depart (from 
this world)? 


21:35. Every soul must taste the 
flavour of death, and We test 
you with evil and with good for 
a trial, and only to Us are you 
to return. 


21:36. And when the 
disbelievers see you, they do 
not take you but as a mockery 
(saying to each other), 'Is he the 
one who speaks ill of your 
gods?! And they deny the 
remembrance of the Most 
Gracious. 


21:37. Mankind has been made 
to be hasty. I shall now show 
you My signs; do not be hasty 
with Me. 


21:38. And they say, 'When will 
this promise (of punishment) 
occur, if you are truthful?' 


21:39. Had the disbelievers 
somehow known the time 
when they will not be able to 
stop the Fire from their faces, 
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and nor from their backs, and 
nor are they to be helped. 


21:40. Rather, it will come upon 
them suddenly; it will hence 
make them dumbfounded; they 
will then not be able to reverse it, 
nor will they be given respite. 


21:41. And _ indeed, the 
Messengers before you were 
mocked but the mockery of 
those who mocked 
encompassed themselves. 


21:42. Say you (O Beloved), 'Who 
guards you night and day from 
(the punishment of) the Most 
Gracious?! Rather, they have 
turned away their faces from the 
remembrance of their Lord. 


21:43. Do they have some gods 
who protect them from Us? 
They cannot save themselves, 
nor do they have an alliance 
with Us. 


21:44. Rather, We have given 
those (disbelievers) and their 
forefathers a benefit to the extent 
that life became long for them. 
So, do they not see that We are 
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reducing the land (of the 
disbelievers) from its borders (by 
giving victory to the believers)? 
So, will they be dominant? 


21:45. Say you (O Beloved), 1 
warn you only through revelation, 
and the deaf do not hear the call 
when they are warned.' 


21:46. And if a breath of your 
Lord's punishment was to touch 
them, they would hence 
definitely say, 'Woe to us! We 
were indeed unjust.' 


21:47. And We shall establish 
the scales of justice on the Day 
of Resurrection, no soul will 
therefore be wronged in the 
least. And if there be anythi 
even equal to a mustar mat 
We will henceforth bring it, and 
We are Sufficient to take 
account. 


21:48. And We indeed gave 
Moosa and Haaroon judgement 
(ie. the Tawrah), and light, and 
advice for the pious. 


21:49. Those who fear their 
Lord without seeing and they 
are afraid of the Last Day. 
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This is a_ blessed 
remembrance which We have 
sent down. Are you deniers 
thereof? 


21:51. And We indeed bestowed 
upon Ibrahim his righteous 
path from the beginning, and 
We were Aware of him. 


21:52. When he said to his father 
and his people, ‘What are these 
idols in front of whom you are 
sitting devotedly (to worship)?! 


21:53. They said, 'We found our 
forefathers worshipping them.' 


21:54. He (Ibrahim) _ said, 
Indeed, you and your 
forefathers are all in open 
error.' 


21:55. They said, 'Have you 
brought the truth to us, or are 


you just playing?! 


21:56. He said, ‘Rather, your 
Lord is the Lord of the heavens 
and the earth; the One Who 
created them. And I am 
amongst the witnesses to this.' 
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21:57. 'And I swear an oath by 
Allah, I shall seek to harm your 
idols after you have turned 
your backs.' 


21:58. He therefore crushed 
them all except the biggest 
amongst them; that perhaps 
they may question it. 


21:59. They said, 'Who has done 
this to our gods? He is indeed 
unjust.’ 


21:60. Some amongst them said, 
'We heard a young man speak 
ill of them; the one called 
Ibrahim." 


21:61. They said, 'So, bring him 
in front of the people; perhaps 
they may testify.' 


21:62. They said, 'Did you do 
this to our gods, O Ibrahim?’ 


21:63. Said he, 'Rather, this big 
one from them must have done 
it; so, question them, if they 
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21:64. They therefore turned to 
themselves (realising their own 
falsehood) and said (to one 
another), 'Indeed, only you are 
unjust.' 

21:65. They were then made to 
reverse on their heads (ie. 
baffled with embarrassment 
and said); that '(O Ibrahim!) 
You know well that they do not 
speak. 


21:66. He (Ibrahim) said, 'Do 
you worship other than Allah 
who neither benefits you nor 
harms you.' 


21:67. ‘Shame on you and on 
those idols whom you worship 
instead of Allah; so, do you not 
have intellect?’ 


21:68. They said, 'Burn him and 
help your gods, if you are to do 
(something). 


21:69. We said, 'O fire! Become 
cool and peaceful upon 
Ibrahim." 


21:70. And they wished to 
cause him harm, We 
consequently made them the 
greatest of losers. 
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21:71. And We rescued him and 
Loot towards that land in 
which We _ have placed 
blessings for the worlds. 


21:72. And We bestowed upon 
him Is-haaq, and Ya'qoob; the 
grandson (of Ibrahim), and We 
made all of them worthy of Our 
special proximity. 


21:73. And We made them 
leaders; that they call by Our 
command, and We sent them 
revelation to do good deeds, 
and to keep Salah established 
and to pay Zakah; and they 
would worship Us. 


21:74. And We gave Loot 
governance and knowledge, 
and We rescued him from (the 
people of) that town which had 
been doing evil deeds; indeed, 
those evil people were 
disobedient. 


21:75. And We admitted him 
into Our Mercy; indeed, he is 
amongst those who deserve 
Our special proximity. 
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21:76. And (remember) Nooh 
when he called Us before this, 
We henceforth answered his 
supplication, and rescued him 
and his household from the 
extreme calamity. 


21:77. And We helped him 
against the people who belied 
Our verses; indeed, they were 
evil people, We consequently 
drowned them all. 


21:78. And remember Dawood 
and Sulaimaan; when they were 
deciding the dispute of a crop- 
field, when some people's goats 
had strayed therein at night; 
and We were Present (with Our 
knowledge and power) at the 
time of their judgement. 


21:79. And We made Sulaimaan 
understand the matter (of the 
goats), and to both We ae 
kingdom and knowledge, and 
made the mountains subservient 
that they would Purity 
along with Dawood, and (also 
subjected) the birds; and these 
were Our actions. 

21:80. And We taught him 
(Dawood) to make a garment 
(i.e. armour) for you, to protect 
you from your injury (in wars). 
So, will you be grateful? 
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21:81. And We made the strong 
wind subservient to Sulaimaan, 
that it would blow by his 
command towards the land in 
which We have placed blessing; 
and We know everything. 


21:82. And amongst the devils 
were those who would dive (in 
the water) for him and would 
do works other than this; and 
We had kept them restrained. 


21:83. And (remember) Ayyoob 
(Job), when he called his Lord; 
that 'Distress has afflicted me, 
and You are the Most Merciful 
of all those who show mercy.' 


21:84. We henceforth answered 
his supplication; so, We removed 
the adversity that had afflicted 
him, and We gave him his 
family, and in addition, 
bestowed along with them more 
of a similar number by Mercy 
from Ourselves, and advice for 
the people who worship. 


21:85. And (remember) 
Isma'eel, and Idrees and Zul- 
Kifl; all of them were patient. 
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21:86. And We admitted them 
into Our Mercy; indeed, they 
are amongst those who deserve 
Our special closeness. 


21:87. And (remember) Zun- 
Noon {ie. the Prophet Yunus) 
when he departed full of anger, 
assuming that We would not 
restrict him; he therefore called 
out in (the realms of) darkness, 
'There is no god except You; 
Glory be to You. Indeed, an out- 
of-place (act) occurred from me.' 


21:88. We henceforth heard his 
call and rescued him from grief, 
and We shall similarly rescue 
the Muslims. 


21:89. And (remember) Zakariyya 
when he called his Lord, '0 my 
Lord, do not leave me alone (ie. 
childless), and You are the Best 
Inheritor (i.e. Eternal).' 

21:90. We henceforth accepted his 
supplication, and bestowed upon 
him Yahya, and improved the 
condition of his wife for him (ie.

humble in Our Majestic Court. 
21:91. And remember the Lady 
(Maryam) who guarded her

chastity, We henceforth breathed 
Our (Special) Spirit into her and 
made her and her son a sign for 
the entire world. 


21:92. Indeed, this religion of yours 
(ie. Islam) is the one religion (of 
all the Prophets), and I am your 
Lord; hence, worship Me. 


21:93. And others have split up 
their matter (i.e. religion) into 
pieces amongst themselves. All 
are to return to Us. 


21:94. So, whosoever does some 
good deeds and is a believer, 
his effort will not therefore be 
disregarded; and We are 
recording it. 


21:95. And it is unlawful for 
(the people of) such a town 
which We have destroyed that 
they may return back. 


21:96. Until the time when 
Ya'jooj and Maljooj will be 
released, and they will be 
coming down from every height. 


21:97. And the true promise (of 


the Day of Judgement) has 
come near, the eyes of the 
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disbelievers will thereupon 
remain wide open, (saying) that 
'Woe to us! Undoubtedly, we 
were heedless of this; rather, 
we were unjust.’ 


21:98. ‘Indeed, you and all that 
you worship other than Allah 
are the fuel of Hell; you are to 
go therein.’ 


21:99. 'Had these been gods, 
they would not have gone into 
Hell, and they are all to abide 
therein forever.' 


21:100. They will bray (like 
donkeys) therein and not be 
able to hear anything in it. 


21:101. Indeed, those to whom 
Our promise of goodness (i.e. 
Paradise) has been made, they 
have been kept far away from 
Hell. 


21:102. And they will not hear 
its faintest sound, and they will 
forever abide in (bounties) 
which their hearts desire. 


21:103. The greatest fear will not 


aggrieve them, and the angels 
will welcome them; (saying) 
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that 'This is that Day of yours 
which you were promised.’ 


21:104. The Day when We shall 
roll up the heavens as the angel 
Sijill rolls up the books of deeds. 
Just like We made it first, We 
shall similarly restore it; this is a 
promise upon Our responsibility, 
We shall certainly do it. 


21:105. And We indeed wrote, 
after the admonition in the 
Zaboor, that 'My virtuous 
bondsmen will inherit this 
earth.’ 


21:106. Indeed, this Qur'aan is 
sufficient for the worshippers. 


21:107. And We did not send 
you (O Beloved) but as mercy 
for all the worlds. 


21:108. Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
receive only this revelation; that 
you have no god but One 
Allah, do you therefore become 
Muslims?" 

21:109. Then, if they turn away 
their faces (from Islam); so, say 
(O Beloved), 'I have declared a 
war against you on equal terms, 
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and what do I know (without 
being informed by Allah) 
whether the promise which is 
given to you is close or afar?! 


21:110. Indeed, Allah knows 
whatever is said loudly, and 
knows what you conceal.’ 


21:111. ‘And what do I know 
(on my own accord); it may be 
a trial for you, and an 
enjoyment for just a while.' 


21:112. And the Beloved Prophet 
(Muhammad) submitted that 'O 
my Lord, make true judgement 
(between me and the deniers). 
And only the help of our Lord; 
the Most Gracious, is required 
against that which you fabricate.' 


22. SURAH AL-HAJJ (THE 
MAJOR PILGRIMAGE) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
78 verses and 10 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


22:1. O people! Fear your Lord; 
indeed, the earthquake of the 
Day of Judgement is a very 
severe thing. 
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22:2. The Day when you will see 
it, every suckling one will forget 
her infant whom she suckled, 
and every pregnant one will 
discharge her foetus, and you 
will see people as if they are 
drunk, whereas, they will not be 
intoxicated, but (the fact is) this; 
that the punishment of Allah is 
very severe. 


22:3. And amongst the people 
are some who argue concerning 
Allah without knowledge and 
follow (blindly) every rebellious 
devil. 


22:4. (The Devil) upon whom it 
has been written that whoever 
will befriend him; so, he (the 
Devil) will definitely mislead 
him and will show him the 
path to the punishment of Hell. 


22:5. O people! If you doubt 
revival on the Day of 
Resurrection, ponder therefore 
upon this; that, We created you 
from dust, then from a drop of 
liquid, then from a clot of blood, 
then from a piece of flesh; 
formed and unformed, so that 
We show Our signs for you. And 
We keep whomsoever We will in 
the wombs of mothers up to an 
appointed time, then extract you 
as an infant, then (gave you age) 
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for this reason; that you may 
reach your maturity. And 
amongst you is the one who dies 
earlier, and amongst you is the 
one who is made to face the most 
hopeless (ie. old) age; that, after 
knowing, knows nothing (due to 
absent-mindedness in old age). 
And you see the earth deserted; 
then, when We sent down water 
upon it, it became fresh, and 
developed, and produced 
beautiful pairs of all types. 


22:6. This is because only Allah 
is the truth and because He will 
revive the dead, and because 
He is Able to do all things. 


22:7. And because the Last Day is 
going to come; there is no doubt 
in it, and because Allah will raise 
those who are in the graves. 


22:8. And there is the one who 
argues concerning Allah neither 
having knowledge, nor any 
proof nor any clear writings. 


22:9. (Due to arrogance) having 
turned his neck away from the 
truth, in order to mislead 
(others) from the way of Allah; 
for him is disgrace in this world 
and We shall make him taste 
the punishment of Fire on the 
Day of Resurrection. 
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22:10. 'This is the recompense of 
what your hands have sent 
ahead, and Allah does not 
oppress the bondsmen.' 


22:11. And there are some men 
who worship Allah on an edge 
(i.e. in a state of doubt); then, 
when some good reached them, 
they are satisfied; and if some 
trial came (to them), they 
turned away upon their faces 
(i.e. became apostates); a loss of 
both this world and the 
Hereafter; only this is clear loss. 


22:12. They worship such, other 
than Allah, which neither 
harms them nor benefits them; 
only this is far misguidance. 


22:13. They worship such from 
whom more harm is expected 
than benefit; indeed, what an 
evil master and indeed what an 
evil friend. 


22:14. Indeed, Allah will admit 
those who believed and did 
good deeds into Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow; 
indeed, Allah does whatever 
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22:15. Therefore, whoever 
assumes that Allah will not 
help His Prophet (Muhammad) 
in this world and the Hereafter, 
let him extend a rope upwards 
and hang himself, and then see 
whether this trick of his has 
taken away some of that for 
which his heart is burning. 


22:16. And the matter is this; that, 
We sent down this Qur'aan as 
clear verses, and this; that Allah 
guides whomsoever He wills. 


22:17. Indeed, the Muslims, and 
the Jews, and the Sabians (ie. 
star worshippers), and the 
Christians and the fire 
worshippers and the polytheists; 
Allah will indeed decide 
between all of them on the Day 
of Resurrection; indeed, 
everything is before Allah. 


22:18. Did you not see those 
who are in the heavens and in 
the earth prostrate to Allah, and 
the sun, and the moon, and the 
stars, and the mountains, and 
the trees, and the animals, and 
many people. And there are 
many upon whom punishment 
has been decreed. And he 
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whom Allah causes to become 
disgraced, there is no one to 
give him honour. Indeed, Allah 
does whatever He wills. 


22:19. These are the two groups 
who fought concerning their 
Lord. So, those who 
disbelieved, garments of Fire 
have been tailored for them, 
and boiling water will be 
poured over their heads. 


22:20. With which will melt 
what is in their bellies, and 
their skins (will also be burnt). 


22:21. And for them are rods of 
iron (to beat them up). 


22:22. Whenever they would 
wish to come out thereof due to 
suffocation, they will be turned 
back to it again and it will be 
commanded, 'Taste the 
punishment of the Fire.' 


22:23. Indeed, Allah will admit 
those who believed and did 
good deeds into Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow; 
therein they will be made to 
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wear bracelets of gold, and 
pearls, and therein their 
garment is (of) silk. 


22:24. And they were guided to 
the pure statement (of faith) 
and they were shown the path 
of the Most Praiseworthy. 


22:25. Indeed, those who have 
disbelieved, and prevent 
(others) from the way of Allah 
and from that Sacred Mosque 
which We have appointed for 
all people; that its resident and 
visitor have the same rights 
therein. And whoever 
wrongfully intends injustice 
therein, We shall make him 
taste a painful punishment. 
22:26. And (remember) when We 
showed Ibrahim the right place 
of that House (ie. the Ka'bah) 
and commanded that ‘Do not 
ascribe anything as a partner to 
Me, and keep My House clean 
for those who perform Tawaaf 
(circumambulation of it), and 
those who perform I'tikaaf (ie. 
devotional seclusion therein) and 
those who bow, (and) prostrate.' 
22:27. 'And publicly announce 
regarding Hajj amongst the 
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people, they will come to you 
on foot and on every skinny 
she-camel, coming from every 
far distant path." 


22:28. In order that they may 
gain their benefit, and mention 
the Name of Allah on the 
known days because He has 
provided for them the mute 
animals; so, eat from them 
yourself, and feed the 
distressed and the destitute. 


22:29. They must then remove 
their dirt (i.e. bathing, removing 
any unwanted hair, etc.), and 
fulfil their pledges and perform 
Tawaaf of the Free House (i.e. 
the Ka'bah). 


22:30. It is (the order of Allah), 
and whosoever reveres the 
sacred things of Allah; so, that 
is good for him before his Lord. 
And the mute animals are 
made lawful to you except 
those whose prohibition is 
recited to you; therefore, stay 
far away from the filth of idols, 
and avoid false speech. 


22:31. Devoting to One Allah; 
that do not ascribe any partner 
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to Him, and whoever ascribes 
partners to Allah is as if he has 
fallen from the sky; that the birds 
snatch him or the wind throws 
him away to a far-off place. 


22:32. The fact is this, and 
whosoever respects the 
symbols of Allah; so, this is 
from the piety of the hearts. 


22:33. In the cattle are benefits 
for you up to an appointed time 
(ie. till the time of slaughtering) 
and they are then to reach (for 
slaughtering in the Haram) to 
the Free House (ie. the Ka'bah). 
22:34. And for every nation, We 
have appointed a sacrifice; that 
they should mention the Name 
of Allah over the mute animals 
which He has provided them. 
So (remember), your God is 
One God, submit therefore only 
in His Majestic Court. And give 
glad tidings, O Beloved, to 
those humble ones. 


22:35. That when Allah is 
mentioned, their hearts begin to 
fear, and who patiently endure 
whatever befalls them, and those 
who keep Salah established and 
who spend part of what We 
have provided (to them). 
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22:36. And the large sacrificial 
animals; the camels and the 
cows, We have made them 
amongst the symbols of Allah 


for you, there is goodness for 
you in them. (The following is 
the method of slaughtering the 
camel only) mention therefore 
the Name of Allah over them 
whilst one of their legs is tied up 
(and) standing on three legs; 
then, when they are down on 
their sides (after slaughtering), 
eat from it yourself, and feed the 
one who patiently awaits and 
the beggar; this is how We have 
given them in your control; that 
you may be grateful. 


22:37. Neither their flesh nor 
their blood ever reaches Allah. 
Yes, your piety reaches Him; 
this is how We have given them 
(ie. the animals) in your 
control; that you may glorify 
Allah upon this; that He guides 
you; and O Beloved, give glad 
tidings to the pious. 


22:38. Indeed, Allah removes 
the calamities of the Muslims. 
Indeed, Allah does not befriend 
any extremely treacherous 
ungrateful (person). 


22:39. Permission (to fight back) 
is granted to those (Muslims) 
against whom the disbelievers 
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wage war, on the basis of this; 
that they were oppressed. And 
Allah is indeed definitely 
Capable of helping them. 


22:40. Those who were unjustly 
because they said, 'Allah is our 
Lord.' And had Allah not driven 
back some men by means of 
other men (in the time of different 
Prophets), the monasteries, 
churches, synagogues, and 
Mosques, in which the Name of 
Allah is abundantly mentioned, 


undoubtedly definitely help the 
one who helps His religion. 
Indeed, Allah is surely All 
Powerful, Ever Dominant. 


22:41. Those people; that if We 
give them control in the land, 
(they) would keep Salah 
established and pay Zakah, and 
command virtue and forbid 
evil. And only for Allah is the 
end of all matters. 


22:42. If these people belie you 
(O Beloved); so, the people of 
Nooh, and the tribes of ‘Aad 
and Thamood have indeed 
belied before them. 
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22:43. And (so did) the people of 
Ibrahim and the people of Loot. 


22:44. And the people of 
Madyan (belied their Prophet), 
and Moosa (too) was belied, I 
henceforth gave the disbelievers 
respite and then seized them. 
So, how (dreadful) was My 
punishment. 


22:45. And how many towns 
did We destroy; that they (its 
people) were transgressors, 
they (the towns) have now 
consequently fallen flat on their 
roofs, and how many wells are 
laying unusable and how many 
strong palaces (are ruined). 


22:46. So, have they (the 
disbelievers of Makkah) not 
travelled in the land (to learn a 
lesson)? That they should have 
hearts to understand with, or 
ears to hear with. So, it is not 
the eyes that are blind, but it is 
the hearts in the chests that are 
blind. 


22:47. And they ask you in 
haste for the punishment, and 
Allah will not make His 
promise untrue. And there is 
indeed such a Day with your 
Lord which is like a thousand 
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years of your calculation. 


22:48. And how many towns did 
We give respite; although, they 
(ie. its people) were oppressors. 
I then seized them, and only 
towards Me is the return. 


22:49. Say you (O Beloved); that 
'O people! I am a clear Warner 
to you.’ 


22:50. So, those who believed 
and did good deeds, for them is 
forgiveness and an honourable 
sustenance. 


22:51. And those who strive in 
Our verses (in order to reject 
them) with the intention of 
victory and defeat (whilst 
debating with Muslims), they 
are the people of Hell. 


22:52. And all the Messengers or 
Prophets whom We sent before 
you, it occurred with all of them 
at some time that whenever they 
recited (the message), the Devil 
thus included something from 
his own side in their recitation to 
the people; so, Allah eliminates 
what the Devil casts forth, then, 
Allah reinforces His verses; and 
Allah is All-Knowing, Ever Wise. 
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22:53. So that He may make 
what the Devil casts a trial for 
those in whose hearts is a 
disease and those whose hearts 
are hardened. Indeed, the 
unjust are extremely 
quarrelsome. 


22:54. And so that those who 
have been given knowledge 
may know that it is the truth 
from your Lord, so they may 
believe in it, their hearts may 
therefore submit to it. And Allah 
indeed enables the believers to 
walk the Straight Path. 


22:55. And the disbelievers will 
always remain in doubt about it 
(ie. the Qur'aan or Islam), to the 
extent that the Last Day may 
come upon them suddenly, or 
may come upon them the 
punishment of such a Day, the 
fruit of which may not be good 
for them at all. 


22:56. Only for Allah is the 
kingdom on that Day, He will 
judge between them; so, those 
who believed and did good 
deeds are in Gardens of peace. 


22:57. And those who disbelieved 
and belied Our verses, for them is 
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a disgraceful punishment. 


22:58. And those who left their 
homes and belongings in the 
way of Allah, and were then 
killed or died; so, Allah will 
definitely provide them good 
sustenance; and the sustenance 
bestowed by Allah is indeed the 
best. 


22:59. He will certainly admit 
them to a place which they will 
like; and Allah is indeed All- 
Knowing, Most Forbearing. 


22:60. The fact is this; 
whosoever retaliates similarly 
to the affliction he was made to 
suffer, and he is then victimised 
again (by being banished), so, 
Allah will definitely help him. 
Indeed, Allah is Most 
Pardoning, Ever Forgiving. 


22:61. This (help) is because 
Allah (has Power that He) 
inserts the night into a part of 
the day and inserts the day into 
a part of the night, and because 
Allah is All-Hearing, All-Seeing. 


22:62. This is because only Allah 


is the truth, and what they 
worship other than Him is itself 
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falsehood, and because only 
Allah is the High, the Great. 


22:63. Did you not see that 
Allah sent down water from the 
sky, the earth thus became 
green in the morning? Indeed, 
Allah is Pure, All-Aware. 


22:64. Only to Him belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
whatever is in the earth, and only 
Allah is indeed the Independent, 
the Most Praiseworthy. 


22:65. Did you not see that Allah 
has given in your control 
whatever is in the earth, and the 
ship that moves in the sea by His 
command? And He _ has 
withheld the heaven, that it may 
not fall on to the earth, except by 
His command. Indeed, Allah is 
Most Compassionate, Most 
Merciful upon the people. 


22:66. And it is He who gave 
you life, then will cause you to 
die, then will revive you; indeed, 
mankind is very ungrateful. 
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22:67. For each nation, We have 
made rules of worship for them 
to follow; so, never should they 
quarrel with you in this matter, 
and call (them) towards your 
Lord. Indeed, you are on the 
Straight Path. 


22:68. And if they quarrel with 
you; so, say, ‘Allah knows well 
your (evil) doings.' 


22:69. Allah will judge between 
you on the Day of Resurrection 
concerning what you are 
disputing. 


22:70. Did you not realise that 
Allah knows whatever is in the 
heavens and in the earth? 
Indeed, all this is in a Book (i.e. 
the Preserved Tablet); indeed, 
this is easy for Allah. 


22:71. And they worship such 
instead of Allah regarding 
whom He has not sent down 
any proof, and _ regarding 
whom they themselves do not 
have any knowledge. And 
there is no helper for the unjust. 


22:72. And when Our clear 
verses are recited to them, you 
will henceforth see effects of

dislike (and denial) on the faces 
of the disbelievers; it is close 
that they may attack those who 
recite Our verses to them. Say 
you (O Beloved), ‘Shall I tell 
you what is worse than your 
current state? That is the Fire; 
Allah has promised it to the 
disbelievers, and what a 
wretched place of return.' 


22:73. O people! An example is 
related, listen to it attentively; 
'Those whom you worship 
other than Allah will never be 
able to (even) create a fly, even 
if they all come together for it. 
And if a fly snatches away 
something from them, they 
cannot even recover that from 
it. How weak is the seeker and 
the sought. 


22:74, They did not value Allah 
as He should be valued. 
Indeed, Allah is Almighty, 
Dominant. 


22:75. Allah chooses’ the 
Messengers from the angels 
(e.g. Jibra'eel, etc.) and from 
men. Indeed, Allah is All- 
Hearing, All-Seeing. 
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22:76. He knows what is in front 
of them and what is behind 
them, and towards Allah is the 
return of all matters. 


22:77. O believers! Bow and 
prostrate, and worship your 
Lord, and do good deeds in the 
hope that you may be relieved. 


22:78. And strive in the way of 
Allah as it should be striven for. 
He has chosen you and has not 
kept any hardship upon you in 
the religion; the religion of your 
father Ibrahim. Allah has 
named you Muslims in the 
previous Books and in this 
Qur'aan, so that the Messenger 
be your guardian and witness, 
and you be witness upon other 
people. Therefore, keep Salah 
established and give Zakah, 
and hold firm onto the rope of 


Allah; He is your Master; so, 
what an Excellent Master and 
what an Excellent Helper. 
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23:1. Undoubtedly, the 
believers reached their goals. 


23:2. Those who totally humble 
themselves in their Salah. 


23:3. And who do not incline 
towards vain talk. 


23:4. And those that work to 
pay Zakah (consistently). 


23:5. And those who protect 
their private parts. 


23:6. Except from their wives or 
the lawful handmaids whom 
they possess; that there is no 
blame upon them. 


23:7. So, whoever desires 
anything more than these two, 
only they are the transgressors. 
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23:8. And those who take care 
of their trusts and their 
promise. 


23:9. And those who guard 
their Salah. 


23:10. These people are the 
heirs. 


23:11. That (they) will attain the 
inheritance of Paradise; they 
will abide therein forever. 


23:12. Indeed, We created man 
from selected soil. 


23:13. Then made him a drop of 
fluid in a strong resting place. 


23:14. We then turned the drop 
of fluid into a clot of blood, then 
the clot of blood into a piece of 
flesh, then the piece of flesh into 
bones, then clothed the bones 
with flesh, then developed it into 
another form. So, Allah is the 
Most Auspicious, the Best 
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23:15. Then, you are certainly to 
die thereafter. 


23:16. Then, you all will be raised 
on the Day of Resurrection. 


23:17. And We have indeed 
created seven paths above you 
and We are not unaware of 
creation. 


23:18. And We sent down water 
from the sky in a measured 
amount, then stored it in the 
earth. And We indeed have 
Power to take it away. 


23:19. So, with it We produced 
gardens of date trees and 
grapes for you, therein is 
abundant fruit for you, and you 
eat therefrom. 


23:20. And created the (olive) tree 
that comes forth from Mount 
Sinai, which grows containing oil 
and gravy for the eaters. 


23:21. And in the cattle is indeed 
a lesson for you. We make you 
drink from that which is in their 
bellies, and there are many 
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benefits for you in them, and in 
them is food for you. 


23:22. And on them and on ship 
you are carried. 


23:23. And We indeed sent 
Nooh towards his nation; so, he 
said, 'O0 my people! Worship 
Allah; you do not have any 
other god except Him, do you 
hence not have fear?! 


23:24. So, the disbelieving 
chiefs of his people said, 'He is 
not but a human like you; he 
wishes to become your 
superior. And had Allah willed, 
He would have sent down 
angels. We did not hear about 
this from our early forefathers.' 


23:25. 'He is not but an insane 
man; therefore, wait for some 
time concerning him. 


23:26. Nooh submitted, 'O my 
Lord, help me (by destroying 
them), on this (reason); that 
they belied me. 
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23:27. We henceforth sent him the 
revelation that In front of Us and 
by Our command, construct the 
Ark; then, when Our command 
comes and the clay oven gushed 
forth water, so, take into it a pair 
(male and female) of each 
species, and your family, except 
those upon whom the Word has 
already been decreed. And do 
not speak to Me regarding these 
unjust people (ie. do not plead 
on their behalf); these (people) 
will definitely be drowned. 


23:28. 'And when you and those 
with you have firmly boarded 
the Ark, then say, ‘All praise is 
due to Allah Who has rescued 
us from these unjust people.' 


23:29. And submit, 'O my Lord, 
cause me to disembark at a 
blessed place, and You are the 
Best to bring to Jand.' 


23:30. Indeed, in this are 
definitely signs, and We were 
indeed definitely testing. 


23:31. Then, after them, We 
created another generation. 


23:32. So, We sent among them 
a Messenger (Hood) from them 
(who said), 'Worship Allah; you 
have no god except Him, so, do 
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23:33. And said the leaders of 
his people who disbelieved and 
denied being present in the 
Hereafter, and We gave them 
comfort in this worldly life; that 
'He is nothing but a human like 
you, he eats from what you eat 
and drinks from what you 
drink.' 


23:34. 'If you were to obey a 
human like yourselves, you 
will thus definitely be in loss.' 


23:35. 'Does he (the Prophet 
Hood) promise you that when. 
you die and turn into dust and 
bones, you will be raised again?’ 


23:36. ‘How far away is it, how 
far away is it; the promise that 
you are given?! 


23:37. ‘There is nothing except _ 3 394-2 6 sdl-- “yp? 
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23:38. ‘He is not but just a man, 
who has fabricated lie against 
Allah, and we are not to believe 
him. 


23:39. He submitted, '0 my 
Lord, help me on this; that, they 
have belied me.' 


23:40. Said Allah, ‘After a little 
while, in the morning, they will 
become regretful.’ 


23:41. So, the true scream 
seized them, We consequently 
made them (like the) rubbish of 
dry grass; away therefore with 
the unjust people. 


23:42. Then, after them, We 
created other generations. 


23:43. No nation can go ahead 
of its period (of death) nor stay 
behind. 


23:44. We then sent our 
Messengers one after the other. 
Whenever a nation's Messenger 
came to it, they belied him. We 
consequently joined (their) 
latter ones with the former ones 
(in destruction) and made them 
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stories (of the past); away 
therefore with the people who 
do not believe. 


23:45. We then sent Moosa and 
his brother Haaroon with Our 
signs and clear authority. 


23:46. Towards Fir'awn and his 
courtiers; they were therefore 
arrogant, and they were in a 
position of dominance. 


23:47. So, they said, ‘Shall we 
believe in two humans like 
ourselves; whereas, their nation 
for us is in servitude?' 


23:48. So, they belied them 
both, they therefore became of 
those who were destroyed. 


23:49. And We indeed gave 
Moosa the Book; that they may 
attain guidance. 


23:50. And We made Maryam 
and her son a sign, and We 
gave them shelter on an 
elevated land; a place to stay 
and running water before 
(their) sight. 
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actions. 


23:52. 'And indeed, this religion e Pan ig 
of yours is only one religion Sb cot SES nA\ 
(which is Islam), and I am your 

Lord; therefore, fear Me.' 


23:53. But their nations broke 
their matter (i.e. their religion) 
into pieces; every group is 
happy with what it has. 


23:54. Leave them therefore in 
their intoxication (of misguidance) 
until a (certain) time. 


23:55. Do they assume that We 
are helping them by giving 
them wealth and sons. 


23:56. (Because We) hasten to 
give them good things (in the 
earth)? (Never!) Rather, they 


are unaware. 


23:57. Indeed, those who are in 
panic due to the fear of their 
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23:58. And those who believe in 
the verses of their Lord. 


23:59. And those who do not 
ascribe any partner to their Lord. 


23:60. And those who give 
whatever they give, and their 
hearts are fearing because (it is 
their firm belief that) they have 
to return to their Lord. 


23:61. These people hasten to 
perform goodness, and it is 
they who are first to attain 
them (i.e. the good deeds). 


23:62. And We do not burden 
any soul but according to its 
capacity, and with Us is a Book 
(ie. the Preserved Tablet) that 
speaks the truth, and they will 
not be wronged. 


23:63. Rather, their hearts are in 
negligence of this (ie. the 
Qur'aan) and their works (i.e. 
the works of the disbelievers) 
are different from those (of the 
believers) that they are doing. 


23:64. Until, when We seized 
the wealthy amongst them with 
punishment, they immediately 
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began pleading. 


23:65. ‘Do not plead this Day; 
you will not be helped from 
Our side.' 


23:66. ‘Indeed, My verses were 
being recited to you, you 
consequently used to turn back 
on your heels.' 


23:67. 'You boast on serving the 
Sacred Mosque; at night 
blabbering absurd stories therein, 
(whilst) discarding the truth.' 


23:68. Have they not pondered 
over the Word (ie. the Qur'aan), 
or did that come to them which 
did not come to their forefathers? 


23:69. Or did they not recognise 
their Messenger; consequently, 
they think of him as an alien 
(denying him for this reason)? 


23:70. Or they say, 'He is suffering 
from madness. Rather, he brought 
the Truth (ie. the Qur'aan) to them, 
and most of them dislike the truth. 
23:71. And had the Truth (ie. the 


Qur'aan) followed their desires, 
the heavens, and the earth and all 
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those who are in between. them 
would have henceforth definitely 
been destroyed. Rather, We have 
brought to them such a thing, in 
which there was fame for them; 
so, they are those who have 
actually turned away their faces 
from their own prestige. 


23:72. Do you (O Beloved) ask 
any recompense from them? So, 
the reward of your Lord is the 
best; and He is the Best 
Provider of sustenance. 


23:73. And indeed, you call 
them to the Straight Path. 


23:74, And indeed, those who 
do not believe in the Hereafter 
have definitely deviated from 
the Straight Path. 


23:75. And if We have mercy 
upon them and remove the 
calamity which has befallen them, 
they would still stubbornly persist, 
wandering in their rebellion. 


23:76. And We indeed seized them 
in punishment hence neither did 
they submit themselves in the 
Majestic Court of their Lord, nor 
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23:77. To the extent that when 
We opened the gate of any 
severe punishment upon them, 
they are lying in despair therein. 


23:78. And it is He Who created 
ears, and eyes, and hearts for 
you; you appreciate very little. 


23:79. And it is He Who has 
spread you on the earth, and 
only towards Him you are to be 
raised. 


23:80. And it is He Who gives 
life and causes death, and in 
His authority is the alternation 
of night and day; do you not 
therefore have sense? 


23:81. Rather, they said the 
same as what the former people 
used to say. 


23:82. They said, 'What! When 
we die and turn into dust and 
bones, will we be raised again?' 


23:83. ‘Indeed, this promise was 
given to us and before us to our 
forefathers; this is nothing but 
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the same former (fabricated) 
stories.' 


23:84. Say you (O Beloved), 'To 
whom does the earth and all 
that is therein belong, if you 
know?! 


23:85. They will now say, 'To 
Allah.' Say you (O Beloved), 
'Why do you not then ponder?’ 


23:86. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Who is the Owner of the seven 
heavens and the Owner of the 
Great Throne?! 


23:87. They will now say, 'This 
is the Grandeur of Allah.’ Say 
you (O Beloved), 'Why do you 
not then fear?! 


23:88. Say you (O Beloved), 'In 
whose hand is the control of all 
things? And He _ provides 
refuge, and no one can provide 
refuge against Him; if you 
know. 


23:89. They will now say, 'This is 
the Grandeur of Allah.' Say you 
(O Beloved), 'Then by what type 
of magic are you deceived?! 
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23:90. Rather, We brought the 
truth to them, and they are 
indeed liars. 


23:91. Allah did not take (for 
Himself) any child, nor is there 
any other god with Him; if it was 
so, each god would have 
therefore taken away his creation, 
and each one would certainly 
seek superiority over the other. 
Purity is to Allah from those 
things which they fabricate. 


23:92. (Allah is) the Knower of 
every concealed and visible; so, 
Supreme is He from what they 
associate. 


23:93. Submit you (O Beloved); 
that 'O my Lord, if You show 
me what they are promised. 


23:94. 'So, O my Lord, do not 
include me amongst the unjust.' 


23:95. And We indeed have 
Power to show you what We 
are promising them. 


23:96. Repel evil with that 
which is the best goodness; We 
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know well the matters that they 
fabricate. 


23:97. And you (O Beloved), 
submit (to educate your 
nation), 'O my Lord, I seek 
Your refuge from the evil 
suggestions of the Devil.’ 


23:98. 'And O my Lord, I seek 
Your refuge; that lest they come 
to me.’ 


23:99. Until when death comes 
to any one of them (i.e. the 
disbelievers), he hence says, 'O 
my Lord, send me back.' 


23:100. ‘Perhaps now I may do 
some good deeds which I have 
left behind therein (ie. 
previously neglected).' Never! 
This is just a word that he utters 
from his mouth, and in front of 
them is a barrier until the Day in 
which they will be raised. 

23:101. Thus, when the Trumpet 
will be blown, there will therefore 
neither be any relationship 
amongst them that Day, nor are 
they to ask about one another. 


23:102. So, the ones whose 
scales prove to be heavy (with 
good deeds), only they are the 
successful. 
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23:103. And the ones whose 
scales prove light, it is they 
who had put their lives into 
ruin; they shall remain in Hell 
forever (due to their disbelief). 


23:104. The Fire shall strike 
their faces, and they will 
remain therein with faces 
pulled up. 


23:105. ‘Were My verses not 
recited upon you, you 
consequently used to belie 
them?! 


23:106. They will say, 'O our 
Lord! Our misfortune overcame 
us, and we were people gone 
astray.’ 


23:107. 'O our Lord! Remove us 
from Hell; if we then do the 
same (evil acts), we are 
therefore unjust.' 


23:108. Allah will say, 'Remain 
accursed therein, and do not 
speak to Me.' 


23:109. Indeed, there was a 
group amongst My bondsmen 
who used to say, 'O our Lord, 
we have believed, forgive us 
therefore and have mercy upon 
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us, and You are the Best to 
bestow mercy.' 


23:110. "You hence made them a 
laughingstock, until in making 
them (a laughingstock) you 
forgot My remembrance, and 
you used to laugh at them.' 


23:111. ‘Indeed, this Day for 
their patience I have rewarded 
them this; that only they are the 
successful ones.’ 


23:112. He (Allah) said, 'How 
long did you stay on earth, 
according to the number of 
years?" 


23:113. They said, 'We stayed 
one day or part of a day; so, ask 
those who keep count (i.e. the 
angels).' 


23:114. He said, 'You stayed not 
but only a little while, if you 
knew.' 


23:115. So, do you think that 
We have created you in vain, 
and that you are not to return 
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23:116. Hence, Most Supreme is 
Allah; the True King; there is 
no one worthy of worship 
except Him; Owner of the 
Throne of Honour. 


23:117. And the one who worships 
any other god along with Allah, of 
which he does not have any 
authority, his account is therefore 
with his Lord; indeed, there is no 


23:118. And submit you (O 
Beloved), 'O my Lord, forgive 
(the believers) and have mercy, 
and You are the Best to bestow 


mercy.' 
24. SURAH AL-NOOR (THE 
LIGHT) 

(This Surah is Madani, containing 
64 verses and 9 sections) 
Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 

Most Merciful. 


24:1. This is a chapter that We 
have revealed and We have 
made obligatory its commands, 
and therein We have revealed 
clear verses; that you may 
ponder. 


24:2, Whichever adulteress and 


adulterer; strike each of them 
with a hundred lashes, and you 
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should not have pity on them 
(regarding this punishment) in 
the religion of Allah, if you 
believe in Allah and the Last 
Day. And a group of believers 
should be present at the time of 
their punishment. 


24:3. The adulterer should not 
marry except an adulteress or a 
polytheist woman, and no one 
shall marry an  adulteress 
except an adulterer or a 
polytheist man; and this act (of 
marring adulterers) is 
forbidden for the believers. 
(The ruling mentioned in this 
verse is abrogated.) 


24:4. And those who accuse 
chaste women and do not bring 
four eye witnesses, strike them 
therefore with eighty lashes 
and do not ever accept any of 
their testimony; and it is they 
who are the disobedient. 


24:5. Except those who repent 
after this and reform themselves; 
Allah is henceforth indeed Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 
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24:6. And those who accuse 
their wives and do not have 
witnesses except their own 
statement; so, for such, the 
testimony is that he should 
declare the testimony four 
times by taking the Name of 
Allah that he is truthful. 


24:7. And the fifth (testimony is 
this); that the curse of Allah be 
upon him if he is a liar. 


24:8. And the punishment shall 
be prevented from the woman; 
that she bears testimony four 
times by taking the Name of 
Allah that the man is a liar. 


24:9. And the fifth (testimony is 
this); that the wrath of Allah be 
upon her if the man is truthful. 


24:10. And if the Bounty of 
Allah and His Mercy had not 
been upon you and that Allah 
is the Acceptor of repentance, 
Ever Wise, He would have then 
exposed you. 


24:11. Indeed, those who have 
brought this excessive (and 
fabricated) accusation (on 
Sayyidah 'Ayesha) are a group

from amongst you (O Beloved). 
Do not consider it (ie. the 
accusation as) bad for you; on 
the contrary, it is good for you 
(because you are rewarded for 
the pain you went through, and 
the Qur'aan will bear testimony 
on her chastity). For each man 
amongst them is that sin that he 
has earned; and for the one 
amongst them (‘Abdullah Bin 
Ubayy) who took the greatest 
share, for him is a_ great 
punishment. 


24:12. Why was it not when you 
heard it, that the believing men 
and women had a_ good 
perception of their own people 
and should have said, 'This is 
an open accusation'? 


24:13. Why did they not bring 
four witnesses upon this 
(matter)? Since they did not 
bring witnesses, they 
themselves are liars according 
to Allah. 


24:14, And if the Grace of Allah 
and His Mercy had not been 
upon you in this world and in the 
Hereafter, a great punishment 
would have consequently reached 
you for publicising (the false 
accusation) in which you plunged. 
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24:15. When you were bringing 
such talks with your tongues 
after hearing such a matter from 
one another, and were uttering 
with your mouths about which 
you had no knowledge, and 
you were considering it to be 
light (ie. a minor issue); and 
that, according to Allah, is a 
great (sinful) thing. 

24:16. And why was it not that, 
when you heard it, you would 
have said, 'It does not befit us 
to speak regarding this. Purity 
is to You, O Allah, this is a 
great accusation. 


24:17, Allah advises you that 
now you are never to speak like 
this again, if you have faith. 


24:18. And Allah clearly 
explains the verses for you; and 
Allah is All-Knowing, Ever 
Wise. 


24:19. Indeed, those who wish 
that scandal should spread 
amongst the Muslims, for them 
is a painful punishment in this 
world and the Hereafter. And 
Allah knows, and you know 
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24:20. And had it not been for the 
Benevolence of Allah and His 
Mercy upon you, and this; that 
Allah is Forgiving, Most ete = 
you would have 


tasted its flavour (of Lierrniiy 


24:21. O believers! Do not 
follow the footsteps of the 
Devil; and whoever follows the 
Devil's footsteps, he will thus 
entice you only towards 
indecency and evil. And if there 
had not been the Benevolence 
of Allah and His Mercy upon 
you; so, no one amongst you 
would have ever become pure. 
Yes; Allah purifies whomsoever 
He wills, and Allah is All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


24:22. And those amongst you 
who possess excellence and 
have capacity should not take 
oath (in not) giving to the 
relatives, and the needy, and 
the emigrants in the path of 
Allah. And they should forgive 
and overlook, do you not like 
that Allah may forgive you? 
And Allah is Most Forgiving, 
Ever Merciful. 
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24:23. Indeed, those who accuse 
believing virtuous women 
(who are) unaware (of any 
indecency); upon them is a 
curse in this world and in the 
Hereafter, and for them is a 
great punishment. 


24:24. On the Day when their 
tongues, and their hands and 
their feet will testify against 
them, regarding what they 
used to do. 


24:25. On that Day, Allah will 
give them their true punishment 
in full, and they will know that 
only Allah is the Manifest Truth. 


24:26. Evil women are for evil 
men, and evil men for evil 
women, and virtuous women 
for virtuous men, and virtuous 
men for virtuous women. They 
are pure from those utterances 
that these (accusing people) are 
saying; for them is forgiveness 
and a respectable sustenance. 


24:27. O believers! Do not enter 
the houses except your own, 
until you have obtained 
permission and have conveyed 
Salaam to its residents; this is 
better for you, that you may 
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24:28. And if you do not find 
anyone in them, even then do 
not enter it without the 
permission of (their) owners. 
And if you are told, 'Go back,' 
then go back; this is much 
purer for you. Allah knows 
your deeds. 


24:29, There is no sin upon you 
to enter the houses which are not 
made especially for someone's 
dwelling (e.g. guest houses), and 

you may use them at your 
discretion. And Allah knows 
what you disclose and what you 
hide. 

24:30. Command the Muslim 
men to keep their gaze 
somewhat low and protect their 
private parts; this is much 
purer for them. Indeed, Allah is 
Aware of their actions. 


24:31. And command _ the 
Muslim women to keep their 
gaze slightly low, and to 
protect their chastity, and not to 
reveal their adornment except 
what is apparent itself, and to 
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keep the head-covering 
wrapped over their bosoms, 
and not to reveal their 
adornment except to their own 
husbands, or fathers, or 
husbands' fathers; or their own 
sons or their husbands' sons; or 
their brothers or their brothers' 
sons or sisters’ sons; or women. 
of their own religion, or the 
handmaids whom they possess, 
or servants provided that they 
are not men of carnal desire, or 
such children who do not yet 
know women's private aspects 
of intimacy, and not to stamp 
their feet forcibly on the ground 
in order that their hidden 
adornment be known. And O 
Muslims! All of you turn 
towards Allah in repentance, in 
the hope of attaining success. 


24:32. And conduct the marriage 
of those amongst you who are 
not married, and of your pious 
slaves and bondswomen. If they 
are poor, Allah will henceforth 
make them wealthy because of 
His Benevolence, and Allah is 
Plenteous, All-Knowing. 
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24:33. And those who do not 
have the means to get married 
must remain chaste until Allah 
provides them the resources by 
His Benevolence. And the 
bondsmen and the bondswomen 
in your possession who wish 
this; that on the condition of 
earning some wealth, you write 
freedom for them; so, write it 
(for them) if you know some 
good in them. And help them in 
their cause with Allah's wealth 
which He has bestowed upon 
you, and do not force your 
bondswomen into indecent acts 
whilst they wish to save 
themselves (from this), so that 
you earn some riches of the 
worldly life. And whoever will 
force them, then after this, Allah 
is indeed Most Forgiving, Ever 
Merciful upon their state of 
being compelled. 


24:34. And We have indeed 
revealed to you clear verses, 
and some account of those who 
preceded you, and advice for 
those who fear (Allah). 


24:35. Allah is the Light of the 
heavens and the earth; the 
example of His light is like a 
niche in which there is a lamp; 
the lamp is within a glass 
vessel; the glass vessel is as if it 
were a star shining like a pearl, 
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kindled by the blessed olive 
tree, which is neither of the East 
nor of the West. It is close that 
its oil lights up, although the 
fire does not touch it; light is 
upon light. Allah guides 
towards His light whomsoever 
He wills, and Allah illustrates 
examples for people, and Allah 
knows everything. 


24:36. In those houses (i.e. 
Mosques) which Allah has 
commanded to be elevated and 
in them His Name is mentioned, 
praising Allah therein; morning 
and evening. 


24:37. Those men whom neither 
any trade nor any sale distracts 
from the remembrance of Allah 
and from keeping Salah 
established and from paying 
Zakah; they fear the Day when 
the hearts and the eyes will be 
turned about. 


24:38. In order that Allah may 
reward them for the best of their 
deeds, and by His Benevolence, 
bestow upon them an increased 
reward; and Allah grants 
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sustenance to whomsoever He 
wills, without measure. 


24:39. And those who became 
disbelievers, their deeds are 
like a mirage in the desert, the 
thirsty may hence think it to be 
water; to the extent that when 
he came close to it, he found it 
to be nothing and found Allah 
close to him, He henceforth 
filled his account in full; and 
Allah is Swift in taking account. 


24:40. Or like the darkness in a 
deep sea, which is covered by a 
wave, the wave covered by 
another wave, and above it is a 
cloud; layers of darkness are 
upon one another. When he 
puts out his hand, it does not 
seem visible; and for whom 
Allah does not provide light, 
there is no light for him 
anywhere. 


24:41. Have you not seen that 
all those who are in the heavens 
and the earth glorify Allah, and 
the birds with their wings 
spread (also glorify Him)? Each 
one has learnt its Salah and its 
way of glorifying, and Allah 
knows their deeds. 
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24:42, And only for Allah is the 
kingship of the heavens and the 
earth, and only towards Allah 
is the return. 


24:43. Have you not seen that 
Allah drives the cloud softly, 
then joins them together, (and) 
then piles them one over the 
other; you see the rain hence 
emerge from within them? And 
from the sky wherein are 
mountains of ice, He sends 
down from those (mountains of 
ice) some hailstone, then sends 
them upon whomever He wills, 
and averts them from 
whomsoever He wills. It is 
close that the flash of its 


lightning takes away eyesight. 


24:44, Allah alternates the night 
and the day; indeed, in this is a 
lesson for those who can 
perceive. 


24:45. And Allah created every 
(living) creature that walks on 
the earth from water. So, 
amongst them is the one that 
walks upon its belly, and 
amongst them is the one that 
walks upon two legs, and 
amongst them is the one that 
walks upon four legs; Allah 
creates whatever He wills. 
Indeed, Allah is Able to do all 
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24:46. And We indeed sent 
down clear explanatory verses, 
and Allah shows the Straight 
Path to whomsoever He wills. 


24:47. And they (the hypocrites) 
say, 'We believed in Allah and 
His Messenger, and obeyed the 
order.’ Then, after that, some 
amongst them turn away; and 
(in reality) they are not Muslims. 


24:48. And when they are called 
towards Allah and His 
Messenger in order that the 
Messenger may judge between 
them; so, a group amongst 
them instantly turns away. 


24:49. And if the judgement is 
in their favour, they therefore 
come towards it acceptingly. 


24:50. Is there a disease in their 
hearts? Or do they have doubt? 
Or do they fear that Allah and 
His Messenger will oppress 
them? Rather, they themselves 
are unjust. 


24:51. The saying of the 
Muslims is only this; when they 
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are called towards Allah and 
the Messenger, that the 
Messenger may judge between 
them, they hence submit, 'We 
have heard and obeyed the 
command.' And it is only these 
(people) who are successful. 


24:52. And whosoever obeys the 
command of Allah and His 
Messenger, and fears Allah, and 
observes piety; so, it is these 
(people) who are successful. 


24:53. And they swore by Allah 
in their oaths with much 
emphasis that if you order them, 
they will therefore definitely go 
forth for war. Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Do not take oaths; 
(instead) obedience according to 
the Law of Shari'ah is required. 
Allah is Aware of what you do.' 


24:54, Say you (O Beloved), ‘Obey 
the command of Allah and obey 
the command of the Messenger; 
so, if you turn away, then in the 
responsibility of the Messenger is 
only that which is made 
obligatory upon him, and upon 
you is that burden of (obedience) 
which is placed upon you.' And 
if you will obey the Messenger, 
you will attain guidance; and the 


Messenger is not liable except to 
convey clearly. 
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24:55. Allah has promised those 
amongst you who believed and 
did good deeds that He will 
certainly give them the Caliphate 
(power to rule) in the earth the 
way He gave to those before 
them. And that He will certainly 
establish for them their religion 
which He has chosen for them 
and will definitely turn their 
prior (condition of) fear into 
peace. They must worship Me 
and not ascribe anyone as a 
partner to Me; and whoever is 
ungrateful after this, it is they 
who are the disobedient. 


24:56. And keep Salah 
established, and pay Zakah and 
obey the Messenger; in the 
hope that you attain mercy. 


24:57. Do not ever think that the 
disbelievers can escape from Our 
control in the land. And their 
abode is the Fire; and indeed, 
what a wretched outcome. 


24:58. O believers! The slaves you 
possess and those (boys) amongst 
you who have not attained 
adulthood must seek your 
permission on three occasions; 
before the morning prayer, and 
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when you remove your garments 
at noon, and after the night 
prayer; these three times are of 
privacy for you. Other than these 
three times, it is no sin for you or 
for them; they come and go 
about (to assist) one another. And 
this is how Allah explains (His) 
verses for you, and Allah is All- 
Knowing, Ever Wise. 


24:59. And when the boys 
amongst you reach adulthood, 
they too must hence seek 
permission like those before 
them had sought permission 
(after reaching adulthood); this 
is how Allah explains His 
verses to you, and Allah is All- 
Knowing, Ever Wise. 


24:60. And the elderly domestic 
women who do not have hope 
of marriage, there is no sin for 
them if they remove their 
upper garments (ie. extra 
coverings, etc.) provided they 
do not display their adornment, 
and to refrain from this is even 
better for them. And Allah is 
All-Hearing, All-Knowing. 
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24:61. There is no restriction 
upon the blind, nor any 
restraint upon the handicapped, 
nor any constraint upon the 
sick, nor on any amongst you 
that you eat from the houses of 
your children, or the houses of 
your fathers, or the houses of 
your mothers, or the houses of 
your brothers, or the houses of 
your sisters, or the houses of 
your father's brothers, or the 
houses of your father's sisters, 
or the houses of your mother's 
brothers, or the houses of your 
mother's sisters, or (from the 
houses) of which the keys are in 
your possession, or (in the 
house) of your friend. There is 
no blame upon you if you eat 
together or separately, when 
you then enter any of the 
houses, say ‘Salaam’ therefore to 
your people; an_ excellent 
supplication at the time of 
meeting; blessed and pure from 
Allah. This is how Allah 
explains the verses to you, in 
order that you may understand. 


24:62. The believers are only 
those who believed in Allah and 
His Messenger, and when they 
are present in the august court of 
the Messenger regarding any 
such matter for which they have 
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therefore go away until they have 
taken his permission. Those who 
seek your permission (O Beloved) 
are only those who believe in 
Allah and His Messenger; so, if 
they seek your permission for 
some matter of theirs, gi 


wish amongst them, and seek the 
forgiveness of Allah for them; 
indeed, Allah is Most Forgiving, 
Ever Merciful. 


24:63. (O people!) Do not make 


the calling of the Messenger 
amongst yourselves just like one 


away quietly taking the cover of 
some excuse; so, those who go 
against the orders of the (Beloved) 
Messenger should fear that a trial 
may reach them or a painful 
punishment befall them. 


24:64. Pay heed! Indeed, only to 
Allah belongs whatever is in 
the heavens and in the earth. 
Undoubtedly, He knows the 
condition you are in, and (He 
knows) that Day when they 
will be returned to Him; He 
will then inform them of 
whatever they did, and Allah 
knows everything. 
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25. SURAH AL-FURQAAN 
(THE CRITERION) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
77 verses and 6 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


25:1. Most Blessed is He Who 
has sent down the Qur'aan 
upon His (chosen) bondsman 
who may be a warner to the 
entire world. 


25:2. The One to Whom belongs 
the kingdom of the heavens 
and of the earth, and has not 
taken offspring (for Himself); 
there is no partner in His 
kingdom, and He has created 
everything, keeping it in proper 
measure. 


25:3. And people have 
appointed other gods other than 
Him; that they do not create 
anything but are themselves 
created, and they themselves do 
not have power to harm or 
benefit (even) themselves, and 
who do not have any authority 
over (causing) death nor life, 
nor over resurrection. 
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25:4, And the infidels said, 'This 
(ie. the Qur'aan) is nothing but 
slander which he (i.e. the Beloved 
Prophet | Muhammad) has 
fabricated and others have (also) 
helped. him upon it.’ Thus, they 
(the infidels) have indeed 
stooped to injustice and lie. 


25:5. And they said, 'These are 
stories of the former people 
which he (ie. the Beloved 
Prophet Muhammad) has written 
down, they are hence read to 
him morning and evening. 


25:6. Say you (O Beloved), 'It is 
sent down by Him Who knows 
all the secrets of the heavens 
and the earth; indeed, He is 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful.' 


25:7. And they said, ‘What 
happened to this Messenger that 
he eats food and walks in the 
marketplaces? Why was not an 
angel sent down along with him, 
to give warning along with him?' 


25:8. ‘Or he should have attained 
a treasure from the unseen, or 
should have had a garden from 
which he would eat.' And the 
unjust said, 'You do not follow 
but such a man who has been 
afflicted with magic.’ 
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25:9. O Beloved, see how they 
fabricate similitudes about you, 
they have therefore gone 
astray; unable to find any path. 


25:10. Most Blessed is He Who, 
if He wills, may make it much 
better for you (in this world); 
Gardens beneath which rivers 
flow, and make tall palaces for 
you. 


25:11. Rather, these (people) belie 
the Last Day; and the one who 
belies the Last Day, We have kept 


prepared a Blazing Fire for him. 


25:12. When it (the Fire) will see 
them from afar, they will hence 
hear its fury and roaring. 


25:13. And when they will be 
thrown into any narrow place 
of it, tied up in chains; so, there 
they will beg for death. 


25:14. It will be said 'Do not beg 
this day for one death, and beg 
for many deaths.' 


25:15. Say you (O Beloved), 'Is 
this better or the everlasting 
Garden which is promised to 
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those who fear (Allah)? That is 
their reward and outcome.' 


25:16. "Therein for them is 
whatever their hearts desire, they 
will abide in it forever; a promise 
binding upon the responsibility 
(of the Generosity) of your Lord, 
which is prayed for.' 


25:17. And on the Day when He 
will assemble them and whom 
they worshipped instead of 
Allah, He will then say to those 
(false) deities, 'Did you mislead 
my bondsmen or did they 
themselves stray away from the 
path?! 


25:18. They will submit, ‘Purity 
is to You, it was not befitting for 
us to appoint any master other 
than You; but You let them and 
their forefathers enjoy, to the 
extent that they forgot Your 
remembrance; and they were 
people destined to be destroyed.' 


25:19. 'The (false) deities have 
hence belied what you state; so, 
now you can neither avert the 
punishment nor help yourself. 
And whoever amongst you is 
unjust, We shall make him taste 
a great punishment (of Hell).' 
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25:21. And those people who 
do not hope to meet Us said, 
‘Why were the angels not sent 
down to us or (why couldn't) 
we see our Lord?! Indeed, they 
became excessively arrogant 
within themselves, and they 
turned to extreme rebellion. 


25:22. The Day they will see the 
angels, that will not be a day of 
any happiness for the culprits, 
and they will say, 'O Lord, 
appoint a fixed barrier between 
us and them (i.e. the angels).' 


25:23. And whatever (apparent 
good) deeds they have done, 
We have purposely made them 
scattered floating particles of 
dust that are visible in the 
sunlight of a ventilator. 


25:24. For the people of Paradise 
on that Day will be a better 
abode and after the noon of 
Reckoning a good place of rest. 


25:25. And the Day when the 
heaven will burst apart with 
the clouds, and the angels will 
be sent down; all in all. 


25:26. The true kingdom on that 
Day belongs to the Most 
Gracious, and that Day is hard 
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upon the disbelievers. 


25:27. And the Day when the 
unjust one will bite his hands 
repeatedly (out of grief-stricken 
sorrow and contempt; saying), 
‘Alas! Had I somehow chosen a 
way along with the Messenger.' 


25:28. 'Woe to me! Alas! If only 
I had not taken so and so 
(disbeliever) for a friend.' 


25:29. ‘He indeed led me astray 
from the advice that had come 
to me.' And Satan leaves man 
(at the time of difficulty) alone, 
unassisted. 


25:30. And the Messenger 
submitted, '0 my Lord, my 
people indeed took this Qur'aan 
as worthy of being abandoned.' 


25:31. And this is how We had 
made the culprits as enemies 
for every Prophet. And your 
Lord is Sufficient to guide and 
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25:32. And the disbelievers said, 
‘Why was the Qur'aan not sent 
down to him all at once?' This is 
how We sent it in stages; in 
order to strengthen your heart 
(O Beloved) therewith, and We 
recited it gradually in stages. 


25:33. And they will not bring to 
you any example (as an objection), 
but We shall bring you the truth 
and a better explanation than that. 


25:34. Those who will be driven 
on their faces towards Hell, 
their abode is the worst and 
they are the most astray. 


25:35. And We indeed gave 
Moosa the Book and appointed 
his brother Haaroon as (his) 
minister. 


25:36. So, We said, 'Both of you 
go to the people who have belied 
Our verses.’ We then destroyed 
them with complete annihilation. 


25:37. And (We destroyed) the 
People of Nooh when they 
belied the Messengers; We 
drowned them and made them a 
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sign for the people; and We have 


kept prepared a_ painful 
punishment for the transgressors. 


25:38. And (We destroyed) the 
tribes of 'Aad and Thamood, and 
the People of the Well, and 
many generations between them. 


25:39. And We_ explained 
examples to each one of them 
and destroyed all of them; 
eliminating them. 


25:40. And they (the disbelievers 
of Makkah) have definitely 
visited the towns upon which 
had come harmful rain (of 
stones). Were they not seeing it 
(whilst traveling to Syria, etc.)? 
Rather, they had no hope to be 
resurrected in the slightest. 


25:41. And when they see you 
(O Beloved), they do not take 
you but as a mockery. (They 
say) 'Is this the one whom 
Allah has sent as a Messenger?' 


25:42. 'It was close that he would 
have misled us from our gods, 
had we not persisted towards 
(worshipping) them.' Soon they 
will come to know, the Day they 
will see the punishment, that as 
to who was misguided. 
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25:43. Did you see the one who 
took his heart's desire as his 
God? So, will you take the 
responsibility of guarding him? 


25:44. Or do you think that 
most of them (ie. the 
disbelievers) hear or 
understand something? They 
are not but like cattle; rather, 
more astray than them. 


25:45. O Beloved, did you not 
see your Lord, how He spread 
out the shade? And if He had 
willed, He could have made it 
stationary; We then henceforth 
made the sun a proof for it. 


25:46. Then, We _ gradually 
folded it towards Us. 


25:47. And it is He Who made 
the night a veil for you, and 
sleep a rest, and made the day 
to stay up. 


25:48. And it is He Who sent 
the winds giving glad tidings 
before His mercy (i.e. rain), and 
We sent down purifying water 
from the sky. 
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25:49. In order that We may 
revive any dead city with it, and 
give it for drinking to many 
cattle and men We have created. 


25:50. And We indeed kept 
water (i.e. rain) in turns amongst 
them; that they may take heed. 
So, most people did not accept 
(the truth), but to be ungrateful. 


25:51. And had We willed, We 
would have henceforth sent a 
warner to every town. 


25:52. So, do not obey the 
disbelievers, and with this 
Qur'aan wage a _ mighty 
struggle against them. 


25:53. And it is He Who caused 
the two merged seas to flow; this 
is pleasantly fresh, very sweet, 
and this is salty, very bitter; and 
He kept a veil between them 
and a prohibited barrier. 


25:54. And it is He Who created 
man from water, then 
appointed (blood) relatives and 
in-laws for him; and your Lord 
is All-Powerful. 


25:55. And they worship such, 
other than Allah, who neither 
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benefit nor hurt them; and the 
disbeliever helps the Devil 
against his Lord. 


25:56. And We have not sent you 
(O Beloved) except as a Conveyor 
of glad tidings and warnings. 
25:57. Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
do not ask any recompense 
from you for this (propagation 
of Divine revelation), except 
that whosoever wants may take 
the way to his Lord.' 


25:58. And trust the Ever- 
Living One Who will never die, 
and whilst praising Him, 
proclaim His Purity; and only 
He is Sufficient, Aware of the 
sins of His bondsmen. 


25:59. The One Who created the 
heavens and the earth, and 
whatever is between them in (a 
period equal to) six days, then 
established His Authority upon 
the Throne; the Most Gracious, 
ask therefore the one who 
knows concerning Him. 


25:60. And when it is said to 
them, ‘Prostrate to the Most 
Gracious,' they say, 'And what 
is the Most Gracious? Must we 
prostrate to whoever you 
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== SURAH AL-FURQAAN 25 PART 19 


command?! And this command 
increased them in unruliness. 


25:61. Most Blessed is He Who 
created great towers (ie. 
planets) in the sky and placed a 
lamp (i.e. the sun) therein, and 
the shining moon. 


25:62. And it is He Who kept 
the alternation of the night and 
the day (as a sign) for the one 
who desires to reflect or intends 
to give thanks. 


25:63. Those bondsmen of the 
Most Gracious who walk upon 
the earth humbly, and when the 
ignorant address them (rudely), 
their only response is, 'Salaam' 
(i.e. a greeting of parting). 


25:64. And those who spend the 
night prostrating and standing 
for their Lord. 


25:65. And those who submit, 
‘O our Lord, avert the 
punishment of Hell from us, its 
punishment is indeed a noose 
around the neck.' 
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25:66. Indeed, that is a most 
wretched abode. 


25:67. And those who, when 
they spend, neither exceed the 
limits nor act miserly, and stay 
in moderation between the two. 


25:68. And those who do not 
worship any other deity along 
with Allah, and (those who) do 
not kill unjustly such life which 
Allah has forbidden nor 
commit adultery/fornication; 
and whoever does this will 
receive punishment. 


25:69. The punishment will be 
multiplied for him on the Day of 
Resurrection, and he will remain 
therein forever with disgrace. 


25:70. Except the one who 
repents, and believes and does 
good deeds, Allah _ will 
henceforth change the evil 
deeds of such into virtues; and 
Allah is Most Forgiving, Ever 
Merciful. 


25:71. And whosoever repents 
and does good deeds, he has 
therefore turned towards Allah 
in a manner as was required. 
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25:72. And those who do not 
give false testimony, and when 
they pass by (something) 
immoral, they pass by 
protecting their honour. 


25:73. And those who, when 
they are reminded of the verses 
of their Lord, do not fall deaf 
and blind upon them (rather, 
they take the verses attentively 
with proper understanding). 


25:74. And those who submit, 
‘O our Lord, grant us coolness 
of (our) eyes from our wives 
and our children, and make us 
leaders of the pious.' 


25:75. They will be rewarded the 
highest position in Paradise; the 
recompense of their patience, 
and they will be welcomed with. 
honour and greetings of peace. 


25:76. They shall abide therein 
forever; what an_ excellent 
abode and place to stay. 


25:77. Say you (O Beloved), 'You 
have no value before My Lord if 
you do not worship Him. So, 
you have belied; there will now 
therefore be punishment that 


will be clinging (on to you).' 
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26. SURAH AL-SHU'ARAA 
(THE POETS) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
227 verses and 11 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


26:1. Ta-Seen-Meem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His Messenger 
know their exact meanings.) 


26:2. These are the verses of the 
Luminous Book (ie. the 
Qur'aan). 


26:3. Perhaps you may put your 
life at risk (O Beloved) by 
grieving over them because 
they did not believe. 


26:4. If We will, We could 
henceforth send down upon 
them a sign from the sky so that 
the stuck-up ones amongst them.

26:33. And he drew forth his 
hand, thereupon it began to 
shine before the beholders. 


26:34. Said (Fir'awn) to the 
chiefs around him, ‘He is 
indeed a skilled magician.

26:80. 'And when I am ill, it is 
He Who henceforth cures me.' 


26:81. 'And He will cause me to 
die, then will bring me back to life.’ 


'And the One Who I long 
for; that He will forgive my 
mistakes on the Day of Judgement! 


26:83. 'O my Lord, bestow upon. 
me wisdom and connect me 
with those who deserve your 
special proximity.’

And O Beloved, warn 
your closest relatives. 


And spread your arm of 
mercy for your Muslim 
followers. 


Thus, if they do not 
obey you, say therefore, 'I am 
detached from what you do.' 


26:217. And rely upon Him; the 
Dignified, the Merciful. 


26:218. The One Who sees you 
when you stand up. 


26:219. And (He sees) your 
going-around amongst those 
who offer Salah. 


26:220. Indeed, only He is the 
All-Hearing, the All-Knowing. 


26:221. Shall I inform you upon 
whom the devils descend? 
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26:222. They descend on every 
excessive slanderer, sinner. 


26:223. The devils cast upon them 
what they heard, but most of 
them (sinning people) are liars. 


26:224,. And the misguided ones 
follow the poets (however, the 
Beloved Prophet Muhammad is 
not a poet). 


26:225. Did you not see that 
they keep wandering in every 
valley? 


26:226. And they say what they 
do not practice. 


26:227. Except those (poets) who 
believed and did good deeds, 
and abundantly remembered 
Allah (in. their poetry), and took 
revenge (from the disbelievers 
by refuting them in their poetry) 
after they had been wronged; 
and (after death) the unjust will 
soon come to know that (as to) 
which side they will turn.

Guidance and glad tidings 
for the believers. 


27:3. Those who keep Salah 
established, and pay Zakah and 
are certain of the Hereafter. 


27:4. Those who do not believe 
in the Hereafter, We have made 
their (bad) deeds seem good to 
them; they are hence wandering. 


27:5. It is they for whom is a 
horrible punishment, it is them 
who will be the worst losers in 
the Hereafter. 


27:6. And (O Beloved), you are 
indeed taught the Qur'aan from 
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the Most Wise, All-Knowing. 


27:7. (Remember) when Moosa 
said to his wife, 'I have sighted a 
fire; I will soon bring some news 
about it to you, or bring a live 
spark from it for you so that you 
may warm yourselves.' 


27:8. So, when he reached it, it 
was proclaimed, Blessed is he 
who is in the location of the place 
of manifestation of that fire; 
eee 
are in its surroun 

the angels. ‘And Purity is to Allafy 
the Lord of all the worlds.' 


27:9. ‘0 Moosa, the matter is 
this; that I am Allah, the 
Dignified, the All-Wise.' 


27:10. 'And put down your 
staff. So, when he saw it 
wriggling as if it was a snake, 
he walked away; turning his 
back, and did not look behind. 
We said, '0 Moosa, do not fear. 
Indeed, the Messengers do not 
have fear in My Majestic Court.' 


27:11. ‘Yes; the one who does 
injustice, then afterwards changes 
evil for good; so, I am indeed 
Most Forgiving, Ever Merciful.’ 

'And put your hand 
inside the collar of your 
garment, it will come out 
luminously white; not due to 
any illness; (this is a sign) 
amongst the nine signs towards 
Firlawn and his people; they 
are indeed disobedient people.'

27:34. She said, ‘Indeed, the 
kings; when they enter a town, 
they destroy it and disgrace its 
honourable people; and this is 
how they do.' 


27:35. 'And I am going to send a 
gift to them, then see what 
reply the envoys return with.' 


27:36. Thus, when the envoy came 
to Sulaimaan, said Sulaimaan, ‘Do 
you help me with wealth? So, 
what Allah has bestowed upon 
me is better than what He has 
given you; rather, it is you who 
rejoice at your (worldly) gift.' 


27:37. ‘Return to them (with 
these gifts and tell them); so, we 
shall definitely bring upon them 
such an army that they will 
have no power (to challenge), 
and we shall certainly drive 
them out from that city in 
disgrace; they will be utterly 
humiliated in this way.' 
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27:38. Said Sulaimaan, 'O members 
of my chamber, which one of you 
can bring me her throne before 
this that they come in my 
respected court submitting?’ 


27:39. An extremely evil Jinn 
said, 'I will present that throne in 
your respected court before this; 
that your highness terminates 
this assembly, and I am indeed 
powerful and trustworthy upon 
it.’ 


27:40. He who had knowledge 
of the Book submitted; that 'I 
will present it in your majesty's 
court before the blink of an 
eye.' When he then saw it 
placed next to him, Sulaimaan 
said, 'This is from the Favours 
of my Lord, so that He may test 
me whether I give thanks or I 
am ungrateful. And whosoever 
gives thanks, so, he only gives 
thanks for his own good; and 
whoever is ungrateful, so, my 
Lord is Ever Independent, 
Possessor of all excellences.' 


27:41. Sulaimaan commanded, 
‘Change the appearance of the 
throne of the woman; making it 
look unfamiliar to her so that 
we may gauge whether she 
recognises it, or becomes of 
those who remain unaware.' 
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27:42. Then, when she came, it 
was said to her, Is your throne 
like this?' She said, ‘It seems to 
be the same, and we have 
become aware of this (i.e. of your 
Prophethood) before __ this 
incident and we submit (to you).' 


27:43. And the thing she used to 
worship other than Allah 
prevented her; she was indeed 
from the disbelieving people. 


27:44. It was said to her, ‘Enter 
the courtyard.' Then, when she 
saw it, she thought it was (a pool 
of) deep water, and uncovered 
her shins. Said Sulaimaan, 'This 
is only a smooth courtyard, 
paved with glass.' She said, '0 
my Lord, I have indeed wronged 
myself, and I now submit myself 
along with Sulaimaan to Allah, 
the Lord of all the worlds.’ 


27:45. And We indeed sent to 
Thamood their compatriot 
Saalih; that 'Worship Allah,' 
thereupon they became two 
groups fighting (with each 
other). 


27:46. Saalih said, 'O0 my 
people! Why do you hasten 
towards evil before good? Why 
do you not seek forgiveness

Perhaps you may 
be bestowed with mercy.’ 


27:47. They said, 'We forecast 
an ill omen from you and from 
your companions.' He (Saalih) 
said, ‘Your ill omen is by Allah; 
rather, you people are under 
trial.’ 


27:48. And there were nine 
people in the city who would 
cause turmoil in the land and 
would not wish to reform. 


27:49. Swearing an. oath by Allah, 
said amongst themselves, 
'We will definitely attack him 
and his family (secretly) at night, 
and then say to his heir, “We 
were not present at the time of 
the slaying of this household, 
and indeed, we are truthful.”' 


27:50. And they devised their 
scheme, and We devised Our 
secret plan, and they remained 
unaware. 


27:51. Therefore, see what was 
the outcome of their scheming; 
We destroyed them and their 
entire nation. 
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27:52. So, these are their houses 
fallen flat (in ruin); the 
recompense of their injustice; 
indeed, in this is a sign for 
people who know. 


27:53. And We rescued those 
who believed and were afraid. 


27:54. And (remember) Loot 
when he said to his people, 'Do 
you come towards indecency 
whilst you are seeing?’ 


27:55. ‘Do you lustfully go 
towards men, leaving women? 
Rather, you are ignorant 
people.' 


27:56. Therefore, the answer of 
his people was nothing except 
that they said, 'Banish the 
family of Loot from your town; 
(and sarcastically saying that) 
these people desire purity.’ 


27:57. We henceforth rescued him 
and his family, except his wife; We 
had decreed that she is amongst 
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27:60. Or He Who created the 
heavens and the earth, and sent 
down for you water from the 
sky? So, We grew delightful 
gardens with it; you had no 
ability to grow its trees. Is there 
another god along with Allah? 
Rather, they are those who 
deviate from the right path. 


27:61. Or He Who made the 
earth (a place) for dwelling, and 
caused streams in its midst, and 
created (mountains as) anchors 
therefor, and kept a barrier 
between the two seas? Is there 
another god along with Allah? 
Rather, most of them (ie. 
people) are ignorant. 


27:62. Or He Who answers the 
supplication of the helpless 
when he invokes Him, and 
removes evil, and makes you 
heirs of the earth? Is there 
another god along with Allah? 
Very little do you reflect. 


27:63. Or He Who shows you the 
path in the darknesses of the land 
and the sea, and He Who sends 
the winds before His mercy (ie. 
rainfall); giving glad tidings. Is 
there another god along with 
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Allah? Exalted is Allah from what 
they associate with Him. 


27:64. Or He Who originated 
creation, then will re-create it, 
and He Who provides you with 
sustenance from the heavens 
and the earth? Is there another 
god along with Allah? Proclaim 
(O Beloved), ‘Bring your proof, 
if you are truthful!’ 


27:65. Say you (O Beloved), ‘No 
one in the heavens and the 
earth knows the unseen on 
their own accord except Allah, 
and they do not know when 
they will be raised.' 


27:66. Has the matter of their 
knowledge reached to the stage 
of knowing the Hereafter? Not 
at all; they are in doubt 
concerning it; rather, they are 
blind concerning it. 


27:67. And the disbelievers 
said, 'Will we, when we and 
our forefathers have turned to 
dust, be brought forth again?! 


27:68. ‘Indeed, we were given 
that promise (of Resurrection), 
and before us to our forefathers; 
this is nothing but stories of the 
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people of the past.' 


27:69. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Travel the earth; see what was 
the end of the culprits.’ 


27:70. And do not grieve over 
them, nor be disheartened 
because of their plotting. 


27:71. And they say, 'When will 
this promise be fulfilled, if you 
are truthful?! 


27:72. Say you (O Beloved), 'It is 
near that a part of that 
(punishment) which you are 
hastening for is close behind you. 


27:73. Indeed, your Lord is 
Most Bountiful upon people, 
but most people acknowledge 
not. 


27:74, And your Lord indeed 
knows what is hidden in their 
chests, and what they disclose. 


27:75. And all the hidden 
secrets of the heavens and the

earth are (written) in a clear 
Book (i.e. the Preserved Tablet). 


27:76. Indeed, this Qur'aan 
narrates to the Children of 
Israel most of the matters in 
which they differ. 


27:77. Indeed, that (ie. the 
Qur'aan) is guidance and mercy 
for the Muslims. 


27:78. Indeed, your Lord judges 
between them with His 
command; and only He is the 
Dignified, the All-Knowing. 


27:79. Therefore, rely upon 
Allah; you are indeed upon the 
clear truth. 


27:80. Indeed, the dead (i.e. the 
disbelievers) do not hear your 
call, nor do the deaf hear your 
call, when they turn away, 
showing their backs. 


27:81. And you are not to guide 
the blind (i.e. the disbelievers) 
from their error; only those will 
listen to you who believe in 
Our verses, and they are 
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27:82. And when the Word (ie. 
the promise of punishment) will 
fall upon them, We shall bring 
forth for them a creature from 
the earth that will speak to the 
people, because the people did 
not used to believe in Our verses. 


27:83. And (remember) the Day 
when We will raise from every 
nation a group who deny Our 
verses, the former groups will 
henceforth be held back for the 
latter to join them. 


27:84. Until when all of them 
will be present, (Allah) will say, 
‘Did you belie My verses; 
whereas, your knowledge had 
not encompassed it, or what 
work did you used to do (that 
you did not even try to 
understand about the Day of 
Judgement)? 

27:85. And the Word (ie. the 
promise of punishment) has 
occurred upon them due to 
their transgression; hence, they 
do not say anything now. 


27:86. Did they not see that We 
created the night for them to 
rest therein and created the 
day; the one that makes (things) 
visible? Indeed, in this are 
definitely signs for the people 
who believe. 
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27:87. And the Day when the 
Trumpet will be blown; so, all 
those who are in the heavens 
and all those who are in the 
earth will be terrified except 
whomsoever Allah wills. And 
everyone has come to His 
Majestic Court in humility. 


27:88. And you will see the 
mountains, you will think that 
they are fixed, whereas, they 
will be moving like the moving 
of the clouds; this is the work of 
Allah, the One Who created all 
things with wisdom; indeed, 
He knows your deeds. 


27:89. Whosoever brings a good 
deed, for him is a reward better 
than it; and they will be safe 
from the anxiety of that Day. 


27:90. And whoever brings evil, 
their faces will hence be 
overturned into the Fire. (O 
people!) What reward will you 
get except only of that what 
you used to do? 


2791. 1 (ie: the Prophet 
Muhammad) have _— been 
commanded to worship the 
Lord of this city (Makkah) Who 
has made it sacred; and 
everything belongs to Him; and 
I have ee sonnei to be 
amongst the obedient.’ 
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27:92. ‘And that I recite the 
Qur'aan.’ So, this; that 
whosoever attained the right 
path, he has attained it for his 
own good; and whoever goes 
astray (he harms himself). So, 
declare that 'I am only a warner.' 


27:93. And proclaim, ‘All praise 
is due to Allah, He will soon 
show you His signs; you will 
therefore recognise them.' And 
O Beloved, your Lord is not 
unaware, O people, regarding 
your doings.' 


28. SURAH AL-QASAS (THE 
STORIES) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
88 verses, 9 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


28:1. Ta-Seen-Meem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and _ His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 

28:2. These are the verses of the 


Clear Book (i.e. the Qur'aan or 
the Preserved Tablet). 


28:3. We narrate to you the true 
news of Moosa and Fir'awn for 
the people who have faith. 
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28:4. Indeed, Fir'awn did achieve 
dominance in the land (of Egypt) 
and made its people subservient 
to him, seeing a weak group 
amongst them (i.e. amongst the 
Children of Israel), he would 
slaughter their sons and would 
keep their women alive; he was 
indeed a mischief-monger. 


28:5. And We willed to favour 
those who were weak (in 
Egypt), and to make them 
leaders and to make them the 
heirs of their possessions (i.e. of 
Fir'awn's people). 


28:6. And to give them control 
on the land, and to show 
Fir'lawn, and Haamaan, and 
their armies the same which 
they fear from them (i.e. the 
destruction of Fir'awn). 


28:7. And We inspired the 
mother of Moosa that ‘Suckle 
him, then when you fear for 
him, put him into the river, and 
do not fear and do not grieve. 
We shall indeed return him to 
you and make him a Messenger.' 


28:8. So, the family of Fir'awn 
picked him up; that he may be 
their enemy and a cause of grief 
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for them; indeed, Fir'awn, and 
Haamaan, and their armies 
were wrongdoers. 


28:9. And said the wife of 
Fir'awn, 'This child is the 
coolness of my eyes and yours; 
do not kill him, perhaps he may 
benefit us, or we may adopt 
him as a son.’ And they were 
unaware. 


28:10. And in the morning, the 
heart of Moosa's mother became 
anxious, and it was near that she 
would have certainly given 
away his (true) state, had We not 
strengthened her heart, so that 
she may have faith in Our 
promise. 

28:11. And his mother said to his 
sister, ‘Follow him,' she therefore 
remained observing him from 
afar, and they were unaware. 


28:12. And We had already 
forbidden all foster-mothers for 
him; so, she said, 'Shall I inform 
you of such a family that will 
nurse this child of yours, and 
they are his well-wishers?! 


28:13. So, We returned him to 
his mother in order to cool her 
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eyes and (for her) not to grieve, 
and (for her) to know that 
Allah's promise is true; but 
most people know not. 


28:14. And when he reached 
adulthood and attained his full 
strength, We gave him wisdom 
and knowledge; and this is how 
We reward the virtuous. 


28:15. And (one day) he entered 
the city when its people were 
sleeping in the afternoon 
unaware. So, he found two men 
fighting therein; one was from 
the tribe of Moosa, and the other 
from amongst his enemies. So, 
the one who was of his tribe 
pleaded to Moosa for help 
against the one who was from 
his enemies; so, Moosa punched 
him, thus put an end to him. He 
(Moosa) said, 'This act (ie. the 
oppression of Qibti, which 
became the cause of his death) 
was from the Devil; indeed, he is 
an open misleading enemy.’ 


28:16. He submitted (to display 
humility), '0 my Lord, I have 
transgressed my soul; so, forgive 
me.' The Lord henceforth 
forgave him; indeed, only He is 
the Most Forgiving, the Most 
Merciful. 
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28:17. He said, 'O0 my Lord, 
because You have bestowed 
favour upon me; so, now I will 
never be a supporter of the 
culprits.' 

28:18. So, he faced the morning 
in that city, fearing, waiting to 
see what happens. Thereupon, 
he saw the one who had 
requested help the previous 
day, crying out to him for help 
(whilst fighting with another 
Qibti). Moosa said to him, 
Indeed, you are clearly astray.' 


28:19. So, when Moosa wished 
to apprehend the one (i.e. the 
Qibti) who was an enemy to 
both of them (i.e. Moosa and an 
Israeli). He (the Israeli) said, 'O 
Moosa! Do you wish to kill me 
the way you killed a man the 
previous day? You desire only 
to become violent in the land 
and desire not to cause reform.' 


28:20. And a man came running 
from the further end of the city. 
He said, 'O Moosa; verily, the 
court members are consulting 
(i.e. plotting) with each other to 
kill you, so get away, I am your 
well-wisher.' 
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28:21. So, he got out of the city 
in fear, waiting to see what 
transpires. He submitted, 'O my 
Lord, rescue me from the unjust 
people.' 


28:22. And when he turned his 
attention towards Madyan, he 
said, 'It is close that my Lord 
will show me the straight path.' 


28:23. And when he came to the 
water (well) of Madyan, he saw 
a group of people watering 
their animals, and away from 
them he saw two women over 
there restraining their animals. 
Moosa asked, ‘What is the 
matter with you two?' They 
said, 'We do not water until all 
the shepherds, after giving 
water, take back (their animals). 
And our father is very old.' 


28:24. So, Moosa watered their 
animals for them, and then 
turned towards the shade and 
submitted, 'O my Lord, I am in 
need of that food which you 
may send down for me.' 


28:25. So, one of the two 
(females) approached him 
walking modestly; she said, 
"My father is calling you in 
order to compensate you for 
watering our animals.' When 
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Moosa came to him (ie. the 
Prophet Shu'ayb) and had told 
him (all of) the stories, he said, 
‘Do not fear, you have been 
saved from the oppressors.' 


28:26. One of the two (females) 
said, 'O my father! Employ him; 
indeed, a better employee is he 
who is strong and trustworthy.' 


28:27. He said, 'I wish to give 
you one of these two daughters 
of mine in marriage with this 
dowry; that you work for me 
for eight years. If you then 
complete ten full years, it will 
therefore be from your side; 
and I do not wish to put you 
into hardship. It is close, Allah 
willing, you will find me 
amongst the righteous.' 


28:28. Said Moosa, 'This has 
been agreed between me and 
you, there shall be no claim 
upon me if I fulfil any of these 
two terms (eight or ten years). 
And Allah is Witness upon this 
agreement of ours.' 
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28:29. So, when Moosa 
completed his term and 
travelled with his wife, he saw 
a fire in the direction of Toor 
(Sinai). He said to his wife, 
‘Stay here, I have seen a fire in 
the direction of Toor; perhaps I 
bring some news from there, or 
bring a spark of fire for you so 
that you may warm yourself.’ 


28:30. Then, when he came 
closer to the fire, a call was 
made from the right side of the 
valley in the blessed ground 
from the tree; that '0 Moosa! 
Indeed, I am really Allah; the 
Lord of all the worlds.’ 


28:31. And that ‘Put down your 
staff.' So, when Moosa saw it 
wriggling as if it was a snake, 
turning his back, he walked 
away and did not look back. 
(He was told) '0 Moosa! Come 
forth and fear not; indeed, you 


are in peace.' 


28:32. ‘Put your hand inside the 
collar (of your garment), it will 
come out luminously white, 
flawless, and put your hand on 
your chest to remove the fear; 
so, these are two proofs from 
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your Lord to Fir'awn and his 
court members; indeed, they 
are disobedient people.' 


28:33. He submitted, 'O my 
Lord, I killed a person and I 
fear that they may kill me.' 


28:34. ‘And my brother Haaroon, 
he is more eloquent than me (in 
speech); therefore, in order to 
assist me, appoint him as a 
Messenger so that he endorses 
me (as being a Prophet); I fear 
that they will belie me.' 


28:35. He (Allah) said, 'We will 
soon strengthen your arm with 
your brother and_ give 
dominance to both of you; they 
will therefore not be able to 
harm both of you due to Our 
signs. Both of you and those 
who will follow you will be 
dominant.' 


28:36. Then, when Moosa came 
to them with Our clear signs, 
they said, ‘This is nothing but 
invented magic, and we never 
heard anything like this amongst 
our former forefathers.’ 
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28:37. And said Moosa, 'My 
Lord knows him well who has 
brought guidance from Him, 
and for whom will be the 
(good) abode of the Hereafter. 
Indeed the unjust will never 
attain success.’ 


28:38. And Fir'awn said, 'O 
court members! I do not know 
of any other god for you except 
myself; therefore, O Haamaan, 
after baking the clay (bricks), 
build a (tall) palace for me, that 
perhaps I may (climb on it and) 
take a glimpse of the god of 
Moosa; and according to my 
perception, he (Moosa) is 
indeed a liar.' 


28:39. And he (i.e. Fir'awn) and 
his soldiers wrongfully sought 
unjust prominence in the land, 
and assumed that they are not 
to return to Us. 


28:40. We henceforth, having 
seized him and his army, threw 
them into the river; so, see how 
was the outcome of the 
oppressors?

28:41. And We made them 
leaders of the people of Hell; 
that they invite towards the Fire, 
and they will not be helped on 
the Day of Resurrection. 


28:42. And We appointed a curse 
to chase them in this world, and 
(the condition) is evil for them 
on the Day of Resurrection. 


28:43. And We indeed gave 
Moosa the Book after this; that 
We destroyed the former 
generations, therein are matters 
which open the eyes of the hearts 
of the people (ie. eye-opening), 
and guidance and mercy, in order 
that they may accept advice. 


28:44. And (O Beloved), you 
were not on the Western side of 
the Toor (Sinai) when We sent 
the command. of Prophethood. to 
Moosa, and you were not 
(physically) present at that time. 


28:45. But it so happened that 
We created generations and a 
long time passed over them, 
and nor were you dwelling with 
the people of Madyan reciting 
Our verses to them. Yes; it is We 
Who appoint Messengers. 
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you beside 
the Toor (Ginai) when We called 
out (to Moosa to give the Book); 


Heomdiige of the aioe) ao: the 
you may warn a nation towards 
whom no warmer came before you, 
in the hope that they may be 
advised. 


28:47. And had it not been that 
some disaster befell them 
because of what their own 
hands have sent forward, they 
would have therefore said, 'O 
our Lord, why did you not 
send a Messenger towards us, 
so that we may have followed 
Your verses and would have 
believed?’ 


28:48. Then, when the truth (ie. 
the Beloved Prophet Muhammad) 
from Us came to them, they said, 
'Why has he not been given (the 
Qur'aan like) what was given to 
Moosa (i.e. entirely all in one go) 
? Had they (ie. the Jews) not 
disbelieved in what was earlier 
given to Moosa? They (ie. the 
polytheists) said, They (ie. the 
Qur'aan and the Tawrah) are two 
works of magic, each supporting 
the other' And said, 'We 
disbelieve in both of them.' 


28:49. Say you (O Beloved), 'So, 
bring any book from Allah 
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which is better (at) guiding 
than these two; I will follow it, 
if you are truthful.' 


28:50. Then if they do not 
accept your challenge, so know 
that they only follow their 
desires. And who is more 
astray than the one who follows 
his desires; separate from the 
guidance of Allah? Indeed, 
Allah does not guide the unjust. 


28:51. And We indeed sent 
down the Word (ie. the 
Qur'aan) in continuation for 
them, so that they may ponder. 


28:52. Those to whom We gave 
the Book before it, they believe 
in it. 


28:53. And when these verses are 
recited to them, they say, 'We 
believe in it; indeed, only this is 
the truth from our Lord, (and) 
we had already submitted.' 


28:54. They will be given their 
reward double; the recompense 
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of their patience, and they avert 
evil with good and spend some 
of what We have provided 
them in Our path. 


28:55. And when they hear 
obscene talk, they turn away and 
say, 'For us are our deeds and 
for you are your deeds. Enough! 
Peace be upon you (ie. an 
expression of disapproval); we 
ate not interested in the 
ignorant.' 


28:56. Indeed, it is not that you 
guide on your own accord 
whosoever you desire. Yes, 
Allah guides whomever He 
wills, and He knows well the 
people of guidance. 


28:57. And they say, If we 
follow the guidance along with 
you, people would therefore 
snatch us away from our land.’ 
Did We not give them a place 
in a safe Sacred Land, towards 
which are brought fruits of all 
kinds, as sustenance from Us? 
But most of them know not. 


28:58. And how many (dwellers 
of) towns did We destroy that 
became boastful on _ their 
luxurious lifestyle. So, these are 
their (deserted) homes, that 
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they remained uninhabited 
after them, except a little. And 
only We are the Inheritor (i.e. 
Owner, of those homes). 


28:59. And never does your 
Lord destroy (the dwellers of) 
towns until He sends a 
Messenger to their main city, 
reciting Our verses upon them; 
and We do not destroy towns 
unless its dwellers are unjust. 


28:60. And. whatever you have 
been given, that is the benefit of 
this worldly life and _ its 
adornment; and that which is 
with Allah is better and more 
lasting. So, do you not have 
sense? 


28:61. So, is he whom We have 
given a good promise; he will 
therefore get it (ie. the 
promise), similar to such 
person whom We gave the 
benefit of the life of this world 
to enjoy; and he will then be 
brought as captive on the Day 
of Resurrection? 


28:62. And (remember) on the 
Day when He will call to them; 
so, He will proclaim, ‘Where 
are those partners of Mine 
whom you had assumed?" 
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28:63. Those (leaders of the 
disbelievers) against whom the 
Word (ie. punishment) has 
been proven will say, 'O our 
Lord! It is these whom we led 
astray; we led them astray the 
way we ourselves went astray. 
We are disgusted with them 
and we return towards You; 
they never used to worship us.' 


28:64. And it will be said to 
them, 'Call upon your ascribed 
partners.' So, they will call onto 
them, they (the ascribed 
partners) will therefore not hear 
them. And they will witness the 
punishment (and will say) how 
good it would have been (for 
them) if they attained guidance.' 


28:65. And the Day when He 
will call them; so, He will say, 
'What answer did you give to 
the Messengers?’ 


28:66. So, on that Day, 
information will be obscured 
for them, they will therefore not 
(be able to) ask one another. 


28:67. So, whosoever repented, 
and believed, and did good 
deeds; it is near that he may be 
successful. 


28:68. And your Lord creates 
whatever He wills, and chooses 
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(what He wills); they (the 
polytheists) do not have any 
power (to choose). Allah is Pure 
and Supreme from their 
ascribing of partners (to Him). 


28:69. And your Lord knows 
what is hidden in their chests, 
and what they disclose. 


28:70. And only He is Allah; 
there is no god except Him, 
there is only His praise in this 
world and in the Hereafter, and 
command is only His, and only 
towards Him you will return. 


28:71. Say you (O Beloved), 'Do 
you see; if Allah makes the 
night to continue over you till 
the Day of Resurrection; so, 
which god other than Allah is 
there who could bring you 
light? So, do you not listen?’ 


28:72. Say you (O Beloved), 'Do 
you see; if Allah makes the day 
to continue over you till the 
Day of Resurrection; so, which 
god other than Allah is there 
who could bring night for you 
to rest therein? So, do you not 
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28:73. And with His Mercy, He 
made the night and the day for 
you, so that you may rest 
during the night and seek His 
benevolence (i.e. sustenance) 
during the day, and in order 
that you may appreciate. 


28:74. And (remember) the Day 
when He will call them, He will 
henceforth proclaim, ‘Where 
are those partners of Mine 
regarding whom you used to 
blabber?' 


28:75, And We shall say whilst 
bringing forward a witness 
from each group, ‘Bring your 
proof.' So, they will know that 
the truth is for Allah, and will 
be lost from them all that they 
used to fabricate. 


28:76. Indeed, Qaaroon (Korah) 
was from the people of Moosa, 
he then oppressed them. And 
We gave him so many 
treasures, that their keys were a 
heavy burden for a strong 
group (to carry). When his 
people said to him, 'Do not 
boast; indeed, Allah does not 
like the boastful.' 


28:77. 'And seek the abode of 
the Hereafter with the wealth 
that Allah has given you, and 
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do not forget your part in this 
world, and do favours (to 
others) the way Allah has 
favoured you, and do not seek 
to cause turmoil in the earth; 
indeed, Allah does not love the 
mischief-makers.' 


28:78. He said, 'I got this (wealth) 
due to a (particular branch of) 
knowledge which I possess.’ 
And does he not know that, 
before him, Allah destroyed the 
generations who were stronger 
in strength than him and greater 
in accumulating (wealth)? And 
there is no questioning (at the 
time of punishment) from the 
culprits regarding their sins. 


28:79. He therefore came before 
his people in his adornment; 
said those who desired the 
worldly life, 'If only we were to 
get what Qaaroon has been 
given, he is indeed very 
fortunate. 


28:80. And said those who were 
given the knowledge, 'Woe to 
you! The reward of Allah is 
better for the one who believes 
and does good deeds, and it is 
given only to those who are 
patient.' 
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28:81. We henceforth caused 
him and his home to sink into 
the earth; hence, he had no 
group to help save him from 
Allah, nor could he _ take 
revenge. 


28:82, And those who had 
desired his status the day before 
began saying in the morning, 'It is 


and restricts it (for whomever He 
wills). If Allah had not been 
Gracious to us, He would have 
henceforth caused us to sink as 
well. It is strange, (that ultimately) 
the disbelievers do not prosper.' 


28:83. This abode of the 
Hereafter, We make it for those 
who do not seek arrogance in 
the land nor disorder; and the 
Hereafter is (good) only for the 
pious. 


28:84. Whosoever brings virtue, 
for him is better than it; and 
whoever brings evil, the doers 
of evil shall consequently not 
be recompensed except as 
much as they did. 
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28:85. Indeed, He Who has made 
(acting upon) the Qur'aan 
binding upon you will definitely 
bring you back to where you 
desire to return. Say you (O 
Beloved), 'My Lord knows him 
well who brought guidance, and 
he who is in open misguidance.' 


28:86. And you had no hope 
that the Book be sent upon you 
except with the Mercy of your 
Lord; so, never support the 
disbelievers. 


28:87. And let them never 
prevent you (O Muslims) from 
the verses of Allah after they 
have been sent down upon you, 
and call (people) towards your 
Lord, and never be amongst 
those who ascribe partners (to 
Him). 


28:88. And do not worship any 
other god along with Allah; 
there is no god except Him. 
Everything is perishable except 
His Being, command is only 
His, and only towards Him you 
will be returned. 
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=SURAH AL-'ANKABOOT 29 PART 20 


29. SURAH AL-'ANKABOOT 
(THE SPIDER) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
69 verses and 7 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


29:1. Alif-Laam-Meem. (These 
are individual letters of the 
Arabic alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 


29:2. Do people have this 
perception; that they will be left 
alone just by declaring, 'We 
believed,’ and they will not be 
tested? 


29:3. We indeed tested those 
before them, Allah _ will 
henceforth definitely observe 
the truthful, and will definitely 
observe the liars. 


29:4. Or do those who commit 
evil deeds think that they can 
escape from Us somehow? What 
an evil judgement they pass. 


29:5. Whosoever hopes to meet 
Allah; so, indeed the appointed 
term by Allah (for reward or 
punishment) is definitely to 
come, and He is the AIll- 
Hearing, the All-Knowing. 
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29:6. And whosoever strives in 
the path of Allah, he strives for 
his own benefit only. Indeed, 
Allah is Independent from all 
the worlds. 


29:7. And those who believed 
and did good deeds, We will 
definitely remove (from them) 
their sins and definitely reward 
them for the best of all their 
deeds. 


29:8. We have emphasised upon 
man to show kindness towards 
his parents. And if they strive 
to make you ascribe a partner 
with Me about which you do 
not have any knowledge, do 
not therefore obey them. Only 
towards Me is your return, I 
will henceforth inform you of 
what you used to do. 


29:9. And those who believed 
and did good deeds, We shall 
definitely include them among 
the virtuous. 


29:10. And some people say, ‘We 
believe in Allah,' when they are 
then afflicted with some 
adversity in the path of Allah, 
they therefore consider the chaos 
created by people equal to the 
punishment from Allah. And if 
help comes from your Lord, they 
will hence definitely say, ‘We 
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were with you only.' Does Allah 
not know well what is in the 
hearts of the entire creation? 


29:11. And Allah will definitely 
make known the believers, and 
He will definitely expose the 
hypocrites. 


29:12. And the disbelievers said 
to the Muslims, ‘Follow our 
path and we will bear your 
sins,' whereas, they will not 
bear anything from their sins; 
they are indeed liars. 


29:13. And undoubtedly, they 
will definitely bear their own 
burdens and some other burdens 
along with their own burdens. 
And they will definitely be 
questioned on the Day of 
Resurrection, concerning, 
whatever they used to fabricate. 


29:14. And We indeed sent 
Nooh to his nation, he hence 
stayed with them for a 
thousand years, minus fifty 
years. So, the flood seized 
them, and they were unjust. 
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29:15. So, We rescued him and 
the people in the Ark, and 
made (the event of) the Ark a 
sign for the entire world. 


29:16. And (remember) 
Ibrahim, when he said to his 
people, ‘Worship Allah and fear 
Him, this is better for you, if 
you knew.' 


29:17. ‘You therefore worship 
only idols instead of Allah and 
forge a clear lie. Indeed, those 
whom you worship instead of 
Allah are not at all the owner of 
your sustenance; therefore, seek 
sustenance from Allah, and 
worship Him, and be grateful 
to Him. You are to return 
towards only Him.' 


29:18. 'And if you belie; so, 
many nations have belied 
before you. And the Messenger 
is not responsible except to 
clearly convey (the message). 


29:19. Have they not seen how 
Allah originates creation then 
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is (very) easy for Allah. 


29:20. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Travel in the land, see how He 
initially creates? Then Allah brings 
forth the second growth (ie. re- 
creation on the Day of 
Judgement); indeed, Allah is Able 
to do all things.’ 


29:21. He punishes whomever 
He wills and has mercy upon 
whomsoever He wills; and 
towards only Him you are to 
return. 


29:22. Neither can you escape 
(from His control) in the earth 
nor in the sky; and for you, 
other than Allah, there is 
neither any problem-solver nor 
any helper. 


29:23. And those who did not 
believe in My verses and in 
meeting Me are only those who 
have no hope of My Mercy, and 
for them is a_ painful 
punishment. 


29:24. So, his people could not 
answer him except to say this; 
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‘Kill him or burn him.’ Allah 
henceforth rescued him from 
the fire; indeed, in this are 
definitely signs for the 
believers. 


29:25. And Ibrahim said, 'You 
have chosen idols instead of 
Allah with whom = your 
friendship is only in the life of 
this world. Then, on the Day of 
Resurrection, one will deny the 
other and one will curse the 
other, and the abode for all of 
you is Hell, and you do not 
have any supporter.' 


29:26. So, Loot believed in him 
(Ibrahim), and Ibrahim said, 'T 
am migrating towards my 
Lord; indeed, only He is the 
Dignified, the Wise.' 


29:27. And We bestowed Is- 
haag and Ya'qoob to him, and 
kept Prophethood and the Book 
amongst his children, and We 
granted him his reward in the 
world. And he will indeed be 
amongst those who deserve 
Our special proximity in the 
Hereafter. 


29:28. And We rescued Loot 
when he said to his people, 
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'You indeed commit a shameful 
act, which no one in creation 
has ever done before you.' 


29:29. ‘Do you commit the 
shameless act with men, and 
cut off paths (ie. commit 
robbery), and you utter evils in 
your gathering?! So, his people 
had no answer except to say 
this; 'Bring the punishment of 
Allah upon us, if you are 
truthful.’ 


29:30. He submitted, '0 my 
Lord, help me against these 
corrupt people.' 


29:31. And when Our angels 
came with glad tidings to 
Ibrahim, they said, 'We will 
definitely destroy the people of 
this town; indeed, its residents 
are unjust.' 


29:32. He (Ibrahim) said, ‘Loot 
is in it.' They said, 'We know 
very well whatever is in it. We 
shall definitely rescue him and 
his family, except his wife; she 
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is amongst those who remain 
behind.’ 


29:33. And when Our angels (in 
the form of handsome young 
boys) came to Loot, he was 
unhappy at their arrival and felt 
sad because of them (since he 
was aware of the immoral habit 
of his people), and they said, 
'Do not fear nor grieve; we will 
definitely rescue you and your 
family, except your wife; she is 
of those who remain behind.' 


29:34. 'Indeed, We are going to 
bring down a punishment from 
the sky upon the residents of 
this town; the recompense of 
their disobedience.' 


29:35. And We have 
undoubtedly kept from it (i.e. 
the demolished houses or 
pelted stones) a clear sign for 
the people of intellect. 


29:36. And We sent towards 
Madyan their compatriot 
Shu'ayb, he therefore said, 'O 
my people! Worship Allah, and 
anticipate the Last Day, and do 
not roam the earth spreading 
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29:37. So, they denied him, 
thereupon the earthquake seized 
them; so, in the morning, they 
remained lying (dead) on their 
knees in their homes. 


29:38. And We destroyed (the 
tribes of) 'Aad and Thamood, 
and you have already come to 
know their dwellings. The 
Devil made their deeds appear 
good to them and prevented 
them from the (straight) path, 
and they could perceive 
(between right and wrong). 


29:39. And (We destroyed) 
Qaaroon, Fir'awn and 
Haamaan. And Moosa indeed 
came to them with clear signs; 
so, they were arrogant in the 
land, and they were not to 
escape from Us. 


2940. Henceforth, We caught each 
one upon his sin; consequently, 
amongst them is the one upon 
whom We sent a shower of stones 
(ie. the nation of Loot), and 

them is the ane who was 
of Thamood), and amongst them is 
the one whom We caused. to sink 
in the earth (ie Qaaroon), and 
amongst them is the one whom 
We drowned (ie. Firawn and his 
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29:41. The example of those 
who have chosen masters other 
than Allah is like that of a 
spider; it makes its house of 
web; and indeed, the weakest 
house of all is that of a spider. 
How nice it would have been 
(for them) if only they knew. 


29:42. Allah knows what they 
worship instead of Him; only 
He is the Dignified, the Wise. 


29:43. And We illustrate these 
examples for the people, and no 
one understands them except 
the people of knowledge. 


29:44. Allah created the 
heavens and the earth with 
truth; indeed, in this is a sign 
for the Muslims. 
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29:45. O Beloved, recite the Book 
which has been revealed to you 
and establish Salah; indeed, 
Salah stops indecency and evil. 
And indeed, the remembrance 
of Allah is the greatest, and 
Allah knows what you do. 


29:46. And O Muslims, do not 
dispute with the People of the 
Book but in the best manner, 
except (with) those amongst 
them who oppress. And say (to 
them), 'We believe in what has 
been sent down towards us and 
what has been sent towards 
you, and our and your God is 
One, and we have submitted 
ourselves to Him.' 


29:47. And this is how We sent 
down the Book (ie. the 
Qur'aan) to you, O Beloved. So, 
those to whom We (previously) 
gave the Book believe in it, and 
some amongst these (people of 
Makkah) are those who believe 
in it, and no one rejects Our 
verses except the disbelievers. 


29:48. And (O Beloved) you 
were not reading any Book 
before it, nor writing anything 
with your own hand; in that 
case, the people of falsehood 
would have definitely doubted. 
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29:49. Rather, they are clear 
verses in the hearts of those 
who have been _ given 
knowledge, and no one denies 
Our verses except the unjust. 


29:50. And they said, 'Why did 
some signs not come down to 
him from his Lord?' Say you (O 
Beloved), ‘The signs are only 
with Allah, and I am purely a 
clear warner.' 


29:51. Is it not enough for them 
that We have sent down the 
Book upon you, which is read 
to them? Indeed, therein is 
mercy and advice for the 
believers. 


29:52. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Allah is sufficient as a Witness 
between me and you; He knows 
whatever is in the heavens and 
in the earth. And those who 
believed in falsehood and 
disbelieved in Allah, it is they 
who are in loss.' 


29:53. And they urge you to 
hasten the punishment; and if a 
time had not been fixed (for their 
punishment), the punishment 
would have therefore certainly 
come upon them; and it will

a sudden whilst they will be 
unaware. 


29:54. They urge you to hasten 
the punishment; and indeed, 
Hell has surrounded the 
disbelievers. 


29:55. The Day when the 
punishment will encircle them 
from above them and from 
below their feet, and He will 
say, 'Taste the flavour of your 
deeds.' 


29:56. O My bondsmen who 
believe! Indeed, My earth is 
spacious; so, worship only Me. 


29:57. Every soul must taste the 
flavour of death, then only 
towards Us you will return. 


29:58. And indeed, those who 
believed and did good deeds, 
We will definitely place them 
on upper chambers of Paradise 
beneath which rivers would be 
flowing; they shall live therein 
forever; what an_ excellent 
reward of the doers (of good). 
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29:59. Those who practised 
patience and who rely upon 
only their Lord. 


29:60. And how many are there 
who walk upon the earth 
without having their sustenance 
with them; Allah provides the 
sustenance to them and to you; 
and only He is the All-Hearing, 
the All-Knowing. 


29:61. And if you ask them, "Who 
created the heavens and the 
earth, and made the sun and the 
moon subservient?! So, they will 
definitely say, 'Allah.' So, to 
where are they turning away? 


29:62. Allah increases the 
sustenance for whomsoever He 
wills amongst His bondsmen, 
and restricts it for whomever 
He wills; indeed, Allah knows 
everything. 


29:63. And if you ask them, 
‘Who sent down water from the 
sky; so, He thereby revived the 
earth after its death?' So, they 
will definitely say, 'Allah.' You 
proclaim, 'All praise is due to 
Allah,’ rather, most of them are 
unintelligent. 
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29:64. And this worldly life is 
nothing but amusement and 
play. And indeed, the abode of 
the Hereafter, only that is 
definitely the true life. How 
nice would it have been (for 
them), if they knew. 


29:65. And when they board the 
boats, they call upon Allah, 
purely believing in only Him. 
Then, when He brings them 
safely to the land, they 
immediately begin ascribing 
partners (to Him). 


29:66. That they may be 
ungrateful of Our favours, and 
benefit (from the respite given 
to them); thus, they will soon 
come to know. 


29:67. Did they not observe that 
We have created the Sacred 
Land as refuge, and people 
around them get snatched away? 
So, do they believe in falsehood 
and are they ungrateful of the 
favours of Allah? 


29:68. And who is more unjust 
than the one who fabricates lie 
against Allah, or belies the truth 
when it comes to him? Is there no 
place in Hell for the disbelievers? 
(There is definitely enough place.) 


29:69. And those who struggled 
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show them Our paths; and 
indeed, Allah is with the virtuous. 


30. SURAH AL-ROOM (THE 
ROMANS) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
60 verses and 6 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


30:1. Alif-Laam-Meem. (These 
are individual letters of the 
Arabic alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 


30:2. The Romans have been 
defeated. 


30:3. In the nearby land. And 
after their defeat, they will soon 
be dominant. 


30:4. Within a few years. 
Command belongs to Allah 
only, before and after (the 
dominance of the Romans); and 
the believers will rejoice on that 
day. 


30:5. With the help of Allah. He 
helps whomsoever He wills. 
And only He is the Dignified, 
the Merciful. 
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= SURAH AL-ROOM 30 PART 21 


30:6. The promise of Allah (is 
solid); Allah does not evade His 
promise, but most people know 
not. 


30:7. They know (only) that 
which is apparent to the eyes of 
the worldly life and are totally 
neglectful of the Hereafter. 


30:8. Have they not reflected 
within themselves; that Allah 
has not created the heavens and 
the earth, and whatever is 
between them except with truth 
and for a specified term? And 
indeed, many people deny 
meeting their Lord. 


30:9. And did they not travel in 
the land that they could see 
what was the outcome of those 
before them? They were 
stronger than them, and 
cultivated the land and 
inhabited it more than them. 
And their Messengers came to 
them with clear signs, it did not 
hence befit Allah's Majesty to 
oppress them. Yes, it was they 
who used to wrong themselves. 
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= SURAH AL-ROOM 30 PART 21 


30:10. Then the outcome of 
those who committed evil to 
the extreme was that they 
started belying the verses of 
Allah and used to mock them. 


30:11. Allah initially creates, 
then He will create again, then 
to Him you will return. 


30:12. And when the Day of 
Resurrection is established, the 
culprits will lose hope. 


30:13. And the partners they 
ascribed will not be their 
intercessors, and they (i.e. the 
polytheists) will deny their 
associates. 


30:14. And when the Day of 
Resurrection will be established, 
on that Day they (ie. the believers 
and the disbelievers) will separate. 


30:15. So, those who believed 
and did good deeds, they will 
be entertained in the seedbed of 
the garden (of Paradise). 


30:16. And those who 
disbelieved, and belied Our 
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= SURAH AL-ROOM 30 PART 21 


verses and meeting (Allah) in 
the Hereafter, they will be 
shoved into the punishment. 


30:17. So, glorify Allah when 
you approach the night, and 
when the morning arrives. 


30:18. And praise in the 
heavens and the earth is only to 
Him, and before the day ends 
and when noon reaches you. 


30:19. He brings forth the living 
from the dead and brings forth 
the dead from the living, and 
He revives the earth after its 
death; and this is how you will 
be brought out (from the 
graves). 


30:20. And amongst His signs is 
that He created you from soil, 
you are then human beings 
thereupon, scattered in the world. 


30:21. And amongst His signs is 
that He created spouses for you 
from yourselves for you to gain 
comfort in them and placed 
love and mercy between 
yourselves; indeed, in this are 
signs for the people who 
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= SURAH AL-ROOM 30 PART 21 


30:22. And amongst His signs is 
the creation of the heavens and 
the earth, and the differences in 
your languages and colours; 
indeed, in this are signs for the 
people who know. 


30:23, And amongst His signs is 
your sleeping during the night 
and the day, and seeking His 
benevolence (ie. sustenance); 
indeed, in this are signs for the 
people who listen. 


30:24. And amongst His signs is 
that He shows you lightning, 
causing fear and hope; and 
sends down water from the 
sky, so revives the earth after 
its death; indeed, in this are 
signs for the people of intellect. 


30:25. And amongst His signs is 
that the heavens and the earth 
are established by His 
command; then, when He will 
call upon you (i.e. to extract 
you) from the earth, you will 
thereupon come forth. 


30:26. And only to Him belong 
all those who are in the heavens 
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= SURAH AL-ROOM 30 PART 21 


submissive to Him. 


30:27. And it is only He Who 
originates creation, then will 
create it again, and _ this, 
according to your understanding, 
should be easier for Him. And 
only for Him is the Supreme 
Majesty in the heavens and the 
earth, and only He is the 
Dignified, the Wise. 


30:28. (O polytheists!) He narrates 
for you an example from your 
own personal condition; are there 
any slaves whom you possess 
equal with you in this (wealth), 
which We have provided as 
sustenance for you; would you 
fear them (for spending your 
wealth) just as you fear one 
another amongst yourselves? 
This is how We illustrate detailed 
signs for the people of intellect. 


30:29. Rather, the unjust 
followed their own desires, 
without knowing; so, who can 
guide the one whom Allah has 
caused to go astray? And they 
do not have any helper. 


30:30. So (O Beloved), set your 
face upright (i.e. be steadfast on 
the religion) for the obedience 
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of Allah; devoted solely to Him, 
(that is) the established nature 
by Allah upon which He has 
created people. Do not change 
what Allah has created; this is 
the straight religion, but most 
people know not. 


30:31. And fear Him whilst 
returning towards Him (in 
repentance), and keep Salah 
established, and never be of the 
polytheists. 


30:32. Of those who broke their 
religion into several parts and 
have become many sects; every 
group is happy with what it 
has. 


30:33. And when adversity 
reaches people, they hence call to 
their Lord inclining towards 
Him, when He gives them a taste 
of His Mercy, thereupon a group 
amongst them begins associating 
partners with their Lord. 


30:34. That they may be 
ungrateful of Our bestowal; 
‘Therefore, enjoy (for a short 
while).' You will soon come to 
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30:35. Or have We sent down to 
them any proof which tells 
them of My partners? 


30:36. And when We give people 
the taste of mercy, they rejoice 
upon it. And if an evil reaches 
them. as a result of what their 
hands have sent forth, thereupon 
they become despairing. 


30:37. And did they not see that 
Allah increases the sustenance 
for whomsoever He wills and 
restricts it for whomever He 
wills? Indeed, in that are signs 
for the believers. 


30:38. Therefore, give the 
relative his right, and to the 
needy, and to the traveller; this 
is better for those who seek the 
pleasure of Allah, and only their 
objective has been fulfilled. 


30:39. And whatever (wealth) 
which you give to receive 
interest, that the creditor's wealth 
may increase; so, that will not 
increase before Allah. And the 
charity which you give seeking 
the pleasure of Allah, so only for 
them (ie. those who give 
charity) is manifold (reward). 
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30:40. It is Allah Who created 
you, then provided you 
sustenance, then will cause you 
to die, then will give you life 
again. Is there any amongst 
your associated partners who 
can also do any of these things? 
Purity and Supremacy is to 
Him from their ascribing 
partners (to Him). 


30:41. Turmoil appeared in the 
land and the sea because of the 
evil deeds which people's 
hands have earned, so that they 
taste the flavour of some of 
their (evil) deeds; perhaps they 
abstain. 


30:42. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Travel the land; observe how 
was the outcome of the people 
of the past; and most of them 
were polytheists.' 


30:43. So, set your face upright 
for worship before there comes 
a Day from Allah, which cannot 
be averted; on that Day they 
(the people) will be split up. 
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30:44. Whoever disbelieves, then. 
the misery of his disbelief is only 
on him; and those who do good 
deeds are preparing (comforts of 
Paradise) for themselves. 


30:45. In order to reward those 
who believed and did good 
deeds, by His Benevolence. 
Indeed, He does not befriend 
the disbelievers. 


30:46. And amongst His signs is 
that He sends winds; giving glad 
tidings, and because that He 
may make you taste His Mercy, 
and because that the ship may 
sail by His command, and 
because you may seek His 
Benevolence, and because you 
may give thanks. 


30:47. And indeed, We have sent 
several Messengers before you to 
their nations, so they brought to 
them clear signs; We henceforth 
took revenge on the culprits. 
And it is upon the responsibility 
of Our generosity to help the 
Muslims, 


30:48. It is Allah Who sends the 
winds raising the clouds, then 
spreads them in (the space of) 
the sky as He wills, and 
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shatters them, so that you may 
see the rain pouring from its 
midst; so when He delivers it 
upon whomsoever He wills 
amongst His bondsmen, 
thereupon they rejoice. 


30:49. Although, they had lost 
hope before it (ie. before the 
rain) was sent down (upon 
them). 


30:50. Therefore, observe the 
effect of Allah's Mercy; how He 
revives the earth after its death. 
He will indeed resurrect the 
dead, and He is Able to do all 
things. 


30:51. And if We send any wind 
and they see their harvest 
(turned) yellow because of it, 
they hence definitely start 
becoming ungrateful thereafter. 


30:52. This is why you cannot 
make the dead ({ie. the 
disbelievers) hear, nor can you 
make the deaf hear the call; 
when they turn away showing 
their backs. 


30:53. And nor can you guide 
the blind from their error; so 
you make only those who hear 
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believe in Our verses, so they 
are in submission. 


30:54. It is Allah Who created 
you weak in the beginning, 
then He gave you strength after 
weakness, then after strength 
gave you weakness and old 
age. He creates whatever He 
wills, and only He is the All- 
Knowing, the Almighty. 


30:55. And when the Day of 
Resurrection will be established, 
the culprits will swear that they 
did not stay except for a 
moment; this is how they were 
tured away (from the truth 
due to their unruliness). 


30:56. And those who had 
received knowledge and had 
faith said (to the disbelievers), 
‘You have indeed remained (in 
your graves) until the Day of 
Resurrection as decreed by 
Allah. So, this is the Day of 
Resurrection, but you were 
unaware.' 


30:57. So, on that Day, the 
excuses of the unjust will not 
benefit them, nor will they be 
asked to make amends. 


30:58. And indeed, We have 
illustrated all types of examples 
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for the people in this Qur'aan. 
And if you bring a sign to 
them, the disbelievers will 
definitely say, 'You are not but 
on falsehood.’ 


30:59. This is how Allah sets a seal 
upon the hearts of the ignorant 
(due to their unwillingness to 
accept the truth). 


30:60. Therefore, have patience; 
indeed, the promise of Allah is 
true, and let not those who have 
no certainty discourage you. 


31. SURAH LUQMAAN 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
34 verses and 4 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


31:1. Alif-Laam-Meem. (These 
are individual letters of the 
Arabic alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 


31:2, These are the verses of the 
Book of wisdom (i.e. the Qur'aan). 


31:3. (These verses) are guidance 
and mercy for the righteous. 
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31:4. Those who keep Salah 
established, and pay Zakah, 
and believe in the Hereafter. 


31:5. It is they who are upon the 
guidance of their Lord, and 
their objective is attained. 


31:6. And some people buy 
words of amusement (i.e. fake 
stories, music, etc.) in order to 
mislead (others) from Allah's 
path without understanding, 
and to make fun of it (ie. the 
them is a 


verses); for 
disgraceful punishment. 


31:7. And when Our verses are 
recited to him, he arrogantly 
turns away as if he did not hear 
them, as if there is heaviness in 
his ears; so, give him the good 
news of a painful punishment. 


31:8. Indeed, those who 
believed and did good deeds, 
for them are gardens of 
serenity. 


31:9. In which they will abide 
forever, and the promise of 
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Allah is true; and only He is the 
Dignified, the Wise. 


31:10. He created the heavens 
without any such columns that 
are visible to you, and placed 
(mountains as) anchors into the 
earth so that it may not tremble 
along with you, and spread out 
all kinds of animals therein. And 
We sent down water from. the 
sky, so caused all kinds of 
elegant pairs (of plants) to sprout 
on the earth. 


31:11. Allah has created this, 
show Me that which has been 
created by those other than 
Him; rather, the unjust are in 
open error. 


31:12. And We indeed bestowed 
wisdom to Lugqmaan (saying) 
that 'Be grateful to Allah.’ And 
whosoever is grateful, he is 
grateful for his own good; and 
whoever is ungrateful, so indeed, 
Allah is the Independent, the 
Most Praiseworthy. 


31:13. And remember, when 
Luqmaan said to his son, and 
he was advising him, 'O my 
son! Never ascribe anything as 
a partner to Allah; indeed, 
ascribing partners to Him is a 
grave injustice.’ 
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31:14. And We _ emphasised 
upon man _ concerning his 
parents; his mother carried him 
in the womb, undergoing 
weakness upon weakness, and 
his suckling is up to two years, 
so, be thankful to Me and to 
your parents. In the end, return 
is towards only Me. 


31:15. And if they both (i.e. the 
mother and the father) strive to 
make you ascribe such a thing 
as a partner to Me, concerning 
which you do not have 
knowledge, so do not obey 
them and (still) support them 
kindly in the worldly affairs; 
and follow the path of the one 
who has turned to Me. Then 
towards only Me you are to 
return, and I shall disclose to 
you what you used to do. 


31:16. 'O my son! If the evil 
deed is equal to the weight of a 
mustard seed, it is then in a 
rock, or in the heavens, or 
wherever in the earth, Allah 
will bring it forth; indeed, Allah 
is the Knower of every subtlety, 
the All-Aware.' 


31:17. 'O my son! Keep Salah 
established, and command 
goodness and forbid from evil, 
and be patient on the calamity 
that befalls you; indeed, these 
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31:18. ‘And do not make your 
cheek crooked (in arrogance) 
whilst talking to anyone, nor 
boastfully walk upon the earth; 
indeed, Allah does not like any 
boastful, arrogant person.' 


31:19. 'And walk moderately 
and lower your voice to some 
extent; indeed, the worst voice 
amongst the voices is the 
braying of a donkey.' 


31:20. Did you not see that Allah 
has made whatever is in the 
heavens and whatever is in the 
earth subservient to you and 
bestowed His Favours upon you 
in full; visible and hidden? And 
some people dispute regarding 
Allah, whereas (they have) no 
knowledge, nor intellect, nor a 
clear Book. 


31:21. And when it is said to 
them, 'Follow what Allah has 
sent down,' so they say, ‘Rather, 
we shall only follow that upon 
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forefathers.’ Even if the Devil 
calls them towards the 
punishment of Hell? 


31:22. Whosoever submits his 
face towards Allah, and is 
righteous, so he has indeed 
grasped the firm knot. And only 
towards Allah is the end of all 
things. 


31:23. And whoever disbelieves, 
so you (O Beloved), do not be 
grieved by his disbelief; they 
have to return to only Us, We 
will inform them of what they 
were doing. Indeed, Allah 
knows what is in the hearts. 


31:24. We shall allow them to 
enjoy a little; then making them 
helpless, We will take them 
towards a severe punishment. 


31:25. And if you ask them, 
‘Who created the heavens and 
the earth?' so they will surely 
answer, ‘Allah.' You say (O 
Beloved), 'All praise is due to 
Allah.' Rather, most of them 
know not. 


31:26. Only to Allah belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
in the earth. Indeed, only Allah 
is the Independent, the Most 
Praiseworthy. 
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31:27. And if all the trees in the 
earth become pens, and the seas 
be its ink; seven seas further, as 
back up; so, the Words of Allah 
will not come to an end. 
Indeed, Allah is Dignified, Ever 
Wise. 


31:28. Creating and raising you 
all on the Day of Judgment is 
like (creating and raising) a 
single soul. Indeed, Allah is 
All-Hearing, All-Seeing. 


31:29. O listener! Did you not 
see that Allah brings the night 
in a part of the day and brings 
the day in a part of the night, 
and that He has subjected the 
sun and the moon; each one 
runs for its appointed term, and 
that Allah is Aware of your 
deeds? 


31:30. This is because only 
Allah is the truth, and whatever 
they worship other than Him 
are all false and this is because 
only Allah is the High, the 
Great. 


31:31. Did you not see that the 
ship sails on the sea by Allah's 
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Grace, so that He may show you 
some of His signs? Indeed, in 
this are signs for the extremely 
patient, grateful person. 


31:32, And when a wave like 
mountains comes upon them, so 
they call upon Allah believing 
purely in Him. Then when He 
brings them safely towards land, 
so some of them remain upon 
justice (ie. faith and sincerity). 
And no one will deny Our 
verses except an extremely 
unfaithful, ungrateful person. 


31:33. O people! Fear your 
Lord, and fear the Day in which 
no father will be of benefit to 
his child, nor will any useful 
child be of any benefit to the 
father. Indeed, Allah's promise 
is true, so never let the worldly 
life deceive you; and never let 
the great deceiver (i.e. Satan) 
deceive you in respect of 
Allah's forbearing. 


31:34. Indeed, Allah has the 
knowledge of the Last Day, and 
sends down the rain, and knows 
whatever is in the wombs of 
mothers. And no soul knows 
what it will earn tomorrow, and 
no soul knows the place where it 
will die. Indeed, Allah is the All- 
Knowing, the Informer (of this 
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hidden knowledge to 
whomsoever He wills from His 
beloveds). 


32. SURAH AL-SAJDAH (THE 
PROSTRATION) 


(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
30 verses and 3 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


32:1. Alif-Laam-Meem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His Messenger 
know their exact meanings.) 


32:2. The revelation of the Book 
is, without doubt, from the 
Lord of all the worlds. 


32:3. Do they say, 'It (ie. the 
Qur'aan) is his (Le. the Prophet's) 
fabrication’? Rather, only that is 
the truth from your Lord, in 
order that you may warn a 
nation towards whom no warner 
came before you, in the hope 
that they may attain guidance. 


32:4. It is Allah Who created the 
heavens and the earth, and 
whatever is between them, in 
six days, then established His 
Authority upon the Throne. By 
disassociating from Him, there 
is neither any supporter nor 
any intercessor for you; so, do 
you not ponder?

32:5. He plans the matters (of 
everything) from the heaven to 
the earth, then it will return to 
Him on the Day which 
amounts to a thousand years in 
your calculation. 


32:6. This is (Allah); the 
Knower of all the hidden and 
all the visible, the Most 
Honourable, the Most Merciful. 


32:7. He is the One; whatever 
He has created, (He has) 
created it superbly; and Who 
initiated the creation of 
mankind from clay. 


32:8. Then made his progeny 
from the extract of an 
insignificant liquid (i.e. semen). 


32:9. Then made him proper, 
and breathed into him a Spirit 
from Himself and bestowed 
ears and eyes and hearts to you. 
Very little thanks do you offer. 


32:10. And they said, 'When we 
will be mixed into the earth, 
will we be created again?’ 
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presence in the Majestic Court 
of their Lord. 


32:11. Say you (O Beloved), 'The 
angel of death, who is appointed 
over you, causes you to die and 
then towards your Lord you will 
return.' 


32:12. And if you could see 
when the culprits will be 
lowering their heads before 
their Lord; saying, 'O our Lord! 
Now we have seen and heard, 
so send us back in order that 
we do good deeds; we are 
(now) convinced. 


32:13. And had We willed, We 
would have bestowed to every 
soul its guidance, but My Word 
has been decreed that I will 
definitely fill Hell with these 
Jinn and men; all of them. 


32:14. 'Now taste ~_—‘ the 
recompense of this; that you 
forgot the confronting of this 
Day of yours; We have left you 
(in punishment); now taste the 
everlasting punishment; the 
recompense of your deeds.' 


32:15. Only those believe in Our 
verses who, that when they are 
reminded of them, fall down in 
prostration and proclaim the 
Purity of their Lord while 
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praising Him, and do not 
display arrogance. 


32:16. Their sides become 
detached from their beds and 
they call upon their Lord, 
fearing and hoping, and they 
donate some from what We 
have provided them. 


32:17. So, no soul knows the 
coolness of the eyes (ie. 
Paradise) that is kept hidden 
for them; the reward of their 
(good) deeds. 


32:18. So, will a believer be 
equal to the one who is 
disobedient (i.e. a disbeliever)? 
They are not equal. 


32:19. Those who accepted faith 
and did good deeds, for them 
are Gardens to reside; as 
hospitality in return for what 
they did. 


32:20. As for those who are 


disobedient (i.e. the disbelievers), 
their abode is the Fire; whenever 
they would wish to come out of 
it, they will then be turned back 
into it, and it will be said to 
them, 'Taste the punishment of 
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the Fire which you used to belie.' 


32:21. And We shall definitely 
make them taste the closer (i.e. 
worldly) punishment before the 
greater punishment (i.e. of the 
Hereafter). The one who sees it 
may hope that they will now 
abstain (from disbelief). 


32:22. And who is more unjust 
than the one who has been 
advised by the verses of his 
Lord, then he turned his face 
away from them? Indeed, We 
are going to take revenge from 
the culprits. 


32:23. And indeed, We bestowed 
the Book to Moosa, so do not be 
doubtful over his meeting (ie. 
receiving the Tawrah or 

the Beloved Prophet Muhammad 
on the night of Mi'raaj), and We 
made it guidance for the Children 
of Israel. 


32:24, And when they (the 
Children of Israel) observed 
patience, We made some amongst 
them as leaders, giving guidance 
by Our command; and they 
would believe in Our verses. 


32:25. Indeed, your Lord will 
judge between them on the Day 
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of Resurrection concerning the 
matters in which they used to 
differ. 

32:26. And did they not attain 
guidance by the fact that We 
destroyed many generations 
before them, that in whose 
dwellings today they walk 
around? Indeed, in this are 
definitely signs; so, do they not 
listen? 


32:27. And do they not see that 
We send the water towards the 
dry land, then We produce 
crops with it; that their animals 
and they themselves eat from 
it? So, do they not see? 


32:28. And they say, ‘When will 
this decision take place, if you 
are truthful?! 


32:29. Say you (O Beloved), 'On 
the Day of decision, the 
disbelievers will not benefit from 
their accepting faith, nor will 
they get respite.' 


32:30. So, turn away from them 
and wait; indeed, they too have 
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33. SURAH AL-AHZAAB (THE 
COMBINED FORCES) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
73 verses and 9 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


33:1. O Conveyor of the unseen 
news (i.e. Prophet)! keep fearing 
Allah, and do not listen to the 
disbelievers and the hypocrites. 
Indeed, Allah is All-Knowing, 
All-Wise. 


33:2. And keep following what 
is revealed to you from your 
Lord, O people! Allah is 
observing your deeds. 


33:3. And O Beloved, place 
your trust in Allah; and Allah is 
sufficient as the Disposer of 
matters. 


33:4. Allah has not kept two 
hearts inside of any man. Nor 
has He made those wives of 
yours, whom you proclaim to 
be equal to your mothers, as 
your (real) mothers. Nor has He 
made your adopted sons as 
your real sons; this is (merely) 
an utterance of your mouth. 
And Allah proclaims the truth 
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and it is He Who shows the 
(straight) path. 


33:5. Call them (ie. adopted 
children) with their (biological) 
father's names; this is more 
justified according to Allah; then 
if you do not know their fathers, 
so they are your brothers in 
faith, and your cousins in being 
humans. And there is no sin 
upon you for what you did 
unknowingly (in the past); yes, 
that is a sin which you commit 
with the intention of the heart. 
And Allah is Most Forgiving, 
Most Merciful. 


33:6. This Prophet (ie. the 
Beloved Muhammad) has 
greater ownership of the 
Muslims than their own selves, 
and his wives are their 
mothers. And relatives are 
closer to each other in the Book 
of Allah than other Muslims 
and immigrants, except that 
you may do some favour upon 
your friends (by including 
them in your will); this is 
written in the Book. 


33:7. And O Beloved, remember 
when We took a covenant from 
the Prophets, and from you, and 
from Nooh, and Ibrahim, and 
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Moosa, and 'Eisa; the son of 
Maryam; and We took a solemn 
covenant from them. 


33:8. So that He may question 
the truthful ones regarding 
their truth. And He has kept 
ready a painful punishment for 
the disbelievers. 


33:9. O believers! Remember 
the Favour of Allah upon you 
when some armies came to 
(attack) you, so We sent on 
them a windstorm and the 
armies which you do not see; 
and Allah sees your deeds. 


33:10. When the disbelievers 
came upon you from above you 
and from below you, and when 
the eyes remained stagnant in 
astonishment and the hearts 
came up to the throats, and you 
began to think of various 
thoughts (of hope and despair) 
regarding Allah. 


33:11. That place proved to be 
the testing ground for the 
Muslims, and they were shaken. 
with severe shock. 
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33:12. And when the hypocrites 
and those in whose hearts is a 
disease (of doubt) began saying, 
‘Allah and the Messenger have 
not given us the promise (of 
victory) except that of deceit.' 


33:13. And when a group 
amongst them said, 'O people 
of Madinah! You do not have a 
place to stay here; therefore, go 
back to your homes.' And a 
group amongst them was 
seeking permission from the 
(Beloved) Prophet by saying 
this; that ‘Our homes are 
unprotected,’ and their homes 
were not unprotected; they 
wanted nothing except to flee. 


33:14. And if the armies had 
come upon them from the 
outskirts of Madinah, then 
demanded from them (to turn to) 
disbelief, so they would certainly 
have given into their demand 
and in this regard would not 
have delayed but a little. 


33:15. And indeed, before this 
they had made a covenant with 
Allah that they would not turn 
their backs (from war); and the 
covenant of Allah will be 
questioned. 


33:16. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Fleeing will never benefit you 
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if you flee from death or killing, 
and even then, you will not be 
given the benefit of this world 
except a little.' 


33:17. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Who is he that can avert the 
command of Allah from you, if 
He wills to harm you or wills to 
have mercy upon you?' And 
other than Allah, they will not 
find any supporter nor helper. 


33:18. Indeed, Allah knows 
those (i.e. the hypocrites) among 
you who prevent others from 
fighting in the way of Allah, 


and they say to their brothers, 
‘(Leave the Muslims and) come 
towards us.' And they do not 
come to fight, except a few. 


33:19. They are reluctant in 
helping you; then when the 
time of fear comes, you will 
observe them looking at you in 
such a manner with their eyes 
rolling like death has enclosed 
someone. Then when the time 
of fear is over, they begin to 
taunt you with sharp tongues 
in greed for the spoils of war; 
these people have not accepted

faith; henceforth, Allah has 
nullified their (good) deeds, 
and this is easy for Allah. 


33:20. They are assuming that the 
armies of the disbelievers have 
not yet gone. And if the armies 
come again, so their wish would 
be (not to stay in Madinah but) 
somehow, to go out to a village 
seeking information about you. 
And if they had stayed amongst 
you, even then they would not 
have fought, except a few. 


33:21. Indeed, for you following 
the Messenger of Allah is best 
for the one who has hope in 
Allah and the Last Day, and 
remembers Allah in abundance. 


33:22. And when the Muslims 
saw the armies of disbelievers, 
they said, ‘This is that which 
Allah and His 

promised us. Allah and His 
Messenger have spoken the truth.’ 
And it did not increase anything 
for them (ie. the Muslims) but 
faith and being pleased with the 
contentment of Allah. 


33:23. Amongst the Muslims 
are some such men who have 
proven true their pledge which 
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they made with Allah. So, 
amongst them is the one who 
has already fulfilled his pledge, 
and amongst them is the one 
still waiting, and they did not 
change at all. 


33:24. In order that Allah may 
reward the truthful for their 
truthfulness, and punish the 
hypocrites if He wills, or give 
them (a chance for) repentance. 
Indeed, Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


33:25. And Allah turned the 
disbelievers back (from the battle 
of Ahzaab as defeated) along 
with the burning of their hearts, 
that they gained no benefit; and 
Allah sufficed for the Muslims in 
their fight And Allah is 
Almighty, Most Honourable. 


33:26. And He brought down 
those People of the Book from 
their forts who had supported 
them (i.e. the polytheists) and 
instilled awe into their hearts. 
You slay a group (of fighters) 
amongst them, and another 
group (of women, children, etc.) 
you make captive. 


33:27. And He made you inherit 
their land, and their houses,

and their wealth, and the land 
that you have not yet set foot 
upon; and Allah is Able to do 
all things. 


33:28. O Conveyor of the 
unseen (i.e. Prophet), say to 
your wives, 'If you desire 
worldly life and its adornment, 
so come, I shall give you wealth 
and release (i.e. divorce) you in 
a good manner.' 


33:29. 'And if you desire Allah 
and His Messenger and the 
abode of the Hereafter; so, 
Allah has indeed kept prepared 
an immense reward for the 
virtuous amongst you.' 


33:30. O Wives of the (Beloved) 
Prophet, if any amongst you 
dares to clearly commit an act 
against morality, for her will be 


double the punishment in 
comparison to others (due to 
her elevated status); and this is 
easy for Allah. 
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33:31. And whosoever 
you (O Wives of the Prophet) 


remains obedient to Allah and 
His Messenger and performs 
good deeds, We shall give her 
double the reward of others, and 


We have kept prepared for her 


an honourable sustenance. 


33:32. O Wives of the Prophet, 
you are not like other women. 
If you fear Allah, so do not 
speak with such softness (to 
any strange man) lest the one in 
whose heart is a disease (of 
immorality) has any greed; yes, 
speak good words. 


33:33. And stay in your homes 
and do not remain unveiled like 
the former unveiling in the 
times of ignorance, and keep 
Salah established, and pay 
Zakah, and obey Allah and His 
Messenger. Allah wills only to 
remove every impurity from 
you, O People of the House of 
the Prophet, and make you 
absolutely pure by cleansing 
you. 


33:34. And remember those 
verses of Allah and wisdom 
which are recited in your 
homes. Indeed, Allah knows 
every subtlety, All-Aware. 
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33:35. Indeed, the Muslim men 
and the Muslim women, and the 
believing men. and the believing 
women, and the obedient men 
and the obedient women, and 
the truthful men and the truthful 
women, and the patient men 
and the patient women, and the 
humble men and the humble 
women, and the charitable men 
and the charitable women, and 
the fasting men and the fasting 
women, and the men who guard 
their chastity and the women 
who guard their chastity, and 
the men who abundantly 
remember Allah and the women 
who abundantly remember 
Allah; for all of them, Allah has 
kept prepared forgiveness and 
an enormous reward. 


33:36. And it does not befit a 
Muslim man nor a Muslim 
woman, that when Allah and 
His Messenger have ordered any 
command (regarding something 
concerning them); so, any choice 
may remain for them in their 
matter. And whoever does not 
obey the command of Allah and 
His Messenger, he has indeed 
gone astray in clear misguidance. 


33:37. And OO _ Beloved, 
remember when you were 
saying to him upon whom Allah 
has bestowed favour and you 
had bestowed favour, ‘Keep 
your wife with you, and fear 
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Allah,' and you kept in your 
heart that what Allah willed to 
make known, and you feared 
criticism. from the people; and 
Allah has more right that you 
should fear Him. Then when 
Zaid's purpose (i.e. divorcing his 
wife) was completed, so We 
gave her to you in marriage 
(after her 'Iddah period), so that 
(in future) there may be no 
difficulty for the believers in 
respect of (getting married to) 
the wives of their adopted sons, 
when their act (of divorce) is 
completed. And the command 
of Allah must take place. 


33:38. There is no blame upon 
the Prophet regarding the 
matter which Allah has decreed 
for him. And Allah's tradition is 
continuing amongst those who 
passed before, and _ the 
command of Allah is fixed 
destiny. 


33:39. Those who deliver the 
messages of Allah, and fear 
Him, and do not fear anyone 
except Allah; and Allah is 
Sufficient to take account. 


33:40. (The Beloved Prophet) 
Muhammad is not the father of 
any man amongst you. Yes, he is 
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the Messenger of Allah and the 
Final amongst all the Prophets. 
And Allah knows everything. 


33:41. O believers! Remember 
Allah abundantly. 


33:42, And _ glorify Him, 
morning and evening. 


33:43. It is He Who sends 
blessings upon you (O 
companions of the Prophet), 
and (so do) His angels; that He 
may bring you out from 
darknesses into light. And He is 
Merciful upon the Muslims. 


33:44. For them, the greeting at 
the time of meeting is 'Salaam 
(i.e. peace be upon you);' and 
an honourable reward is kept 
prepared for them. 


33:45. O Conveyor of the 
unseen news (i.e. Prophet), We 
have indeed sent you (as a) 
Present Eyewitness and a 
Conveyor of glad tidings and 
warning. 


33:46. And as a Caller towards 
Allah by His command, and 
(as) an Illuminating Sun. 
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33:47. And give glad tidings to 
the believers, that for them is 
Allah's great Benevolence. 


33:48. And do not please the 
disbelievers and the hypocrites, 
and overlook the pain they 
cause. And rely upon Allah, 
and Allah is sufficient as the 
Disposer of matters. 


33:49. O believers! When you 
marry Muslim women and then 
divorce them without having 
touched them, so (in this case) 
there is no waiting period for 
you, which you may count 
(concerning them). Therefore, 
give them some benefit and 
release them in an honourable 
manner. 


33:50. O Conveyor of the unseen 
news (ie. Prophet), We have 
made lawful for you those of 
your wives to whom you have 
paid their dowry, and the 
bondswomen you possess whom. 
Allah granted you as spoils of 
war, and the daughters of your 
paternal uncles, and _ the 
daughters of your paternal 
aunts, and the daughters of your 
maternal uncles, and _ the 
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daughters of your maternal 
aunts who migrated with you; 
and. the believing woman. if she 
gifts herself to the Prophet, if the 
Prophet wants to take her in 
marriage. This (ie. marrying 
without a dowry) is distinctively 
for you, not for the Ummah. We 
know what We have fixed for 
the Muslims concerning their 
wives and the bondswomen they 
possess; this is distinctively for 
you so that you may not have 
any hardship. And Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


33:51. Keep aside whomsoever 
you (O Beloved) wish (of your 
wives) from amongst them, and 
bring closer to you whomsoever 
you wish, And the one you had 
set aside, (if) your heart desires 
her (you can bring her close); 
so, there is no sin upon you in 
that also. This matter is best; 
that their eyes may get coolness 
and they do not grieve. And 
whatever you bestow upon 
them, all of them should remain 
pleased on it. And (O people) 
Allah knows what is in the 
hearts of all of you; and Allah is 
All-Knowing, Most Forbearing. 


33:52. After them, more women 
are not lawful for you, nor this; 
that you change them for other 
wives instead, even if their

beauty pleases you except the 
bondswomen whom you 
possess. And Allah is the 


Guardian over all things. 


33:53. O believers! Do not be 
present in the houses of the 
Prophet until you get 
permission; for instance, when 
invited for a meal, not to (come 
early and) wait for it to be 
cooked. Yes, when you are 
invited, then present yourself; 
and when you have eaten, so 
disperse; not hanging around 
taking pleasure in conversation. 
Indeed, there used to be harm 
to the Prophet in this, so he was 
considerate towards you. And 
Allah does not hesitate in 
proclaiming the truth, and 
when you ask them (i.e. the 
Wives of the Prophet) for 
anything of use, so ask for it 
from the outer side of a curtain; 
there is more purity in this for 
your hearts and for their hearts. 
And you have no right to 
trouble the Messenger of Allah, 
nor ever to marry any of his 
wives after him; indeed, that is 
a very severe matter according 
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33:54. Whether you disclose a 
thing or keep it hidden; so, 
Allah indeed knows everything. 


33:55. There is no blame on 
them (if the Muslim women 
remain partly unveiled eg. 
forearms, etc. in front of) their 
fathers, or sons, or brothers, or 
brother's sons, or sister's sons 
or women of their own religion, 
or their bondswomen. And (O 
women) keep fearing Allah; 
indeed, everything is in the 
presence of Allah. 


33:56. Indeed, Allah and His 
angels send blessings upon the 
Conveyor of the unseen news 
(ie. Prophet). O believers! (You 
too) send blessings and 
abundant salutations upon him. 


33:57. Indeed, those who (desire 
to) annoy Allah and (annoy) 
His Messenger, upon them is 
the curse of Allah in the world 
and in the Hereafter; and Allah 
has kept prepared a disgraceful 
punishment for them. 


33:58. And whoever pesters 
Muslim men and women; 
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without them having done 
anything (wrong), they have 
burdened themselves with false 


accusation and open sin. 


33:59. O Prophet, command 
your wives, and your 
daughters, and the women of 
the Muslims to keep their faces 
covered with a part of their 
shawls; this is closest that they 
are recognised (as_ being 
modest); hence, they are not 
harassed. And Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


33:60. If the hypocrites, and 
those in whose hearts is a 
disease (of indecent desires), 
and who circulate lies in 
Madinah do not abstain, so We 
shall definitely encourage you 
(to fight) against them, then 
they will not remain with you in 
Madinah except for a few days. 


33:61. Accursed; wherever they 
(i.e. the transgressors) are found, 
they should be captured and be 
slain one by one. 


33:62. The tradition of Allah has 
been ongoing among those who 
passed before; and you will 
never find the traditions of 
Allah changing. 
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33:63. People ask you regarding 
the Last Day. Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Its knowledge is only 
with Allah (on His own 
accord). And what do you 
know (on your own accord); 
perhaps the Last Day is near.' 


33:64. Allah has indeed cursed 
the disbelievers and has kept 
prepared for them a blazing 
Fire. 


33:65. They will remain forever 
in it; therein they will neither 
find a supporter nor any helper. 


33:66. On the Day when their 
faces will be turned over, again 
and again, being fried in the 
Fire, they will say, 'Alas! If only 
we had obeyed Allah and 
obeyed His Messenger. 


33:67. And they will say, '0 our 
Lord! We _ followed our 
(disbelieving) chiefs and our 
elders, so they misled us from 
the (right) path.’ 


33:68. 'O our Lord! Give them 
double the punishment of the 
fire and send upon them a 


mighty curse.' 
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33:69. O believers! Do not be like 
the people who troubled Moosa, 
so Allah freed him from that 
allegation they had mentioned. 
And Moosa is honourable in the 
sight of Allah. 


33:70. O believers! Fear Allah, 
and talk straight. 


33:71. He will rectify your 
deeds for you and will forgive 
your sins. And whosoever 
obeys Allah and His Messenger 
has indeed achieved a great 
success. 


33:72. We indeed offered the 
trust to the heavens and the 
earth and the mountains, but 
they refused to bear it and 
became afraid of it, and man 
bore it. Indeed, he puts himself 
into hardship, extremely 
unwise. 


33:73. In order that Allah may 
punish the hypocrite men, and 
the hypocrite women, and the 
polytheist men, and _ the 
polytheist women, and accept 
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the repentance of the believing 
men and the believing women. 
And Allah is Most Forgiving, 
Ever Merciful. 


34, SURAH SABA (THE TRIBE 
OF SABA) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
54 verses and 6 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


34:1. All praise is due to Allah, 
only to Him belongs whatever is 
in the heavens and whatever is 
in the earth, and praise is only 
His in the Hereafter; and only 
He is the Wise, the All-Aware. 


34:2. He knows whatever goes 
into the earth and whatever 
comes out of the earth, and 
whatever descends from the 
sky and whatever ascends on to 
it; and only He is the Most 
Merciful, the Most Forgiving. 


34:3. And the disbelievers said, 
‘The Day of Judgment will 
never come upon us.’ Say you 
(O Beloved), 'Why not? By the 
oath of my Lord; undoubtedly, 
it will definitely come upon 
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you, the Knower of the unseen; 
nothing is hidden from Him, 
not equal to an atom's weight in 
the heavens nor in the earth can 
escape from Him, not anything 
less than that or greater, but it is 
in a clearly revealing Book.' 


34:4. So that He may reward 
those who believed and did 
good deeds, it is these for 
whom is forgiveness and an 
honourable sustenance. 


34:5. And those who strove to 
defeat Our verses, for them is a 
severe punishment from the 
painful punishment. 


34:6. And those who received 
the knowledge know whatever 
is sent down upon you from 
your Lord is only the truth, and 
it shows the path of the Most 
Honourable, the Most 
Praiseworthy. 


34:7. And the disbelievers said 
(to each other), ‘Shall we tell 
you of a man who will inform 
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you that when you have 
disintegrated into the absolute 
tiniest of particles, so then you 
are to be created anew?! 


34:8. "Has he fabricated lie 
against Allah, or is he suffering 
from insanity?’ Rather, those 
who do not believe in the 
Hereafter are in the punishment 
and in far misguidance. 


34:9. So, did they not see what 
is in front of them and what is 
behind them; the sky and the 
earth? If We will, We can cause 
them to sink into the earth or 
cause a fragment of the sky to 


fall upon them. Indeed, in this 
is a sign for every repentant 
bondsman. 


34:10. And indeed, We gave 
Dawood a great Benevolence 
from Us; O the mountains and 
birds, turn towards Allah along 
with him. We made iron soft 
for him. 


34:11. That; make large suits of 
armour and keep proper 
measure while making. And all 
of you should perform good 
deeds; indeed, I am observing 
your deeds. 
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34:12, And We made the wind 
subservient to Sulaimaan, its 
morning course equal to a 
month's journey and the evening 
course equal to a month's 
journey; and We caused a spring 
of molten copper to flow for 
him. And (Allah made 
subservient to Sulaimaan) some 
of the Jinn, who worked before 
him by the command of his 
Lord; and those amongst them 
(ie. the Jinn) who turned away 
from Our command, We shall 
make them taste the punishment 
of the Blazing Fire. 


34:13. They would make for 
him whatever he wished; lofty 
palaces and statues, bowls as 
large as big pools, and large 
cooking pots fixed in their 
places; ‘Be thankful, O the 
people of Dawood!' And few 
amongst My bondsmen are 
grateful. 


34:14. Then, when We sent the 
command of death towards 
him, nothing informed the Jinn 
about his death except the 
termite of the earth which was 
eating his staff. Then, when 
Sulaimaan came to the ground, 
the truth about the Jinn was 
exposed. If they had known the 
unseen, so they would not have 
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remained in this disgraceful 
punishment (of hard labour). 


34:15. Indeed, for (the tribe of) 
Saba was a sign in their 
dwelling-place; two gardens, 
(one) on the right and (one on) 
the left; 'Eat the sustenance of 
your Lord and be grateful to 
Him.' A pure city and a Most 
Forgiving Lord. 


34:16. Thus, they turned away; 
We henceforth sent upon them 
a devastating flood, and in 
exchange for their two gardens 
gave them two gardens instead 
bearing bitter fruit, and 
tamarisk (a bitter fruit), and 
some berries. 


34:17. We gave them this 
compensation; the punishment 
of their ungratefulness. And 
whom do We punish? Only the 
one who is ungrateful. 


34:18. And We had made several 
easily visible towns between 
them (i.e. the people of the city 
of Saba) and the towns which 
We had blessed, and kept those 
(towns) according to a measured 
stage (of journey). (We said to 
them) 'Travel safely in them, by 
night and by day.' 
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34:19. So, they said, 'O our Lord! 
Make the distance between our 
journeys longer, and _ they 
actually caused loss their own 
selves, We henceforth turned 
them into stories and scattered 
them with complete adversity. 
Indeed, in this are definitely 
signs for every extremely patient, 
most grateful person. 


34:20. And indeed, the Devil 
made his assumptions 
regarding them seem true, so 
they followed him except a 
group who were Muslims. 


34:21. And the Devil had no 
control over them at all, but for 
this reason that We may show 
as to who believes in the 
Hereafter and who is in doubt 
concerning it. And your Lord is 
a Guardian over all things. 


34:22. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Call those whom you assume 
(as gods) other than Allah.' And 
they do not own anything even 
equal to an atom neither in the 
heavens nor in the earth, nor do 
they have any share in both of 
these, nor is any one amongst 
them a helper to Allah. 
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34:23. And intercession does not 
benefit in His Court except of the 
one whom He permits, until 
when, after giving permission 
the fear is removed from their 
hearts, they say to each other, 
'What is it that your Lord has 
said?’ They say, ‘Whatever He 
stated, He stated the truth; and 
He is the Most High, the Grand.' 


34:24. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Who provides you with 
sustenance from the sky and 
the earth?’ Proclaim yourself, 
‘Allah. And indeed, we or you 
are either definitely upon 
guidance, or in open error.' 


34:25. Say you (O Beloved), ‘So, 
you (O polytheists) will not be 
questioned regarding the sins 
you assume that we have 
committed, nor will we be 
questioned regarding your (evil) 
deeds.' 

34:26. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Our 
Lord will bring all of us together, 
and then judge truthfully 
between us; and only He is the 
Best to Judge, the All-Knowing.' 


34:27. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Show me those whom you 
have associated to Him as 
partners; never. Rather, only 
He is Allah, the Most 
Honourable, the Wise' 
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34:28. And O Beloved, We have 
not sent you except with such 
Messengership that encompasses 
the entirety of mankind, as a 
conveyor of glad tidings and 
warning, but most people know 


not. 


34:29, And they say, 'When will 
this promise (of the Day of 
Judgement) come, if you are 
truthful?’ 


34:30. Say you (O Beloved), 'For 
you is the promise of such a Day 
from which you can neither 
remain behind for a single 
moment, nor can you precede it.' 


34:31. And the disbelievers 
said, ‘We shall never believe in 
this Qur'aan, or in the Books 
that were before it.' And if 
somehow only you could see, 
when the unjust people will be 
made to stand before their 
Lord, they will throw 
allegations at one another. 
Those who were suppressed 
will say to those who were 
arrogant, 'If it were not for you, 
we would have therefore surely 
believed.' 
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34:32. Those who were arrogant 
will say to those who were 
suppressed, 'Did we stop you 
from guidance after it came to 
you? Rather, you yourselves 
were culprits.' 


34:33. Those who were 
suppressed will say to those who 
were arrogant, ‘Rather, it was 
(your) deceit, of the night and day 
(ie. at all times), when you used 
to command us to deny Allah 
and to appoint equals to Him’ 
And inwardly they (ie. both of 


the groups) began regretting 
when they saw the punishment, 
and We placed shackles around 
the necks of the disbelievers. 
What recompense will they get 
except what they used to do? 


34:34, And whenever We sent a 
warner to any town, its wealthy 
people said this; that 'We reject 
that with which you have been 


sent,’ 


34:35. And they said, 'We are 
greater in wealth and children, 
and we are not to be punished.' 
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34:36. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Indeed, my Lord increases the 
sustenance for whomsoever He 
wills, and restricts it (for 
whomever He wills), but most 
people know not.' 


34:37. And your wealth and 
your children are not capable of 
bringing you near to Us, except 
the one who believed and did 
good deeds. For them is reward, 
multiplied; the recompense of 
their deeds, and they are in the 
upper chambers; in peace. 


34:38. And those who strive to 
cause failure in Our verses (by 
refuting them), they will be 
brought to face the punishment. 


34:39. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Indeed, my Lord increases the 
sustenance for whomsoever He 
wills amongst His bondsmen, 
and restricts it for whomever 
He wills. And whatever you 
spend in the path of Allah, He 
will give more in return; and 
He is the Best Provider of 
sustenance.' 


34:40. And on the Day when He 
will resurrect them all, then 
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will say to the angels, 'Did they 
worship you?' 


34:41, They will submit, 'Glory 
be to You, only You are our 
Friend, not them. Rather, they 
worshipped the Jinn; most of 
them believed only in them.' 


34:42. So, this Day you will not 
have the power to benefit or 
cause harm to one another. And 
We shall say to the oppressors, 
'Taste the punishment of this 
Fire which you used to belie.' 


34:43. And when Our clear 
verses are recited upon them, 
so they say, 'He is nothing but a 
man who wishes to turn you 
away from the deities of your 
forefathers.' And they say, "This 
(ie. the Qur'aan) is nothing but 
a fabricated lie! And the 
disbelievers said regarding the 
truth when it reached them, 
'This is nothing but clear 
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34:44, And We neither gave 
them books which they could 
study, nor had any warner 
come to them before you. 


34:45. And those before them 
had belied, and these (people) 
have not reached (in wealth) 
even a tenth of what We had 
given them (i.e. the former ones). 
They then belied My 
Messengers, so how (destructive) 
was (them) rejecting Me? 


34:46. Say you (O Beloved), 'T 
advise you regarding just one 
matter; remain standing up for 
Allah's sake, in twos and one- 
to-one, and then ponder.' That 
there is no trace of insanity in 
this companion (i.e. the Beloved 
Prophet Muhammad) of yours; 
he is not but a warner for you, 
before (the arrival of) a severe 
punishment. 


34:47. Say you (O Beloved), 

'Had I asked any payment from 

you for it (for propagation), so 

that (i.e. payment) is for you; 

my reward is in fact only upon 

Allah, and He is Witness upon 
; ' 
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34:48. Say you (O Beloved), 
Indeed, my Lord sends down 
the truth, the Greatest Knower 
of all the unseen.' 


34:49. Say you (O Beloved), 
'The truth has come, and 
falsehood is neither to come 
forth nor to come back.' 


34:50. Say you (O Beloved), 'If 
(hypothetically) I went astray, I 
only stray to harm my own self; 
and if I attain guidance, so it is 
because of what my Lord has 
revealed to me. Indeed, He is 
All-Hearing, Ever Close.' 


34:51. And if somehow you 
could see; when they will be put 
into anxiety, then they will be 
unable to escape, and they would 
be seized from a place nearby. 


34:52. And (on the Day of 
Judgment) they will say, 'We 
believed in him,’ and now how 
can they attain it (ie. faith) 
from so far away (in the 
Hereafter)? 


34:53. Whereas, they had 
disbelieved in it (ie. Islam) 
before; and they throw around 
assumptions without seeing, 
from far away (i.e. far from the 
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34:54. And a barrier is set 
between them and what they 
desire, as was done to their 
earlier groups; indeed, they 
were in a deceptive doubt. 


35. SURAH FAATIR (THE 
ORIGINATOR) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
45 verses and 5 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


35:1. All praise is due to Allah; 
the Originator of the heavens 
and the earth, the Appointer of 
angels as Messengers, who 
have two, three or four wings. 
He increases in _ creation 
whatever He wills; indeed, 
Allah is Able to do all things. 


35:2. And whatever mercy 
Allah opens to mankind (of 
sustenance, health, etc.), there is 
no one to withhold it. And 
whatever He withholds, so 
after His withholding, no one 
can release it. And only He is 
the Most Honourable, the Wise. 
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35:3. O people! Remember the 
favour of Allah upon you. Is 
there a creator other than Allah 
who can provide you 
sustenance from the sky and the 
earth? There is no god. except 
Him, so where are you 
returning to? 


35:4. And if they belie you, so 
no doubt, many Messengers 
were belied before you. And 
towards only Allah is the 
return of all matters. 


35:5. O people! Allah's promise 
is indeed true; therefore, do not 
ever let the worldly life deceive 
you, or ever let the great cheater 
(ie. the Devil) deceive you 
concerning Allah's forbearing. 


35:6. Indeed, the Devil is your 
enemy; therefore, you should 
also take him as an enemy; he 
calls his group for only this 
reason that they become of the 
people of Hell. 


35:7. For the disbelievers is a 
severe punishment; and for 
those who believed and did 
good deeds is forgiveness and 
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an immense reward. 


35:8. So, will the one whose evil 
deed is made to seem good to 
him; that he considered it good, 
be equal to the one who is upon 
guidance? Henceforth, Allah 
causes to go astray whomsoever 
He wills and guides whomever 
He wills, so let your life not pass 
in regret over them. Allah knows 
well what they do. 


35:9. And it is Allah Who sent 
the winds, that they raise 
clouds and We then direct them 
towards a dead city, so with it 
We revive the earth after its 
death; this is how resurrection 
will be on the Day of Judgment. 


35:10. Whoever desires honour, 
so (he should know that) all 
honour belongs to Allah. 
Towards only Him ascends the 
pure speech, and He raises high 
the pious deed. And for those 
who conspire evil, for them is a 
severe punishment and their 
plotting will be destroyed. 
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35:11. And Allah created you 
from clay, then from a drop of 
liquid (i.e. sperm), then made 
you as couples. And no female 
conceives nor gives birth except 
with His knowledge. And 
whichever aged person who is 
given (long) age, or the one 
whose life is kept short; all this 
is in a Book (i.e. the Preserved 
Tablet). Indeed, this is easy for 
Allah. 


35:12. And the two seas are not 
alike; this is sweet, very sweet 
and pleasantly fresh, and this (ie. 
the other one) is salty, bitter; and 
from each you eat fresh meat (i.e. 
fish) and extract the ornament 
(pearls) which you wear; and 
you see the ship splitting the 
water, so that you may seek His 
benevolence (i.e. sustenance, by 
exporting/importing goods in 
ships); and somehow become 
grateful. 


35:13. He brings the night in a 
part of the day and He brings the 
day in a part of the night, and He 
has subjected the sun and the 
moon; each one moves to its 
fixed term. This is Allah; your 
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Lord, kingship is only His; and 
those whom you worship instead 
of Him are not the owners of 
even the husk of a date-seed. 


35:14. If you call them, so 
they (Le. the false deities) do not 
hear your call, and 

iether hear i. oorthey camon tall 
your needs. And on the Day of 
Resurrection, they will deny your 
associating them (as partners); 
and no one will inform you like 
Him Who is the Informer (of each 
and every thing). 


35:15. O people! You are 
dependent upon Allah; and 
only Allah is the Independent, 
the Most Praiseworthy. 


35:16. If He wills, He can take 
you away and bring a new 
creation. 


35:17. And this is not at all 
difficult for Allah. 


35:18. And no burdened soul 
will carry the burden of another 
soul; and if a burdened soul calls 
another to share the burden, so 
no one will carry any part of it, 
even if he is a close relative. O 
Beloved, your warning benefits 
only those who fear their Lord 
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without seeing and who keep 
Salah established. And 
whosoever cleansed himself has 
cleansed for his own benefit. 
And towards only Allah is the 
return. 


35:19. And the blind and the 
seeing are not equal. 


35:20. And nor the darknesses 
and the light. 


35:21. And nor the shadow and 
nor the scorching sunshine. 


35:22. And not are the living ones 
(ie. the believers) equal to the 
dead ones (i.e. the disbelievers). 
Indeed, Allah causes to hear 
whomsoever He wills. And you 
cannot make those hear who are 
(as though they are) in the graves 
(ie. the living disbelievers). 


35:23. You are purely a warner. 


35:24. And O Beloved, We have 
indeed sent you with the truth 
giving glad tidings and 
warnings. And whichever 
group existed, a warner had 
passed amongst all of them. 
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35:25. And if these disbelievers 
belie you, so those before them 
had also belied. Their Messengers 
came to them with clear proofs, 
and Scriptures and the Luminous 
Book (respectively to their own 
nations). 


35:26. Then I seized the 
disbelievers, sO how 
(destructive) was (their) 
rejecting Me? 


35:27. Have you not seen that 
Allah has sent down water 
from the sky? So, with it We <. les o 


ro 
have grown fruits of various 556 tle 
colours. And amongst the 
mountains are tracks; white 
and red of different colours, 
and some (mountains are) 
pitch-black. 


35:28. And similarly, the 
colours of men, and beasts, and 
cattle are of various sorts. Only 
those amongst His bondsmen 
who possess knowledge fear 
Allah, Indeed, Allah is the Most 
Honourable, Most Forgiving. 
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35:29. Indeed, those who read 
the Book of Allah, and keep 
Salah established, and spend 
some from what We have 
bestowed upon them, secretly 
and publicly; they are hopeful 
of such trade in which there is 
never a loss. 


35:30. In order that He may 
reward them in full, and further 
increase it with His Benevolence; 
indeed, He is Most Forgiving, 
Most Appreciative. 


35:31. And the Book which We 
have revealed to you, only that 
is the truth; confirming the 
Books which were before it. 
Indeed, Allah is Aware of His 
bondsmen, All-Seeing. 


35:32. We then made Our 
chosen bondsmen the inheritors 
of the Book. So, amongst them 
is the one who wrongs himself, 
and amongst them is the one 
who follows a middle course, 
and amongst them is the one 
who, by the command of Allah, 
surpassed (others) in good 
deeds; this is the great bounty. 


35:33. They shall enter the 
Gardens of dwelling, in which 
they shall be made to wear 
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bracelets of gold and pearls, 
and their garment therein will 
be of silk. 


35:34. And they will say, ‘All 
praise is due to Allah Who has 
removed our grief. Indeed, Our 
Lord is Most Forgiving, Most 
Appreciative.’ 


35:35. 'The One Who has, by 
His Benevolence, established us 
in a place of comfort; in which 
no hardship reaches us, nor any 
tiredness overcomes us.' 


35:36. And for those who 
disbelieved is the fire of Hell, 
neither does their time of death 
come that they may die 
(therein), nor is its punishment 
lightened for them. This is how 
We punish every extremely 
ungrateful person. 


35:37. And they shall be 
screaming therein, 'O our Lord! 
Take us out (of this), so that we 
may do good deeds; the 
opposite of what we used to do 
previously.’ (It will be said to 
them) 'And did We not bestow 
to you that age (long enough) 
in which anyone who wants to 
understand would have 
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understood? And the warner 
came to you, so now taste (the 
punishment); there is no helper 
for the oppressors.' 


35:38. Indeed, Allah is the 
Knower of every hidden matter 
in the heavens and in the earth. 
Indeed, He knows what is in 
the hearts. 


35:39. It is He Who has made 
you the successors of your 
predecessors in the earth; so 
whoever disbelieves, (the harm 
of) his disbelief befalls only him. 
And. for the disbelievers, their 
disbelief will increase nothing 
their Lord except (His) 
Wrath. And for the disbelievers, 
their disbelief will not increase 
anything for them except loss. 


35:40. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Just tell me; of your partners 
whom you worship other than 
Allah. Show me which part of 
the earth have they created, or 
do they have any share in the 
heavens?' Or have We given 
some book to them, that they 
are on its clear proofs? Rather, 
the unjust people do not 
promise each other, except that 
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35:41. Indeed, Allah upholds 
the heavens and the earth, that 
they do not tremble; and if they 
diverge, who could stop them 
except Allah? Indeed, He is 
Most Forbearing, Most 
Forgiving. 


35:42. And they swore by Allah, 
most binding in their oaths, 
that if a warner came to them, 
so they would definitely be 
upon guidance more than any 
one of the other groups. (But) 
then when a warner did come 
to them, it increased nothing in 
them except hatred. 


35:43. (Because of) behaving 
boastfully in the earth and 
scheming evil (they are 
therefore deprived of faith). 
And the evil scheming befalls 
only those who scheme it, so 
what are they waiting for 
except the tradition (ie. 
punishment) of the earlier 
nations? So, you will never find 
the tradition of Allah changing; 
and you will never find Allah's 
law being averted. 
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35:44, And did they not travel 
in the land in order to see what 
has been the end of those who 
were before them; whereas, 
they exceeded them in 
strength? And Allah is not such 
that anything in the heavens 
and in the earth could get away 
from His grip; indeed, He is 
All-Knowing, All-Powerful. 


35:45. If Allah was to seize 
people upon their deeds, so He 
would not have left any 
creature walking on the surface 
of the earth, but He gives them 
respite till a fixed term; then 
when their promise (i.e. fixed 
term) will come, so 
undoubtedly all the bondsmen 
of Allah are in His sight. 
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36. SURAH YA-SEEN 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
83 verses and 5 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


36:1. Ya-Seen. (These are individual 
letters of the Arabic alphabet; Allah 
and His Messenger know their 
36:2. By the oath of the wise 
Qur'aan. 


36:3. You (O Beloved) have 
been sent (as a Messenger). 


36:4. (You are) upon the 
Straight Path. 


36:5. Sent down by the 
Dignified, the Merciful. 


36:6. In order that you may 
warn those people whose 
forefathers were not warned; 
hence, they are unaware. 


36:7. Undoubtedly, the Word 
(of punishment) has been 
proven against most of them; 
consequently, they will not 
believe. 


36:8. We have indeed put 
shackles around their necks, 
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reaching up to the chins; hence, 
they remain facing upwards. 


36:9. And We have set a barrier 
in front of them and a barrier 
behind them, and covered them 
from above; consequently, they 
see nothing. 


36:10. And it is the same for 
them, whether you warn. them 
or warn them not; they are not 
to believe. 


36:11. You warn only him who 
follows the advice and fears the 
Most Gracious without seeing; 
therefore, give him glad tidings 
of forgiveness and an 
honourable reward. 


36:12. Undoubtedly, We will 
bring the dead to life and We 
are recording what they have 
sent ahead and the signs which 
they have left behind. And We 
have kept counted all things in 
a disclosing Book (ie. the 
Preserved Tablet). 


36:13. And relate to them an 
example of the people of that 
city, when envoys came to 
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36:14. When We had sent two 
(envoys) towards them and 
they belied them, so We 
strengthened them with a third, 
now they all said, ‘Indeed, we 
have been sent to you.' 


36:15. They said, 'You are not 
but humans like us, and the 
Most Gracious has not sent 
down anything; you are merely 
liars.' 


36:16. They responded, 'Our 
Lord knows that we have 
indeed definitely been sent 
towards you.' 


36:17. 'And our duty is nothing 
but to clearly convey (the 
message). 


36:18. They (the people of the 
city) said, 'We think of you as 
bad luck. Indeed, if you do not 
desist, we shall surely stone 
you; you will certainly face a 
grievous punishment by our 
hands.’ 


36:19. They responded, ‘Your 
bad luck is just with you. Are 
you getting annoyed with 
being advised? Rather, you are 
a people who exceed the limits.’ 
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36:20. And from the furthermost 
side of the city came a man 
running (a Muslim by the name 
of Habeeb Najjaar). He said, 'O 
my people! Obey the sent ones.' 


36:21. 'Obey those who do not 
ask from you any reward, and 
they are on the straight path.' 
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36:22. 'And what (hindrance) 
do I have for not worshipping 
Him Who has created me? And 
towards only Him you are to 
return?’ 


36:23. ‘Shall I appoint other gods 
except Allah? That if the Most 
Gracious intends any harm to 
me, so their intercession would 
be of no use to me, nor would 
they be able to save me.' 


36:24. 'Undoubtedly, I am then 
clearly in error.' 


36:25. 'I have certainly believed 
in your Lord, so listen to me.' 


36:26. It was said to him, ‘Enter 
Paradise.' He said, 'Somehow, 
had my people known.' 


36:27. 'How my Lord has 
forgiven me and made me 
amongst the honoured ones.' 


36:28. And thereafter, We did 
not send down an army from 
the heaven against his people, 
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nor were We to send down any 
army there. 


36:29. It was just one shriek; 
they immediately became 
extinct. 


36:30. And it was said that 'Woe 
to those bondsmen! When a 
Messenger comes to them, so 
they ridicule him.' 


36:31. Have they not seen how 
many generations We have 
destroyed before them, that 
they are now not to return to 
them? 


36:32, And however many there 
are, all of them will be brought 
forth in Our Majestic Court. 


36:33. And a sign for them is 
the dead earth; We revived it 
and then We produced from it 
grains, so they eat therefrom. 


36:34. And We have made in it 
gardens of dates and grapes, 
and We have made some 
springs to flow therein. 
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36:35. That they may eat from its 
fruits, and these (gardens of fruits) 
are not created by their hands, so 
will they not acknowledge the 
right (of Allah)? 


36:36. Purity is to Him Who 
created all, in pairs, from those 
things what the earth produces, 
and (He also made pairs) from 
themselves and from _ those 
things of which they have no 
knowledge. 


36:37. And a sign for them is 
the night from which We draw 
out (the light of) the day, 
thereupon they are in darkness. 


36:38. And the sun moves 
towards its final point (ie. the 
Day of Judgement); this is the 
command of the Almighty, the 
All-Knowing. 


36:39. And We have appointed 
phases for the moon till it 
becomes like a dried (ie. 
curved) branch of a date tree. 


36:40. It is not befitting for the 
sun to overtake the moon (during 
the night), nor does the night 
surpass the day; and each one of 
them is floating in an orbit. 
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36:41. And a sign for them is 
that We carried them in a 
loaded ship (ie. the Ark of 
Nooh), while they were in the 
loins of their forefathers. 


36:42. And We have created for 
them similar boats, in which 
they ride. 


36:43. And if We will, We may 
henceforth drown them; so, 
there would be no one to help 
them, nor would they be saved. 


36:44. But by the Mercy from 
Us, and to allow enjoyment for 
a while. 


36:45. And when it is said to 
them, ‘Fear that which is in 
front of you, and that which is 
to come after you; with this 
hope that you may attain 
mercy.' So, they turn away. 


36:46. And whenever a sign 
comes to them from the signs of 
their Lord; so, they turn their 
faces away. 


36:47. And when it is said to 
them, 'Spend some in His path 
out of that which Allah has 
provided.' So, the disbelievers 
say regarding the Muslims that 
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'Shall we feed him whom, had 
Allah willed, He would have 
therefore fed? You are not but 
in open error.' 


36:48. And they say, 'When will 
this promise come, if you are 
truthful?' 


36:49. They await not but just 
for that one scream, which will 
seize them while they are 
caught up in worldly disputes. 


36:50. So, neither will they be 
able to make a will nor return 
to their homes. 


36:51. And the Trumpet will be 
blown at once; they will run 
towards their Lord from their 
graves. 


36:52. They will say, 'Woe to us! 
Who has awakened us from 
(our place of) sleep? This is that 
which the Most Gracious had 
promised, and the Messengers 
had spoken the truth.’ 
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36:53. It will not be but just one 
scream, and every one of them 
will immediately gather in Our 
Majestic Court. 


36:54. So, on this Day, no soul 
will be wronged in the least, and 
you will not be recompensed 
except for what you did. 


3655. Verily, the dwellers of 
Paradise on this Day will be 
enjoying heart-desired 
entertainment with satisfaction. 


36:56. They and their wives are 
beneath (pleasant) shades, 
reclining upon thrones. 


36:57. For them in it are fruits 
and they will have whatever 
they ask for. 


36:58. Upon them will be ‘Salaam 
(ie. peace),' mentioned by the 
Merciful Lord. 


36:59. (It will be commanded) 
‘And keep yourselves apart 
today (from the believers), O 
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36:60. 'O children of Adam! Did 
I not take a covenant from you 
that you should not worship 
the Devil? Undoubtedly, he is 
your open enemy.’ 


36:61. ‘And you must worship 
Me; this is the Straight Path.’ 


36:62. 'And he has indeed 
misled a large number of you; 
so, did you not have sense?! 


36:63. 'This is that Hell, of 
which you were promised.' 


36:64. ‘Enter in it today; the 
recompense of your disbelief.' 


36:65. This Day We shall set a 
seal on their mouths, and their 
hands will speak to Us, and 
their feet will bear witness to 
what they used to do. 


36:66. And had We willed, We 
could have consequently wiped 
out their eyes, then they would 
have rushed towards the path; so, 
they would not have perceived. 
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36:67. And had We so willed, 
We could have henceforth 
disfigured their faces while they 
were in their homes, that they 
would not have been able to go 
forward nor turn back. 


36:68. And whomever We give 
long life, We reverse him in 
creation (ie. making him go 
back to weakness after strength). 
So, do they not understand? 


36:69. And We have neither 
taught him (i.e. the Beloved 
Prophet Muhammad) to recite 
poetry, nor does it befit his 
dignity. That (what he recites to 
you) is nothing but advice and 
the Luminous Qur'aan. 


36:70. That it may warn the one 
who is alive (i.e. a believer), 
and the Word (of punishment) 
be proven against the 
disbelievers. 


36:71. And did they not see that 
We have created for them 
cattle, which are made by Our 
Hand (of power), so they are 
their owners? 


36:72. And (We) have subjected 
the animals for them, so they 
ride some and they eat some. 
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36:73. And for them therein are 
numerous benefits and drinks; 
so, will they not be grateful? 


36:74. And they have appointed 
other gods except Allah, that 
perhaps they be helped. 


36:75. And they cannot help 
them, and they together with 
their armies will be brought as 
captives. 


36:76. So, you (O Beloved), do 
not grieve over what they say. 
Indeed, We are aware of what 
they conceal and what they 
disclose. 


36:77, And did man not see that 
We have created him from a 
drop of fluid (ie. sperm)? He is 
openly quarrelsome straightaway. 


36:78. And he mentions an 
example for Us, and forgot his 
own. being created. He stated, 
'Who is such that can revive the 
bones when they have become 
disintegrated?! 
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36:79. Say you (O Beloved), 'The 
One Who created them initially 
will revive them, and He is 
aware of all (aspects of) creation. 


36:80. 'The One Who has created 
for you fire out of the green tree 
(ie. this particular tree grows in 
Arabia), you ignite from it 
instantly, whenever you wani.' 


36:81. And the One Who created 
the heavens and the earth; can 
He not create more of the likes 
of them? Why not? And only 
He is the Supreme Creator, the 


Knower of everything. 


36:82. And His action is only 
this; that when He intends (to 
create) anything, so He (only) 
says to it, ‘Be,’ it immediately 
becomes. 


36:83. So, glorified is He in 
Whose Hand is the control of 


everything, and towards only 
Him you will be returned. 
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37. SURAH AL-SAAFFAAT 
(THE MAKERS OF ROWS) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
182 verses and 5 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


$7:1. By the oath of those who 
arrange themselves in proper 
rows. 


37:2. And then by those who 
drive by scolding. 


37:3. And by those groups who 
read the Qur'aan. 


37:4. Indeed, your God is 
definitely One. 


37:5. The Owner of the heavens 
and the earth and whatever is 
between them, and the Owners 
of the Easts (i.e. every point of 
the sun's rising). 


37:6. We have indeed adorned 
the lowest sky with the 
decoration of stars. 
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37:7. And in order to protect it 
from every rebellious devil. 


37:8. They (the devils) cannot 
listen to the exalted realm (of 
the angels), and they are pelted 
from every side. 


37:9. To chase them away, and 
for them is a never-ending 
punishment. 


37:10. Except the one who 
sometimes snatches a part (of 
the speech of the angels); so, a 
shining flame (i.e. a shooting 
star) goes after him. 


37:11. Therefore (O Beloved), 
ask them, ‘Is their creation 
harder or Our other creation 
like the heavens, and the 
angels, etc.?' Indeed, We have 
created them from sticky clay. 
(Then how would it be difficult 
to recreate them?) 


37:12. Rather, you are surprised 
(due to them denying 
resurrection), and they are 
mocking (you). 


37:13. And when they are 
advised, they do _ not 
understand (the advice). 
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37:14. And when they see any 
sign, they mock (it). 


37:15. And they say, 'This is 
nothing but clear magic.' 


37:16. 'When we are dead and 
have turned into dust and 
bones, will we definitely be 
raised again?! 


37:17. 'And also our former 
forefathers?’ 


37:18. Say you (O Beloved), 
'Yes, while you will be 
disgraced, 


37:19. So, that (i.e. the second 
blowing of the Trumpet) is just 
a single shout, thereupon they 
will begin to see. 


37:20. And they will say, 'Woe 
upon us!' It will be said to 
them, 'This is the Day of 
justice.’ 


37:21. ‘This is the Day of 
Judgment, which you used to 
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37:22. 'All the unjust people and 
their associates, and whatever 
they used to worship. 


37:23. ‘Instead of Allah. Drive 
all of them to the path of Hell.' 


37:24. ‘And stop them; they are 
to be questioned. 


37:25. ‘What has happened to 
you, why you do not help one 
another?" 


37:26. Rather, this Day they 
have all surrendered. 


37:27, And one of them faced 
the other questioning each 
other. 


37:28. They said, ‘It is you who 
used to come to us from our 
right side, in order to mislead.' 


37:29, They will respond, 'You 
did not have faith yourselves.' 
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37:30. 'And we did not have 
any control over you; rather, 
you were rebellious people 
yourselves.' 


37:31. So, the Word of our Lord 
has proven. true against us, we 
will surely have to taste (the 
punishment). 


37:32. 'We therefore led you 
astray, because we ourselves 
were astray.' 


37:33. So, on that Day, they are 
all partners in punishment. 


37:34, This is how We deal with 
the culprits. 


37:35. Indeed, whenever it was 
said to them; that 'There is no 
one worthy of worship except 
Allah,' so, they would become 
arrogant. 


37:36. And they would say, 
‘Shall we abandon our gods 
upon the sayings of a mad 
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37:37. (He is not a mad poet) 
rather, he has brought the 
truth, and he has attested the 
(previous) Messengers. 


37:38. ‘Indeed, you definitely 
have to taste the painful 
punishment.’ 


37:39. ‘And you will not be 
compensated except for your 
doings.' 


37:40. Except the chosen 
bondsmen of Allah. 


37:41. For them is such 
sustenance, which is in Our 
knowledge. 


37:42. Fruits; and they will be 


honoured. 


37:43. In Gardens of peace. 


37:44. They will be on the 
thrones, face to face. 


37:45. There will be rounds of 
cups of (pure) flowing wine for 
them, in front of the eyes. 
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37:46. White in colour, delicious 
for the drinkers. 


37:47. Wherein there is no 
intoxication nor spinning of 
their head with it (ie. no 
hangover). 


37:48. And with them are those 
(maidens) who will not set their 
gaze anywhere else other than 
towards their husbands, with 
large (gorgeous) eyes. 


37:49. As if they were eggs, 
safely hidden. 


37:50. So, one amongst them (i.e. 
the dwellers of Paradise) turns 
to the other, while questioning. 


37:51. The speaker among them 
said, 'I had a companion.’ 


37:52. 'Who used to tell me, “Do 
you believe it is true (ie. 
resurrection?”' 


37:53. '‘“When we are dead and 
have turned into dust and 
bones, so will we be rewarded 
or punished?”' 
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37:54. He said, 'Will you peep 
and take a glimpse (into Hell)?' 


37:55. He therefore looked 
down and saw him in the 
middle of the Blazing Fire. 


37:56. He said, 'By the oath of 
Allah, you had nearly ruined 


me.' 


37:57. ‘And if my Lord does not 
bestow (His) Benevolence, I too 
would have therefore definitely 
been seized and brought forth 
(as a prisoner).' 


37:58. ‘So, are we never to die.' 


37:59. ‘Except our first death, 
and we will not be punished?! 


37:60. 'This is certainly the 
supreme success.' 


37:61. For this kind of success, 
doers should work. 


37:62. So, is this hospitality 
better, or the tree of Zaqqoom 
(ie. a horrible bitter tree in Hell)? 
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37:63. We have indeed made 
that (tree) a test for the unjust. 


37:64. Indeed, that is a tree 
which springs out from the root 
of Hell. 


37:65. The shoots of its fruits 
are like the heads of devils. 


37:66. Then indeed, they will 
eat from it, then fill their bellies 
with it. 


37:67. Then indeed, on top of it, 
for them is the mixer of boiling 
water. 


37:68. Then indeed, their return 
is towards the Blazing Fire. 


37:69. They had indeed found 
their forefathers astray. 


37:70. So, they hasten to follow 
in their footsteps.

37:83. And indeed, Ibrahim is 
from his group. 


37:84. When he _ presented 
himself before his Lord, with a 
heart free from other than Allah. 


37:85. When he (Ibrahim) said 
to his father and his people, 
"What do you worship?’ 


37:86. ‘Do you desire a god 
other than Allah through 
fabrication?’ 


37:87. 'So, what is your 
perception regarding the Lord 
of all the worlds?! 


37:88. He then cast a glance at 
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37:89. He then said, 'I am going 
to get ill.' 


37:90. So, they turned their 
backs on him and went away 
(because they thought he 
would transmit the disease). 


37:91. He then walked towards 
their idols secretly, so he said, 
"Do you not eat?! 


37:92. 'What happened to you 
that you do not speak?' 


37:93. So, he began striking 
them with his right hand, 
unnoticed by the people. 


37:94. So, the disbelievers came 
towards him in haste. 


37:95. He said, 'Do you worship 
that which you yourselves have 
carved with your own hands?' 


37:96. ‘Whereas, Allah has 
created you and your actions.' 


37:97. They said, 'Construct a 
building (i.e. a furnace) for him, 
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and then cast him in the 
Blazing Fire.' 


37:98. So, they tried to execute 
their evil scheme upon him, We 
humiliated them. 


37:99. And he said, ‘Indeed, I 
am going to go to my Lord, He 
will now guide me.' 


37:100. '0 My Lord, bestow 
upon me righteous offspring.’ 


37:101. We henceforth gave him 
the glad tidings of an intelligent 
boy. 


37:102. And when he became 
capable of working with him, 
(Ibrahim) said, '0 my son! I 
dreamt that I am sacrificing 
you, now see what is your 
opinion?' (The son) said, 'O my 
father! Do what you are being 
commanded; Allah willing, it is 
soon that you will find me 
patient.' 


37:103. So, when they both 
submitted to Our command, and 
the father laid down his son by 
his forehead; do not ask about 
that (astonishing) situation. 
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37:104. And We called out to 
him; that 'O Ibrahim.' 


37:105. 'You have indeed made 
the dream come true.' And this 
is how We reward the virtuous. 


37:106. Indeed, this was a clear 
test. 


37:107. And We rescued him 
(Isma'eel) in exchange for a 
great sacrifice. 


37:108. And We kept his praise 
amongst the latter generations. 


37:109. Peace be upon Ibrahim. 


37:110. This is how We reward 
the virtuous. 


37:111. He is indeed one of Our 
high ranking, entirely-believing 


bondsmen. 


37112 And We gave him the 
glad tidings of Is-haaq, that (he 
will be a) conveyor of the unseen 
news, a Prophet, from amongst 
those who deserve Our proximity. 
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37:113. And We sent blessings 
upon him and Is-haaq; and 
amongst their children, one 
who does good deeds, and one 
clearly wrongs himself. 


37:114. And We indeed did a 
great favour upon Moosa and 
Haaroon. 


37:115. And rescued them and 
their nation from the great 
distress. 


37:116. And We helped them, 
so they became victorious. 


37:117. And We bestowed the 
Luminous Book (ie. the 
Tawrah) to both of them. 


37:118. And showed them the 
Straight Path. 


37:119. And We kept their 
praise amongst the latter 
generations. 


37:120. Peace be upon Moosa

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37:139. And indeed, Yunus is of 
the Messengers. 


37:140. When he left towards 
the loaded ship. 


37:141. So, he drew lots (as to 
who should be thrown into the 
sea), he therefore became 
amongst those who were 
pushed (into the sea). 


37:142. The fish then swallowed 
him and he was blaming 
himself. 


37:143. And had he not been of 
those who glorify (Allah). 


37:144. He would have definitely 
remained in its belly till the day 
when the people will be raised. 


37:145. Then We cast him on 
the shore (out of the whale's 
belly) and he was ill. 


37:146. And We grew a tree of 
gourd (as a miraculous shelter) 
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37:147. And We sent him 
towards a hundred thousand 
people, rather more. 


37:148. So they believed, We 
henceforth gave them benefit 
(ie. enjoyment of life) for a 
while. 


37:149. Therefore ask them (O 
Beloved), whether the 
daughters are for your Lord 
and the sons for them? 


37:150. Or that have We created 
the angels as females, and were 
they present (at the time of 
their creation)? 


37:151. Pay heed! Indeed, they 
say (this) out of their 
fabrication. 


37152. That ‘Allah has 
offspring.’ And indeed, they are 
definitely liars. 


37:153. Has He _ chosen 
daughters instead of sons? 


37:154, What is the matter with 
you? What sort of judgement 
do you give? 
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37:155. So, do you not ponder 
(that Allah is free from wives 
and children)? 


37:156. Or do you have some 
clear proof? 


$7:157. Then bring your book, if 
you are truthful. 


37:158. And they have appointed 
kinship between Him and the 
Jinn; and indeed, the Jinn most 
definitely know that they (who 
made such claims) will definitely 
be brought (to be put into Hell). 


37:159. Purity is to Allah from 
the matters they relate. 


37:160. Except the chosen 


bondsmen of Allah. 


37:161. Therefore, you and all 
what you worship other than 
Allah. 


37:162. (All of) you cannot 


mislead anyone against Him. 


37:163. Except the one who is 
going into the Blazing Fire. 
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37:164. And the angels say, ‘Each 
one of us has a known station.' 


37:165. 'And indeed, we, with 
our wings spread, await the 
command.’ 


37:166. ‘And indeed, we are 
those who glorify Him.' 


37:167. And indeed they (ie. 
the disbelievers) used to say 
(before the arrival of the 
Beloved Prophet Muhammad). 


37:168. 'If we had some advice 
(ie. a Book) like that of the 
earlier generations.' 


37:169. 'Then (by practicing it), 
we would surely have been the 
chosen bondsmen of Allah.' 


37:170. So they denied it (ie. 
the Qur'aan), therefore they 
will soon come to know (of 
their bad outcome). 


37:171. And indeed, Our Word 
has already been decreed for 
Our bondsmen who were sent 
(i.e. the Prophets). 
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2. SURAH AL-SAAFEAAT 37 PART 23 


37:172. That undoubtedly, only 
they will be helped. 


$7:173. And indeed, only Our 
army will become dominant. 


37:174. Therefore, turn away 
from them for some time. 


37:175. And keep watching 
them; they will soon see (their 
bad outcome). 


37:176. So, are they in haste for 
Our punishment? 


37:177. Then when it will 
descend in their courtyards, so 
what an evil morning it will be 
for those who were warned. 


37:178. And turn away from 
them for some time. 


37:179. And wait; they will 
soon see (their bad outcome). 


37:180. Purity is to your Lord, 
the Lord of Honour, from all 
what they falsely attribute 
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37:181. And peace be upon the 
Messengers. 


37:182. And all praise is due to 
Allah Who is the Lord of all the 
worlds. 


38. SURAH SAAD (A LETTER 
FROM THE ARABIC ALPHABET) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
88 verses and 5 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


38:1. Saad. (This is an individual 
letter of the Arabic alphabet; 
Allah and His Messenger know 
its exact meaning.) By the oath 
of this renowned Qur'aan. 


38:2. Rather, the disbelievers 
are (caught up) in arrogance 
and are in opposition (to the 
Beloved Prophet Muhammad). 


38:3. How many a generation 
did We destroy before them, so 
now they cry out, whereas it 
was no longer the time for 
escape. 


38:4. And they were surprised 
that a warner came to them 
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from amongst themselves, and 
the disbelievers said, 'He is a 
magician, a great liar.’ 


38:5. 'Has he merged all the 
gods into One God? This is 
indeed something very 
strange.' 


38:6. And their (Makkan) 
leaders went about (saying), 
that ‘Leave him and cling 
steadfastly to your gods; 
indeed, he has his own 
(hidden) motive in this.' 


38:7. 'We never heard of this 
even in the latter religion of all; 
Christianity (that God is only 
One); this is just a new 
fabrication. 


38:8. (The disbelievers asked) 
'Was the Qur'aan revealed 
(only) to him from out of (all of) 
us?' In fact, they are in doubt 
concerning My Book; rather, 
they have not yet tasted My 
punishment. 


38:9. Are they the treasurers of 
the Mercy of your Lord, the 
Dignified, the Great Bestower? 
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38:10. Is the kingdom of the 
heavens and the earth, and 
whatever is between them for 
them (i.e. for the polytheists)? 
So, would they not just ascend 
using ropes? 


38:11. This (group of 
disbelievers) is just one of the 
disgraced troops which will be 
chased away. 


38:12. Before them, the people 
of Nooh had belied, and (the 
tribe of) 'Aad, and Fir'awn, the 
man of stakes (by which he 
used to torture the people). 


38:13. And the (tribe of) 
Thamood, and the nation of Loot, 
and the People of the Woods (i.e. 
the dwellers of the forest); these 
are those (defeated) groups. 


38:14. There is no one amongst 
them. as such, who did not belie 
the Messengers, My punishment 
therefore became inevitable. 


38:15. And they do not wait but 
for just one scream, which no 
one can avert. 
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38:16. And they said 
(mockingly), 'O our Lord! Give 
us our share (of punishment) 
quickly, before the Day of 
reckoning.' 


38:17. Have patience upon what 
they say, and remember Our 
bondsman Dawood, the one 
blessed with favours; he is 
indeed most repenting 
(towards his Lord). 


38:18. Indeed, We subjected the 
mountains to glorify (Allah) 
together with him, when the 
night falls and when the sun 
shines. 


38:19. And the gathered-birds; 
they were all obedient to him. 


38:20. And We strengthened his 
kingship, and gave him 
wisdom and decisive speech. 


38:21. And did the news of the 
claimants reach you? When they 
came into Dawood's Mosque, 
climbing over the wall. 


38:22. When they entered the 
presence of Dawood, so he 
feared them, they said, 'Do not 
fear, we are two claimants, one 
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of whom has wronged the 
other, therefore judge truthfully 
between us and do not judge 
unjustly, and show us the 
straight path.' 


38:23. 'This is my brother; he 
has ninety-nine female sheep 
and I have one female sheep; 
and he now says, “Give that 
one to me also,” and he 
pressurises me in this matter.’ 


38:24. Said Dawood, 'He is 
indeed doing injustice to you, 
that he demands your sheep to 
be added to his own sheep; and 
indeed, most partners wrong 
one another, except those who 
believe and do good deeds, and 
they are very few.' Thereupon 
Dawood realised this, that We 
had tested him, so he sought 
forgiveness from his Lord, and 
fell in prostration and turned 
(to his Lord). 


38:25. We henceforth forgave 
him for this (act); and indeed, 
for him in Our Majestic Court is 
definitely special proximity and 
an excellent abode. 

38:26. '0 Dawood, We have 
indeed appointed you as (Our) 
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vicegerent in the earth, 
therefore judge between the 
people with the truth, and do 
not follow desires which will 
lead you astray from Allah's 
path. Indeed, those who go 
astray from Allah's path, for 
them is a severe punishment 
for the reason that they forgot 
the Day of reckoning.' 


38:27. And We have not created 
the heaven, and the earth, and 
whatever is between them in 
vain; this is the perception of 
the disbelievers. Therefore, for 
the disbelievers is destruction 
from the Fire. 


38:28. Should We make those 
who believe and do good deeds 
equal to those who spread 
turmoil in the earth? Or should 
We equate the pious with the 
wickedly disobedient? 


38:29. This is a Book which We 
have sent down upon you, a 
blessed one, so that they (ie. 
people) should ponder upon its 
verses, and the people of 
intellect should accept advice 
(therefrom). 
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38:30. And We _ bestowed 
Sulaimaan to Dawood; what an 
excellent bondsman. He is 
indeed most repenting (to Allah). 


38:31. When there were presented 
to him (horses) in the afternoon, 
that when poised, they hence 
stand on three legs and while 

putting the brink of the hoof of the 


fourth leg on the ground, (they) 
were very swift when running. 


38:32. Therefore, Sulaimaan 
said, 'The love of these horses is 
dear to me, for the sake of the 
remembrance of my Lord.' He 
then ordered them to be raced 
until they vanished in a veil out 


of sight. 


38:33. He then ordered; that 
"Bring them back to me.' And 
he began stroking their shins 
and necks. 


38:34. And We indeed tested 
Sulaimaan and placed a lifeless 
body (i.e. a miscarried baby) on 
his throne, (he) then returned 
(towards his Lord). 


38:35. He submitted, '0 my 
Lord, forgive me and bestow 
upon me such a kingdom, 
which shall not be fitting to 
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anyone after me. Indeed, only 


You are the Great Bestower.' 


38:36. We henceforth gave the 
wind under his control, which 
would move steadily by his 
command, wherever he 
wished. 


38:37. And made the devils; 
every builder and _ diver, 
subservient to him. 


38:38. And other (devils) 
bounded in chains. 


38:39. 'This is Our Bestowal (O 
Sulaimaan), now whether you 
bestow favour (by giving) or 
withhold, you will not be held 
accountable at all.' 


38:40. And indeed, for him in 
Our Majestic Court is definitely 
proximity and an_ excellent 
abode. 


38:41. And remember Our 
bondsman Ayyoob (Job); when 
he called upon his Lord; that 
'The Devil has afflicted me with 
adversity and pain.' 
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38:42. We said to him, 'Stamp 
your foot on the ground, this 
cool spring is for bathing and 
drinking.' 


38:43. And We bestowed him 
his family and more similar to 
it (in number), as a mercy from 
Us, and advice for the people of 
intellect. 


38:44. And We said, 'Take a 
broom in your hand and strike 
her with it (since you swore an 
oath to strike your wife with a 
hundred lashes), and do not 
break your oath' We indeed 
found him patient, what an 
excellent bondsman. He is indeed 
ever repenting (towards Us). 


38:45. And remember Our 
bondsmen Ibrahim, and _ Is- 
haaq, and Ya'qoob; the men of 
power and knowledge. 


38:46. Indeed, We granted them 
distinction with a pure excellence, 
which is the remembrance of that 
abode (of the Hereafter). 


38:47. And according to Us, 
they are indeed the chosen, the 
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38:48. And remember Isma'eel 
and Yasa' (Elisha) and Zul-Kifl; 
and they are all excellent. 


38:49. This is advice; and 
indeed, the abode of the pious 
people is excellent. 


38:50. Gardens for living; all the 
gates are open for them. 


38:51. Reclining, they ask for 
fruits in abundance and 
(different delicious) drinks. 


38:52, And they have such 
wives, who look towards no 
one except their husbands, 
(everyone is) of the same age. 


38:53. This is what you are 
promised for the Day of 
reckoning. 


38:54. Indeed this is Our 
sustenance, which will never 
end. 


38:55. For them (i.e. the virtuous) 
is this, and indeed for the 
rebellious is an evil abode. 
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38:56. Hell, that they will enter 
therein; so, what an _ evil 
resting-place. 


38:57. This is for them (i.e. the 
inmates of Hell), so that they 
may taste it; boiling hot water 
and pus. 


38:58. And similar other pairs 
(of punishments). 


38:59. They (the disbelieving 
leaders) will be told, ‘Here is 
another group falling along 
with you (into Hell), which was 
yours.' They will say, 'Do not 
give them plenty of open space; 
they surely have to enter the 
Fire, let them be restricted 
therein also.' 


38:60. The followers will say, 
‘Rather, may you not get open 
space; it is you who brought 
this calamity upon us.' So, what 
a wretched destination. 


38:61. They say, 'O our Lord! 
Whoever has brought this 
calamity upon us, double the 
punishment of the Fire for him.' 


38:62. And they say, ‘What is 
the matter with us that we do 
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not see the (poor Muslim) men 
whom we thought were evil?! 


38:63. 'Did we mock them (just 
for the sake of it), or did our 
eyes turn away from them?! 


38:64. Indeed, this is definitely 
true; the quarrel of the people 
of Hell with each other. 


38:65. Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
am purely a warner, and there 
is no one worthy of worship 
except Allah, the One, the 
Dominant upon all.' 


38:66. ‘Master of the heavens 
and the earth and whatever is 
between them, the Dignified, 
the Most Forgiving.' 


38:67. Say you (O Beloved), 
'That is great news.' 


38:68. ‘Of which you are 
negligent.' 


38:69. 'What did I know about 
the heavenly world (on my 
own accord), when they (i.e. the 
angels) were disputing.’ 
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38:70. 'Only this is revealed to 
me, that I am not but a clear 
warner.' 


38:71. (Remember) when your 
Lord said to the angels; that 'I 
will create a human from clay.' 


38:72. 'Then when I make him 
perfectly and breathe into him a 
spirit from Myself, (all of you) 
should fall down in prostration 
to him.' 


38:73. So, all the angels 
prostrated; every one of them, 
that no one remained behind. 


38:74. Except Iblees (Satan); he 
became arrogant and (in the 
knowledge of Allah) he was 
amongst the disbelievers. 


38:75. Said Allah, 'O Iblees! What 
prevented you from prostrating 
to the one whom I have created 
with My Hands (of power)? 
Have you become arrogant 
(now) or were you (always) 
amongst the arrogant ones?' 
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38:76. Said Iblees, 'I am better 
than him; You made me from 
fire, and You have created him 
from clay. 


38:77. He (Allah) said, 'Get out 
from Paradise, that you are 
rejected (i.e. the cursed one)’ 


38:78. ‘And indeed, My curse is 
upon you till the Day of 
Judgement.' 


38:79. He said, 'O my Lord! If it 
is so, then give me respite till 
the Day when all will be 
raised.’ 


38:80. Said (Allah), 'So, you are 
amongst those who are given 
respite.' 


38:81. 'Until the known time of 


that Day.' ® sieicsdys 23) 
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38:84. Said (Allah), So, the truth is 
this, and I speak only the truth.' 


38:85. ‘Undoubtedly, I will 
definitely fill Hell with you and 
with those amongst them who 
will follow you; all together.' 


38:86. Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
do not ask any recompense 
from you for the Qur'aan, and I 
am not of the fabricators.’ 


38:87. 'That (i.e. the Qur'aan) is 
not but advice for the entire 
universe.' 


3888. 'And you will come 
to know of its news (as the truth), 
after some time (ie. at the time of 
death or the Day of Judgement): 


39. SURAH AL- ZUMAR (THE 
GROUPS) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
75 verses and 8 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


39:1. The revelation of the Book 
is from Allah, the Most 
Honourable, the Wise. 
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39:2. We have indeed revealed 
this Book to you (O Beloved) 
with truth; therefore, worship 
Allah, as being His devoted 
bondsman. 


39:3. Pay heed! Worship is 
exclusively for Allah only; and 
those who have taken others as 
their helpers except Him say, 
'We worship them only so that 
they may bring us closer to 
Allah! Allah will judge 
between them regarding the 
matter in which they are 
disputing. Indeed, Allah does 
not guide the one who is a liar, 
extremely ungrateful. 


39:4. Had Allah intended to 
take a son for Himself, so He 
would have chosen any one 
from His creation. Purity is to 
Him, only He is Allah, the One, 
the Dominant on all. 


39:5. He created the heavens 
and the earth with truth, He 
wraps the night over the day 
and wraps the day over the 
night, and He has subjected the 
sun and the moon; each one 
moves for its appointed term. 
Pay heed! Only He is the Most 
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Honourable, the Most 


Forgiving. 


39:6. He created you from a 
single soul, and then from it, 
created its spouse, and sent 
down for you eight pairs of 
animals. He creates you in your 
mother's wombs, then from one 
sort (of creation) to another; in 
darkness threefold (ie. the 
stomach, womb and _ uterus). 
This is Allah; your Lord, only 
for Him is the kingdom; no one 
is to be worshiped except Him. 
So, where are you being turned 
to? 


39:7. If you become ungrateful, 
then (know that) indeed Allah 
is Independent of you, and He 
does not like the ungratefulness 
of His bondsmen. And if you 
give thanks, so He likes it for 
you. And no burdened soul 
will bear the burden of another, 
you have to then return to your 
Lord, so He will inform you of 
what you used to do. 
Undoubtedly, He knows what 
is within the hearts. 


39:8. And when some adversity 
reaches man, he calls upon his 
Lord, inclined only towards 
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Him; then when Allah grants 
him a favour from Himself, he 
forgets what he had beseeched 
for earlier and appoints equals 
of Allah in order to mislead 
(people) from His way. Say you 
(O Beloved), ‘Enjoy your 
disbelief for a few days, you are 
indeed of the dwellers of Hell.' 


39:9, Will he, whose moments of 
night pass in obedience while 
prostrating and standing, fearing 
the Hereafter and hoping for the 
Mercy of his Lord, be equal to 
the disobedient? Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Are those who know 
and who do not know equal?! It 
is only the people of intellect 
who accept advice. 


39:10. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
my bondsmen who have 
believed! Fear your Lord; for 
those who do good deeds is 
goodness in this world. And 
Allah's earth is spacious; it is 
the patient ones who will be 
paid their reward in full, 
without measure.' 


39:11. Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
am commanded that I must 
worship Allah as only being 
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His devoted bondsman.' 


39:12. 'And I am commanded 
that I be the first to submit (to 
the order of Allah).' 


39:13. Say you (O Beloved), 'If, 
hypothetically, I was to disobey 
my Lord, I too would fear the 
punishment of the great Day (of 
Resurrection).' 


39:14. Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
worship only Allah, solely as 
His devoted bondsman. 


39:15. So, you may worship 
whoever you want other than 
Him.' Say you (O Beloved), 'The 
worst losers are those who lost 
themselves and their family on 
the Day of Resurrection. Yes, 
certainly! Only this is clear loss.' 


39:16. Above them are 
mountains of fire and beneath 
them are mountains (of fire). 
With this, Allah warns His 
bondsmen, '0 My bondsmen! 
Fear Me.' 
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39:17. And those who refrained 
from idol-worshipping and 
inclined towards Allah, only for 
them is glad tidings; so, give 
glad tidings to those bondsmen 
of Mine. 


39:18. Whoever listens 
attentively and follows the best 
of it, it is these (people) whom 
Allah has guided, and it is these 
who have intelligence. 


39:19. So, will the one upon 
whom the Word of punishment 
has proven true be equal to those 
who are forgiven? (Never!) So, 
will you save the one who 
deserves the Fire by guiding him? 


39:20. But those who fear their 
Lord, for them are upper 
chambers with more upper 
chambers built above them, 
rivers flowing beneath them; a 
promise of Allah. Allah does 
not break promise. 


39:21. Did you not see that it is 
Allah Who sent down water 
from the sky, then with it made 
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springs in the earth, then with 
it produces crops of various 
colours, then it dries up, so you 
see it has become yellow. He 
then breaks them into small 
pieces; indeed, in this is a 
matter of paying attention for 
the people of intellect. 


39:22. Thus, will the one whose 
chest Allah has opened for 
Islam; so, he is upon a light 
from his Lord, be equal to the 
one who is_ stone-hearted? 
(Never!) Therefore, destruction 
is for those whose hearts have 
become hardened towards the 
remembrance of Allah; they are 
in open error. 


39:23. Allah has sent down the 
best of books (ie. the Holy 
Qur'aan), which is alike (in 
excellence) from beginning to end, 
the one with paired 

(eg. promise and 

reward and 

Due to it, the hairs on the body 
stand up for those who fear their 
Lord, then their skin and hearts 
soften, motivated towards the 
remembrance of Allah. This is the 
guidance of Allah, He may guide 
whomsoever He wills (with it); 
and whomever Allah causes to go 
astray, there is no one to guide 
him. 
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39:24. So, will the one, who will 
not find anything to shield him 
except his own face against the 
despicable punishment on the 
Day of Resurrection, be equal to 
the one who attained salvation? 
(Never!) And it will be said to 
the transgressors, ‘Taste what 
you have earned.’ 


39:25. Those before them had 
belied, so the punishment came 
to them from a place they were 
unaware of. 


39:26. So, Allah made them 
taste the flavour of humiliation 
in the life of this world; and 
indeed, the punishment of the 
Hereafter is the most extreme. 
It would have been good (for 
them) if they knew. 


39:27. And We have indeed 
illustrated examples of all kinds 
in this Qur'aan, so that they 
may take heed. 


39:28. (This is the) Qur'aan of 
the Arabic language, in which 
there is no deviation at all; that 
they may fear (Allah). 


39:29. Allah illustrates an example; 
'A slave having several bad-

mannered masters as partners 
(owning this slave), and another 
slave belonging exclusively to one 
master; are the two equal in 
condition?’ (No, they are not 
equal) All praise is due to Allah. 
Rather, most of them know not. 


39:30. Indeed, you (O Beloved) 
are to depart (from this world), 
and they (the disbelievers) are 
to die also. 


39:31. Then (O people), you will 
dispute before your Lord on the 
Day of Resurrection. 
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39:32. So, who is more unjust 
than the one who fabricates lie 
against Allah and belies the 
truth when it comes to him? Is 
the abode of the disbelievers 
not in Hell? 


39:33. And the one who has 
brought this truth and those 
who endorsed him, only these 
(people) are those who fear 
(Allah). 


39:34. For them with their Lord 
is whatever they desire; this is 
the reward of the virtuous. 


39:35. In order that Allah may 
remove from them their worst 
deed and reward them for the 
best deed that they used to do. 


39:36. Is Allah not Sufficient for 
His bondsmen? And _ they 
frighten you with those (whom 
they worship) other than Him. 
And whomever Allah causes to 
go astray, there is no one to 
guide him. 


39:37. And no one can mislead 
to whomever Allah _ gives 
guidance; is Allah not the Most 
Honourable, the Owner of 
Retribution? 
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39:38. And if you ask them, 'Who 
has created the heavens and the 
earth?’ So, they will definitely 
say, 'Allah.' Say you (O Beloved), 
'What is your opinion regarding 
those whom you worship other 
than Allah; if Allah wills to cause 
me some hardship, so will they 
avert the hardship sent by Him? 
Or if He wills to have mercy 
upon me, so will they restrain 
His mercy?’ Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Allah is Sufficient for 
me; the people who trust must 
rely upon Him.' 


39:39. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
my people! Keep on working in 
your positions; I do my work; 
so, you will soon come to 
know.' 


39:40. ‘Whom does that 
punishment come upon which 
will disgrace him, and whom 
does the punishment befall 
which will be everlasting.' 


39:41. We have indeed sent 
down this Book (i.e. the Qur'aan) 
to you with the truth, in order to 
guide people. Hence, whosoever 
attained guidance, so it is for his 
own good; and whoever has 
gone astray, he has only strayed 
for his own harm. And you are 
not at all responsible for them. 
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39:42. Allah takes away the 
souls at the time of their death, 
and also those who do not die 
during their sleep; then He 
withholds those on whom He 
has passed the decree of death 
and leaves the other till an 
appointed term; there are 
definitely signs in this for 
people who reflect. 


39:43. Have they chosen 
intercessors against Allah? Say 
you (O Beloved), ‘(Will they 
intercede) even if they do not 
own anything, nor do they 
have intellect?’ 


39:44. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Only Allah has control of every 
intercession. Only for Him is 
the kingdom of the heavens 
and the earth; and then it is 
towards Him you are to return.' 


39:45. And when One Allah is 
mentioned, the hearts of those 
who do not believe in the 
Hereafter become diminished 
(with resentment). And when 
those other than Him (ie. false 
deities) are mentioned, 
thereupon they rejoice. 
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39:46. Submit you (O Beloved), 'O 
Allah; the Creator of the heavens 
and the earth; the Knower of the 
unseen and the seen, You will 
judge between Your bondsmen 
they used to differ.’ 


39:47. And if all that is in the 
earth was for the transgressors, 
and the likes of it with it (as 
well), so they would have given 
it in exchange for freedom from 
the great punishment on the 
Day of Resurrection; and a 
matter which they had never 
imagined appeared to them 
from their Lord. 


39:48. And the evils they earned

39:50. Those before them also 
said the same, so their earnings 
did not benefit them at all. 
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39:51. Therefore, the evils of their 
earnings befell them; and those 
who are unjust amongst them, 
soon the evils of their earnings 
will befall them, and they cannot 
escape from the grip. 


39:52. Do they not know that 
Allah increases sustenance for 
whomever He wills, and (also) 
restricts it? Indeed, in this are 
signs for the people who believe. 


3953. Say you (O Beloved), 'O 
those bondsmen of mine who 
have committed excess upon their 


sins (for the one who abstains from. 
disbelief and repent thereafter); 
indeed, only He is the Most 
Forgiving, the Most Merciful.' 


39:54. 'And turn towards your 
Lord and submit in His 
Majestic Court, before this; that 
the punishment comes upon 
you and then you may not be 
helped.' 


39:55. 'And follow that (i.e. the 
Qur'aan); the best of all, which 
has been sent down towards 
you from your Lord, before the 
punishment suddenly comes

39:56. Lest a soul should say, 
'Alas! My regret be on those 
shortcomings which I 
committed regarding Allah, 
and I indeed used to mock.' 


39:57. Or it may say, 'If Allah 
had shown me the right path, 
so I would have been amongst 
those who fear (Allah).' 


39:58. Or it may say, when it 
looks at the punishment, 
‘Somehow if I could be sent back, 
so that I may do good deeds.' 


39:59. (It will be said to him) 
'Yes, why not! Verily, My signs 
came to you, so you belied 
them, and you were arrogant 
and you were a disbeliever.' 


39:60. And you will see those 
on the Day of Resurrection who 
fabricated lie against Allah, that 
their faces are darkened. Is Hell 
not an abode of the arrogant? 


39:61. And Allah will rescue the 
pious, because of their place of 
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salvation (i.e. Paradise); neither 
will the punishment touch 
them, nor shall they grieve. 


39:62. Allah is the Creator of all 
things, and He is Authoritative 
over all things. 


39:63. Only to Him belong the 
keys (of the treasures) of the 
heavens and the earth; and 
those who denied the verses of 
Allah, it is they who are at loss. 


39:64. Say you (O Beloved), 'So, 
do you instruct me to worship 
other than Allah (ie. false 
deities)? O, you ignorant ones! 


39:65. And it was indeed 
revealed to you and to those 
before you; that 'O listener! If 
you had ascribed a partner to 
Allah, so all your (good) deeds 
will definitely go to waste and 
you will certainly remain in loss.' 


39:66. Rather, worship only 
Allah, and be of the thankful 
ones. 


39:67. And they did not value 
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the heavens will be rolled up by 
His power. And Exalted is He 
and High from what they 
associate with Him. 


39:68. And the Trumpet will be 
blown, so everyone in the 
heavens and everyone in the 
earth will fall unconscious, 
except whom Allah wills. It will 
then be blown again; thereupon 
they will get up, staring (in 
astonishment). 


39:69. And the earth will shine 
bright by the light of its Lord, 
and the book will be kept, and 
the Prophets will be brought, 
and this Prophet (ie. the 
Beloved Muhammad) and his 
nation would be witnesses upon 
them, and it will be judged 
between them with truth, and 
they will not be wronged. 


39:70. And every soul will be 
repaid in full for its deeds, and 
He knows well what they used 
to do. 


39:71. And the disbelievers will 
be driven towards Hell in 
groups, until when they will 
reach it, its gates will be 
opened, and its guards will say 
to them, 'Did the Messengers 
not come to you from amongst 
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you, who used to recite to you 
the verses of your Lord and 
warn you of confronting this 
Day?' They will say, 'Yes, why 
not (i.e. for sure)!’ But the Word 
of punishment was proven 
accordingly upon the 
disbelievers. 


39:72. It will be said, 'Enter the 
gates of Hell to remain therein 
forever.’ So, what a despicable 
dwelling for the arrogant. 


39:73. And the conveyances of 
those who feared their Lord 
will be led towards Paradise, in 
groups; until when they will 
reach it, its gates will be kept 
open and its guards will say to 
them, 'Salaam to you, you have 
done well. Therefore, enter 
Paradise to abide forever.' 


39:74, And they will say, 'All 
praise is due to Allah Who has 
made His promise with us 
come true, and has made us 
inheritors of this land, to stay in 
Paradise wherever we wish.' 
So, what an excellent reward 
for the doers (of pious deeds). 


39:75. And you will see the 
angels gathered around the 
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their Lord with His praise. And a 
true judgement will be delivered 
amongst the people, and it will 
be said that ‘All praise is due to 
Allah, the Lord of all the worlds.' 


40. SURAH AL-MU'MIN 
(THE BELIEVER) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
85 verses and 9 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 

40:1. Ha-Meem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 

40:2. This Book (ie. the 
Qur'aan) is the revelation from 
Allah, the Most Honourable, 
the All-Knowing. 


40:3. The Forgiver of sins, and 
the Acceptor of repentance, the 
Severe in punishing, the Greatly 
Rewarding; there is no one 
worthy of worship except Him; 
only towards Him is the return. 


40:4. No one disputes in the 
verses of Allah except the 
disbelievers, therefore oO 
listener! Let not their free 
movements in the land deceive 
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40:5. Before them, the people of 
Nooh and the groups after 
them had belied; and every 
nation intended to seize their 
Messenger, and they fought 
with false (arguments), that 
they eradicate the truth with it, 
so I seized them, then how was 
My punishment? 


40:6. And this is how the Word 
of your Lord has been decreed 
upon the disbelievers, that they 
are the people of Hell. 


40:7. Those (angels) who carry the 
Throne and those who are 
around it proclaim the Purity of 
their Lord while praising Him, 
and they believe in Him and seek 
forgiveness for the believers; 
(saying) 'O our Lord, everything 
is encompassed by Your Mercy 
and Knowledge, therefore forgive 
those who repented and followed 
Your path, and save them from 
the punishment of Hell.' 


40:8. 'O our Lord, and admit 
them into the Gardens of 
dwelling which you have 
promised them, and (as well as) 

who are virtuous 
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amongst their forefathers, and 
their wives, and their offspring. 
Indeed, only You are the Most 
Honourable, the Wise.' 


40:9. 'And save them from the 
evil consequences of sins; and 
whomever You save from the 
evil consequences of sins on 
that Day, so You indeed had 
mercy upon him; and only this 
is the great success.' 


40:10. The disbelievers will 
indeed be called; that 'Indeed, 
Allah's displeasure with you is 
greater than your own disgust 
with yourselves on this Day, 
whereas when you were called 
towards faith, you would 
consequently deny.' 


40:11. They will say, 'O Our 
Lord! You have given us death 
twice, and twice You have 
given us life, we now confess 
our sins, so is there even a way 
out (for us) from the Fire?' 


40:12, This has occurred because of 
this, that when (for the purpose of 
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40:13. It is He Who shows you 
His signs and sends down 
sustenance from the sky for 
you, and no one accepts advice 
but he who turns (to Him in 
repentance). 


40:14. Therefore, worship Allah, 
being solely His devoted 
bondsmen, even if the 
disbelievers get annoyed. 


40:15. (Allah is) the Bestower of 
high ranks, the Owner of the 
Throne; it is He Who instils the 
soul of faith, (meaning) 
revelation into the one He wills 
amongst His bondsmen, in 
order that he (who receives 
revelation) may warn (people) 
about the Day of meeting. 


40:16. The Day when they will be 
totally visible; nothing from their 
matters will be hidden from 
Allah. (Allah will say on that 
Day) 'For whom is the kingdom 
this Day?! (He will respond 
Himself) ‘For Allah, (Who is) the 
One, the Dominant on all.' 


40:17. This Day each soul will 
be repaid for what it has done; 
no one will be wronged this 
day. Indeed, Allah is Swift at 
taking account. 
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40:18. And warn them of the 
Day of the forthcoming 
calamity, when hearts will rise 
up to the throats filled with 
grief; and the disbelievers will 
have neither any friend nor any 
intercessor who may be heard. 


40:19. Allah knows the secret 
(ie. immoral) glance and all 
what is hidden in the hearts. 


40:20. And Allah decides with 
true judgement; and_ those 
whom they worship instead of 
Him, they do not judge at all. 
Indeed, only Allah is the All- 
Hearing, the All-Seeing. 


40:21. So, did they not travel in 
the land in order to see what 
the outcome was of those 
before them? They (ie. the 
former ones) were greater than 
them in their strength and (in) 
the signs they left behind on the 
earth, so Allah (still) seized 
them on account of their sins, 
and they had no one to save 
them from Allah. 


40:22. This occurred because 
their Messengers came to them 
with clear signs, then they would 
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disbelieve, so Allah seized them; 
indeed, Allah is All-Powerful, 
Severe in Punishment. 


40:23. And indeed, We sent 
Moosa with Our signs and a 
clear proof. 


40:24. Towards Fir'awn and 
Haamaan and Qaaroon. So, 
they said, '(Moosa is) a 
magician, a big liar.’ 


40:25. Then, when he brought 
the truth from upon them from 
Us, they said, 'Kill the sons of 
those who believe in him, and 
keep the women alive.’ And the 
(evil) scheme of the disbelievers 
is nothing but a wandering one. 


40:26. And said Fir'awn, ‘Leave 
me to kill Moosa and he may 
supplicate to his Lord; I fear 
that he may change your 
religion or cause chaos in the 
land. 


40:27. Said Moosa, 'I seek 
refuge in my Lord and your 
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Lord from every arrogant 
person who does not believe in 
the Day of reckoning.’ 


40:28. And said a Muslim man 
from the people of Fir'awn who 
used to hide his faith, 'You 
want to kill a man just because 
he says, “Allah is my Lord,” 
whereas, he has indeed brought 
clear signs to you from your 
Lord? And hypothetically if he 
is speaking incorrectly, so the 
calamity of wrongful speech is 
upon him. And if he is truthful, 
so part of (the calamity of) that 
what he promises you will 
reach you. Indeed, Allah does 
not guide any transgressor, 
excessive liar.' 


40:29. 'O my people! Kingship 
is yours today, you have 
dominance in this land; so, who 
will save us from Allah's 
punishment if it comes upon 
us?' Said Fir'awn, 'I explain to 
you only what I see (as correct), 
and I show you only the path of 
goodness.' 


40:30. And the believer said, 'O 
my people! I fear for you a Day 
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(of punishment), similar to that 
of the earlier groups.' 


40:31. 'Like the tradition of (the 
punishment which befell) the 
People of Nooh, and 'Aad, and 
Thamood and others after 
them; and Allah does not desire 
injustice on (His) bondsmen.' 


40:32. 'And O my people! I fear 
for you a Day in which there 
will be mutual calling.' 


40:33. 'A Day when you will 
turn back fleeing; no one can 
save you from Allah; and 
whomever Allah causes to go 
astray, there is no one to guide 
him.' 


40:34. 'And Yusuf indeed came 
to you with clear signs before 
this, you consequently 
remained doubtful concerning 
what he had brought; to the 
extent that when he departed 
(from this world), you said, 
‘Allah will surely not send any 
Messenger now after him.' This 
is how Allah causes to go astray 
he who is a transgressor, (and) 
doubtful. 
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40:35. (They are) those who 
dispute regarding the verses of 
Allah without any proof which 
has come to them. How greatly 
disgusting this is, according to 
Allah and according to the 
believers. This is how Allah 
seals the heart of every 
arrogant, rebellious person. 


40:36. And said Fir'awn, 'O 
Haamaan! Build a high palace 
for me, in order that I may 
reach the paths.' 


40:37. Which paths? 'The paths 
of the heavens, in order that I 
may glimpse at the God of 
Moosa, and I indeed think he is 
a liar,' This is how the evil deed 
of Fir'awn was made to seem 
good in his sight, and he was 
stopped from the (straight) path. 
And the evil scheme of Fir'awn 
was bound to be ruined. 


40:38. And the believer said, 'O 
my people! Follow me, I shall 
show you the way of goodness. 


40:39. 'O my people! The life of 
this world is just a little 
enjoyment, and the Hereafter is 
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indeed the everlasting abode.’ 


40:40. 'Whoever commits an evil 
deed, so he will not be repaid 
except to the same extent; and 
whoever does a good deed, 
whether a man or a woman, and 
is a Muslim, so they will be 
admitted into Paradise, in which 
they will receive immeasurable 
sustenance,’ 


40:41. 'And O my people! What 
happened to me, that I call you 
towards salvation, whereas you 
call me towards Hell?! 


40:42. 'You call me towards this; 
that I should disbelieve in Allah 
and ascribe such, as partners to 
Him, about whom I have no 
knowledge, and I call you 
towards the Most Honourable, 
the Most Forgiving.' 


40:43. 'So, it is self-evident that 
whoever you call me to, calling 
him is of no use, neither in this 
world nor in the Hereafter, and 
this return of ours is towards 
Allah, and this; that only the 
transgressors are the people of 
Hell.’ 


40:44. 'And soon the time will 
come when you will remember 
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what I say to you; and I entrust 
my matters to Allah; indeed, 
Allah sees (His) bondsmen.' 


40:45. Henceforth, Allah saved 
him from the evils of their 
scheming, and an_ evil 
punishment surrounded the 
people of Fir'awn. 


40:46. The Fire upon which they 
are presented in the morning 
and the evening (in their graves); 
and the Day when the Hour will 
be established, an order will be 
given; 'Put the people of Fir'awn 
into the most devastating 
punishment.' 


40:47. And when they will fight 
amongst themselves in the Fire, 
so those who were weak will 
say to those who became 
boastful (in the world), 'We 
were your followers, so will 
you reduce from us some of the 
punishment of the Fire?' 


40:48. Those who were arrogant 
(ie. the leaders of disbelievers) 
will say, 'We are all in the Fire; 
indeed, Allah has already 
passed the judgement amongst 
(His) bondsmen.' 


40:49, And those who are in the 
Fire said to its guards, 
‘Supplicate to your Lord to 
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decrease the punishment upon 
us for (just) one day.' 


40:50. They (the guards) said, 
'Did your Messengers not bring 
clear signs to you?! They (the 
disbelievers) said, 'Why not (ie. 
certainly)!' They (the guards) 
said, ‘So, you yourselves should 
supplicate.' And the supplication 
of the disbelievers is nothing but 
mere wandering. 


40:51. Indeed, We will 
definitely help Our Messengers 
and the believers, in the life of 
this world and on the Day 
when the witnesses will be 
standing. 


40:52. The Day on which the 
excuses of the unjust will not be 
of any use to them, and for them 
is the curse, and for them is the 
wretched home. 


40:53. And indeed, We gave 
Moosa guidance and made the 
Children of Israel the inheritors 
of the Book. 


40:54. Guidance and advice for 
the people of intellect. 


40:55. Therefore, be patient, O 
Beloved; undoubtedly, the 
promise of Allah is true, and 
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seek forgiveness for the sins of 
your people; and while praising 
your Lord, proclaim His Purity 
in the morning and _ the 
evening. 


40:56. Those who dispute 
concerning the verses of Allah 
without any proof which came to 
but a craving for greatness which 
they shall never reach. Therefore, 
seek the refu of Allah; indeed, 

All-Hearing, the 


40:57. Certainly the creation of 
the heavens and the earth is far 
greater than the creation of 
mankind, but most people 
know not. 


40:58. And the blind and the 
seeing are not equal, nor are the 
believers who perform good 
deeds and the evildoers equal; 
how little do you ponder. 


40:59. Indeed, the Last Day is 
definitely forthcoming, there is 
no doubt in it, but most people 
do not believe. 


40:00. And your’ Lord 
proclaimed, 'Supplicate to Me, I 
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will accept (it); indeed, those 
who remain arrogant regarding 
worshipping Me will soon enter 
Hell humiliated.' 


40:61. It is Allah Who created 
the night for you that you may 
get rest in it, and the day an 
eye-opener (for you to see). 
Indeed, Allah is Most Bountiful 
towards people, but most 
people do not give thanks. 


40:62. He is Allah; your Lord, 
the Creator of all things, no one 
is worthy of worship except 
Him, so to where are you 
returning? 


40:63. This is how those who 
deny the verses of Allah turn 
away. 


40:64. It is Allah Who made for 
you the earth a resting place 
and the sky a canopy (ie. a 
roof), and formed you, hence 
gave you the best shape, and 
gave you pure things as 
sustenance; this is Allah, your 
Lord. So, Most Blessed is Allah, 
the Lord of all the worlds. 
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40:65. It is He Who is Alive (on 
His own accord); no one is to be 
worshipped except Him; so, 
worship Him being His 
devoted bondsmen. All praise 
is due to Allah, the Lord of all 
the worlds. 


40:66. Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
have been forbidden to worship 
those whom you worship other 
than Allah, since clear proofs 
have come to me from my 
Lord. And I have _ been 
commanded to submit to the 
Lord of all the worlds.' 


40:67. It is He Who created you 
from clay, then from a drop of 
liquid (i.e. sperm), then from a 
clot of blood, and then brings 
you forth as a child, then keeps 
you alive for you to reach 
adulthood then to become old; 
and some amongst you pass 
away earlier, and (this is done 
for the reason) that you may 
reach an appointed term, and in 
order that you may understand. 


40:68. It is He Who gives life 
and causes death, then 
whenever He decrees 
something, so He only says to it 
'Be,' it immediately becomes.

Undoubtedly, Allah's 
promise (of punishment for the 
disbelievers) is true, so whether 
We show you some of that thing 
(ie. punishment) of which is 
promised to them, or cause you 
to pass away before it, in any 
case they are to return to only Us. 


40:78. And indeed, We sent many 
Messengers before you, amongst 
them are those whose accounts 
We have related to you, and 
them are those whose 
accounts We have not related to 
you. And it is not befitting for any

the animals for you that you 
ride some of them, and eat the 
meat of some. 


40:80. And in them are numerous 
benefits for you, and for you to 
reach your heart's desires on 
their backs, and you ride upon 
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them and upon the ships. 


40:81. And He shows you His 
signs, so which of the signs of 
Allah will you deny? 


40:82. Did they not travel the 
land, that they could see what 
was the outcome of those 
before them? They were more 
than them in number, and they 
exceeded them in strength and 
(in) the signs they left behind 
on the earth, so what benefit 
did they get from what they 
earned?

41:3. A Book, the verses of 
which are explained in detail, 
the Qur'aan (is) in Arabic, for 
the people of intellect. 


41:4. A giver of glad tidings 
and warning, so most of them 
turned away; hence, they do 
not listen (to it attentively). 


41:5. And they say, ‘Our hearts 
are covered against the matter 
towards which you call us, and 
there is deafness in our ears, 
and there is a barrier between 
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us and you; so, you do your 
work and we do our work.' 


41:6. Say you (O Beloved), ‘In 
being human, (physically) I am 
like you (but not in any other 
aspect); I receive revelation that 
your God is only One God;

41:9. Say you (O Beloved), 'Do 
you people disbelieve in Him 
Who created the earth in two 
days, and you appoint equals to 
Him? He is the Lord of all the 
worlds.' 


41:10. And therein He placed 
(mountains as) anchors from 


for those who dwell therein; all 
this in four days; a proper answer 
to those who question. 
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41:11. He then intended towards 
(the creation of) the heaven and 
it was smoke; He henceforth said 
to it and to the earth, 'Both of 
you present yourselves, willingly 
or unwillingly.’ They said, 'We 
present ourselves willingly.’ 


41:12, He then formed them 
into seven heavens in two days, 
and to each heaven He sent its 
task. And We decorated the 
lower heaven with lamps, and 
for protection (so the devils do 
not reach it); this is measured 
by the Most Honourable, the 
All-Knowing.

Did 
they not know that Allah, Who 
created them, is more Powerful 
than them? And they used to 
deny Our verses.

To the extent that when 
they will reach there, their ears, 
and their eyes and their skins 
will testify against their doings. 


41:21. And they will say to their 
skins, 'Why did you testify 
against us?' They will say, 
‘Allah has made us talk Who 
has given speaking power to all 
things, and it is He Who 
created you the first time, and it 
is towards only Him you are to 
return. 


41:22. And how could you hide 
from this, that your ears, and 
your eyes and your skins may 
not testify against you? But you 
had thought that Allah does not 
know many of your deeds.

Lord, and it had ruined you, so 
you are now amongst those who 
have been defeated. 


41:24. Then if are patient 
(with the punishment of the Fire), 
so the Fire is their home; and if 
they beg for appeasement, no one 
will agree to their pleading for 
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41:25. And We appointed some 
companions for them, who 
made what is before them and 
what is after them seem good in 
their (ie. disbelievers') eyes, 
and the Word (of punishment) 
was decreed upon them along 
with the groups of Jinn and 
humans who had already gone 
before them; they were indeed 
losers. 


41:26. And the disbelievers said, 
'Do not listen to this Qur'aan, 
and make absurd noise in it (Le. 
when it is recited); perhaps you 
dominate in this way (in order 
to stop the recitation).' 


41:27. So, We will indeed 
definitely make the disbelievers 
taste severe punishment, and 
We will indeed repay them for 
their worst deeds. 


41:28. This is the recompense of 
Allah's enemies, the Fire; they 
have to stay therein forever; the 
punishment of this, that they 
used to deny Our verses. 


41:29. And the disbelievers 
said, 'O our Lord! Show us 
both, amongst Jinn and 
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humans, who misled us, that 
we may put them beneath our 
feet that they remain (in) the 
lowest of the lowest (of Hell).' 


41:30. Indeed, those who said, 
‘Allah is our Lord,’ then 
remained firm upon it, the 
angels descend upon them 
(saying) that 'Do not fear nor 
grieve, and be happy for the 
Paradise which you were 
promised.' 


41:31. (The angels say) 'We are 
your friends in the life of this 
world and in the Hereafter. 
And therein for you is that 
which your hearts desire, and 
therein for you is that what you 
ask for.' 


41:32. ‘Hospitality from the 
Most Forgiving, the Most 
Merciful.’ 


41:33. And whose speech is 
better than he who calls 
towards his Lord and does 
righteous deeds, and says, 'I am 
a Muslim.'? 
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41:34. And the good deed and 
the evil deed will never be 
equal. O listener! Repel evil 
with goodness, thereupon the 
one between whom and you 
there was enmity will become 
like a close friend (at that time). 


41:35. And no one receives this 
wealth except those who are 
patient; and no one attains this 
except the one who is 
extremely fortunate. 


41:36. And if there comes to 
you from the Devil an evil 
suggestion, so seek refuge in 
Allah. Indeed, He is the All- 
Hearing, the All-Knowing. 


41:37. And amongst His signs 
are the night, and the day, and 
the sun, and the moon; do not 
prostrate to the sun nor the 
moon, but prostrate to Allah 
Who has created them, if you 
are His bondsmen. 


41:38. So, if these (ie. the 
disbelievers) are arrogant, those 
(ie. the angels) who are with 
your Lord hence proclaim His

Purity night and day, and they 
do not become exhausted. 


41:39. And amongst His signs is 
that you see the earth lying 
worthless, then when We sent 
down water on it, it freshened 
up and grew forth. Indeed, He 
Who gave it life will definitely 
revive the dead. Indeed, He is 
Able to do all things. 


41:40. Indeed, those who 
deviate from the right way 
concerning Our verses are not 


hidden from Us. So, is he who 
will be cast into the fire better 
or he who comes secure on the 
Day of Resurrection? Do 
whatever you wish, He is 
indeed observing your deeds. 


41:41. Indeed, those who 6% 
denied the remembrance (i.e. 

the Qur'aan) when it came to 

them, do not ask about the state 

of their ruin; and that is indeed 

an Honourable Book. 


41:42, Falsehood cannot 
approach it, neither from its 
front nor from its back (nor any 
side); it has been sent down by 
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the Wise, the Most Praiseworthy. 


41:43. You are not to be told 
except what was said to the 
Messengers before you; that 
"Undoubtedly, your Lord is the 
Possessor of forgiveness, and the 
Owner of painful punishment.’ 


41:44, And if We had made it a 
Qur'aan of a non-Arabic 
language, so they would have 
definitely said that 'Why were 
its verses not explained in 
detail?' Is the Book non-Arabic 
and the Prophet an Arab? Say 
you (O Beloved), 'It is guidance 
and cure for the believers.’ And 
there is deafness in the ears of 
those who do not believe, and it 
is blindness upon them, as if 
they are being called from a far- 
off place. 


41:45. And We indeed gave the 
Book (ie. the Tawrah) to Moosa, 
so a dispute was made i 

it. And had it not been for a Word 
that had already been decreed 
from your Lord (ie. fixing 
accountability in the Hereafter), so 

the judgement would have been 
immediately passed upon them; 
and indeed, they are definitely in 
a deceptive doubt regarding it. 


41:46. Whosoever does a good 
deed, it is for his own good; 
and whoever commits evil, it is 
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41:47. The knowledge of the 
Last Day is attributed to only 
Him; and no fruit comes out 
from its peel, and nor does any 
female conceive nor give birth, 
but with His knowledge; and 
on the Day when He will call 
out to them (i.e. the polytheists), 
'Where are My partners (whom 
you associated)?' They will say, 
'We have told You that no one 
amongst us can testify (that You 
have partners).' 


41:48. And they have lost what 
they used to worship before, 
and they have perceived that 
they do not have a place to 
escape (from punishment). 


41:49. Man does not tire of 
seeking goodness; and if some 
misfortune reaches him, so he 
loses hope, despairing. 


41:50. And if We make him 
taste Our Mercy after the 
hardship which befell him, so 
he will say, 'This is mine, and in 
my perception, the Last Day 
will not be established, and if I 
were to be returned to my Lord, 
so there is also definitely only 
goodness for me by Him.' So, 
We shall definitely inform the 
disbelievers of what they did, 
and We shall definitely make 
them taste a dense punishment. 
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41:51. And when We favour 
man, so he turns his face away 
and draws back to himself 
(instead of coming closer to 
Us); and when some hardship 
reaches him, so he is the one 
with a lengthy supplication. 


41:52. Say you (O Beloved), 'So 
tell (me), if this Qur'aan is from 
Allah, then you denied it; so, 
who is more astray than the one 
who is in far stubbornness?’ 


41:53. We shall now show them 
Our signs in the entire universe 
and within their own selves, 
until it becomes clear to them 
that indeed, that (ie. the 
Qur'aan) is the truth. Is your 
Lord not sufficient to be 
Witness over all things? 


41:54. Listen! They are 
definitely doubtful regarding 
meeting their Lord. Listen! He 
encompasses all things.

42. SURAH AL-SHOORA (THE 
CONSULTATION) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
53 verses and 5 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


421. HaMeem.

alphabet; Allah and His Messenger 
know their exact meanings.) 

42:2, ‘Ain-Seen-Qaaf. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 


alphabet; Allah and His Messenger 
know their exact meanings.) 


42:3, This is how Allah, the Most 
Honourable, the All-Wise, sends 
revelation to you (O Beloved), 
and to those before you. 


42:4. Only to Him belongs 
whatever is in the heavens and 
whatever is in the earth; and 
only He is the Exalted, the Great. 


42:5. It is near that the heavens 
may split apart from above them 
(due to His fear and awe), and 
the angels glorify their Lord 
while praising Him and. seek 
forgiveness for those on earth 
(ie. the believers). Pay heed! 
Indeed, only Allah is the Most 
Forgiving, the Most Merciful. 


42:6. And those who have 
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chosen helpers other than Allah 
(ie the false deities), they are in 
the sight of Allah, and you are 
not responsible for them. 


42:7, And this is how We have 
revealed to you an Arabic 
Qur'aan, that you may warn the 
people of the mother of all 
cities; (ie.) Makkah, and all 
those around it, and you should 
warn of the Day of assembling 
in which there is no doubt. One 
group is in Paradise (i.e. the 
believers), and one group is in 
Hell (i.e. the disbelievers). 


42:8. And had Allah willed, so 
He would have made them all 
upon one religion, but He takes 
whomsoever He wills into His 
Mercy; and the unjust do not 
have any friend nor any helper. 


42:9. Have they appointed 
helpers other than Allah (ie their 
idols)? So, (they must know that) 
only Allah is the Helper, and He 
will revive the dead, and He is 
Able to do all things. 


42:10. ‘And in whatever you 
differ, so its judgement is with 
Allah; this is my Lord, I relied 
upon Him, and towards Him I 
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42:11. The Maker of the 
heavens and the earth; He has 
created pairs for you from your 
own selves and (also) male and 
female animals. From it He 
causes your generation to 
spread, no one is like Him and 
only He is the All-Hearing, the 
All-Seeing. 


42:12. For only Him are the 
keys of the heavens and the 
earth; He _ increases the 
sustenance for whomsoever He 
wills and restricts it (for 
whomever He wills); indeed, 
He knows everything. 


42:13. He has established for 
you that path of the religion 
which He commanded to Nooh, 
and what We have revealed to 
you (O Beloved), and what We 
had commanded to Ibrahim and 
Moosa and 'Eisa; that ‘Keep the 
religion properly established, 
and do not create divisions in it.' 
The polytheists find that (to be) 
unbearable, towards which you 
call them, and Allah chooses for 
His closeness whomsoever He 
wills and guides towards 
Himself whomsoever turns 
(towards His obedience). 


42:14, And they did not cause 
divisions except after this; that, 
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knowledge had come to them, 
because of jealousy amongst 
themselves. And had it not 
been for a Word of your Lord 
(i.e. delaying the punishment of 
the disbelievers) that had 
already been decreed until a 
fixed time, so judgement would 
have been passed upon them a 
long time ago. And indeed, 
those who inherited the Book 
after them, they are in a 
deceptive doubt concerning it. 


42:15. So, for this reason, call (to 
bring them into the folds of 
Islam), and remain firm, as you 
are commanded to, and do not 
follow their desires; and say 
that 'I believed in whichever 
Book Allah has sent down, and 
I am commanded to judge 
fairly between you. Allah is our 
Lord and your Lord, of 
everyone; our deed is for us 
and what you did is for you. 
There is no (need for an) 
argument between us and you; 
Allah will gather all of us 
together and towards only Him 
is the return.' 


42:16. And those who fight 
concerning Allah after the 
Muslims have accepted His 
invitation; their argument does 
not have any weight at all 
before their Lord, and upon 
them is the wrath (of Allah), 
and for them is a_ severe 
punishment. 
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42:17. It is Allah Who has sent 
down the Book with the truth 
and the Scale of Justice; and 
what do you know, perhaps the 
Hour is near. 


42:18. Those who do not believe 
in it are hastening in it, and 
those who believe in it are 
fearing it and know that it is 
indeed the truth. Beware! 
Indeed, those who doubt the 
Last Day are definitely in far 
error. 


42:19, Allah is All-Subile with His 
bondsmen, He bestows sustenance 
to whomsoever He wills; and only 
He is the All-Powerful, the Most 
Honourable. 


42:20. Whosoever desires the 
harvest of the Hereafter, We 
increase his harvest for him; 
and whoever desires the 
harvest of this world, We will 
give him some of it, and he has 
no share in the Hereafter. 


42:21. Or do they have other 
deities who have brought 
forward that religion for them 
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which Allah has not permitted? 
Had there not been the promise 
of a decision (that Allah gave 
respite to the disbelievers), 
judgement would have therefore 
been passed amongst them here. 
And indeed, for the unjust is a 
painful punishment. 


42:22. You will see the 
wrongdoers being terrified of 
their own earnings, and it (the 
outcome) will certainly befall 
them; and those who believed 
and performed good deeds are 
in meadows of Paradise; for 
them, by their Lord, is whatever 
they desire; only this is the great 
Benevolence (of Allah). 


42:23. This is that of which 
Allah gives the glad tidings to 
His bondsmen who believed 
and did good deeds. Say you 
(O Beloved), 'I do not ask any 
recompense from you for this 
(propagation of religion) except 
(your) love for (my near) 
relatives.' And whosoever 
performs a good deed, so We 
further increase goodness in it 
for him; indeed, Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Appreciative. 


42:24, Or do they say this; that 
'He (ie. the Beloved Prophet 
Muhammad) has fabricated lie

He could set a seal of His Mercy 
and protection upon your heart. 
And Allah wipes out falsehood 
and proves the truth {ie. Islam) 
by His Word. Indeed, He knows 
what is within the hearts. 


42:25. And it is He Who accepts 
the repentance of His 
bondsmen, and pardons the 
sins (of His bondsmen), and 
knows whatever you do. 


42:26. And He accepts the 
supplication of those who 
believed and did good deeds, and 
by His Benevolence gives them 
more reward. And for the 
disbelievers is severe punishment. 


the sustenance for all of His 
bondsmen, they would have 
therefore definitely caused 
turmoil in the earth, but He sends 
down (the sustenance) with a set 
measure as much as He wills. 
Indeed, He is Well Aware of His 
bondmen, He sees them. 


42:28. And it is He Who sends 
down the rain when they have 
given up hope and spreads His 
Mercy; and He is the Helper, 
the Most Praiseworthy. 
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42:29. And amongst His signs is 
the creation of the heavens and 
the earth, and the walking 
creatures in them which have 
been spread out. And He is 
Powerful in gathering them 
whenever He wills. 


42:30. And whatever calamity 
befell you, that is because of 
what your hands have earned; 
and He pardons much. 


42:31. And you cannot escape 
from the control (of Allah) in 
the earth; and you have neither 
a friend nor any helper against 
Allah. 


42:32. And amongst His signs 
are (the ships) sailing on the 
sea, like mountains. 


42:33. If He wants, He can stop 
the winds; that (the ships) 
remain still on the surface of it 
(ie. the sea). Indeed, in this are 
definitely signs for every greatly 
patient, greatly thankful one. 


42:34. Or He may destroy them 
(by drowning them) due to the 
sins of people and He may 
forgive much. 
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42:35. And those who dispute 
regarding Our verses may 
realise that they do not have 
any place to escape. 


42:36. Whatever you have 
received is only beneficial in the 
life of this world, and that which 
is with Allah is far better and 
more lasting for those who 
believed and rely upon their Lord. 


42:37. And (for) those who 
avoid major sins, and 
indecencies, and forgive when 


they are angry. 


42:38. And those who obeyed 
the command of their Lord and 
kept Salah established, and 
whose matters are (decided) 
with mutual consultation, and 
who spend some in Our Path 
from what We have bestowed 
upon them. 


42:39. And those who, when 
they are wronged, take revenge 
(accordingly). 


42:40. The retribution for an 
evil act is an evil equal to 
exactly that; so whosoever 
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forgave and made amends, his 
reward is therefore upon (the 
responsibility of the Generosity 
of) Allah. Indeed, He does not 
befriend the unjust. 


42:41. And indeed, whosoever 
took revenge of him being 
oppressed, there is no way of 
them being blamed. 


42:42. Blame is only for those 
who oppress people and 
wrongfully spread turmoil in 
the land; for them is a painful 
punishment. 


42:43. And indeed, whosoever 
observed patience and forgave, 
so these are indeed acts of great 
courage. 


42:44. And whomever Allah 
causes to go astray, there is no 
friend for him against Allah; 
and you will see the 
wrongdoers that when they 
will see the punishment, they 
will say, Is there any way of 
going back?! 


42:45. And you will see them 
that they are being presented 
upon the fire, cowering with 
disgrace, looking sneakily. And 
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the believers will say, 'Indeed, 
ruined are those who have lost 
their lives and their families on 
the Day of Resurrection.’ Pay 
heed! Indeed, the unjust are in 
everlasting punishment. 


42:46. And they had no friends 
to help them against Allah; and 
there is no way at all for him 
whom Allah causes to go 
astray. 


42:47, Obey the command of 
your Lord before the arrival of 
that Day which is not to be 
averted from Allah. You will 
not have any refuge on that 
Day, nor shall there be any 
room of denial for you. 


42:48, Hence, if they turn away, 
so We have not sent you as a 
guardian over them; upon you 
is nothing but to convey (the 
message). And when We let 
man taste some mercy from Us, 
he rejoices thereof; and if some 
harm reaches them as a 
recompense of what their 
hands have sent ahead, man is 
therefore greatly unthankful. 
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42:49. For only Allah is the 
kingship of the heavens and the 
earth; He creates whatever He 
wills; He may bestow daughters 
to whomsoever He wills, and 
sons to whomsoever He wills. 


42:50. Or may mix them; the 
sons and daughters, and may 
make infertile whomever He 
wills. Indeed, He is All- 
Knowing, All-Powerful. 


42:51. And it is not appropriate 
for any human being that Allah 
should speak to him except as a 
revelation, or while the human 
being is on that side of the veil 
of Greatness (of Allah), or He 
sends an angel to reveal by His 
command whatever He wills. 
Indeed, He is All-Supreme, All- 
Wise. 


42:52. And this is how We sent 
the revelation to you (O Beloved); 
an entity which gives life (to 
faith) by Our command. (Without 
Our teaching) before this, neither 
did you know the Book nor the 
intricate commands (of the 
religion), but We have made this 
(ie. the Qur'aan) a light by which 
We guide whomever We will 
from Our bondsmen; and indeed, 
you definitely show the Straight 
Path (of Islamic Shari'ah). 


42:53. The path of Allah, that 
only to Him belongs whatever 
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is in the heavens and whatever 
is in the earth. Pay heed! All 
matters return to only Allah. 


43. SURAH AL-ZUKHRUF (THE 
ADORNMENT) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
89 verses and 7 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


43:1. HaMeem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His Messenger 
know their exact meanings.) 


43:2. By the oath of the 
Luminous Qur'aan. 


43:3. We have sent it as an 
Arabic Qur'aan so that you may 
understand. 


43:4, And that (i.e. the Qur'aan) 
is undoubtedly in the Mother- 
Book (i.e. the Preserved Tablet) 
with Us, (which is) definitely 
exalted, full of wisdom. 


43:5. So, shall We take away the 
remembrance (i.e. the Qur'aan) 


from you because you people 
go beyond the limit? 
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43:6. And how many conveyors 
of the unseen news (ie. 
Prophets) did We send 
amongst the earlier people? 


43:7. And whenever any 
conveyor of the unseen (ie. 
Prophet) came to them, they 
only mocked him. 


43:8. We henceforth destroyed 
the people who were more 
forceful than these, and the state 
of the earlier ones has already 
passed. 


43:9. And if you ask them, 'Who 
has created the heavens and the 
earth?! they will hence definitely 
say, 'The Most Honourable, the 
All-Knowing has created them.' 


43:10. The One Who made the 
earth a bed for you, and made 
paths therein for you; that you 
may find the path (of 
guidance). 


43:11. And Who sent down 
water from the sky with a 
proper measure, so We revived 
a dead city with it. This is how 
you will be brought forth (on 
the Day of Resurrection). 
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43:12. And the One Who 
created all pairs, and made 
from the ships and the animals 
(a means of) transportation for 
you. 


43:13. That you may sit 
properly on their backs and 
then remember your Lord's 
favour when you have sat on 
them properly, and say in this 
manner, 'Glory be to Him Who 
has given this transportation in 
our control, and this was not to 
be in our control.' 


43:14. 'And indeed, we have to 
return to our Lord.' 


43:15. And they have appointed 
some of His bondsmen to be a 
part of Him; mankind is indeed 
clearly ungrateful. 


43:16. Has He chosen daughters 
for Himself from His creation 
and specifically chosen sons for 
you? 


43:17, And when one of them is 
given the glad tidings of that 
thing (ie. the birth of a 
daughter) which he has 
attributed to the Most Gracious, 
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his face therefore remains 
darkened the whole day and he 
is grief-stricken. 


43:18. (Do they then like for 
Allah) the one who is brought 
up in ornament (i.e. women), 
and in argument cannot make 
herself clear. 


43:19. And they regarded the 
angels to be females who are 
the bondsmen of the Most 
Gracious; were they present at 
the time of their creation? Now 
their testimony will be 
recorded and an answer will be 
demanded from them. 


43:20. And they said, 'If the 
Most Gracious willed, we 
would not have worshipped 
them (i.e. the angels).' They do 
not know its reality at all; they 
only make speculations. 


43:21. Or have We given them 
some book before this which 
they are holding firmly? 


43:22. Rather, they said, 'We 
found our forefathers upon a 
(particular) religion, and we are 
following their footsteps.’ 


43:23. And similarly, whenever 
We sent any warner before you 
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(O Beloved) into any town, its 
wealthy people said only this; 
that 'We found our forefathers 
upon a (particular) religion, 
and we are following in their 
footsteps.’ 


43:24. The Prophet (Muhammad) 
said, 'Even if I bring to you a 
path more upright than what 
you found your forefathers 
following?' They said, 'We do 
not believe in whatever you 
have been sent with.’ 


43:25. We henceforth took 
revenge on them; therefore, see 
how was the outcome of those 
who belie. 


43:26. And when Ibrahim said 
to his father and his people, 'I 
am disgusted with that which 
you worship.' 


43:27. ‘Except He Who has 
created me Who will definitely 


direct me very soon.' 


43:28. And Ibrahim kept this 
statement (of the Oneness of 
Allah) as a legacy amongst his 
progeny, in order that they may 
refrain (from the evil of 
associating partners with Allah). 
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43:29. Rather, I gave them and 
their forefathers the benefits of 
this world until the truth (ie. the 
Qur'aan) and the (Beloved) 
Messenger who clearly conveyed 
the message came to them. 


43:30. And when the truth came 
to them, they said, 'This is 
magic, and we disbelieve in it.’ 


43:31. And they said, 'Why was 
the Qur'aan not sent down 
upon some chief of these two 
great towns (i.e. Makkah and 
Taa'if)?' 


43:32. Are they the distributors 
of your Lord's Mercy? We have 
distributed amongst them their 
goods of livelihood in the life of 
this world, and We raised some 
of them over others in ranks, 
that one (i.e. a rich disbeliever) 
would mock the other (ie. a 
poor believer); and the Mercy 
of your Lord is better than all 
what they gather. 


43:33. And had it not been that 
all the people would follow one 
religion (of the disbelievers by 
seeing their affluence), so We 
would have definitely provided 
for the deniers of the Most 
Gracious silver roofs and 
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stairways of silver whereby 
they could climb. 


43:34. And doors of silver for 
their houses, and couches of 
silver upon which they could 
recline. 


43:35. And various kinds of 
adornments; and all this is only 
goods for the life of this world; 
and the Hereafter with your 
Lord is for the pious. 


43:36. And whoever has 
blinded himself from _ the 
remembrance of the Most 
Gracious, We appoint a devil 
upon him, that he stays (with 
him) as his companion. 


43:37. And indeed, those devils 
prevent them from _ the 
(straight) path, and they think 
this; that they are on the 
(straight) path. 


43:38. Until when a disbeliever 
will come to Us, he will say to 
his devil, 'Alas! If only there 
was the distance of East and 
West between me and you.' So, 
what an evil companion he is. 


43:39. (It will be said to them) 
‘And you will never benefit 
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from them this Day, since you 
have committed injustice; that 
you all share the punishment.' 


43:40. So, will you make the 
deaf hear, or show the path to 
the blind and to those who are 


in open error? 


43:41. So, if We take you away 
(O Beloved), We shall definitely 
henceforth take revenge on 
them. 


43:42, Or show you what We 
have promised them (ie. 
punishment); so We have 
complete power over them. 


43:43, Therefore, hold firm on 
to what We have revealed to 
you, indeed, you are on the 
Straight Path. 


43:44. And indeed, it (i.e. the 
Qur'aan) is undoubtedly a 
tribute for you and for your 
nation; and you will soon be 
questioned. 


43:45. And (O Beloved) ask 
those Messengers whom We 
sent before you, 'Did We ever 
appoint gods to be worshipped 
other than the Most Gracious?’ 


(Never!) 
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43:46. And indeed, We sent 
Moosa along with Our signs 
towards Fir'awn and his chiefs, 
so he said, ‘Indeed, I am a 
Messenger of Him Who is the 
Owner of all the worlds.' 


43:47. When he then brought 
Our signs to them, they 
immediately began mocking 
them. 


43:48. And all the signs We 
showed them were greater than 
the earlier ones, and We seized 
them with calamity; that they 
may refrain. 


43:49. And they said that 'O 
(you) magician! Supplicate for 
us to your Lord, by the means 
of His covenant which is with 
you; we will certainly attain 
guidance.' 


43:50. When We then removed 
that calamity from them, they 
immediately broke the promise. 


43:51. And Fir'awn called out 
amongst his nation that 'O my 
people! Is the kingship of Egypt 
not for me, and these rivers 
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which flow beneath me? So, do 
you not see?’ 


43:52. 'Or am I (not) better than 
him (Moosa), who is an 
ordinary (man) and he does not 
seem to talk clearly?' 


43:53. ‘So, why was he not 
bestowed with bracelets of 
gold, or angels should have 
come with him staying by him?' 


43:54, Then he fooled his 
people, so they followed him; 
indeed, they were disobedient 
people. 


43:55. So, when they did that, 
due to which Our wrath 
descended upon them, We took 
revenge on them, We 
henceforth drowned them all. 


43:56. So, We made them a 
story of the past and an 
example for the latter people. 


43:57. And when the example of 
the son of Maryam is mentioned, 
your people start immediately 
laughing at it. 
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43:58. And they say, 'Are our 
deities better or he (i.e. 'Eisa)?' 
They did not say this to you 
except to dispute unjustly; 
rather, they are a quarrelsome 
people. 


43:59. He ('Eisa) is not but only 
a bondsman (of Allah), upon 
whom We have bestowed 
favour, and We made him a 
miraculous example for the 
Children of Israel. 


43:60. And had We willed, so 
We would have let the angels 
dwell on the earth instead of 
you. 


43:61. (O Beloved, tell them) 'And 
indeed, ne descending of) 'Eisa 
pm the heavens) is a sign of 

Da’ of Resurrection; 
therefore, never have doubt in 
the Day of Resurrection, and 
obey me; this is the Straight Path.' 


43:62. The Devil must never 
stop you (from following 
Shari'ah); he is indeed your 


open enemy. 


43:63. And when 'Eisa came 
with clear signs, he said, 'I have 
brought to you wisdom, and 
for this reason; that I explain to 
you some of the matters 
regarding which you dispute; 
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43:64. 'Allah is indeed my Lord 
and yours, therefore worship 
Him; this is the Straight Path.' 


43:65. Groups then differed 
amongst themselves; so, woe to 
the unjust people from the 
punishment of a painful Day. 


43:66. What are they waiting for 
except the Last Day, that it may 
suddenly come upon them 
while they are unaware? 


43:67. Close friends will turn 
into enemies of one another on 
that Day, except the pious. 


43:68. It will be said to them, 'O 
My bondsmen! This Day, there 
shall be no fear upon you nor 


any grief.' 


43:69. Those who believed in 
Our verses and were Muslims. 
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43:70. ‘Enter Paradise; you and 
your wives, as being 
entertained (as honoured 


guests).' 


43:71. Golden dishes and cups 
will be passed amongst them. 
And in it (will be everything) 
that the hearts desire, and 
which brings delight to the 
eyes; and you will live therein 
forever. 


43:72. 'And this is the Paradise 
which you are made to inherit 
because of your deeds.' 


43:73. 'For you are many fruits 
therein, from which you may 
eat.' 


43:74. Indeed, the culprits are to 
stay in the punishment of Hell 
forever. 


43:75. And it will never be made 
light upon them, and therein 
they will remain in despair. 


43:76. And We did not oppress 
them at all; yes, they 
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themselves were unjust. 


43:77. And they will cry out, 'O 
Maalik (i.e. the name of the 
guard of Hell)! Ask your Lord 
to destroy us.' He will say, 'You 
are to stay (forever).' 


43:78. Indeed, We have brought 
the truth to you, but most of 
you dislike the truth. 


43:79. Do they assume that they 
have made their work solid (by 
plotting against the Beloved 
Prophet Muhammad)? So, We 
shall make Our work solid (by 
punishing them). 


43:80. Do they (arrogantly) think 
that We do not listen to their 
whispers and their (hidden) 
consultation? Yes; why not, and 
Our angels are with them, 
writing down (their actions). 


43:81. Say you (O Beloved), Tf, 
hypothetically, the Most Gracious 
had. offspring, so I would have 
been the first to worship (it).' 


43:82. Purity is to the Lord of 
the heavens and the earth; the 
Lord of the Throne, from those 
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things which they fabricate. 


43:83. Therefore, leave them to 
utter vile speech and to play, 
until they confront that Day 
which they are promised. 


43:84. And only He is the God 
of those of the heaven and the 
God of those of the earth; and 
only He is the Wise, the All- 
Knowing. 


43:85. And Most Blessed is He, 
for Whom is the kingdom of the 
heavens, and the earth, and 
whatever is between them; and 
only with Him is the knowledge 
of the Last Day (and to whom 
He informs), and towards only 
Him you are to return. 


43:86. And those whom they 
worship other than Allah do not 
have the right of intercession. 
Yes, the right of intercession is 
only for those (beloveds of 
Allah) who testify to the truth 
and have knowledge. 


43:87. And if you ask them as to 
who created them, so they will 
definitely answer 'Allah,' so to 
where are they returning? 


43:88. And I swear an oath by 
this saying of the (Beloved) 
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Messenger; that 'O my Lord! 
These people do not believe.’ 


43:89. Therefore overlook them 
and just say, 'Salaamto;' that 
they will soon come to know 
(their outcome). 


44, SURAH AL-DUKHAAN 
(THE SMOKE) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
59 verses and 3 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


44:1. Ha-Meem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 


44:2. By the oath of that 
Luminous Book (i.e. the Qur'aan). 


44:3. We have indeed sent it 
down in a blessed night; 
indeed, it is We Who warn. 


44:4, Therein are distributed all 
the works of wisdom. 


44:5. By a command from Us. 
Indeed, it is We Who send 
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44:6. Mercy from your Lord; 
indeed, only He is the All- 
Hearing, the All-Knowing. 


44:7, He Who is the Lord of the 
heavens, and the earth and 
whatever is between them; (you 
will know this) if you have 
certainty. 


44:8. No one is worthy of 
worship except Him, He gives 
life and causes death; (He is) 
your Lord and the Lord of your 
previous forefathers. 


44:9. Rather, they (ie. 
disbelievers) are in doubt, 
playing. 

44:10. So, you keep waiting for 
that day when the sky will 
bring forth a visible smoke. 


44:11. Which will smother the 
people; this is a _ painful 
punishment. 

44:12. They will say on that 
day, 'O our Lord! Remove the 
punishment from us, we now 
accept faith.' 


44:13. How can it be (a 
possibility) for them to accept 
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(Cour 


advice? Whereas, a Messenger 
who speaks clearly has already 
come to them. 


44:14, They then turned away 
from him and said, 'He is a 
madman, tutored (by Jinn)!' 


44:15. We remove the 
punishment for some days; you 
will then do the same (i.e. you 
would disbelieve again). 


44:16. (Remember) the Day 
when We will seize with the 
greatest seizure; indeed, We are 
to take revenge. 


44:17. And We indeed tested the 
people of Fir'awn before them, 
and an honourable Messenger 
(Moosa) came to them. 


44:18. (Who said) that ‘Hand 
over the bondsmen of Allah to 
me; I am indeed a trustworthy 
Messenger to you.' 


44:19, 'And do not rebel against 
Allah; I bring to you a clear 
proof.' 


44:20. (Said Moosa) 'And I take 
refuge in my Lord and your 
Lord, in this regard that you 
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Git GMI ES 


may stone me.' 


44:21. 'And if you do not 
believe in me, so keep apart 
from me.' 


44:22. So, he supplicated to his 
Lord; that 'These are a criminal 
people.' 


44:23, We commanded him, 'Take 
My bondsmen away at night, 
you will definitely be chased.' 


44:24, 'And leave the river 
opened as it is, at different 
places. Indeed, that army (of 
Fir'awn) will be drowned.' 


44:25. How many gardens and 
water-springs they have left 
behind. 


44:26. And crop-fields and nice 
houses. 


44:27. And bounties wherein 
they were stress-free. 


44:28. This is how We did; and 
We made another nation their 
heirs (to use and enjoy their 
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44:29. So, the heavens and the 
earth did not cry over them, 
and they were not given 
respite. 


44:30. And indeed, We rescued 
the Children of Israel from a 
disgraceful punishment. 


44:31. From Fir'awn; he was 
indeed arrogant, amongst the 
transgressors. 


44:32. And indeed, We 
knowingly chose them above 
the people of that time. (This is 
another favour upon _ the 
Children of Israel.) 


44:33. And We gave them those 
signs in which there was a clear 
award. 


44:34. Indeed, these people say. 


44:35. ‘There is nothing except 
us dying once (only), and we 
will not be raised. 


44:36. ‘Therefore, bring back 
our (dead) forefathers, if you 
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44:37, Are they (Le. the disbelievers 
of Makkah) better (in might), or 
the people of Tubba' (a king of 
Yemen) and those who were 
before them (ie. before the people 
of Tubba’). We destroyed them 
(ie. the previous disbelievers); they 


44:38. And We did not create 
the heavens and the earth and 
whatever is between them in 
amusement. 


44:39. We did not create them 
except with the truth (ie. 
genuine purpose), but most of 
them know not. 


44:40. Indeed, the Day of 
decision is the appointed time 
for all of them. 


44:41. The Day on which a 
friend will not benefit a friend 
at all, and nor will they be 
helped. 


44:42. Except him upon whom 
Allah has mercy; indeed, only 
He is the Honourable, the 
Merciful. 


44:43. Indeed, the tree of 
Zaqqoom. 
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44:44, It is the food of the 
sinners (i.e. the disbelievers). 


44:45. Like molten copper; it 
boils in (their) bellies. 


44:46. Like the 
sizzling hot water. 


boiling of 


44:47, (The angels of Hell will 
be ordered) ‘Seize him, take 
him by force, dragging (him) 
right to the Blazing Fire.' 

44:48. 'Then pour on his head 
the punishment of boiling 
water.' 


44:49, (It will be said to him 
sarcastically) ‘Taste! Yes, 
certainly! Only you are the 
most honourable, the dignified.' 


44:50. ‘Indeed, this 
(punishment) is that in which 
you used to doubt.' 

44:51. Indeed, the pious people 
are in a place of safety. 


44:52. In Gardens and water- 
springs. 


44:53. (They) will wear fine and 
thick silk, (and will be) facing 
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each other. 


44:54. This is how it is, and We 
have got them married to the 
maidens having pitch black and 
big, bright (gorgeous) eyes. 


44:55. Therein they will ask for 
all kinds of fruits, in peace. 


44:56. They will not taste death 
in it (ie. in Paradise) except 
their former death, and Allah 
has saved them from the 
punishment of the Fire. 


44:57. As bounty from your 
Lord; this is the great success. 


44:58. So, We have made this 
Qur'aan easy in your language; 
that they may understand. 


44:59. Therefore, you wait (O 
Beloved, for their destruction), 
they too are waiting (for your 
passing away). 
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45. SURAH AL-JAATHIYAH 
(THE CROUCHING) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
37 verses and 4 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


45:1. HaMeem. (These 
individual letters of the Arabi 
alphabet; Allah and His Messenger 
know their exact meanings.) 

45:2. The sending down of the 
Book (i.e. the Qur'aan) is from 
Allah, the Honourable, the 
Wise. 


45:3. Indeed, in the heavens and 
the earth are signs for the 
believers. 


45:4. And in your creation, and 
whichever animals He scatters 
in the earth; in them are signs 
for the people of certainty. 


45:5. And in the alternation of 
the night and the day, and in 
this that Allah sends down rain 
from the sky as a means of 
sustenance, so with it, He gave 
life to the earth after its death, 
and in the revolving around of 
the winds; (in all of these) are 
signs for the people of intellect. 
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45:6. These are the verses of 
Allah that We recite upon you 
with the truth; then leaving 
Allah and His verses, what will 
they believe in? 


45:7. Ruin is for every great 
slandering sinner. 


45:8. (Who) hears the verses of 
Allah which are recited to him, 
then remains stubbom, displaying 
arrogance, as if he did not hear 
them; therefore, give him the good 
news of a painful punishment. 


45:9. And when he comes to 
know about any of Our verses, 
he mocks them; for them is a 
disgraceful punishment. 


45:10. Hell is after them, and 
what they have earned will not 
benefit them at all, and nor 
those whom they had taken as 
helpers other than Allah; and 
for them is great punishment. 


45:11. This (ie. the Qur'aan) 
shows the (right) path; and those 
who disbelieved in the verses of 
their Lord, for them is the 
severest punishment from the 


most painful punishment. 
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== SURAH AL-JAATHIYAH 45 PART 25 


45:12. It is Allah Who has 
subjected the sea for you, that 
ships may sail upon it by His 
command, and for this reason; 
that you seek His benevolence 
(i.e. sustenance), and in order 
that you may be grateful. 


45:13. And (He) has made 
whatever is in the heavens and 
in the earth subservient to you 
by His command, indeed, in 
these are signs for the people 
who ponder. 


45:14. Tell the believers (O 
Beloved), overlook those who 
do not hope for the days (in 
which comes upon them the 
punishment) of Allah, in order 
that Allah may reward a nation 
for what they used to earn. 


45:15. Whosoever does a good 
deed, so it is for his own good; 
and whoever commits an evil 
deed, so it is for his own harm; 
you will then be returned 
towards your Lord. 


45:16. And indeed, We bestowed 
upon the Children of Israel the 
Book (ie. the Tawrah), and 
sovereignty, and Prophethood, and 
gave pure things for sustenance to 
them and exalted them over all 
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45:17. And We gave them clear 
proofs regarding this matter (of 
their religion); so, they did not 
differ but after this, that the 
knowledge had come to them 
due to mutual jealousy. Indeed, 
your Lord will judge between 
them on the Day of 
Resurrection concerning the 
matter wherein they differ. 


45:18. We then set you (O 
Beloved) on the clear path in 
this matter (i.e. the religion); 
therefore, continue following it 
and do not follow the desires of 
the ignorant. 


45:19. Indeed, they cannot 
benefit you at all against Allah; 
and indeed, the unjust are 
friends of each other; and Allah 
is the Friend of those who fear. 


45:20. This {i.e. the Qur'aan) is 
an eye-opener for the people, 
and guidance and mercy for 
those who believe. 


45:21. Do those who have 
committed evil assume this; that 
We will make them equal to 
those who have believed and 
done good deeds, (and) that 
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would the life and the death of 
these (pious people) be equal to 
those (evil people)? What an evil 
judgement they pass. 


45:22. And Allah has created 
the heavens and the earth with 
the truth, and in order that 
every soul is repaid for what it 
has earned, and they will not be 
wronged. 


45:23. Just look at him who 
made his desire as his god, and 
Allah caused him to go astray 
despite his knowledge, and set 
a seal upon his ears and his 
heart, and a covering upon his 
eyes; so, who would guide him 
after Allah? So, do you not 
ponder? 


45:24. And they said, 'There is 
nothing except our worldly life, 
(in which) we die and we live, 
and nothing destroys us except 
time.' And they do not have 
any knowledge of this, they 
make mere speculations. 


45:25. And when Our clear 
verses are recited to them, so 
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their only argument is that they 
say, ‘Bring back our forefathers, 
if you are truthful.' 


45:26. Say you (O Beloved), 't is 
Allah Who gives you life, then 
will cause you to die, then will 
gather you all on the Day of 
Resurrection, in which there is 
no doubt, but most people 
know not.' 


45:27. And only to Allah 
belongs the kingdom of the 
heavens and the earth; and 
when the Day of Resurrection is 
established, on that Day is loss 
for the followers of falsehood. 


45:28. And you will see every 
group down on its knees; every 
group will be called towards its 
book of deeds (and it will be 
said to them), 'This Day you 
will be repaid for what you did.’ 


45:29. 'This Book of Ours 
speaks the truth against you; 
We had _ been recording 
whatever you did.' 


45:30. So, those who believed 
and did good deeds, their Lord 
will admit them into His 
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Mercy; only this is very clear 
victory. 


45:31. And to those who 
disbelieved, it will be said to 
them, 'Was it not that Our 
verses were recited (to you)? 
So, you were arrogant, and you 
were a criminal people.' 


45:32. And when it is said, Indeed, 
the promise of Allah is true and 
there is no doubt regarding the 
Day of Resurrection.' You say, 'We 
do not know what the Day of 
Resurrection is, we think of it as 
some vague idea, and we have no 
certainty.' 


45:33. And the evils of their 
deeds appeared to them, and the 
punishment which they used to 
mock surrounded them. 


45:34. And it will be said, 'This 
Day We shall leave you just like 
you had _ forgotten the 
confronting of this Day of 
yours, and your abode is the 
Fire, and you do not have any 
helper.’ 


45:35. 'This is because you 
mocked the signs of Allah, and 
the worldly life deceived you.' 
So, this Day they are not to be 
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46. SURAH AL-AHQAAF (THE 
CURVED SAND-HILLS) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
35 verses and 4 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


46:1. Ha-Meem. (These are 
individual letters of the Arabic 
alphabet; Allah and His 
Messenger know their exact 
meanings.) 


46:2. The sending down of this 
Book (i.e. the Qur'aan) is from 
Allah, the Honourable, the Wise. 


46:3. We did not create the 
heavens and the earth and 
whatever is between them except 
with the truth (that it denotes 
upon Our Oneness and Power), 
and for a fixed period (ie. till the 
Day of Judgement), and the 
disbelievers are turned away from 
what they were warned about. 


46:4. Say you (O Beloved), ‘Just 
tell me, those whom you 
worship other than Allah; show 
me which atom of the earth 
have they created, or do they 
have any share in the heavens? 
Bring to me any book preceding 
this (i.e. the Qur'aan), or some 
remains of knowledge (of the 
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former people as proof), if you 
are truthful.’ 


46:5. And who is more astray 
than the one who worships 
those other than Allah who do 
not listen to him, (even) until 
the Day of Resurrection, and 
who are absolutely unaware of 
their worship. 


46:6. And on the Day when 
people will be gathered, they 
(ie. the idols) will be their 
enemies and will reject them. 


46:7. And when Our clear 
verses ate recited upon them, 
so the disbelievers say 
regarding the truth which has 
come to them, 'This is open 
magic.' 


46:8. Do they say, 'He (i.e. the 
Prophet Muhammad) has 
fabricated it (i.e. the Qur'aan).'? 
Say you (O Beloved), 'If I had 
fabricated it, so you do not 
possess (the power to protect 
me) from Allah at all; He 
knows well the matters you are 
involved in; and He is sufficient 
as a Witness between me and 
you; and only He is the Most 
Forgiving, the Most Merciful.' 


46:9. Say you (O Beloved), 'lam 
not a new Messenger (i.e. there 
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were Messengers before me), 
nor do I know (on my own 
accord) what will happen to me 
or with you. I only follow that 
which is revealed to me, and I 
am not but only a warner.’ 


46:10. Say you (O Beloved), 'Do 
you see; if that Qur'aan is from 
Allah and you have denied it, 
and a witness (i.e. ‘Abdullah 
Bin Salaam) amongst the 
Children of Israel has already 
testified to this, so he has 
believed, and you became 
arrogant? Indeed, Allah does 
not guide the unjust.' 


46:11. And the disbelievers said 
regarding the (poor) Muslims, 
'If there was any good in it (i.e. 
Islam), so they would not have 
reached there first, before us.' 
And since they did not receive 
guidance with it (ie. the 
Qur'aan), so they will now say, 
'This (ie. the Qur'aan) is an 
ancient fabrication." 


46:12. And before this existed 
the Book of Moosa; a guide and 
mercy. And this (ie. the 
Qur'aan) is a Book testifying 
(the previous Books), in the 
Arabic language, that it may 
warn the unjust, and to give 
glad tidings to the virtuous. 
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46:13. Indeed, those who said, 
‘Allah is our Lord,’ then 
remained firm (on it), upon 
them is neither fear, nor do 
they grieve. 


46:14. They are the people of 
Paradise, they will abide 
therein forever; the reward of 
their deeds. 


46:15. And We have 
commanded man to be good 
towards his parents; his mother 
bore him in the womb with 
hardship, and delivered him 
with hardship; and carrying 
him and weaning him is for 
thirty months, until he reached 
maturity and became forty 
years of age. He said, 'O0 my 
Lord, inspire me to be thankful 
for the favours You bestowed 
upon me and upon my parents, 
and I may perform the deeds 
which please You. Keep piety 
in my children for my sake, I 
have returned towards You 
and Iam a Muslim.' 


46:16. These are the ones whose 
good deeds We will accept and 
overlook their shortcomings, 
(these people will be) amongst 
the people of Paradise; a true 
promise which had been given 
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46:17. And the one who said to 
his parents, 'Ugh, I am fed up 
with both of you, are you giving 
me this promise; that I will be 
brought back to life again, 
whereas generations have 
passed on before me?' And they 
both (i.e. the mother and the 
father) plead to Allah (saying to 
the child), ‘May you (O child) be 
ruined, (you should) believe! 
Indeed, the promise of Allah is 
true.' So, he (the child) says, 
‘This is nothing except the 
stories of the people of the past.' 


46:18. These (people) are those 
upon whom the Word (of 
punishment from Allah) has 
been decreed, amongst the 
groups which had passed before 
them of Jinn and mankind. 
Indeed, they were (all) losers. 


46:19. And for every person 
there are ranks (in accordance) 
with their deeds; and for (the 
reason) that Allah may repay 
them in full for their deeds, and 
no wrong will be done to them. 


46:20. And on the Day when the 
disbelievers will be presented 
to the Fire, it will be said to 
them, ‘You have exhausted 
your share of the pure things in 
the worldly life benefitting 
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from them, so this Day you will 
be repaid with disgraceful 
punishment; a punishment for 
(the reason) that you used to 
unjustly exercise arrogance in 
the land, and a punishment for 
(the reason) that you used to 
disobey. 


46:21. And (O Beloved), recall 
the compatriot of 'Aad (i.e. the 
Prophet Hood); when he 
warned his people in (the 
region of) Al-Ahqaaf, and 
warners had indeed already 
passed before him and came 
after him, (saying) that 'Do not 
worship except Allah. Indeed, I 
fear the punishment upon you 


of a mighty Day. 


46:22. They said, 'Have you 
come to us in order to turn us 
away from our gods? Therefore, 
bring upon us (the punishment) 
which you promise to us, if you 
are truthful.’ 


46:23. He (i.e. the Prophet Hood) 
said, 'The knowledge of it is 
only with Allah; and I convey to 
you the messages of my Lord. 
Yes, certainly! I perceive that 
you are totally ignorant people.' 
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46:24. Then when they saw the 
punishment advancing towards 
their valleys, spread like a 
cloud on the side of the skyline, 
they said, 'That is the cloud 
which will shower rain upon 
us.' (Said Hood) ‘Rather, this is 
that about which you were 
hastening; a windstorm in 
which is painful punishment.' 


46:25. '(This windstorm) destroys 
everything by the command of 
its Lord.' So, in the morning no 
one could be seen except their 
empty (i.e. deserted) houses; this 
is how We punish the criminals. 


46:26. And We had indeed 
given them the means which 
We have not given you, and 
made ears and eyes and hearts 
for them; so, their ears and eyes 
and hearts did not benefit them 
at all since they used to deny 
the verses of Allah, and the 
punishment they used to mock 
surrounded them. 


46:27. And We indeed destroyed 
towns surrounding you and 
brought several kinds of signs, 
(so) that they may abstain. 
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46:28. So, why did the ones 
whom they had chosen as gods 
as a means of attaining Allah's 
closeness not help them? In 
fact, they lost them, and this is 
just their slander and 
fabrication. 


46:29. And (remember O 
Beloved) when We turned many 
Jinn towards you listening 
attentively to the Qur'aan, then 
when they presented themselves 
there (in your august court), 
they said to each other, 'Remain 
silent.' Then when the recitation 
finished, they went back to their 
people, warning (them). 


46:30. They said, 'O our people! 
We have heard a Book, which 
was sent down after Moosa; 
testifying the Books preceding 
it, guiding towards the truth 
and the straight path.' 


46:31. '0 our people! Respond 
to Allah's caller and believe in 
him (i.e. the Beloved Prophet 
Muhammad), that He (Allah) 
may forgive some of your sins 
and save you from the painful 
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46:32. 'And whoever does not 
respond to Allah's caller cannot 
escape the grip (of Allah) in the 
earth, and he has no helper 
against Allah; they are in open 
error.' 


46:33. Did they not come to 
know that Allah, Who created 
the heavens and the earth, and 
did not tire in creating them, 
has the power to give life to the 
dead? Why not? Indeed, He is 
Able to do all things. 


46:34. And on the Day when 
the disbelievers are presented 
to the Fire, it will be said, 'Is 
this not reality?’ They will 
answer, ‘By the oath of our 
Lord, why not?' He will say, 
'Then taste the punishment; the 
recompense of your disbelief.' 


46:35. Therefore, be patient (O 
Beloved) like the courageous 
Messengers had patience, and 
do not hasten regarding them 
(ie. for the punishment of the 
disbelievers). On the Day when 
they will see what they are 
promised, it will be as if they 
had not stayed on earth except a 
moment of a single day. This 
(ie. the Qur'aan) is propagation 
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destroyed except the disobedient 
people? 


47. SURAH MUHAMMAD (THE 
LAST PROPHET) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
38 verses and 4 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


47:1. Those who disbelieved 
and prevented (people) from 
the way of Allah, Allah has 
destroyed their deeds. 


47:2, And those who believed 
and did good deeds and 
believed in what has been sent 
down upon (the Beloved 
Prophet) Muhammad, and only 
that is the truth from their Lord, 
Allah has removed their sins 
and refined their conditions. 


47:3. This (destruction of the 
good deeds of the disbelievers) 
is because the disbelievers have 
followed falsehood and 
(removing the sins from the 
believers is because) the 
believers have followed the 
truth which is from their Lord; 
this is how Allah narrates to 
people their description. 
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47:4. So, when you confront the 
disbelievers (in war), so strike 


their necks, until such time you 
have slain them sufficiently, so 
tie them up firmly (as prisoners 
of war). Then thereafter, either 
release them as a favour or take 
ransom, until the war lays 
down its load (i.e. it ends). The 
matter is this, and had Allah 
willed, so He could have taken 
revenge on them Himself, but 
for this reason that He may test 
amongst you one with another, 
and Allah will never waste the 
deeds of those who were killed 
in His path. 


47:5. He will soon guide them 
and improve their condition. 


47:6. And He shall admit them 


into Paradise; He has made it 
(ie. Paradise) familiar to them. 


47:7, O believers! If you help 


the religion of Allah, Allah will 
help you and will make your 
foothold firm. 


47:8. And for those who 
disbelieved; so, may there be 
destruction upon them, and 
may Allah destroy their (good) 
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47:9. This is because they disliked 
what Allah has sent down, He 
has henceforth caused all their 
(good) deeds to go to waste. 


47:10. So, did they not travel 
the land to see what was the 
outcome of those who were 
before them? Allah inflicted 
ruin upon them, and also for 
these disbelievers are several 
(punishments) like it. 


47:11. This is because Allah is 
the Supporter of the believers, 
and (because) the disbelievers 
do not have any supporter. 


47:12, Allah will indeed admit 
those who believed and did 
good deeds into gardens 
beneath which rivers flow; and 
the disbelievers enjoy, and they 
eat like the animals eat, and 
their abode is in the Fire. 


47:13. And (O Beloved) how 
many towns, that (they) were 
stronger in might than your 
town (ie. Makkah), (the 
inhabitants of) which removed 
you from your town. We 
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destroyed them, so they do not 
have any helper. 


47:14. So, will the one who is 
upon clear proof from his Lord 
be like the one whose evil 
deeds are made to appear good 
to him and they follow their 
own (evil) desires? 


47:15. A description of that 
Garden which is promised to 
the pious; therein are such 
rivers of water which shall 
never be polluted, and rivers of 
milk the taste of which did not 
change, and rivers of wine 
delicious to drink, and rivers of 
refined honey; and therein for 
them are fruits of all kinds, and 
the forgiveness of their Lord. 
Will those (ie. the people of 
Paradise) who enjoy such 
serenity be equal to those (i.e. 
the disbelievers) who are to 
stay in the Fire forever and who 
will be given boiling water to 
drink so that it rips their 
intestines into pieces? 


47:16. And amongst them are 
some (i ites) who 
(inattentively) listen to what you 
say, until they depart from you. 
They say (mockingly) to those 
who have been given knowledge, 
"What did he say just now?’ They 
are those whose hearts Allah has 
sealed (due to their hypocrisy), 
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and they became followers of 
their own desires. 


47:17. And those who attained 
the right path, Allah increased 
their guidance even more and 
bestowed upon them (the 
reward of) their piety. 


47:18. So, what are they (i.e. the 
disbelievers and the hypocrites) 
waiting for except for the Last 
Day which may suddenly 
come; upon them? That (some 
of) its signs have already come, 
then when it will come, so 
where are they and where is 
their understanding? 


47:19. So, know that there is no 
one worthy of worship except 
Allah, and O Beloved, seek 
forgiveness for the sins of your 
special and common believing 
men and women. And (O 
people), Allah knows your 
movements during the day and 
your resting during the night. 


47:20. And the Muslims say, 
'Why was not a chapter sent 
down (in which the order of 
war is given)?' So, when a well- 
defined chapter was sent down 
and war (with the disbelievers) 
was commanded in it, so you 
will see those in whose hearts is 
a disease (of hypocrisy), that 
they look at you with the 
stunned look of a dying person; 
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it would have hence been better 
for them. 


47:21. That they should have 
obeyed and spoken good when 
the clear-cut command (of war) 
came, it would have therefore 
been better for them if they had 
remained truthful to Allah. 


47:22. So, do you (O hypocrites) 
display such conduct that if 
you are given governance, so 
you would spread chaos in the 
land and cut off your 
relationships? 


47:23. These are those people 
upon whom Allah has cursed, 
and He made them deaf to the 
truth and made their eyes blind. 


47:24. So, do they not (deeply) 
contemplate over the Qur'aan, 
or are there locks (of disbelief) 
on their hearts? 


47:25. Indeed, those who turned 
back after this that guidance 
had become clear to them, the 
Devil has deceived them and 
made them hopeful of living in 
this world for a very long time. 
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47:26. This is because they said 
to those who dislike what Allah 
has sent down, ‘We will obey 
you regarding one matter (i.e. 
fighting against the Prophet 
Muhammad).' And Allah 
knows their secrets. 


47:27. So, how (terrible) will it 
be when the angels remove 
their souls (ie. of the 
disbelievers); striking their 
faces and their backs? 


4728. This is because they 
followed such a matter which 
displeases Allah, and they disliked 
what pleases Him, He henceforth 
made their deeds futile. 


47:29. Are they, in whose hearts 
is a disease (of hypocrisy), in 
this perception that Allah will 
not expose their hidden enmity? 


47:30. And if We will, so We could 
show them (ie. the hypocrites) to 
you, that you may them 

their faces, and you will 
definitely 


by 
way they talk. And (O people), 
Allah knows all of your deeds. 


47:31. And We shall indeed test 
you until We see (i.e. make 
apparent) the warriors and the 
patient ones amongst you, and 
test your facts (of true belief 
and sincerity). 
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47:32. Indeed, those who 
disbelieved and prevented others 
from the path of Allah, and 
opposed the Messenger after this 
that guidance had become clear 
to them, they will not harm 
Allah in the least, and soon He 
will make their deeds futile. 


47:33. O believers! Obey Allah 
and obey the Messenger, and 
do not let your deeds go in 
vain. 


47:34, Indeed, those who 
disbelieved and prevented 
others from the path of Allah, 
then died as disbelievers; so, 
Allah will never forgive them. 


47:35. Therefore, do not be 
laidback, and nor should you 
call for peace yourselves. And it 
is only you who will dominate. 
And Allah is with you, and He 
will never cause you loss in 
your deeds. 


47:36. This worldly life is just 
play and amusement, and if 
you believe and be pious, so He 
will bestow upon you your 
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rewards and will not at all ask 
you for your wealth. 


47:37. If He asks it (ie. your 
wealth) from you and asks (it) 
profusely, you will be miserly 
and the miserliness would 
expose the dirt within your 
hearts. 


47:38. Yes, certainly! It is you 
who are being called, that you 
may spend in the path of Allah. 
So, someone amongst you acts 
miserly; and whoever acts 
miserly, he is being a miser 
upon himself. And Allah is 
Independent (of your wealth), 
and you are all needy. And if 
you turn your face away (from 
His obedience), so He will 
replace you with other people, 
and they will not be like you 
(rather, they will be better than 
you in the obedience of Allah). 


48. SURAH AL-FATH (THE 
VICTORY) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
29 verses and 4 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


48:1. We have indeed granted a 
clear victory for you (O Beloved). 
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48:2. So that Allah may, for 
your sake, forgive the sins of 
your former ones and of your 
latter ones, and complete His 
favours upon you, and show 
you the Straight Path (of 
fulfilling the responsibilities 
with regards to Prophethood). 


48:3. And Allah may provide 
you enormous help. 


48:4. It is He Who sent down 
tranquillity into the hearts of 
the believers, so that they may 
increase (i.e. strengthen) in 
faith, along with their (existing) 
faith. And only to Allah belong 
the armies of the heavens and 
the earth; and Allah is All- 
Knowing, Ever Wise. 


48:5. In order that He may admit 
the believing men and the 
believing women into the Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow, 
wherein they abide forever, and to 
relieve them of their misdeeds. 
And this is the supreme success 
according to Allah. 


48:6. And (in order) to punish 
the hypocrite men and the 
hypocrite women, and _ the 
polytheist men and_ the 
polytheist women, who have 
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evil thoughts concerning Allah. 
Only upon them is the evil turn 
(of destruction); and Allah 
inflicted wrath upon them, and 
cursed them, and prepared Hell 
for them; and what an evil end. 


48:7. And only to Allah belong 
all the armies of the heavens 
and the earth; and Allah is 
Most Honourable, Ever Wise. 


48:8. We have indeed sent you 
(O Beloved) as a Present 
Eyewitness (ie. Haazir and 
Naazir); and a Conveyor of 
glad tidings, and a Warner. 


48:9. In order that, O people, 
you may believe in Allah and 
His Messenger, and honour and 
revere the Messenger (i.e. the 
Beloved Prophet Muhammad), 
and you should glorify Allah, 
morning and evening. 


48:10. Those who pledge 
allegiance to you (O Beloved), 
they actually pledge allegiance 
to Allah. Allah's Hand (of 
power) is above their hands, so 
whoever breaches the covenant, 
he has breached a big covenant 
of his. And whoever fulfils the 
covenant which he made with 
Allah, so very soon Allah will 
bestow upon him a great 
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ypocrisy) will now say to you 
that 'Our wealth and our families 
prevented us from going (to 
‘Umrah with the Holy Prophet) 
by keeping us preoccupied, now 
oO Prophet) seek forgiveness for 
us.' They utter with their tongues 
that which is not in their hearts; 
say you (O Beloved), 'So, does 
anyone have power over you 
against Allah if He wills to harm 
you or intends goodness for you? 
Rather, Allah is Aware of your 
deeds.' 


48:12. Rather, you had assumed 


that the Messenger and the 
Muslims will never return to 
their homes, and you considered 
this to be good within your 
hearts, and you had evil 
thoughts; and you were a people 
about to be ruined.' 


48:13. And whoever does not 
accept faith in Allah and His 
(Beloved) Messenger, so We 
have indeed kept prepared a 
Blazing Fire for the disbelievers. 


48:14. And for only Allah is the 
kingdom of the heavens and 
the earth He may forgive 
whomsoever He wills and 
punish whomever He wills. 
And Allah is Most Forgiving, 
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48:15. Those who had stayed 
behind will now say, ‘When 
you go to receive the spoils of 
war, so also let us follow you.' 
They wish to change the Words 
of Allah, you say (O Beloved), 
'You shall never come with us, 
this is already decreed by 
Allah.' So, they will now say, 
‘But you envy us.' Rather, they 
(the hypocrites) were not 
understanding except a little. 


48:16. Say (O Beloved) to the 
dwellers of the desert (ie. 
Bedouins) who stayed behind, 
'You will soon be called against 
a strongly-fighting nation, that 
you fight against them or they 
become Muslims. Then if you 
obey, Allah will give you a 
good reward. And if you turn 
away the way you had turned 
away before, so He will punish 
you with a painful punishment.' 


48:17. (In case of not 
participating in war) there is no 
hardship upon the blind, nor 
any blame on the crippled, nor 
any reprimand upon the sick. 
And whosoever obeys Allah 
and His (Beloved) Messenger, 
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Allah will admit him into the 
Gardens beneath which rivers 
flow; and whoever turns away, 
He will punish him with a 
painful punishment. 


48:18. Indeed, Allah became 
content with the believers when 
they pledged allegiance to you 
beneath that tree (at 
Hudaybiyyah), so He knew what 
was in their hearts. He 
henceforth sent down tranquillity 
upon them and rewarded them 
with a near forthcoming victory. 


48:19, And plenty of spoils of 
wat, which they will take. And 
Allah is Most Honourable, Ever 
Wise. 


48:20. And Allah has promised 
you plenty of spoils of war that 
you will take, so He has 
bestowed this upon you 
quickly, and restrained the 
hands of people from you, and 
for this reason, that it may be a 
sign for the believers, and to 
guide you on the Straight Path. 


48:21. And one more (promise 
of victory and spoils of war), 
which was not within your 
power. That is within Allah's

grip, and Allah is Able to do all 
things. 


48:22. And if the disbelievers 
fight with you, so they will 
definitely turn their backs from 
fighting with you, then they 
will not find any supporter nor 
any helper. 


48:23. (This) is the tradition of 
Allah, which is continuing from 
before; and you will never find 
the tradition of Allah changing. 


48:24, And it is He Who 
restrained their hands from you 
and restrained your hands from 
them in the valley of Makkah, 
after having given you control 
over them; and Allah sees your 
actions. 


48:25. They (the disbelievers of 
Makkah) are the ones who 
disbelieved and prevented you 
from the Sacred Mosque, and 
stopped the sacrificial animals 
from reaching their place. And 
were it not for some Muslim men 


and Muslim women  (siill 
remaining in Makkah) whom 
you do not know, in case you 
trample them and unknowingly 
incur something unpleasant from 
them (ie. the news of your 
trampling which caused their 
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death, We would have 
henceforth permitted you to slay 
them; this respite for them is for 
this reason; that Allah may admit 
into His Mercy whomsoever He 
wills. If they (ie. the Muslims) 
became separated (from that 
place) We would have 
consequently indeed punished 
the disbelievers amongst them 
with a painful punishment. 

48:26. When the disbelievers had 
kept stubbornness in their 
hearts, the same stubbornness of 
the days of ignorance, so Allah 
sent down His tranquillity upon 
His (Beloved) Messenger and 
upon the believers, and decreed 
upon them the Word of piety 
(Le. uttering and believing in the 
Kalimah Tayyibah), and they 
were more deserving and 
suitable for it (Le. for the Word 
of piety). And Allah is the All- 
Knowing. 


48:27. Allah has indeed made 
the truthful dream of His 
(Beloved) Messenger come true. 
Indeed you will definitely enter 
the Sacred Mosque, if Allah 
wills, in safety, with your heads 
shaven or hair cut short, without 
fear. So, He knew what you 
know not and has henceforth 
placed another near forthcoming 
victory (of Khaybar) before this. 
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48:28. It is He Who has sent His 
(Beloved) Messenger with 
guidance and the true religion, 
in order to make it prevail over 
all other religions. And Allah is 
a sufficient Witness. 


48:29. (The Beloved Prophet) 
Muhammad is the Messenger of 
Allah, and those with him are 
stern with the disbelievers and 
tender-hearted. amongst 
themselves. You will see them 
bowing and falling in 
Prostration, seeking Allah's 
Benevolence and. His 
contentment. Their signs are on 
their faces by the marks of 
prostrations, this attribute of 
theirs is mentioned in the 
Tawrah; and their attribute is 
mentioned in the Injeel, like a 
cultivation which grew its shoot, 
then strengthened it, then 
thickened, then stood straight 
upon its stem, making the 
farmers content, (Allah mentions 
these excellences of the Muslims) 
in order that the hearts of the 
disbelievers may burn due to 
these (excellences). Allah has 
promised forgiveness, and a 
great reward to those amongst 
them who have faith and do

49. SURAH AL-HUJURAAT 
(THE DWELLING ROOMS) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
18 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


49:1. O believers! Do not 
advance yourselves before (the 
command of) Allah and His 
(Beloved) Messenger, and fear 
Allah; indeed, Allah is All- 
Hearing, All-Knowing. 


49:2. O believers! Do not raise 
your voices higher than the 
voice of this Conveyor of the 
unseen (i.e. the Beloved Prophet 
Muhammad), and nor speak 
aloud in his august court just 
like you speak aloud to one 
another amongst yourselves, in 
case your deeds go to waste 
whilst you are unaware. 


49:3. Indeed, those who lower 
their voices in the august court 
of Allah's (Beloved) Messenger, 
they are the ones whose hearts 
Allah has tested for piety; for 
them is forgiveness and great 
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49:4. Indeed, those who call you 
from outside the rooms (of 
your private residence), most of 
them do not have any sense 
(regarding your lofty status). 


49:5. And had they been patient 
until you yourself would come 
out (from your rooms) to them, 
so it would have been better for 
them. And Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


49:6. O believers! If any sinner 
brings you some news, so you 
must investigate (it) in case you 
unknowingly cause suffering to 
some people then (later on) 
remain regretful for what you 
have done. 


49:7. And know that Allah's 
(Beloved) Messenger is amongst 
you; if he acts according to your 
liking in many of your matters, 
so you would certainly be in 
trouble. But Allah has made faith 
dear to you and has beautified it 
in your hearts, and has made 
disbelief, and disobedience, and 
sinning detested to you. The 
very same people are on the 
path (of guidance).

49:8. (They love faith because 
of) the Benevolence and Favour 
of Allah; and Allah is All- 
Knowing, Ever Wise. 


49:9. And if two groups of 
Muslims fight each other, so (O 
Muslims) make peace between 
them. Then if one oppresses the 
other, so fight with that 
oppressing group, until it 
reverts to the command of 
Allah. Then if it reverts, so 
reconcile between them with 
justice, and act justly (in every 
issue); indeed, Allah loves the 
just ones. 


49:10. The Muslims are brothers 
(to each other), therefore make 
peace between your two 
brothers, and fear Allah, that 
you may attain mercy. 


49:11. O believers! Men must 
not ridicule other men, it is 
likely that the ridiculed are 
better than the mockers; nor 
must the women ridicule other 
women, it is likely that the 
ridiculed women may be better 
than the mockers; and do not 
taunt one another, nor give evil 
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nicknames. What a bad name it 
is to be called an evildoer after 
being a Muslim. And whoever 
does not repent, it is they who 
are the unjust. 


49:12. O believers! Avoid much 
suspicions; indeed, some 
suspicions become sin. And do 
not search for (hidden) faults, 
do not backbite one another; 
would any one amongst you 
like to eat the flesh of his dead 
brother? So, you will not 
tolerate this. And fear Allah; 
indeed, Allah is the Great 
Acceptor of repentance, Ever 
Merciful. 


49:13. O people! We have 
indeed created you from one 
man and one woman, and have 
made you into various nations 
and tribes that you may 
recognise one another. Indeed, 
the most honourable amongst 
you, according to Allah, is the 
one who is most pious amongst 
you. Indeed, Allah is All- 
Knowing, All-Aware. 


49:14. The dwellers of the 
desert (i.e. Bedouins) said, 'We 
have believed.' Say you (O 
Beloved), ‘You have not 
believed. Yes, you should say 
in this manner; that “We have 
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become obedient (apparently),” 
and still faith has not entered in 
to your hearts. And if (after 
believing) you obey Allah and 
His Messenger, so He will not 
cause loss to any of your 
actions (by reducing its 
reward). Indeed, Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Most Merciful.' 


49:15. The believers are only 
those who believed in Allah 
and His (Beloved) Messenger, 
then did not have any doubt, 
and strived with their wealth 
and their lives in the path of 
Allah. It is they who are the 
truthful. 


49:16. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Are you informing Allah about 
your religion? Whereas, Allah 
knows whatever is in the 
heavens and whatever is in the 
earth; and Allah knows all 
things. 


49:17. O Beloved, they boast of 
it as a favour upon you that 
they have embraced Islam. Say 
you, 'Do not consider that you 
have done a favour upon me by 
accepting Islam; rather, Allah 
has bestowed a favour upon 
you, that He guided you to 
Islam; if you are truthful.’ 
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49:18. Indeed, Allah knows all 0.43 Gy - 24 sfa--h 4G 
the unseen (aspects) of the Saw eS pablo) 
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50:1. Qaaf. (This is an individual 
letter of the Arabic alphabet; 
Allah and His Messenger know 
its exact meaning.) By the oath 
of the Glorious Qur'aan. 


50:2. Rather, they were shocked 
that a warner came to them 
from amongst them, so the 
disbelievers said, 'This is 
something strange.' 


50:3. 'What! When we die and 


will be turned into dust, will we 
be raised again? This return is 
far (from our understanding).' 
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50:5. Rather, they belied the 
truth (Le. the Qur'aan) when it 
came to them, so they are now 
in an unstable state of confusion. 


50:6. So, did they not see the 
sky above them; how We made 
it and adorned it, and there is 
no crack in it? 


50:7. And (how) We have 
spread the earth, and placed 
(mountains as) anchors in it, 
and have grown all kinds of 
delightful pairs (of plants) in it? 


50:8. An insight and an 
understanding, for every 
bondsman who returns (to the 
truth). 


50:9. And We sent down blessed 
water from the sky, so We 
produced gardens therewith, 
and grain that is harvested. 


50:10. And (made) tall date 
trees with ripe fruit piled over 
one another in layers. 


50:11. As sustenance for the 
bondsmen, and with it (ie. 
rainwater) We revived a dead 
city; this is how you are to 
emerge from the graves. 
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50:12. Before these, the people of 
Nooh had belied, and {so did) 
the dwellers of Rass (Rass is the 
name of a well) and Thamood. 


50:13. And 'Aad, and Fir'awn 
(Pharaoh), and the compatriots 
of Loot. 


50:14. And the Dwellers of the 
Woods, and the people of 
Tubba'; each one of them belied 
the Messengers, so My promised 
punishment proved true. 


50:15. So! Were We exhausted 
by creating the first time? 
Rather, they are in doubt about 
being re-created. 


50:16. And indeed, We have 
created man and We know 
what his baser-self whispers (to 
him); and We are nearer to him 
than his jugular vein. 


50:17. When the two account- 
taking (angels) take (account) 
from him; one seated on the 
right and one on the left. 


50:18. He does not utter a single 
word, except that there is a 
ready record-keeper (angel) 
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50:19. And the agony of death 
came with the truth; this is 
what you were fleeing from. 


50:20. And the Trumpet was 
blown; this is the Day of the 
promised punishment. 


50:21. And every soul came in 
such a manner that along with 
it is one (angel) who drives (it) 
and a witness. 


50:22. ‘You were indeed 
neglectful of this, so We have 
removed the veil from you, 
your eyesight is therefore sharp 
this Day.’ 


50:23. And his accompanying 
angel said, 'This is (the record 
of your deeds) which is present 
with me.' 


50:24. It will be ordered (to the 
two angels), ‘Both of you throw 
every excessively ungrateful 
stubborn person into Hell.' 
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50:25. "The one who excessively 
forbids from virtue, the 
transgressor, the doubtful 
(regarding the matters of Islam). 


50:26. 'The one who associated 
another god along with Allah, 
so both of you throw him into 
severe punishment.’ 


50:27. His accompanying devil 
said, 'Our Lord! I did not cause 
him to rebel; yes, he himself 
was in far misguidance.' 


50:28. He (Allah) will say, 'Do 
not dispute before Me, I had 
already warned you of the 
punishment.' 


50:29. 'With Me, the decree (of 
reward or punishment) does 
not change, and nor do I 
oppress the bondsmen.' 


50:30. The Day when We will 
ask Hell, 'Are you filled up?’ 
and it will answer, 'Is there 
some more?’ 


50:31. And Paradise will be 
brought close to the pious, 
which will not be far away 
from them. 
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50:32. (It will be said) this is 
(Paradise) what you are being 
promised; for everyone who 


repents, who guards (himself 
against sins). 


50:33. Who fears the Most 
Gracious without seeing and 
came with a repenting heart. 


50:34. It will be said to them, 
'Enter Paradise in peace, this is 
the day of eternity.' 


50:35. For them there is 
whatever they wish, and with 
Us there is even more than that. 


50:36. How many generations did 
We destroy before them who 
were severe than them in seizing; 
so (when Our it came), 
they ran about in the cities (for 
refuge). Is there a place to escape? 


50:37. Indeed, in this is advice 
for the one who has a heart, or 
listens attentively and pays 
attention. 


50:38. And We have indeed 
created the heavens and the 
earth, and whatever is between 
them, in six days. And fatigue 
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did not (even) approach Us. 


50:39. So (O Beloved) be patient 
upon what they say, and while 
praising your Lord, glorify Him 
before the sun rises and before 
the sun sets. 


50:40. And glorify Him during 
the night, and after (all) the 
Salahs. 


50:41. And listen attentively on 
the Day when an announcer 
will proclaim from a nearby 
place. 


50:42. The Day when they will 
hear the Scream with the truth; 
this is the Day to emerge from 
the graves. 


50:43. Indeed, We give life and 
cause death, and towards Us is 
the return (of everyone). 


50:44. On the Day when the 
earth will split open above 
them (whilst they are inside the 
graves), so they will come out 
in haste; this gathering is easy 
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50:45. We know well what they 
are saying (O Beloved), and 
you are not the one to force 
them at all, therefore advise 
with the Qur'aan the one who 
fears My threat. 


51. SURAH AL-ZAARIYAAT 
(THE SCATTERING WINDS) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
60 verses and 3 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


51:1. By the oath of those 
(winds) which cause scattering, 
flying. 


51:2. Then by the oath of those 
which carry the burdens (of 
clouds). 


51:3. Then by the oath of those 
(ships) which move with ease. 


51:4. Then by the oath of those 
(groups of angels) who 
distribute by command. 


51:5. Undoubtedly, what you 
are promised is definitely true. 
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51:6. And undoubtedly, justice 
will certainly be done. 


51:7. And by the oath of the 
decorated heaven. 


51:8. You are in various 
contradictions (regarding the the 
Beloved Prophet Muhammad 
and this Qur'aan). 


51:9. Only he is made to turn 
away from the Qur'aan who is 
destined to be turned away. 


51:10. Death to those who 
falsely assume. 


51:11. Those who have 
forgotten (the Hereafter) in the 
intoxication (of ignorance). 


51:12. They ask, 'When will be 
the Day of justice?! 


51:13. (O Beloved, say to them) 
Tt will be on that Day when 
they will be burning in the Fire.' 


51:14. And it will be said to 
them, 'Taste your own burning; 
this is what you were hastening 
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51:15. Indeed, the pious are in 
gardens and springs. 


51:16. Receiving the rewards 
granted by their Lord, they 
were indeed virtuous before 
this. 


51:17. They would sleep less 
during the night. 


51:18. And would — seek 
forgiveness in the latter part of 
the night. 


51:19. And in their wealth, 
there was the right of the 
beggar and the deprived. 


51:20. And in the earth are signs 
for those who are certain (in 
their faith). 


51:21. And in your own selves 
(are signs), so do you not 
perceive? 


51:22. And in the heaven is 
your sustenance, and _ that 
which you are promised. 


51:23. So, by the Lord of the 
heavens and the earth, this 
Qur'aan is indeed the truth, in 
exactly the same language that 
you speak. 
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51:24. Did the news of 
Ibrahim's honourable guests 
reach you (O Beloved)? 


51:25. When they came to him, 
(and) said, ‘Salaam.’ He (also) 
answered, 'Salaam.' (And said) 
'These people are strangers.' 


51:26. Then he went to his 
home, so he brought a healthy 
(roasted) calf. 


51:27. He then presented it before 
them, (and) said, 'Do you not eat?! 


51:28. So, he inwardly began 
fearing them. They said, 'Do not 
fear.' And they gave him the glad 
tidings of a knowledgeable son. 


51:29. His wife came screaming, 
then struck her forehead and 
said, 'What! An old infertile 
woman (will give birth to a 
child)?! 


51:30. They said (to the wife of 
Ibrahim), 'This is how your 
Lord has commanded; indeed, 
only He is the Wise, the All-

51:32. They said, 'We have been 
sent towards a sinful nation.' 


51:33. 'That we may throw upon 
them stones of baked clay.' 


51:34. ‘Which are marked 
(bearing the names of those to 
be killed), kept ready with your 
Lord, for the transgressors.' 


51:35. So, We removed the 
people who had faith from that 
town. 


51:36. So, there We found just 
one Muslim household. 


51:37. And We kept a sign 
remaining therein, for those 
who fear the painful 
punishment. 


51:38. And (also kept a sign) in 
Moosa when We sent him with 
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clear proof towards Fir'awn. 


51:39. Consequently, he turned 
away along with his army and 
said, 'He (Moosa) is a magician 
or a mad man.' 


51:40. We henceforth seized 
him and his army and put them 
into the river, in the state that 
he was blaming himself. 


51:41. And in the (tribe of) 'Aad 
(is a sign) when We sent a dry 
windstorm upon them. 


51:42. And whatever it passed 
through, it caused it to turn to 
ruin. 


51:43. And (there is a sign) in 
the (nation of) Thamood when 
it was said to them, 'Enjoy for a 
while.' 


51:44. So, they rebelled against 
the command of their Lord, a 
thunderbolt therefore seized 
them in front of their eyes. 


51:45. So, they were neither able 
to stand up, nor were they able 
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to take revenge. 


51:46. And before them, We 
destroyed the nation of Nooh; 
indeed, they were sinning 
people. 


51:47, And We have built the 
heaven with the hands (of 
Divine Power), and it is We 
Who give vastness. 


51:48. And We spread out the 
earth, so how excellent We are 
at spreading (it). 


51:49. And We created all 
things in pairs, that you may 
ponder. 


51:50. 'So, run towards Allah; 
indeed, I am from Him, a clear 
warner for you.' 


51:51. 'And do not associate 
other deities along with Allah; 
indeed, I am from Him, a clear 
warner for you. 


51:52. Likewise, when a 
Messenger came to those before 
them, so they said this; that 'He 
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is a magician or a mad man.' 


51:53. Did they make a will of this 
utterance (of belying the Prophets) 
to one another? Rather, they are 
rebellious people. 


51:54. Therefore, turn away 
from them, O Beloved, so there 
is no blame upon you. 


51:55. And give advice (i.e. 
remind), that giving advice 
benefits the Muslims. 


51:56. And I have created Jinn 
and human beings only for this, 
that they should worship Me. 


51:57. I do not ask any 
sustenance from them, nor do I 
want that they give Me food. 


51:58. Indeed, only Allah is the 
Great Provider, the Mighty, the 
Powerful. 


51:59. And indeed, for those 
oes is a tum of 
punishment like there was a turn 


for their companions (in disbelief), 
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so they must not ask Me to hasten 
(the punishment). 


51:60. So, woe to the 
disbelievers from (the coming 
of) that Day of theirs which 
they are promised. 


52, SURAH AL-TOOR (THE 
MOUNTAIN) 
(This Surah is Makkan, contains 
49 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


52:1. By the oath of Toor. 


52:2. And of that written book. 


52:3. Which is written in an 
open parchment. 


52:4. And by the Bayt Al- 
Ma'moor (a sacred house in the 
seventh heaven). 


52:5. And by the canopy raised 
high. 


52:6. And of the blazed sea. 
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52:7. Indeed, your Lord's 
punishment is definitely to take 
place. 


52:8. There is no one to avert it. 


52:9. On the Day when the 
heavens will tremble with a 
dreadful shake. 
52:10. And the mountains will 
move speedily. 


52:11. So, on that Day, destruction 
is for those who belie (the 
Prophets). 


52:12. Those who are playing in 
idle pastimes. 


52:13. The Day when they will 
be pushed forcefully towards Seb ie we i 
the fire of Hell. 


52:14. (It will be said to them) 
'This is the Fire which you used 
to belie.' 


52:15. 'So, is this magic, or are 
you unable to see?! 


52:16. ‘Enter it (to burn therein), 
now be patient or impatient, it 
is all the same for you; you are 
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only being recompensed for 
what you used to do.' 


52:17. Indeed, the pious are in 
Gardens and Bliss. 


52:18. Delighted of the bestowal 
from their Lord; and their Lord 
has saved them from the 
punishment of the Fire. 


52:19. 'Eat and drink with 
pleasure; the reward for your 
(good) deeds.' 


52:20. Reclining on thrones set in 
rows; and We have wedded them 
to Hoors (i.e. maidens of Paradise) 
having large (gorgeous) eyes. 


52:21. And those who believed 
and their children followed 
them with faith, We have 
joined their children with them 
(in Paradise) and have not 
reduced anything for them 
from their deeds. Every person 
(who disbelieves) is trapped in 
their own doings. 


52:22. And We helped them 
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with fruit and meat, as they 
desire. 


52:23. They receive (therein) 
cups (of pure wine) from each 
other in which is neither any 
immorality nor any sin. 


52:24. And their serving youth shall 
go around (serving) them, (they 
will be beautiful) as if they were 
pearls, kept (securely) hidden. 


52:25. And one of them turned 
towards the other while 
questioning. 


52:26. They said, 'Indeed, before 
this, we were in our houses full 
of fear.' 


52:27. 'So, Allah did us a great 
favour and saved us from the 
punishment of the hot wind (of 
Hell). 


52:28. ‘Indeed, we worshiped 
Him in our previous life; 
indeed, only He is the 
Bounteous, the Most Merciful.' 


52:29, Therefore (O Beloved), you 
advise (them), by the Benevolence 
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of your Lord, you are neither a 
soothsayer nor insane. 


52:30. Or they allege, 'He is a 
poet, we await for him some 
calamity by the turn of time (as 
happened to previous poets).' 


52:31. Say you (O Beloved), Pee es et ere 
‘Continue waiting, I too am CSRs h51 5.25 555 
waiting along with you (for sie 

your destruction).' Ome 


52:32. Is this what their 
intellects tell them, or are they a 
rebellious people? 


52:33. Or they say, 'He (i.e. the 
Prophet Muhammad) has 
invented the Qur'aan'? Rather, 
they do not believe. 


52:34. So, let them bring a 
single speech like it, if they are 
truthful. 


52:35. Have they not been 
created from some source, or 
are they themselves (their own) 
creators? 


52:36. Or did they create the 
heavens and the earth? Rather, 
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they have no certainty (about 
Allah and His Prophet). 


52:37. Or do they have the 
treasures of your Lord, or are 
they a superior authority? 


52:38. Or do they have any 
ladder, by climbing upon it 
they can listen (to the 
conversations of angels)? So (if 
it is the case, then) their listener 
should bring some clear proof. 


52:39. (Or) are there daughters 
for Him and sons for you? 


52:40. Or do you (O Beloved) 
ask any recompense from them, 
so they are overburdened with 
penalty? 


52:41. Or is (the knowledge of) 
the unseen with them by which 
they pass judgement? 


52:42, Or do they intend some 
plotting? So, the (evil) plotting 
is to befall the disbelievers 
only. 


52:43. Or do they have another 
god. except Allah? Purity is to 
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Allah from their polytheism. 


52:44. And if they see a 
fragment of the sky falling, so 
they will say, 'It is a heap of 
clouds.' 


52:45. Therefore, leave them 
until they confront their Day, in 
which they will be unconscious. 


52:46. A Day on which their 
conspiracy will not benefit 
them at all, and nor are they to 
be helped. 


52:47. And indeed, for the 
unjust is another punishment 
before that, but most of them 
know not. 


52:48. And O Beloved, remain 
firm upon the command of your 
Lord, that you are indeed in 
Our Protective Watchful Sight, 
and proclaim the Purity of your 
Lord whilst praising Him, when 
you stand (for Salah). 


52:49. And proclaim His Purity 
in a part of the night and at the 
time when the stars set. 
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= SURAH AL-NAJM 53 PART 27 


53. SURAH AL-NAJM (THE STAR) 
(This is Makkan Surah, containing 62 
verses and 3 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


53:1. By the oath of that beloved 
shining star Muhammad, when 
he descended from Mi'raaj (Le. 
the Ascension). 

53:2 Your companion (ie. the 
Beloved. Prophet Muhammad) has 
not strayed, nor was he misled. 
53:3. And he does not say 
anything of his own desire. 


53:4. It is not but revelation 
which is sent down upon him. 


53:5. The One Who is extremely 
Mighty, the Powerful has 
taught him. 


53:6. Then that Manifestation 
intended. 


53:7. And he (ie. the Beloved 
Prophet Muhammad) was on the 
horizon of the uppermost heaven. 


53:8. Then that Manifestation 
came closer, and then He 


became increasingly closer 
(towards His Beloved). 
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53:9. So, the distance remaining 
between that Manifestation and 
this Beloved was only of two 
arms’ length; rather, even less. 


53:10. Now He revealed to His 
bondsman whatever He 
revealed. 


53:11. The heart (of the Prophet 
Muhammad) did not lie regarding 
what he saw. 


53:12. So, do you dispute with 
him regarding what he saw (on 
the night of Mi'raaj)? 


53:13. And he did see that 
Manifestation two times. NSA 249 


53:14. Near the Lote Tree of the 
furthest boundary. GY eed Wits 


53:15. Close to which is Jannah L eee 
Al-Ma'wa. Sus shasebods 


53:16. When the Lote Tree was he 42 ‘a 
being enveloped with whatever Sale AISI Aes 

was covering it (ie. a su 

decoration of marvellous lights 

and angels). 


53:17. The eyes (of the Beloved 
Prophet) did not turn aside nor 
exceed the limit. 
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53:18. Indeed, he saw the 
greatest signs of his Lord. 


53:19. So, did you (© 
polytheists) observe (the false 
deities) Laat and 'Uzza? 


53:20. And subsequently the 
third one, Manaat? 


53:21. (Is there fairness in your 
saying) for you a son and for 
Him a daughter? 
53:22, Then that is a very 
pathetic division. 


53:23. They are nothing but 
some names that you and your 
forefathers have devised. Allah 
has not sent any proof for them; 
they (the polytheists) follow 
only speculations and the 
desires of their baser-selves. 
Whereas, indeed the guidance 
from their Lord has come to 
them. 


53:24. Will man 
whatever he wishes? 


acquire 


53:25. So, only Allah is the 
Owner of all; the Hereafter and 
this world. 


53:26. And how many angels 
are in the heavens, that their 
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intercession does not benefit 
the least but when Allah gives 
permission for whomsoever He 
wills and chooses (i.e. then 
intercession will benefit). 


53:27. Indeed, those who do not 
believe in the Hereafter give the 
angels female names. 


53:28. And they do not have 
any knowledge of it; they 
merely follow assumptions. 
And indeed, assumption does 
not serve any purpose in place 
of certainty. 


53:29. Therefore, turn your face 
away from the one who has 
tured away from Our 
remembrance, and he has desired 
not but the worldly life. 


53:30. Up to this is the extent of 
their knowledge. Indeed, your 
Lord knows well the one who 
has strayed from His path, and 
He knows well the one who has 
attained guidance. 


53:31. And only to Allah 
belongs whatever is in the 
heavens and whatever is in the 
earth, in order to recompense 
those who do evil for what they 
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have done and give an excellent 
reward to those who do good 
deeds. 


53:32, Those who avoid the 
major sins and _ indecencies, 
except that they approached sin 
and refrained. Indeed, the 
forgiveness of your Lord is very 
vast; He knows you well; He has 
created you from clay and when 
you were foetuses in your 
mother's wombs, therefore do 
not make the claim of yourselves 
to be pure. He knows well who 
are the pious. 


53:33. So, did you see the one 
who turned away? 


53:34. And he gave little and 
held back. 


53:35. Does he have the 
knowledge of the unseen by 
means of which he can observe? 


53:36. Or has the news not come 
to him, which is mentioned in 
the Scriptures of Moosa? 


53:37. And (mentioned in the 
Scrolls) of Ibrahim, who obeyed 
the orders completely. 
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53:38. (The fact is this) that no 
burdened soul bears the burden 
of another soul. 


53:39. And this; that man shall 
attain nothing but what he 
strove for (i.e. of good or bad). 


53:40. And this; that his effort 
will soon be examined. 


53:41. Then he will be fully 
recompensed for it. 


53:42. And this; that the end (of 
every creation) is only towards 
your Lord. 


53:43. And this; that it is He Who 
caused laughter and weeping. 


53:44. And this; that it is He 
Who caused death and gave life. 


53:45. And this; that it is He 
Who has created the two kinds; 
male and female. 


53:46. From a semen-drop when 
it is emitted (into the womb). 


53:47. And this; that only upon 
His responsibility is the second 
creation (i.e. bringing back to 
life after death). 
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53:48. And this; that only He has 
given wealth and contentment. 


53:49. And this; that only He is 
the Lord of the star named 
Shi'ra (Sirius). 


53:50. And this; that it is He 
Who destroyed first the (tribe 
of) 'Aad? 


53:51. And the (tribe of) 
Thamood, so He spared none. 


53:52. And before them 
(destroyed) the people of Nooh; 
indeed, they were more unjust 
and more rebellious than them 
(the tribes of ‘Aad and Thamood). 


53:53. And He caused the 
throwing down of the overturned 
town (of the people of Loot). 


53:54. Hence, covered it 
whatever covered (ie. the 
terrible rain of marked stones). 


53:55. So, O listener! Which of 
your favours of your Lord will 
you doubt? 

53:56. This (ie. the Beloved 
Prophet Muhammad) is a 
warner, like the former warners. 
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53:57. The approaching one (i.e. 
the Day of Judgement) has 
come near. 


53:58. There is no one except 
Allah to disclose it (i.e. the Day 
of Judgement). 


53:59. So, are you surprised at 
this fact (that the Qur'aan is 
revealed upon a human being)? 


53:60. And you laugh and do 
not weep. 


53:61. And you are indulged in 
play. 


53:62. Thus, prostrate to Allah, 
and worship Him. 


54. SURAH AL-QAMAR (THE 
MOON) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
55 verses and 3 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


54:1. The Day of Judgement 
came near, and the moon has 
split (with the indication of the 
Beloved Prophet Muhammad). 
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disbelievers) see a sign, they 
therefore turn away their faces and 


54:3. And they belied (the Beloved 
Prophet Muhammad) and 
followed their own desires, and 
each matter has been decided. 


54:4, And indeed, those tidings 
have come to them wherein 
there was enough deterrence. 


54:5. (The Qur'aan is) perfect 
wisdom, then what benefit do 
warners give (to those who are 
destined to disbelieve)? 


54:6. So, turn your face away 
from them; the Day when the 
caller (ie. the angel Israafeel) 
will call towards a_ severe 
unknown matter (i.e. the horror 
of the Day of Judgement). 


54:7, They will come out from 
the graves with eyes downcast, 
as if they are scattered swarms 
of locusts. 


54:8. Hastening towards the 
caller; the disbelievers will say, 
'This is a hard day.' 
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54:9. Before these (ie. the 
disbelievers), the people of 
Nooh belied, thus they belied 
Our bondsman and said, 'He is 
a mad man,’ and scolded him. 


54:10. So, he supplicated to his 
Lord; that 'I am overpowered, 
therefore take revenge on my 
behalf.' 


54:11. We henceforth opened 
the gates of heaven, with water 
flowing intensely. 


54:12. And made the earth as 
springs gushing out, so the two 
waters met; totalling a quantity 
which was destined. 


54:13. And We caused Nooh to 
board upon the structure (ie. 
Ark) of wooden planks and 
nails. 


54:14, Sailing in front of Our 
sight; (all of this happened) as a 
reward for him (ie. for Nooh) 
who was rejected. (by the people). 


54:15. And We left this 
(incident) as a sign; so, is there 
anyone to ponder? 
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= SURAH AL-QAMAR 54 PART 27 


54:16. So, how (dreadful) was 
My punishment and My threats? 


54:17, And We have indeed 
made the Qur'aan easy to 
memorise; so, is there anyone 
to memorise (ie. learn the 
Qur'aan by heart)? 


54:18. (The tribe of) 'Aad belied; 
so, how was My punishment 
and the declarations of My 
warnings? 


54:19. We indeed sent towards 
them a severe windstorm, on a 
day whose ill-fortune lasted 
upon them forever. 


54:20. It was demolishing 
people in such a way as if they 
were uprooted trunks of date 
trees. 


54:21. So, how was My 
punishment and the declarations 
of My warnings? 


54:22. And We have indeed 
made the Qur'aan easy to 
memorise; so, is there anyone 
to memorise (it)? 


54:23. The (tribe of) Thamood 
belied the Messengers. 
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54:24. So, they said, ‘Shall we 
follow a man from amongst us? 
Then (if we do so), we are 
definitely misguided and foolish.' 


54:25. (The Thamood said), 'From 
all of us, has the revelation come 
down (only) upon him? Rather, 
he (ie. the Prophet Saalih) is 
most untruthful, boastful.’ 


54:26. (Allah replied) 'They will 
soon come to know who was 
the most untruthful, boastful.' 


54:27. 'We are about to send the 
she-camel to test them; 
therefore, O Saalih, wait and 
have patience.' 


54:28. 'And inform them that the 
water is to be shared between 
(the she-camel and) them. Only 
those whose turn it is may come 
to their share (to obtain the 
water).' 


54:29. Consequently, they 
called their companion (ie. 
Qadaar Bin Saalif) who 
therefore caught (the she- 
camel) and cut the arteries from 
the lower part of her legs. 


54:30. So, how was My 
punishment and the 
declarations of My warnings? 
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54:31. Indeed, We sent upon 
them a single Scream, thereupon 
they became like leftover twigs 
of dry trampled grass of the 
builder of a cattle enclosure. 


54:32. And We have indeed 
made the Qur'aan easy to 
memorise; so, is there anyone 
to memorise (it)? 


54:33. The people of Loot belied 
the Messengers. 


54:34. Indeed, We sent a storm 
of stones upon them except the 
family of Loot; We rescued 
them in the last part of the 


night. 


54:35. As a favour from Us; this 
is how We reward the one who 
is thankful. 


54:36. And indeed, he had 
warned them about Our grip; 
consequently, they doubted in 
the declarations of warning. 


54:37. And they tried to influence 
him regarding his guests (for an 
ill purpose); We henceforth 
blinded their eyes. (Allah said) 
"Taste My punishment and the 
declarations of warning.’ 
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54:38. And indeed, the lasting 
punishment came upon them 
early in the morning. 


54:39, 'So, taste My 
punishment, and declarations 
of warning.' 


54:40. And We have indeed 
made the Qur'aan easy to 
memorise; so, is there anyone 
to memorise (it)? 


54:41, And indeed, the 
Messengers came to the people 
of Fir'awn. 


54:42. They belied all of Our 
signs, We henceforth seized 
them (with punishment) as was 
befitting to the Magnificence of 
the Most Honourable, the All- 
Powerful. 


54:43. (O people of Arabia) are 
your disbelievers better than 
them (the previous disbelievers), 
or is your exemption written in 
the Books? 


54:44. Or do they say, 'We shall 
all take revenge together as a 


group.'? 
54:45. The group will soon be 


chased away, and they will 
turn their backs (to flee). 
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54:46. Rather, the Day of 
Judgement is their promised 
time, and the Day of Judgement 
is very dreadful and very bitter. 


54:47, Indeed, the criminals are 
misguided and are insane.

Which of the favours of your

sounding clay like (that of) 
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55:15. And created Jinn from a 
flame of fire. 


55:16. So, which of the favours of 
your Lord will you both belie? 


55:17. The Lord of both the 
Easts, and the Lord of both the 
Wests.

56:13. A (large) group from the 
earlier generations (of Muslims 
will be in the closeness of Allah). 


56:14. And a few from the latter 
(generations). 


56:15. (The close ones will be) on 
the coated thrones (with rubies, 
diamond and pearls, etc.). 


56:16. Reclining on them, facing 
each other. 


56:17. Circling around them (to 
serve) shall be eternal male 
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56:18. Carrying vessels and 
jugs, and cups filled with wine 
(of Paradise) flowing before the 
eyes. 


56:19. It will not cause headache, 
nor shall it affect their soberness 
(unlike the wine of this world). 


56:20. And fruits that they may 
desire. 


56:21. And the meat of birds 
that they may wish. 


56:22. And large (gorgeous) 
eyed Hoors (ie. maidens from 
Paradise). 


56:23. Like pearls kept hidden. 


56:24. As a reward for their 
deeds. 


56:25. They will not hear any 
useless or sinful speech in it. 


56:26. Yes, they will be saying this 
(to one another); ‘Salaam! (and the 
other would reply) ‘Salaam!’ 


56:27. And those on the right; 
how (fortunate) are those on 
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56:28. (They will be) amongst 
the berry trees without thorns. 


56:29 And in clusters of 
bananas. 


56:30. And in everlasting shade.

(Hoors are created) for 
the ones on the right side. 


56:39. From the former 
generation, a (large) group. 


56:40. And from the latter 
generation, a (large) group. 


56:41. And those on the left; 
how (despicable) are those on 
the left. 


56:42. In scorching hot wind 
and boiling hot water. 


56:43, And in the shadow of 
burning smoke. 


56:44. Which is neither cool nor 
of honour. 


56:45. Indeed, they were 
indulging in luxury before this. 


56:46. And were stubborn upon 
that great sin (of polytheism). 


56:47. And they used to say, 
‘What! When we are dead and 
have turned into dust and 
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bones, will we surely be raised 
again?! 


56:48. ‘And our former 
forefathers as well?' 


56:49. Say you (O Beloved), 
‘Without doubt, all the former 
and the latter (will be raised).' 


56:50. "They will definitely be 
gathered on the appointed time 
of the known Day.' 


56:51. Then indeed you, O 
misguided ones, O beliers. 


56:52. You will indeed eat from the 
Zaqqoom tree (ie. the extremely 
bitter thorny tree in Hell).

56:56. This is their hospitality 
on the Day of justice. 
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56:57. We created you, so why 
do you not accept the truth? 


56:58. Have you contemplated over

(in the womb of a woman)? 


56:59. Is it you who create a 
human being out of it, or are 
We the Creator? 


56:60. It is We who have : - HA = Btn ont 
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56:61. That (after causing you to 
die), We may replace the likes 
of you and make you into such 
forms of which you know not. 


56:62. And indeed, you have 
known about the __ initial 
creation, then why do you not 
ponder? 


56:63. So, have you considered 
that which you sow? 


56:64. Is it you who cause crops 
to grow, or are We the Grower? 
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56:65. If We will, We can make 
it like dry trampled grass, so 
you would remain saying 
sorrowfully.

This (state of all the three 
categories) is indeed a statement 
of certainty of the highest level. 


56:96. Therefore, O Beloved, glorify 
the Name of your Great Lord.

Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful.

like those before them were 

humiliated. And We have 

indeed sent down clear verses; 

and for the disbelievers is a 

disgraceful punishment. 


58:6. The Day when Allah will 
raise all of them together, then 
inform them of their (evil) 
deeds. Allah has kept count of 
them (i.e. count of their deeds), 
and they have forgotten them; 
and all things are before Allah. 
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58:7. O listener! Did you not see 
that Allah knows whatever is in 
the heavens and whatever is in 
the earth? Wherever there is 
any secret discussion amongst 
three, so He is the fourth 
present, and (if the secret 
discussion is) among five, so 
He is the sixth. And there is no 
(discussion) amongst less or 
more except that He is with 
them wherever they may be. 
Then on the Day of 
Resurrection, He will inform 
them of what they did; indeed, 
Allah knows everything. 


58:8. Did you (O Beloved) not see 
those who were forbidden to 
(secretly) have evil consultation; 
then they do specifi that 
which had been forbidden, and 
consult each other for sinning, 
and exceeding limits, and 
disobeying the Messenger? And 
when (they) present themselves in 
your august court, so they greet 
you with words (such as '‘Saam', 
meaning death) which Allah did 
not say in your honour, and they 
say in their hearts, ‘Why does 
Allah not punish us for us saying 
this?’ Hell is sufficient for them; 
they will go down into it, and 
what a despicable outcome. 
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58:9. O believers! When you 
consult each other, so do not 
consult for sinning, nor 
exceeding the limits, nor 
disobeying the Messenger. And 
consult for righteousness and 
piety; and fear Allah towards 
Whom you will be raised. 


58:10. The (evil secretive) 
consultation is only from the 
Devil in order that he may 
sadden the believers, and he 
cannot harm them in the least 
without the order of Allah. And 
the Muslims should put their 
trust in only Allah. 


58:11. O believers! When you 
are told to make space (for your 
brothers to sit) in gatherings, so 
make space; Allah will give you 
space (by giving you respect 
and prosperity); and when it is 
said, 'Stand up (for Salah or 
battle),! then stand up; Allah 
will raise the ranks of the 
(excellent) believers amongst 
you and those who have been 
given knowledge. And Allah is 
Aware of your deeds. 


58:12. O believers! When you 
wish to consult secretly with 
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the Messenger, so before you 
request, give some charity. This 
is better and much purer for 
you, then if you do not have the 
means (to give charity), so 
Allah is Most Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


58:13. Were you afraid of this, 
that you give some charity 
before your request (to the 
Messenger)? Then when you did 
not do this (ie. the act of giving 
charity) and Allah directed His 
Mercy towards you, so keep 
Salah established and _ give 
Zakah and remain obedient to 
Allah and His M “ and 
Allah is Aware of your deeds. 


58:14. Did you not see those 
(ie. the hypocrites) who 
befriended such people upon 
whom is Allah's wrath? They 
are neither amongst you nor 
amongst them, and_ they 
knowingly swear a false oath. 


58:15. Allah has kept prepared 
severe punishment for them; 
indeed, they commit extremely 
evil deeds. 


58:16. They have made their 
(false) oaths as a shield, so they 
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prevented (believers) from the 
path of Allah, so for them is a 
disgraceful punishment. 


58:17. Their wealth and their 
children will be of no use to 
them at all before Allah, they 
are the people of Hell; they are 
to remain therein forever. 


58:18. The Day when Allah will 
raise them all, so they will 
swear oaths in His Majestic 
Court the way they now swear 
oaths in front of you, and they 
assume that they have done 
something (good). Do you 
listen! Indeed, it is they who are 
the liars. 


58:19. The Devil has 
overpowered them, so they 
forgot the remembrance of 
Allah. They are the group of the 
Devil. Listen! Indeed, only the 
group of the Devil is in loss. 


58:20. Indeed, those who 
oppose Allah and _ His 
Messenger, they are amongst 
the lowest. 


58:21. Allah has already decreed 
that 'I will definitely dominate, 
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and (as well as) My Messengers. 
Indeed, Allah is All-Powerful, 
Most Honourable. 


58:22. (O Beloved) you will not 
find the people who believe in 
Allah and the Last Day that 
they befriend those who oppose 
Allah and His Messenger, even 
though they may be their 
fathers, or their sons, or their 
brothers, or their tribesmen; it is 
these (people) upon whose 
hearts Allah has inscribed faith 
and has helped them with a 
spirit from Himself. And He 
will admit them into Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow, 
abiding in them forever. Allah is 
pleased with them, and they are 
pleased with Him; this is Allah's 
group. Listen! (Ultimately) only 
Allah's group is successful. 
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- SURAH AL-HASHR 59 PART 28 


59. SURAH AL-HASHR (THE 
GATHERING) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
24 verses and 3 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


59:1. Whatever is in the heavens 
and whatever is in the earth 
glorifies Allah, and only He is 
the Most Honourable, the Wise. 


59:2. It is He Who banished the 
disbelieving People of the Book 
(i.e. the Jews) from their homes, 
for their first gathering (i.e. first 
banishment). You did not think 
that they would leave, and they 
thought that their forts would 
save them from Allah, so 
Allah's command (i.e. 
punishment) came to them 
from a place they had not 
imagined. And He instilled 
terror in their hearts, that they 
(started to) demolish their own 
homes by their own hands and 
(also) by the hands of the 
Muslims; therefore, learn a 
lesson, O those who can see. 
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- SURAH AL-HASHR 59 PART 28 


59:33. And had Allah not 
decreed banishment for them, 
so He would have (definitely) 
punished them in this world. 
And for them in the Hereafter 
is the punishment of the Fire. 


59:4. This (punishment) is 
because they remained 
alienated from Allah and His 
Messenger; and whoever 
remains alienated from Allah 
and His Messenger, so Allah's 
punishment is indeed severe. 


59:5. The (date) trees (of the 
Jews) you had cut down or left 
them standing on their roots, 
this was all by Allah's 
permission, and in order to 
disgrace the transgressors, 


59:6. And the spoils of war 
which Allah caused to be given 
to His Messenger (taking) from 
them (i.e. the Jews), so you had 
not made your horses or camels 
race against them (to fight and 
to attain the spoils of war). Yes, 
Allah gives in the control of His 
Messengers whomsoever He 
wills. And Allah is Able to do 


everything. 


59:7. The spoils of war which 
Allah caused to be given to His 
Messenger from the people of a 
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town, it is for Allah and His 
Messenger, and the relatives, 
and the orphans, and the needy 
and the travellers, in order that 
it may not (merely) become the 
wealth of the rich amongst you. 
And whatever the Messenger 
grants you, take that and keep 
refraining from whatever he 
forbids, and fear Allah; indeed, 
Allah's punishment is severe. 


59:8. And also for the poor 
immigrants who were banished 
from their homes and _ their 
wealth, while seeking Allah's 
Benevolence and His 
contentment and helping (the 
religion of) Allah and His 
Messenger, only they are the 
truthful. 


59:9. And those (i.e. the Ansaar) 
who made homes in this city 
(of Madinah) and in faith (ie. 
became Muslims) before (the 
arrival of the immigrants), they 
befriend those who immigrated 
towards them, and in their 
hearts do not find any need of 
what they (the immigrants) 
have been given. And they 
prefer those above themselves,

even if they themselves are in 
dire need. And whosoever is 
saved from the greed of his 
own self, so it is only they who 
are the successful. 


59:10. And those who came 
after them submit, 'O our Lord, 
forgive us and our brothers 
who accepted faith before us, 
and place not any malice in our 
hearts towards the believers. O 
our Lord, only You are indeed 
Most Compassionate, Most 
Merciful.' 


59:11. Did you not see the 
hypocrites, that they say to their 
brothers amongst the disbelieving 
People of the Book; that 'If you 
are banished (from Madinah), so 
we will definitely leave with you; 
and we will never listen to 
anyone with regards to you; and 
if you are attacked, so we will 
surely help you.' And Allah is 
Witness that they are liars. 


59:12. If they are banished, so 
these (i.e. the hypocrites) will 
not leave with them. And if 
they are attacked, so they will 
not help them; and even if they 
were to help them, so they 
would definitely turn their 
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re) 


backs to flee. And then they 
will not be helped. 


59:13. Indeed (O Muslims), they 
have greater fear from you in 
their hearts than of Allah; this 
is because they are a people 
who do not understand. 


59:14. They will not fight you 
even if they all get together 
except in barricaded cities or 
from behind the walls. Their 
fighting amongst themselves is 
violent. You may think of them 
to be one body, whereas their 
hearts are divided; this is 


because they are a people who 
have no sense. 


59:15. Like the example of those 
(ie. the polytheists) who were 
before them not long ago; they 
tasted the evil result of their 
deeds, and for them is a painful 
punishment. 


59:16. Like the example of the 
Devil when he said to man, 
'Disbelieve.' So, when he had 
disbelieved, he said, I am 
separated from you; indeed, I 
fear Allah Who is the Lord of 
all the worlds. 
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59:17. So, this became the end of 
both of them, that they both are 
to remain in the Fire forever; 
and this is the punishment for 
the transgressors. 


59:18. O believers! Fear Allah, 
and every soul must see what it 
has sent ahead for tomorrow 
(ie. the Day of Judgment). And 
fear Allah; indeed, Allah is 
Aware of your deeds. 


59:19. And do not be like those 
who have forgotten Allah, He 
henceforth put them into 
adversity, that they did not even 
remember their own selves; only 
they are the sinners. 


59:20. The people of Hell (ie. 
the disbelievers) and the people 
of Paradise (i.e. the believers) 
are not equal; only the people 
of Paradise are successful. 


59:21. If We had sent down this 
Qur'aan upon any mountain, so 
you would have definitely seen 
it bowed down, shredded into

59:22. Only He is Allah besides 
Whom there is no one worthy 
of worship; the Knower of 
every unseen and seen; only He 
is the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. 


59:23. Only He is Allah besides 
Whom there is no one worthy of 
worship; the King, the Most 
Pure, the Provider of peace, the 
Bestower of refuge, the Protector, 
the Most Honourable, the 
Superb, the Possessor of every 
distinction; Purity is to Allah 
from what they associate (as 
partners to Him). 


59:24. Only He is Allah, the 
Maker, the Creator, the Giver of 
shape to everyone. All Good 
Names are (belonging) to only 
Him, whatever is in the 
heavens and in the earth 
proclaims His Purity; and only 
He is the Most Honourable, the 
Most Wise. 
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60. SURAH AL-MUMTAHINAH 
(THE EXAMINED WOMAN) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
13 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


60:1. O believers! Do not 
befriend My enemies and your 
enemies, you inform them 
(about your secrets) out of 
friendship; whereas, they deny 
that truth which has come to 
you. It is they who separate the 
Messenger and you from your 
homes on this basis that you 
believed in your Lord Allah. If 
you have come out to fight in 
My path and to gain My 
contentment, so do not befriend 
them. You send them secret 
messages of friendship, and I 
know well what you hide and 
what you disclose. And 
whoever amongst you does 
this, he has indeed gone astray 
from the straight path. 


60:2. If they find you, so they 
will be your (open) enemies 
and will extend their hands and 
their tongues towards you with 
evil, and their wish is that 
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somehow 
disbelievers. 


60:3. Neither your relations nor 
your offspring (left behind in 
Makkah because of whose safety, 
you keep friendship with the 
disbelievers) will ever benefit you, 
on the Day of Judgement. (Allah) 
will separate you from them; and 
Allah is seeing your deeds. 


60:4. Indeed, there was a good 
example for you to follow in 
Ibrahim and those with him, 
when they said to their people 
‘Indeed, we are disgusted with 
you and what you worship 
other than Allah. We have 
rejected you, and enmity and 
hatred has surfaced between us 
and you forever until you 
accept faith in the One Allah.’ 
Except for the saying of Ibrahim 
to his (figurative) father, 'I will 
definitely seek forgiveness for 
you. And I do not possess any 
power to benefit you against 
Allah.' (Ibrahim and _ his 
followers said) 'O our Lord, we 
have relied upon only You, and 
only towards You we have 
turned and only towards You is 
the (final) return.' 


60:5. 'O our Lord, do not make 
us a trial for the disbelievers (by 
making them dominant over 
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us), and forgive us, O our Lord; 
indeed, only You are the Most 
Honourable, the Most Wise.' 


60:6. Indeed, in them was a 
good example for you to follow, 
(especially) for the one who is 
hopeful of (meeting) Allah and 
the Last Day; and whoever 
turns away (by befriending the 
disbelievers), so indeed only 
Allah is the Independent, the 
Most Praiseworthy. 


60:7. It is near that Allah may 
create friendship between you 
and those amongst them who 
are your enemies (by making 
them Muslims); and Allah is 
All-Powerful; and Allah is Most 
Forgiving, Ever Merciful. 


60:8. Allah does not forbid you 
from those who did not fight 
against you on account of 
(your) religion and (they) did 
not drive you out from your 
homes, that you may be 
favourable towards them and 
deal with them fairly; indeed, 
the just ones are the beloveds of 
Allah. 


60:9. Allah forbids you to 
befriend those who fought 
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against you on account of 
(your) religion or drove you out 
from your homes or helped 
others to drive you out. And 
whoever befriends them, it is 
they who are the unjust. 


60:10. O believers! When Muslim 
women leave the land of disbelief 
and migrate towards you, so 
examine them (by taking an oath 
from them); Allah knows more 
about their faith; so if you find 
the women to be believers, do 
not therefore send them back to 
the disbelievers; neither are they 
(ie. the believing women) lawful 
for the disbelieving (men), nor 
are the disbelieving (men) lawful 
for them (ie. the believing 
women); and give back to their 
disbelieving husbands what they 
had spent (on these believing 
women e.g. dowry); and there is 
no sin upon you to marry them 
(ie. these believing women) 
when you give them their dowry; 
and (O Muslims) do not continue 
the marriage with disbelieving 
women, and ask back (from the 
disbelievers) what you had spent, 
and the disbelievers may ask for 
what they had spent (on the 
believing women); this is Allah's 
command, He judges between 
you, and Allah is All Knowing, 
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60:11. And if any of your wives 
go away from the custody of 
Muslims to the disbelievers (by 
becoming apostates, and you 
did not get back the money you 
have spent on them), then you 
should punish the disbelievers 
(in war, those who provided 
custody for them), give from 
the spoils of war, as much as 
they had spent, to the Muslims 
whose wives went away (to the 
land of disbelief having become 
apostates); and fear Allah in 
Whom you believe. 


60:12, O (Beloved) Prophet! 
When Muslim women are 
present in your august court to 
pledge an oath of allegiance upon 
this fact that they will neither 
ascribe any partner to Allah, nor 
steal, nor commit adultery, nor 
kill their offspring, nor bring the 
fabrication that they carry 
between their hands and feet ie. 
in their womb, nor disobey you 
in any righteous matter, so accept 
their allegiance and _ seek 
forgiveness from Allah for them; 
indeed, Allah is the Most 
Forgiving, the Most Merciful. 


60:13. O believers! Do not 
befriend the people upon whom 
is the wrath of Allah; they have 
lost hope in the Hereafter just 
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like the disbelievers have lost 
hope in the people of the graves 
(ever returning back to life on 
the Day of Judgement). 


61. SURAH AL-SAFF (THE ROW) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
14 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


61:1. Whatever is in the heavens 
and whatever is in the earth 
glorifies Allah, and only He is 
the Most Honourable, the Wise. 


61:2. O believers! Why do you 
say that which you do not 
practice? 


61:3. How detestable it is to 
Allah that you say that which 
you do not practice. 


61:4. Verily, Allah befriends 
those who fight in His cause 
(ie. against the enemies of 
Islam) in rows as if they are a 
solidified structure. 
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61:5. And remember when 
Moosa said to his nation, 'O my 
people! Why do you trouble 
me, whereas you know (with 
certainty) that I am Allah's 
Messenger towards you?! So, 
when they deviated, Allah 
caused their hearts to deviate; 
and Allah does not guide the 
transgressing people. 


61:6. And remember when 
'Eisa; the son of Maryam, said, 
'O Children of Israel! I am 
Allah's Messenger towards 
you, confirming the Book; the 
Tawrah which was before me, 
and giving glad tidings of a 
(great) Messenger who will 
come after me; his name is 
Ahmad.' Then, when Ahmad 
came to them with clear proofs, 
they (ie. the disbelievers) said, 
'This is clear magic.' 


61:7. And who is more unjust 
than the one who fabricates lie 
against Allah whilst he is being 
called towards Islam? And 
Allah does not guide the unjust. 
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61:8. They wish to extinguish 
the light of Allah (by blowing) 
with their mouths, and Allah is 
to complete His light, even if 
the disbelievers get annoyed. 


61:9. It is He Who has sent His 
Messenger with guidance and 
the true religion that He may 
make it prevail over all other 
religions, even if the polytheists 
get annoyed. 


61:10. O believers! Shall I tell 
you of that trade which can save 
you from the painful 
punishment? 


61:11. Believe in Allah and His 
Messenger, and fight in Allah's 
cause with your wealth and 
your lives; this is better for you, 
if you know. 


61:12. He will forgive your sins 
and admit you into Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow and 
into the pure palaces which are 
in Gardens of dwelling (in 
Paradise); this is the great 
success. 
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61:13. And He will give you 
another favour which is dear to 
you; the help from Allah and a 
forthcoming victory (of Makkah, 
Persia and Rome, etc.); and O 
Beloved, give glad tidings to the 
Muslims. 


61:14. O believers! Become the 
helpers of God's religion, just 
like 'Eisa; the son of Maryam, 
had said to the disciples, 'Who 
will help me whilst inclining 
towards Allah?! The disciples 
said, 'We are the helpers of 
God's religion.' So, a group 
among the Children of Israel 
believed and another group 
disbelieved. We henceforth 


helped the believers against 
their enemies, so they (i.e. the 
believers) were dominant (over 
the disbelievers). 
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62. SURAH AL-JUMU'AH (THE 
FRIDAY CONGREGATION) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
11 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


62:1. Whatever is in the heavens 
and whatever is in the earth 
glorifies Allah; the King, the 
Most Pure, the Honourable, the 
Wise. 


62:2. It is He Who has sent in the 
unlettered people a 
Messenger from amongst 
themselves who recites His verses 
to them and purifies them, and 
gives them the knowledge of the 
Book and wisdom. And indeed, 
before this, they were definitely 
in Open error. 


62:3. And he (i.e. the Beloved 
Prophet Muhammad) also 
purifies and bestows knowledge 
to others amongst them who 
have not yet joined the former 
ones; and only He is the Most 
Honourable, the Wise. 


62:4. This is Allah's 
Benevolence, He may give to 
whomscever He wills; and 
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Allah is Utmost Bountiful. 


62:5 The example of those who 
were entrusted with the 
Tawrah, they then did not carry 
out its commands, is like the 
example of a donkey carrying 
books on its back; what an evil 
example it is of the people who 
belied the verses of Allah; and 
Allah does not guide the unjust. 


62:6. Say you (O Beloved) 'O 
Jews! If you assume this that 
you are friends of Allah and 
other people are not, so wish 
for death if you are truthful.' 


62:7. And they will never wish 
for it (ie. for death) due to the 
misdeeds which their hands 
have sent ahead; and Allah 
knows the unjust people. 


62:8. Say you (O Beloved), 'The 
death from which you (are 
trying to) flee will definitely 
meet you, then you will be 
returned to Him Who knows all 
the unseen and the seen, He 
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will then inform you of what 
you did.' 


62:9. O believers! When the call 
for Salah is given on the day of 
Jumu'ah (i.e. Friday), so hurry 
towards the remembrance of 
Allah, and stop buying and 
selling; this is better for you if 
you know. 


62:10. Then when Salah is 
completed, so disperse in the 
land and = seek Allah's 
benevolence (i.e. lawful 
sustenance), and abundantly 
remember Allah in the hope of 
attaining success. 


62:11. And when they saw 
some trade or sport, they 
walked towards it and left you 
standing delivering the sermon. 
Say you (O Beloved), 'That (i.e. 
the reward) which is with Allah 
is (far) better than sport and 
trade, and the sustenance of 
Allah is the best.'

63. SURAH AL-MUNAAFIQOON 
(THEHYPOCRITES) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
11 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


63:1. When the hypocrites present 
themselves in your august court 
(O Beloved), they say; that 'We 


testify that indeed your respected 
y 


that you are His M 

Allah testifies that the hypocrites 
are definitely liars (in that they 
do not believe in what they say). 


63:2. They have made their 
oaths as a shield (for their 
hypocrisy and misdeeds), thus 
prevented (other people) from 
the path of Allah; indeed, they 
commit extremely evil deeds. 


63:3. This is because that they 
accepted faith with their tongues 
then disbelieved with _ their 
hearts, so a seal has been set 
upon their hearts, therefore now 
they do not understand anything. 


63:4. And when you see them, 
their (outward) bodies would 
please you; and if they speak, 
so you would listen carefully to 
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their speech, as if they are 
wooden panels propped up 
against a wall (unable to stand 
on their own); they think every 
shout is against them; they are 
the (worst) enemies, so beware 
of them; may Allah slay them, 
where are they returning to? 


63:5. And when it is said to 
them that 'Come! Allah's 
Messenger may seek 
forgiveness for you.' So, they 
turn their heads sideways and 
you see them turn their faces 
away in arrogance. 


63:6. It is the same for them, 
whether you seek or do not 
seek forgiveness for them; 
Allah will never forgive them; 
indeed, Allah does not guide 
the transgressing people. 


63:7. They are the ones who 
say, 'Do not spend upon those 
who are with Allah's 
Messenger until they become 
distressed.' And only to Allah 
belong the treasures of the 
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heavens and the earth, but the 
hypocrites do not have sense. 


63:8. They say, 'If we return to 
Madinah, then indeed the 
honourable one will soon 
banish the humble one from it.' 
Whereas, honour (truly) belongs 
to Allah and to His Messenger 
and to the Muslims, but the 
hypocrites know not. 


63:9. O believers! Let not your 
wealth or your children (or) 
anything cause you to neglect 
the remembrance of Allah. And 
whoever does this, so it is they 
who are in loss. 


63:10. And from what We have 
provided you spend some in 
Our path before this that death 
comes upon any one of you 
then he says, 'O my Lord! Why 
did you not give me respite for 
a little while, that I would have 
given charity and become of the 
virtuous?! 


63:11. And Allah will never 
give respite to any soul when 
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its promise arrives. And Allah 
is Aware of your deeds. 


64, SURAH AL-TAGHAABUN

(This Surah is Madani, containing 
18 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


64:1. Whatever is in the heavens 
and whatever is in the earth 
glorifies Allah; kingship belongs 
only to Him, and only to Him 
belongs (all) praise, and He is 
Powerful over all things. 


64:2. It is He Who has created 
you, so amongst you someone 
is a disbeliever and amongst 
you someone is a Muslim. And 
Allah is observing your actions. 


64:3. He made the heavens and 
the earth with the truth and 
shaped you; so, He made your 
shape excellent, and only 
towards Him is the return. 


64:4, He knows whatever is in 
the heavens and in the earth, 
and He knows what you hide 
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and what you disclose; and 
Allah knows what is within the 
hearts. 


64:5. Did the news of those who 
disbelieved before you not 
reach you? And they tasted the 
evil outcome of their deeds (in 
this world), and for them (in 
the Hereafter) is a painful 
punishment. 


64:6. This is because that their 
Messengers would bring clear 
proofs to them, so they said, 
'Will mankind show us the 
way?' Consequently, they 
became disbelievers and turned 
away, and Allah did not care 
about them; and Allah is the 
Independent, the Most 
Praiseworthy. 


64:7. The disbelievers blabbered 
that they will never be 
resurrected. Say you (O 
Beloved), 'Why not? By my 
Lord, you will definitely be 
resurrected and you will then 
be informed of your misdeeds; 
and this is easy for Allah." 


64:8. Therefore, believe in Allah 
and His Messenger (i.e. the 
Beloved Prophet Muhammad) 
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and that light (ie. the Qur'aan) 
which We have sent down; and 
Allah is Aware of what you do. 


64:9. The Day when He will 
gather you on the Day of 
gathering all, that is the Day of 
exposing the loss of the losers. 
And whosoever believes in 
Allah and does good deeds, 
Allah will remove his sins and 
admit him into Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow, that 
they abide therein forever; only 
this is the great success. 


64:10. And those who 
disbelieved and belied Our 
verses, they are the people of 
the Fire, remaining in it forever; 
and what a wretched outcome. 


64:11. No misfortune befalls 
except by Allah's command; 
and whosoever believes in 
Allah, Allah will guide his 
heart; and Allah knows 


verything. 


64:12. And obey Allah and obey 
His Messenger; then if you turn 
your face away, so know that 
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upon Our Messenger is only to 
convey (the message) clearly. 


64:13. It is Allah except Whom 
there is no one worthy of 
worship; and upon only Allah 
the believers should rely. 


64:14. O believers! Some of 
your wives and children are 
your enemies (because they 
stop you from migration), 
therefore be wary of them; and 
if you pardon and overlook and 
forgive (their errors), so indeed 
Allah is Most Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


64:15. Your wealth and your 
children are just a trial (for 
you); and with Allah is a 
tremendous reward. 


64:16. Therefore, fear Allah as 
much as possible, and listen to 
the command (of Allah), and 
obey the command, and spend 
in the path of Allah for your 
own good. And whoever is 
rescued from the greed of his 
own soul, only they are the 
successful. 
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64:17. If you lend a good loan to 
Allah, He will double it for you 
and forgive you; and Allah is 
Most Appreciative, Most 
Forbearing. 


64:18. The Knower of all hidden 
and visible (aspects of 


everything), the Most 
Honourable, the Wise. 


65. SURAH AL-TALAAQ (THE 
DIVORCE) 
(This Surah is Madani, containing 
12 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


65:1. O (Beloved) Prophet! (Tell 
the believers) when you people 
divorce women, so divorce them 

(when they are in the state of 
purity, with one divorce) at (the 
start of) their prescribed period, 
and keep (an accurate) calculation 
of their ‘TIddah (ie. waiting 
period). And (O Muslims) fear 
Allah, your Lord, Do not banish 
them from their (husband's) 
homes, nor should they leave 
themselves during the ‘Tddah 
period umless this that they 
commit any open indecency (ie. 
fornication, or theft, etc.). And 
these are the limits of Allah; and 
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whoever transgresses the limits of 
Allah, indeed he has done wrong 
to himself. You do not know, 
maybe Allah will send a new 
command afterwards (so that you 
may take her back if that was the 
first or second divorce). 


65:2. Hence, when they are 
about to reach their appointed 
term (nearing completion of 
"Iddah), so hold them back with 
kindness or separate from them 
with kindness, and make two 
credible men amongst you as 
witnesses, and establish 
testimony for the sake of Allah; 
whosoever believes in Allah 
and the Last Day, he is advised 
with this; and whosoever fears 
Allah, Allah will create for him 
a way of salvation. 


65:3. And (Allah) will provide 
him sustenance from where he 
could not (even) imagine; and 
whoever relies upon Allah, so 
He is Sufficient for him; indeed, 
Allah is to complete His task; 
indeed, Allah has set a proper 
measure for all things. 


65:4. And for those of your 
women who have no hope of 
menstruation, if you have any 
doubt (about the ruling of their 
waiting period), so their 'Tddah is 
three (lunar) months, and (three 
lunar months is) also for those 
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who have not yet had 
menstruation; and the appointed 
period for the pregnant women is 
this that they deliver their burden 
(ie. give birth). And whoever 
fears Allah, Allah will create ease 


65:5. This is Allah's command 
which He has sent down 
towards you; and whosoever 
fears Allah, Allah will erase his 
sins and bestow upon him 
great reward. 


65:6. House the women (in 
Iddah) where you reside, 
according to your means, and 
do not harass them to make it 
difficult for them; and if they 
are pregnant, so give them 
provision till their child is born; 
then if they suckle the child for 
you, so pay them its due 
compensation; and consult with 
each other in a reasonable 
manner; and if you mutually 
find it difficult, so it is likely 
that another (woman) may be 
found to suckle him. 


65:7. The one who is capable 
should provide according to his 
means; and the one whose 
sustenance is restricted upon 
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him, he should give provisions 
from what Allah has given him; 
Allah does not burden any soul 
except according to what He 
has given it; it is close that 
Allah, after hardship, will give 
ease. 


65:8. And (the people of) many a 
town rebelled against the 
command of their Lord and His 
Messengers; so, We took severe 
account from. them and. i 

them with a horrible punishment. 


65:9. They therefore tasted the 
evil result of their doing; and 
the outcome of their doing was 
(only) loss. 


65:10. Allah has kept ready a 
severe punishment for them, 
therefore fear Allah, O men of 
intellect! Those who believed; 
indeed, Allah has sent down 
honour for you. 


65:11. (Allah sent) that 
Messenger who recites the clear 
verses of Allah to you, so that 
he may take those who accept 
faith and do good deeds away 
from the darknesses towards 
the light; and whosoever 
believes in Allah and does good 
deeds, He will admit him into 
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Gardens beneath which rivers 
flow; abiding in them forever 
and ever; indeed, Allah has 
kept an excellent sustenance for 
him. 


65:12, It is Allah Who has

Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


66:1. O Conveyor of the unseen 
news (i.e. Prophet), why are 
you making unlawful for 
yourself that thing which Allah 
has made lawful for you; you 
wish to please (some of your) 
wives. And Allah is the Most 
Forgiving, the Most Merciful. 
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66:2. Indeed, Allah has 
ordained expiation for you for 
your oaths; and Allah is your 
Master; and Allah is the All- 
Knowing, and the Wise. 


66:3. And when the Prophet 
(Muhammad) disclosed a matter 
in confidence to one of his wives, 
then when she happened to 
mention it and Allah made it 
known to the Prophet, so the 
Prophet told her part of it and 
held back a part; then when the 
Prophet informed her about it 
(ie. disclosing the secret), she 
said, ‘Who informed your 
respected self?!

66:4. (O) you two wives of the 
Prophet (Muhammad), if you 
turn towards Allah with 
repentance, so your hearts have 
certainly moved away a little; 
and if you (two) strengthen 
each other against him, so 
Allah is indeed his Helper, and 
Jibra'eel and the virtuous 
believers; and after that the 
angels are also (his) supporters. 


66:5. If he divorces you, it is 
close that his Lord will give 
him wives better than you in 
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your place; submissive, 
believing, obedient, repenting, 
worshiping, fasting, widows 
and virgins. 


66:6. O believers! Save 
yourselves and your families 
from the Fire, the fuel of which 
are humans. and __ stones; 
appointed over it are extremely 
powerful angels who do not 
refuse the command of Allah 
and they only do what they are 
commanded. 


66:7. (The angels appointed over 
Hell will say) 'O disbelievers! 
Do not make excuses this Day; 
you will only be recompensed 
for what you used to do.' 


66:8. O believers! Repent to 
Allah with such repentance 
which becomes advice for the 
future; it is close that your Lord 
may remove your sins and 
admit you into Gardens 
beneath which rivers flow on

69:40. Indeed, this Qur'aan is 
the Speech (of Allah) with a 
revered Messenger. 


69:41. And it is not the speech 
of any poet; how little do you 
believe. 


69:42. Nor is it the speech of 
any soothsayer; how little do 
you ponder. 


69:43. He Who is the Lord of all 
the worlds has sent down (the 
Qur'aan). 


69:44. And if (hypothetically) he 
(ie. the Beloved Prophet 
Muhammad) fabricated just one 
matter upon Us. 


69:45. We would have certainly 
taken revenge on him with 
force. 


69:46. Then We would have cut 
off his life-artery (i.e. the Aorta). 
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69:47. Then no one amongst you 
would have been his saviour. 


69:48. And indeed, this Qur'aan 
is advice for those who fear 
(Allah). 


69:49. And indeed, We know 
that some amongst you are 
beliers (of the Qur'aan). 


69:50. And indeed, it (ie. the 
Qur'aan) is a (cause of) regret 
for the disbelievers. 


69:51. And indeed, it is certain 
truth. 


69:52, Therefore, O Beloved, 
glorify the Name of your Lord, 
the Great. 


70. SURAH AL-MA'AARIJ (THE 
HEIGHTS) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
44 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


70:1. An asker (i.e. Nadr Bin 
Haarith) is (mockingly) asking 
for that punishment. 
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70:2. Which is going to take 
place upon the disbelievers; no 
one can avert it. 


7033. That (punishment) will be from 
Allah, the Owner of the heights. 


70:4. The angels and _ Jibra'eel 
ascend towards His ping 
Court, that i 

befall the disbelievers on a i 
the duration of which is fifty 
thousand years (according to the 
worldly calculation of time). 


70:5. Therefore (O Beloved), be 
admirably patient. 


70:6. They assume it (i.e. the 
punishment) to be far away. 


70:7. Whereas, We are seeing 
(that its inevitable happening) 
is near. 


70:8. The Day when the sky will 
be like molten silver. 


70:9. And the mountains will 
become light like wool. 


70:10. And no friend will ask 
concerning any (of his friends). 


70:11. They will be seeing them 
(ie. their friends and family); 
the criminal will wish if only he 
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could pay ransom, from the 
punishment of that Day, by 
offering his sons (as a payment 
to get out of the trouble). 


70:12. And his wife and his 
brother. 


70:13. And his (caring) family 
member who provided him 
shelter (from the hardships in 
this world). 


70:14, And all those who are on 
the earth; then this ransom 
might save him (from the 
punishment of Allah). 


70:15. Never (i.e. nothing will 
save him)! That is actually a 
Blazing Fire. 

70:16. The one which strips off 
the skin is calling. 


70:17. Him who turned his back 
away and turned his face (from. 
the truth). 


70:18. And accumulated 
(wealth) and saved it (without 
spending in the path of Allah). 


70:19. Indeed, mankind has been 
made very impatient, greedy. 
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70:20. Very anxious when 
misfortune reaches him. 


70:21. And stingy when good 
reaches him. 


Ties cicyé 
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70:22. Except those who offer 
Salah. 


70:23. Those who are punctual 
with their Salah. 


70:24. And those in whose 
wealth there is a known right 
(i.e. Zakah, Fitrah, etc.). 


70:25. For the one who begs; and 
for the one who cannot even 
beg, so (he) remains deprived. 


70:26. And those who believe 
the Day of Judgement to be 
true. 


70:27. And those who are 
fearing the punishment of their 
Lord. 


70:28. Indeed, the punishment 
of their Lord is not a thing to be 
unafraid of. 
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70:29. And those who protect 
their private parts. 


70:30. Except from their wives 
or the slave-girls in their 
possession, that there is no 
criticism on them. 


70:31. So, he who desires more 
than these two, it is they who 
are the transgressors. 


70:32. And those who are 
mindful of their trusts and their 
covenant. 


70:33. And those who are firm 
upon their testimonies. 


70:34. And those who protect 
their Salah. 


70:35. It is they who will be 
honoured in Gardens (of 
Paradise). 


70:36. So, what is the matter 22 
with those disbelievers, they 

gaze at you (O Beloved) with 

an eager look (to find faults in 

you and your religion)? 
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70:37. From the right and the 
left, in numerous groups. 


70:38. Does every person 
amongst them desire to be 
admitted into the Garden of 
tranquillity? 


70:39. Never! We have indeed 
created them from a thing they 
know (i.e. from sperm). 


70:40. So, I swear an oath by the 
Owner of every East and every 
West that We are indeed 
Powerful. 


70:41. To replace (the 
disbelievers) with those who 
are better than them, and no 
one can escape from Us. 


70:42. So (O Beloved), leave % 
them to indulge in their we) 
rudeness and to play, until they nugentee” 
confront that Day of theirs of soso \iewaciis aie 
which they are promised. sees ret oe 
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70:43. The Day when they will 
come out of the graves in haste, 
as if rushing towards their 
(fixed) signposts. 
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70:44. With lowered eyes, 
disgrace overcame them; such 
is that Day of theirs which they 
had been promised. 


71. SURAH NOOH (THE 
PROPHET NOAH) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
28 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


71:1. Indeed, We sent Nooh 
towards his people (ordering 
him) that 'Warn them before 
this that a painful punishment 
comes upon them. 


71:2, He said, 'O my people! I 
am a clear warner to you.' 


71:3. 'That you should worship 
Allah and fear Him, and obey 
me.' 


71:4. 'He will forgive some of 
your sins and give you respite 
up to an appointed term; 
indeed, the promise of Allah is 
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not averted when it arrives; had 
you somehow known.' 


71:5. He submitted, 'O my Lord, 
I invited my people night and 
day.' 


71:6. ‘So, my invitation only 
increased their fleeing (from the 
truth),.' 


71:7. 'And every time I invited 
them, that You may forgive them, 
they always thrust their fingers 
into their ears and covered 
themselves with their garments, 
and remained persistent (in their 
refusal) and were extremely 
arrogant.’ 


71:8. ‘I then 
openly.’ 


invited them 


71:9. 'Then I also spoke to them 
in public and also spoke to 
them softly in private.' 


71:10. I therefore told them, 
‘Seek forgiveness from your 
Lord; He is Most Forgiving.' 


71:11. ‘He will send down upon 
you rain in abundance.' 
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71:12. ‘And will support you 
with wealth and sons, and will 
make gardens for you and 
make rivers for you." 


71:13. 'What is the matter with 
you, that you do not hope to 
attain honour from Allah?’ 


71:14. 'Whereas, He has created 
you in stages (ie. first sperm, 
then a blood-clot, and then a 
foetus, etc.)'. 


71:15. 'Do you not see how 
Allah has created the seven 
heavens one above the other?! 


71:16. 'And (how) in them He 
has illuminated the moon, and 
made the sun a lamp?! 


71:17. 'And it is Allah Who 
made you to grow like 
vegetation from the earth.' 


71:18. ‘And He will then take 
you back into it and again will 
bring you forth (from it).' 
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71:19. ‘And it is Allah Who 
made the earth a bed for you.' 


71:20. 'That you may walk 
through its wide paths.’ 


71:21. Submitted Nooh, 'O my 
Lord, they have disobeyed me, 
and they followed such whose 
wealth and children increase 
only loss for him.' 


71:22. 'And they conspired an 
immense conspiracy.' 


71:23. ‘And they said, “Never 
abandon your gods, and never 
abandon Wadd, and Suwaa', 
and Yaghooth, and Ya'ooq, and 
Nasr” (these are the names of 
their idols).' 


71:24. 'And they have indeed 
misled a large number; and (O 
my Lord) You increase nothing 
for the unjust except error (due 
to their persistent unwillingness 
to accept faith).' 


71:25. They were drowned 
because of such sins of theirs 
and then made to enter into the 
Fire; so, they did not find any 
helper for themselves against 
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71:26. And requested Nooh, 'O 
my Lord, do not leave any of 
the disbelievers residing on the 
earth.’ 


71:27. ‘Indeed, if You will spare 
them, so they will mislead Your 
bondsmen, and they will have 
offspring, so they (ie. the 
offspring) will also not be except 
immoral, very ungrateful.' 


71:28. 'O my Lord, forgive me, 
and my _ parents, and 
whosoever is in my house as a 
believer, and all (other) Muslim 
men and Muslim women; and 
do not increase anything for the 
disbelievers except destruction.' 


72. SURAH AL-JINN (JINN) 
(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
28 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


72:1. Say you (O Beloved), 'I have 
received the revelation that some 
Jinn attentively listened to my 
recitation,’ so they said (to other 
Jinn when they went back), 'We 
have heard a wonderful Qur'aan.' 
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72:2. ‘That guides to the path of 
goodness, we have therefore 
believed in it; and we shall 
never ascribe anyone as a 
partner to our Lord." 


72:3. 'And this; that the Glory of 
our Lord is most exalted, He 
has neither taken a wife nor a 
child (for Himself).' 


72:4. ‘And this; that the foolish 
amongst us used to say (things) 
concerning Allah — whilst 
exceeding the limit.’ 


72:5. ‘And this; that we thought 
that men and Jinn would never 
fabricate lie against Allah. 


72:6. ‘And this; that some men 
amongst humans used to take 
the refuge of some men 
amongst Jinn, so it further 
increased the arrogance (of the 
community of Jinn).' 


72:7, ‘And this; that they 
assumed, like you assume, that 
Allah will never send any 
Messenger.' 


72:8. 'And this; that we touched 
the sky, so we found that it was 
strongly guarded and filled 
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with the blazing shooting stars.' 


72:9. 'And this; that previously 
we sometimes used to sit in 
some places in the sky to listen 
(to the conversation of the 
angels). Then now whoever 
tries to listen, he finds a blazing 
fire ready for him in ambush.' 


72:10. 'And this; that we do not 
know whether harm is 
intended for those on the earth, 
or whether their Lord has 
intended goodness for them.' 


72:11. 'And this; that amongst 
us some are virtuous and some 
are of another type; we are split 
into several (religious) sects.' 


72:12. 'And this; that we became 
certain that we will not be able 
to come out of the control of 
Allah in the earth, nor can we 
run and escape from His grip.' 


72:13. 'And this; that when we 
heard guidance, we believed in 
it; so, whosoever believes in his 
Lord, he has no fear of any loss 
(in goodness) nor of any 
increase (in evil).' 
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72:14, 'And this; that some 
amongst us are Muslims and 
some are transgressors. So 
those who have accepted Islam, 
they have sought the way of 
goodness.' 


72:15. 'And as for the unjust, 
they are the fuel of Hell.' 


72:16. And say (O Beloved) that 
'T have received this revelation; 
that if they (ie. the people) 
remained upright on _ the 
straight path, so We would 
have definitely given them 
abundant water.' 


72:17. 'In order to test them with 
it. And whoever turns his face 
away from the remembrance of 
his Lord, He will put him in an 
intensifying punishment.' 


72:18. ‘And this; that the 
Masaajid (Mosques) are for only 
Allah, therefore do not worship 
anyone along with Allah.' 


72:19, ‘And this; that when 
Allah's bondsman (ie. the 
Prophet Muhammad) stood up to 
worship Him, so the Jinn almost 
crowded upon him in groups 
upon groups (in order to listen to 
the recitation of the Beloved 
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72:20. Say you (O Beloved), 'T 
worship only my Lord (Allah), 
and I do not ascribe any partner 
to Him.’ 


72:21 Say you (O Beloved), 'I 
am not the owner of any harm 
or benefit for you (on my own 
accord).' 


72:22. Say you (O Beloved), 'No 
one will ever protect me from 
(the punishment of) Allah (if 
hypothetically I were to 
disobey Him), nor will I find 
refuge except in Him.' 


72:23. 'I only convey the 
commands of Allah and His 
Messages; and whoever disobeys 
the command of Allah and His 
Messenger, so indeed for him is 
the fire of Hell, in which they 
will remain forever and ever.' 


72:24. (These disbelievers will 
not believe) until the time when 
they will see what they are 
promised (i.e. the punishment), 
so they will now come to know 
whose helper is weak and who 
is lesser in terms of number. 


72:25. Say you (O Beloved), 'T 
do not know (on my own 
accord) whether what you are 
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promised is nearby, or (that) 
my Lord will postpone it for a 
while.' 


72:26. (Allah is) the Knower of the 
unseen; He does not completely 
inform His (exclusive knowledge 
of the) unseen to anyone. 


72:27. Except (some of which) 
to His chosen Messengers; that 
He appoints defence in front 
and behind them. 


72:28. In order to see that they 
have conveyed the Messages of 
their Lord; and His knowledge 
encompasses all of whatever 
they have, and He has kept 
count of all things. 


73. SURAH AL-MUZZAMMIL 
(THE ONE WHO WRAPS 
HIMSELF IN A SHAWL) 

(This Surah is Makkan, containing 
20 verses and 2 sections) 


Allah's Name to commence 
with, the Most Gracious, the 
Most Merciful. 


73:1. O you who wraps himself 
(in a shawl ie. the Prophet 
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73:2. Stand up (for prayer) 
during the night except some 
part of the night. 


73:3. Half the night, or even a 
little less than that. 


73:4. Or increase a little on it, 
and recite the Qur'aan 
delightfully in slow distinct 
stages (ie. each letter of the 
Qur'aan must be pronounced 
distinctively and correctly). 


73:5. Indeed, We shall soon 
decree a heavy Word (of 
commandments) upon you. 


73:6. Indeed, getting up in the 
night (for Salah), that is heavier 


(on the body) and the most 
appropriate (time) for the 
words to flow properly. 


73:7. Indeed, you have many 
tasks (to perform) during the day. 


73:8. And remember the Name PA 53 ay a I wal S515 


of your Lord; and separating 
from everyone else, devote 2b howe 
yourself solely to Him. opie 


73:9. He is the Lord of the East 
and the Lord of the West; there 
is no one worthy of worship 
except Him, therefore make Him 
your sole Disposer of matters. 
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73:10. And be patient with what 
the disbelievers say, and leave 
them gracefully. 


73:11. And leave those wealthy 
beliers to Me (to deal with), and 
give them little respite. 


73:12. Indeed, We have (for 
them) heavy leg shackles and a 
Blazing Fire. 


73:13. And food which chokes, 
and painful punishment. 


73:14. On the Day when the 
earth and the mountains will 
tremble, and the mountains 
will turn into heaps of sand 
pouring down. 


73:15. We have indeed sent a 
Messenger towards you, that he 
is a Present Eyewitness over 
you, the way We sent a 
Messenger towards Fir'awn. 


73:16. However, Fir'awn 
disobeyed that Messenger, so 
We seized him with a severe 
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73:17. Then how will you save 
yourselves, if you disbelieve, 
ona Day that will turn children 
old? 


73:18. Due to its grief, the 
heaven will burst apart; the 
promise of Allah is to be 
fulfilled. 

73:19. This (i.e. the Qur'aan) is 
indeed advice; so, whoever 
wants to may take the path 
towards his Lord (through faith 
and good deeds). 


73:20. Indeed, your Lord knows 
that you stand up (in prayer); 
sometimes for almost two-thirds 
of the night, and sometimes half

The Day when the 
Trumpet will be blown, you 
will therefore come forth in 
troops upon troops. 


78:19. And the sky will be 
opened, that it will become (a 
sky with) gates. 
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78:20. And the mountains will be 
driven, that they will become 
like shining sand (as a mirage) 
which gives the false impression 
of water from afar. 

78:21. Indeed, Hell is lying in 
ambush (for the disbelievers).

79:42. They (i.e. the disbelievers) 
ask you (O Beloved) regarding 
the Last Day, 'When will its 
appointed time be?’

Native speakers of a language pause at some points of their speech and do 
not pause at all at some other points; sometimes they make a short pause 
and sometimes they make slightly longer pause. It is indeed important to 
make pause and not making it at different stages of speech in order to 
convey and draw the intended messages correctly. The transcript of the 
Holy Qur'aan is in the form of speech, hence the Islamic Scholars have 
established the signs for pausing and not accordingly which are called 
Rumooz Awgqaaf Qur'aan Majeed. It is essential to abide by these signs 
during the recitation of the Noble Qur'aan. They are described below: 


A small circle is shown wherever a verse completes. This sign is 

in fact a circular = which is written as’. It is the symbol of cr»; 
(a complete stop) and one should pause at it. Nowadays 's'‘is not 
written; instead a small circle is shown. This symbol is termed as 
an Ayah (verse). 


This is the sign of 7J#,(a necessary stop), one should pause at it; 
otherwise, there is a risk that the message might alter altogether. 
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This is the sign of IY (a general stop). It is better to pause at 
it. This sign is shown where one's message is not yet complete |} 
and he is about to say more. 


This is the sign of 7p» (a permissible stop). It is better to pause 
here and omitting the pause is also permissible. 


This is the sign of 3% 9s. Not pausing at it is preferable. 


This is the sign of ond ‘5s, Here one should continue recitation 
without interruption; however, if someone makes a pause due to 
being exhausted, he is exempted. It should be noted that 
omitting the pause is more preferable in case of '\" as compared 


to's’. 


This is the short form of dis. It is preferable to continue 
reciting without a pause. 


This is the short form of Tole ;one should not pause atit. 


This is the sign of U3. Sometimes a pause is made at it and 
sometimes not. However, it is preferable to pause at it. 


Itis the word . It means ‘stop’. This sign is used where there isa 
risk that the reciter will continue to recite at the same place. 
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Both of these are the signs of ‘halt’. One should make a short pause % 
at the sign stopping the voice but not the breath. 


This is the sign of a ‘longer halt’. One should pause at it a little 
longer than «:____... But the breath should not break here too. The 
difference between ««., and «#, is that in case of as, the pause should 
bealittle longer than that in «<.. 


Itis the sign of negation. At some places, the sign is shown upon the 
symbol of a verse and sometimes within the text. If it is present 
within the text, one should never pause at it. In case it is present 
above the symbol of the verse [Ol there is a difference of opinion; 
some scholars advise to pause and some advise otherwise. 
However, it does not affect the meaning whether one pauses or not 
in this case. But the pause should be omitted when this sign is 
within the text. 


It is the sign for uf, which means that the preceding sign shall also 
apply here. 


If a text lies within the set of the three dots, the reader is allowed to 
pause at the first sign of the three dots and continue without 
pausing at the next three dots or vice versa. This type of text is 
called Mu'aanaqah or Muraaqabah.
